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IN  EXECUTIVE  SESSION  DUEING  THE  EECESS  OF 
THE  LEGISLATURE. 

Statement  with  reference  to  bills,  resolutions,  and  reports  of  the 
Commission,  Acts  of  the  legislative  council  of  the  Moro  Prov- 
ince considered,  and  appointments  confirmed  by  the  Commis- 
sion during  the  recess  of  the  First  Philippine  Legislature  from 
June  20, 1908,  to  January  SI,  1909,  inclusive. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  First  Philippine  Legislature  it  was 
decided  that  each  series  of  Commission  and  Assembly  bills,  joint 
and  concurrent  resolutions,  and  Commission  House  resolutions  and 
reports  should  begin  with  each  legislature  rather  than  with  each 
session  of  the  Legislature,  and  as  the  Commission  acting  in  an 
administrative  capacity  and  in  its  exclusive  general  legislative 
jurisdiction  over  all  that  part  of  the  Philippine  Islands  inhabited 
by  Moros  or  other  non-Christian  tribes,  continues  its  sessions 
throughout  the  year,  the  record  of  which,  for  the  period  during  the 
recess  of  the  legislature,  is  not  published  in  printed  form,  the  fol- 
lowing information  is  taken  from  said  record  and  printed  herein  for 
the  purpose  of  affording  in  the  printed  Journals  a  continuous 
record  of  bills,  resolutions,  and  reports  considered  by  the  Commis- 
sion during  the  entire  period  from  the  date  of  the  opening  to  the 
date  of  the  closing  of  each  Legislature.  There  is  also  given  in  this 
statement  the  numbers  and  titles  of  acts  of  the  legislative  council  of 
the  Moro  Province  and  a  list  of  the  appointments  confirmed  by  the 
Commission  in  accordance  with  law  during  the  period  mentioned. 

The  following  table  shows  the  numbers  of  Commission  bills,  resolutions, 
and  reports  presented  during  each  session  and  during  the  recess  of  the 
Legislature  up  to  the  opening  of  the  second  session  on  February  1,  1909.

August  22,  1908:  Introduced  by  the  Committee  on  Appropriations,  and 
by  unanimous  consent  read  first  and  second  times,  considered  in  Com- 
mittee of  the  Whole,  reported  with  amendments,  report  adopted,  bill  read 
third  time,  passed,  and  title  amended  and  approved.  Ordered  enrolled 
and  printed.     (See  Act  No.  1878.) 

No.  68.— An  Act  amending  Act  Numbered  Seven  hundred  and  eighty- 
seven,  entitled  "An  Act  providing  for  the  organization  and  government 
of  the  Moro  Province,"  as  amended,  by  providing  that  the  property 
accountability  and  the  power  to  purchase  merchandise  and  supplies  for 
use  of  the  provincial  and  district  governments,  courts  of  first  instance, 
and  so  forth,  heretofore  by  law  devolving  upon  the  engineer  of  the  Moro 
Province  shall  be  assumed  and  exercised  by  the  treasurer  of  the  Moro 
Province,   providing  that  the  salary  of  the   district  auditor   assigned  to 
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the  Moro  Province  shall  be  paid  from  the  funds  of  said  province  at  the 
rate  of  five  thousand  pesos  per  annum,  and  for  other  purposes.

— Report  of  Committee  on  Matters  Pertaining  to  the  Department 
of  Finance  and  Justice  returning  proposed  agreements  by  the  Government 
with  Joaquin  Casanovas  y  Llovet,  the  Insular  Coal  Company,  and  the 
Danao  Coal  Mining  Syndicate,  Limited,  to  secure  the  proper  exploitation 
of  certain  mining  properties  in  Ambos  Camarines  and  Cebu,  amended  in 
accordance  with  the  instructions  of  the  Commission. 

September   23,    1908:  Report   submitted  and   accepted.     On  motion   by 
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Commissioner  Gilbert,  the  Governor-General  was  informed  that  in  the  opi- 
nion of  the  Commission  it  would  be  advisable  to  execute  the  contract  with 
Joaquin  Casanovas  y  Llovet  as  submitted,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the 
decision  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  Philippine  Islands,  which  was  ad- 
verse to  the  Government,  was  pending  in  the  Supreme  Court  of  the 
United  States  on  appeal  and  that  the  execution  of  said  contract  would 
insure  the  exploitation  of  the  properties  in  question  by  the  persons  who 
claim  to  be  the  owners  thereof,  which  exploitation  would  be  of  great 
benefit  to  the  people  and  to  the  Government  of  the  Philippine  Islands.  On 
motion  by  Commissioner  Araneta,  the  proposed  agreements  with  the  In- 
sular Coal  Company  and  the  Danao  Coal  Mining  Syndicate,  Limited,  were 
laid  on  the  table,  Mr.  Cohn,  attorney  fot  said  companies,  having  stated 
to  the  committee  that  he  desired  to  consult  with  the  Governor-General 
before  advising  his  clients  to  sign  the  agreements  as  amended  by  the 
committee  in  accordance  with  the  instructions  of  the  Commission.

Resolved,  That  in  conformity  with  the 
request  of  the  Assembly  the  Governor- General  be,  and  he  hereby  is, 
requested  by  the  Commission  to  communicate  by  telegraph  to  the  President 
of  the  United  States,  through  the  Secretary  of  War,  the  information  that 
in  accordance  with  the  Act  of  Congress  of  July  first,  nineteen  hundred  and 
two,  the  second  regular  session  of  the  First  Philippine  Legislature  was 
opened  this  the  first  Monday  of  February,  nineteen  hundred  and  nine,  at 
ten  o'clock  antemeridian. 

The  resolution  was  unanimously  adopted. 

The  President  introduced  the  following  resolution : 

Commission  Resolution  No.  86.  Resolved,  That,  as  during  previous 
sessions,  the  Commission  meet  in  this  the  second  session  of  the  First 
Philippine  Legislature  in  accordance  with  Executive  Order  Numbered  Nine- 
teen, series  of  nineteen  hundred  and  seven,  or  at  the  call  of  the  President: 
Provided,  That  whenever  the  Commission  shall  adjourn  to  meet  at  the 
call  of  the  President  it  shall  be  so  stated  in  the  Journal. 

The  resolution  was  unanimously  adopted. 

Commissioner  Araneta  introduced  the  following  resolution : 

Commission  Resolution  No.  87.  Resolved,  That  Wendell  McLaughlin  be, 
and  hereby  is,  appointed  private  secretary  to  Commissioner  Araneta,  with 
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an  annual  salary  of  forty-eight  hundred  pesos,  effective  January  twenty- 
third,  nineteen  hundred  and  nine. 

The  resolution  was  unanimously  adopted. 

MESSAGE  FROM  THE  GOVERNOR-GENERAL. 

The  Governor-General  read  his  message  to  the  Legislature  as 
follows : 

The  honorable,  the  Philippine  Legislature : 

The  Executive,  in  accordance  with  custom  and  precedent,  submits  to  the 
First  Philippine  Legislature  at  its  regular  session  for  the  year  1909  his 
annual  message,  setting  forth  the  condition  of  the  country  and  such  other 
matters  as  have  been  deemed  proper  for  the  information  or  •  consideration 
of  the  legislative  department  of  the  Government. 

MUNICIPAL   GOVERNMENTS. 

Financial    condition. — The    fiscal    year    for    municipalities    begins    on 
January  1  and  ends  on  December  31.     The  municipal  fiscal  year  1908  has 
just  ended  but  no  report  of  the  income,  expenditures,  or  financial  condition  * 
of  the  municipalities  for  the  year  1908  will  be  available  for  some  three 
months  to  come. 

For  the  year  1907  the  total  revenue  of  municipalities  was  ¥"3, 641,345.47 
to  the  credit  of  the  general  fund,  ¥=505,889.76  to  the  credit  of  the  school 
fund,  and  ¥^5,8 18.74  to  the  credit  of  the  cemetery  fund.  Receipts  from 
sources  other  than  revenue  such  as  moneys  appropriated  from  the  Insular 
Treasury  in  substitution  of  50  per  cent  of  the  suspended  land  tax¿  loans 
from  provinces,  etc.,  amounted  to  ^349,861  for  the  general  fund,  1*586,996.15 
for  the  school  fund,  and  ¥=3,984.77  for  the  cemetery  fund.  Adding  to  the 
revenue  and  the  miscellaneous  receipts  the  balance  on  hand  January  1, 
1907,  the  total  money  available  in  the  municipal  treasuries  for  expenditure 
during  the  year  was  the  sum  of  ¥=5,081,523.68  to  the  credit  of  the  general 
fund,  1*1,898,441.65  to  the  credit  of  the  school  fund,  and  ¥«30,608.57  to  the 
credit  of  the  cemetery  fund. 

For  the  year  1906  the  municipalities  received  from  revenues  ¥=3,755^08.98, 
and  from  miscellaneous  sources,  inclusive  of  moneys  received  from  the 
Insular  Treasury  in  full  substitution  of  the  suspended  land  tax,  ¥t61 1,145.39, 
making  a  total  of  ^4,366,554.37  available  from  revenues  and  miscellaneous 
sources  for  general  municipal  purposes,  as  compared  with  ¥^,99 1,206.47 
available  from  the  same  sources  and  for  the  same  purposes  for  the  year 
1907.  From  this  it  appears  that  the  receipts  of  municipalities  from  revenue 
and  other  sources  during  the  year  1907  fell  off  some  ¥"375,347.90,  as  com- 
pared with  municipal  receipts  for  the  previous  year.  This  falling  off  was 
due  to  the  following  causes: 

First.  The  receipts  in  1907  by  municipalities  from  the  Insular  Treasury 
of  only  50  per  cent  of  the  suspended  land  tax  instead  of  the  full  amount 
which  in  1906  was  made  good  to  the  municipalities  out  of  Insular  Funds. 

Second.  Because  the  proportion  of  internal  revenue  due  to  municipalities

from  the  Insular  Government  for  the  last  quarter  of  1905  was  paid  in 
1906  and  unduly  increased  the  revenues  from  that  source  for  the  latter  year. 

Third.  Because  in  1906  there  were  large  collections  of  delinquent  taxes, 
whereas  in  1907  there  was  a  small  delinquent  list  and  consequently  collec- 
tions from  that  source  fell  off  approximately  from  ^=224,693 .7  6  in  1906  to 
§*1  13,604.84  in  1907. 

Fourth.  Because  in  1907  there  were  less  collections  than  in  1906  from 
opium  certificates,  internal -revenue  licenses,  cattle  registration,  fines,  sales 
of  estrays,  etc. 

This  falling  in  municipal  collections  during  the  year  1907  was  compen- 
sated to  some  slight  degree  by  increased  collections  from  cédulas,  cart  tax, 
fisheries,  rents,  profits  and  privileges,  municipal  licenses,  and  weights  and 
measures.  The  balance  on  hand  to  the  credit  of  the  municipal  general  fund 
on  January  1,  1906,  was  ^606,047.02,  which,  added  to  the  receipts  for  the 
year  from  revenue  and  miscellaneous  sources,  gave  a  grand  total  of 
^4,972,601.39  available  for  expenditure  out  of  the  general  fund.  The  balance 
on  hand  to  the  credit  of  the  municipal  general  fund  on  January  1,  1907, 
was  1*1,090,317.21  as  compared  with  1*606,047.02,  balance  to  the  credit  of 
the  general  fund  on  January  1,  1906.  This  difference  of  balance  on 
hand  in  favor  of  the  year  1907  left  the  municipalities  with  ^108,922.29 
more  to  their  credit  in  the  general  fund  than  was  available  for  expenditure 
therefrom  during  the  year  1906.  In  1906  the  municipalities  received  from 
revenue  to  the  credit  of  the  school  fund  ^624,829.70  and  from  the  land 
tax,  which  was  paid  by  the  Insular  Government,  and  from  transfers  from 
the  general  fund  and  other  sources,  ^840,222.54,  making  a  total  of 
1*1, 465,052.24  paid  during  that  year  into  the  school  fund  from  revenue  and 
miscellaneous  sources.  During  the  year  1907  the  school  fund  received  from 
revenue  ^505,889.76  and  from  miscellaneous  sources,  inclusive  of  50  per 
cent  of  the  land  tax  paid  by  the  Insular  Treasury,  1*586,996.15,  a  total  of 
1*1,092,885.91,  which  was  a  falling  off  in  receipts  of  1*372,166.33  as  compared 
with  the  preceding  year.  However,  on  the  1st  of  January,  1907,  the  balance 
on  hand  to  the  credit  of  the  school  fund  exceeded  that  of  January.  1,  1906, 
by  the  sum  of  1*358,005.28,  and  this  balance  favorable  to  the  year  1907 
left  the  municipalities  with  a  credit  in  the  school  fund  which  was  only 
1*14,161.05  less  than  the  credit  available  for  school  purposes  in  the  year  1906. 

From  these  statistics  it  is  clear  that  the  schools  would  have  suffered 
severely  from  the  suspension  of  the  land  tax  if  the  Insular  Government 
had  not  come  to  the  kid  of  the  municipalites  by  giving  them  a  larger 
portion  of  the  internal  revenue;  in  fact,  without  this  aid  a  great  number 
of  the  municipalities  in  the  Archipelago  would  have  been  obliged  to  close 
their  schools  and  education  would  have  suffered  a  setback  from  which  it 
would  not  have  recovered  in  five  years. 

The  municipalities  had  available  in  the  year  1906  for  cemeteries  the  sum 
of  §*1 1,414.36  and  for  the  year  1907  they  had  available  the  sum  of  1*30,608.57, 
of  which  latter  sum  ^=10,805.06  was  carried  over  as  a  balance  from  the 
previous  year. 
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The  total  expenditure  by  municipalities  out  of  the  general  fund  during 
the  fiscal  year  1906  was  f*3,882,284.18,  as  compared  with  §*4,079,757.69 
for  the  fiscal  year  1907,  an  increase  of  i*197,473.51  over  the  expenditures 
made  out  of  the  general  fund  in  the  previous  year. 

Due  to  the  law  limiting  the  amount  which  municipalities  may  expend  for 
salaries,  the  salaries  of  municipal  officials  were  reduced  some  ^20,000,  those 
of  employees  more  than  f*49,OO0,  and  those  of  the  municipal  police  about 
^30,000.  The  amount  of  rent  paid  in  1907  was  reduced  ^4,000,  and  miscel- 
laneous expenses  1*2,000.  On  the  other  hand,  expenses  for  furniture  and 
supplies  were  increased  about  f*42,000,  for  construction,  repairs  and  public 
improvements  more  than  1*120,000,  and  street  lighting  some  ^16,000. 

The  expenditures  for  school  purposes  during  the  municipal  fiscal  year 
1907  were  f*l,  163,920.21  or  1*56,873.25  more  than  was  expended  in  the 
previous  year. 

The  following  table  sets  out  in  detail  the  financial  operations  of  the 
municipalities  for  the  year  1907 :

Administration. — There  are  in  the  Philippine  Islands,  inclusive  of  the 
Moro  Province,  655  municipalities,  65  townships,  and  188  settlements. 

Prior  to  the  passage  of  the  law  defining  the  percentage  of  income  which 
might  be  paid  for  salaries,  the  disposition  of  the  great  majority  of  munic- 
ipalities was  to  expend  practically  the  entire  municipal  revenue  and  receipts 
for  salaries  of  officials,  employees,  and  police.  Nearly  all  the  municipalities 
made  great  sacrifices  in  the  interests  of  education  and  especially  to  secure 
school  buildings  and  adequate  school  accommodations,  but  there  the  interest 
in  making  expenditures  for  purposes  other  than  salaries  and  wages  ended. 
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at  least  in  most  of  the  municipalities.  It  must  be  admitted  that  the  law 
putting  a  limit  on  the  gross  amount  which  might  be  expended  for  municipal 
salaries  and  wages  was  to  a  certain  extent  a  restriction  of  the  autonomic 
powers  originally  conceded  to  municipal  governments,  but  it  was  an  inter- 
ference with  municipal  autonomy  completely  justified  by  hard  experience 
and  more  than  five  years  of  wanton  waste  of  the  public  moneys. 

Fire  department. — Prior  to  the  passage  «of  Act  No.  1733,  99  per  cent  of 
the  municipalities,  excluding  the  city  of  Manila,  had  no  fire  departments 
of  any  kind,  and  what  was  worse,  no  implements,  apparatus,  or  equipment 
which  might  be  made  promptly  available  to  extinguish  fires.  Every  year, 
and  more  especially  during  the  dry  season,  great  loss  was  caused  by  con- 
flagrations, the  majority  of  which  could  have  been  prevented  or  much  limited 
in  their  destructive  effects  by  a  disciplined  fire  department  equipped  with 
the  very  simplest  of  appliances. 

The  Act  referred  to  imposed  on  the  police  force  of  each  municipality  the 
duties  of  a  fire  department  and  required  that  the  police  should  be  regularly 
trained  to  meet  their  new  responsibilities  and  to  do  the  work  of  firemen. 
It  also  authorized  the  enrollment  of  volunteer  firemen  to  a  number  not 
exceeding  that  of  the  police  and  the  refunding  of  the  cédula  tax  to  such 
volunteer  firemen  as  attended  75  per  cent  of  the  fire  drills.  Under  the 
provisions  of  this  law  every  municipality  is  required  to  provide  such  fire 
apparatus  as  will  ordinarily,  if  promptly  used,  confine  fires  to  a  limited 
area  and  prevent  an  extensive  conflagration.  Municipal  officials  who  fail 
to  provide  fire  apparatus  and  to  organize  the  police  into  a  fire  department 
are  guilty  of  official  neglect  and  may  be  punished  as  the  circumstances 
may  justify. 

Notwithstanding  the  beneficent  purposes  of  this  law,  notwithstanding 
that  it  was  passed  in  the  public  interest,  it  has  only  been  partially  carried 
into  effect.  A  great  many  municipalities  have  provided  themselves  with 
the  fire  apparatus  required  by  law,  but  there  their  interest  in  the  matter 
seems  to  have  ceased.  The  organization  of  the  police  into  a  well-drilled 
fire  department,  the  enlistment  of  volunteer  firemen  and  the  drilling  and 
training  of  a  fire  force  have  been  sadly  neglected  and  have  come  to  be 
considered  as  matters  of  minor  importance.  Indeed  it  may  be  said  that  the 
great  majority  of  the  municipalities  are  almost  listlessly  indifferent  to  the 
whole  matter  and  have  displayed  nothing  more  than  a  perfunctory  interest 
in  protecting  the  people  under  their  jurisdiction  from  a  danger  which 
daily  threatens  their  property  with  destruction. 

The  importance  of  having  in  each  municipality  a  trained  fire  force  has 
been  impressed  upon  the  provincial  governors,  and  it  is  hoped  that  frequent 
inspection  by  them  will  secure  greater  interest  in  the  purposes  sought  to 
be  secured  by  Act  No.  1733. 

Police. — Exclusive  of  the  city  of  Manila,  the  municipal  police  force  of 
the  Philippine  Islands  consists  of  19  captains,  113  lieutenants,  372  sergeants, 
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668  corporals,  and  5,061  privates,  a  total  of  6,233  officers  and  men.  For 
the  maintenance  of  this  force  there  is  annually  paid  out  of  municipal  funds 
nearly  one  million  pesos,  and  it  may  be  said  that,  save  the  expenditures 
made  by  five  or  six  municipalities,  the  money  so  expended  is  absolutely 
wasted. 

During  the  year  1908  the  Governor-General  personally  visited  some 
two  hundred  municipalities  and  in  not  more  than  half  a  dozen  did  he 
encounter  a  police  force  that  was  worthy  of  the  name.  As  a  rule  they 
were  badly  officered,  wholly  undisciplined,  miserably  underpaid,  and  wretch- 
edly dressed.  The  municipal  policeman  of  these  Islands  as  a  rule  does 
not  rise  to  the  dignity  of  the  ordinary  house  servant  and  in  a  great  majority 
of  cases  performs  no  higher  duties.  They  are  no  protection  to  the  life  or 
property  of  the  citizen  and  no  terror  whatever  to  the  evil  doer  or  the 
criminal.  With  five  or  six  exceptions  the  entire  municipal  police  force, 
as  it  is  organized  and  disciplined  to-day,  might  be  abolished  without  any 
evil  results  whatever,  nay,  more,  with  a  substantial  benefit  to  the  munic- 
ipalities, by  saving  a  large  sum  of  money  which  might  be  made  available 
for  useful  public  purpose.  On  the  average,  the  service  of  the  municipal 
policeman  begins  with  the  installation  of  a  new  set  of  municipal  officers 
and  ends  with  the  election  of  their  successors.  He  is  appointed,  as  a 
rule,  not  because  of  his  intelligence,  hi3  uprightness  of  character,  and  his 
physical  fitness,  but  because  of  his  relationship  to  the  appointing  power 
or  by  reason  of  the  political  services  which  either  he  or  his  powerful 
friends  have  rendered  to  that  official.  Not  only  must  the  policeman  be  as 
well  disciplined  as  the  soldier,  but  before  he  can  render  any  real  service 
to  the  municipality  he  must  be  acquainted  with  the  criminals  of  his 
jurisdiction  and  the  life  and  antecedents  of  those  who  are  inclined  to 
devious  ways.  Two  years  of  service  gives  the  new  policeman  barely  enough 
time  to  become  well  disciplined  and  informed  of  the  matters  which  are 
necessary  for  the  efficient  performance  of  his  duties. 

It  is  strongly  recommended  that  the  municipal  police  be  removed  from 
the  domain  of  politics,  that  appointments  to  the  force  be  made  permanent, 
and  that  removals  from  the  service  be  prohibited  except  for  cause  and 
then  only  after  approval  by  the  provincial  board,  subject  to  appeal  to  the 
Governor-  General. 

Removals. — Forty-seven  presidents,  17  vice-presidents,  4  secretaries,  6 
treasurers,  72  councilors,  31  justices  of  the  peace,  8  auxiliary  justices  of  the 
peace,  4  lieutenants  of  police,  1  sergeant  of  police,  3  policemen,  and  1 
lieutenant  of  barrio,  a  total  of  194  municipal  officials,  were  accused  and 
found  guilty  of  administrative  offenses  and  crimes,  ranging  from  neglect 
of  duty,  inefficiency,  and  gambling,  to  larceny,  malversation  of  funds,  ex- 
tortion, bribery,  and  forgery.  Neglect  of  duty  seems  to  have  been  the  most 
common  failing.  Abuse  of  authority  follows,  with  37  cases,  and  gambling 
is  a  good  third,  with  29.  There  were  15  case3  of  extortion,  and  15  cases 
of  breach  of  trust  and  malversation  of  public  funds. 
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PROVINCIAL  GOVERNMENTS. 

Financial  condition. — 
The  revenue  of  the  various  provinces  during  the  fiscal  year 

amounted  to 1*4,442,557.61 

and  the  miscellaneous  receipts  amounted  to  the  sum  of 375,691.81 

a  grand  total  of  provincial  revenue  and  receipts  of 4,818,249.42 

Adding  to  this  the  total  balance  on  hand  on  the  1st  of  July, 

1907,   amounting  to 1,500,620.22 


we  have  the  s'um  of 6,318,869.64 

which  represents  the  total  amount  of  provincial  funds  on  hand  or  received 
during  the  fiscal  year  1908. 

In  the  balance  of  1*1, 500,620.22  is  included  ^5,382.62,  Mexican  currency,  ^ 
reduced  to  Philippine  currency.  The  balance  does  not,  however,  include 
^551,996.69  of  Insular  funds  appropriated  by  the  Insular  Government  for 
provincial  works  and  general  purposes.  The  balance  on  hand  on  June 
30,  1907,  was  1*2,047,808.91,  Philippine  currency,  and  1*5,382.62,  Mexican 
currency.  Reducing  the  Mexican  currency  to  Philippine  currency  at  the 
same  rate  as  that  employed  for  the  year  1908,  the  total  amount  on  hand 
July  1,  1907,  inclusive  of  Insular  funds  appropriated  for  provincial  purposes, 
was  1*2,052,586.91. 

For  salaries  and  traveling  expenses  there  was  expended  during  the 
fiscal  year  1908  =P=1,596.385.93,  as  compared  with  1*1,562,740.90  for  the 
fiscal  year  1907.  For  permanent  equipment,  which  comprises  in  great  part 
road  machinery,  there  was  expended  1*234,162.86,  and  for  material  and 
services  in  the  construction  and  maintenance  of  public  works,  W,  154,309.01, 
of  which  latter  sum  ^964,301.11  was  expended  for  roads  and  bridges  and 
the  balance  for  public  buildings. 

The  total  expenditure  of  provincial  governments  during  the  fiscal  year 
1908  out  of  provincial  funds  and  Insular  funds  appropriated  for  provincial 
public  works  and  general  purposes,  was  =F:4,552,777.14,  as  compared  with 
1*3,703,554.76  expended  for  general  purposes  and  public  works  during  the 
fiscal  year  1907. 

The  balance  of  provincial  funds  on  hand  June  30,  1908,  was  ^=2,585,- 
336.27;  the  balance  of  Insular  funds  on  hand  in  provincial  treasuries 
available  for  provincial  public  works  and  general  purposes  was  ^998,002.78, 
which,  added  to  the  balance  of  provincial  funds,  made  a  grand  total  of 
^3,583,339.05  Insular  and  provincial  funds  available  for  provincial  public 
works  and  general  purposes  on  the  30th  of  June,  1908. 

For  the  fiscal  year  1909  there  is  available  a  very  large  sum  for  the 
construction  of  roads  and  bridges  and  the  making  of  other  permanent 
public  improvements.  Every  effort  has  been  made  and  will  be  made  to 
complete  the  public  works  projected  for  the  fiscal  year  1909  and  to  return 
to  circulation  for  the  needs  of  business  the  moneys  collected  by  the  Govern- 
ment for  those  purposes.  «t*

In  considering  the  foregoing  table  it  should  be  remembered  that  the 
Mexican  currency  heretofore  carried  as  such  in  the  annual  reports  has 
been  reduced  to  Philippine  currency,  and  that  the  item  of  exchange  of 
currency  has  been  omitted  on  both  sides  of  the  account.  The  provinces 
redeemed  Mexican  currency  at  the  rate  of  130  and  sold  Mexican  currency 
to  the  Insular  Treasury  at  the  same  rate  and  consequently  this  item  of 
exchange  has  been  eliminated  from  the  accounts. 

Administration. — On  the  whole  the  administration  of  provincial  govern- 
ments, with  but  three  exceptions,  has  been  satisfactory.  It  should  be  said, 
however,  that  there  is  a  pronounced  tendency  on  the  part  of  a  majority 
of  the  provincial  boards  to  incur  greater  financial  obligations  than  are 
justified  by  the  provincial  income.  It  is  true  that  these  obligations  are 
incurred  to  furnish  to  the  provinces  better  roads,  better  public  buildings, 
and  better  facilities  for  the  transaction  of  business  of  all  kinds.  Never- 
theless, no  careful  provincial  government  should  incur  debts  or  spend  more 
money  than  is  justified  by  its  actual  revenue  and  the  provincial  receipts 
available  for  appropriation.  Due  to  this  tendency  to  meet  without  regard 
to  cost  the  demands  of  the  people  for  all  sorts  of  transportation,  educa- 
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tional  and  other  conveniences,  two  of  the  provinces  now  find  themselves 
in  a  state  of  serious  financial  embarrassment.  One  of  them  was  so 
financially  crippled  that  at  one  time  its  consolidation  with  some  other 
province  was  seriously  contemplated.  So  recklessly  were  sound  financial 
principles  disregarded  in  this  latter  province  that  it  would  have  required 
twenty-five  years  to  have  paid  its  just  debts  out  of  the  income  which 
was  available  at  the  time  such  debts  were  incurred.  The  imposition  of 
the  full  amount  of  the  'land  tax  and  administrative  economies  will,  it  is 
hoped,  put  this  province  on  a  sound  financial  basis  in  the  next  four  or  five 
years. 

During  the  fiscal  year  1908  one  provincial  governor  was  removed  for 
cause.  This  governor  collected  from  the  provincial  treasury  on  false 
vouchers  money  for  the  transportation  and  subsistence  of  prisoners,  which 
money  had  not  been  expended  by  him  at  all  but  by  the  municipalities  which 
had  sent  the  prisoners  to  the  provincial  jail  under  guard.  This  same 
governor  not  infrequently  availed  himself  of  transportation  furnished  by 
private  parties  and  on  vouchers  signed  by  such  parties  collected  the  moneys 
due  thereon  from  the  provincial  treasury.  Unfortunately,  however,  having 
collected  the  money  on  the  vouchers,  he  retained  it  for  his  own  use  and 
forgot  to  pay  the  parties  who  furnished  the  transportation.  His  removal 
from  office  was  accompanied  with  a  permanent  disqualification,  and  until 
such  disqualification  is  legally  removed  he  can  hold  no  public  office  in  the 
Philippine  Islands. 

The  Province  of  Zambales  is,  comparatively  speaking,  a  small  province 
and  one  so  sparsely  populated  that  its  existence  as  a  separate  provincial 
entity  would  not  be  justified  if  it  were  not  for  geographical  conditions 
which  render  it  impracticable  to  annex  it  to  any  other  province. 

The  provincial  income  is  insignificant,  and  after  the  payment  of  the 
necessary  provincial  expenses  scarcely  any  money  is  available  for  public 
improvements  or  public  highways.  In  order  to  put  this  province  in  com- 
munication with  Manila  and  the  other  provinces  and  to  provide  facilities 
for  marketing  provincial  products  during  the  season  when  water  tran- 
sportation is  wholly  impracticable,  a  road  should  be  constructed  by  the 
Insular  Goverment  from  Olongapo  to  Iba.  I  recommend  most  earnestly 
that  the  Legislature  make  suitable  appropriation  for  the  construction  of 
such  a  highway.  The  road,  once  constructed,  should  be  maintained  by 
the  Province  of  Zambales  and  no  Insular  appropriation  for  the  building 
thereof  should  be  made  except  upon  that  condition. 

INSULAR   GOVERNMENT. 

Financial  condition. — During  the  fiscal  year  1908  there  was  collected  as 
customs  revenue  ?1 6,035,783.60,  a  decrease  of  1*556,663.68  as  compared 
with  the  customs  revenue  collected  during  the  previous  fiscal  year. 

The  internal  revenue  receipts  for  the  fiscal  year  1908  amounted  to 
^4,917,831.88,  a  decrease  of  1*451,317.36. 

The  receipts  from  franchises,  sales  and  rents  of  public  lands,  interest 
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on  deposits,  and  other  income  reached  the  sum  of  1*779,537.21,  an  increase 
of  ^8,280.47  as  compared  with  receipts  from  the  same  sources  for  the  fiscal 
year  1907. 

The  total  income  of  the  Insular  Government  from  all  sources  was  the 
sum  of  §*21,798,522.88,  a  net  decrease  of  income  in  1908  of  =P985,991.67 
as  compared  with  that  of  1907.

There  was  set  aside  as  a  reserve  for  the  sinking  fund  for  the  payment 
of  public  works  and  permanent  improvements  bonds  for  1907  and  prior 
fiscal  years  ^404,204.13,  and  as  a  sinking  fund  for  public  works  and 
permanent  improvements  bonds  for  the  year  1908  1*142,848.44.  There  was 
paid  as  interest  on  public  works  and  permanent  improvements  bonds  dur- 
ing the  fiscal  year  1908  the  sum  of  K82,652.50,  and  as  interest  on  friar 
lands  bonds  for  the  fiscal  year  1908,  less  receipts  on  account  of  rentals, 
^296,662.51.  There  was  set  apart  to  the  sinking  fund,  friar  lands  bonds, 
for  the  fiscal  year  1907  and  prior  fiscal  years  =P=33 1,1 84.93  and  for  the 
fiscal  year  1908  the  sum  of  ^128,629.39.  The  interest  paid  on  Philippine 
Railway  bonds  during  the  fiscal  year  1908  amounted  to  ^113,418.07.     The 
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friar  lands  were  not  purchased  on  the  initiative  of  the  Philippine  Govern- 
ment, but  on  petition  of  the  people  and  to  settle  an  agrarian  difficulty, 
which  had  existed  in  the  Philippine  Islands  for  a  long  period  of  time. 
The  title  to  these  lands  was  clearly  and  unmistakably  vested  in  the 
religious  orders  and  that  title  could  not  be  taken  away  from  them  except 
by  purchase.  The  Filipino  people  urgently  insisted  in  1901  and  1902  that 
these  estates  should  be  purchased,  and  in  response  to  their  solicitation  the 
Philippine  Government  after  two  years  or  more  of  negotiations  finally 
acquired  the  properties.  The  value  of  the  lands  was  reached  after  careful 
and  painstaking  investigation,  lasting  for  months,  and  was  fixed  practically 
on  the  testimony  of  Filipino  landholders  who  knew  the  value"  of  the 
properties. 

To  meet  the  purchase  price  of  these  estates  «bonds  to  the  extent  of 
some  f*l  4,000,000  were  issued  and  sold  under  the  authority  of   Congress. 

These  bonds  bear  the  moderate  interest  of  4  per  cent,  or  something 
more  than  1*560.000  a  year.  It  will  be  noted  that  the  income  from  the 
friar  lands  falls  short  of  paying  the  interest  on  the  bonds  by  the  modest 
sum  of  1*296,662.51.  Nevertheless,  many  of  the  tenants  object  to  the  pay- 
ment of  the  rentals  fixed  on  these  lands  and  are  somewhat  disposed  to 
insist  that  a  free  gift  of  the  properties  should  be  made  to  them  and  no 
rent  exacted.  Of  course,  it  would  be  manifestly  unjust  to  use  public  funds 
to  pay  the  purchase  price  or  the  rental  value  of  lands  which  are  to  be  and 
are  occupied  and  utilized  by  some  of  the  people  and  not  by  all  of  the  people. 

TAXATION. 

The  new  assessment  of  real  property  under  the  provisions  of  Act  No. 
1455,  as  amended,  was  completed  on  July  31,  1907,  the  date  on  which  the 
Central  Equalizing  Board  completed  its  revision  of  the  tax  rolls  and  con- 
cluded its  labors.  Excluding  the  city  of  Manila,  the  tax  rolls  show 
2,286,439  parcels  of  land,  with  a  total  valuation  of  §*324,047,367.  Of  the 
total  number  of  parcels,  472,976,  with  a  tax  valuation  of  ^44,287,320,  are 
exempt  from  taxation.  Excluding  the  exempt  parcels  of  land,  the  total 
number  of  parcels  is  1,813,463,  with  a  tax  valuation  of  1*279,760,047. 
The  old  assessment  rolls  contained  only  1,500,000  taxable  parcels,  with  a  tax 
valuation  of  1*293,445,454.71.  Although  as  a  general  rule  tax  valuations 
in  the  provinces  were  substantially  reduced,  due  to  the  increased  number 
of  parcels  the  total  valuation  was  only  5  per  cent  less  than  that  of  the 
original  assessment.  Notwithstanding  the  fact  that  there  is  still  con- 
siderable reserve  among  the  people  in  accepting  the  land  tax  as  a  just 
and  proper  means  of  raising  revenue  for  the  support  of  the  Government, 
it  may  be  said  that  the  new  assessment  is  accepted  with  more  satisfaction 
than  the  old  one.  Valuations  under  the  new  assessment  were  fixed  with 
more  care,  and  but  little  opportunity  was  given  municipal  officials  to  favor 
their  friends  or  to  work  vengeance  on  their  enemies  by  assessing  the  land 
ridiculously  low  in  the  one  case  and  exorbitantly  high  in  the  other. 

In    some    measure    the    central    board    of    equalization    brought    about 
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uniformity  of  assessment  between  the  different  provinces  and  'between 
municipalities  of  the  same  province.  Under  the  new  law  erroneous  and 
unjust  assessments  may  be  corrected  by  appeal  to  the  Executive.  Under 
the  old  regime  the  expenses  of  government  wrere  borne  largely  by  the  poor 
and  laboring  classes.  Of  the  ^8,000,000  collected  for  cédulas  in  1897,  not 
less  than  80  per  cent  came  from  the  pockets  of  those  who  were  least  able 
to  bear  the  burden.  Of  the  ^1,000,000  derived  from  the  lottery,  nearly  all 
came  from  the  pockets  of  the  poor.  The  greater  portion  of  the  license  tax 
came  from  industrials  who  were  not  rich  in  this  world's  goods.  The 
primary  object  of  the  land  tax  was  to  make  a  more  equitable  distribution 
of  the  burdens  of  government  and  to  oblige  those  to  pay  who  were  best 
able,  who  had  most  at  stake,  and  who  received  the  greatest  benefits  from 
the  protection  afforded  by  orderly  government.  The  present  tendency  not 
to  collect  the  land  tax  curries  favor  with  the  rich  man,  but  deals  out  to 
the  poor  man  the  same  small  measure  of  justice  which  he  received  prior 
to  the  change  of  sovereignty.  At  the  outset  the  imposition  of  the  land 
tax  naturally  excited  most  bitter  criticism  and  opposition  on  the  part  of 
the  landholders,  a  criticism  and  opposition,  by  the  way,  which  had  no 
basis  in  sound  reason  and  no  better  motive  than  the  selfish  one  of  escaping 
the  just  burdens  which  every  citizen  should  bear  in  order  that  govern- 
ment may  be  maintained,  justice  administered,  and  adequate  protection 
given  to  the  life,  liberty,  and  property  of  the  citizen. 

As  stated  before,  there  are  in  the  Philippines  1,813,463  parcels  of  land, 
the  average  obligatory  land  tax  on  which  is  the  insignificant  sum  of  57 
centavos  per  parcel,  and  the  optional  tax,  that  is,  optional  with  the  prov- 
incial boards  and  municipal  councils,  76  centavos  per  parcel.  In  the 
great  majority  of  the  provinces  in  the  Islands  landed  properties  are  very 
much  subdivided,  and  the  acreage  in  any  one  parcel  is  as  a  rule  small. 
In  the  Provinces  of  Occidental  Negros,  Pampanga,  and  possibly  a  few  others 
the  holdings  are  larger  than  in  the  other  provinces,  and  in  such  provinces 
the  tax  may  have  proved  burdensome  during  periods  when  agriculture 
was  hampered  by  the  loss  of  draft  cattle.  But  in  the  great  majority  of  the 
provinces  in  the  Islands  agricultural  properties  are  very  much  subdivided, 
and  it  may  be  said  without  fear  of  successful  contradiction  that  landholders 
on  the  average  did  not  pay  as  much  as  two  pesos  per  annum  on  account 
of  the  land  tax.  The  fact  that  472,976  parcels  of  land  valued  at 
^44,287,320.60  are  exempt  from  taxation  by  reason,  in  great  part,  of  the 
fact  that  each  parcel  is  so  small  that  it  was  deemed  not  worth  while  to 
collect  the  insignificant  sum  which  would  result  if  the  tax  were  imposed, 
demonstrates  how  greatly  subdivided  are  the  holdings  in  the  Philippines 
and  how  trifling  is  the  burden  on  the  great  mass  and  body  of  the 
landholders. 

The  following  statement  will  show  the  tax,  obligatory  and  optional, 
paid  in  the  provinces  on  each  parcel  of  land  subject  to  taxation,  as  per 
last  assessment  under  the  provisions  of  Act  No.  1455;  also  the  number  of 
parcels  exempt  from  taxation  and  their  assessed  value: 
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Speaking  on  the  subject  of  taxation,  it  is  deemed  desirable  to  again  call 
the  attention  of  both  chambers  of  the  Philippine  Legislature  and  through 
them  the  attention  of  the  Filipino  people  to  the  palpable  fact  that  the  taxes 
imposed  upon  the  Filipino  people  for  the  maintenance  of  the  Insular  Gov- 
ernment and  of  provincial  and  municipal  government  is,  so  far  as  known, 
the  lowest  imposed  by  any  civilized  government  in  the  world.  The  income 
from  taxation  collected  by  the  Insular  Government  and  its  political  sub- 
divisions during  the  year  1908  was  as  follows :

On  the  basis  of  the  census  of  1903  the  per  capita  contribution  for  the 
support  of  the  Government  was  only  $1.91,  United  States  currency,  or 
f*3.82,  Philippine  currency.  For  the  information  of  the  Legislature  and  the 
Filipino  people  I  furnish  herewith  a  comparative  statement  of  the  taxation 
and  debt  of  the  principal  countries  of  the  world:

Note.— Data  for  the  Philippine  Islands  are  for  the  fiscal  year  1907,  taken 
from  the  report  of  the  Insular  Auditor.     Data  for  the  United  States  and 
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foreign  countries  are  taken  from  the  Statesman's  Year-Book  of  1904,  the 
statistics  being  for  the  most  part  for  the  fiscal  year  1902-3,  the  latest  avail- 
able data  at  hand  in  the  Executive  Bureau  at  present.  However,  as  Japa- 
nese data  covering  a  period  prior  to  the  war  with  Russia  are  now  entirely 
inapplicable,  the  data  of  that  country  are  taken  from  an  authoritative 
article  in  the  Contemporary  Review  (London,  February,  1908).  In  the 
United  States  and  many  other  countries  the  figures  as  to  revenue  which  are 
given  in  the  table  do  not  include  the  revenue  derived  from  local  and  munic- 
ipal taxation,  which  if  included  wrould  materially  increase  the  figures  given, 
and  in  the  case  of  the  United  States  would  notably  increase  them.  The 
revenue  given  for  the  Philippine  Islands,  however,  includes  the  total  income 
of  the  Insular  Government  and  of  all  provincial  and  municipal  governments 
in  the  Islands.  British  pounds  sterling  have  been  reduced  to  Philippine 
currency  at  the  rate  of  one  to  ^=9.73. 

In  considering  this  table,  care  should  be  taken  to  read  the  footnote  and 
to  note  therein  that  in  the  United  States  and  in  many  other  countries  the 
revenue  derived  from  local  and  municipal  taxation  is  not  included,  so 
that  as  a  matter  of  fact  the  per  capita  tax  of  these  countries  is  higher  than 
that  stated.  The  per  capita  contribution  of  Porto  Rico  is  $3.70,  gold,  and 
that  of  Cuba,  about  $10  gold.  Educated  and  reasonable  men  should  be 
impressed  with  the  force  of  these  statistics  and  should  be  the  last  to  give 
encouragement  to  the  idea  that  the  burden  of  taxation  is  unduly  heavy  or 
oppressive.  If,  with  all  the  protection  given  by  the  sovereign  power,  the 
burden  of  taxation  now  imposed  is  too  great  for  the  people  to  bear,  it  is 
a  bit  difficult  to  understand  why  some  of  those  who  are  most  clamorous  for 
a  reduction  of  taxation  ardently  insist  in  the  same  breath  that  the  country- 
is  prepared  for  immediate  independence  and  for  an  expenditure  vastly  greater 
than  that  now  endured. 

AGRICULTURAL   BANK. 

The  Agricultural'  Bank  opened  for  business  on  October  1,  1908.  An 
.  agency  of  the  bank  has  been  established  in  Zamboanga  which  began  business 
on  January  11,  1909.  Another  agency  has  been  authorized  for  Albay,  but 
will  not  be  opened  until  some  opportunity  has  been  given  to  observe  the 
result  of  the  establishment  of  the  Zamboanga  agency. 

One  hundred  and  six  applications  have  been  filed  for  loans  since  the  estab- 
lishment of  the  bank.  Of  the  total  number,  37  were  filed  in  October,  40 
in  November,  and  53  in  December;  21  of  the  applications  were  refused 
because  of  insufficient  title,  8  because  the  amount  asked  exceeded  40  per 
cent  of  the  value  of  the  property,  1  because  the  security  tendered  was  a  house 
on  the  San  Lázaro  Estate,  which  is  held  by  the  Government  in  trust  for 
the  lepers,  2  because  no  security  was  offered  other  than  mortgages  on  fish 
ponds,  1  because  the  money  was  to  be  used  to  purchase  real  estate  anjl 
not  for  agricultural  purposes,  1  because  the  money  was  to  be  used  to  pay 
a  debt  which  was  not  an  incumbrance  on  agricultural  property.  Twenty- 
eight  applications  which  failed  to  furnish  the  information  required  by  the 
rules  of  the  bank  have  been  returned  to  the  applicants  for  correction,  and 
24  are  now  in  the  hands  of  provincial  boards  for  report  and  have  not  yet 
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been  returned.  The  total  number  of  loans  authorized  is  10,  covering  the 
sum  of  1*39,000.  As  yet  the  title  to  real  estate  seems  to  be  the  great 
obstacle  to  the  making  of  loans.  Of  the  total  number  of  applications 
rejected,  it  will  be  noted  that  21  were  denied  for  insufficiency  of  title  and 
8  because  the  amount  asked  exceeded  40  per  cent  of  the  value. 

When  the  Agricultural  Bank  began  business,  it  was  hoped  that  a  great 
number  of  unfortunate  people  who  had  secured  loans  at  exorbitant  rates 
on  the  security  of  contracts  known  as  pacto  de  retro,  would  apply  to  the 
bank  for  loans  in  order  not  only  to  relieve  themselves  of  a  heavy  burden  of 
interest  but  to  escape  the  peril  of  losing  their  property  for  failure  to  pay 
the  debt  on  the  day  it  fell  due,  as  required  by  the  pacto  de  retro.  Up  to 
the  present  time,  however,  very  few,  if  any,  of  this  class  of  debtors  have 
sought  relief  from  the  Agricultural  Bank.  As*  the  people  become  better 
acquainted  with  the  means  of  securing  loans,  it  is  confidently  expected  that 
a  greater  number  of  applications  will  be  filed  than  has  been  the  case  during 
the  first  three  months  of  the  bank's  existence.  It  may  be  necessary  to  give 
authority  to  the  bank  to  make  loans  on  growing  crops,  but  until  the  bank 
officials  have  had  an  opportunity  to  acquire  greater  experience  with  this 
class  of  security  and  have  collected  data  as  to  the  districts  which  are  most 
exposed  to  drought  and  consequent  loss  of  crops,  it  would  be  dangerous  for 
the  bank  to  engage  in  this  class  of  business. 

DISASTERS. 

During  the  fiscal  year  1907,  at  the  time  the  rice  crop  was  heading  out, 
a  drought  occurred  which  prevented  the  proper  maturing  of  the  grain,  and 
as  a  consequence  the  rice  crop  suffered  a  loss  of  about  50  per  cent.  Natur- 
ally this  disaster  caused  some  fear  that  suffering  from  hunger  would  result 
during  the  year.  Prompt  advantage  was  taken  of  these  fears  by  interested 
parties  and  a  strong  agitation  was  commenced  to  secure  the  immediate 
reduction  of  the  tariff  on  imported  rice.  Ostensibly  this  agitation  was 
founded  on  the  highest  humanitarianism  and  had  for  its  motive  the  saving 
of  the  Filipino  people  from  the  horrors  of  starvation.  Really  and  truly, 
however,  the  object  of  those  interested  was  to  break  the  prices  demanded 
by  the  agricultural  community  for  domestic  rice.  Prices  once  broken  and 
the  local  rice  sold,  those  interested  hoped  to  control  the  price  of  imported 
rice  and  to  secure  for  themselves  as  additional  profit  the  moneys  which 
would  otherwise  have  gone  into  the  public  treasury  as  customs  collections. 
Had  this  agitation  succeeded,  a  most  serious  blow  would  have  been  given- 
to  the  rice  industry  in  the  Philippines,  and  especially  to  the  farmers,  who 
have  suffered  so  much  during  the  past  ten  years.  Thanks  to  the  sound 
judgment  of  the  Legislature,  the  plan  to  secure  a  reduction  of  the  tariff 
duties  failed  of  its  purpose  and  the  Filipino  farmer  was  enabled  to  obtain 
a  fair  price  for  his  rice  and  a  reasonable  profit  for  himself. 

It  is  needless  to  say  that  the  prognostications  of  these  humanitarians 
failed  to  materialize.  There  was  no  general  suffering  from  hunger,  and 
after  it  was  found  that  there  was  no  hope  of  securing  a  modification  of  the 
tariff  on  rice,  all   altruistic  interest  in  the  poor  people  of 'the  Islands 
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promptly  vanished.  Notwithstanding  the  fact  that  late  rains  and  floods 
did  some  damage,  the  rice  crop  for  the  calendar  year  1908  is  a  heavy  one 
in  most  of  the  provinces  and  brings  some  consolation  to  those  whose  hopes 
were  so  sadly  cheated  of  realization  in  the  previous  year. 

The  great  financial  panic  in  the  city  of  New  York  affected  the  business 
and  commerce  of  the  entire  civilized  world.  In  consequence  the  prices  of 
commodities  and  products  suffered  a  sharp  reduction,  to  the  great  dis- 
advantage and  loss  of  those  engaged  in  industrial,  farming,  and  commercial 
pursuits.  The  hemp  industry  of  the  Philippines  felt  the  blow  more  severely 
than  any  other  branch  of  business  or  trade  in  the  Islands.  The  falling 
off  of  the  demand  for  hemp  came  suddenly  and  many  of  the  hemp  producers 
firmly  believed  that  the  reduction  in  prices  was  the  result  of  a  well-laid 
commercial  conspiracy  and  that  it  was  the  duty  of  the  Government  to  come 
to  their  aid  by  making  advances  which  would  enable  them  to  hold  their 
hemp  for  better  prices.  The  Executive  is  not  convinced  that  this  reduction 
in  the  price  of  hemp  was  the  result  of  a  conspiracy,  although  it  may  have 
been.  His  belief  is  that  after  the  panic  in  New  York  the  manufacturers 
found  themselves  confronted  with  the  alternative  of  meeting  their  obliga- 
tions to  the  banking  institutions  or  of  closing  their  doors.  Between  these 
two  alternatives  they  naturally  chose  that  which  would  work  them  the 
least  damage.  They  paid  their  debts  and  having  no  money  left  to  buy 
hemp  they  continued  operations  on  their  reserve  stock,  or  better  said,  they 
kept  the  factories  going  by  consuming  the  year's  supply  of  hemp  which  it 
is  their  custom  to  carry.  Whatever  may  have  been  the  reason  for  the 
reduction  in  the  price  of  hemp,  the  Government  was  in  no  position  to  make 
the  enormous  advances  which  could  and  would  have  been  required  to  enable 
all  the  hemp  producers  in  the  Islands  to  carry  their  hemp  until  the  market 
for  the  same  was  more  favorable. 

In  the  month  of  October  there  were  tremendous  floods  in  the  northern 
part  of  Luzon,  and  more  especially  in  the  Cagayan  Valley,  Hocos  Norte, 
and  llocos  Sur.  The  inhabitants  of  the  subprovince  of  Abra  and  of  the 
northern  part  of  the  Province  of  Cagayan,  especially  those  residing  in 
Aparri,  were  the  greatest  sufferers.  Whole  barrios  were  swept  away  by 
rivers  and  streams  which  had  risen  to  a  height  never  before  known,  and 
the  loss  of  life  and  property  was  heavy.  The  permanent  committee,  out 
of  the  fund  of  ?1 00,000  which  was  appropriated  to  give  aid  in  time  of 
public  calamity,  provided  such  relief  as  was  deemed  necessary,  furnishing 
in  some  cases  money  and  in  others  rice  to  the  sufferers. 

One  of  the  results  of  the  flood  was  to  create  a  bar  at  the  mouth  of  the 
Cagayan  River  and  to  obstruct  navigation  to  such  an  extent  that  the 
Provinces  of  Isabela  and  Cagayan  and  their  peoples  were  confronted  with 
a  serious  shortage  of  rice  and  other  food  supplies.  Thanks  to  Providence, 
however,  the  river  opened  a  channel  for  itself  after  a  few  weeks  and  traffic 
was  resumed.  It  is  recommended  that  an  appropriation  of  ^250,000  be 
made  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  temporary  wing  dams  near  the  mouth 
of  the  Cagayan  river  and  for  the  removal  of  obstructions  to  navigation 
brought  down  by  the  floods. 
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The  sum  of  f*63,393.50  of  the  money  appropriated  by  the  Legislature  as 
a  calamity  fund  has  been  withdrawn  from  the  Insular  Treasury.  In  a  great 
many  cases  the  money  so  withdrawn  was  turned  over  to  the  provincial 
boards  for  expenditure  and  no  accounting  can  be  made  for  amounts  so 
withdrawn  until  returns  are  received  from  the  provinces  to  which  relief 
was  granted. 

PUBLIC    WORKS. 

During  the  past  few  years  the  work  and  duties  of  the  Bureau  of  Public 
Works  have  enormously  increased.  Some  idea  of  the  evolution  of  this 
bureau  may  be  gathered  from  the  fact  that  the  expenditures  made  either 
by  the  bureau  or  under  its  control  have  increased  from  the  sum  of  about 
?=128,000  in  1903  to  the  very  large  sum  of  i*6,0.00,000. 

The  following  are  the  appropriations  made  for  this  bureau  from  and 
including  the  year  1903  to  and  including  the  fiscal  year  1908:

The  appropriations  referred  to  in  the  foregoing  table  do  not  include 
moneys  expended  by  provinces  as  the  result  of  public  works  carried  out 
by  the  bureau. 

It  was  evident  to  the  Executive  that  road  and  bridge  building  in  the 
various  provinces,  the  construction  of  public  buildings  throughout  the 
Archipelago,  and  the  installation  of  irrigation  systems  on  a  large  scale, 
could  not  be  effectively  carried  out  through  and  by  means  of  one  adminis- 
trative head,  and  that  if  any  attempts  were  made  to  do  so,  it  would 
result  either  in  disadvantage  to  road  construction  or  to  public  buildings  or 
to  irrigation,  and  possibly  to  all  three. 

An  earnest  endeavor  was  therefore  made  to  secure  an  irrigation  engineer 
to  take  charge  of  all  irrigation  work  and  to  recommend  the  legisation 
required  for  the  efficient  operation  of  a  properly  established  system  of 
irrigation.  Negotiations  were  opened  with  Mr.  Mead,  who  is  employed  as 
irrigation  engineer  by  the  Australian  Government  at  a  salary  of  about 
$20,000,  gold,  a  year,  inclusive  of  allowances.  Mr.  Mead  tentatively 
promised  to  come  for  a  period  of  three  months  at  a  salary  of  $50,  gold, 
per  day  and  expenses,  but  subsequently  withdrew  his  offer  as  the  Australian 
Government  could  not  spare  his  services.  Expert  irrigation  engineers 
from  the  United  States  could  not  be  had  at  any  price  as  the  demand  there 
for  specialists  in  irrigation  matters  greatly  exceeds  the  supply.  Communi- 
cations with  the  American  consul-general  accredited  to  Egypt  and  with 
consuls  located  in  British  India,  disclosed  that  no  engineers  could  be 
secured  from  either  place  for  permanent  employment.  It  further  appeared 
that  the  salaries  of  irrigation  engineers  in  British  India  are  not  less  than 
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$9,600,  gold,  per  annum  and  that  they  are  pensioned  upon  retiring  after  a 
fixed  period  of  service.  None  of  these  engineers  could  be  obtained  even  for 
temporary  assignment  and  consequently  as  the  engineers  would  not  come 
to  us,  the  Executive  thought  it  wise  to  send  one  of  our  engineers  to  them 
to  study  their  methods,  systems,  and  laws  and  return  to  us  with  all 
information  necessary  for  the  practical  work.  Mr.  Beardsley,  one  of  the 
most  capable  and  talented  engineers  in  the  Philippine  Service,  was  selected 
to  visit  Java,  Sumatra,  Burmah,  and  India  proper.  Mr.  Beardsley  took 
his  departure  in  December  and  a  partial  report  is  expected  in  the  near 
future  of  his  observations  and  studies  touching  oriental  irrigation  problems. 
As  no  expert  irrigation  engineer  was  available  for  immediate  service,  and 
as  the  prospects  of  obtaining  even  the  temporary  services  of  one  were  not 
favorable,  the  course  adopted  was  deemed  to  be  the  best  and  most  economical 
that  could  be  pursued. 

COURT   OF    LAND   REGISTRATION   AND   LAND   REGISTRATION   ACT. 

An  experience  of  some  years  with  the  Land  Registration  Act  demon- 
strates to  a  conclusion  that  many  of  the  surveys  presented  to  the  Court  of 
Land  Registration  are  grossly  incorrect  and  that  the  court  in  not  a  few 
cases  has  granted  certificates  of  title  on  the  faith  of  such  surveys.  The 
correctness  of  the  survey  which  is  presented  to  the  Court  of  Land  Registra- 
tion is  the  foundation  and  basis  of  the  whole  proceeding.  If  the  survey  be 
in  error  and  the  court  fail  to  discover  it  before  making  its  decree,  no  other 
result  can  follow  than  that  of  granting  a  title  to  the  applicant  which 
either  covers  more  or  less  land  than  he  ought  to  have.  This  means  in  its 
last  analysis  that  unless  great  care  is  taken  to  secure  accurate  surveys 
for  the  Court  of  Land  Registration,  the  court  will  be  engaged  in  the 
business  not  of  settling  but  of  unsettling  titles  and  creating  conditions 
which  will  provoke  litigation  for  half  a  century  to  come. 

In  view  of  this  state  of  affairs,  there  was  an  amendment  introduced  at 
the  last  Legislature  to  the  Land  Registration  Act  requiring  that  all  those 
intending  to  engage  in  the  business  of  making  surveys  for  the  Court  of 
Land  Registration  should  take  either  a  civil  service  examination  or  the 
examination  required  by  the  Bureau,  of  Public  Lands  for  its  own  surveyors. 

This  amendment  to  the  law  seems  to  have  provoked  considerable  discus- 
sion and  to  have  excited  no  small  amount  of  ill  feeling  among  surveyors 
who  had  been  peacefully  pursuing  their  occupation  for  many  years.  The 
Executive  sympathizes  with  these  men  mcst  deeply.  No  one  who  has  been 
trained  to  a  professional  career  and  who  has  been  pursuing  his  vocation 
unmolested  for  a  considerable  period  of  time  can  receive  with  pleasure  the 
announcement  that  unless  he  passes  an  examination  he  will  not  be 
permitted  to  do  business  for  the  Government.  This  class  of  surveyors 
might  be  exempted  from  examination  and  be  permitted  to  make  surveys  for 
the  Court  of  Land  Registration,  providing,  however,  that  they  have  not 
returned  to  the  court  erroneous  surveys  which  have  grossly  affected  prop- 
erty rights  of  applicants  or  of  others.  To  allow  any  inexperienced  and 
inexpert  person  to  carry  on  the  business  of  surveyor  for  the  Court  of  Land 
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Registration  solely  on  the  strength  of  a  college  degree  would  be  a  reckless 
folly  deserving  of  the  severest  condemnation. 

Much  was  said  to  me  after  this  law  was  passed  about  rights  granted 
by  the  treaty  of  Paris.  A  careful  examination  reveals  the  fact  that  the 
Spanish  Government  encountered  exactly  the  same  difficulties  which  have 
beset  the  Insular  Government  in  carrying  on  the  work  of  making  official 
surveys.  Originally,  every  person  having  the  degree  of  agrimensor  from 
a  duly  authorized  college  or  university  was  permitted  to  make  surveys,  but 
the  mistakes  resulting  from  this  concession  were  so  gross  and  so  damaging 
to  the  right  of  the  citizen  that  the  Spanish  Government,  by  royal  decree, 
first  limited  the  powers  of  such  surveyors  and  finally  cut  them  off  until 
they  had  undergone  a  certain  amount  of  practical  education  and  had 
received  from  the  government  its  authorization  to  practice  their  profession. 

Due  to  the  indisposition  of  many  of  the  surveyors  to  take  the  examina- 
tion prescribed  by  Act  1875,  it  became  evident  that  the  increase  of  business 
in  the  court  contemplated  when  the  law  was  passed  would  not  materialize 
and  consequently  the  appointment  of  three  additional  judges  of  the  Court 
of  Land  Registration  by  the  last  Legislature  was  not  made. 

In  the  absence  of  any  evidence  tending  to  show  that  the  business  of  the 
court  would  justify  such  a  course  the  Executive  did  not  feel  inclined  to 
impose  upon  the  Government  an  additional  expense  of  f^l  13,680  by  the 
appointment  of  three  additional  judges  and  their  necessary  personnel. 

RESIDENT   COMMISSIONERS. 

The  attention  of  the  Legislature  is  respectfully  called  to  the  fact  that 
some  action  should  be  taken  by  the  Legislature  which  will  enable  the 
Resident  Commissioners  to  take  their  seats  in  Congress  at  the  opening  of 
the  new  Congress  and  at  the  same  time  as  seats  in  Congress  are  taken  by 
the  Resident  Commissioners  from  Porto  Rico. 

PEACE,   ORDER,   AND   TRANQUILLITY. 

With  the  exception  of  the  Moro  Province  and  the  non-Christian  Province 
of  Lepanto-Bontoc,  it  may  be  said  with  entire  truth  that  a  state  of  complete 
peace  and  tranquillity  has  existed  throughout  the  Archipelago  from  the 
beginning  of  the  fiscal  year.  Papa  Otoy  in  Samar;  Felipe  Salvador  in 
Bulacan,  Pampanga,  Pangasinán,  Tarlac,  and  Nueva  Ecija;  Miaco  in  Bataan 
and  Zambales;  Avila  in  Ambos  Camarines;  Esteban  Deseo  in  Tayabas, 
and  Alcachufas  in  Cebú,  all  noted  outlaws,  are  still  at  large,  however,  and 
.  although  they  have  been  guilty  of  no  depredations  for  considerably  more 
than  twelve  months,  they  will  continue  to  be  a  menace  to  peace  and  public 
order  until  captured  or  otherwise  deprived  of  the  power  to  do  further  harm 
to  society. 

Relations  with  the  wild  people  of  the  mountains  of  northern  Luzon  have 
never  been  so  friendly  or  more  satisfactory,  than  during  the  year  last  passed. 
The  frequent  meeting  of  clashing  chiefs  for  conference  and  the  settlement 
of  ancient  grievances,  together  with  the  assemblage  under  Government 
auspices  of  hostile  rancherías  for  feasting  and  amusement,  makes  for  a 
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better  understanding  between  the  warring  elements,  tends  to  promote 
trade  among  the  tribesmen,  brings  about  marriages  between  men  and  women 
of  the  contending  factions,  and  all  in  all  encourages  a  condition  of  peace  and 
order  throughout  a  wild  region  in  which  lawlessness  and  savage  deeds  have 
been  rather  the  rule  than  the  exception. 

True  there  has  been  some  head-hunting — head-hunting  to  the  extent  of 
44  heads.  But  when  it  is  remembered  that  the  taking  of  heads  is  regarded 
as  a  religious  obligation  by  these  fierce  people  and  that  formerly  hundreds 
upon  hundreds  of  fresh  heads  annually  gave  grewsome  testimony  of  the 
prowess  of  the  head-hunter,  it  must  be  admitted  that  there  has  been  a  decided, 
if  not  a  wholly  satisfactory,  improvement  in  conditions. 

The  capture  of  Salif  Aguil,  who  was  responsible  for  the  uprising  on  the 
Island  of  Basilan  in  the  year  1908  and  for  the  killing  of  two  American 
lumbermen,  Messrs.  Vermont  and  Case,  in  December,  1907,  seems  to  have 
put  an  end  to  organized  outlawry  in  the  Zamboanga  district  of  the  Moro 
Province.  Jikiri  and  a  few  followers  under  his  command  are  still  making 
some  trouble  in  the  Jolo  district,  and  five  bands  of  outlaws,  numbering  from 
200  to  400  men,  continue  to  keep  the  Lanao  district  in  more  or  less  disorder. 

While  the  condition  of  peace  and  order  which  exists  in  the  Archipelago 
is  eminently  gratifying,  the  advancement  which  has  been  made  to  a  more 
cordial  understanding  and  to  a  better  feeling  between  Americans  and  Fili- 
pinos is  not  so  flattering.  Certain  elements,  both  Filipino  and  American, 
encouraged  by  another  element  whose  motto  is  "A  plague  on  both  your 
houses,"  seem  to  have  set  themselves  to  work  to  cultivate  race  hatred  and 
to  create  a  condition  of  ill  will  between  the  two  peoples  which  can  serve  no 
possible  purpose  save  the  evil  one  of  defeating  the  altruistic  policy  laid 
down  by  America  for  the  government  of  the  Philippines,  and  of  dashing  to 
the  ground  the  hopes  and  ideals  justly  dear  to  every  honest,  patriotic  Fili- 
pino. Both  peoples  seemed  to  be  well  on  their  way  to  a  status  of  mutual 
trust  and  confidence  until  misrepresentation  and  calumnies,  on  the  one  side, 
and  unwarranted  abuse  and  harsh  criticism,  on  the  other,  set  the  ball  a 
rolling  in  the  opposite  direction.  On  the  one  hand  the  Filipino  political 
demagogue,  whose  one  ambition  is  to  get  an  office,  sought  to  create  the  false 
impression  among  the  masses  that  the  purpose  of  the  United  States- was  to 
exploit  and  oppress  instead  of  to  uplift  and  assist  the  inhabitants  of  the 
Philippines,  for  whose  welfare  and  betterment  she  had  become  responsible. 
To  gull  the  unwary  he  sowed  broadcast  promises  which  he  knew  could  not 
and  would  not  be  fulfilled  and  to  the  lasting  detriment  of  his  country  he 
essayed  to  instill  into  the  hearts  of  his  people  for  his  personal  advantage 
a  venomous  distrust  of  the  unselfish  nation,  the  kindly  intentions  of  which  * 
had  been  proved  by  a  hundred  beneficent  deeds.  Every  measure  which  the 
experience  of  the  American  Government  had  shown  to  be  in  the  interests 
of  the  people  and  for  their  benefit  was  made  the  object  of  his  mendacious 
attacks.  Sanitary  measures,  whether  for  man  or  beast;  the  promotion  of 
railways ;  the  building  of  roads ;  encouragement  to  the  investment  of  foreign 
capital;  the  tariff  on  foreign  rice,  imposed  for  the  benefit  of  the  Filipino 
farmer ;  the  internal  revenue ;  the  recoinage  of  the  money  of  the  country  in 
order  to  prevent  financial  ruin  by  its  exportation  therefrom;   the  system 
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of  public  instruction  designed  to  give  to  the  people  a  common  language 
and  a  common  means  of  communication;  the  land  tax,  which  is  absolutely 
necessary  for  the  support  of  provincial  and  municipal  governments  and  their 
successful  development;  the  tax  on  alcohol  and  tobacco,  recognized  all  the 
civilized  world  over  as  legitimate  subjects  for  taxation;  and  practically 
every  other  means  of  acquiring  revenues  to  maintain  the  Government,  were 
made  the  objects  of  assault  and  deliberate  misrepresentation.  On  the  other 
hand,  the  American  who  had  not  forgotten  the  late  unpleasantness,  the 
American  who  was  out  of  sympathy  with  the  policy  laid  down  by  the 
lamented  President  McKinley,  persistently  adhered  to  by  President  Roosevelt 
and  carried  into  effect  by  the  Hon.  William  H.  Taft,  the  Hon.  Luke  E. 
Wright,  and  the  Hon.  Henry  C.  Ide,  had  no  hesitation  in  falsely  repre- 
senting to  the  world  that  the  Filipino  was  an  idler,  that  he  was  treacherous, 
ungrateful,  corrupt,  immoral,  incapable  of  progress,  and  unworthy  of  any 
consideration  except  as  a  hewer  of  wood  and  drawer  of  water;  all  this  in 
the  face  of  the  record  which  shows  a  low  percentage  of  crime  even  in  the 
large  cities  and  speaks  most  eloquently  of  the  law-abiding  nature  and 
morality  of  the  people;  all  this  in  the  face  of  the  recognized  culture  of 
the  educated  Filipino  and  the  status  of  Filipino  businessmen,  lawyers, 
doctors,  pharmacists,  writers,  and  artists;  all  this  notwithstanding  the 
fact  that  the  Benguet  Road,  the  Manila  Street  Railway,  the  Manila,  Cebu, 
and  Iloilo  port  works,  the  Manila  sewer  system,  and  the  Manila  waterworks 
are  monuments  to  the  energy  and  industry  of  the  Filipino  workingman; 
all  this  notwithstanding  the  fact  that  every  machine  shop,  factory,  hemp, 
late,  sugar  plantation,  rice  field,  and  market  in  the  Islands  speaks  eloquently 
of  Filipino  industry  and  of  the  value  of  the  Filipino  as  a  laborer;  all  this 
notwithstanding  the  fact  that  5,000  Philippines  Constabulary,  5,000  Scouts, 
and  4,000  Philippine  civil  service  employees  are  rendering  faithful  service 
to  the  Government  and  have  proved  their  loyalty  under  the  most  trying 
circumstances ;  all  this  in  the  face  of  the  fact  that  thousands  upon  thousands 
of  Filipinos,  undeceived  by  designing  agitators  or  selfish  politicians,  have 
openly  manifested  their  deep  appreciation  of  privileges  conceded,  rights 
recognized  and  liberties  brought  to  them  by  American  rule. 

Under  any  circumstance  the  fomenting  of  race  hatred  can  secure  little, 
if  any,  benefit  to  mankind  and  is  pregnant  with  evil  consequences  to 
every  project  which  requires  for  its  success  harmony  and  good  will.  In 
the  Philippines  it  is  especially  deadly,  as  it  makes  for  the  failure  of  all 
altruism  in  dealing  with  the  situation  and  invites  the  defeat  of  hopes  and 
ideals  which  otherwise  might  be  realized  and  enjoyed. 

The  American  who  dedicates  his  energies  to  ill-timed  and  intemperate 
abuse  of  the  Filipino  is  sowing  the  seeds  of  ill  will  from  which  he  can 
expect  nothing  other  than  a  rich  crop  of  racial  prejudice,  detrimental  not 
only  to  his  own  business  interests  but  also  to  the  general  commercial  and 
industrial  development  of  the  country.  While  forgetfulness  of  his  own 
best  interests  may  be  pardoned,  the  promotion  of  a  condition  which  must 
arrest  the  material  prosperity  of  tjie  country  in  which  he  lives  can  hardly 
be  overlooked,  much  less  his  unmindfulness  of  promises  to  which  the 
national  honor  of  his  own  country  has  been  solemnly  pledged.     And  the 
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Filipino  who  plays  upon  the  worst  passions  of  the  human  heart,  and  who 
delights  in  the  un-Christian  task  of  poisoning  his  brother's  cup  with 
unworthy  suspicions  and  hateful  distrust,  gives  some  ground  for  the  unjust 
belief  that  his  people  are  unmindful  of  benefits  received  and  helps  to 
alienate  the  sympathy  and  affection  which  are  so  necessary  for  the  realiza- 
tion of  all  the  hopes  and  ideals  of  his  race. 

Soon  I  expect  to  lay  down  the  burdens  of  office  in  the  Philippines  and 
my  last  counsel  to  my  countrymen,  especially  to  those  who  served  with  the 
flag,  is  to  be  as  zealous  and  ardent  in  carrying  out  in  time  of  peace  the 
policies  to  which  our  country  is  inevitably  committed  as  they  were  in 
maintaining  her  prestige  and  supremacy  in  time  of  war. 

And  to  the  Filipino  people,  to  whom  I  am  bound  by  many  ties  of 
gratitude,  sympathy,  and  friendship,  I  have  one  last  word  to  say,  and 
that  is  that  until  the  great,  majority  of  the  citizens,  and  not  a  small 
minority,  have  been  prepared  for  the  intelligent  use  of  the  franchise,  until 
democratic  customs  and  usages  have  permeated  and  become  a  part  of  the 
daily  life  of  the  people,  until  the  power  of  the  unconscionable  agitator 
and  demagogue  has  been  broken,  until  education  has  created  a  just  public 
sentiment  which  specious  arguments  and  false  doctrines  can  not  destroy, 
until  the  citizen  has  not  only  the  power  to  judge  but  the  courage  to  act 
for  himself,  the  best  future  of  the  Islands  lies  with  the  land  which  has 
given  to  the  Filipino  people  freedom  of  speech,  liberty  of  the  press,  freedom 
of  religious  worship,  the  right  of  the  accused  to  meet  his  accusers  face 
to  face  and  to  hear  their  evidence,  the  exercise  of  the  electoral  franchise, 
a  system  of  free  public  schools,  autonomy  of  provincial  and  municipal 
governments,  the  right  to  participate  in  the  making  of  laws  through  a 
popular  assembly,  and  many  other  rights,  liberties,  and  privileges  not 
enjoyed  by  peoples  which  have  had  an  independent  national  existence  for 
hundreds  of  years.

REPORT  OF  SELECT  COMMITTEE. 
[Committee  Report  No.  82.] 

.,      ^  February  %s  1909. 

Mr.  President:  Your  select  committee  of, three,  to  which  was  referred 
on  December  26,  1908,  a  communication  from  the  ¡Secretary  of  the  Interior 
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with  reference  to  the  desire  of  the  Right  Reverend  Charles  H.  Brent,  bishop 
of  the  Philippine  Islands,  to  attempt  to  establish  title  to  certain  tracts 
of  land  included  within  the  Government  reservation  at  Bontoc  together 
with  Commission  Resolution  No.  80  applying  the  Public  Land  Act  to  the 
Government  reservation  at  Bontoc,  established  by  Executive  Order  No  105 
dated  November  11,  19C8,  has  examined  the  same  and  has  the  honor  to 
report  it  back  to  the  Commission  with  the  following  recommendation,  viz: 
That  the  resolution  be  not  adopted. 

It  appears  that  the  Right  Reverend  Charles  H.  Bmnt.  bishop  of  the 
Philippine  Islands,  is  endeavoring  to  establish  title  to  certain  parcels  of 
land  comprised  within  the  said  reservation.  The  Secretary  of  the  Interior 
recommends  the  adoption  of  Commission  Resolution  No.  80  "in  order  that, 
the  bishop  may  be  able  to  go  in  court  and  prove  his  titles  if  he  can  do 
so  and  adds  «Were  the  Commission  to  fail  to  do  this  it  would  place 
itself  m  the  position  of  making  it  encumbent  upon  the  bishop  to  establish 
his  titles  within  the  period  of  six  months  after  the  reservation  was  created 
while  at  the  same  time  depriving  him  of  the  opportunity  to  do  so  as  the 
claim  is  based  on  the  purchase  of  squatters'  rights." 

The  reservation  in  question  was  established  in  conformity  with  the 
provisions  of  Act  No.  648,  entitled  "An  Act  authorizing  the  Civil  Governor 
to  reserve  for  civil  public  purposes,  and  from  sale  or  settlement,  any  part 
of  the  public  domain  not  appropriated  by  law  for  special  public  purposes 
until  otherwise  •  directed  by  law,  and  extending  the  provisions  of  4ct 
Numbered  Six  hundred  and  twenty-seven  so  that  public  lands  desired  to  be 
reserved  by  the  Insular  Government  for  public  uses,  or  private  lands 
desired  to  be  purchased  by  the  Insular  Government  for  such  uses  may 
be  brought  under  the  operation  of  the.  Land  Registration  Act.»'  The 
Executive  Order  establishing  the  said  reservation  considered  the  land 
comprised  within  the  boundaries  defined  therein  as  of  the  public  domain. 
Taking  this  into  account,  it  is  useless  to  consider  the  reasons  that  might 
be  advanced  in  support  of  the  contention  that  it  is  not  proper  to  apply 
the  provisions  of  Chapter  VI  of  the  Public  Land  Act  to  the  said  reservation 
considering  the  said  land  as  of  the  public  domain,  while  it  may  perhaps 
be  the  private  property  of  the  Government.  The  reason  taken  into  account 
by  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  in  proposing  the  said  resolution  is  without 
foundation,  for  even  in  case  the  provisions  of  Chapter  VI  of  the  Public 
Land  Act  were  not  applied  to  the  reservation  in  question,  Bishop  Brent 
would  not  on  this  account  be  deprived  of  his  right  to  try  to  establish 
his  title  if  he  bases  it  on  possession.  Moreover,  under  Act  No.  648,  Bishop 
Brent  is  better  able  to  establish  title  founded  on  such  possession. 

Section  2  of  the  said  Act  No.  648  says  that  the  procedure  for  the 
purpose,  of  this  Act,  and  the  legal  effects  thereof,  shall  thereupon  be  in 
all  respects  as  provided  in  sections  three,  four,  five,  and  six  of  said  Act 
Numbered  Six  hundred  and  twenty-seven,  and  section  six  of  Act  No.  627 
provides  the  following: 

"Sec.  6.  The  provisions  of  sections  thirty-eight,  thirty-nine,  forty,  forty- 
one,  and  forty-two  of  Act  Numbered  One  hundred  and  ninety,  entitled  'An 
Act  providing  a  Code  of  Procedure  in  Civil  Actions  and  Special  Proceedings 
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in  the  Philippine  Islands,'  are  hereby  made  applicable  to  all  lands,  not 
more  than  sixteen  hectares  in  extent,  within  the  limits  of  any  military 
reservation,  notwithstanding  such  lands  would  be  public  lands  were  it  not 
for  titles  acquired  in  the  manner  stated  in  said  sections  thirty-eight, 
thirty-nine,  forty,  forty-one,  and  forty-two." 

Under  section  41  of  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure  Bishop  Brent  could 
more  easily  establish  title  founded  on  prescription  or  possession  than  under 
Case  6  of  section  54,  contained  in  Chapter  VI  of  Act  No.  926,  for  it  would 
be  sufficient  for  him  to  prove  the  present,  open,  continuous,  and  adverse 
possession  for  ten  years,  not  preceding  the  publication  of  the  said  Act 
No.  926,  but  preceding  the  date  when  he  was  summoned  by  the  Court  of 
Land  Registration  to  make  application  for  the  registry  of  the  land.

In  accordance  with  a  resolution  adopted  by  the  Compilation  and  Codi-

Batangas;  Monico  R.  Mercado,  Delegate  to  the  Philippine  Assembly  from 
the  First  Assembly  District  of  the  Province  of  Pampanga;  Eusebio  Orense, 
Delegate  to  the  Philippine  Assembly  from  the  Second  Assembly  District 
of  the  Province  of  Batangas;  Bartolomé  Revilla,  Delegate  to  the  Philippine 
Assembly  from  the  Second  Assembly  District  of  the  Province  of  Rizal; 
Aguedo  Velarde,  Delegate  to  the  Philippine  Assembly  from  the  First 
Assembly  District  of  the  Province  of  Bulacan;  Isabelo  Artacho,  Julian 
Gerona,  Francisco  Ortigas,  and  the  chairman.

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After  a  short  statement  by  the  chairman  of  the  resolution  and  law 
authorizing  the  appointment  of  said  committee  and  of  the  executive  orders 
signed  by  the  presiding  officers  of  the  two  Houses  of  the  Philippine  Legis- 
lature, appointing  said  committee,  the  following  resolution  was  submitted 
by  Member  Gilbert,  and  was  seconded  by  Member  Araneta,  and,  after  full 
discussion,  was  adopted: 

"Whereas  this  committee  has  been  appointed  by  the  Honorable  the 
Governor-General  and  the  Honorable  the  Speaker  of  the  Assembly,  under 
the  provisions  of  Concurrent  Resolution  No.  7,  and  of  Act  No.  1873  of  the 
Philippine  Legislature,  'to  revise  and  reform  the  Civil,  Commercial,  Penal, 
and  Procedure  Codes  now  in  use  in  the  Philippine  Islands,  and  to  prepare 
new  codes  on  said  subjects  which  shall  be  in  accord  with  the  circumstances 
brought  about  by  the  change  in  institutions,  and  with  the  customs  peculiar 
to  this  country;*  and 

"Whereas  the  said  concurrent  resolution  provides  that  said  committee 
shall  present  the  results  of  its  labors  to  the  Philippine  Legislature  on  or 
before  the  first  day  of  the  regular  session  for  nineteen  hundred  and  nine; 
and 

"Whereas  an  annotation  of  the  various  codes  is  now  being  printed,  and 
will  probably  be  completed  within  a  few  months,  which  annotation  will  be 
almost  invaluable  to  a  committee  such  as  this;  and 

"Whereas  the  experience  of  other  countries  and  nations  has  demonstrated 
that  to  reform  and  revise  such  codes  and  to  prepare  new  codes  on  such 
subjects,  as  provided  in  said  concurrent  resolution,  would  require  several 
years  of  constant  labor  on  the  part  of  a  committee  able  to  devote  its 
entire  time  to  the  work;   and 

"Whereas  a  committee  consisting  of  fifteen  can  not  practically  act 
together  in  such  labors,  and  a  division  of  the  committee  into  subcommittees 
would  not  insure  uniformity  of  action  or  thought;   and 

"Whereas  the  meetings  of  this  committee  from  now  until  the  first  day 
of  the  regular  session  of  the  Philippine  Legislature  for  nineteen  hundred 
and  nine  would  entail  upon  the  Philippine  Government,  and  therefore,  upon 
the  Filipino  people,  a  considerable  expenditure  for  which,  in  the  judgment 
of  this  committee,  no  substantial  return  within  the  time  limited  could 
be  made  to  said  Government  and  to  said  people:  Now,  therefore,  be  it 

"Resolved,  That  this  committee  report  to  the  Philippine  Legislature, 
at  the  first  day  of  the  session  thereof  of  nineteen  hundred  and  nine,  that 
it  is  unable  to  perform  the  difficult  duties  imposed  upon  it  within  the  time 
allowed,  that  it  can  present  no  substantial  results  to  the  Philippine  Legis- 
lature at  its  next  session,  and  that  it  would  not  be  just  to  the  Legislature  to 
proceed  further  and  cause  a  large  expenditure  of  public  money  without 
informing  the  Legislature  that  the  time  fixed  for  the  work  is  insufficient; 

"Resolved,  further,  That  the  committee  realizes  the  importance  of  the 
work  which  was  assigned  to  it  and  unanimously  favors  its  prosecution, 
and,  therefore,  recommends  to  the  Philippine  Legislature  the  passage  of 
an  Act  providing  for  said  work  of  compilation  and  codification  by  a  com- 
mission to  consist  of  not  more  than  five,  and  preferably  of  three  members, 
to  be  selected  from  the  best  legal  talent  available  in  these  Islands,  whose 
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members  should  be  free  from  other  duties  which  would  occupy  any  part  of 
their  time,  but  who  could  give  to  this  very  important  labor  whatever  time 
may  be  necessary  to  correctly  and  thoroughly  compile  and  codify  all  laws 
now  governing  the  Philippine  Islands,  and  that  until  such  compilation  and 
codification  of  the  laws  of  the  Philippines  is  completed,  said  commission 
be  required  to  present  annually  to  the  Philippine  Legislature  a  report 
of  all  work  accomplished  during  the  year." 

The  vote  upon  this  resolution  was  as  follows:  Ayes — Messrs.  Araneta, 
Gilbert,  Palma,  Agoncillo,  Mercado,  Orense,  Revilla,  Artacho,  Ortigas, 
and  Shuster.  Noes — Velarde  and  Gerona.  Absent  members — Messrs.  Cla- 
rin  (resigned),  Laguda,  and  Sotto.  Upon  motion,  duly  seconded,  the 
committee  thereupon  adjourned  sitie  die. 

The  minutes  of  the  meeting  of  the  committee  are  on  file  with  the 
Executive  Bureau  of  this  Government.

REPORT  OF  THE  JOINT  LEGISLATIVE  COMMITTEE. 

[Special   report] 

January  30,  1909. 
To  the  Philippine  Legislature,  Manila. 

Gentlemen:  Your  joint  committee,  appointed  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  section  10  of  Act  No.  1873,  to  prepare  a  proposed  appropria- 
tion bill  for  the  fiscal  year  nineteen  hundred  and  ten,  to  make  report  as  to 
any  other  legislation  or  appropriations  submitted  to  it  for  consideration 
by  the  Legislature  or  by  the  presiding  officer  of  either  Chamber,  and  also 
to  discharge  the  duties  of  the  committee  for  which  provision  is  made  by 
Act  Numbered  Eighteen  hundred  and  nine  during  said  recess,  has  the  honor 
to  make  the  following  report : 

Your  committee  has  acted  upon  all  legislation  submitted  to  it  for  con- 
sideration by  the  Legislature  or  by  the  presiding  officer  of  either  Chamber. 

It  has  discharged  the  duties  of  the  committees  for  which  provision  is 
made  by  Act  No.  1809,  considering  and  acting  upon  all  requests  for  relief 
which   have   been   addressed   to   it.     Of  the  ^100,000   made   available   for 
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disbursement  by  said  committee,  the  expenditure  of  Í1 3,000  has  been 
authorized  prior  to  the  time  when  the  unexpended  balance  was  placed 
under  our  control,  and  the  expenditure  of  ^58,000  has  since  been  authorized, 
leaving  ^29,000  available  for  expenditure» 

The  nature  and  amount  of  each  separate  allotment  will  be  found  set 
forth  in  the  accompanying  document  marked  "Exhibit  A." 

With  regret  your  committee  reports  that  it  has  not  been  able  to  com- 
plete the  draft  of  a  proposed  appropriation  bill  for  the  fiscal  year  1910. 
Your  committee  was  of  the  opinion  that  prior  to  making  a  final  and 
specific  recommendation  as  to  the  sums  which  should  be  appropriated  for 
each  Bureau  or  Office  of  the  Insular  Government  it  ought  to  undertake 
a  careful  investigation  of  each  such  Bureau  or  Office  with  a  view  to 
ascertaining  where  economies  might  be  effected  without  prejudice  to  the 
proper  conduct  of  the  Government  service,  as  well  as  to  determining 
whether  the  work  of  any  Bureau  or  Office  was  of  such  nature  and  im- 
portance that  provision  should  be  made  for  extending  it. 

To  the  end  that  this  investigation  might  be  expedited  as  much  as  possible 
it  was  deemed  best  to  divide  it  between  four  subcommittees  as  follows:

Each  of  these  subcommittees  was  charged  with  the  duty  of  investigating 
the  operations   of  the   several   Bureaus  and  Offices   of  the   Department   or 
Departments  assigned  to  it  in  order  that  it  might  make  specific  recommenda- 
tions relative  to  the  appropriations  which  should  be  made  for  them. 

The  subcommittees  began,  this  work  promptly  and  have  continued  it  up 
to  the  present  time.     It  is  now  practically  complete. 

As  a  basis  for  final  recommendation  it  was  further  deemed  necessary  to 

.  obtain  from  the  head  of  each  Bureau  or  Office  a  statement  setting  forth 

in  detail   the  appropriation  granted  such  Bureau  or  Office   for   the   fiscal 

year  ending  June  30,  1909,  including  the  positions  authorized,  and  a  further 

statement  as  to  the  positions   actually  filled   and   as  to   any  changes   in 
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authorized  positions  made  executively  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  Act  No.  1873  and  also  a  statement  as  to  the  expenses  believed  by  each 
such  chief  to  be  necessary  for  the  proper  conduct  of  his  Office  or  Bureau 
during  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1910.  The  preparation  of  these 
statements  involved  a  large  amount  of  work  021  the  part  of  Bureau  Chiefs 
and  in  order  to  bring  them  into  proper  form  for  consideration  and  to  secure 
uniformity  a  certain  amount  of  revision  by  the  office  of  the  Executive  Sec- 
retary was  found  to  be  necessary. 

They  were  then  translated  into  Spanish  and  the  last  of  them,  have  only 
recently  been  received.  In  fact  a  statement  as  to  the  appropriation  deemed 
necessary  for  the  coming  year  by  the  Director  of  Health  has  not  yet  been 
submitted,  the  delay  in  this  case  being  due  to  the  absence  of  the  Director  as 
a  delegate  to  the  International  Tuberculosis  Congress,  at  Washington. 

Having  made  the  necessary  preliminary  investigations,  and  secured  the 
necessary  data  to  render  possible  intelligent  action  your  committee  is  pre- 
pared promptly  to  submit  a  draft  of  a  proposed  appropriation  bill  for  the 
fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1910,  or  to  make  the  information  which  it  has 
secured  available  for  any  other  committee,  as  you  may  desire.

Guzman  to  translate  and  publish  the  Municipal  Code  and  its  amendments  in  the 
Ibanag  dialect. 

Whereas  Dimas  Guzman,  Delegate  to  the  Philippine  Assembly  from  the 
Province  of  Isabela,  has  requested  authority  to  publish  the  Municipal  Code 
and  its  amendments  in  the  Ibanag  dialect;  and 

Whereas  the  Attorney-General  on  April  eleventh,  nineteen  hundred  and 
seven,  held  in  a  similar  matter  that  the  translation  and  publication  of 
the  Acts  of  the  Philippine  Legislature  by  private  persons  required  the 
authorization  of  the   legislative  body:  Now,   therefore,   be   it. 

Resolved  by  the  Philippine  Commission  and  the  Philippine  Assembly, 
That  Dimas  Guzman  be,  and  is  hereby,  given  the  right  and  authority  to 
translate  into  the  Ibanag  dialect  the  Municipal  Code  and  amendments 
thereof  and  to  publish  the  same  in  said  dialect:  Provided,  however,  That 
the  right  and  authority  hereby  granted  shall  not  be  construed  as  an 
approval  of  the  accuracy  of  the  translation  and  that  such  translation  shall 
have  no  effect  whatever  to  vary  the  meaning  and  intent  of  the  said  Munic- 
ipal Code,  as  amended  and  passed  by  the  Philippine  Commission;  and 

Resolved  further,  That  a  copy  of  this  resolution  in  the  Ibanag  dialect 
shall  be  printed  in  each  volume  of  the  Municipal  Code  to  be  published  by 
said  Dimas  Guzman,  as  well  as  a  statement  of  the  legislative  period  covered 
by  the  translation. 

By  unanimous  consent,  the  resolution  was  read  once  and  put 
upon  its  passage.  The  roll  was  called  and  Commission  Joint 
Eesolution  No.  6  was  formally  adopted  by  unanimous  vote  and  the 
title  and  preamble  were  agreed  to. 

The  Secretary  was  directed  to  request  the  concurrence  of  the 
Assembly  in  the  resolution. 

INTRODUCTION   OF   BILL.

Commission  Bill  No.  73.  An  Act  to  amend  Act  Numbered  Sixteen  hun- 
dred and  twenty-seven  by  adding  thereto  another  section  numbered  eight

peace  to  sit  in  criminal  cases,  and  repealing  section  three  of  Act  Numbered 
One  hundred  and  ninety-four.

MORO   PROVINCE. 

The  Secretary  submitted  to  the  Commission  Act  No.  233  of  the 
legislative  council  of  the  Moro  Province,  which  had  been  forwarded 
to  the  Commission  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  section  32 
of  Act  of  the  Philippine  Commission  No.  787  and  was  accompanied 
by  a  certificate  by  the  chief  of  the  law  division  of  the  Executive 
Bureau  to  the  effect  that  in  his  opinion  the  same  was  within  the 
powers  conferred  on  said  body  by  Act  No.  787  of  the  Commission, 
as  amended.

numbered  eight  (6),  prescribing  disqualifications  of  regular  or  auxiliary 
justices  of  the  peace  to  sit  in  criminal  cases,  and  repealing  section  three 
of  Act  Numbered  One  hundred  and  ninety-four,"  has  examined  the  same 
and  has  the  honor  to  report  it  back  to  the  Commission  with  the  following 
recommendation,  viz: 

That  the  bill  do  pass  with  the  following  amendments: 
Strike  out  section  1  and  insert  in  lieu  thereof  the  following: 
"Section  1.  Section  seventy- three  of  Act  Numbered  One  hundred  and 
ninety,  as  amended  by  section  eight  of  Act  Numbered  Sixteen  hundred  and 
twenty-seven,  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

"Sec.  73.  In  every  case,  whether  civil  or  criminal,  of  disqualification 
of  a  justice  of  the  peace  upon  any  ground  mentioned  in  section  eight  of 
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this  Act,  the  regular  justice  shall  notify  the  auxiliary,  who  shall  there- 
upon appear  and  try  the   cause,  unless  he  shall  be  likewise  disqualified 
or  otherwise  disabled,  in  which  event  the  cause  shall  be  transferred  to 
the  nearest  justice  of  the  peace  of  the  province  who  is  not  disqualified."

Sir:  Your  Subcommittee  on  the  Department  of  the  Interior  and  Special 
Appropriations  has  examined  the  matter,  forwarded  to  it,  of  a  resolution 
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appropriating  a  certain  sum  for  the  purpose  of  succoring  Leopoldo  Salazar, 
a  former  employee  of  the  Army  of  the  United  States,  during  the  years  1900 
and  1901,  as  interpreter  in  the  field,  in  which  employment  he  states  that 
he  contracted  a  disease  as  a  result  of  which  he  is  invalided;  rendering  its 
report,  it  has  the  honor  to  submit  to  the  joint  committee  the  following: 

Section  10  of  Act  No.  1873  does  not  empower  the  joint  committee  to 
make  appropriations  of  this  nature,  and  there  is  no  known  precedent  to 
follow  in  such  a  case.  Sums  similar  to  that  prayed  for  have  been  voted 
under  extraordinary  circumstances  and  for  cogent  and  transient  reasons, 
which  are  not  present  in  the  case  here  in  question. 

Under  Act  No.  1809  it  is  not  possible  to  consider  this  matter  as  a  public 
calamity. 

For  the  foregoing  considerations,  your  subcommittee  recommends  that 
the  petition  be  denied.

at  its  session  of  January  28,  1909,  it  being  ordered  that  a  copy  of  said 
report  be  furnished  to  the  Board  of  Regents  of  the  University,  for  such 
action  as  the  latter  might  see  fit  to  take,  and  that  the  portion  relative  to 
the  question  of  funds  be  referred  to  the  Committee  at  such  time  as  the  ap- 
propriations should  be  under  consideration:

To  the  Joint  Committee  of  the  Philippine  Legislature:    . 

The  Subcommittee  on  the  Department  of  the  Interior  and  Special  Ap- 
propriations, to  which  was  referred   the  matter  of  the   recommendations 
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of  the  assembly  of  provincial  governors  which  met  last  October  in  Manila, 
in  regard  to  the  establishment  of  a  veterinary  college  and  the  advisability 
of  imposing  upon  the  presidents  of  municipal  boards  of  health  the  duty 
of  acting  temporarily  as  veterinary  surgeons;  submitting  this  its  report 
upon  the  matter,  after  due  consideration  of  the  same,  has  the  honor  to 
submit   the   following  considerations: 

1.  The  subcommittee  recommends  the  immediate  establishment  of  a 
veterinary  college  in  this  city,  esteeming  such  an  institution  as  of  urgent 
and  pressing  necessity.  It  suggests  that  an  arrangement  be  made  with 
the  Board  of  Regents  of  the  Philippine  University,  whereby  two  courses 
of  veterinary  surgery  may  be  followed  in  the  present  Government  College 
of  Medicine,  and  two  courses,  of  a  practical  nature,  in  an  experimental 
agricultural  station,  which,  for  the  purpose,  might  be  the  quarantine  station 
now  in  course  of  construction  in  Manila,  that  sucli  buildings  as  may  be 
necessary  for  classes,  conferences,  and  a  hospital  be  equipped  or  constructed 
in  said  station,  and  the  sums  necessary  for  the  purpose  voted.  To  this 
end  the  subcommittee  will  ask  for  an  estimate  of  the  expenses  in  the  matter 
of  personnel  and  materials. 

In  connection  with  this  idea,  the  subcommittee  herewith  submits  to  the 
joint  committee  its  proposal — which  it  had  intended  to  submit  later — that 
there  be  appropriated  the  sum  necessary  to  pension  a  certain  number  of 
young  students  of  veterinary  surgery,  one  at  least  to  every  province  in  the 
Archipelago. 

2.  In  itself,  the  idea  of  assigning  to  the  presidents  of  municipal  boards 
of  health  the  duties  of  veterinarians,  though  merely  temporary  and  until 
such  time  as  a  sufficient  number  of  graduates  shall  be  secured,  appears  to 
be  in  no  wise  improper;  but  the  subcommittee  is  of  opinion  that  such  a 
course  would  entail  inconveniences  which  would  not  be  compensated  by  its 
advantages.  It  is  unquestionable  that  a  physician,  a  surgeon,  or  a  practi- 
tioner of  medicine  might  be  better  adapted  to  take  charge  of  the  matter 
of  instruction  in  veterinary  medicine  and  surgery;  but  the  belief  is  still 
general  that  professional  men  who  have  devoted  their  studies  to  the  curing 
of  human  beings  would  not  easily  reconcile  themselves  to  the  curing  of 
animals  or  the  prevention  of  their  maladies.  Wherefore  the  subcommittee 
recommends  that  this  feature  be  not  approved.

Your  subcommittee  has  examined  the  annexed  resolution  of  the  assem- 
bly of  governors  in  reference  to  the  amendment  of  section  49  of  Act  No. 
82  to  read  that  the  board  of  tax  assessors  shall  be  composed  of  the 
president,  the  municipal  treasurer  as  delegate  of  provincial  treasurer,  and 
one  other  member  elected  and  appointed  by  the  council. 

Your  subcommitee  favors  the  proposed  measure,  but  is  of  opinion 
that  the  third  member  should  be  elected  and  appointed  by  the  provincial 
board,  and  not  by  the  municipal  council,  inasmuch  as  the  board  of  assessors, 
as  prescribed  by  the  law  now  in  force,  being  composed  of  the  president,  of 
a  delegate  of  the  provincial  treasurer,  and  of  the  municipal  treasurer,  the 
agricultural  interest  is  not  represented  therein,  and,  on  the  other  hand, 
the  provincial  treasurer  has  two  representatives,  namely,  his  delegate'  and 
the  municipal  treasurer.  The  effect  of  the  recommendation  of  the  assem- 
bly of  governors  is  that  the  agricultural  interest  will  be  represented  on  the 
board  of  assessors.  Your  subcommittee,  nevertheless,  does  not  believe  that 
the  third  member,  who  is  to  substitute  the  delegate  of  the  provincial  treas- 
urer, should  be  elected  and  appointed  by  the  municipal  council,  as  it  is 
possible  that  in  the  appointment  and  election  of  such  member  the  sole 
point  considered  will  be  the  more  or  less  vehement  political  leaning  of 
the  council  toward  the  appointee.  To  obviate  this  objection,  your  subcom- 
mittee believes  that  it  is  the  provincial  board  which  should  be  empowered 
to  hold  such  election  and  make  such  appointment,  and  that,  in  any  event, 
such  appointment  should  be  of  some  one  who  is  neither  a  provincial  nor  a 
municipal  official.

That  the  accompanying  Act  so  amending  the  Act  providing  for  the 
establishment  of  the  Mountain  Province  as  to  provide  that  the  deputy 
of  the  provincial  treasurer  at  Baguio  and  the  one  at  Cervantes  shall  act 
as  mining  recorders  and  that  the  mining  records  of  these  subprovinces 
should  be  retained  at  their  respective  capitals,  be  enacted. 

In  connection  with  the  communication  referred  to,  attention  is  invited 
to  the  accompanying  letter  from  the  secretary-treasurer  of  the  Benguet 
Mining  Association  petitioning  for  the  appointment  of  a  mining  recorder 
and  for  legislation  authorizing  retainment  of  mining  records  ai;  Baguio, 
Benguet,  when  the  Province  of  Benguet  is  incorporated  with  the  Mountain 
Province. 

I  am  of  the  opinion  that  both  of  these  requests  should  be  granted  for 
the  reason  that  it  would  impose  a  great  and  entirely  needless  hardship  on 
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miners  in  Benguet  and  in  Lepanto  were  they  obliged  to  go  to  Bontoc  to 
record  claims  or  to  consult  mining  records  pertaining  to  either  region. 
It  is  recommended  that  this  matter  be  considered  at  an  early  date.

(Through  the  Governor  of  the  Province  of  Benguet.) 
Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  state  that  the  Benguet  Mining  Association  at 
its  regular  meeting  of  yesterday  afternoon,  passed  a  resolution,  instructing 
the  secretary  of  the  association  to  request  that  such  measures  be  taken  as 
may  be  deemed  necessary  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  so  that  when 
the  Province  of  Benguet  becomes  a  subprovince  of  the  newly  created 
"Mountain  Province,"  all  the  mining  records  pertaining  to  the  present 
Province  of  Benguet,  may  be  permitted  to  remain  at  Baguio,  and  that  a 
mining  recorder  or  a  deputy  mining  recorder  be  appointed.  It  is  under- 
stood that  no  provision  has  been  made  for  a  mining  recorder  here,  and 
that  it  will  require  legislation  to  obtain  the  retention  of  the  records  at 
Baguio. 

As  this  is  a  very  vital  matter  to  the  mining  interests  of  this  province, 
the  association  trusts  that  it  will  be  acted  upon  favorably,  and  at  as  early 
a  date  as  possible,  so  as  to  safeguard  those  interested.

By  unanimous  consent  the  bill  accompanying  the  report  was 
thereupon  taken  up  and  considered,  as  follows :     • 

Commission  Bill  No.  75.  An  Act  amending  Act  Numbered  Eighteen 
hundred  and  seventy-six,  entitled  "An  Act  providing  for  the  establishment 
of  a  province  to  be  known  as  the  Mountain  Province,  for  the  establishment 
of  a  prison  at  Bontoc  for  non-Christian  criminals,  changing  the  boundaries 
of  the  Province  of  Nueva  Vizcaya,  amending  Act  Numbered  Eight  hundred 
and  sixty-seven,  as  amended,  by  changing  the  boundaries  of  the  Mountain 
Judicial  District  and  the  times  and  places  of  holding  courts  of  First 
Instance  in  the  said  district,  providing  for  participation  by  the  Mountain 
Province  in  the  distribution  of  internal  revenue  collections,  and  repealing 
all  Acts  or  part$  of  Acts  inconsistent  with  this  Act,"  so  as  to  provide  that 
deputies  of  the  provincial  treasurer  shall  perform  the  duties  of  mining 
recorders  in  the  subprovinces  of  Benguet  and  Lepanto. 
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The  immediate  passage  of  this  bill  being  desirable,  the  regular 
order  of  procedure  for  the  enactment  of  laws,  prescribed  by  Act 
No.  6,  was  dispensed  with  by  the  Commission. 

The  bill  was  read  the  first  and  second  times,  and  referred  to  the 
Committee  of  the  Whole. 

It  was  considered  in  committee  and  reported  to  the  Commission 
with  the  recommendation  that  it  pass  with  the  following  amend- 
ments : 

Section  1,  page  2,  line  3,  strike  out  the  comma  following  the  word 
"province"  and  insert  in  lieu  thereof  a  period;  and  strike  out  the  words 
"and  who"  and  insert  in  lieu  thereof  the  word  "He."     . 

Same  section,  same  page,  line  5,  strike  out  the  colon  following  the  word 
"quarters"  and  insert  in  lieu  thereof  a  period;  and  strike  out  the  words 
"Provided,  That." 

Same  section,  same  page,  line  12,  strike  out  the  word  "treasurer"  and 
insert  in  lieu  thereof  the  word  "secretary-treasurer." 

The  report  and  recommendation  of  the  Committee  of  the  Whole 
were  adopted. 

Commissioner  Worcester  moved  the  immediate  third  reading 
of  the  bill.  The  motion  was  seconded  by  Commissioner  Araneta. 
and  being  put  to  a  vote  was  unanimously  carried. 

At  the  direction  of  the  President,  the  bill  was  thereupon  read  the 
third  time  in  full  as  amended. 

The  question  then  being  upon  its  passage  as  amended,  the  roll 
was  called  and  Commission  Bill  No.  75  was  unanimously  passed. 

Commissioner  Araneta  moved  to  amend  the  title  by  striking  out 
in  line  13  the  word  "treasurer"  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the 
word  "secretary-treasurer." 

The  motion  prevailed. 

Commissioner  Palma  moved  that  the  title  be  further  amended  to 
read  as  follows : 

"An  Act  amending  Act  Numbered  Eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-six, 
entitled  fAn  Act  providing  for  the  establishment  of  a  province  to  be 
known  as  the  Mountain  Province,  for  the  establishment  of  a  prison  at 
Bontoc  for  non-Christian  criminals,  changing  the  boundaries  of  the  Prov- 
ince of  Nueva  Vizcaya,  amending  Act  Numbered  Eight  hundred  and  sixty- 
seven,  as  amended,  by  changing  the  boundaries  of  the  Mountain  Judicial 
District  and  the  times  and  places  of  holding  courts  of  First  Instance  in 
the  said  district,  providing  for  participation  by  the  Mountain  Province  in 
the  distribution  of  internal-revenue  collections,  and  repealing  all  Acts  or 
parts  of  Acts  inconsistent  with  this  Act,'  so  as  to  provide  that  deputies  of 
the  provincial  secretary-treasurer  shall  collect  fees  for  recording  documents 
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or  instruments  pertaining  to  mining  and  mineral  claims  and  account  there- 
for, and  shall  perform  the  duties  of  mining  recorders  in  the  subprovinces  of 
Benguet  and  Lepanto." 

The  motion  prevailed. 

The  title  as  amended  was  read  and  approved. 

Ordered,  That  Commission  Bill  No.  75  be  enrolled  and  printed 
as  an  Act,  the  enactment  of  said  bill  into  law  being  within  the 
exclusive  general  legislative  jurisdiction  of  the  Commission  over 
all  that  part  of  the  Philippine  Islands  inhabited  by  Moros  or 
other  non- Christian  tribes.

Whereas  it  appears  that  Vernor  H.  Petre,  private  secretary  to  Com- 
missioner Shuster,  will  be  called  upon  at  an  early  date,  owing  to  the 
retirement  of  Commissioner  Shuster,  to  vacate  his  present  position,  and 
that  no  other  suitable  position  now  exists  or  may  exist  for  some  time  to

Whereas  it  also  appears  that  he  returned  from  authorized  leave  of 
absence  on  September  twenty- seventh,  nineteen  hundred  and  eight,  less 
than  five  months  ago,  and  that  by  being  obliged  in  this  manner  to  resign 
he  will  be  unable,  through  no  fault  of  his  own  and  owing  to  circumstances 
beyond  his  control,  to  fulfill  the  two  years'  service  required  by  the  Civil 
Service  Law  before  he  can  secure  the  reimbursement  of  the  cost  of  his 
transportation  and  traveling  expenses  while  returning  from  said  leave  of 
absence;  and 

Whereas,  on  December  seventh,  nineteen  hundred  and  six,  the  Commis- 
sion determined  by  resolution  that  where  a  regularly  appointed  employee 
of  the  permanent  service  is  separated  therefrom  because  of  death,  lack  of 
work,  or  abolishment  of  his  position,  and  through  no  fault  of  his  own  he 
should  be  allowed  such  accrued  leave  as  he  may  have  earned  for  the  time 
served,  and  the  traveling  expenses  incurred  by  him,  as  well  as  half  pay 
earned  en  route  from  the  United  States  to  the  Philippine  Islands,  which 
would  have  been  payable  had  he  been  permitted  to  render  two  years' 
service  as  required  by  the  civil  service  law;   and 

Whereas  it  is  provided  by  section. one  of  Act  Numbered  Seventeen  hun- 
dred and  ninety-four  that  the  private  secretary  to  the  Governor-General 
and  the  private  secretaries  to  the  members  of  the  Philippine  Commission 
may,  in  the  discretion  of  the  Governor-General  or  proper  Commissioner,  be 
granted  the  accrued  and  vacation  leave  and  allowances  in  connection  there-

"An  Act  for  the  regulation  of  the  Philippine  Civil  Service,"  in  the  same 
manner  as  if  said  private  secretaries  as  such  were  members  of  the  classified 
service:  Now,  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved  by  the  Philippine  Commission  and  the  Philippine  Assembly, 
That  the  Executive  Secretary  be,  and  hereby  is,  authorized  to  reimburse 
Vernor  H.  Petre,  private  secretary  to  the  Honorable  W.  Morgan  Shuster, 
for  the  amount  which  Mr.  Petre  has  so  far  paid  on  account  of  transporta- 
tion furnished  him  from  his  home  in  the  United  States  to  Manila  while

REPORT  OF  STANDING  COMMITTEE. 

[Committee  Report  No.  88.] 

February  26,  1909. 

Mr.  President:  The  Committee  on  Matters  Pertaining  to  the  Depart- 
ment of  the  Interior,  to  which  was  referred  on  February  15,  1909,  Resolution 
No.  8  of  the  convention  of  municipal  presidents  of  the  Province  of  Tarlac 
for  1908,  petitioning  the  Legislature  to  pass  an  Act  awarding  a  prize  to 
the  inventor  of  the  best  and  most  efficacious  remedy  to  cure  work  animals 
of  rinderpest,  has  examined  the  same  and  has  the  honor  to  report  it  back 
to  the  Commission  with  the  following  recommendation,  viz : 

That  the  petition  be  denied. 

Successful  efforts  to  cure  such  diseases  as  rinderpest,  have  heretofore 
invariably  been  made  along  the  lines  of  developing  a  serum  having  high 
immunizing  or  curative  power.  To  the  securing  of  such  a  serum  for  the 
use  of  combating  rinderpest,  some  of  the  world's  greatest  bacteriologists, 
like  Doctor  Koch  of  Germany,  have  given  long  and  patient  attention  and 
a  serum  possessed  of  high  immunizing  and  high  curative  value  is  now  in 
comparatively  common  use  in  countries  suffering  from  this  disease. 

The  question  in  these  Islands  is  not  so  much  the  matter  of  the  discovery 
of  a  proper  cure  and  preventive  as  it  is  a  matter  of  the  use  of  the  curative 
and  preventive  serum  already  discovered.     To  the  end  that  its  use  may  be 
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generalized  here,  the  undersigned  has  brought  about  a  radical  increase  in 
the  facilities  for  the  preparation  of  this  serum,  and  has  asked  for  a  large 
increase  in  the  veterinarian  force.  It  is  believed  that  money  spent  along 
these  lines  will  be  of  far  more  use  to  the  public  than  money  offered  for  a 
prize,  in  order  to  excite  interest  in  a  matter  to  which  a  number  of  the 
world's  greatest  investigators  have  devoted,  and  are  still  devoting,  much 
time  and  attention. 

So  far  as  these  Islands  are  concerned,  the  Insular  Government  has  been 
fortunate  in  securing  for  the  present  the  services  of  Doctor  Martini,  who 
was  for  many  years  Doctor  Koch's  assistant,  and  is  one  of  the  most 
competent  men  in  the  world  to  carry  on  such  work.  An  effort  will  be 
made  to  retain  his  services  for  at  least  one  year  from  July  1,  1909.

REPORTS    OF    JOINT    LEGISLATIVE    COMMITTEE    ON    VARIOUS    MATTERS 
REFERRED  TO  THEM. 

February  1,  1909. 
To  the  Philippine  Legislature: 

The  Joint  Legislative  Committee  appointed  to  act  during  the  recess  of 
the  First  Philippine  Legislature  to  which  was  referred  by  direction  of  the 
President  of  the  Commission  on  January  11,  1909,  a  petition  subscribed 
to  by  the  Compañía  General  de  Tabacos  de  Filipinas,  Germinal  Sociedad 
Anónima,  El  Oriente  Fabrica  de  Tabacos,  La  Insular  Fabrica  de  Tabacos, 
and  La  Yebana  Cigar  and  Cigarette  Factory,  praying  that  action  be  taken  to 
compel  the  municipalities  along  the  Cagayan  River  to  cut  the  trees  along 
the  banks  of  said  river  in  order  to  prevent  their  falling  into  the  stream  on 
the  occasion  of  floods  and  thus  obstructing  the  channel,  has  examined  the 
same  and  has  the  honor  to  call  attention  to  the  following  report  of  the 
Subcommittee  on  the  Department  of  Commerce  and  Police  to  which  this 
matter  was  referred,  which  report  was  adopted  by  the  general  committee 
at  its  meeting  of  January  31,  1909: 

January  30,  1909. 
To  the  Joint  Committee  of  the  Philippine  Legislature; 

The  Subcommittee  of  Commerce  and  Police  has  with  due  interest  studied 
the  attached  petition  subscribed  by  the  representatives  of  the  "Germinal," 
"Compañía  General  de  Tabacos/'  "El  Oriente,"  "La  Insular"  and  "La 
Yebana"  companies,  as  well  as  the  annexed  report  of  the  chief  of  the 
division  of  port  works. 
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With  respect  to  that  petition,  the  subcommittee  refrains  from  making 
any  report  whatever,  notwithstanding  the  fact  that  it  recognizes  the  im- 
portance of  the  measure  therein  proposed,  for  the  reason  that  it  considers 
it  to  be  incumbent  upon  the  Executive  to  direct  the  execution  of  the  work 
requested. 

On  the  other  hand,  with  regard  to  the  recommendation  contained  in 
the  last  paragraph  of  the  report  of  the  chief  of  the  division  of  port  works, 
the  subcommittee  finds  the  same  very  worthy  of  support,  and  therefore  is 
of  the  opinion  that  it  should  be  referred  to  the  Appropriation  Committee, 
for  due  consideration  when  the  chapter  on  permanent  improvements  is 
discussed.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  on  the  status  of 
the  project  for  the  improvement  of  the  Cagayan  River  and  its  entrance  at 
Aparri. 

A  survey  of  the  port  of  Aparri  was  made  by  a  port  works  survey  party 
in  1905,  and  an  examination  of  the  port  and  river  was  made  by  the 
undersigned  in  1908.  Reports  were  submitted  in  which  it  was  stated  that 
the  projects  for  the  improvement  of  both  the  river  and  harbor  were  feasible. 

It  was  recommended  that  an  appropriation  be  granted  for  the  improve- 
ment at  Aparri  but  that  the  improvement  of  the  upper  river  be  postponed 
until  something  had  been  accomplished  toward  the  improvement  of  the 
entrance,  as  this  was  considered  the  key  to  the  situation.  An  appropria- 
tion for  this  work  was  asked  for  in  the  1909  estimate,  but,  as  no  appropria- 
tion was  granted,  nothing  has  been  done. 

The  conditions  at  Aparri  have  been  so  changed  by  the  recent  floods 
that  the  low  breakwater,  which  was  an  essential  part  of  the  proposed 
improvement,  could  only  be  constructed  now  at  a  greatly  increased  cost, 
and  the  project  of  improvement  will  therefore  have  to  be  so  modified  as 
to  reproduce  the  former  conditions.  To  accomplish  this  it  will  be  necessary 
to  construct  and  maintain  a  series  of  cut-off  and  wing  dams  for  two  or 
three  years  before  any  project  looking  toward  the  permanent  improvement 
of  this  port  can  be  attempted. 

The  floods  of  the  past  year  have  cut  a  second  channel  through  the 
sand  spit  on  the  Aparri  side  and  have  carried  away  a  large  part  of  the 
point.  The  history  of  this  port  shows  that  whenever  the  above  condition 
occurs,  the  river  has  given  trouble  and  it  is  recommended  that  work  be 
started  on  the  proposed  wing  dams  as  soon  as  possible. 

The  final  completion  of  the  entrance  at  Aparri.  will  be  postponed  for 
several  fyears,   and,   as   the   needs   of    the   river   traffic   are   urgent,    steps 
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should  be  taken  to  create  and  maintain  a  4  foot  channel  from  Aparri  to 
Tuguegarao  and  to  remove  the  dangerous  rocks  and  snags  as  far  up 
as  llagan.  To  carry  out  the  improvement  of  the  upper  river  and  maintain 
a  channel  to  Tuguegarao,  a  combination  self-propelling  snag-boat  and 
suction  dredge  will  be  required. 

The  Cagayan  River  offers  the  only  means  of  transportation  for  the 
Provinces  of  Cagayan  and  Isabela.  The  combined  population  is  about 
231,000  and  in  a  prosperous  year  they  export,  via  the  river,  about  ^3,000,000 
in  tobacco,  §*60,000  in  cattle,  and  1*40,000  in  lumber. 

Owing  to  the  character  of  the  soil,  the  multitude  of  small  streams, 
and  the  frequent  inundations  of  the  river,  it  is  impossible  to  maintain 
an  adequate  system  of  roads  in  this  region  and  the  solution  of  the  trans- 
portation problem  lies  in  the  improvement  of  the  river. 

In  its  normal  stage  the  river  is  navigable  for  vessels  of  15  feet  draft 
for  about  14  miles,  for  vessels  of  3  feet  draft  for  about  90  miles,  and  for 
small  boats  and  rafts  about  160  miles.  It  is  220  miles  long  and  has  a 
drainage  area  of  10,000  square  miles.  The  greater  part  of  this  area  has 
been  denuded  of  forest  and  the  river  is  subject  to  frequent  and  violent 
floods.  • 

Whenever  the  flood  waters  widen  the  river  at  its  entrance  sufficiently  to 
reduce  the  current,  or  whenever  the  current  is  impeded  by  a  northeast 
storm,  the  silt  is  deposited  and  forms  a  bar  at  the  entrance.  This  bar 
prevents  the  entrance  of  deep-draft  vessels  and  they  are  obliged  to  proceed 
to  a  small  port  further  down  the  coast  and  transfer  all  cargo  for  Aparri  to 
light-draft  vessels.  During  the  dry  season  it  is  often  impossible  for  even 
light-draft  vessels  to  ascend  the  river  above  Alcalá.  These  obstructions 
to  navigation  are  prolific  in  losses  and  delays  which,  during  the  past  year, 
cost  the  shippers  ^30,000  in  increased  freight  charges,  in  addition  to  the 
shrinkage  and  interest  charges  on  large  quantities  of  tobacco  held  in  the 
up-river  warehouses. 

It  is  recommended  that  an  appropriation  be  made,  to  commence  the 
improvement  of  the  entrance  at  Aparri,  and  the  deepening  of  the  upper 
river  channel,  during  the  coming  fiscal  year.  As  this  work  is  largely  of 
a  progressive  character,  requiring  constant  maintenance  for  several  years, 
it  will  be  more  economical  and  satisfactory  if  the  work  is  done  by  admin- 
istration and  not  by  contract.  To  carry  out  this  programme  will  require 
an  appropriation  of  ?=250,000  to  construct  a  cut-off  dam  and  wing  dams 
at  Aparri  and  build  a  snagboat  and  operate  it  for  six  months  in  the  upper 
river.

The  Joint  Committee  of  the  Legislature  which  acted  during  the  adjourn- 
ment of  the  First  Philippine  Legislature,  and  to  which  was  forwarded,  by 
direction  of  the  President  of  the  Commission,  on  October  7,  1908,  a  part 
of  the  petition  presented  to  the  Governor-General  on  the  occasion  of  his 
last  visit  to  the  Province  of  Negros  Oriental,  asking  that  the  Insular 
Government  send  fire  engines  to  the  municipalities,  the  cost  of  same  to  be 
repaid  in  annual  installments,  has  examined  the  said  petition  and  has 
the  honor  to  call  your  attention  to  the  following  report  of  the  Subcommittee 
on  Matters  Pertaining  to  the  Department  of  the  Interior  and  Special  Ap- 
propriations, to  which  the  said  matter  was  referred,  which  said  report  was 
adopted  by  the  committee  at  its  session  of  January  28>  1909 : 

The  president  of  the  Joint  Committee  of  the  Philippine  Legislature,  Manila. 

Sir:  The  Subcommittee  on  Matters  Pertaining  to  the  Department  of 
the  Interior  and  Special  Appropriations,  to  which  was  forwarded  the 
petition  presented  to  the  Governor-General  on  the  occasion  of  his  last  visit 
to  the  Province  of  Negros  Oriental,  to  the  effect — 

"10.  That  fire  engines  of  great  power  be  furnished  by  the  Insular 
Government  to  each  of  the  municipalities  of  this  province,  the  minimum 
cost  of  such  engines  to  be  not  less  than  700  pesos,  to  be  repaid  by  each 
municipality  in  annual  installments,  in  order  to  prevent  the  ravages  and 
disastrous  consequences  of  the  devouring  element" — 
after  considering  the  matter,  has  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report: 

The  subcommittee  deems  the  petition  reasonable  in  principle,  but  does 
not  believe  it  opportune  to  recommend  the  same  favorably,  for  the  reason 
that  the  Insular  Treasury  is  not  in  a  condition  to  make  a  disbursement 
of  9,800  pesos,  which  would  be  the  amount  of  the  loan  to  the  14  munic- 
ipalities of  Negros  Oriental,  at  the  rate  of  700  pesos  each.  Moreover,  the 
granting  of  this  petition  would  set  a  precedent  which  would  oblige  the 
Insular  Government  to  accede  to  other  petitions  of  a  like  nature  from  the 
municipalities  and  provinces  of  the  Archipelago,  thus  establishing  a  moral 
obligation  to  appropriate  ^635,600  to  meet  a  possible  demand  from  the  908 
municipalities  established  throughout  the  Philippine  Islands.  It  is  clearly 
not  the  part  of  wisdom  to  make  a  concession  which  would  lead  to  under- 
takings impossible  of  execution. 

Moreover,  even  granting  the  propriety  of  a  favorable  measure  in  the 
sense  of  supplying  to  the  municipalities  funds  to  meet  the  necessity  of 
extinguishing  fires  this  need  is  not  of  such  a  pressing  nature  as  to  require 
that  the  Insular  Government  disburse  funds  which  may  be  called  for  to 
meet  emergencies  of  more  importance  and  entitled  to  preference.

The  joint  committee  which  acted  during  the  adjournment  of  the  First 
Philippine  Legislature,  and  to  which  was  forwarded,  by  direction  of  the 
President  of  the  Commission,  on  October  5,  1908,  a  petition  signed  by 
Sr.  Hermenegildo  Villanueva,  governor  of  Negros  Oriental,  in  reference 
to  the  passage  of  an  Act  appropriating  the  sum  of  ^"500,000  for  the 
purchase  of  agricultural  and  other  implements  to  supply  the  deficiency 
of  work  cattle,  and  the  need  of  which  is  to-day  felt  more  than  ever  in 
all  the  provinces,  has  examined  the  said  petition  and  has  the  honor 
to  invite  your  attention  to  the  following  report  of  the  Subcommittee  on 
Matters  Pertaining  to  the  Department  of  the  Interior  and  Special  Ap- 
propriations, to  which  committee  the  said  petition  was  referred,  and 
which  said  report  was  adopted  by  the  committee  at  its  session  of  January 
31,  1909,  adjourned  from  that  of  the  29th  of  the  same  month: 

January  30,  1909. 
Honorable  President, 

Joint  Committee,  Philippine  Legislature: 

The  Subcommittee  on  Matters  Pertaining  to  the  Department  of  the 
Interior  and  Special  Appropriations,  reporting  upon  bills  Nos.  18,  172, 
and  219  of  the  Philippine  Assembly,  which  were  awaiting  action  at  the 
close  of  the  last  session,  and  upon  the  petition  presented  to  the  Governor- 
General  by  the  governor  of  Negros  Oriental;  after  considering  the  matter, 
has  the  honor  to  return  the  papers,  submitting  to  the  Joint  Committee 
of  the  Philippine  Legislature  the  following: 

The  first  of  the  said  bills  "provides  for  the  acquisition  of  agricultural 
machinery  and  implements  to  be  distributed,  under  certain  conditions, 
to  such  municipalities  and  landowners  as  may  request  them;"  the  second 
"provides  for  the  investment  of  1*250,000  in  the  purchase  of  plowing 
machines  to  be  used  in  the  provinces  of  the  Philippine  Archipelago ; "  and 
the  third  "appropriates  the  sum  of  ^100,000,  out  of  Insular  funds,  for 
the  purchase  of  complete  steam  plows  manufactured  by  John  Fowler  &  Co., 
or  by  other  reputable  manufacturers,  as  an  experiment  to  remedy  the 
enormous  diminution  of  sugar  and  palay  and  to  assist  such  farmers  as 
lost  their  cattle  in  the  epizooty."  Although  these  bills  fix  different  rates 
of  appropriation  (1*500,000,  §*250,000,  and  1*100,000),  and  differ  as  to  the 
method  of  distribution  or  assignment  of  the  agricultural  machinery  and 
implements,  nevertheless  essentially  they  may  be  considered  identical  and 
be  discussed  as  providing:  First,  for  the  voting  of  a  certain  sum  out  of 
the  Insular  Treasury  to  be  expended  in  the  purchase  of  agricultural 
machinery,  and  second,  for  the  distribution  or  assignment  of  such  sum 
under  certain  conditions. 
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It  has  been  demonstrated  that  these  machines  can .  operate  only  in 
perfectly  level  fields  and  over  large  areas  of  land,  which  means  that  the 
large  landowners  are  the  ones  who  will  be  benefited  by  this  measure. 
The  accidents  of  the  soil,  its  inequality,  the  ridges  ( "piíápiles" )  traversing 
it  in  different  directions,  and  the  separation  of  the  different  properties  will 
prevent  the  use  of  such-  implements  on  the  large?  portion  of  the  lands 
under  cultivation.  If  the  intention  of  the  proponents  of  this  measure  is 
that  of  assisting  more  particularly  the  small  landowners  or  the  poorer 
classes  of  farmers,  it  would  appear  that  such  purpose  could  not  be  realized. 
As  to  the  large  landholders,  they  would  probably  not  require  the  assistance 
of  the  Government  directly,  as  they  could  acquire  the  machinery  from 
the  importers,  or,  if  in  need  of  money,  have  recourse  to  the  Agricultural 
Bank. 

This  subcommittee  is  of  opinion  that  no  immediate  action  should  be 
taken  in  this  matter,  without  an  unmistakable,  definite,  and  sure  experience 
of  the  results  which  would  follow.  The  Bureau  of  Agriculture  has  for 
some  time  been  experimenting  with  traction  engines  and  steam  plows  of 
various  makes,  at  different  times,  in  different  regions,  and  under  varying 
conditions.  The  results  have  varied  much,  and  it  has  been  impossible  to 
arrive  at  a  positive  conclusion.  It  is  beyond  all  doubt  that  such  machines 
are  costly  and  do  not  produce  the  same  results  in  all  countries.  The 
very  special  conditions  which  prevail  in  the  Philippine  Islands,  the 
climate,  and  the  methods  of  tilling  the  soil  in  vogue  here  render  it  neces- 
sary that  measures  should  not  be  taken  precipitately,  if  it  is  not  desired 
to  incur  the  risk  of  a  loss  of  money  and  great  disasters. 

The  opinion  of  this  subcommittee  consists  in  substituting  the  original 
propositions  by  another  permitting  the  Bureau  of  Agriculture  to  extend 
its  experiments  by  acquiring  machines  of  new  makes  and  in  greater  number, 
in  order  that  the  experiments  might  be  made  simultaneously  in  different 
regions  of  the  Archipelago.  At  the  same  time  as  such  experiments  are 
being  carried  on,  contracts  might  be  entered  into  for  the  plowing  of 
the  land  adjoining  that  on  which  the  trials  are  being  had,  payment  being 
received  for  such  service,  and  such  payments  representing  reimbursement 
of  a  portion  of  the  moneys  expended  and  expenses  incurred. 

Wherefore  it  is  recommended  that  the  bills  be  tabled,  and  that  the 
actual  authorization  granted  the  Bureau  of  Agriculture  be  extended  in 
the  sense  above  indicated,  with  the  appropriation  of  such  sums  as  might 
be  determined  upon  at  the  time  of  the  fixing  of  the  appropriation  for  this 
office.

tion and  has  the  honor  to  invite  your  attention  to  the  following  report  of 
the  Subcommittee  on  Matters  Pertaining  to  the  Department  of  Commerce 
and  Police,  to  which  the  said  matter  was  referred,  which  report  was  adopted 
by  the  committee  at  its  session  of  January  31,  1909,  a  continuation  of  that 
of  the  29th  of  the  same  month: 

Honorable  chairman  of  the  Joint  Committee  of  the  Philippine  Legislature: 
The  Subcommittee  on  Matters  Pertaining  to  the  Department  of  Commerce 
and  Police  has  studied  the  attached  resolution  of  the  assembly  of  provincial 
governors  and  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  adoption  of  the  legislative  measure 
therein  proposed  to  the  Philippine  Legislature,  is  not  expedient. 

The  said  resolution  recommends  the  passage  of  an  Act  "authorizing  the 
municipalities,  in  conformity  with  section  66  of  the  Act  of  Congress  of 
July  1,  1902,  to  contract  debts,  raise  loans,  issue  and  sell  nominative  bonds 
or  bonds  to  bearer  in  the  amounts  and  payable  On  the  dates  determined  by 
law,  bearing  interest  not  to  exceed  5  per  cent  per  annum,  for  the  purpose  of 
constructing  sewer  systems  and  necessary  means  of  drainage,  potable  water 
supply  works,  and  the  buildings  necessary  for  public  primary  schools  in  the 
municipalities." 

The  authorization  referred  to  by  the  resolution  may  or  should  be  granted 
by  the  Government  of  the  Islands  by  means  of  an  Act  to  be  approved  by 
the  President  of  the  United  States  and  in  this  Act  there  should  be 
established  the  restrictions,  terms,  and  conditions  which  the  Government 
may  deem  necessary;  but  as  all  these  circumstances  vary  according  to  the 
situation,  condition  and  economic  necessities  of  each  municipality,  the 
subcommittee  understands  that  the  passage  of  a  general  Act  is  neither 
possible  nor  advisable,  such  as  is  recommended  in  the  resolution,  and  that 
when  a  municipality  believes  it  is  in  condition  to  assume  the  responsibilities 
consequent  upon  the  raising  of  loans  or  the  issuing  of  bonds,  it  should 
request  the  Legislature,  if  it  so  desires,  to  pass  a  special  Act  specifying 
the  terms  and  conditions  on  which  the  municipality  desires  to  raise  the 
loan  or  issue  the  bonds  without  prejudice  to  submitting  the  Act,  passed 
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for  such  purpose,  to  the  approval  of  the  President  of  the  United  States;  for 
it  is  so  required  in  the  Philippine  Bill.

Philippine  Legislature,  and  to  which  was  forwarded,  by  direction  of  the 
President  of  the  Commission,  on  November  30,  1908,  a  resolution  of  the 
assembly  of  provincial  governors,  recommending  to  the  Philippine  Legis- 
lature that  the  establishment  of  a  "municipal  cemetery  be  made  obligatory 
upon  every  municipality,  and  that,  in  the  event  of  an  epidemic  of  con- 
tagious diseases,  the  municipal  council  be  authorized  to  establish  a 
cemetery,  with  the  sole  approbation  of  the  sanitary  official  of  the  district, 
has  examined  the  said  resolution  and  has  the  honor  to  call  your  attention 
to  the  following  report  of  the  Subcommittee  on  Matters  Pertaining  to 
the  Department  of  the  Interior  and  Special  Appropriations,  to  which  the 
resolution  -in  question  was  referred,  which  said  report  was  adopted  by  the 
committee  in  its  session  of  January  28,  1909:

To  the  honorable  president  of  the  Joint  Committee  of  the  Philippine  Legis- 
ture. 

Sir:  The  Subcommittee  of  the  Interior  and  Special  Appropriations,  to 
which  was  forwarded  the  recommendation  of  the  assembly  of  provincial 
governors  held  at  Manila  in  October,  1908,  upon  the  following  matters: 
(a)  The  making  it  obligatory  upon  each  municipality  to  establish  a 
municipal  cemetery,  and  (6)  to  authorize  the  municipal  council  to  establish 
a.  cemetery  for  the  burial  of  contagious  disease  cases,  with  the  sole 
approbation  of  the  district  health  officer ;  having  considered  the  matter, 
has  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report: 

A.  Your  subcommittee  considers  that  it  would  be  contrary  to  the 
principle  of  municipal  autonomy  to  impose  upon  each  municipality  the 
obligation  of  establishing  a  municipal  cemetery.  Section  40,  paragraph 
(e)  of  the  Municipal  Code  confers  upon  municipalities,  among  other  things, 
the  power  to  order  the  construction  of  municipal  cemeteries,  and  section 
43,  paragraph  (e)  of  the  same  code  makes  of  this  service  a  source  of 
revenue.  Municipalities  being  empowered  by  the  legislation  now  in  force 
to  establish  this  service,  it  would  appear  unnecessary  to  impose  an  obligation 
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upon  them,  the  performance  of  which*  would  at  times  be  impossible  to 
such  municipalities  as  might  lack  funds.  Under  the  present  authorization, 
whenever  the  needs  of  a  locality  demand  it,  the  municipality  is  fully 
empowered  to  satisfy  the  necessity. 

B.  The  actual  law  governing  cemeteries,  Act  No.  1458,  does  not  prevent 
the  Director  of  Health  from  authorizing,  in  cases  of  urgency,  the  desig- 
nating of  some  suitable  place,  when  the  existence  of  any  epidemic  calls 
for-  such  action.  Your  subcommittee  believes  that  the  course  proposed, 
namely,  that  the  municipal  council  may  establish  a  temporary  cemetery, 
subject  only  to  the  approval  of  the  district  health  officer,  opens  up  the 
possibility  of  mistakes,  on  the  one  hand,  and,  on  the  other,  of  delays  in 
obtaining  the  requisite  authorization,  as  it  might  happen  that  the  sanitary 
official  would  not  be  in  his  office  when  sought,  while,  by  going  to  the 
Bureau  of  Health,  there  would  always  be  present  an  official  to  grant  the 
necessary  authorization,  even  in  the  absence  of  the  Director  of  Health. 
Your  subcommittee  recommends  that  this  proposal  be  denied.

this  matter  the  following: 

The  Executive  Secretary,  indorsing  this  recommendation  to  the  Secre- 
tary of  Finance  and  Justice,  says  that  the  present  procedure  in  trying 
delinquent  cédula  taxpayers  before  justices  of  the  peace  results  in  a  large 
portion  of  the  tax.  being  consumed  in  fees,  and  on  the  other  hand,  it 
has  been  suggested  that  without  this  source  of  revenue,  the  fees  of  the 
justices  of  the  peace  in  many  municipalities  would  be  reduced  so  greatly 
as  to  render  still  more  difficult  the  retention  of  efficient  justices. 
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The  Secretary  of  Finance  and  Justice,  in  his  indorsement,  states  that 
he  does  not  concur  in  the  recommendation  of  the  assembly  of  provincial 
governors,  on  the  grounds,  first,  that  it  was  the  purpose  of  Act  No.  1627 
to  separate  the  judicial  from  the  executive  function,  a  purpose  which 
would  be  defeated  were  the  municipal  presidents  to  be  vested  with  juris- 
diction to  try  delinquent  cédula  taxpayers,  and  second,  for  the  reason  noted 
by  the  Executive  Secretary  that,  should  that  recommendation  be  adopted, 
it  would  be  difficult  to  retain  in  the  service  efficient  justices  of  the  peace. 

Your  Subcommittee  on  Matters  Pertaining  to  the  Department  of  Finance 
and  Justice  adopts  the  arguments  expressed  by  the  Secretary  of  Finance 
and  Justice  and  proposes  that  the  said  recommendation  of  the  assembly 
of  provincial  governors  be  not  accepted.

which  report  was  accepted  by  the  committee  at  its  session  of  the  28th  of 
January,  1909:

To  the  Joint  Committee: 

Your  Subcommittee  on  Matters  Pertaining  to  the  Department  of  Finance 
and  Justice,  to  which  was  referred,  by  indorsement  of  the  Secretary  of  the 
date  of  the  19th  instant,  a  communication  transmitting  to  the  Governor- 
General  a  copy  of  a  resolution  passed  by  the  assembly  of  provincial,  gov- 
ernors recommending  the  amendment  of  Act  No.  1189  in  the  sense  that  all 
the  employees  who  rendeT  service  in  the  military  department  shall  provide 
themselves  with  certificates  of  registration,  has  the  honor  to  report  and 
recommend  the  following: 

The  resolution  passed  by  the  assembly  of  provincial  governors  says 
that  "the  ground^for  this  amendment  is  that  there  is  no  reason  whatever 
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for  the  exemption  that  the  law  establishes  in  favor  of  these  employees, 
because,  being  citizens  like  the  others,  they  should  contribute  toward  the 
burdens  of  the  Government;  their  services  are  not  military,  nor  can  they 
be  considered  as  a  privilege  introduced  in  their  favor ;  they  are  purely 
mechanichal  and  material  and  are  to  the  benefit  of  such  employees  them- 
selves." 

Your  Subcommittee  on  Matters  Pertaining  to  the  Department  of 
Finance  and  Justice  agrees  with  the  assembly  of  provincial  governors  in 
that,  in  fact,  there  is  no  reason  whatever  that  can  serve  as  grounds  for 
the  exemption  established  in  favor  of  the  civil  employees  who  render  their 
services  in  the  military  department. 

The  Special  Agent,  in  his  indorsement  forwarding  the  said  resolution 
to  this  committee,  says  that  the  Governor-General  is  of  the  opinion  that 
citizens  of  the  Philippines,  although  employed  by  the  military  establish- 
ment, should  be  compelled  to  pay  the  cédula  tax  the  same  as  any  other 
citizen. 

Your  subcommittee  believes  that  the  same  reason  exists  for  requiring 
the  same  tax  of  the  employees  of  the  military  department  who  are  citizens 
of  the  United  States,  for  the  cédula  tax  is  imposed  not  only  upon  the 
Filipino  citizens,  but  also  upon  the  American  residents  in  these  Islands 
and  even  upon  foreigners.  For  this  reason,  your  subcommittee  recommends 
that  section  120  of  Act  No.  1189  be  amended  by  striking  out  therefrom  the 
words  "civilian  employees  of  the  military  branch  of  the  United  States 
Government   in   the   Philippine   Islands. "

termination  of  any  session  the  appropriations  necessary  for  the  support 
of  Government  shall  not  have  been  made,  an  amount  equal  to  the  sums 
appropriated  in  the  last  appropriation  bills  for  such  purposes  shall  be 
deemed  to  be  appropriated;  and  until  the  Legislature  shall  act  in  such 
behalf  the  Treasurer  may,  with  the  advice  of  the  Governor-General,  make 
the  payments  necessary  for  the  purposes  aforesaid." 

On  motion  by  Commissioner  Gilbert, 

The  foregoing  telegram  and  draft  of  paragraph  3  of  section  7  of 
the  Act  of  Congress  of  July  1,  1902,  were  laid  on  the  table,  the 
President  of  the  Commission  having  stated  that  as  Governor-General 
he  had  furnished  copies  thereof  to  the  Speaker  of  the  Assembly,  for 
such  action  as  the  Assembly  might  deem  proper. 

REPORT    OF    COMMITTEE. 

[Committee  report  No.  89.] 

March  1,  1909. 

Mb.  President:  The  Committee  on  Matters  Pertaining  to  the  Depart- 
ment of  Finance  and  Justice,  to  which  was  referred  on  February  3,  1909, 
a  communication  from  Mr.  Pancracio  Adiarte,  dated  Laoag,  llocos  Norte, 
December  7,  1908,  praying  that  the  Commission  reject  the  so-called  Javier 
Bill  with  reference  to  church  property,  introduced  in  the  Philippine  As- 
sembly, and  that  -action  be  taken  by  the  Legislature  determining  the  use 
and  application  of  certain  church  property  now  in  the  possession  of  the 
Roman  Catholic  Church,  which  he  endeavors  to  show  belongs  to  the  public 
domain,  and  that  an  Act  be  passed  setting  out  that  the  Roman  Catholic 
Church  has,  like  any  other  juridical  person,  legal  capacity  to  acquire  title 
to  all  kinds  of  property  capable  of  private  appropriation  but  not  to  property 
not  capable  of  private  appropriation,  has  examined  the  same  and  has  the 
honor  to  report  it  back  to  the  Commission  with  the  following  recom- 
mendation, viz: 

That  the  petition  be  laid  on  the  table. 

The  bill  introducted  by  Mr.  Irineo  Javier,  Delegate  from  the  First 
District  of  llocos  Norte,  referred  to  in  said  petition,  has  not  yet  been 
passed  by  the  Assembly,  and  consequently  has  not  come  up  for  consideration 
by  the   Commission.     At  the   proper  time   the   Commission  will   probably 
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take  into  consideration  the  reasons  set  out  by  Mr.  Adiarte  why  the  bill 
should  not  pass. 

It  is  the  opinion  of  your  committee  that  churches,  convents,  and  ceme- 
teries are  not  property  of  the  public  domain,  and  that  even  if  they  were, 
the  greater  part  of  said  churches,  convents,  and  cemeteries  being  held 
by  the  Roman  Catholic  Apostolic  Church,  no  law  could  be  passed  depriving 
said  church  of  their  actual  possession,  and  for  that  reason  no  law  could 
be  passed  determining  the  use  and  application  to  which  such  churches, 
convents,  and  cemeteries  should  be  put.  The  question  of  title  to  property 
and  the  right  of  possession  thereof  is  a  judicial  and  not  a  legislative 
one  and  must  be  determined  by  the  Courts  and  not  by  the  Legislature. 

It  is  further  the  opinion  of  your  committee  that  it  is  not  necessary 
to  enact  a. law  declaring  that  the  Roman  Catholic  Apostolic  Church,  like 
any  other  juridical  person,  has  the  legal  capacity  to  acquire  title  to  property 
of  all  kinds  capable  of  private  appropriation,  but  not  to  property  not 
capable  of  private  appropriation,  since  article  38  of  the  Civil  Code  provides 
that  "juridical  persons  may  acquire  and  possess  property  of  all  kinds,  as 
well  as  incur  obligations  and  maintain  civil  and  criminal  actions,  according 
to  the  laws  and  regulations  of  their  constitution. "  This  provision  has 
always  been  interpreted  to  mean  that  the  capacity  to  acquire  relates  to 
property  capable  of  private  appropriation,  and  not  to  property  which,  not 
being  within  the  commerce  of  men,  such  as  property  of  public  domain,  is 
not  subject  to  private  appropriation.

REPORTS    OF    JOINT    LEGISLATIVE    COMMITTEE    ON    VARIOUS    MATTERS 
REFERRED  TO  THEM. 

February  1,  1909. 
To  the  Philippine  Legislature: 

The  Joint  Committee  which  acted  during  the  recess  of  the  First  Phil- 
ippine Legislature,  and  to  which  were  referred,  on  November  20,  1908, 
by  order  of  the  President  of  the  Commission,  paragraphs  (a)  and  (c) 
of  a  recommendation  of  the  provincial  governor  of  Tarlac,  on  the  re- 
organization of  the  provincial  health  service  and  the  enactment  of  a  law 
appropriating  a  certain  sum  from  the  Insular  Treasury  for  the  purchase 
of  carabaos,  etc.,  respectively,  has  examined  the  said  paragraphs  and 
has  the  honor  to  invite  your  attention  to  the  following  report  of  the 
Subcommittee  on  Matters  Pertaining  to  the  Department  of  the  Interior 
and  Special  Appropriations,  to  which  the  same  were  referred,  which  report 
was  adopted  by  the  committee  at  its  session  of  the  28th  of  January,  1909: 
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January  27,  1909. 
To  the  honorable  chairman  of  the  Joint  Committee  of  the  Philippine 
Legislature. 
Sir:  The  Subcommittee  on  Matters  Pertaining  to  the  Department  of 
the  Interior  and  Special  Appropriations,  to  which  were  referred  the  two 
recommendations  of  the  assembly  of  provincial  governors  assembled  in 
Manila  in  October  of  last  year,  ( 1 )  on  the  reorganization  of  the  provincial 
health  service  and  (2)  on  the  enactment  of  legislation  whereby  a  certain 
sum  be  appropriated  from  the  Insular  Treasury  for  the  purchase  of  cara- 
baos, etc.,  after  considering  the  matter,  returns  it  to  the  Joint  Committee 
of  the  Philippine  Legislature  with  the  following  report: 

A.  The  question  of  obtaining  a  health  officer  for  each  province  is  not 
incompatible  with  the  legislation  that  has  established  the  health  districts. 
A  district  comprising  two  or  three  provinces  may  be  subdivided,  restoring 
each  one  of  them  to  their  original  state  and  assigning  a  health  officer  to 
each  one.  The  question  reduces  itself  to  a  point  of  economic  order;  neither 
the  Insular  Government  nor  the  provincial  boards  are  able  to  give  a 
provincial  health  officer  or  a  provincial  physician  to  each  province  with 
sufficient  salary  to  guarantee  an  efficient  service.  On  the  other  hand,  the 
Government  is  in  a  trial  period  in  the  matter  of  the  centralization  of  the 
health  service,  in  view  of  the  deficiencies  observed  under  the  past  organiza- 
tion. It  is  generally  believed  that  the  public  medical  service  is  similar  to 
that  of  an  army  on  the  appearance  of  an  epidemic,  in  that  it  is  necessary 
to  mobilize,  at  discretion,  the  available  personnel,  which  could  not  be  done 
by  assigning  to  each  province  an  immovable  physician.  The  Committee 
is  in  agreement  with  the  idea  of  multiplying  the  services,  by  giving  to 
each  province  its  corresponding  physician;  but  it  recommends  that  this 
matter,  in  its  economic  aspect,  be  laid  on  the  table,  until  after  the  total 
adjustment  of  the  Appropriation  Bill,  in  order  to  see  whether  there  is  a 
surplus  amount  and  it  is  possible  to  adopt  the  measure  of  giving  to  each 
province  its  corresponding  health  officer. 

B.  The  Subcommittee  is  not  in  favor  of  recommending  the  appropriation 
for  the  purchase  of  carabaos,  first,  because  the  Insular  Treasury  is  %ot  in 
condition  to  make  disbursements  in  the  character  of  reimbursable  loans; 
and  second,  because  the  question  of  the  purchase  of  carabaos  has  already 
given  the  Insular  Government  an  unfavorable  experience;  the  importation 
of  large  lots  of  cattle  ordinarily  subjects  them  to  the  contraction  of  conta- 
gious diseases  that  deplete  them  terribly,  which  would  not  occur  in  the 
case  of  isolated  individuals  or  of  small  shipments;  and  a  non-contagious 
disease  which  would  not  do  much  harm  to  an  isolated  animal,  is  as  a  rule 
fatal  to  it  when  it  catches  the  disease  among  other  animals,  which  condi- 
tions debilitate  it  and  predispose  it  to  succumb.  In  substitution  of  this 
recommendation,  the  subcommittee  recommends  that  the  appropriation  for 
the  Bureau  of  Agriculture,  for  the  importation  of  animals  and  their 
immunization,  be  gradually  increased  until  it  is  able  to  offer,  in  the 
quarantine  stations  that  are  being  prepared  in  Manila,  Iloilo,  and  Cebu, 
small  shipments  of  carabaos  which,  after  being  immunized,  can  be  sold  to 
the  public.     The  experience  of  the  Bureau  of  Agriculture  is  favorable  to 
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this  measure,  inasmuch  as  several  animals,   having  been  immunized  and 
diligently  cared  for,  fattened  and  were  sold  at  good  prices.     The  recom- 
mendation has  reference  to  the  authorization  of  a  uniform  procedure  and, 
in  a  proper  case,  the  appropriation  of  a  necessary  sum  for  this  purpose.

from  the  ^3  tax  carts  with  tires  less  than  two  and  one-half  inches  wide 
which  do  not  pass  over  the  municipal  or  provincial  roads,  or  of  extending 
for  five  years  the  time  for  the  effectiveness  of  the  provisions  of  the  said 
section  43,  has  examined  the  said  petition  and  has  the  honor  to  invite  your 
attention  to  the  following  report  of  the  Subcommittee  on  Matters  Pertain- 
ing to  the  Department  of  Commerce  and  Police,  to  which  the  petition  was 
referred,  which  report  was  adopted  by  the  committee  at  its  session  of 
January  31,  1909,  a  continuation  of  that  of  the  29th  of  the  same  month:

The  Subcommittee  on  Matters  Pertaining  to  the  Department  of  the 
Interior  and  Special  Appropriations  has  considered  the  resolution  submitted 
to  it,  through  the  Governor-General,  by  the  provincial  governor  of  Negros 
Occidental,  in  reference  to  the  enactment  of  legislation  establishing  an  of- 
ficial classification  for  superior  sugar  No.  1,  No.  2,  and  No.  3,  superior 
damp  and  current;  and  has  the  honor  to  return  the  papers  with  the 
following  report: 

The  subject  offers  the  same  aspects,  practically,  as  that  of  the  classifi- 
cation of  hemp,  in  which  the  experience  of  the  Philippines  Government  has 
been  contrary  to  that  prophesied  in  the  resolution  in  question  as  regards 
sugar.  The  subcommittee  is  of  opinion,  therefore,  that  it  is  not  advisable 
to  recommend  it  favorably. 

In  connection  with  this  matter,  the  subcommittee  recommends  that  when 
the  ¡partial  appropriations  for  the  Bureau  of  Science  are  made,  the  matter 
of  the  endowment  of  that  section  of  the  chemical  laboratory  dedicated  to 
the  analysis  of-  agricultural  products  be  considered,  and  that  the  agent  of 
the  said  Bureau  charged  with  the  duty  of  investigating  the  condition  of 
the  sugar  crop  in  the  regions  where  said  article  is  produced  be  empowered 
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to  receive  samples  and  forward  them  to  the  Bureau  of  Science  for  their 
polarization,  and  be  provided  with  all  facilities  as  required  in  each  case. 
This  measure  will  partially  remedy  the  difficulties  suggested.

Finance  and  Justice,  to  which  the  said  matter  was  referred,  which  said 
report  was  adopted  by  the  committee  at  its  session  of  January  28,  1909: 

January  27,  1909. 
!To  the  Joint  Committee  of  the  Philippine  Legislature: 

Your  Subcommittee  on  Matters  Pertaining  to  the  Department  of  Finance 
and  Justice  has  considered  the  resolution  of  the  assembly  of  municipal 
presidents  of  the  Province  of  Pangasinan,.  as  confirmed  by  the  provincial 
board  of  the  said  province,  and  referred  to  the  committee  by  the  Speaker 
of  the  Philippine  Assembly,  requesting  an  amendment  to  the  legislation 
at  present  in  force,  to  the  effect  "that  all  lands  upon  which  it  has  been 
impossible  to  plant  crops  be  held  to  be  exempt  from  the  payment  of  the 
land  tax,  for  the  year,  provided  that  after  exhausting  all  possible  means 
the  owner  shall  have  found  it  wholly  impracticable  to  till  the  said  lands, 
owing  to  the  lack  of  carabaos." 

Section  43,  paragraph  {a),  of  Act  No.  82  provides  for  an  exemption  of 
a  temporary  character  by  reason  of  the  war  in  which  the  Archipelago 
had  been  engaged,  and  section  62  prescribed  other  general  causes  of  exemp- 
tion founded  upon  the  purpose  or  object  to  which  the  real  estate  subject  to 
the  tax  is  devoted. 

There  being  but  little  reason,  up  to  the  present  time,  for  the  exemption 
here  sought,  it  is  the  opinion  of  your  subcommittee  that  such  exemption 
should  not  be  granted.     Exemptions   from  the  payment  of  taxes  should 
83931 10 
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be  accorded  for  reasons  of  a  general,  and  not  a  private  character,  as  is 
the  case  here,  and  should  the  law  be  extended  in  the  sense  requested, 
it  would  result  in  innumerable  abuses  on  the  part  of  the  taxpayer,  the 
collection  of  the  tax  would  be  rendered  exceedingly  difficult,  and  there 
would  be  a  considerable  increase  in  the  expenses  incidental  to  such  collection, 
as  well  as  in  the  costs  of  the  action  to  recover  and  of  the  investigations 
necessary  to  obviate  fraud. 

For  the  foregoing  reasons,  your  subcommittee  is  of  opinion  that  no 
modification  of  the  existing  legislation,  in  the  sense  of  the  exemption  sought, 
should  be  recommended.

EXPLANATION   OF   VOTE. 

In  explanation  of  his  vote,  Commissioner  Sumulong  stated  that 
while  he  voted  in  favor  of  the  adoption  of  the  report  for  the  reason 
stated  by  the  subcommittee,  he  could  not  forget  that  the  assembly 
of  municipal  presidents  of  Pangasinan  had  some  ground  for  asking 
for  relief  inasmuch  as  in  many  provinces  some  of  the  people  have 
been  wholly  unable  to  secure  any  income  from  their  estates  and 
while  in  this  state  of  absolute  helplessness  they  have  nevertheless 
been  compelled  to  meet  the  payments  of  the  tax  on  their  lands.

amending  section  148  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Law  to  read  that  all  taxes 
derived  from  markets  and  cockpits  shall  be  applied  exclusively  to  the 
construction  and  repair  of  buildings  for  public  markets,  has  examined  the 
said  resolution  and  has  the  honor  to  invite  your  attention  to  the  following 
report  of  the  Subcommittee  on  Matters  Pertaining  to  the  Department  of 
Finance  and  Justice,  to  which  the  matter  was  referred,  which  said  report 
was  adopted  by  the  committee  at  its  session  of  January  28,  1909: 
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To  the  Joint  Committee  of  the  Philippine  Legislature: 

Your  Subcommittee  on  Matters  Pertaining  to  the  Department  of  Finance 
and  Justice  has  considered  the  resolution  adopted  by  the  assembly  of 
governors  on  October  6  last  past,  and  referred  to  the  committee '  by  the 
President  of  the  Commission  praying  that  section  144  of  Act  No.  1189, 
as  amended  by  section  1,  paragraph  (to),  of  Act  No.  1338,  be  again 
amended  to  read  that  any  amount  realized  over  and  above  the  P200 
prescribed  by  section  144  of  Act  No.  1189  as  the  license  fee  for  cockpits 
may  and  shall  be  applied  exclusively  to  the  construction  and  repair  of 
buildings  for  public  markets  in  the  different  municipalities,  the  mode  of 
operation  to  be  followed  in  the  execution  of  such  work  being  prescribed  in 
the  said  amendment. 

The  subcommittee,  having  examined  the  Acts  sought  to  be  amended, 
is  of  opinion  that  there  is  no  cogent  reason  for  such  proposed  legislative 
measure. 

The  Municipal  Code,  or  Act  No.  82,  empowered  municipalities  to  ñx 
the  license  tax  for  cockpits.  Section  146  of  Act  No.  1189,  paragraph  (e), 
repealed  this  power  or  prerogative  of  municipal  councils,  and  in  paragraph 
(5)  of  section  144  fixed  the  cockpit  license  tax  at  ^200,  prescribing,  in 
section  148,  that  the  entire  amount  of  the  tax  realized  from  such  cockpit 
licenses  should  be  applied  exclusively  to  the  benefit  of  the  municipality  in 
which  such  tax  was  assessed  and  collected.  Later  on,  by  paragraph  (w) 
of  section  1  of  Act  No.  1338,  municipalities  were  granted  the  power  to 
direct,  by  ordinance,  that  any  cockpit  within  the  limits  of  the  municipality 
should  be  held  to  pay,  by  way  of  license  tax,  an  amount  greater  than 
that  above  mentioned,  and  that  such  excess  should  be  collected  and 
distributed  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  the  Internal  Revenue  Law,  that 
is  to  say,  that  the  total  amount  so  collected  should  inure  to  the  benefit  of 
the  municipality  in  which  the  tax  was  assessed  and  collected. 

Under  the  laws  actually  in  force,  all  sums  realized  from  said  tax  may  be 
expended  for  the  general  needs  of  a  municipality.  There  is  therefore  no 
necessity  of  creating  a  special  fund  for  public  markets  out  of  the  additional 
amount  which  may  be  imposed  as  a  tax  upon  cockpits,  as  such  tax  may 
already  be  applied  to  the  construction  of  public  markets.  Furthermore,  the 
creation  of  a  special  fund  for  such  purpose  would  prevent  the  municipality 
from  expending  such  fund  for  other  necessities,  often  more  urgent  than 
the  construction  of  public  markets. 

Your  subcommittee  believes  that  the  present  system,  in  that  it  establishes 
no  limitations,  tends  to  favor  the  expenditure  of  municipal  funds  for  the 
needs  of  the  municipality.  Your  subcommittee  recommends  that  no  action 
be  taken  upon  the  said  resolution  of  the  assembly  of  governors.

Your  Subcommittee  on  Matters  Pertaining  to  the  Department  of  Finance 
and  Justice,  to  which  was  forwarded,  by  indorsement  under  date  of  yester- 
day, the  bill  passed  by  the  Assembly  prohibiting  the  employment  of 
foreigners  as  engineers  or  assistant  engineers  on  steamers  of  the  Philip- 
pine Islands,  and  repealing  certain  sections  of  Acts  Nos.  780  and  1025,  has 
the  honor  to  report  that,  on  principle,  it  recommends  the  adoption  of  said 
bill,  as  it  tends  to  favor  such  engineers  as  are  citizens  of  the  United  States 
or  citizens  or  natives  of  the  Philippine  Islands.

The  joint  committee  which  acted  during  the  recess  of  the  First  Philip- 
pine Legislature,  and  to  which  was  forwarded,  on  Qctober  9,  1908,  by- 
order  of  the  honorable  President  of  the  Commission,  a  proposed  resolution 
presented  by  Governor  Yulo,  of  Occidental  Negros,  relative  to  the  abolition 
of  the  tax  on  carts  and  sledges  prescribed  by  paragraph  (/)  of  section  43 
of  Act  No.  82,  as  amended  by  Act  No.  1791,  has  examined  the  said  proposed 
resolution  and  has  the  honor  to  invite  your  attention  to  the  following  report 
of  the  Subcommittee  on  Matters  Pertaining  to  the  Executive  Department 
and  Department  of  Public  Instruction,  to  which  the  matter  was  referred, 
which  said  report  was  adopted  by  the  committee  at  its  session  of  January  31, 
1909,  adjournment  from  that  of  the  29th  of  the  said  month: 

January  29,  1909. 
To  the  Joint  Committee  of  the  Philippine  Legislature: 

The  subcommittee  has  examined  the  annexed  resolution  of  the  assembly 
of  governors,  reading  as  follows: 

"Be  it  resolved,  That  the  honorable  Governor- General  be  respectfully 
requested  and  entreated,  in  accordance  with  Act  No.  1300,  to  suspend  the 
operation  of  Act  No.  82  by  amending  the  same  as  regards  the  conditions 
prescribed  for  payment  in  all  those  provinces  whose  provincial  boards  have 
presented  the  required  petition  praying  that  the  operation  of  said  Act  be 
suspended. 

"Be  it  further  resolved,  That,  in  the  event  it  be  construed  that  said  Act 
No.  1300,  conferring  upon  the  Governor-General  discretional  power  to 
suspend  the  tax  upon  carts  and  sledges  as  established  by  Act  No.  82,  is 
understood  to  be  abrogated  by  section  13  of  said  Act  No.  1791,  it  be 
suggested  and  recommended  to  the  Philippine  Legislature  that  the  said  tax 
upon  carts  and  sledges,  and  upon  carts  whose  wheels  are  attached  to  the 
axle  and  which  are  used  upon  and  traverse  only  lands  or  roads  belonging 
to  private  individuals  and  not  constituting  part  of  the  highroads  built  or 
improved  by  the  municipality  or  by  the  province  or  by  the  Insular  Govern- 
ment, be  abolished." 

The  subcommittee  refrains  from  expressing  any  opinion  as  to  the  first 
part  of  the  foregoing  resolution,  deeming  it  to  be  within  the  province  of 
the  executive  power.  As  to  the  second  part  of  the  said  resolution  the 
subcommittee  considers  it  just,  and  therefore  suggests  that  favorable  action

General,  provided  that  the  period  of  each  such  suspension  do  not  exceed  one 
year,  has  examined  the  said  resolution,  and  has  the  honor  to  invite  your 
attention  to  the  following  report  of  the  Subcommittee  on  Matters  pertain- 
ing to  the  Executive  Department  and  Department  of  Public  Instruction, 
to  which  the  same  was  referred,  which  said  report  was  adopted  by  the 
committee  at  its  session  of  January  31,  1909,  adjourned  from  the  29th  of 
same  month: 

January  29,  1909. 
To  the  Joint  Committee  of  the  Philippine  Legislature : 

After  examining  the  annexed  resolution  of  the  assembly  of  governors, 
your  Subcommittee  has  the  honor  to  report  as  follows : 

The  object  of  the  resolution  was  to  propose  to  the  Legislature  that  an 
Act  be  passed  authorizing  provincial  boards  to  suspend  the  operation  of 
the  land  tax  in  whole  or  in  part  in  all  or  only  in  certain  municipalities, 
with  the  approval  of  the  Governor-General. 

As   to   the   first   part   of   the   recommendation,   empowering   provincial 
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boards  to  suspend  the  land  tax  in  whole  or  in  part  in  all  the  municipal- 
ities of  their  respective  provinces,  the  subcommittee,  without  going  into 
reasons  of  an  economical  and  political  nature,  understands  that  such 
power  has  already  been  granted  by  legislation  now  in  force.  With  regard 
to  the  second  part  of  the  recommendation,  empowering  provincial  boards 
to  suspend  the  land  tax  in  all  or  only  in  certain  of  the  municipalities  of 
their  respective  provinces,  the  subcommittee  is  of  opinion  that  it  is  un- 
constitutional, inasmuch  as  by  the  Philippine  Act,  enacted  by  Congress 
on  July  1,  1902,  it  is  provided  that  the  law  of  taxation  for  the  Islands 
shall  be  uniform.  Should  provincial  boards  possess  such  a  power  to 
suspend  the  land  tax  in  certain  municipalities  only  of  their  respective 
provinces,  the  result  would  be  that  in  different  municipalities  of  one  and 
the  same  province,  and  governed,  therefore,  by  the  same  provincial  legis- 
lation, there  would  not  exist  that  uniformity  of  taxation  which  is  pre- 
scribed by  the  Congress  of  the  United  States. 

Wherefore  the  subcommittee  suggests  that  no  recommendation  be  made 
in  favor  of  the  above-mentioned  resolution  of  the  assembly  of  provincial 
governors.

A  majority  having  voted  in  favor  of  the  adoption  of  the  report, 
the  President  declared  the  same  adopted. 

EXPLANATIONS  OF  VOTES. 

The  President  explained  that  he  was  in  favor  of  the  adoption 
of  the  report,  although  he  reserved  judgment  as  to  the  correctness 
of  the  opinion  of  the  subcommittee  that  it  would  be  unconstitutional 
to  empower  the  provincial  boards  to  suspend  the  land  tax  in  some 
and  not  in  all  municipalities  of  their  respective  provinces.  He 
thought  that  to  vest  provincial  boards  with  the  power  to  suspend  the 
collection  of  the  land  tax  or  to  cancel  it  whenever  in  their  opinion 
it  was  right  to  do  so,  might  enable  them  to  use  this  power  for 
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political  and  ulterior  purposes  and  to  the  detriment  of  municipal- 
ities which  did  not  enjoy  the  confidence  and  friendship  of  the  board. 
He  believed  that  if  any  power  was  to  be  given  to  provincial  boards  to 
suspend  the  land  tax  in  some  municipalities  and  not  in  all,  it 
should  be  exercised  only  under  certain  conditions  and  for  certain 
causes  specified  in  the  law  itself.  In  such  event  there  could  be  no 
arbitrary  exercise  of  discretion.  Moreover,  the  question  of  the 
constitutionality  of  the  Act  would  probably  be  eliminated,  inasmuch 
as  all  the  municipalities  would  be  entitled  to  the  same  exemption 
under  the  same  conditions  and  circumstances.. 

Commissioner  Worcester  s'tated  that  he  was  in  favor  of  the  adop- 
tion of  the  report  for  the  reasons  set  out  by  the  President. 

Commissioner  Gilbert  stated  that  while  he  agreed  with  the  con- 
clusions reached  by  the  subcommittee  and  voted  for  the  adoption 
of  the  report,  he  did  not  desire  by  his  vote  to  be  understood  as 
committing  himself  to  all  the  arguments  advanced  in  the  report. 

Commissioner  Palma  stated  that  he  was  of  the  opinion  that  the 
provincial  boards  should  be  authorized  to  suspend  the  land  tax 
wholly  or  in  part  in  the  municipalities  of  their  respective  provinces, 
not  by  virtue  of  arbitrary  discretion,  but  for  reasons  and  causes 
which  should  be  specified  in  the  law  itself,  that  is,  the  provinces 
should  not  have  the  absolute  power  of  suspending  the  said  tax  in 
such  cases  as  they  may  deem  necessary,  but  only  for  causes  and 
motives  that  should  be  specified  in  the  law.  This  measure  did  not 
seem  unconstitutional  to  him  on  account  of  its  resulting  in  a  lack  of 
uniformity  in  taxation,  as  alleged  by  the  committee,  because  the 
same  privilege  is  extended  to  all  the  provinces,  and  reasons  of  a 
public  nature  and  just  causes  may  actually  exist  for  which  the 
municipalities  of  a  province  or  some  of  them  should  for  a  time  be 
exempted  from  the  payment  of  the  tax.  However,  seeing  that  the 
legislation  proposed  by  the  assembly  of  provincial  governors  seems 
to  imply  a  general  and  absolute  power  to  remit  the  tax  in  such 
cases  as  may  be  deemed  necessary,  he  voted  for  the  adoption  of  the 
report  of  the  committee,  notwithstanding  his  not  agreeing  with  the 
considerations  on  which  such  recommendation  was  based. 

Commissioner  Sumulong  stated  that  he  questioned  the  wisdom 
or  expediency  of  the  legislation  proposed  by  the  assembly  of  pro- 
vincial governors  and  for  that  reason  voted  in  favor  of  the  adoption 
of  the  report.     He  was  not,  however,  prepared  to  commit  himself 
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offhand  to  an  agreement  with  the  opinion  of  the  subcommittee  that 
the  Act  proposed  would  be  unconstitutional. 

Commissioners  Araneta  and  Luzuriaga  explained  that  they  voted 
in  favor  of  the  adoption  of  the  report  for  the  reasons  stated  by  the 
President  of  the  Commission.

Whereas  the  Honorable  William  H.  Taft,  formerly  Civil  Governor  of 
the  Philippine  Islands  and  President  of  the  Philippine  Commission,  takes 
possession  on  this  day  of  the  office  of  President  of  the  United  States,  to 
which  he  was  duly  elected  by  the  American  people;  and 

Whereas  the  establishment  of  civil  government  in  the  Philippine  Islands, 
the  inauguration  of  a  Philippine  national  elective  assembly  on  the  sixteenth 
day  of  October,  nineteen  hundred  and  seven,  and  the  right  now  enjoyed 
by  the  Filipino  people  to  participate  directly  in  the  making  of  their  own 
laws  were  brought  about  through  the  efforts,  ability,  and  energy  of  the 
Honorable  William  H.  Taft:  Now,  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved  by  the  Philippine  Assembly,  the  Philippine  Commission  con- 
curring, That  on  this,  the  fourth  day  of  March,  nineteen  hundred  and  nine, 
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both  houses  of  the  Philippine  Legislature  express,  and  they  do  hereby  ex- 
press, their  admiration  and  respect  for  the  President  of  the  United  States 
this  day  inaugurated,  and  sincerely  believe  that  his  administration  as 
President  will  be  one  of  justice  and  righteousness  and  will  abound  in  all 
kinds  of  blessings  and  benefits  both  for  the  American  and  for  the  Philippine 
people;  and 

Resolved  further,  That  the  Chief  Executive  of  the  Government  of  the 
Philippine  Islands  be  requested  to  transmit  this  resolution  by  telegraph  to 
the  Government  at  Washington. 

By  unanimous  consent,  the  resolution  was  read  once  and  put 
upon  its  passage. 

Assembly  Concurrent  Eesolution  ISTo.  17  was  unanimously 
adopted,  and  the  title  and  preamble  were  agreed  to. 

The  Secretary  was  directed  to  notify  the  Assembly  thereof.

MISCELLANEOUS    COMMUNICATIONS. 

At  the  direction  of  the  Chair,  the  Secretary  read  the  following 
communications : 

A  communication  from  the  banking  house  of  Bishop  &  Co., 
agents  of  the  Philippine  Government  at  Honolulu,  Hawaii,  in- 
closing a  copy  of  a  letter  received  by  them  from  the  Hawaiian 
Sugar  Planters'  Association  with  reference  to  the  resumption  of 
the  immigration  of  Filipino  laborers  for  employment  on  the  sugar 
plantations  of  Hawaii  and  stating  their  satisfaction  with  the  labor 
and  that  if  the  resumption  of  immigration  of  Filipinos  is  approved 
they  will  send  two  experienced  and  reliable  recruiting  agents  to 
the  Philippines. 

Commissioner  Worcester  moved  that  a  committee  of  one  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  Chair  to  prepare  and  submit  a  resolution  expressing 
the  views  of  the  Commission  on  the  subject,  such  views  having 
already  been  informally  stated  by  the  different  members.  • 

The  motion  prevailed. 
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The  Chair  thereupon  appointed  Commissioner  Gilbert  as  such 
committee. 

A  communication  from  the  secretary  of  the  Manila  Chamber  of 
Commerce,  inclosing  a  letter  from  the  firm  of  Kuenzle  &  Streiff, 
merchants  of  Manila,  urging  the  passage  of  a  bankruptcy  law  at 
the  present  session  of  the  Legislature. 

On  motion  by  Commissioner  Worcester,  seconded  by  Commis- 
sioner Palma,

mittee now  considering  Assembly  Bill  No.  126,  entitled  "An  Act

The  Committee  on  Matters  Pertaining  to  the  Department  of  Commerce 
and  Police  considers  that  Messrs.  Bishop  &  Co.  have  done  all  that  it  is 
possible  to  do  in  their  position  as  agents  for  the  Philippine  Government  to 
see  that  justice  is  done  to  the  Filipino  laborers  in  Hawaii  and  has  the 
utmost  confidence  in  their  judgment  in  dealing  with  this  situation.

Mr.  President  :  The  Committee  on  Matters  Pertaining  to  the  Department 
of  the  Interior,  to  which  was  referred  on  January  4,  1908,  papers  re  com- 
promise of  suit  of  the  Insular  Government  against  Basa  and  Lopez,  for 
certain  Tondo  property,  has  examined  the  same  and  has  the  honor  to  report 
it  back  to  the  Commission  with  the  following  recommendation,  viz : 

That  the  proposition  of  Sr.  Alberto  Barretto,  attorney  for  C.  Lopez  and 
Feliciano  Basa,  be  not  accepted. 

Sr.  Alberto  Barretto  offered  on  behalf  of  his  clients  to  pay  to  the 
Insular  Government  ^=3,000  on  condition  that  the  Government  cede  to  his 
clients  all  the  rights  which  it  has  with  reference  to  a  certain  piece  of 
property  occupied  by  said  clients.  His  communication  was  addressed  to  the 
Attorney-General,  who  forwarded  it  to  the  Governor-General  recommending/ 
its  acceptance. 

It  appears  from  the  statement  of  the  Attorney-General  that  the  Court 
of  First  Instance  has  decided  this  land  to  be  the  property  of  the  Insular 
Government,  also  that  the  present  claimant  of  the  land  purchased  it  in 
good  faith  from  a  previous  claimant  thereto,  and  that  he  has  erected 
thereon  a  warehouse  and  theater  of  heavy  materials  and  has  surrounded  it 
with  a  stone  wall,  having  obtained  permission  from  the  provost-general  of 
the  city  of  Manila  for  the  erection  of  a  warehouse  and  a  theater. 
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The  Attorney-General  expresses  the  opinion  that  "The  defendant  in  this 
case,  then,  besides  having  the  right  to  appropriate  as  his  own  all  proceeds 
of  the  estate  and  retain  them  until  judgment  be  rendered  declaring  his 
possession  unlawful,  has  the  right,  furthermore,  to  retain  the  land  until 
he  is  indemnified  of  the  expenses  of  terreplein,  the  cost  of  the  walls  and 
buildings  erected  thereon,  the  first  of  these  being  necessary  expenses,  the 
second  useful,  for  they  undoubtedly  increase  the  real  value  of  the  estate," 
and  that  the  Government  could  appropriate  the  buildings  erected  on  the 
estate  by  the  defendant  for  its  own  use  after  paying  the  proper  indemnity 
as  provided  for  in  articles  453  and  454  of  the  Civil  Code,  "or  to  oblige  the 
defendant  to  pay  for  the  value  of  the  land  in  the  event  of  the  Government 
not  desiring  to  retain  the  buildings  erected  thereon.'' 

The  Attorney-General  suggests  that  it  is  more  probable  that  the  Govern- 
ment would  desire  to  oblige  the  defendant  to  pay  for  the  land,  and  the 
defendant  offers  to  pay  the  Government  the  sum  of  f*3,000, .  upon  the 
condition  that  he  be  allowed  to  retain  any  and  all  rights  and  titles  he  may 
possess  thereto. 

The  Attorney-General  thinks  the  proposed  settlement  in  the  interest  of 
the  Government.  He  calls  attention  to  the  fact  that  in  1896  the  land  was 
sold  for  1*1,500;  that  in  1900  it  was  again  sold  for  §*1,800,  and  that  it  was 
sold  a  second  time  during  the  same  year  for  1*4,000.  The  Attorney-General 
considers  the  defendant's  offer  of  f*3,000  reasonable,  in  spite  of  the  fact  that 
it  is  now  assessed  at  a  higher  figure,  and  gives  as  one  reason  the  fact  that 
the  land  has  been  gained  from  the  sea  and  has  been  filled  in  and  leveled  by 
successive  owners.  The  Attorney-General  also  calls  attention  to  the  fact 
that  there  is  a  bare  possibility  that  the  title  of  the  Government  to  this  land 
could  still  be  successfully  contested. 

The  papers  in  this  matter  were  referred  by  the  Governor-General  to  the 
Director  of  Lands  requesting  remark,  and  were  returned  by  him  with  a 
statement  from  which  it  appears  that  he  has  doubt  as  to  the  truth  of  the 
statement  that  this  land  was  secured  by  its  present  occupants  in  good 
faith.  The  Director  of  Lands  is  furthermore  of  the  opinion  that  the  value 
fixed  on  the  improvements  by  the  present  occupants  and  claimants  is 
excessive.  The  assessed  value  of  all  these  improvements  at  the  present  time 
is  f*6,000. 

The  Director  of  Lands  adds: 

"The  offer  of  ^=3,000  to  the  Government  in  consideration  of  cession  of  all 
right,  title,  and  interest  should  not  for  one  moment  be  considered.  The 
land  is  assessed  at  1*8  per  square  meter  plus  street  frontage  rates,  making 
a  total  value,  for  1,799  square  meters '(as  declared  for  assessment),  of 
PI 6,059.  From  the  above  figures,  it  will  be  seen  that  the  parties  having 
originally  paid  Pl,800  for  the  property  and  making  an  additional  payment 
of  P3,000  to  the  Government,  would  not  be  paying  a  double  price  for  the 
property. 

"There  are  three  methods  suggested  for  the  settlement  of  this  case: 

"1.  That  the  Government  bring  action  to  regain  possession  of  the  whole 
property. 
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"2.  That  the  Government  retain  possession  of  Parcel  Z  and  sell  Parcel  S 
to  the  present  occupants  at  the  assessed  value  less  ^1,800  and  the  cost 
of  the  stone  wall  bounding  Parcel  Z  and  the  camarins  or  sheds  marked  'B' 
on  the  plan. 

"3.  That  the  whole  parcel  be  sold  to  the  occupants  at  the  assessed  valua- 
tion less  i*l,800. 

"This  Bureau  can  see  no  reason  why  a  gift  of  the  land  in  question  (which 
the  acceptance  of  ^3,000  would  be)  should  be  made  to  the  occupants  by 
reason  of  the  mere  fact  that  they  are  occupants.  Such  a  line  of  reasoning 
would  tend  to  establish  a  bad  precedent  as  regards  other  lands  belonging  to 
the  Government  occupied  by  squatters." 

This  offer  wras  submitted  to  the  Commission,  together  with  the  indorse- 
ment of  the  Attorney-General  and  of  the  Acting  Director  of  Lands.  The 
Commission  took  no  action  on  the  papers,  but  referred  them  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Matters  Pertaining  to  the  Department  of  the  Interior  for  report 
and  recommendation.  Through  oversight  they  were  misplaced  and  have 
only  just  come  to  light.  Your  committee  has  submitted  the  statement  of 
the  Acting  Director  of  Lands  to  the  Director  of  Lands,  who  fully  concurs 
in  it. 

Your  committee  can  add  nothing  to  the  facts  already  stated,  and  recom- 
mends that  the  parcel  of  ground  be  offered  to  the  present  occupants  at  the 
assessed  value,  less  ^1,800,  which  they  have  already  paid  for  it;  or  in  the 
event  that  they  decline  to  purchase  it  at  this  price,  that  the  Government 
retain  the  possession  of  the  parcel  marked  "Z"  on  the  attached  map,  and 
sell  to  the  present  occupants  the  parcel  marked  "S"  at  its  assessed  value, 
less  f*l,800,  which  the  present  occupants  have  paid,  and  less  the  value  of 
the  stone  wall  bounding  Parcel  Z  and  the  camarins  or  sheds  marked  "B" 
on  the  map.  In  the  event  that  the  present  occupants  do  not  desire  to 
accept  either  of  these  propositions,  your  committee  recommends  that  the 
Government  immediately  begin  action  to  regain  possession  of  the  whole 
property.

REPORT   OF'  SELECT    COMMITTEE. 

[Committee    Report   No.    93.] 

March  10,  1909. 

Mr.  President:  Your  select  committee  of  one,  to  which  was  referred  on 
February  13,  1909,  the  resolution  of  the  convention  of  municipal  presidents 
of  Tarlac,  in  the  matter  of  the  appropriation  of  a  certain  sum  of  money 
for  the  purchase  of  carabaos  on  condition  that  same  be  sold  to  such  agri- 
culturists as  may  be  in  need  of  them,  has  examined  the  same  and  has  the 
honor  to  report  it  back  to  the  Commission  with  the  following  recommenda- 
tion, viz: 

That  the  said  resolution  be  not  considered. 

The  purchase  of  carabaos  in  the  manner  and  for  the  purpose  set  forth  in 
the  resolution  in  question  is  a  matter  which  has  for  a  long  time  engaged 
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the  attention  of  the  Insular  Government.  Since  the  year  1902,  and  for 
several  consecutive  years  thereafter,  the  Commission  has  been  passing  laws 
and  resolutions  in  virtue  of  which  large  sums  of  money  have  been  invested 
in  the  purchase  of  carabaos  and  cattle  in  China,  in  rendering  such  cattle 
immune,  and  in  their  transportation,  care,  and  alimentation — all  with  the 
object  of  supplying  the  scarcity  in  these  Islands  of  cattle  necessary  for 
labor  in  the  fields. 

In  its  efforts  to  be  of  assistance  to  the  agriculturists  of  the  Islands,  the 
Government  availed  itself  of  every  means  in  its  power  looking  to  the 
securing  of  all  the  cattle  necessary  to  such  object,  by  establishing  corrals 
in  different  places  in  this  city  and  in  the  provinces,  and  by  founding  a 
cattle  station  in  the  Island  of  Burias,  where,  thanks  to  the  extraordinary 
efforts  of  the  Bureaus  of  Science  and  Agriculture,  i€  was  possible  to  get 
together  enough  carabaos  and  cattle  to  meet  the  needs  and  exigencies  of 
the  then  agricultural  situation. 

To  be  convinced  of  the  active  part  taken  by  the  Government  in  secur- 
ing a  supply  of  carabaos  and  other  cattle  for  the  Islands,  it  suffices  to 
glance  at  Acts  Nos.  482,  797,  828,  and  1046,  enacted  by  the  Commission 
October  1G,  1902,  July  10  and  August  7,  1903,  and  February  3,  1904, 
respectively,  and  the  numerous  resolutions  which,  in  pursuance  of  the 
provisions  of  the  said  Acts,  were  then  and  subsequently  adopted,  all  with 
the  object  of  facilitating  the  acquisition  of  cattle  in  China,  and  their 
transportation  to  these  Islands,  as  well  as  the  sale  of  such  cattle  in  the 
Islands  either  for  cash  or  in  installments,  as  the  purchasers  might  elect, 
the  payments  in  installments  being  secured  by  mortgage. 

True  it  is  that  this  complicated  labor  of  the  Government  entailed  the 
incurring  of  considerable  expense  consequent  upon  the  difficulties  encoun- 
tered at  first  in  the  securing  of  the  cattle  and  their  transportation  from  the 
interior  to  the  seaports  of  China,  as  well  as  great  loss  from  mortality  among 
the  said  cattle  caused  by  epizooty,  rinderpest,  surra,  and  septicemia,  which, 
in  China,  on  board  ship  during  the  voyage,  and  sometimes  after  the 
arrival  of  the  cargo  in  Manila,  would  break  out  among  the  animals, 
causing  considerable  shortage  in  certain  of  the  cargos,  and  entailing  such 
continuous  waste  that  the  Government  was  finally  compelled  to  discontinue 
the  business  of  so  purchasing  carabaos,  in  order  to  avoid  further  loss  of 
money. 

For  the  foregoing  reasons,  and  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  demand 
for  carabaos  from  the  provinces,  municipalities,  and  private  individuals 
was  relatively  insignificant  in  proportion  to  the  efforts  made  by  the 
Government  to  import  cattle  into  these  Islands,  experience  has  demon- 
strated that  the  business  of  the  purchase  of  animals,  even  at  a  time  when 
it  was  possible  to  rely  upon  the  pecuniary  assistance  of  Congress — a  con- 
dition which  no  longer  exists — has  always  proved  ruinous  to  the  public 
treasury  and,  to  a  greater  or  less  extent,  even  to  the  purchasers  themselves, 
many  of  whom  failed  to  find  in  such  purchase  the  required  remedy,  owing 
to  the  fact  that  the  animals,  once  acquired  and  in  possession  of  their  owners, 
would  succumb  to  the  maladies  which  have  so  constantly  decimated  the 
cattle  of  this  Archipelago. 
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Wherefore  your  committee  respectfully  recommends  that  in  view  of 
the  objections  above  indicated  the  resolution  of  the  convention  of  municipal 
presidents  of  Tarlac,  in  the  matter  of  the  purchase  of  carabaos  in  Saigon, 
be  not  considered.

REPORTS    OF    JOINT    LEGISLATIVE    COMMITTEE    ON    VARIOUS    MATTERS 
REFERRED    TO    THEM. 

February  1,  1909. 
To  the  honorable  Philippine  Legislature: 

The  Joint  Committee  which  acted  during  the  recess  of  the  First  Phil- 
ippine Legislature,  and  to  which  were  referred,  by  order  of  the  Speaker 
of  the  Assembly  and  the  President  of  the  Commission,  various  resolutions 
relative  to  a  reduction  in  the  schedule  of  prices  charged  by  Government 
surveyors  for  the  survey  of  land,  has  examined  the  said  resolutions  and  has 
the  honor  to  invite  your  attention  to  the  following  report  of  the  Subcom- 
mittee on  Matters  Pertaining  to  the  Department  of  the  Interior  and  Special 
Appropriations,  to  which  the  same  were  referred,  which  report  was  adopted 
by  the  committee  at  its  session  of  January  31,  1909,  a  continuation  of  that 
of  the  29th  of  the  same  month: 

January  30,  1909. 

To  the  honorable  chairman  of  the  Joint  Committee  of  the  Philippine  Legis- 
lature. 
Sir:  On  different  dates  from  October,  1908,  to  January  19,  1909,  various 
papers,  all  relative  to  Act  No.  1875,  extracts  from  which  are  here  below 
quoted,  were  referred  to  the  Subcommittee  on  Matters  Pertaining  to  the 
Department  of  the  Interior  and  Special  Appropriations: 

( 1 )  A  resolution  of  the  municipal  council  of  Vigan,  Hocos  Sur,  requesting 
that  land  surveys  be  made  at  the  cost  of  the  Insular  Treasury,  reimburse- 
ment afterwards  to  be  made  by  the  interested  parties. 

(2)  A  resolution  of  the  assembly  of  municipal  presidents  of  Batangas, 
on  the  amendment  of  Act  No.   1875,  relative  to  surveyors. 

(3)  A  resolution  of  the  municipal  council  of  Vigan,  llocos  Sur,  on  the 
amendment  of  section  5  of  Act  No.  1875,  in  the  sense  that  property  owners 
be  permitted  to  survey  their  lands  without  availing  themselves  of  the 
Government  surveyors. 

(4)  A  resolution  of  the  municipal  council  of  Hog,  Occidental  Negros, 
requesting  a  reduction  in  the  schedule  of  charges  for  surveys,  in  force  in 
the  Bureau  of  Lands. 

(5)  A  resolution  of  the  municipal  council  of  Cadiz,  Occidental  Negros, 
relative  to  a  reduction  in  the  schedule  of  charges  for  surveys,  in  force  in 
the  Bureau  of  Lands. 
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( 6 )  A  resolution  of  the  municipal  council  of  Valladolid,  Occidental 
Negros,  relative  to  a  reduction  in  the  schedule  of  charges  for  surveys,  in 
force  in  the  Bureau  of  Lands. 

(7)  A  resolution  of  the  municipal  council  of  Saravia,  Occidental  Negros, 
relative  to  a  reduction  in  the  schedule  of  charges  for  surveys,  in  force  in 
the  Bureau  of  Lands. 

(8)  A  resolution  of  the  municipal  council  of  Hinigaran,  Occidental 
Negros,  relative  to  a  reduction  in  the  schedule  of  charges  for  surveys,  in 
force  in  the  Bureau  of  Lands. 

(9)  A  resolution  of  the  municipal  council  of  Sagay,  Occidental  Negros, 
requesting  that  Act  No.  1875  be  amended  in  the  sense  that  a  50  per  cent 
reduction  be  made  in  the  fees  charged  in  the  schedule  of  the  Bureau  of 
Lands  for  land  surveys  made  by  its  surveyors. 

(10)  A  resolution  of  the  assembly  of  municipal  presidents  of  Nueva 
Ecija,  on  a  reduction  of  50  per  cent  of  the  fees  of  Government  surveyors. 

(11)  Memorial  presented  by  the  Academy  of  Architecture  and  Surveying 
of  the  Philippines,  on  the  effects  of  Act  No.  1875  of  the  Philippine 
Legislature. 

Treating  of  similar  matters,  this  subcommittee,  which,  on  receiving  the 
first  indorsement,  knew  that  negotiations  were  pending  between  corporations 
and  private  individuals  and  the  General  Government  and  the  Bureau  of 
Public  Lands,  considered  it  advisable  to  await  all  the  reports,  in  order 
to  be  able  to  make  a  complete  and  circumstantiated  «study  of  everything 
connected  with  the  matter.  But  precisely  the  principal  feature  of  the 
case  were  the  data  which  the  Academy  of  Architecture,  Engineering,  and 
Surveying,  of  Manila,  had  submitted  to  the  Governor-General  and  to  the 
Speaker  of  the  Philippine  Assembly,  and  these  data  could  only  be  received 
in  the  subcommittee  on  January  19,  1909,  on  the  occasion  when  the 
study  of  the  appropriations  for  the  various  Departments  of  the  Insular 
Government  demanded  urgent  attention.  It  has  been  materially  impossible 
to  devote  to  the  matter  that  time  required  for  a  mature  study  that  might 
quiet  the  clamors  raised  by  Act  No;  1875. 

Your  subcommittee  is  prepared  to  furnish  the  partial  data  and  the. 
result  of  its  studies  to  the  committee  or  to  the  committees  which  the 
Legislature  may  designate  to  continue  the  consideration  of  this  matter 
and  to  submit  it,  finally,  to  the  Philippine  Legislature. 

In  obedience  to  such  reasons,  your  subcommittee  with  regret  returns 
to  the  Joint  Committee  the  aforesaid  papers,  without  being  able  to  make 
any  recommendation.

The  Joint  Committee  which  acted  during  the  recess  of  the  First  Phil- 
ippine Legislature,  and  to  which  was  forwarded,  by  order  of  the  honorable 
President  of  the  Commission,  the  proposition  of  Governor  Villanueva,  of 
Oriental  Negros,  suggesting  the  amendment  of  section  23  of  Act  No.  175, 
as  amended  by  section  4  of  Act  No.  610,  so  as  to  impose  upon  inspectors, 
sergeants,  corporals,  and  enlisted  men  of  the  Constabulary,  stationed  in 
any  province,  the  duty  of  cooperating  in  every  way  possible  with  the  gov- 
ernor in  the  maintenance  of  law  and  order,  and  of  keeping  him  advised 
of  the  results  of  their  movements  and  expeditions,  has  examined  the  said 
proposition,  and  has  the  honor  to  invite  your  attention  to  the  following 
report  of  the  Subcommittee  on  Matters  Pertaining  to  the  Department  of 
Commerce  and  Police,  to  which  the  said  matter  was  referred  by  indorse- 
ment: 

January  29,  1909. 
To  the  Joint  Committee  of  the  Philippine  Legislature: 

The  Subcommittee  on  Matters  Pertaining  to  the  Department  of  Com- 
merce and  Police  has  the  honor  to  return  herewith  the  inclosed  document 
relative  to  an  amendment  to  the  law,  together  with  its  report  thereon. 

Its  purpose  is  to  amend  section  23  of  Act  No.  175,  as  already  amended 
by  section  4  of  Act  No.  610,  so  as  to  add  to  said  section,  after  the  sentence 
ending  with  the  words  "public  weal,"  in  the  tenth  line,  the  following:  "and 
it  shall  likewise  be  the  duty  of  the  inspectors  to  advise  him  of  the  result 
of  such  movements  and  expeditions." 

Eliminating,  furthermore,  from  said  section  the  following  words:  "and 
in  cases  where  such  confidential  advice  in  advance  is  not  convenient  or 
practicable,"  etc.,  down  to  the  next  sentence,  beginning  "Any  disrespect;" 
so  that  section  23  of  Act  No.  175,  as  amended  by  section  4  of  Act  No.  610, 
after  the  proposed  amendment,  shall  read  as  follows: 

"It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  inspectors,  sergeants,  and  corporals,  and 
enlisted  men  of  the  Constabulary  stationed  in  any  province  to  cooperate 
in  every  way  possible  with  the  governor  in  the  maintenance  of  law  and 
order  and  the  suppression  of  ladronism,  lawless  violence,  and.  crime.  The 
governor  is  the  chief  executive  officer  of  the  province,  and  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  inspectors  to  keep  him  confidentially  advised,  as  far  as  practi- 
cable and  convenient,  in  advance  of  contemplated  movements  of  the  Con- 
stabulary and  of  proposed  expeditions,  arrests,  and  other  acts  by  them 
which  shall  affect  the  public  weal,  and  it  shall  likewise  be  the  duty  of 
the  inspectors  to  advise  him  of  the  result  of  such  movements  and  ex- 
peditions.    Any  disrespect  or  discourtesy  offered  by  an  officer  or  enlisted 
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man  of  the   Constabulary  toward   the  governor   of   the   province   shall   be 
cause  for  instant  dismissal  from  the  corps." 

As  will  be  observed,  the  principal  object  sought  is  the  suppression  of 
the  clause  "and  in  cases  where  such  confidential  advice  in  advance  (to  the 
provincial  governor)  is  not  convenient  or  practicable,"  etc.,  and  with 
good  reason,  in  the  opinion  of  the  subcommittee,  because  assuredly  said 
clause  says  but  little  for  the  sense  of  loyalty,  honor,  and  integrity  with 
which  the  executive  heads  of  provinces  must  be  supposed  to  be  endowed. 

These  latter,  in  their  official  capacity,  are  the  ones  primarily  responsible 
for  the  state  of  public  order  in  their  respective  provinces,  and  con- 
sequently have  the  best  right  to  be  first  informed  of  everything  transpiring 
in  such  provinces,  and  to  be  kept  advised  of  all  matters  of  a  secret  and 
confidential  nature.. 

By  acting  otherwise,  as  has  been  the  case  up  to  the  present,  under  the 
sanction  of  said  section  4  of  Act  No.  610,  not  only  is  an  injustice  done  to 
provincial  governors,  but  a  policy  of  suspicion  and  mistrust  is  fostered, 
wholly  opposed  to  that  spirit  of  harmony,  cooperation,  and  good  understand- 
ing which  it  was  intended  should  prevail  among  those  heterogeneous  elements 
which  go  to  make  up  the  American  administration  in  the  Philippines. 

The  Subcommittee  on  Matters  Pertaining  to  the  Department  of  Com- 
merce and  Police  shares  the  opinion  of  the  author  of  the  amendment,  that 
the  said  clause  should  be  struck  out,  and  therefore  recommends  that  the 
said  amendment  be  adopted  bodily,  in  the  interest  of  the  public  weal.

which  is  the  word  at  present  employed,  to  "expedito,"  which  is  the  proper 
translation,  as  the  word  "conveniente"  involves  much  that  is  not  implied 
by  the  English  word  "convenient."

REPORTS  OF  THE  JOINT  LH&ISLATIVE  COMMITTEE  ON  VARIOUS 
MATTERS    REFERRED   TO    THEM.

To  the  honorable  Philippine  Legislature: 

The  Joint  Committee  which  acted  during  the  recess  of  the  First  Philippine 
Legislature,  and  to  which  were  forwarded,  on  September  15,  1908,  by  order 
of  the  honorable  President  of  the  Commission,  Resolutions  Nos.  5,  6,  7,  9, 
11,  14,  15,  19,  and  21  of  the  assembly  of  municipal  presidents  of  Capiz  and 
Romblon,  convened  May  27,  1908,  has  examined  the  said  resolutions,  and 
has  the  honor  to  invite  your  attention  to  the  following  report  of  the  Sub- 
committee on  Matters  Pertaining  to  the  Department  of  Finance  and  Justice, 
to  which  the  said  resolutions  were  referred,  which  report  was  adopted  by 
the  committee  at  its  session  of  January  31,  1909,  adjournment  from  that 
of  the  29th  of  the  same  month: 

January  30,  1909. 
To  the  Joint  Committee  of  the  Philippine  Legislature: 

Your  Subcommittee  on  Matters  Pertaining  to  the  Department  of  Fi- 
nance and  Justice  has  the  honor  to  report  upon  and  recommend  in  the 
matter  of  several  resolutions  adopted  by  the  assembly  of  municipal  pres- 
idents of  Capiz,  hereinafter  set  forth: 

1.  "Complete  abolishment  of  the  tax  assessed  on  rural  property,  sub- 
stituting same  by  an  increase  in  the  tax  provided  by  section  139  of  Act 
No.  1189,  to  an  extent  sufficient*  to  cover  the  amount  of  the  abolished  tax." 

No  reason  is  given  in  the  resolution  adopted,  nor  does  your  subcommittee 
perceive  any  in  favor  of  the  recommendation. 

There  is  no  reason  why  rural  property  should  not  be  taxed  as  well  as 
urban.  There  is  no  way  of  substituting  this  tax — part  of  which  is  paid  to 
the  municipality  and  the  other  part  to  the  province — by  an  increase  in  the 
tax  imposed  by  section  139  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Law  upon  merchants 
and  manufacturers,  60  per  cent  of  which  is  paid  to  the  Insular  Government, 
nor  is  it  possible  to  effect  the  substitution  in  such  a  way  that  the  sum 
to  be  derived  by  the  municipalities  and  provinces  from  the  increase  in  the 
tax  upon  merchants  and  manufacturers  shall  be  equivalent  to  the  amount 
ceasing  to  accrue  to  them  by  reason  of  the  abolishment  of  the  tax  upon 
rural  property. 
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2.  Increase  of  10  per  cent  in  amount  now  accruing  to  municipalities  from 
internal  revenue. 

No  recommendation  can  be  made  in  this  matter  until  such  time,  after 
approval  of  the  appropriations  for  the  coming  fiscal  year,  as  it  may  be 
definitely  known  whether  the  funds  in  the  Insular  Treasury  will  permit 
of  this  new  concession  to  the  municipalities. 

3.  Jurisdiction  of  municipal  presidents  to  try  cases  involving  violations 
of  ordinances  not  punishable  under  the  Penal  Code. 

upon  this  point  your  subcommittee  reiterates  the  reasons  set  forth  in 
its  report  upon  the  petition  of  the  assembly  of  governors  requesting  that 
jurisdiction  be  conferred  upon  municipal  presidents  to  try  delinquents  in 
the  payment  of  the  cédula  tax.  9 

4.  That  the  Land  Registration  Act  be  amended  to  .provide  that  the  fees 
for  the  registration  of  titles  to  property  shall  be  in  proportion  to  the  value 
of  the  property. 

Section  114  of  Act  No.  496,  as  amended  by  Act  No.  1648,  prescribes  a 
scale  of  fees  to  be  paid  to  the  clerk  of  the  Court  of  Land  Registration, 
according  to  the  value  of  the  property  sought  to  be  registered,  and  fixes 
the  sum  of  1*3  as  the  fee  for  registering  any  document.  The  amount  fixed 
by  law  being  so  small,  this  subcommittee  believes  that  there  is  no  sufficient 
reason  to  modify  it  by  basing  it  upon  the  value  of  the  property  sought  to 
be  registered.  Were  this  amount  to  be  determined  in  proportion  to  the 
value  of  the  property  sought  to  be  registered,  the  effect  would  be  to 
increase  the  fees,  unless  a  merely  nominal  amount  should  be  determined 
upon  for  properties  of  little  value. 

5.  That  the  Paterno  Bill,  in  regard  to  church  property,  and  the  Rovira 
Bill,  regulating  the  entry  of  friars  into  the  Philippine  Islands,  be  enacted 
into  law. 

Your  subcommittee  believes  that  the  said  first-mentioned  bill  is  an  attack 
upon  vested  rights  of  property,  and  that  the  second  is  not  based  upon  truly 
just  reasons. 

6.  To  confer  upon  justices  of  the  peace  jurisdiction  to  try  cases  involving 
property  rights  and  in  which  the  amount  in  question  does  not  exceed  ^"600. 

Upon  this  point  your  subcommittee  refers  to  its  report  upon  an  analogous 
resolution  of  the  provincial  board  of  Pangasinan  and  the  municipal  council 
of  Alaminos,  same  province. 

7.  That  jurisdiction  be  conferred  upon  justices  of  the  peace  to  try  cases 
involving  the  nullity  of  contracts,  provided  the  amount  in  litigation  does 
not  exceed  f*600. 

The  law  now  in  force  confers  upon  justices  of  the  peace  original  juris- 
diction to  try  questions  of  this  nature,  when  the  amount  involved  is 
not  in  excess  of  ^200,  and  concurrent  jurisdiction  with  the  Courts 
of  First  Instance,  when  the  amount  exceeds  ^"200  but  is  less  than  ^600, 
provided  always  that  the  value  of  the  contract  in  litigation  may  be  assessed 
in  terms  of  money. 

8.  That  justices  of  the  peace  be  appointed  by  the  Governor-General,  upon 
the  recommendation  of  the  municipal  councils,  and  for  a  term  of  two  years. 
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Your  subcommittee  believes  tbat  the  present  system  is  a  better  one, 
namely,  the  appointment  of  the  justices  of  the  peace  at  the  suggestion  of 
the  respective  judges  of  First  Instance,  or  from  a  list  furnished  by  the 
Director  of  Education,  without  fixed  term  of  office. 

9.  That  jurisdiction  be  conferred  upon  justices  of  the  peace  to  try  matters 
involving  the  partition  of  estates,  when  the  amount  in  question  does  not 
exceed  f*"600. 

Your  subcommittee  believes  that  the  majority  of  the  justices  of  the 
peace  have  not  the  legal  acquirements  necessary  to  try  this  class  of  cases. 
For  all  the  foregoing  reasons,  your  Subcommittee  on  Matters  Pertaining 
to  the  Department  of  Finance  and  Justice  recommends  that  no  action  be 
taken  upon  the  aforesaid  resolutions  of  the  assembly  of  municipal  presidents 
of  Capiz.

The  Joint  Committee  which  acted  during  the  recess  of  the  First  Phil- 
ippine Legislature,  and  to  which  were  referred,  by  order  of  the  honorable 
Speaker  of  the  Assembly,  a  resolution  of  the  municipal  council  of  Alaminos, 
Pangasinan,  and  another  of  the  provincial  board  of  Nueva  Ecija,  in  which  it 
is  requested  that  the  existing  legislation,  in  its  reference  to  the  jurisdiction 
of  the  justices  of  the  peace,  be  amended,  by  giving  the  latter  jurisdiction 
to  try  cases  of  title  to  real  estate,  the  value  of  which  does  not  exceed  $300, 
has  examined  the  said  resolutions  and  has  the  honor  to  invite  your  attention 
to  the  following  report  of  the  Subcommittee  on  Matters  Pertaining  to  the 
Department  of  Finance  and  Justice,  to  which  the  same  were  referred,  a 
report  which  was  adopted  by  the  committee  at  its  session  of  January  31, 
1909,  a  continuation  of  that  of  the  29th  of  the  same  month: 

January  30,   1909. 
To  the  Joint  Committee  of  the  Philippine  Legislature: 

Your  Subcommittee  on  Matters  Pertaining  to  the  Department  of  Finance 
and  Justice  has  the  honor  to  report  and  recommend  the  following  on  the 
resolution   of  the  provincial   board  of   Pangasinan  which   concurs   in  the 
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suggestion  of  the  municipal  council  of  Alaminqs,  of  the  said  province,  that 
jurisdiction  be  conferred  upon  the  justices  of  the  peace  to  try  cases  involv- 
ing title  to  real  estate  that  does  not  exceed  $300  in  value.  Act  1627  is  the 
last  one  which  determines  the  civil  jurisdiction  of  the  justices  of  the  peace 
and  it  has  repeated  the  provision  established  by  the  preceding  laws  that 
"a  justice  of  the  peace  shall  have  no  jurisdiction  to  adjudicate  questions 
of  title  to  real  estate  or  any  interest  therein."  The  suggestion  of  the 
municipal  council  of  Alaminos  is  founded  on  the  fact  that  the  Spanish  Law 
of  Civil  Procedure  granted  competency  to  the  justices  of  the  peace  to  try 
all  kinds  of  cases  where  the  amount  involved  did  not  exceed  500  pesetas, 
and  questions  of  title  to  real  estate,  the  amount  of  which  did  not  exceed 
that  limit,  were  not  excepted. 

The  precedent  of  the  Spanish  legislation  is  not,  in  ¿he  judgment  of  your 
Subcommittee  on  Matters  Pertaining  to  the  Department  of  Finance  and 
Justice,  a  sufficient  reason  for  modifying  the  existing  law.  Juridical  knowl- 
edge is  required  that  is  not  possessed  by  the  majority  of  the  justices  of  the 
peace,  in  order  to  be  able  to  try  cases  of  title  to  real  estate. 

Your  subcommittee,  therefore,  recommends  that  no  action  whatever  be 
taken  on  the  amendment  proposed  by  the  provincial  board  of  Pangasinan 
and  the  municipal  council  of  Alaminos. 

The  same  action  has  been  taken  in  the  matter  of  the  resolution  of  the 
provincial  board  of  Nueva  Ecija,  recommending  that  of  the  assembly  of 
municipal  presidents  of  the  province  relative  to  the  same  subject.

Figures  of  Auditor  and  report  concerning  our  financial  status  for  1909  based 
on  seven  months  operation  and  our  prospective  financial  status  for  1910 
will  be  sent  I  hope  to-morrow.  As  figures  appear  now  on  basis  of  appro- 
priations made  there  will  be  a  surplus  of  1*1,123,160  not  including  pro- 
spective reversion  of  §*285,000  from  Bureau  of  Health  and  1*400,000  from 
Judiciary.  Request  that  Secretary  Worcester  and  Secretary  Araneta  be 
consulted  on  these  reversions.  In  considering  revenues  for  1910  it  seems 
that  Auditor  has  included  ^=1, 37  5,000  refunded  on  duties  collected  in  United 
States.  In  view  fact  that  during  year  1908  we  received  but  ^=538,000 
from  this  source  it  would  seem  that  this  sum  is  altogether  too  large.  Am 
cabling  to  Washington  because  Auditor  and  self  are  of  opinion  that  this 
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large  sum.  was  due  to  adjustment  of  accounts  of  previous  years.  If  we  are 
correct  in  this  belief  we  should  not  depend  on  receiving  i*l,375,000  for 
refunds  next  year.

Commission  Resolution  No.  102.  Resolved,  That  it  is  the  sense  of  the 
Philippine  Commission  that  no  steps  should  be  taken  by  it  in  regard  to 
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any  further  labor  contracts  which  may  be  made  by  residents  of.  the  Phil- 
ippine Islands  with  any  person,  or  persons,  situated  outside  of  said  Islands ; 
that  citizens  of  the  Philippine  Islands  are  free  to  contract  as  they  choose 
regarding  their  labor  or  any  other  thing  of  value  without  the  interference 
or  assistance  of  the  Philippine  Commission;  that  questions  arising  from 
such  contracts  should  be  settled  in  the  courts  as  are  other  contracts  of 
Philippine  citizens;  and  that  while  it  is  true  that  every  citizen  of  the 
Philippine  Islands  wTho  is  able  to  work  may  find  employment  here  at 
remunerative  wrages,  yet,  if  citizens  desire  to  go  out  of  the  boundary  of 
their  own  country  for  the  purpose  of  labor,  or  for  any  other  reason,  they 
are  at  full  liberty  to  do  so;  and 

Resolved  further,  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Commission  be,  and  hereby 
is,  instructed  to  inform  Messrs.  Bishop  and  Company  that  from  this  time 
the  Philippine  Commission  will  take  no  part  whatever  in  the  terms  of 
such  labor  contracts  as  the  Hawaiian  Sugar  Planters'  Association  may 
hereafter  make.

REPORT    OF    STANDING    COMMITTEE. 
[Committee  Report  No.  96.] 

March  17,  1909. 

Mr.  President:  The  Committee  on  Municipal  and  Provincial  Govern- 
ments to  which  was  referred  on  February  13,  1909,  a  communication  from 
the  provincial  governor  of  Samar  recommending  the  amendment  of  paragraph 
24  of  section  7  of  the  Election  Law  by  revising  the  election  districts  of 
Samar,  has  examined  the  same  and  has  the  honor  to  report  it  back  to  the 
Commission  with  the  following  recommendation;  viz: 

That  the  law  be  not  amended. 

After  conference  with  the  law  clerk  of  the  Executive  Bureau  in  accordance 
with  the  instructions  of  the  Commission,  your  committee  fails  to  see  the 
necessity  for  the  proposed  amendment  to  the  Election  Law.  In  construing 
the  provisions  of  that  law  which  divides  the  provinces  into  districts,  it 
is  elementary  that  the  names  of  the  municipalities  must  be  taken  to  cover 
the  territory  in  the  municipality  as  it  existed  at  the  time  the  Act  was 
passed,  and  the  mere  separation  of  a  portion  of  such  territory  and  the 
giving  of  it  a  new  name  does  not  operate  to  take  it  out  of  the  district  in 
which  it  originally  lay  and  still  lies. 

Your  committee  finds  that  there  harve  been  some  fifty-eight  changes  in 
municipalities  or  their  names  since  the  passage  of  the  Election  Law,  and 
if  the  law  is  to  be  amended  so  as  to  show  one  it  should  be  changed  for  all. 
But  even  if  this  were  done  the  Act  would  remain  correct  but  for  a  short 
time. 
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In  no  case  does  your  committee  find  that  a  change  in  municipalities  has 
made  any  change  in  Assembly  districts.

The  Joint  Committee  which  acted  during  the  recess  of  the  First  Phil- 
ippine Legislature,  and  to  which  were  forwarded,  on  September  15,  1908, 
by  order  of  the  honorable  President  of  the  Commission,  the  resolutions 
adopted  by  the  assembly  of  municipal  presidents  of  Capiz  on  June  3,  1908, 
relative  to  (1)  free  registration  of  animals  30  days'  old;  (2)  passage  of 
Palma-Hernandez  irrigation  bill;  and  (3)  empowering  provincial  boards 
to  carry  out  public  works  the  cost  of  which  does  not  exceed  5*5,000,  without 
recommendation  from  the  Bureau  of  Public  Works  (see  E.  B.  File  No. 
120816),  has  examined  the  said  resolutions,  and  has  the  honor  to  invite 
your  attention  to  £he  following  report  of  the  Subcommittee  on  Matters 
Pertaining  to  the  Department  of  Commerce  and  Police,  to  which  the  said 
resolutions  were  referred,  which  said  report  was  adopted  by  the  committee 
at  its  session  of  January  31,  1909,  adjournment  from  that  of  the  29th  of 
the  same  month:

To  the  Joint  Committee  of  the  Philippine  Legislature : 

The  Subcommittee  on  Matters  Pertaining  to  the  Department  of  Commerce 
and  Police,  to  wrhich  were  forwarded  the  resolutions  adopted  by  the  assembly 
of  municipal  presidents  of  Capiz  on  June  3,  1908,  relative  to — 

(a)  Amendment  of  Act  No.  1147  so  that  the  same  shall  provide  that 
animals  30  days'  old  shall  be  registered  free  of  charge;

(c)  The  conferring  upon  provincial  boards  of  power  to  carry  on  public

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such  time  as  discussion  shall  be  had  upon  the  recommendations   of  the 
assembly  of  provincial  governors  in  like  cases.

The  Joint  Committee  which  acted  during  the  recess  of  the  First  Philip- 
pine Legislature,  and  to  which  was  forwarded,  on  January  2,  1909,  by  order 
of  the  Honorable  President  of  the  Commission,  a  resolution  of  the  recent 
assembly  of  provincial  governors  recommending  (1)  that  the  number  of 
pupils  who  must  be  in  attendance  daily  as  provided  by  paragraph  {a)  of 
section  2  of  Act  No.  1866  be  reduced  from  60  to  40;  and  (2)  that  the 
distance  of  2  kilometers  prescribed  in  paragraph  (a)  of  section  3  of  said 
Act  be  reduced  to  1  kilometer,  or  less,  if  between  any  central  school  and 
that  of  the  barrio  there  should  be  a  large  river,  with  no  bridge,  has  examined 
the  said  resolution,  and  has  the  honor  to  invite  your  attention  to  the  follow- 
ing report  of  the  Subcommittee  on  Matters  Pertaining  to  the  Executive 
Department  and  Department  of  Public  Instruction,  to  which  the  said  reso- 
lution was  referred,  which  said  report  was  adopted  by  the  committee  at  its 
session  of  January  31,  1909,  adjournment  from  that  of  the  29th  of  the 
same  month: 

January  30,   1909. 
To  the  Joint  Committee  of  the  Philippine  Legislature: 

In  the  annexed  resolution  of  the  assembly  of  governors  the  recommenda- 
tion is  made  that  Act  No.  1866  be  amended  so  as  to  reduce  to  40  the 
number  of  pupils  prescribed  by  said  Act,  and  to  1  kilometer,  or  less  than  1 
kilometer,  the  distance  prescribed  in  paragraph  (a)  of  section  3  of  the  said 
Act.  The  subcommittee  suggests  that  the  first  part  of  the  said  resolution 
be  recommended  favorably  to  the  Legislature,  and  that  no  action  be  taken 
as  regards  the  second  part. 

The  subcommittee's  reasons  for  such  suggestion  are  based  upon  a  report 
of  the  Department  of  Public  Instruction  showing  that  at  the  present  time 
the  greatest  number  of  pupils  under  any  one  teacher  does  not  exceed  50; 
so  that  the  really  poor  barrios  would  hardly  be  in  a  position  to  derive  any 
benefit  from  the  said  Act,  which  requires  a  constant  daily  attendance  of  not 
less  than  60  pupils. 

The  subcommittee  does  not  believe  it  advisable  to  reduce  the  distance 
of  2  kilometers  prescribed  by  the  Act,  because  said  Act  was  passed  for  the 
83931 13 
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purpose  of  aiding  such  barrios  as  are  wholly  unable  either  to  send  their 
children  to  the  schools  established  in  the  larger  centers,  or,  owing  to  the 
lack  of  resources,  to  found  and  maintain  their  own  schools,  and  there  is  no 
doubt  but  that  a  barrio  situated  at  a  distance  of  1  or  less  than  1  kilometer 
from  the  town  would  have  no  difficulty  in  sending  its  children  to  the  public 
schools  or  to  the  schools  established  in  the  towns.

The  Joint  Committee  which  acted  during  the  recess  of  the  First  Philip- 
pine Legislature,  and  to  which  was  referred  on  December  1,  1908,  by  order 
of  the  honorable  Speaker  of  the  Assembly,  a  resolution  of  the  provincial 
board  of  Batangas,  recommending  the  resolution  of  the  assembly  of 
municipal  presidents  of  that  province,  relative  to  the  enactment  of  a  law 
amending  the  Municipal  Code  in  the  part  thereof  that  refers  to  the 
permanency  of  the  positions  of  municipal  employees  and  especially  those 
of  policemen  and  petty  police  officers,  by  subjecting  them  to  the  rules  and 
regulations  of  the  civil  service,  has  examined  the  said  resolution  and  has 
the  honor  to  invite  your  attention  to  the  following  report  of  the  Subcom- 
mittee on  Matters  Pertaining  to  the  Executive  Department  and  Public 
Instruction,  to  which  the  same  was  referred,  which  report  was  adopted 
by  the  committee  at  its  session  of  January  31,  1909,  a  continuation  of  that 
of  the  29th  of  the  same  month: 

January  29,  1909. 
To  the  Joint  Committee  of  the  Philippine  Legislature: 

The  attached  resolution  was  passed  in  the  assembly  of  municipal  pres- 
idents of  the  Province  of  Batangas,  in  the  capital  of  the  same;  on  the  28th 
of  August,  1908.  The  resolution  was  drafted  in  the  following  language: 
"The  president  of  the  assembly  moved  that  the  Philippine  Legislature  be 
requested  to  pass  a  law  amending  the  Municipal  Code,  with  respect  to  the 
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permanency  of  the  positions  of  municipal  employees  and  especially  those 
of  policemen  and  petty  police  officers,  by  subjecting  them  to  the  rules  and 
regulations  of  the  civil  service,  on  the  grounds  that  thus  the  said  employees 
would  not  be  subject  to  the  changeableness  of  the  elections,  and  that  in 
this  manner  the  said  employees  of  good  conduct  could  be  rewarded  for  their 
good  and  long  services."  This  motion  was  adopted  by  a  majority  of  the 
assembly.  The  subcommittee  has  studied  the  grounds  of  the  foregoing 
resolution,  and  proposes  no  favorable  recommendation  of  the  same,  in  so 
far  as  it  concerns  municipal  employees.  It  recognizes  that  the  resolution 
was  inspired  from  good  purposes,  but  it  believes  that  the  same  does  not 
respond  to  the  need  of  a  good  municipal  administration;  it  understands 
that  if  the  municipal  authorities  are  responsible  for  the  good  advancement 
and  proper  direction  of  the  interests  of  the  municipalities,  they  ought  also 
to  have  a  reasonable  discretional  power  for  the  appointment  of  the  person- 
nel which  is  to  second  them  in  the  compliance  with  their  duties.  The  good 
result  of  a  good  administration  does  not  depend  so  much  on  the  keeping  or 
permanency  of  its  employees  or  officials,  as  upon  the  good  harmony  and 
perfect  understanding  that  should  exist  between  each  and  all  of  them. 

With  respect  to  the  policemen  and  petty  police  officers,  the  subcommittee 
concurs  in  the  resolution  of  the  municipal  presidents  of  the  Province  of 
Batangas,  inasmuch  as  these  employees  are  agents  for  the  preservation  of 
the  public  order  and  require  above  all,  for  the  purpose  of  their  compliance 
with  their  duties,  and  good  and  tried  discipline,  for  which  their  permanency 
is  certainly  necessary  in  such  manner  that  they  be  subject  to  the  rules 
of  the  civil  service.  Therefore,  the  subcommittee  proposes  that  the  above- 
mentioned  resolution  be  recommended  to  the  Legislature  for  favorable 
legislative  action  in  so  far  as  it  concerns  the  policemen  and  petty  officers 
of  the  municipal  police.

To  the  Joint  Committee  of  the  Philippine  Legislature: 

The  Subcommittee  on  Matters  Relative  to  the  Election  Law  has  con- 
sidered the  amendments  submitted  to  it,  which  amendments  consist  of  the 
following : 

1.  A  resolution  of  the  municipal  council  of  Sanchez  Mira,  Cagayan, 
requesting  that  the  law  be  amended  by  establishing  another  new  division 
of  the  municipalities  of  the  province,  for  the  two  districts  into  which  it 
is  divided. 

2.  A  communication  from  the  chairman  of  the  committee  on  general 
matters,  of  the  assembly  of  governors,  wherein  the  following  amendments 
are  proposed: 

"To  strictly  prohibit  a  second  reelection  to  provincial  offices. 
"To  authorize  the  elector  who  does  not  know  how  to  write,  to  select  the 
person,  whoever  the  latter  may  be,  to  fill  out  such  elector's  ballot." 

3.  A  resolution  of  the  assembly  of  municipal  presidents  of  Batangas, 
whereby  it  is  requested  that  suffrage  be  extended  to  those  who  have  been 
tenientes  of  barrios  in  the  present  government  and  to  those  who  know  how 
to  read  and  write  the  dialect  of  the  locality. 

4.  A  communication  from  the  provincial  governor  of  Tarlac,  proposing 
that  the  number  of  the  members  of  the  provincial  board  be  increased  by 
making  the  same  equal  to  that  of  the  delegates  of  the  province. 

With  regard  to  the  first  point,  the  subcommittee  is  of  opinion  that, 
it  being  a  purely  incidental  question  and  one  not  affecting,  therefore, 
the  division  previously  established  for  the  two  aforesaid  districts,,  the 
petition  ought  to  be  granted,  since  no  one  better  than  the  interested 
parties  themselves  can  know  the  importance  and  utility  of  the  new 
division  proposed. 

With  respect  to  the  strict  prohibition  of  reflections  to  provincial  offices, 
as  recommended  by  the  committee  on  general  matters  of  the  assembly  of 
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governors,  the  subcommittee  is  of  opinion  that,  until  the  term  of  the  said 
offices  shall  have  been  increased,  the  reelection  should  not  be  prohibited, 
inasmuch  as  this  is  to-day  the  only  opportunity  that  the  reelected  official 
has  to  obtain  the  better  development  of  his  policy  and  the  realization  of 
his  good  purposes,  which  the  short  time  of  his  term  prevented  him  from 
carrying  out. 

With  respect  to  the  authority  that  is  desired  to  be  conferred  upon 
the  elector  that  does  not  know  how  to  write,  to  select  the  person  to 
fill  out  his  ballot,  the  subcommittee  recommends  that  the  inspector  of 
the  electoral  college  be  designated  to  do  it,  as  provided  by  the  law,  but  in 
the  presence  of  the  watcher  of  the  party  to  which  the  elector  belongs, 
whereby  the  latter  is  furnished  the  guaranty  that  he  deserves  and  greater 
risk  of  disclosure  of  the  secrecy  that  must  be  observed  in  the  voting  is 
avoided. 

Relative  to  the  petition  of  the  assembly  of  municipal  presidents  of  Ba- 
tangas,  that  the  right  of  suffrage  be  extended  to  those  who  have  been  barrio 
tenientes  in  the  present  government  and  to  those  who  know  how  to  read 
and  write  the  dialect  of  the  locality,  it  is  of  the  opinion  that  nothing  can 
be  decided  upon  in  this  sense,  inasmuch  as  an  amendment  of  the  Municipal 
Code  with  respect  to  this  point  must  be  the  subject  of  study  on  the  part 
of  the  Philippine  Legislature,  in  so  far  as  it  relates  to  the  provision  on  the 
same  matter  of  section  7  of  the  Philippine  Act,  with  respect  to  the  qualifi- 
cations of  the  electors  in  municipal  elections — a  study  that  should  be  made 
before  any  decision  is  had  for  or  against  the  petition. 

Finally,  with  respect  to  the  subject  concerned  in  the  seventh  point  of 
the  amendments  submitted  to  this  subcommittee,  it  is  of  the  opinion  that 
in  order  to  accede  to  the  recommendation  of  the  honorable  provincial  gov- 
ernor of  Tarlac,  it  will  be  necessary  to  provide  for  the  case  of  a  tie  vote 
when  the  number  of  members  of  the  provincial  board  is  even.'  For  this 
case  it  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  governor  should  be  given  the  deciding  vote. 
With  the  exception  of  this  objection,  the  subcommittee  finds  the  recom- 
mendation reasonable,  since  greater  popular  representation  in  the  govern- 
ment is  one  guaranty  more  for  the  good  administration  of  the  province. 

The  subcommittee  concludes,  requesting  the  adoption  of  the  recommenda- 
tions proposed.

The  Joint  Committee  which  acted  during  the  recess  of  the  First  Phil- 
ippine Legislature,  and  to  which  was  forwarded  on  October  5,  1908,  by  order 
of  the  honorable  President  oí  the  Commission,  a  resolution  of  the  recent 
assembly  of  provincial  governors  relative  to  the  establishment  of  a  telephone 
system  in  these  Islands,  has  examined  the  said  resolution,  and  has  the

To  the  Joint  Committee  of  the  Philippine  Legislature: 

The  Subcommittee  on  Matters  Pertaining  to  the  Department  of '  Com- 
merce and  Police  has  carefully  considered  the  two  suggestions  relative  to 
the  establishment  of  a  telephone  system  in  these  Islands,  submitted  by 
the  honorable  Pedro  Rich,  governor  of  Bataan,  to  the  assembly  of  provincial 
governors  recently  convened  in  this  city. 

The  subcommittee  recommends  that  for  the  present  no  action  be  taken 
on  these  suggestions,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  Secretary  of  Commerce 
Police  has  already  made  a  study  of  the  subject  of  telephonic  installations 
in  the  provinces,  classifying  such  installations  in  three  categories,  namely, 
Insular,  provincial,  and  municipal. 

Furthermore,  it  would  not  seem  consonant  with  the  spirit  of  economy 
animating  the  decisions  of  the  Joint  Committee,  that  the  latter  should  at 
this  time  recommend  new  appropriations  of  funds,  especially  before  adjust- 
ment of  the  appropriations  for  the  coming  year. 

Lastly,  the  subcommittee  is  of  opinion  that  it  is  not  advisable  that  any 
action  be  recommended  with  respect  to  the  suggestions  of  the  Honorable 
Mr.  Rich  until  such  time  as  the  data  requested  of  the  Director  of  Posts 
in  connection  with  the  telephone  service  now  in  operation  in  certain  of  the 
provices  of  the  Archipelago  shall  have  been  received.

The  Joint  Committee  which  acted  during  the  recess  of  the  First  Phil- 
ippine Legislature,  and  to  which  was  forwarded  on  October  19,  1908,  by 
order  of  the  honorable  Speaker  of  the  Assembly,  a  resolution  of  the  assem- 
bly of  municipal  presidents  of  Batangas  requesting  a  definition  of  what 
are  municipal  roads  and  what  provincial,  has  examined  the  said  resolution, 
and  has  the  honor  to  invite  your  attention  to  the  following  report  of  the 
Subcommittee  on  Matters  Pertaining  to  the  Department  of  Commerce  and 
Police,  to  which  the  said  resolution  was  referred  by  indorsement,  which 
said  report  was  adopted  by  the  committee  at  its  session  of  January  29,  1909 : 

January  29,  1909. 
To  the  Joint  Committee  of  the  Philippine  Legislature : 

The  Subcommittee  on  Matters  Pertaining  to  the  Department  of  Com- 
merce and  Police,  reporting  upon  a  resolution  of  the  assembly  of  municipal 
presidents  of  Batangas,  referred  to  the  said  subcommittee,  and  which 
embodies  the  suggestion  that  an  Act  be  passed  defining  what  is  meant  by 
municipal  and  provincial  roads,  has  the  honor  to  state: 

1.  That  it  is  highly  proper  that  a  clear  and  explicit  definition  be 
had  of  municipal  and  provincial  roads,  because  the  absence  of  definite 
meaning  in  the  terms  and  their  indeterminate  nature  give  rise  to  not 
a  little  confusion  as  to  duties  and  powers,  and  necessarily  entail  neglect  of 
these  important  means  of  communication,  due  to  ignorance  as  to  whether  - 
the  work  of  repairing  and  keeping  up  the  said  roads  is  within  the  province 
of  the  provincial  or  that  of  the  municipal  authorities. 

2.  The  Subcommittee  on  Matters  Pertaining  to  the  Department  of  Com- 
merce and  Police  conceives  the  following  to  be  municipal  roads: 

( a )   Such  as  are  situated  within  the  limits  of  the  municipality. 

(6)  Such  as,  though  being  without  the  limits  of  the  municipality,  are 
nevertheless  within  its  jurisdiction  and  lead  to  a  field,  wood,  shore,  or  river 
habitually  used  by  the  residents  of  such  municipality. 

(c)    Such  as  connect  the  barrios  with  the  municipality;  and 

{d)   Such  as  are  within,  and  serve  to  connect,  the  different  barrios. 

3.  Provincial  roads,  according  to  the  sense  of  the  subcommittee,  are: 
[a)   Those  which  connect  the  municipalities  of  a  province,  comprising 

under  this  head  any  portion  of  such  roads  which  traverses  any  municipality. 

(6)  Those  leading  from  the  pueblos  to  tide  water  and  which  are  com- 
monly used  for  the  transportation  of  products  and  merchandise  into  the 
interior  of  the  province  or  for  shipment  out  of  the  province. 

The  provincial  board  of  Batangas,  however,  does  not  concur  in  this 
latter  view,  holding,  mistakenly,  that  only  the  residents  of  municipalities 
situated  on  the  seashore  avail  themselves  of  roads  leading  to  the  shore. 

For  the  foregoing  reasons,  the  Subcommittee  on  Matters  Pertaining  to 
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the  Department  of  Commerce  and  Police  recommends  that  an  Act  be  passed 
defining  and  determining  what  is  generally  understood  by  provincial  roads 
and  municipal  roads,  in  the  terms  above  suggested.

which  such  resolution  was  referred,  which  said  report  was  adopted  by  the 
committee  at  its  session  of  January  31,  1909,  adjournment  from  that  of 
the  29th  of  the  same  month:

To  the  Joint  Committee  of  the  Philippine  Legislature: 

Your  subcommittee  has  considered  the  annexed  resolution  of  the  assembly 
of  governors,  and  has  nofw  the  honor  to  report  upon  the  same  as  follows: 

In  the  said  resolution  the  recommendation  is  made  to  the  Legislature 
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that  a*n  Act  be  passed  embracing  three  matters  of  a  general  character, 
to  wit: 

1.  An  increase  of  10  per  cent  in  the  amount  assigned  to  municipalities 
from  internal-revenue  receipts,  such  increase  to  be  applied  exclusively  to 
improvements  in  the  municipal  police  and  fire  departments,  to  hygienic 
purposes,  to  the  construction  of  schoolhouses,  and  to  other  public  works, 
the  municipal  council  to  be  authorized  to  determine  to  which  of  the  objects 
aforesaid  the  said  10  per  cent  shall  be  applied,  whether  as  a  lump  sum  or 
in  parts. 

2.  The  imposition  upon  municipalities  of  the  duty  of  registering  their 
titles  within  two  years  from  the  passage  of  the  Act,  with  a  provision  that 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  provincial  fiscal  to  institute  and  prosecute  all 
proceedings  necessary  to  the  securing  of  such  titles,  and  to  represent  the 
said  municipalities  at  all  hearings  had  before  the  courts  of  land  registra- 
tion; and 

3.  That  the  Insular  Government  send  to  the  provinces  the  number  of 
surveyors  necessary  to  survey  promptly  such  lands  as  are  the  property  of 
municipalities,  and  draw  plans  thereof  in  accordance  with  the  requirements 
of  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  Court  of  Land  Registration,  and  that 
the  legal  compensation  of  such  surveyors  for  the  said  work  be  reduced  to 
50  per  cent. 

Your  subcommittee,  concurring  in  the  report  of  the  Secretary  of  Finance 
and  Justice,  suggests: 

1.  That  the  first  part  of  the  said  resolution  be  not  considered  until  the 
appropriations  shall  have  been  settled. 

2.  That  the  committee  is  of  opinion  that  the  second  part  of  the  said 
resolution  is  unnecessary,  because  its  purpose  could  be  effected  equally  well 
by  an  order  of  the  Governor-General  directing  that  municipalities  register 
their  titles  to  property,  and  because  the  laws  now  in  force  provide  that  the 
provincial  fiscal  shall  act  as  counsel  and  attorney  for  the  municipalities  of 
his  province,  and  therefore  it  is  he  whose  duty  it  is  to  see  that  the  titles 
to  lands  belonging  to  the  municipalities  are  duly  registered,  and  to 
represent  such  municipalities  before  the  Court  of  Land  Registration. 

3.  That  the  subcommittee  is  of  opinion  that  the  third  part  of  the  said 
resolution  is  superfluous,  inasmuch  as  the  Insular  Government  is  now 
sending  to  the  provinces  the  greatest  number  possible  of  surveyors  to 
measure  and  draw  up,  without  charge,  plans  of  all  lands  belonging  to 
municipalities.

at  its  session  of  January  31,  1909,  adjournment  from  that  of  the  29th  of 
the  same  month:

To  the  Joint  Committee  of  the  Philippine  Legislature  : 

Your  subcommittee  has  considered  the  annexed  resolution  of  the  assembly 
of  governors  reading  as  follows: 

"Whereas  throughout  the  whole  of  this  year  nineteen  hundred  and  eight, 
cases  of  epizooty  and  foot-and-mouth  disease,  as  well  as  locusts,,  have 
appeared  in  all  the  provinces  of  the  Philippine  Islands;  and 

"Whereas,  through  the  lack  of  labor  animals  and  the  ravages  caused 
by  the  locusts,  the  fields  have  suffered  great  damage,  entailing  serious  loss 
upon  the  owners:  Now,  therefore,  be  it 

"Resolved,  That  the  penalty  in  connection  with  the  land  tax  for  the 
calendar  year  nineteen  hundred  and  eight  be  remitted." 

The  subcommittee  recognizes  the  validity  of  the  reasons  advanced  in 
the  foregoing  resolution,  and  believes  that  to  them  should  be  added  the 
tremendous  ravages  caused  in  many  provinces  of  the  Archipelago  by  the 
succession  of  baguios  recently  experienced.  It  is,  nevertheless,  the  sense 
of  the  subcommittee  that  the  remission  of  a  penalty  in  connection  with  a 
land  tax,  as  well  as  all  measures  looking  to  the  modification,  suspension, 
or  abolishment  of  taxes  and  contributions,  are  matters  of  such  importance 
as  to  demand  a  more  minute  investigation  of  the  economical  conditions 
of  the  different  pueblos.  In  principle,  the  subcommittee  believes  that  it 
would  be  reasonable  to  accede  to  the  requests  embodied  in  the  resolution 
in  question,  provided  the  economical  situation  of  the  pueblos  were  so 
precarious  as  to  render  wholly  impracticable  the  collection  of  the  penalty 
upon  the  land  tax;  but  to  ascertain  whether  or  not  such  a  condition  really 
prevails,  a  more  extended  investigation,  as  already  suggested,  is  required. 
It  is  furthermore  the  sense  of  the  subcommittee  that  matters  touching  upon 
the  imposition  and  collection  of  taxes  and  contributions  are  closely  allied 
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to  the  duties  which  the  Government  has  to  perform — duties  of  a  permanent 
character,  the  fulfillment  of  which  is  a  condition  essential  to  the  successful 
direction  and  progress  of  all  matters  or  interests  of  a  general  or  public 
character.  For  the  foregoing  reasons,  the  subcommittee  suggests  that  no 
action  be  taken  for  the  present  and  until  such  time  as  all  the  above- 
mentioned  data  necessary  to  a  final  decision  in  the  matter  shall  have  been 
obtained.

The  Joint  Committee  which  acted  during  the  recess  of  the  First  Philip- 
pine Legislature,  and  to  which  was  forwarded  on  August  7,  1908,  by  order 
of  the  honorable  President  of  the  Commission,  a  petition  signed  by  residents 
of  the  Province  of  Oriental  Negros  and  presented  to  the  Governor-General 
on  the  occasion  of  his  recent  visit  to  the  said  province,  relative  to  the 
purchase  by  the  Insular  Government  of  agricultural  machinery  for  distribu- 
tion among  such  provinces  as  might  need  it,  has  examined  the  said  petition 
conjointly  with  Bills  Nos.  18,  172,  and  219  of  the  Assembly,  which  were 
awaiting  the  action  of  the  latter  at  the  close  of  its  last  term  of  sessions, 
and  which,  as  bearing  upon  the  petition  in  question,  were  forwarded  to  the 
committee  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Assembly  in  his  capacity  of  Secretary  of 
the  Joint  Committee,  and  has  the  honor  to  invite  your  attention  to  the 
following  report  of  the  Subcommittee  on  Matters  Pertaining  to  the  Depart- 
ment of  the  Interior  and  Special  Appropriations,  which  has  considered  the 
said  petition  and  bills: 

January  30,  1909. 
To  the  Joint  Committee  of  the  Philippine  Legislature: 

The  Subcommittee  on  Matters  Pertaining  to  the  Department  of  the 
Interior  and  Special  Appropriations,  reporting  upon  Bills  Nos.  18,  172,  and 
219  of  the  Philippine  Assembly,  which  were  awaiting  action  at  the  close 
of  the  last  session  of  the  latter,  and  the  petition  presented  by  the  Province 
of  Oriental  Negros,  to  the  Governor-General  on  the  occasion  of  his  late 
visit  to  said  province,  after  having  considered  the  matter,  has  the  honor 
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to  return  herewith  the  papers  thereto  pertaining,  submitting  to  the  Joint 
Committee  of  the  Philippine  Legislature  the  following  considerations: 

The  first  of  the  said  bills  "provides  for  the  purchase  of  agricultural 
machinery  and  implements  for  distribution,  under  certain  conditions,  to 
municipalities  and  proprietors  applying  therefor";  the  second  "provides 
for  the  appropriation  of  ^=250,000,  for  the  purchase  of  plowing  machines 
to  be  used  in  the  provinces  of  the  Philippine  Archipelago";  and  the  third 
"appropriates  the  sum  of  ^100,000,  out  of  Insular  funds,  for  the  purchase 
of  John  Fowler  &  Co.  steam  plows,  or  those  of  other  reputable  makers, 
as  an  experiment  toward  remedying  the  enormous  decrease  in  sugar  and 
palay  and  assisting  such  landowners  as  lost  their  cattle  by  rinderpest." 
Although  these  bills  provide  different  rates  of  appropriation  (1*500,000, 
^250,000,  and  ^100,000),  and  differ  in  the  manner  of  the  distribution  or 
assignment  of  the  machinery  and  agricultural  implements,  nevertheless 
the  matters  therein  treated  of  may  really  be  considered  as  identical,  namely : 
First,  the  appropriation  of  a  certain  sum  of  money  out  of  the  Insular 
Treasury  for  the  purchase  of  agricultural  machinery,  and,  second,  its  distri- 
bution or  award  under  certain  specified  conditions. 

It  is  a  demonstrated  fact  that  the  machines  in  question  can  be  operated 
only  over  fields  that  are  perfectly  level,  and  over  large  areas  of  land,  which 
means  that  only  the  owners  of  the  larger  tracts  of  land  will  be  benefited 
by  this  measure.  The  accidents  of  the  soil,  its  inequality,  the  dikes  which 
traverse  it  in  different  directions,  and  the  separation  of  the  properties  of 
the  different  owners  will  render  impossible  the  use  of  such  machinery  on  the 
greater  portion  of  the  lands  under  cultivation.  If  the  intention  of  the 
proponents  of  this  measure  is  more  particularly  to  assist  petty  landholders 
and  the  poorer  class  of  owners,  it  would  appear  that  their  object  would 
not  be  attained.  As  to  the  large  landholders,  they  probably  would  not  re- 
quire direct  assistance  from  the  Government,  being  in  a  position  to  purchase 
from  the  importers  the  necessary  machinery,  or,  if  unprovided  with  ready 
money,  to  avail  themselves  of  the  facilities  afforded  by  the  Agricultural 
Bank. 

This  subcommittee  is  of  opinion  that  no  immediate  action  should  be 
taken  in  this  matter,  and  that  nothing  should  be  done  until  some  clear, 
positive,  and  unmistakable  experience  shall  have  been  had  of  the  results 
which  may  be  anticipated.  The  Bureau  of  Agriculture  is  now  and  for 
some  time  past  has  been  carrying  on  a  series  of  experiments  with  traction 
engines  and  steam  plows  of  different  makes,  at  different  periods  of  time, 
in  separate  localities,  and  under  varying  conditions.  The  results  have 
varied  widely,  and  it  has  not  been  possible  to  arrive  at  any  definite  con- 
clusion. It  is  beyond  doubt  that  the  said  machines  are  costly  and  do  not 
everywhere  produce  the  same  results.  The  unique  conditions  prevailing 
in  the  Philippine  Islands,  the  climate  of  the  country,  and  its  agricultural 
usages  require  that  measures  be  not  adopted  hurriedly,  if  it  be  desired  to 
avoid  loss  of  money  and  the  possibility  of  signal  failures. 

The  opinion  of  this  subcommittee  is  that  the  original  propositions  should 
be  substituted  by  another  permitting  the  Bureau  of  Agriculture  to  extend 
the  scope  of  its  experiments,  by  acquiring  machinery  of  the  most  recent 
manufacture  and  in  greater  quantity,  in  order  that  experiments  therewith 
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might  be  made  simultaneously  over  widely  separated  regions  in  the  Arch- 
ipelago. At  the  same  time  such  experiments  are  being  carried  on,  contracts 
might  be  entered  into  for  plowing  the  fields  adjacent  to  the  scene  of  the 
experiments,  such  service  to  be  rendered  upon  payment  of  a  certain  charge, 
which  would  represent  reimbursement  of  a  portion  of  the  sums  expended 
and  other  expenses  incurred. 

it  is  therefore  recommended  that  the  bills  be  tabled,  and  that  the  author- 
ization already  granted  the  Bureau  of  Agriculture  be*  extended  in  the  sense 
hereinabove  suggested,  with  appropriation  of  such  amounts  as  might  be 
awarded  for  the  purpose  at  the  time  of  discussing  the  appropriations  for  the 
said  Bureau.

Your  Subcommittee  on  Matters  Pertaining  to  the  Department  of  Finance 
and  Justice,  to  which  were  referred  the  communication  of  the  secretary 
of  the  assembly  of  governors  forwarding  a  resolution  adopted  by  the 
latter  to  the  effect  that  per  diem  allowances  and  traveling  expenses  be 
granted  to  indigent  witnesses  in  criminal  causes  in  the  Courts  of  First 
Instance,  and  that  part  of  the  petition  presented  to  the  Governor-General, 
on  the  occasion  of  his  visit  to  Oriental  Negros,  praying  that  the  passage 
of  the  Rovira  Bill  treating  of  traveling  expenses  of  witnesses  be  recom- 
mended, has  the  honor  to  report  and  recommend  as  follows: 

Your  Subcommittee  on  Matters  Pertaining  to  the  Department  of  Finance 
and  Justice  believes  it  just  that  per  diem  allowances  and  traveling  expenses 
should  be  granted  witnesses  in  criminal  causes.  This  is  a  need  felt  and 
recommended  by  the  judges  and  by  the  Attorney-General.  The  Secretary 
of  Finance  and  Justice,  in  view  of  these  recommandations,  has  under 
consideration  a  bill  relative  to  this  matter  which  he  hopes  to  complete 
and  submit  to  the  Philippine  Commission  as  soon  as  he  shall  have  re- 
ceived from  all  the  judges  and  clerks  of  the  Courts  of  First  Instance 
certain  data  requested  and  which  he  believes  necessary  for  the  drafting 
of  the  bill. 

This  being  the  case,  and  inasmuch,  furthermore,  as  the  granting  of 
such  per  diem  allowances  presupposes  an  appropriation  for  the  purpose, 
your  subcommittee,  though  of  the  opinion  in  principle  that  an  Act  should 
be  passed  granting  such  per  diem  allowances  and  traveling  expenses, 
recommends,  nevertheless,  that  no  action  be  taken  for  the  present  in  this 
matter,  but  that  it  be  left  in  abeyance  until  such  time,  after  the  passage 
of  the  appropriation  Act,  as  it  shall  be  known  whether  the  Insular  Gov- 
ernment has  sufficient  funds  to  cover  this  new  appropriation,  and  the 
Secretary  of  Finance  and  Justice  shall  present  the  above-mentioned  bill.

The  Subcommittee  on  Matters  Pertaining  to  the  Department  of  Com- 
merce and  Police  has  the  honor  to  report  upon  a  resolution  of  the  provincial 
board  of  Isabela,  Luzon,  recommending  that  the  Insular  Government  repair 
the  road  from  Cordon  (Isabela)  to  the  boundary  line  of  Nueva  Vizcaya, 
owing  to  lack  of  provincial  funds  with  which  to  carry  on  the  said  works. 

The  subcommittee  has  directed  its  efforts  to  ascertaining  whether  or 
not  the  said  road  is  an  important  one,  and  from  its  investigations  has 
arrived  at  the  conclusion  that  the  road  in  question,  connecting,  as  it  does, 
the  Provinces  of  Isabela  and  Nueva  Vizcaya,  is  one  of  the  most  important 
highways  in  that  locality,  and  that  it  is  fitting,  therefore,  that  the  work 
of  its  repair  be  effected  with  Insular  funds,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the 
provincial   funds  available  are  not  sufficient  for  the  purpose. 

But  inasmuch  as  under  the  present  appropriations  there  are  no  funds 
available  for  such  purpose,  the  subcommittee  on  Matters  Pertaining  to  the 
Department  of  Commerce  and  Police  suggests  and  recommends  that  this 
expense  be  included  in  the  appropriation  Act  for  public  works  and  per- 
manent improvements  for  the  fiscal  year  1909-10. 

The  other  matters  touched  upon  in  the  petition  should  be   referred  to 
the  proper  committees  of  the  Legislature.

To  the  Joint  Committee  of  the  Philippine  Legislature : 

The  annexed  motion  was  carried  by  the  assembly  of  the  municipal  pres- 
idents of  Pangasinan.  Your  subcommittee  believes  that  the  said  motion  is 
in  principle  well  worthy  of  consideration,  as,  in  truth,  every  suggestion 
tending  to  promote  the  advancement  of  public  instruction  should  be  accorded 
a  favorable  reception.  The  subcommittee  recognizes  that  the  municipal 
funds  appropriated  to  the  purpose  of  instruction  are  scanty,  amounting 
at  the  present  time  to  a  little  over  1*1,500,000,  and,  on  the  other  hand, 
it  does  not  believe  that  the  Insular  Treasury  has  sufficient  funds  with  which 
to  pay  all  the  municipal  teachers. 

A  cursory  examination  of  the  estimate  of  appropriations  submitted  by 
the  Director  of  Public  Instruction  would  suffice  to  make  it  evident  that  this 
Department  can  not  but  recognize  the  needs  of  many  of  the  municipalities 
as  regards  instruction  and  maintenance  of  the  municipal  schools,  and  for 
this  reason  the  subcommittee  suggests  that  an  Act  be  passed  appropriating 
a  reasonable  sum  for  the  payment  of  temporary  Insular  teachers  who  may 
be  detailed  to  serve  in  such  municipalities  as  ask  for  them,  by  reason  of 
the  fact  that  the  said  municipalities  are  not  in  a  position  to  be  able  to 
afford  the  payment  of  teachers'  salaries. 

The  subcommittee  suggests  that  the  resolution  of  the  assembly  of 
municipal  presidents  of  Pangasinan  be  not  favorably  recommended.

following  report  of  the  Subcommittee  on  Matters  Pertaining  to  the  Exec- 
utive Department  and  Department  of  Public  Instruction,  to  which  the 
same  was  referred,  which  said  report  was  adopted  by  the  committee  at  its 
session  of  January  31,   1909,  adjournment  from  that  held  on  the  29th  of 

the  same  month:

To  the  Joint  Committee  of  the  Philippine  Legislature : 

Your  subcommittee  has  considered  the  annexed  proposal  approved  by 
the  assembly  of  provincial  governors,  to  the  effect  that  an  Act  be  passed 
providing  for  the  distribution  of  the  general  funds  of  the  municipality 
among  the  different  merged  pueblos,  so  that  the  charges  and  benefits  shall 
be  apportioned  in  an  equitable  manner. 

The  said  resolution  has  been  exhaustively  discussed,  and  reasons  both 
for  and  against  it  have  been  advanced.  The  principal  reason  adduced  in 
favor  of  the  project  was  based  upon  certain  observed  facts  showing  that 
the  merged  pueblos  did  not  in  any  way  share  in  the  distribution  of  the 
general  funds  of  their  municipality;  but  this  subcommittee  concurs  in  the 
opinion  of  the  committee  on  general  affairs  of  the  assembly  of  governors, 
to  the  effect  that  such  facts  are  to  be  imputed  to  a  certain  few  municipal 
officials,  and,  consequently,  have  their  adequate  remedy  consisting  in  an 
administrative  action  against  the  said  officials,  without  the  necessity  of  any 
Act  being  passed  in  the  premises. 

This  subcommittee  is  of  opinion  that  this  Joint  Committee  should  not 
favorably  recommend  the  above-mentioned  bill  to  the  Legislature.

Whereas  the  plan  of  survey  of  the 
exterior  boundaries  of  land  to  be  reserved  as  a  town  site  at  Parang,  munic- 
ipality of  Parang,  Moro  Province,  was  approved  and  said  land  so  reserved 
by  resolution  numbered  seventy-seven  of  the  Commission,  dated  December 
third,  nineteen  hundred  and  eight;  and 

Whereas  the  survey  of  a  partial  subdivision  of  the  town  site  has  been 
completed  by  the  Bureau  of  Lands,  and  plans  were  approved  by  the 
Director  of  Lands,  of  blocks  A  and  B  and  blocks  one  to  thirty,  inclusive, 
on  March  tenth,  nineteen  hundred  and  nine ;  and 

Whereas  several  of  the  lots  which  have  been  surveyed  are  to  be  used  for 
public  purposes;  and 

Whereas  the  said  plan  has  been  submitted  by  the  Director  of  Lands  for 
approval:  Now,  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  plan  submitted  by  the  Director  of  Lands  be,  and  the 
214 
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same  hereby  is,  approved  as  regards  blocks  A  and  B  and  blocks  one  to 
thirty,  inclusive. 

Resolved  further,  That  block  fourteen  shall  be,  and  hereby  is,  reserved 
for  provincial  purposes,  to  be  used  as  a  school  site;  that  lots  one  and  two 
of  block  ten  shall  be,  and  hereby  are,  reserved  for  municipal  purposes,  for 
a  municipal  building;  that  lots  two  and  three  of  block  A  shall  be,  and 
hereby  are,  reserved  for  a  municipal  hospital ;  and  that  lot  twenty,  block  B, 
shall  be,  and  hereby  is,  reserved  for  municipal  purposes,  to  be  used  for  a 
post  office; 

Resolved  further,  That  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  the  above-mentioned 
lots  which  are  not  reserved  shall  constitute  a  fund  to  be  devoted  to  public 
improvements  in  or  near  the  town  site. 

The  resolution  was  unanimously  adopted. 

THIRD   READING   AND   PASSAGE   OF   BILLS. 

Commission  Bill  No.  80.  An  Act  to  grant  to  the  Tiaong  Milling  and 
Plantation  Company  the  right  to  construct,  erect,  and  maintain  a  dam 
across  the  river  called  Malaquing-Ilog,  at  or  near  the  municipality  of 
Tiaong,  Province  of  Tayabas. 

The  bill  was  read  the  third  time.

The  foregoing  and  all 
other  terms  and  provisions  of  section  seventy-four  of  the  Act  of  Congress 
approved  July  first,  nineteen  hundred  and  two,  are  incorporated  into  and 
made  a  part  hereof,  with  the  same  effect  as  if  they  were  set  forth  herein 
at  length." 

Section  3,  strike  out  in  its  entirety,  and  change  section  number  4  to  3. 

The  motion  prevailed. 

The  question  being  on  the  passage  of  the  bill  as  amended,  the 
roll  was  called,  and  Commission  Bill  No.  80,  as  amended,  was 
unanimously  passed,  and  the  title  was  read  and  approved. 

The  Secretary  was  directed  to  request  the  concurrence  of  the 
Assembly  in  the  bill  as  passed. 

Commission  Bill  No.  84.  An  Act  amending  section  fifty-four  of  Act 
Numbered  Nine  hundred  and  twenty-six,  entitled  "The  Public  Land  Act," 
by  more  definitely  fixing  the  period  of  occupation  of  land  acquired  as  a  basis 
for  perfecting  title  thereto.

REPORTS   OE   STANDING   COMMITTEES. 

[Committee  Report  No.  97.] 

March  19,   1909. 

Mr.  President:  The  Committee  on  Provincial  and  Municipal  Govern- 
ments, to  which  was  referred  on  February  13,  1909,  resolution  No.  3  of  the 
convention  of  municipal  presidents  of  the  Province  of  Tarlac,  assigning  a 
per  diem  to  each  councilor  for  each  session  day  which  he  attends,  has 
examined  the  same  and  has  the  honor  to  report  it  back  to  the  Commission 
with  the  following  recommendation,  viz: 

That  no  consideration  be  given  to  said  resolution. 

The  argument  on  which  said  resolution  is  based  is  that  all  work  done 
by  Government  employees  ought  to  be  paid  for;  and  that  no  inconvenience 
will  be  found  in  the  adoption  of  this  principle  with  reference  to  the  per 
diems  of  the  councilors  if  the  municipal  governments  have  sufficient  funds 
to  meet  all  the  expenditures  necessary  to  a  good  municipal  administration 
after  having  established  the  public  services  usual  in  well-administered 
cities  in  order  that  the  peace,  order,  health,  and  welfare  of  the  people  may 
be  sufficiently  maintained  and  regulated. 

In  a  prosperous  economic  situation  the  desires  of  the  municipal  pres- 
idents of  Tarlac  might  be  favored,  but  taking  into  account  the  fact  that 
generally  the  receipts  of  the  municipalities  are  insufficient  to  cover  their 
ordinary  expenditures,  and  that  the  total  sum  of  the  proposed  per  diem 
to  the  councilors  will  constitute  a  very  large  sum  to  be  added  to  the 
expenses  of  our  municipalities,  which  would  result  in  an  impossible 
economic  situation  for  many  of  them,  your  committee,  after  considering 
this  matter,  is  against  the  authorization  of  such  per  diems,  and  for  that 
reason  recommends  that  no  action  be  taken  in  regard  to  the  resolution  of 
the  convention  of  municipal  presidents  of  the  Province  of  Tarlac.

permit  the  use  of  such  carts  oyer  provincial  roads  at  least  during  the  dry 
season  from  January  to  May,  inclusive,  has  examined  the  same  and  has 
the  honor  to  report  it  back  to  the  Commission  with  the  following  recom- 
mendation, viz: 

That  the  request  embodied  in  resolution  No.  4  be  not  granted,  as  it  is 
deemed  by  your  committee  to  be  of  the  utmost  importance  that  the  cart  tax 
be  enforced  in  order  that  the  people  of  the  provinces  may  be  induced  to  use 
only  broad-tired  carts  on  the  roads  instead  of  narrow-tired  carts  and  carts 
having  wheels  rigid  with  the  axle,  which  tend  to  destroy  roads. 

It  is  not  within  the  province  of  the  Commission  %to  permit  the  use  of  all 
carts  over  provincial  roads  during  the  dry  season  from  January  to  May, 
inclusive,  and  it  appears  that  that  question  has  not  been  submitted  to  it.

REPORTS  OF  JOINT   LEGISLATIVE   COMMITTEE  ON  VARIOUS 
MATTERS    REFERRED   TO   THEM. 

February  1,  1909. 
To  the  honorable  Philippine  Legislature : 

The  Joint  Committee  which  acted  during  the  recess  of  the  First  Philip- 
pine Legislature,  and  to  which  was  forwarded,  by  order  of  the  honorable 
Speaker  of  the  Assembly,  a  petition  signed  by  a  number  of  midwives  and 
praying  for  an  increase  of  salary,  which  said  petition  was  awaiting  action 
before  the  Committee  on  Appropriations  at  the  close  of  the  last  session, 
has  examined  the  said  petition,  and  has  the  honor  to  invite  your  attention 
to  the  following  report  of  the  subcommittee  on  Matters  Pertaining  to  the 
Department  of  the  Interior  and  Special  Appropriations,  to  which  same  was 
referred,  which  said  report  was  adopted  by  the  committee  at  its  session  of 
January  31,  1909,  adjournment  from  that  held  on  the  29th  of  the  same 
month : 

January  30,  1909. 
To  the  Joint  Committee  of  tlie  Philippine  Legislature: 

The  Subcommittee  on  Matters  Pertaining  to  the  Department  of  the 
Interior  and  Special  Appropriations,  to  which  was  forwarded  the  petition 
of  the  official  midwives  of  Manila  requesting  an  increase  in  their  present 
salary,  has  the  honor  to  report  thereon,  as  requested,  and  to  return  the 
papers,  with  the  recommendation  that  no  action  be  taken  upon  the  matter, 
for  the  following  reasons : 

The  petitioners  are  all  those  who  officially  perform  the  duties  of  mid- 
wives,  with  a  monthly  salary  of  ^20.  They  already  held  this  office  during 
the  Spanish  regime.  They  were  duly  qualified  by  the  then  existing  Board 
of  Health,  in  view  of  the  privilege  theretofore  granted  them  and  of  the  fact 
that  their  services  were  deemed  necessary. 

The  petitioners  have  heretofore  and  more  than  once  sought  to  have  their 
salaries  increased,  and  on  all  such  occasions  an  investigation  was  had  of 
their  scientific  efficiency,  the  quality  of  their  services,  and  the  grounds  that 
might  exist  in  favor  of  such  increase  of  compensation,  and  the  conclusion 
has  been  repeatedly  reached  that  the  service  performed  by  such  employees 
was  very  inferior  and  that  there  were  no  grounds  for  increasing  their 
salaries. 

As  a  result  of  the  establishment  of  the  Government  Medical  School,  in 
which  there  is  a  professor  specially  assigned  to  the  department  of  gyne- 
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cology  and  parturition,  with  two  assistant  physicians  from  the  outside,  the 
work  of  these  midwives  has  greatly  diminished;  and  this  is  an  additional 
reason  for  not  granting  the  increase  o'f  salary  requested  by  them. 

For  the  foregoing  reasons,  the  subcommittee  recommends  that  the  peti- 
tion be  denied.

The  Joint  Committee  which  acted  during  the  recess  of  the  First  Philip- 
pine Legislature,  and  to  which  was  referred  on  November  30,  1908,  by 
order  of  the  President  of  the  Commission,  a  resolution  of  the  assembly  of 
provincial  governors,  amending  Act  No.  1854  relating  to  irrigation  systems, 
the  issuing  of  bonds  for  the  construction  and  repair  of  irrigation  canals, 
and  the  sending  of  competent  engineers  to  investigate,  in  all  the  provinces, 
the  benefits  to  result  from  the  building  of  irrigation  canals,  has  examined 
the  said  resolution,  and  has  the  honor  to  invite  your  attention  to  the 
following  report  of  the  Subcommittee  on  Matters  Pertaining  to  the  Depart- 
ment of  Commerce  and  Police,  to  which  the  said  resolution  was  referred 
by  indorsement: 

January  27,  1909. 
To  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Philippine  Legislature: 

The  Subcommittee  on  Matters  Pertaining  to  the  Department  of  Commerce 
and  Police,  submitting  herewith  report  requested  of  it  upon  the  resolution 
adopted  by  the  assembly  of  provincial  governors  under  date  October  6, 
last  past,  has  the  honor  to  advise  as  follows: 

That  it  does  not  believe  it  opportune  to  favor  the  amendment  proposed  by 
said  Assembly  to  section  5  of  Act  No.  1854  to  the  effect  that  the  term 
allowed  for  payment  to  the  Government  of  the  cost  of  the  irrigation  work 
shall  not  be  less  than  twenty  nor  more  than  forty  years. 

The  subcommittee  is  of  opinion  that  the  term  fixed  by  the  Act  should 
stand,  as  there  will  always  be  time  in  the  future  to  introduce  in  this  regard 
such  amendments  as  experience  may  counsel  and  the  necessities  of  agri- 
culture demand. 

As  to  the  second  feature  of  the  said  resolution,  the  subcommittee 
declares  its  opinion  to  be  opposed  to  that  of  the  said  assembly,  which 
recommended  that  section  6  of  the  said  Act  No.  1854  be  amended  by  adding 
to  the  second  paragraph  thereof  the  following  clause: 
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"Provided,  that  the  charge  to  be  collected  from  all  owners  of  irrigation 
systems  already  completed  and  delivered  or  made  over  to  the  government 
shall  be  less  than  that  collected  from  other  owner s." 

The  subcommittee  bases  its  opposition  upon  the  fact  that  such  an  amend- 
ment would  create  a  privilege  in  favor  of  certain  owners — a  privilege 
which  would  in  the  end  become  odious.  Rather  than  favor  this  amendment, 
the  subcommittee  would  prefer  to  recommend  the  granting  of  a  reasonable 
indemnification  to  the  owners  of  irrigation  systems  already  completed 
and  delivered  to  the  government. 

The  most  important  recommendation  in  the  resolution  is  the  third, 
relative  to  authorizing  the  Insular  government  to  issue  bonds  to  an  amount 
not  exceeding  ^25,000,000. 

The  subcommittee  believes  this  to  be  a  matter  of  the  greatest  moment, 
upon  which  a  well-grounded  opinion  is  not  to  be  expressed,  without  previous 
knowledge  of  enumerable  data;  which  are  not  furnished,  such,  for  example, 
the  number  of  hectares  susceptible  of  irrigation  throughout  the  whole  of 
the  islands;  the  amount  of  interest  to  be  paid  on  the  bonds  issued;  the 
cost  of  salaries  of  the  personnel  which  will  have  to  be  employed  in  this 
new  service,  what  each  province  will  have  to  contribute  to  this  end,  etc. 

All  these  data  are  essential  to  the  forming  of  a  correct  judgment  in 
a  matter  of  such  transcendental  importance,  and  the  subcommittee  has  been 
unable  to  ask  for  them,  and  has  no  longer  the  time  to  do  so  in  view  of 
the  fact  that  these  recommendations  were  not  referred  to  the  subcommittee 
until  the  19th  instant. 

As  to  that  part  of  the  resolution  of  the  assembly  of  governors  which 
recommends  that,  until  such  time  as  the  authority  to  issue  bonds  shall 
be  obtained,  the  sums  appropriated  by  Acts  Nos.  1688  and  1837  for  the 
investigation,  consideration,  construction,  maintenance,  and  fostering  of 
irrigation  systems  in  the  Philippine  Islands,  and  for  the  restoration  of 
existing  systems,  be  increased,  this  subcommittee  has  no  objection  what- 
soever to  offer  thereto,  always  provided  there  be  in  the  Insular  Treasury 
funds  available  for  this  purpose. 

Lastly,  the  assembly  of  governors  recommended  that  the  Government 
should,  as  soon  as  might  be  possible,  send  competent  engineers  to  in- 
vestigate in  all  the  provinces  the  possibility  and  advisability  of  establishing 
and  restoring  irrigation  systems,  the  work  to  be  undertaken  without  loss 
of  time,  in  order  to  remedy  the   depression  prevailing  in   these   Islands. 

To  this  recommendation  the  subcommittee  may  make  answer  that  it  is 
assured,  from  trustworthy  data  furnished  by  the  Secretary  of  Commerce 
and  Police,  that  there  are  at  present  18  engineers  engaged  in  the  investi- 
gations the  accomplishment  of  which  has  been  a  matter  of  interest  to 
the  assembly  of  provincial  governors,  and  that  this  number  will  shortly 
be  increased,  as  the  arrival  is  expected  within  a  short  time  of  five  additional 
engineers,  who  will  at  once  take  up  the  same  investigations.

the  assembly  of  provincial  governors  proposing  certain  amendments  to 
the  present  Act  governing  the  registration  and  branding  of  live  stock, 
has  examined  the  said  resolution,  and  has  the  honor  to  invite  your  atten- 
tion to  the  following  report  of  the  Subcommittee  on  Matters  Pertaining 
to  the  Department  of  the  Interior  and  Special  Appropriations,  to  which 
the  same  was  referred,  which  said  report  was  adopted  by  the  committee 
at  its  session  of  January  31,  1909,  adjournment  from  that  held  on  the 
29th  of  the  same  month: 

January  30,  1909. 
To  the  Joint  Committee  of  the  Philippine  Legislature: 

The  papers  in  this  matter  forwarded  to  the  Subcommittee  on  Matters 
Pertaining  to  the  Department  of  the  Interior  and  Special  Appropriations, 
yesterday,  January  29,  for  consideration  and  report,  contain  the  following: 

1.  A  resolution  presented  by  Governor  Sandiko,  of  Bulacan,  to  the  as- 
sembly of  provincial  governors  convened  at  Manila,  and  which  the  said 
assembly  adopted  on  October  7,  1908. 

2.  Certain  exhaustive  and  well-founded  suggestions  submitted  to  the 
said  assembly,  upon  the  same  subject,  by  Governor  Masigan,  of  Cagayan. 

3.  A  detailed  memorandum  from  the  division  of  archives  of  the  Executive 
Bureau,  discussing,  commenting  upon,  and  illustrating  the  proposals  of 
Governors  Sandiko  and  Masigan. 

4.  A  letter  from  the  Executive  Secretary  recommending  that  the  Joint 
Committee  of  the  Philippine  Legislature  consider  the  matter. 

As  regards  the  documents  mentioned  in  paragraphs  3  and  4,  it  is  to  be 
noted  that  by  virtue  of  a  recent  ordinance  passed  by  the  city  of  Manila, 
probably  the  objections,  so  far  as  the  said  city  is  concerned,  have  been 
obviated. 

The  fact  that  this  interesting  and  delicate  subject  was  referred  to  your 
subcommittee  so  recently  that  the  latter  has  been  unable  to  devote  to  it  as 
much  as  twelve  hours'  consideration  relieves  your  said  subcommittee  from 
the  duty  of  submitting  a  report  whose  preparation  would  require  care, 
decision,  and  energy.  The  mere  work  of  having  copies  made  of  former 
provisions,  issuing  summonses,  gathering  data,  and  receiving  reports  alone 
precludes  any  attempt  to  formulate  a  positive  recommendation.  . 

On  the  other  hand.,  it  is  known  that  the  Philippine  Commission  and 
the  Philippine  Assembly  had  in  course  of  preparation,  during  the  last 
term  of  sessions,  a  lengthy  and  detailed  bill  amending  Act  No.  1147,  and 
which  was  redrafted  several  times,  thus  demonstrating  the  lively  interest 
taken  in  the  matter  and  the  importance  conceded  to  it  by  both  Houses. 
On  behalf  of  this  bill  Governor  Sandiko,  the  governor  of  Cavite,  and  the 
governors  of  other  provinces  contiguous  to  Manila  were  heard,  as  well  as  a 
number  of  landowners  and  agriculturists. 

For  the  foregoing  reasons,  your  subcommittee  confines  itself  to  recom- 
mending— 

(1)  That  the  need  for  legislation  better  adapted  to  the  different  condi- 
tions of  the  provinces,  as  regards  the  security  of  live  stock,  be  recognized; 
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(2)  That  there  be  incorporated  in  the  law  a  provision  empowering  pro- 
vincial boards,  in  their  discretion,  to  resort  to  vigorous  measures  and  strict 
proceedings,  as  occasion  may  require;  and 

(3)  That  the  Philippine  Commission  and  the  Philippine  Assembly  give 
preferential  attention  to  the  urgency  of  such  legislation.

READING   OF    JOURNALS. 

The  Journals  of  Wednesday,  March  17,  1909,  and  Friday,  March 
19,  1909,  were  read  and  approved. 

COMMUNICATION  FROM   THE   GOVERNOR-GENERAL. 

The  Secretary  stated  that  in  accordance  with  the  directions  of 
the  Commission  of  March  10,  1909,  he  had  referred  to  the  Governor- 
General,  for  his  information  and  such  comment  as  he  might  desire 
to  make,  Committee  Report  No.  91,  being  a  report  of  the  Committee 
on  Matters  Pertaining  to  the  Department  of  the  Interior  on  the 
question  of  the  compromise  of  the  suit  of  the  Insular  Government 
against  Basa  and  Lopez  for  certain  real  estate  in  the  district  of 
Tondo,  city  of  Manila,  and  had  received  a  reply  from  the  Governor- 
General  by  indorsement  on  the  papers,  dated  March  18,  1909. 

At  the  direction  of  the  Chair,  the  Secretary  thereupon  read  the 
said  indorsement,  as  follows : 

March  18,  1909. 

Respectfully  returned  to  the  Secretary,  Philippine  Commission,  inviting 
attention  to  opinion  of  the  Attorney-General  and  Mr.  Secretary  Worcester's 
83931 15  225 
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report.  The  question,  as  I  understand  it,  to  be  determined  by  the  Com- 
mission is  whether  the  Commission  will  oust  the  claimants  from  possession 
and  pay  them  for  their  betterments  as  the  law  requires,  or  whether  the 
Government's  title  in  the  real  property  shall  be  transferred  to  the 
claimants.  A  case  is  already  pending,  as  I  understand  it,  for  the  recovery 
of  this  property  and  if  the  Government  proposes  to  take  possession  of  the 
land  in  question,  provision  should  be  made  in  the  next  appropriation  bill 
for  the  purchase  of  the  betterments  thereon  at  their  reasonable  value. 
These  papers  were  referred,  as  I  understand  it,  to  the  Secretary  of  the 
Interior  for  his  opinion  as  to  whether  it  was  better  to  take  the  land  and 
pay  for  the  improvements  or  to  transfer  the  land  to  the  claimants  at  its 
reasonable  value.  The  Secretary  of  the  Interior  has  made  three  recom- 
mendations and  the  whole  matter  is  submitted  to  the  Commission  for  its 
determination. 

James  F.   Smith,   Governor-General. 

Commissioner  Worcester  moved  that  the  report  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Matters  Pertaining  to  the  Department  of  the  Interior, 
spread  upon  the  minutes  of  March  10,  1909,  be  again  read  for 
the  information  of  the  Commission. 

The  motion  prevailed. 

At  the.  direction  of  the  Chair,  the  report  was  read  by  the 
Secretary. 

Commissioner  Palma  thereupon  moved  that  the  report  be  re- 
ceived and  laid  on  the  table,  and  that  the  following  resolution  be 
adopted : 

Resolved,  That  it  is  the  sense  of  the  Commission  that  the  property  in 
question  should  be  offered  to  the  occupants  at  the  assessed  value  of  the 
land  and  improvements,  less  the  assessed  value  of  the  improvements  and 
less  the  amount  paid  by  the  present  occupants  for  the  land. 

Commissioner  Gilbert  moved  the  following  amendment: 

Add  at  the  end  of  the  resolution  the  following:  "and  in  the  event  that 
the  said  occupants  decline  to  accept  this  offer,  the  Government  offer  to  pay 
them  the  assessed  value  of  the  improvements  plus  the  amount  that  they 
paid  for  the  land." 

The  motion  prevailed. 

Commissioner  Araneta  moved  the  following  amendment: 

Strike  out  the  words  "that  the  property  in  question  should  be  offered 
to  the  occupants  at  the  assessed  value  of  the  land  and  improvements, 
less  the  value  of  the  improvements  and  less  the  amount  paid  by  the 
present  occupants  for  the  land/'  and  insert  in  lieu  thereof  the  words  "that 
thie  property  in  question  should  be  offered  to  the  occupants  at  the  actual 
value  of  the  land  and  improvements  separately,  less  the  sum  of  four  thou- 
sand pesos,  the  said  actual  value  to  be  ascertained  by  a  committee  of  three, 
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one  to  be  appointed  by  the  Government,  one  by  the  occupants,   and  the 
third  to  be  selected  by  the  two  thus  appointed." 

By  direction  of  the  Chair^  the  yeas  and  nays  were  taken  on  the 
adoption  of  the  amendment,  with  the  following  result: 

Yeas:  Commissioners  Forbes,  Araneta,  and  Sumulong. 

Nays :  Commissioners  Worcester,  Luzuriaga,  Palma,  Gilbert,  and 
Branagán. 

A  majority  having  failed  to  vote  in  favor  of  the  amendment,  the 
Chair  declared  the  same  lost. 

The  question  then  being  on  the  adoption  of  the  resolution  as 
amended,  the  same  was  adopted  by  unanimous  vote. 

Commissioner  Gilbert  thereupon  moved  that  the  Chair  be  author- 
ized and  directed  to  designate  some  person  representing  the  Gov- 
ernment to  present  the  alternative  tentative  offers  contained  in  the 
resolution  to  the  occupants  of  the  land  and  report  to  the  Commission 
the  decision  of  the  occupants  thereon. 

The  motion  was  seconded  by  Commissioner  Branagan,  and  being 
put  to  a  vote  was  unanimously  carried. 

The  Chair  thereupon  stated  that  the  Director  of  Lands  would 
be  designated  to  carry  out  the  purposes  of  the  resolution.

March  18,  1909. 

Be  it  resolved  unanimously :  To  set  forth  the  profound  sorrow  with  which 
this  Lower  House  has  received  the  sad  news  of  the  death  of  the  Honorable 
Dimas  Guzman,  Delegate  for  the  Province  of  Isabela;  and 

Resolved  further.  As  a  token  of  respect  to  the  memory  of  the  deceased: 
(a)   That  the  funeral  ceremonies  shall  be  held  in  the  Session  Hall  of 
this  Lower  House,  on  Monday,  March  twenty- second,  nineteen  hundred  and 
nine,  at  nine  o'clock  a.  m.,  while  the  said  Lower  House  is  in  session; 
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(b)  That  the  seat  of  the  deceased  Delegate  shall  be  covered  with  black 
crape  for  a  period  of  thirty  days,  and  that  the  Session  Hall  of  the  Lower 
House  shall  be  draped  in  mourning  until  the  latter  shall  have  received 
official  notification  of  the  burial  having  taken  place;

(e)  That,  as  another  token  of  condolement,  the  session  be  adjourned 
after  the  adoption  of  this  resolution;   and 

Resolved  further,  That  the  expenses  that  may  be  occasioned  by  the  said 
ceremonies,  as  well  as  those  of  the  burial  of  the  body  of  the  deceased,  and 
any  others  connected  with  the  said  ceremonies  and  burial,  shall  be  charged

An  Act  amending  subsection  (a)  of  section 
two  of  Act  Numbered  Eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-six,  entitled  "An  Act 
appropriating  the  sum  of  seventy-five  thousand  pesos  for  salaries  of  teachers 
in  barrio  schools  when  established  under  certain  conditions,"  by  changing

Reading  was  had  of  the  letter  of  the  1st  instant  from  the  Secretary  of 
the  Philippine  Commission  referring  to  the  board  the  following  report  of 
the  Joint  Committee  of  the  Philippine  Legislature,  adopted  by  the  Com- 
mission on  March  1,  1909,  relative  to  the  establishment  of  a  central  office 
for  the  polarization  of  sugar,  in  the  city  of  Iloilo,  P.  L,  requested  by  the 
honorable  provincial  governor  of  this  province,  Mr.  M.  Yulo: 
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January  27,  1909. 
To  the  Joint  Committee  of  the  Philippine  Legislature: 

The  Subcommittee  on  Matters  Pertaining  to  the  Department  of  the 
Interior  and  Special  Appropriations  has  considered  the  resolution  sub- 
mitted to  it,  through  the  Governor-General,  by  the  provincial  governor  of 
Occidental  Negros,  in  reference  to  the  enactment  of  legislation  establishing 
an  official  classification  for  superior  sugar  No.  1,  No.  2,  and  No.  3,  superior, 
damp  and  current;  and  has  the  honor  to  return  the  papers  with  the 
following  report: 

The  subject  offers  the  same  aspects,  practically,  as  that  of  the  classifica- 
tion of  hemp,  in  which  the  experience  of  the  Philippine  Government  has 
been  contrary  to  that  prophesied  in  the  resolution  in  question  as  regards 
sugar.  The  subcommittee  is  of  opinion,  therefore,  that  it  is  not  advisable 
to  recommend  it  favorably. 

In  connection  with  this  matter,  the  subcommittee  recommends  that  when 
the  partial  appropriations  for  the  Bureau  of  Science  are  made,  the  matter 
of  the  endowment  of  that  section  of  the  chemical  laboratory  dedicated 
to  the  analysis  of  agricultural  products  be  considered,  and  that  the  agent 
of  the  said  Bureau  charged  with  the  duty  of  investigating  the  condition 
of  the  sugar  crop  in  the  regions  where  said  article  is  produced  be  empowered 
to  receive  samples  and  forward  them  to  the  Bureau  of  Science  for  their 
polarization,  and  be  provided  with  all  facilities  as  required  in  each  case. 
This  measure  will  partially  remedy  the  difficulties  suggested.

Resolution  No.  164.  The  Treasurer  moved  that  the  board  insist  on  its 
petition  and  that  it  show  the  need  for  the  establishment  of  a  central  office 
in  the  city  of  Iloilo  for  the  polarization  of  sugar,  on  the  grounds  that  for 
the  just  and  reasonable  regulation  of  the  prices  of  sugar,  a  stable  clas- 
sification of  the  product  that  is  placed  on  sale  is  necessary ;  that  in  order 
to  avoid  the  sugar  industry  being,  as  up  to  the  present  time,  subject,  in 
some  cases,  to  a  diversity  of  valuations  as  observed  in  the  classification  of 
the  sugar  that  is  produced  and  placed  on  sale,  it  is  necessary  that  the 
Government  intervene  in  this  question  to  protect  the  interests  of  both 
contracting  parties,  the  seller  and  the  buyer;  that  until  the  reasons  that 
may  exist  shall  be  shown  to  prove  that  this  question  would,  offer  practically 
the  samé  aspects  as  that  of  the  classification  of  hemp,  in  regard  to  which  it 
is  said  that  the  Government  of  the  Philippines  has  had  an  experience 
contrary  to  that  prophesied  in  the  resolution  relative  to  sugar,  the  funda- 
mental reason  in  support  of  the  petition  for  the  establishment  of  the  said 
central  office,  will  not  be  destroyed,  inasmuch  as  it  tends  to  encourage  an

understanding  and  mutual  harmony  between  seller  and  buyer,  which  invites 
the  result  of  a  just  protection  of  the  interests  of  both;  that  the  recom- 
mendation of  %  the  Subcommittee  on  Matters  Pertaining  to  the  Department 
of  the  Interior  and  Special  Appropriations,  accepted  by  the  Joint  Committee 
and  passed  by  the  Commission,  that  "when  the  partial  appropriations  for 
the  Bureau  of  Science  are  made,  the  matter  of  the  endowment  of  that 
section  of  the  chemical  laboratory  dedicated  to  the  analysis  of  agricultural 
products  be  considered,  and  that  the  agent  of  the  said  Bureau  charged  with 
the  duty  of  investigating  the  condition  of  the  sugar  crop  be  empowered  to 
receive  samples  and  forward  them  to  the  Bureau  of  Science  for  their 
polarization,  and  be  provided  with  all  facilities  as  required  in  each  case," 
will  not  decide,  even  partially  and  in  a  satisfactory  manner,  the  difficulties 
set  fortn,  because — 

{a)  Neither  the  agriculturists,  dealers,  brokers,  or  sellers  of  sugar,  nor 
the  merchants  or  buyers  of  this  product,  in  Iloilo  or  in  any  commercial 
point  of  the  Islands  except  Manila,  will  discontinue  their  operations  of 
purchase  and  sale  in  cases  where  a  difference  arises  between  them  in  the 
classification  of  the  product  that  is  the  subject  of  the  transaction,  until 
the  Bureau  of  Science  in  Manila  shall  have  officially  determined  the  true 
quality  of  the  sugar  and  settled  the  difference  that  arose  between  the  two 
parties ; 

( b )  They  will  not  submit  their  differences  to  the  decision  of  the  Bureau 
of  Science,  because,  should  they  do  so,  meanwhile  their  differences  are  not 
definitely  settled,  both  the  purchaser  and  the  seller  would  be  exposed  to 
the  consequences  of  the  instability  of  prices  of  the  said  product  in  the 
market ; 

(c)  They  will  not  submit  these  differences  to  the  decision  of  the  Bureau 
of  Science,  because  there  would  occur  wThat  occurs  to-day:  that  the  agricul- 
turist, pressed  by  his  needs  and  his  creditors,  actually  closes  his  eyes  and 
submits  to  the  arbitrariness  of  those  who  exploit  him. 

On  the  foregoing  grounds,  the  treasurer  requested  that  the  provincial 
board  of  Occidental  Negros,  insist,  as  it  does  hereby  insist,  on  the  Philippine 
Legislature's  considering  the  petition  presented  by  Governor  Yulo,  sup- 
ported by  this  board  and  by  the  Second  Agricultural  Congress  of  the  Phil- 
ippines, held  in  Iloilo,  to  the  end  that  there  be  established  in  the  city  of 
Iloilo,  P.  I.,  a  central  office  for  the  official  polarization  of  sugar,  by  means 
of  a  law  that  shall  guarantee,  regulate,  and  authorize  the  operations  of 
the  said  office,  for  the  benefit  of  the  agriculture  and  the  commerce  of  this 
region  of  Panay  and  Negros. 

The  provincial  governor  and  the  third  member  of  the  provincial  board 
concurred. 

It  was  ordered  that  the  secretary  immediately  forward  this  resolution 
to  the  Philippine  Legislature,  with  the  proper  recommendation.

Mr.  President:  Your  select  committee  of  two,  to  which  was  referred  on 
February  24,  1909,  Assembly  Joint  Resolution  No.  31,  entitled  "Joint 
Resolution  authorizing  Lorenzo  Fenoy  and  Andres  Asprer  to  translate  and 
publish  the  Municipal  Code  and  its  amendments,  the  Election  Law  and  its 
amendments,  and  the  Provincial  Act  and  its  amendments,  in  the  Ilocano 
tongue,"  has  examined  the  same  and  has  the  honor  to  report  it  back  to  the 
Commission  with  the  following  recommendation,  viz: 

That  the  resolution  be  adopted  with  the  following  amendments: 

Page  2,  lines  1  and  2,  strike  out  the  words  "for  the  purpose  of  publishing 
them  in  the  said  tongue,"  and  insert  in  lieu  thereof  the  words  "and  to 
publish  the  same  in  said  tongue." 

Same  page,  lines  8  and  9,  strike  out  the  words  "as  amended  and  passed 
by  the  Philippine  Commission,"  and  insert  in  lieu  thereof  the  words  "as 
passed  by  the  Philippine  Commission  and  amended  by  the  Philippine  Com- 
mission and  the  Philippine  Legislature." 

Strike  out  the  words  "Provincial  Act"  wherever  they  occur  in  the  reso- 
lution and  insert  in  lieu  thereof  the  words  "Provincial  Government  Act." 

The  first  proposed  amendment  is  considered  necessary  for  the  reason 
that  the  resolution  as  passed  by  the  Assembly  does  not  authorize  the 
publication  of  the  laws  in  question  but  simply  their  translation  for  the 
purpose  of  publication,  and  it  is  understood  that  what  the  applicants 
desire  is  authority  to  translate  and  publish. 

The  second  proposed'  amendment  is  deemed  necessary  by  reason  of  the 
fact  that  the  Acts  mentioned  were  amended  both  by  the  Philippine  Com- 
mission and  the  Philippine  Legislature. 

The  third  proposed  amendment  substitutes  the  official  short  title  of  the 
Provincial  Government  Act  for  the  indefinite  term  used  in  the  resolution.

Mr.  President:  Your  select  committee  of  three,  to  which  was  referred 
on  February  24,  1909,  Assembly  Bill  No.  273,  entitled  "An  Act  amending 
section  thirty-four  of  Act  Numbered  Eighty-two,  by  adding  a  second 
paragraph  regarding  the  translation  of  municipal  ordinances  into  the 
dialect  or  dialects  of  the  locality,  under  certain  conditions,"  has  examined 
the  same  and  has  the  honor  to  report  it  back  to  the  Commission  with  the 
following  recommendation;  viz: 

That  it  be  passed  with  the  following  amendments: 

Section  1,  page  1,  lines  4  and  5,  strike  out  the  words  "by  adding  a 
second  paragraph  to,"  and  insert  in  lieu  thereof  the  following  words:  "so 
that  it  shall." 

Section  1,  page  1,  strike  out  lines  6  to  18,  inclusive,  and  insert  in  lieu 
thereof  the  following: 

"Every  ordinance  shall  go  into  effect  on  the  tenth  day  after  its  passage, 
unless  the  ordinance  shall  provide  that  it  shall  take  effect  at  an  earlier  or 
a  later  date.  The  municipal  council  may  order  the  municipal  secretary  to 
have  the  ordinances,  after  their  passage,  translated  into  the  dialect  used  by 
the  majority  of  the  people,  and  posted  at  the  main  entrance  of  the  munic- 
ipal building  and  in  other  frequented  public  places  in  the  center  of  the  town 
and  its  barrios.  He  shall  certify  to  the  fact  of  the  ordinance  having  been 
posted  and  shall  cause  the  certification  of  this  fact  to  be  recorded  in  the 
minutes  of  the  council,  but  failure  to  post  an  ordinance  in  the  public  places, 
or  the  failure  to  translate  the  same  into  the  dialect  of  the  locality  shall  not 
invalidate  the  ordinance:  Provided,  That  in  case  of  a  conflict  between  the 
original  text  and  that  of  the  translation  the  former  shall  govern" 

Insert  as  section  2  the  following: 

"This  Act  shall  take  effect  on  its  passage." 

Strike  out  in  the  title  of  the  bill  all  that  follows  the  words  "Eighty-two" 
and  insert  in  lieu  thereof  the  following:  "in  such  manner  that  the  munic- 
ipal council  may  order  the  municipal  secretary  to  have  the  ordinances 
translated  into  the  local  dialect  after  their  passage  and  post  the  same  in 
public  places  of  the  town  and  of  the  barrios." 

Assembly  Bill  No.  273  as  passed  imposes  upon  the  municipal  president 
the  duty  of  having  the  ordinances  translated  into  the  dialect  or  dialects 
of  the  locality,  and  the  duty  of  publishing  the  same  by  notices  and  town- 
criers  in  the  most  frequented  places  of  the  town  and  of  the  barrios. 

Your  committee  is  of  the  opinion  that,  if  the  object  of  the  bill  is  to 
promulgate  the  ordinances  in  such  manner  that  the  knowledge  thereof  may 
directly  be  had  by  the  people  obliged  to  obey  them,  taking  into  account 
that  a  large  majority  of  the  inhabitants  of  each  municipality  understand 
their  own  dialect  only,  at  the  present  time,  the  amendment  proposed  by  _ 
the  bill  is  exceedingly  just  and  expedient.  Your  committee  does  not  fail 
to  consider  the  importance  to  the  country  of  not  perpetuating  the  use  of  the 
local  dialects,  at  least  in  official  business,  which  use  hinders  the  acquisition 
of  a  common  language  indispensable  to  its  national  life;  but  the  fact  that 
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a  considerable  majority  of  Filipinos  can  acquire  a  knowledge  of  the  munic- 
ipal ordinances  only  through  their  own  dialects,  favors  the  consideration 
of  the  bill  on  account  of  the  advantages  that  the  system  offers  for  better 
-compliance  with  the  laws. 

However,  in  order  to  obtain  this  purpose,  your  committee  does  not  believe 
it  necessary  to  impose  upon  the  municipal  president  the  obligatory  duty 
of  translating  the  ordinances  into  the  local  dialects,  because  there  are 
municipalities  in  the  Islands  where  a  large  number  of  their  inhabitants 
understand  and  speak  Spanish,  which  is  the  language  commonly  used  in 
framing  the  ordinances.  The  committee,  therefore,  suggests  that  the  pro- 
posal of  the  Assembly  be  put  in  enabling  and  not  compulsory  terms. 

Neither  does  the  committee  believe  it  necessary  to  have  the  ordinances 
translated  into  the  dialects  of  the  locality,  as  the  bill  proposes;  for  this 
would  be  equivalent,  practically,  to  translating  them  into  all  the  Filipino 
dialects,  inasmuch  as  there  are  persons  living  in  all  the  municipalities 
who  have  come  from  different  parts  of  the  country  and  who  speak  their 
respective  dialects,  and  this  would  impose  a  more  onerous  than  useful 
charge  upon  the  municipal  officials.  The  committee,  therefore,  suggests 
that  the  translation  of  the  said  ordinances  be  made  only  in  the  dialect 
used  by  the  majority  of  the  inhabitants. 

Neither  does  the  committee  believe  it  to  be  useful  to  perpetuate  the 
primitive  system  of  publishing  the  laws  or  ordinances  by  means  of  town- 
criers.  This  custom  should  be  banished  from  the  Islands,  inasmuch  as 
it  is  known  that  even  in  the  most  remote  pueblos  there  are  many  persons 
who  understand  the  ordinances  and  are  able  to  cause  their  fellow-citizens 
to  understand  them,  after  they  have  been  translated  into  the  local  dialect. 

Your  committee  believes  that  by  abolishing  the  custom  of  town-criers, 
better  stimulus  would  be  afforded  to  the  culture  and  education  of  the 
masses.  The  system  of  town-criers,  if  adopted,  would,  besides,  require 
some  additional  expense  to  be  paid  out  of  the  funds  of  the  municipality. 

For   the    foregoing   reasons,    your    committee    suggests    that   instead    of 
town-criers   the   translation   of   the   ordinances   be   posted   in   various   fre- 
quented places  of  the  municipality.

They  were  considered  in  committee,  and  the  bill  was  reported  to 
the  Commission  with  the  recommendation  that  the  report  of  the 
select  committee  be  not  adopted  and  that  the  bill  be  re-referred  to 
a  select  committee  of  two  to  be  appointed  by  the  Chair  with  instruc- 
tions to  amend  the  same  in  such  manner  as  to  give  to  the  municipal 
officers  of  any  municipality  permission  only  to  translate  and  publish 
ordinances  in  the  dialect  used  by  the  majority  of  the  people  of  the 
municipality. 

The  report  and  recommendation  of  the  Committee  of  the  Whole 
were  unanimously  adopted. 

The  Chair  thereupon  appointed  Commissioners  Araneta  and 
Palma  as  such  committee.

PROPOSED    RULES    OF    THE    PHILIPPINE    COMMISSION. 

Rule  I.  Time  of  meeting  and  calling  to  order. — The  Commission  shall 
meet  daily,  Sundays  and  legal  holidays  excepted,  at  nine  o'clock  ante- 
meridian, at  such  time  as  may  be  agreed  upon  by  the  Commission  at  the 
time  of  each  adjournment,  or  at  the  call  of  the  President.  The  President 
shall  call  the  Commission  to  order  at  the  designated  hour,  and  if  a  quorum 
be  present  proceed  with  the  order  of  business.  A  quorum  shall  consist  of 
a  majority  of  the  Commissioners  duly  appointed  and  sworn.  In  case  of 
the  absence  of  the  President,  the  member  holding  the  position  of  Vice- 
Governor  shall  preside,  and  in  case  of  his  absence  the  senior  member 
present  shall  preside. 

Rule  II.  President  may  vote. — The  President  may  discuss,  and  vote 
upon,  any  question  before  the  Commission,  in  the  same  manner  as  any  other 
member. 

Rule  III.  Standing  committees. — The  standing  committees  of  the  Com- 
mission shall  be  as  follows: 
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Committee  on  Matters  Pertaining  to  Bureaus  under  the  Executive 
Control  of  the  Governor-General; 

Committee  on  matters  pertaining  to  the  Department  of  the  Interior; 

Committee  on  matters  pertaining  to  the  Department  of  Commerce  and 
Police ; 

Committee  on  matters  pertaining  to  the  Department  of  Finance  and 
Justice ; 

Committee  on  matters  pertaining  to  the  Department  of  Public  Instruc- 
tion ; 

Committee  on  Appropriations; 

Committee  on  Rules; 

Committee  on  Municipal  and  Provincial  Governments; 

Committee  on  Taxation  and  Revenue; 

Committee  on  Non- Christian  Tribes. 

Rule  IV.  Order  of  business — 

(1)  Roll  call. 

(2)  Reading,   correction   and   approval   of  Journal   of   preceding   day. 

This  rule  may  be  dispensed  with  for  the  entire  session  by  reso- 
lution unanimously  adopted  or  for  the  day  on  motion  made  and 
unanimously  carried. 

(3)  Messages  and  communications  from  the  Governor-General. 

(4)  Urgent  business. 

(5)  Communications  from  the  Secretaries  of  Executive  Departments. 

Introduction  of  bills  or  reports  on  bills  or  resolutions  referred 
shall  not  be  included  under  this  paragraph. 

(6)  Unfinished  business,  such  as  bills,  joint  resolutions,  and  messages 

from  the  Assembly  as  may  remain  upon  the  President's  or 
Secretary's  table  from  any  previous  day's  session  undisposed 
of. 

(7)  Special  orders  of  the  day. 

(8)  Messages  from  the  Assembly,  including  bills,  resolutions,  and  so 

forth. 

(9)  Introduction   and   consideration  of   original   motions   and   resolu- 

tions of  the  Commission. 

(10)  Third  reading  and  passage  of  bills,  joint  resolutions  and  concur- 

rent resolutions. 

(11)  Bills,  resolutions,  and  so  forth,  relating  to  the  Moro  and  other 

non- Christian  provinces. 

(12)  Presentation  of  claims,  petitions,  memorials,  and  other  communica- 

tions. Only  a  brief  statement  of  contents  need  be  made  when 
they  can  be  referred  to  the  proper  committee. 

(13)  Reports  of  standing  committees. 

(14)  Reports  of  select  committees. 

(15)  Introduction   and   first  and   second   readings   of   bills,   joint   and 

concurrent  resolutions  and  reference  of  same  to  Committee  of 
the  Whole. 

(16)  General  orders   (miscellaneous). 

(17)  Executive  business.. 
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Rule  V.  Change  in  order  of  business. — By  unanimous  consent  the  Com- 
mission may,  when  the  importance  and  urgency  of  a  question  demand, 
depart  from  the  foregoing  order  of  business. 

Rule  VI.  All  mutters  for  submission  to  be  sent  to  the  Secretary  with 
explanatory  statement.— All  matters  requiring  action  by  the  Commission 
shall  be  sent  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Commission,  together  with  a  succinct 
statement  of  the  facts  and  the  question  presented,  and  accompanied  by  a 
draft  of  a  formal  resolution  or  of  the  legislation  recommended.  When  the 
Commissioner  referring  the  matter  is  in  doubt  as  to  the  course  to  be  taken 
he  shall  submit  a  formal  bill  or  resolution  to  test  the  sense  of  the  Com- 
mission in  any  event,  though  not  committing  himself  to  a  favorable  vote 
upon  the  same.  All  such  matters  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Commission 
by  the  Secretary  in  their  regular  order:  Provided,  That  cases  of  special 
importance  which  require  immediate  action  to  the  exclusion  of  other 
matters,  and  upon  which  the  Commissioner  proposing  the  action  has  had  no 
opportunity  to  prepare  a  written  statement,  may  be  submitted  by  the  Com- 
missioner under  the  head  of  "Urgent  business." 

Rule  VII.  Copies  of  bills,  and  so  forth,  to  be  sent  to  Secretary  before 
presentation, — Ten  copies  of  every  proposed  bill  or  proposed  joint  or  con- 
current resolution  shall  be  sent  to  the  Secretary  before  presentation  to 
the  Commission,  and  the  Secretary  shall  thereupon  furnish  a  copy  of  the 
same  to  each  Commissioner  for  his  perusal  and  study,  and  the  Commissioner 
shall  preserve  the  same  in  a  binder  furnished  by  the  Executive  Secretary 
for  that  purpose.  The  Commissioner  drafting  the  bill  or  resolution  shall 
be  at  liberty  to  call  up  the  same  at  the  proper  time  in  the  order  of  business, 
on  the  day  following  the  delivery  of  copies  to  the  Secretary  or  on  any  day 
thereafter. 

Ru£e  VIII.  Preparation  of  bills. — The  following  method  shall  be  followed 
in  the  drafting  of  bills  by  members  of  the  Commission: 

First.  All  bills  repealing  or  amending  previous  legislation  or  parts  of 
legislation  shall  contain  a  specific  repealing  or  amending  section,  in  which 
the  exact  effect  of  the  repeal  or  amendments  is  set  forth,  clearly  and  in 
so  many  words.  Implied,  indefinite  or  general  repeals  or  amendments  shall 
be  avoided. 

Second.  Amendments  to  previous  legislation  shall  always  be  made  by 
rewriting  the  section  or  sections  amended,  and  superseding  them  by 
corresponding  sections  in  the  amendatory  bill,  words  to  be  inserted  to  be 
in  capital  letters  and  words  to  be  omitted  to  be  inclosed  in  brackets. 

Third.  All  repeals  shall  be  grouped  in  a  section  at  the  end  of  the  repeal- 
ing bill,  and  shall  not  be  scattered  throughout  the  body  of  the  same. 

Fourth.  An  amendment  to  an  Act,  or  repeal  of  the  same,  or  any  part 
thereof,  shall  always  be  made  to,  and  refer  <to,  the  original  Act,  or  to  the 
original  Act  as  amended  by  some  other  Act  or  Acts,  if  such  be  the  case, 
and  not  merely  to  some  previous  amendatory  Act. 

Fifth.  No  general  legislation,  or  special  changes  in  existing  laws,  shall 
be   made   in   any   appropriation   bill,   unless   the   same   refer   only   to   the 
money  appropriated  by  said  Act  for  a  definite  period  of  time.

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Sixth.  Subdivisions  of  sections  in  all  future  laws  shall  be  made  by 
letters  in  parentheses  and  not  by  numbers,  until  all  letters  of  the  alphabet 
shall  have  been  used,  and  then  by  double-letters,  or  triple-letters,  as  may 
be  necessary,  in  parentheses;  and  subdivisions  of  letters,  if  any,  shall  be 
made  by  numbers  followed  by  periods  and  without  parentheses. 

Seventh.  All  lines  shall  be  numbered,  beginning  with  1  on  each  page. 

Eighth.  The  title  shall  be  in  capital  letters  and  shall  clearly  and  ade- 
quately express  the  subject  of  the  bill. 

Ninth.  The  enacting  clause  shall  follow'  the  preamble  in  bills  in  which 
preambles  are  used. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Com- 
mission to  any  bill  which  does  not  conform  in  all  respects  to  the  foregoing 
rules. 

Rule  IX.  Forms  of  resolutions. — Each  paragraph  of  the  preamble  of 
any  resolution  shall  begin  with  the  word  ''Whereas"  and  the  resolution 
itself  shall  begin  with  the  word  "Resolved?'  in  the  case  of  a  House  resolu- 
tion; the  words  "Resolved  by  the  Philippine  Commission  and  the  Philippine 
Assembly"  in  the  case  of  joint  resolutions;  the  words  "Resolved  by  the 
Philippine  Co?nmission,  the  Philippine  Assembly  concurring"  iii  the  case 
of  Commission  concurrent  resolutions;  and  the  words  "Resolved  by  the 
Philippine  Assembly,  the  Philippine  Commission  concurring"  in  the  case 
of  Assembly  concurrent  resolutions. 

Rule  X.  Presentation  and  reading  of  Commission  bills,  joint  and  concur- 
rent resolutions. — Unless  by  unanimous  consent  it  is  otherwise  ordered,  Com- 
mission bills  and  joint  and  concurrent  resolutions  shall  be  introduced  at 
the  proper  time  in  the  regular  order  of  business.  If  upon  introduction 
thereof  the  Commission  decides  to  consider  the  bill  or  resolution  at  that 
time,  the  same  shall,  at  the  direction  of  the  President  of  the  Commission, 
be  read  by  the  Secretary  a  first  time,  in  full,  unless  by  unanimous  consent 
of  the  Commission  he  is  directed  to  read  it  by  title  only.  It  shall  then  be 
referred  to  a  standing  or  select  committee  of  the  Commission  or  read  a 
second  time  and  considered  by  the  Commission  as  in  Committee  of  the 
Whole.  After  consideration  in  Committee  of  the  Whole,  it  shall  be  reported 
to  the  Commission  with  such  recommendation  as  said  committee  may 
deem  proper.  The  question  shall  then  be  upon  the  adoption  of  the  report 
of  said  committee.  A  vote  upon  the  report  having  been  taken  the  bill,  if 
reported  favorably,  shall,  on  a  subsequent  day,  be  read  a  third  time  and 
put  upon  its  passage,  unless  additional  amendments  to  any  made  on  recom- 
mendation of  the  Committee  of  the  Whole  are  proposed,  in  which  case  a 
vote  shall  be  taken  upon  such  amendments  and  the  bill  then  put  upon 
its  passage. 

When  a  bill  or  resolution  is  reported  by  a  standing  or  select  committee 
it  shall  be  read  a  second  time  together  with  report  of  the  committee,  which 
shall  contain  any  amendments  proposed.  The  question  may  be  recom- 
mitted to  the  committee  reporting  or  to  some  other  committee.  If  the 
report  of  the  committee  is  accepted,  the  bill  and  recommendations  shall 
be  considered  by  the  Commission  as  in  Committee  of  the  Whole  and  the 
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bill  reported  to  the  Commission  with  such  recommendation,  as  the  com- 
mittee may  deem  proper.  The  question  shall  then  be  upon  the  adoption 
of  the  report  of  the  Committee  of  the  Whole.  A  vote  upon  the  report 
having  been  taken,  the  bill,  if  reported  favorably,  shall,  upon  a  subsequent 
day,  be  read  a  third  time  and  put  upon  its  passage  as  hereinbefore 
provided. 

Rule  XI.  Presentation  and  reading  of  Assembly  bills,  joint  and  con- 
current resolutions. — Unless  by  unanimous  consent  it  is  otherwise  ¿ordered, 
Assembly  bills  and  joint  and  concurrent  resolutions  shall  be  introduced  at 
the  proper  time  in  the  regular  order  of  business.  Every  such  bill  shall 
be  read  by  the  Secretary  a  first  time  in  full,  unless  by  unanimous  consent 
of  the  Commission  he  is  directed  to  read  it  by  title  only.  It  shall  then 
be  referred  to  a  standing  or  select  committee  of  the  Commission  or  read 
a  second  time  and  considered  by  the  Commission  as  in  Committee  of  the 
Whole.  After  consideration  in  Committee  of  the  Whole,  it  shall  be  reported 
to  the  Commission  with  such  recommendation  as  said  committee  may 
deem  proper.  The  question  shall  then  be  upon  the  adoption  of  the  report 
of  said  committee.  A  vote  upon  the  report  having  been  taken,  the  bill,  if 
reported  favorably,  shall,  on  a  subsequent  day,  be  read  a  third  time  and 
put  upon  its  passage,  unless  additional  amendments  to  any  made  on  rec- 
ommendation of  the  Committee  of  the  Whole  are  proposed,  in  which  case 
a  vote  shall  be  taken  upon  such  amendments  and  the  bill  then  put  upon 
its  passage. 

When  a  bill  or  resolution  is  reported  by  a  standing  or  select  committee 
it  shall  be  read  a  second  time  together  with  the  report  of  the  committee, 
which  shall  contain  any  amendments  proposed.  The  question  may  be 
recommitted  to  the  committee  reporting  or  to  some  other  committee.  If 
the  report  of  the  committee  is  accepted,  the  bill  and  recommerfdations  shall 
be  considered  by  the  Commission  as  in  Committee  of  the  Whole  and  the 
bill  reported  to  the  Commission  with  such  recommendation  as  that  com- 
mittee may  deem  proper.  The  question  shall  then  be  upon  the  adoption 
of  the  report  of  the  Committee  of  the  Whole.  A  vote  upon  the  report 
having  been  taken,  the  bill,  if  reported  favorably,  shall,  on  a  subsequent 
day,  be  read  a  third  time  and  put  upon  its  passage  as  hereinbefore  provided. 

Titles  and  preambles  of  all  bills  shall  be  approved  after  the  passage  of 
the  bills. 

Rule  XII.  Urgent  laws  and  resolutions. — The  procedure  set  forth  in 
Rules  X  and  XI  shall  not  be  obligatory  whenever  the  Commission  shall 
on  motion  unanimously  determine  that  the  public  good  requires  the  more 
speedy  enactment  of  a  law  or  resolution,  in  which  case  a  bill  or  resolution 
may  be  introduced,  given  its  several  readings  and  passed  by  the  Commis- 
sion on  the  same  day. 

Rule  XIII.  Journal. — The  proceedings  of  the  Commission  shall  be  briefly 
and  accurately  stated  on  the  Journal.  The  following  shall  be  entered  on 
the  Journal. 

Messages  and  communications  from  the  Governor-General  shall  be 
entered  in  full;  titles  of  bills;  joint  and  concurrent  resolutions  in  full  on 
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introduction,  thereafter  by  title;  amendments  to  bills  and  joint  and  con- 
current resolutions;  resolutions  of  the  Commission  in  full;  every  vote 
taken  and  explanations  thereof  when  requested  by  members;  and  a  brief 
statement  of  the  contents  of  each  petition,  memorial  or  paper  presented 
to  the  Commission. 

The  legislative,  executive,  and  the  confidential  legislative  proceedings 
shall  each  be  recorded  in  a  separate  book.  Oral  statements  and  reports 
made  by  the  President  of  the  Commission,  of  action  taken  by  him  on  his 
own  initiative  as  Governor-General,  shall  be  entered  on  the  journal  of 
executive  proceedings  unless  otherwise  ordered. 

Oral  statements  and  reports  made  by  the  President  of  the  Commission 
of  action  taken  by  him  pursuant  to  a  request  of  the  Commission  shall  be 
entered  on  the  Executive  Journal,  Legislative  Journal,  or  Confidential  Legis- 
lative Journal,  as  may  be  directed  by  the  Commission. 

Rule  XIV.  Duties  of  the  Secretary. — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Sec- 
retary of  the  Commission — 

(a)  To  attend  every  session,  call  the  roll,  read  all  bills,  amendments, 
resolutions,  and  all  papers  ordered  read  by  the  Commission  or  the  Presid- 
ing Officer; 

{ b )  To  present  to  the  Commission  all  propositions  received  by  him  which 
require  the  action  of  the  Commission; 

(c)  Te  keep  a  correct  Journal  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Commission,  and 
such  record  of  hearings,  explanations,  and  formal  discussions  of  bills, 
resolutions,  and  so  forth,  as  may  be  directed  by  the  Commission; 

(d)  Te  keep  a  list  of  committees  and  a  record  of  the  matters  referred 
to  them; 

(e)  To  certify  to,  and  transmit  to  the  Assembly,  in  English  and  Spanish, 
all  bills,  resolutions,  amendments,  and  other  matters  requiring  the  con- 
currence of  the  Assembly,  as  soon  as  practicable  after  their  passage  or 
adoption  by  the  Commission,  together  with  the  explanatory  statement  of 
the  Commissioner  presenting  the  bill  or  resolution  or  report  of  committee 
thereon,  and  to  forward  to  the  Assembly,  on  request,  all  papers  having 
reference  to  such  bills  and  resolutions; 

(/)  To  notify  the  Assembly  of  the  action  by  the  Commission  on  all 
matters  originating  in  the  Assembly  and  requiring  action  on  the  part  of 
the  Commission; 

(g)  To  keep  a  proper  record  of  all  matters  pending  before  the  Commis- 
sion, and  to  see  that  they  receive  the  attention  of  the  Commission  in  their 
proper  order; 

(h)  To  take  charge  of  all  correspondence  addressed  to  the  Commission; 

(i)  To  return  to  tfce  senders  all  communications  which  call  for  action 
by  some  executive  branch  of  the  Government,  with  the  information  that 
the  Commission  can  not  take  action  and  that  they  ought  to  be  sent  to 
the  executive  branch  of  the  Government  which  has  jurisdiction  over  the 
same ; 

(/)  To  superintend  all  copying  and  work  ordered  done  by  the  Com- 
mission ; 
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(k)  To  permit  no  papers  or  records  belonging  to  the  Commission  to  be 
taken  out  of  his  custody  otherwise  than  in  the  regular  course  of  business, 
and  then  only  on  proper  receipt  taken  therefor; 

{I)  To  perform  such  other  duties  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  assigned 
to  him  by  resolution  or  order  of  the  Commission,  and  as  may  be  necessary 
properly  to  conduct  the  business  of  the  Commission. 

Rule  XV.  Members  to  address  the  President  in  formal  discussion. — • 
When  a  Commissioner  desires  to  speak  in  formal  session  on  any  question 
pending  before  the  Commission  he  shall  address  the  President,  and  when 
recognized  may  proceed.  No  Commissioner  shall  be  interrupted  when 
speaking  and  no  questions  shall  be  asked  him  except  those  directed  through 
the  Presiding  Officer.  The  author  of  a  bill,  motion,  or  resolution  shall  have 
the  privilege  of  closing  the  discussion.  All  discussions  under  this  rule  shall, 
if  so  directed  by  the  President  be  taken  down  stenographically.  This  rule 
shall  not  apply  to  discussions  in  Committee  of  the  Whole,  unless  otherwise 
ordered. 

Rule  XVI.  Proceedings  in  Committee  of  the  Whole  not  to  be  entered 
in  Journal. — Proceedings  of  the  Commission  in  Committee  of  the  whole  shall 
not  be  entered  in  the  Journal,  nor  shall  they  be  reported  by  the  Secretary; 
but  at  the  direction  of  the  Commission  hearings  before  the  Commission  as 
in  Committee  of  the  Whole  and  formal  discussions  in  said  committee  shall 
be  taken  down  and  recorded  in  a  separate  book. 

Rule  XVII.  Reconsideration. — On  motion  by  any  Commissioner,  unan- 
imously carried,  the  final  vote  on  any  bill,  concurrent  or  joint  resolution 
may,  within  two  days  after  such  final  vote,  be  reconsidered,  and  if  the  said 
bill  or  resolution  has  gone  out  of  the  possession  of  the  Commission,  and 
has  been  communicated  to  the  Assembly,  a  motion  to  reconsider  shall  be 
preceded  by  a  motion  to  request  the  Assembly  to  return  the  same,  which 
last-named  motion  shall  be  acted  upon  immediately  and  without  debate, 
and  if  determined  in  the  negative  shall  be  a  final  disposition  of  the  motion 
to  reconsider. 

Rule  XVIII.  Yeas  and  nays. — When  the  "yeas  and  nays"  shall  be  called 
for  by  any  member,  the  names  of  Commissioners  shall  be  called  in  order 
of  seniority,  based  on  length  of  service,  the  President  being  called  last; 
and  each  Commissioner  shall  without  debate  declare  his  assent  to  the 
question  or  dissent  therefrom,  unless  excused  by  the  Commission;  and  no 
Commissioner  shall  be  permitted  to  vote  after  the  decision  shall  have 
been  announced  by  the  Presiding  Officer,  but  may,  for  sufficient  reasons,  with 
unanimous  consent,  change  or  withdraw  his  vote.  The  name  of  each  Com- 
missioner and  his  vote  shall,  upon  the  direction  of  two-thirds  of  the  Com- 
mission be  entered  on  the  Journal.      This  rule  may  not  be  suspended. 

When  a  Commissioner  declines  to  vote  on  call  of  his  name  he  shall  be 
required  to  assign  his  reasons  therefor,  and  having  assigned  them,  the 
question  as  to  whether  he  shall  be  excused  shall  be  decided  by  a  majority 
vote  of  the  Commission. 

The  "yeas  and  nays"  shall  not  be  taken  in  Committee  of  the  Whole. 
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Rule  XIX.  Concurring  in  Assembly  amendments  and  final  vote. — A  res- 
olution or  vote  to  concur  in  Assembly  amendments  to  a  Commission  bill 
or  resolution,  or  a  resolution  or  vote  of  both  Houses  to  adopt  the  report 
of  a  conference  committee,  shall  be  considered  the  final  passage  of  the 
bill  or  resolution. 

Rule  XX.  Motions  in  order  when  question  under  debate. — 'When  a  ques- 
tion is  under  debate,  no  motion  shall  be  in  order  except  to  fix  the  time  to 
which  to  adjourn;  to  adjourn;  to  lay  on  the  table;  for  the  previous  question; 
to  postpone  to  a  day  certain;  to  commit  to  a  standing  committee;  to 
commit  to  a  select  committee;  to  commit  to  the  Committee  of  the  Whole; 
to  amend;  to  postpone  indefinitely;  which  several  motions  shall  have  prece- 
dence in  the  order  named ;  and  the  first  four  shall  be  decided  without  debate. 

Rule  XXI.  Motion  withdrawn. — Any  motion  may  be  withdrawn  at  any 
time  before  amendment  or  decision  is  made,  by  consent  of  the  Commission. 

Rule  XXII.  Special  orders. — Any  subject  may,  by  vote  of  a  majority 
of  the  Commission,  be  made  a  special  order,  and  when  the  time  fixed  for 
its  consideration  arrives  the  Presiding  Officer  shall  lay  it  before  the  Com- 
mission. If  not  reached  on  the  day  fixed,  it  shall  be  considered  at  the 
designated  hour  on  the  next  succeeding  day  or  on  some  other  day  to  be 
named  by  the  Commission. 

Rule  XXIII.  Executive  session. — On  motion,  the  Commission  may  at 
any  time  go  into  executive  session,  and  the  members  and  Secretary  of  the 
Commission,  and  all  other  officers  of  the  Government  wTho  may  be  present, 
shall  keep  secret  all  such  matters,  proceedings,  and  things  whereof  secrecy 
shall  be  enjoined  by  order  of  the  Commission. 

Rule  XXIV.  Messengers;  when  introduced. — Messengers  may  be  intro- 
duced at  any  stage  of  business  except  when  a  Commissioner  is  formally 
addressing  the  Commission. 

Rule  XXV.  The  Executive  Secretary  shall  have  executed  such  printing 
as  may  be  required  by  the  Commission,  or  by  its  Secretary,  from  time  to 
time. 

Rule  XXVI.  Suspending  and  changing  rules. — No  standing  rule  shall 
be  changed  except  by  resolution  of  the  Commission  unanimously  adopted, 
nor  shall  any  standing  rule  be  suspended  except  by  motion  unanimously 
carried. 

Rule  XXVII.  Amendment  of  Commission  bills. — Commission  bills  shall 
not  be  amended  on  first  reading.  Amendments  made  to  Commission  bills 
in  committee  of  the  whole  shall  be  by  inserting  or  by  striking  out,  and  shall 
be  shown  on  the  copy  held  by  the  Secretary.  Should  the  bill  be  referred 
to  a  select  committee,  the  report  of  the  committee  shall  show  the  amend- 
ments made  to  the  bill  unless  a  new  bill  be  submitted  in  lieu  thereof; 
however,  new  bills,  in  lieu  of  bills  already  considered,  shall  not  be  con- 
sidered where  it  is  practicable  to  amend  the  original  bill.  An  amended  bill 
ordered  to  third  reading  shall  be  rewritten,  as  amended,  and  if  amendments 
are  made  on  third  reading  they  shall  be  shown  on  the  third  reading  copy 
held  by  the  Secretary.  Copies  of  such  bills,  showing  amendments  made, 
shall  be  filed  and  preserved. 
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Rule  XXVIII.  Amendment  of  Assembly  bills. — Assembly  bills  shall 
not  be  amended  on  first  reading.  When  an  amendment  is  made  by  the 
Commission  to  an  Assembly  bill,  the  section,  subsection,  paragraph,  pro- 
viso, or  title  of  the  bill,  as  the  case  may  be,  in  which  the  amendment  is 
made,  shall,  as  amended,  be  set  forth  in  the  Secretary's  certificate  to  the 
passage  of  the  bill,  and  it  shall  not  be  necessary  to  enumerate  the  amend- 
ments in  the  said  certificate,  or  if  amendments  are  enumerated,  they  shall 
be  followed  in  the  certificate  by  a  recital  of  the  section  as  amended,  the 
object  of  this  rule  being  to  facilitate  the  translation  of  the  bill  from  Eng- 
lish into  Spanish  and  to  avoid,  so  far  as  may  be  practicable,  the  possibility 
of  error  as  to  specific  amendments.  Amendments  made  to  Assembly  bills 
by  a  select  committee  shall  be  enumerated  in  the  report  of  said  committee, 
and  shall  be  followed  in  the  report  by  the  section  *as  it  is  proposed  to 
amend  it,  in  order  that  the  specific  amendments  may  appear  in  the  journal. 

Rule  XXIX.  Bills,  resolutions,  and  so  forth,  relating  to  territory  in- 
habited by  Moros  and  other  non-Christians. — -All  laws  and  resolutions 
relating  to  territory  inhabited  by  Moros  and  other  non-Christians  shall, 
under  the  provisions  of  the  Act  of  Congress  of  July  first,  nineteen  hundred 
and  two,  be  enacted  by  the  Philippine  Commission,  and  may  be  introduced, 
passed  to  their  several  readings,  and  enacted  on  the  same  day,  should  the 
public  good  so  require,  but  under  such  circumstances,  in  the  case  of  an 
Act,  the  Act  itself  shall  declare  that  the  public  good  required  its  speedy 
enactment. 

Rule  XXX.  Unfinished  business  at  a  second  or  subsequent  session. — At 
a  second  or  any  subsequent  session  of  a  Philippine  Legislature  the  legis- 
lative business  which  has  originated  in  the  Philippine  Commission  and 
which  remained  undetermined  at  the  close  of  the  next  preceding  session  of 
•  that  legislature  shall  be  resumed  and  proceeded  with  in  the  same  manner 
as  if  no  adjournment  of  the  Philippine  Commission  had  taken  place ;  and, 
unless  otherwise  directed  by  the  Commission,  all  papers  referred  to  the 
committees  of  the  Philippine  Commission  requiring  action  by  the  legisla- 
ture and  not  reported  upon  at  the  close  of  a  session  of  a  Philippine  Legis- 
lature shall  be  returned  to  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Philippine 
Commission  and  be  retained  by  him  until  the  next  succeeding  session  of 
that  Philippine  Legislature,  when  they  shall  be  returned  to  the  several 
committees  to  which  they  had  previously  been  referred. 

Rule  XXXI.  Cushing's  Manual,  or  Law  and  Practice  of  Legislative 
Assemblies. — In  all  cases  where  these  rules  do  not  apply,  the  rules  of  parlia- 
mentary law  laid  down  in  Cushing's  Manual  or  Law  and  Practice  of  Legis- 
lative Assemblies  shall  govern. 

On  motion  by  Commissioner  Gilbert, 

The  Commission  went  into  the  Committee  of  the  Whole  for  the 
purpose  of  considering  the  report  and  the  proposed  standing  rules 
accompanying  the  same.

They  were  considered  in  committee  and  reported  to  the  Com- 
mission with  the  recommendation  that  the  report  of  the  committee 
and  the  rules  be  adopted  with  the  following  amendments:

— No  standing  rule  shall 
be  changed  except  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  members  of  the  Commission 
duly  qualified  and  sworn  and  such  vote  shall  not  be  taken  on  the  day  the 
proposed  change  is  presented  to  the  Commission  but  shall,  after  presen- 
tation to  the  Commission,  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Rules  and 
reported  by  said  committee  on  a  subsequent  day;  nor  shall  any  standing 
rule  be  suspended  except  upon  motion  unanimously  carried." 

Change  Rules  XXVII  and  XXVIII  to  XII  and  XIII,  respectively,  and 
change  present  Rules  XII  and  XIII  to  XIV  and  XV,  respectively,  renum- 
bering the  following  rules  accordingly. 

The  report  and  recommendation  of  the  Committee  of  the  Whole 
were  adopted  by  unanimous  vote. 

The  Chair  thereupon  declared  the  amended  rules  as  reported  by 
the  Committee  of  the  Whole  to  be  the  Standing  Eules  of  the  Com- 
mission. 

Commissioner  Sumulong  moved  that  the  Committee  on  Rules  be 
instructed  to  bring  in  at  the  next  session  of  the  Commission  a 
new  rule  on  the  subject  of  public  hearings  to  be  incorporated  in 
the  Standing  Eules  of  the  Commission. 

The  motion  prevailed. 

Commissioner  Gilbert  moved  that  the  Secretary  be  directed  to 
have  printed  five  hundred  handbooks  of  the  Standing  Eules  of  the 
Commission,  two  hundred  to  be  bound  in  soft  leather  or  other 
similar  material  and  the  remaining  three  hundred  copies  to  be  held 
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for  further  disposition ;  and  that  when  the  said  two  hundred  copies 
shall  have  been  printed  and  bound  one  copy  be  delivered  to  each 
Commissioner  and  one  copy  to  each  member  of  the  Philippine  As- 
sembly, the  remainder  to  be  disposed  of  as  may  be  directed  by  the 
Commission. 

The  motion  prevailed.

THIRD  READING  ANG  PASSAGE  OF  BILLS. 

Assembly  Joint  Resolution  No.  31.  Joint  Resolution  authorizing  Lo- 
renzo Fenoy  and  Andrés  Asprer  to  translate  and  publish  the  Municipal 
Code  and  its  amendments,  the  Election  Law  and  its  amendments,  and  the 
Provincial  Act  and  its  amendments,  in  the  Ilocano  tongue. 

The  resolution  was  read  the  third  time. 

The  question  then  being  upon  its  passage,  the  roll  was  called, 
and  Assembly  Joint  Eesolution  No.  31  was  unanimously  passed. 

Commissioner  Branagan  thereupon  moved  the  following  amend- 
ment: 

Page  1,  line  8,  of  the  preamble,  after  the  word  "eleventh"  and 
before  the  words  "of  April,"  insert  the  word  "day ;" 

Same  page,  line  6,  of  the  preamble,  strike  out  the  words  "Pro- 
vincial Act,"  and  insert  in  lieu  thereof  the  words  "Provincial  Gov- 
ernment Act;" 

Strike  out  in  the  title  the  words  "Provincial  Act"  and  insert  in 
lieu  thereof  the  words  "Provincial  Government  Act." 

The  motion  prevailed. 

The  preamble  and  title  were  thereupon  agreed  to. 

The  Secretary  was  directed  to  request  the  concurrence  of  the 
Assembly  in  the  amendments. 

Commission  Bill  No.  86.  An  Act  to  authorize  Frederick  Garfield 
Waite  and  others  to  maintain  an  action  at  law  against  the  Government  of 
the  Philippine  Islands  and  authorizing  the  Attorney-General  of  the  Phil- 
ippine Islands  to  appear  therein. 

The  bill  was  read  the  third  time. 

The  question  then  being  upon  its  passage,  the  roll  was  called, 
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and   Commission  Bill  No.  86  was  unanimously  passed,   and  the 
title  and  preamble  were  approved. 

The  Secretary  was  directed  to  request  the  concurrence  of  the 
Assembly  in  the  bill  as  passed. 

MISCELLANEOUS    COMMUNICATIONS. 

At  the  direction  of  the  Chair,  the  Secretary  read  the  following 
communication : 

A  communication  from  the  secretary-treasurer  of  the  agricultural 
Association  of  Panay  and  Negros,  secretary  ex  officio  of  the  Second 
Agricultural  Congress  of  the  Philippines,  inclosing  a  number  of 
resolutions  of  the  said  Congress,  with  the  request  that  they  be 
submitted  to  the  Legislature  for  consideration. 

The  resolutions  were  taken  up  and  referred  as  follows: 

(1)  Requesting  that  the  capital  of  the  Agricultural  Bank  of  the 
Philippine  Government  be  increased  to  1*20,000,000,  immediately 
or  gradually,  as  the  condition  of  the  Insular  Treasury  may  permit ; 
that  a  branch  of  said  bank  be  established  in  the  city  of  Iloilo ;  that 
the  rate  of  interest  to  be  charged  by  the  bank  on  loans  shall  not 
exceed  6  per  cent  per  annum;  that  the  said  bank  be  the  only 
authorized  depositary  for  provincial  and  municipal  funds  and  the 
funds  of  the  Postal  Savings  Bank ;  and  that  it  be  authorized  to 
receive  deposits  and  pay  interest  thereon  at  a  rate  not  to  exceed  4 
per  cent  per  annum. 

To  the  Committee  on  Matters  Pertaining  to  the  Department  of 
Finance  and  Justice,  for  report  and  recommendation. 

(2)  Recommending  that  Congress  be  requested  to  authorize  the 
Philippine  Government  to  issue  not  to  exceed  1*25,000,000  worth 
of  bonds,  payable  within  forty  years,  for  the  purpose  of  restoring, 
constructing,  maintaining,  and  preserving  irrigation  systems  in 
the  Philippine  Islands,  and  that  meanwhile  the  amounts  already 
appropriated  for  such  purposes  be  increased. 

To  the  Committee  on  Matters  Pertaining  to  the  Department  of 
Commerce  and  Police,  for  report  and  recommendation. 

(3)  Requesting  that  the  Philippine  Legislature  appropriate  the 
sum  of  1*1,200,000  for  the  construction,  repair,  and  improvement 
of  the  port  of  Iloilo,  1*400,000  of  this  sum  to  be  appropriated  for 
the  fiscal  year  1909-10,  f*400,000  for  the  fiscal  year  1910-11,  and 
f*400,000  for  the  fiscal  year  1911-12. 
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To  the  Committee  on  Matters  Pertaining  to  the  Department  of 
Commerce  and  Police,  for  report  and  recommendation. 

(4)  Kecommending  that  the  Governor- General  suspend  the  tax 
on  narrow-tired  carts  in  the  Provinces  of  Occidental  Negros,  Iloilo. 
Capiz,  and  Antique. 

On  motion  by  Commissioner  Araneta,  seconded  by  Commissioner 
Luzuriaga, 

Ordered  referred  to  the  Governor-General,  for  administrative 
action. 

(5)  Recommending  that  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  be 
petitioned  to  enact  a  law  permitting  Chinese  immigration  into  the 
Philippine  Islands  exclusively  for  agricultural  purposes,  and  under 
such  limitations  as  the  Philippine  Legislature  may  deem  proper 
and  necessary. 

To  the  Committee  on  Matters  Pertaining  to  the  Department  of 
Finance  and  Justice,  for  report  and  recommendation. 

(6)  Recommending  (a)  that  the  Philippine  Legislature  ap- 
propriate a  larger  sum  for  the  encouragement,  advancement,  and 
needs  of  stock  farms  in  the  Philippine  Islands,  and  for  the  man- 
ufacture, transportation,  keeping  and  preservation  of  serum  suf- 
ficient to  meet  the  needs  of  all  requests  received  from  provincial 
governors;  (b)  that  more  positions  of  veterinarians  be  created  and 
that  a  larger  number  of  stallions  be  distributed  among  agricul- 
turalists for  the  purpose  of  improving  the  breed  of  horses  in  the 
Islands;  (c)  That  it  be  provided  that  agriculturalists  who  wish  to 
have  their  stock  inoculated  so  as  to  immunize  them  completely  shall 
pay  the  expenses  of  inoculation,  provided  that  such  expenses  shall 
not  exceed  1*20  for  each  head  completely  immunized;  (d)  that 
corrals  be  established  for  inoculation  purposes;  (e)  that  the  breed- 
ing of  stock  be  encouraged  by  the  organization  of  exhibitions  each 
year  in  all  provinces,  and  authorizing  the  awarding  of  prizes  from 
the  funds  of  the  provinces;  (f)  that  it  be  recommended  to  the 
Congress  of  the  United  States  that  the  Philippine  Legislature  be 
authorized  to  provide  by  law  that  all  work  stock  imported  into  the 
Philippine  Islands  shall  be  allowed  free  entry  on  such  conditions 
as  may  be  deemed  proper  and  necessary  to  avoid  the  importation  of 
infected  stock,  and  to  establish  at  one  or  more  points  of  importation 
a  special  purchasing  agent  with  a  perfect  knowledge  of  veterinary 
science,  for  the  purchase  and  examination  of  imported  stock  on 
arrival;  (g)  that  it  be  provided  that  all  importation  of  stock  shall 
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be  permitted  through  the  Bureau  of  Agriculture  without  other 
expenses  than  the  just  and  actual  ones,  excepting  the  cost  and 
freight,  plus  a  moderate  commission,  and  that  said  Bureau  in  turn 
give  instructions  to  the  special  purchasing  agent  to  fill  the  orders 
placed  with  it;  and  (h)  that  instructions  be  given  that  requests  for 
serum  from  the  provinces  shall  in  future  be  attended  to  promptly 
and  that  greater  care  be  taken  in  the  preservation  and  packing  of 
the  serum  requested,  and  that  arrangements  be  made  in  the  capitals 
of  provinces  where  ice  plants  may  be  established,  either  by  private 
parties  or  the  military  authorities,  for  the  keeping  and  preservation 
of  a  sufficient  quantity  of  serum  in  order  that  requests  therefor  may 
be  promptly  complied  with. 

To  the  Committee  on  Matters  Pertaining  to  the  Department  of 
the  Interior  for  re¡3ort  and  recommendation. 

(7)  Supporting  the  petition  of  the  governor  and  the  provincial 
board  of  Occidental  Negros  for  the  establishment  in  the  city  of 
Iloilo  of  a  central  office  for  the  polarization  of  sugar.

Ordered  referred  to  the  select  committee  appointed  by  the  Com- 
mission on  March  23,  1909,  to  report  on  the  resolution  (No.  164) 
of  the  provincial  board  of  Iloilo  on  the  question  of  the  establish- 
ment of  a  central  office  for  the  polarization  of  sugar  in  the  city  of 
Iloilo.

"(I)  To  prepare,  when  ordered  by  the  Commission,  a  brief  statement 
of  the  reasons  which  actuated  the   Commission  in  reaching  a  conclusion 
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favorable  or  otherwise  concerning  any  proposed  legislation.     Such  statement, 
after  approval  by  the  Commission,  shall  be  published  in  the  Official  Gazette 
and  in  all  newspapers  with  which  the  Government  has  a.n  advertising  con- 
tract, and  furnished  to  all  other  newspapers  upon  request;" 
and  as  letter   (to)   the  following: 

"  (  to  )   To  exhibit  to  any  duly  qualified  elector  desiring  to  see  the  same 
any  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Commission  when  in  legislative  session" 
and  to  renumber  paragraph   ( I )  to  paragraph  ( n ) .

[Committee  Report  No.   105.] 

March  25,  1909. 

Mr.  President:  Your  Committee  on  Matters  Pertaining  to  the  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Instruction,  to  which  was  referred  on  March  12,  1909, 
Assembly  Bill  No.  269,  entitled  "An  Act  establishing  obligatory  primary 
instruction  in  hygiene  and  agriculture  in  the  Government  primary  schools, 
and  creating  technical  boards  for  the  drafting  of  primers  on  hygiene  and 
agriculture,  and  on  other  subjects,"  has  examined  the  same  and  has  the 
honor  to  report  it  back  to  the  Commission  with  the  following  recommen- 
dation, viz: 

The  purpose  of  said  bill  is  a  very  important  one,  and  your  committee 
is  entirely  in  harmony  with  the  idea  of  teaching  hygiene  and  agriculture 
in  the  primary  schools  of  the  Government.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  a  very 
large  majority  of  the  pupils  in  the  public  schools  never  attend  any  school 
except  a  primary  school,  and  such  instructions  as  can  be  given  on  these 
subjects  will  be  very  valuable. 

Your  committee,  therefore,  is  in  harmony  with  the  idea  expressed  in 
the  bill,  but  must  take  exception  to  the  provision  in  section  3  that  the 
expenses  of  this  work  shall  be  paid  out  of  funds  allotted  to  the  Bureau 
of  Education,  for  the  reason  that  the  appropriation  bill  which  is  now 
pending  as  at  present  drawn,  reduces  the  amount  appropriated  for  this 
Bureau  many  thousands  of  pesos,  and  it  has  been  necessary,  in  view  of 
the  probable  passage  of  this  bill,  to  already  look  forward  to  curtailment 
of  the  expenses  of  the  public  schools.  It  will  be  necessary,  if  the  appro- 
priation bill  passes  in  its  present  form,  to  decrease  the  number  of  teachers, 
and  in  some  instances  probably  discontinue  schools  altogether.  This  being 
the  case,  your  committee  is  not  willing  that  further  depletion  of  the  funds 
allotted  to  the  Bureau  of  Education  should  take  place. 

It  will,  therefore,  be  necessary,  if  this  bill  is  passed,  to  make  provision 
for  the  expenses  incident  to  the  carrying  out  of  the  provisions  of  the  bill 
by  an  additional  appropriation  for  that  purpose. 

The  bill  is,  therefore,  recommended  for  passage  with  the  following 
amendments : 

Strike  out  section  3,  and  insert  in  lieu  thereof  the  following: 

"Sec.  3.  As  soon  as  the  primers  mentioned  in  section  two  of  this  Act 
have  been  drafted,  the  Director  of  Education  shall  order  the  same  printed, 
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and  shall  provide  for  the  free  distribution  of  the  said  primers  in  all  the 
schools  of  primary  instruction  in  the  Philippine  Islands." 

Section  4  shall  be  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

"Sec.  4.  There  is  hereby  appropriated,  from  any  funds  in  the  Insular 
Treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated,  the  sum  of  twenty-five  thousand 
pesos,  or  as  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  to  be  expended  for  the 
necessary  expenses  in  drafting  the  primers  mentioned  in  section  two  of 
this  Act,  and  for  the  printing  and  distribution  of. the  same,  such  expendi- 
tures to  be  made  by  the  Director  of  Education." 

Section  5  should  be  added  to  the  bill  to  read  as  follows: 

"Sec.  5.  This  Act  shall  take  effect  on  its  passage."

Mr.  President:  The  Committee  on  Matters  Pertaining  to  the  Depart- 
ment of  the  Interior,  to  which  was  referred  on  February  15,  1909,  for 
report  and  recommendation  the  following  resolution  of  the  convention  of 
municipal  presidents  of  the  Province  of  Tarlac: 

"Resolution  No.  2.  Whereas  of  the  detriment  caused  and  which  will  be 
caused  to  the  owners  of  lands  in  peaceable  possession  of  the  same  who  on 
account  of  the  reigning  money  crisis  have  been  unable  to  apply  for  free 
titles  to  their  properties,  in  accordance  with  Chapter  IV  of  Act  No.  926, 
as  amended  by  Act  No.  1573:   Therefore,  unanimously 

"Resolved,  To  solicit  from  the  Philippine  Legislature  an  extension  of 
time  for  the  said  purpose  until  January  1,  1915;" 

has  examined  the  same  and  has  the  honor  to  report  it  back  to  the  Commis- 
sion with  the  following  recommendation,  viz: 

That  said  resolution  be  denied. 

The  only  reason  assigned  in  the  resolution  for  an  extension  of  time  to 
file  application  under  Chapter  IV  of  Act  No.  926,  is  "on  account  of  the 
reigning  money  crisis."  The  only  expenditure  of  money  required  in  filing 
an  application  for  free  patent  are  notary  fees,  revenue  stamp,  and  postage 
stamp,  aggregating  an  outlay  of  72  centavos.  It  is  therefore  apparent 
that  there  is  little  strength  in  this  resolution. 

Quite  apart  from  this,  there  are  other  objections  to  extending  the  Free 

Patent  Law.     There  are  now  on  file  in  this   Bureau   15,808  applications 

for  free  patent.     Of  this  number,  it  is  estimated  that   14,000  will  have 

to  be  investigated  and  surveyed  as  provided  in.  section  34  of  Act  No.  926.

There  have  been  printed  and  distributed  approximately  30,000  circulars 
containing  Chapter  IV  and  instructions  thereunder.  These  circulars  were 
printed  in  the  English  and  Spanish  languages,  and  Ilocano,  Pampanga, 
Panayano,  Bicol,  and  Cebuano  dialects.  It  is  estimated  that  the  total 
cost  to  the  Government  in  connection  with  the  applications  now  on  file  will 
not  fall  short  of  half  a  million  pesos. 

It  is  therefore  recommended  that  the  resolution  be  denied.

REPORTS    OF    JOINT    LEGISLATIVE    COMMITTEE    ON    VARIOUS    MATTERS 
REFERRED  TO  THEM. 

February  1,  1909. 
To  the  honorable  Philippine  Legislature : 

The  Joint  Committee  which  acted  during  the  recess  of  the  First  Philip- 
pine Legislature,  and  to  which  was  forwarded  on  October  9,  1908,  by  order 
of  the  honorable  President  of  the  Commission,  a  communication  from  the 
chairman  of  the  Committee  on  General  Affairs  of  the  recent  assembly  of 
provincial  governors,  relative  to  appointment  and  compensation  of  justices 
of  the  peace,  has  examined  the  said  communication,  and  has  the  honor  to 
invite  your  attention  to  the  following  report  of  the  Subcommittee  on  Mat- 
ters Pertaining  to  the  Department  of  Finance  and  Justice,  to  which  said 
communication  was  referred  by  indorsement,  which  said  report  was  adopted 
by  the  committee  at  its  session  of  January  31,  1909,  adjournment  from 
that  held  on  the  29th  of  the  same  month: 

January  30,  1909. 
To  the  Joint  Committee  of  the  Philippine  Legislature: 

Your  Subcommittee  on  Matters  Pertaining  to  the  Department  of  Finance 
and  Justice  has  the  honor  to  report  and  recommend  the  following  relative 
to  the  recommendations  embodied  in  the  annexed  letter  from  the  chairman 
of  the  committee  on  general  affairs  of  the  assembly  of  governors.  The  said 
recommendations  are  as  follows: 

1.  The  justices'  courts  shall  be  apportioned  by  the  provincial  board  to 
municipal  districts,  regard  being  had  to  the  density  of  population,  the 
greater  or  lesser  remoteness,  and  the  resources  of  such  districts. 

The  question  of  whether  the  justices'  courts  shall  be  constituted  as  at 
present — that  is  to  say,  one  for  each  municipality — or  whether  out  of  several 
municipalities  one  district  shall  be  formed,  one  justice  of  the  peace  being 
appointed  for  each  such  district,  is  one  which  has  already  been  considered 
by  the  Philippine  Commission  at  the  time  of  the  passage  of  Act  No.  1450. 
Several  of  the  officials  of  the  judicial  branch  recommended  that  the  latter 
system  should  be  adopted.  The  Philippine  Commission,  however,  continued 
with  the  system  theretofore  followed,  namely,  one  justice's  court  for  each 
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municipality.  The  sole  consideration  which  might  favor  the  formation  of 
districts  is  that  thereby  a  higher  salary  might  be  allotted  to  the  justices 
of  the  peace,  but  this  is  offset  by  the  objection  that,  given  the  distances 
between  the  different  municipalities,  a  district  justice  of  the  peace  might 
not  be  in  a  position  to  adininister  justice  promptly  and  expeditiously.  It 
might  be  possible  to  merge  two  or  more  justice's  courts  whenever  the 
distance  is  inconsiderable  and  communication  easy  between  the  munic- 
ipalities. 

2.  That  the  justices  of  the  peace  be  selected  from  among  attorneys  and 
persons  who  have  taken  the  civil-service  examination. 

Your  subcommittee  is  aware  of  no  sufficient  reason  for  modifying  the 
present  system  of  appointing  the  justices  of  the  peace  upon  the  recommen- 
dation of  the  judges  of  the  Court  of  First  Instance.  Justice's  courts  must 
have  a  certain  local  savor,  which  would  be  lost  were  the  justices  to  be 
selected  from  civil-service  eligibles.  There  are  not  a  sufficient  number  of 
lawyers  to  make  it  possible  that  the  justices  of  the  peace  should  be  ap- 
pointed from  their  ranks.  Other  circumstances  being  equal,  they  are  the 
ones  who  are  now  preferred. 

3.  That  the  justices  of  the  peace  shall  receive  an  annual  salary  not  less 
than  ^1,200  and  not  to  exceed  ^1,800,  to  be  paid  pro  rata  by  the  respective 
municipalities;  that  they  shall  be  entitled,  furthermore,  the  actual  and 
necessary  traveling  expenses,  and  that  the  fees  collected  by  the  justices  of 
the  peace  shall  be  paid  in  to  the  respective  municipal  treasuries. 

Your  subcommittee  is,  in  principle,  of  opinion  that  the  justices  of  the 
peace  should  be  paid  a  salary,  and  that  the  fees  collected  by  them  should- 
be  paid  into  the  treasury  out  of  whose  funds  such  salary  is  paid.  But 
in  view  of  the  present  resources  of  the  municipalities,  it  is  not  believed 
possible  that  the  payment  of  the  said  salaries  can  be  charged  to  the  mu- 
nicipal funds.  If  the  Insular  Government  had  sufficient  funds,  the  salaries 
of  the  justices  of  the  peace  should  be  paid  out  of  Insular  funds,  and  the 
fees  collected  by  the  justices  should  be  paid  into  the  Insular  Treasury. 

4.  That  authority  be  conferred  upon  municipal  presidents  to  hold  pre- 
liminary investigations  in  the  absence  of  the  justices  of  the  peace,  and  that 
they  be  empowered  to  fix  the  amount  of  bail  of  parties  defendant  in  the 
justice's  court. 

This  is  provided  for  by  section  3  of  Act  No.  194,  which  has  not  been 
repealed  by  any  subsequent  Act. 

Your  subcommittee  recommends  that  no  action  be  taken  upon  the  said 
recommendations  of  the  committee  on  general  affairs  of  the  assembly  of 
provincial  governors.

The  Joint  Committee  which  acted  during  the  recess  of  the  First  Philip- 
pine Legislature,  and  to  which  was  forwarded  on  December  1,  1908,  by 
order  of  the  honorable  Speaker  of  the  Assembly,  a  resolution  of  the  provin- 
cial board  of  Pangasinan,  recommending  to  the  Philippine  Legislature  that 
section  26  of  Act  No.  82  be  amended  to  read  that  the  municipal  police 
shall  not  be  appointed  for  any  set  term,  but  that  their  appointment  shall 
be  of  a  permanent  character,  and  that  they  shall  not  be  discharged  from 
the  service  except  for  some  fault  committed  which  shall  be  a  sufficient 
ground  for  discharge,  has  examined  the  said  resolution,  and  has  the  honor 
to  invite  your  attention  to  the  following  report  of  the  Subcommittee  on 
Matters  Pertaining  to  the  Department  of  Commerce  and  Police,  to  which 
the  matter  was  referred,  which  said  report  the  committee,  at  its  session 
of  January  28,  1909,  resolved  to  table,  for  consideration  at  such  time  as  the 
general  discussion  of  matters  of  this  character  shall  be  had: 

Januaby  26,  1909. 
To  the  Joint  Committee  of  the  Philippine  Legislature: 

The  Subcommittee  on  Matters  Pertaining  to  the  Department  of  Com- 
merce and  Police,  reporting,  pursuant  to.  request,  upon  .the  amendment 
proposed  by  the  assembly  of  municipal  presidents  of  Pangasinan  to  section 
26  of  the  Municipal  Code,  which  said  amendment  has  also  been  recommended 
by  the  provincial  board  of  the  said  province,  has  the  honor  to  state: 

1.  That  the  amendment  refers,  unquestionably,  to  section  26  of  Act 
No.  82,  and  not  of  Act  No.  62,  as  set  out  in  the  annexed  copy  of  minutes, 
numbered  118,  of  a  meeting  of  the  provincial  board  of  Pangasinan,  an 
error  due  doubtless  to  an  oversight  in  transcription,  as  in  the  copy  of 
minutes  numbered  4  of  the  same  board  it  is  clearly  set  forth  that  the  Act 
sought  to  be  amended  is  Act  No.  82.  . 

2.  That  the  said  Act,  section  26,  provides  in  terms  as  follows : 

"The  term  of  office  of  all  appointive  officers  shall  be  until  the  end  of 
the  term  of  the  president  appointing  them  and  until  their  successors  are 
appointed  and  qualified,  unless  sooner  removed,  as  provided  in  this  Act." 

3.  That  the  assembly  of  presidents  recommended  to  the  Philippine 
Legislature  that  said  section  26  be  amended  to  read  that  the  municipal 
police  shall  not  be  appointed  for  any  set  term,  but  that  their  appointment 
shall  be  of  a  permanent  character,  and  that  they  shall  not  be  discharged 
from  the  service  except  for  some  fault  committed  which  shall  be  a  sufficient 
ground  for  discharge. 

The  Subcommittee  on  Matters  Pertaining  to  the  Department  of  Com- 
merce and  Police  can  not  do  otherwise  than  recommend  to  the  standing 
committee  that  the  proposed  amendment  be  effected,  believing  as  it  does 
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that  in  this  way  the  efficiency  of  the  police  service — a  matter  of  the  highest 
importance — is  assured.;  for  it  is  evident  that  there  can  be  no  greater 
obstacle  to  the  efficient  performance  of  the  services  confided  to  this  institu- 
tion than  the  continual  changes  to  which  they  are  subject  under  the  provi- 
sion contained  in  section  26.  of  Act  No.  82. 

The  municipal  police  being  the  right  arm  of  the  local  authorities,  and 
constituting  as  it  does  the  most  efficient  guaranty  for  the  protection  of  the 
rights  of  the  residents  of  a  municipality,  it  is  essential  that  its  members 
be  familiar  with  the  customs  and  manners  of  each  locality,  for  their  own 
greater  efficiency  in  the  performance  of  their  important  functions ;  whereas, 
by  applying  to  them  the  provisions  of  section  26  of  the  said  Act,  they  are 
relieved  at  a  time  when  they  are  best  fitted  to  perform  their  duties,  and 
are  replaced  by  others  who  have  to  begin  anew  and  commence  acquiring  the 
experience  already  possessed  by  their  predecessors. 

Furthermore,  this  mobility  which  the  proposed  amendment  seeks  to 
obviate  makes  of  the  police  perpetual  satellites  of  the  municipal  authority 
and  always  eager  to  please  the  latter  in  aü  things,  as,  mere  creatures  as 
they  are  of  such  authority,  they  know  that  their  term  of  office  is  to  be 
measured  by  the  duration  of  that  of  the  party  appointing  them.  It 
follows  that  all  stimulus  being  lacking  to  these  functionaries,  the  service 
must  seriously  suffer  therefrom,  and  it  may  be  that  caciquism  profits  by 
the  situation  to  extend  its  powers. 

For  all  the  foregoing  reasons,  the  Subcommittee  on  Matters  Pertaining 
to  the  Department  of  Commerce  and  Police  again  recommends  to  the 
standing  committee  of  the  Philippine  Legislature  that  the  amendment 
proposed  by  the  assembly  of  municipal  presidents  of  Pangasinan  be  adopted.

MESSAGE   FROM   THE  ASSEMBLY. 

Manila,  March  21,  W09. 
Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  introduce  to  you  the  Honorable  Manuel  L. 
Quezon,  Alberto  Barretto,  Macario  Adriático,  Filemón  Sotto,  Matias  Gon- 
zales, Vicente  Singson  Encarnación,  Salvador  Laguda  and  Juan  Villamor, 
members  of  the  Philippine  Assembly  who  have  been  designated  by  this 
Lower  House  to  be  the  bearers  of  the  joint  resolution  which  has  just  been 
passed  whose  title  is  "Joint  Resolution  insisting  upon  Joint  Resolution 
Numbered  Eleven  of  the  Philippine  Legislature,  adopted  May  nineteenth, 
nineteen  hundred  and  eight,  and  protesting  against  section  five  of  the 
Payne  Bill  relative  to  the  free  entry  of  American  products  into  the  Phil- 
ippines and  of  Philippine  products  into  the  United  States,  with  the 
exception  of  tobacco  and  sugar,  subject  to  certain  restrictions." 

The  Lower  House  has  empowered  its  Representatives  fully  to  discuss 
the  contents  of  this   resolution  with  the  Philippine   Commission   and   to 
reach  an  agreement  with  the  urgency  that  the  case  requires.

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Of  the  members  of  the  Assembly  committee  mentioned  in  the 
message  the  following  appeared: 

Delegates  Quezon,  Adriático,  Villamor,  Sotto,  and  Singson. 

Delegate  Quezon  stated  that  owing  to  the  hurried  departure  of 
the  members  of  the  committee  from  Manila  after  the  adoption  of 
the  resolution,  they  had  had  no  opportunity  to  bring  it  to  the 
Commission  in  regular  form  but  that  they  had  with  them  copies  of 
the  resolution  as  it  was  submitted  by  the  Assembly  Committee  on 
Appropriations  and  adopted  by  the  Assembly,  and  that  the  resolu- 
tion in  regular  form,  bearing  the  certificate  of  its  adoption  by  the 
Assembly,  would  come  to  the  Commission  in  the  usual  manner 
later,  but  that  meanwhile  it  was  thought  that  the  copy  that  they 
had  brought  with  them  would  serve  the  purposes  of  the  discussion. 

At  the  direction  of  .the  President,  the  Secretary  read  a  transla- 
tion of  the  resolution  as  submitted  by  the  committee,  as  follows : 

Proposed  joint  resolution  insisting  on  Joint  Resolution  Numbered  Eleven  of  the 
Philippine  Legislature,  passed  on  May  nineteenth,  nineteen  hundred  and  eight, 
and  protesting  against  section  Ave  of  the  Payne  Bill  relative  to  the  free  admis- 
sion of  American  products  into  the  Philippines  and  of  Philippine  products  into 
the  United  States,  with  the  exception  of  tobacco  and  sugar,  under  certain 
limitations. 

Whereas  there  has  recently  been  introduced  in  the  House  of  Represent- 
atives of  the  United  States  a  bill  the  fifth  section  of  which  provides  for 
the  free  exchange  of  products  between  the  United  States  and  the  Philip- 
pine Islands,  restricting,  however,  the  free  entry  of  sugar  into  the  United 
States  to  three  hundred  thousand  tons,  and  that  of  tobacco,  to  three 
hundred  thousand  pounds  for  wrappers,  three  million  pounds  for  filling, 
and  one  hundred  and  thirty  million  manufactured  cigarettes;  and 

Whereas  the  free  exchange  of  products  between  the  United  States  and 
the  Philippine  Islands  would,  in  the  long  run,  be  highly  detrimental  to 
the  economic  interests  of  the  Filipino  people  and  would  originate  a  situa- 
tion that  might  hinder  the  obtainment  of  their  independence;   and 

Whereas  the  passage  of  the  said  section  must  produce  a  great  reduction 
in  the  revenues  of  the  Insular  Treasury  of  the  Philippines,  to  such  an 
extent  that  it  would  be  impossible  to  sustain  the  burdens  and  services  of 
the  Insular  Government  with  only  the  remaining  revenues;  and 

Whereas  the  precarious  condition  of  the  country  is  such  as  to  prohibit 
the  levying  of  new  taxes,  either  direct  or  indirect;    and 

Whereas  the  will  of  the  Philippine  Legislature,  in  accord  with  the 
will  of  the  people  of  the  Philippine  Islands,  and  in  harmony  with  their 
interests,  without  detriment  whatsoever  to  the  interests  of  the  people  of 
the  United  States  with  regard  to  the  mercantile  relations  between  both 
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countries,  was  expressed  in  Joint  Resolution  No.   11,  passed  on  May  19, 
1908,  the  tenor  of  which  is  as  follows: 

"Joint  Resolution  No.  11.  Giving  Instructions  to  the  Resident  Commissioners  to 
the  United  States  as  regards  the  abolition  of  the  Dingley  Tariff  and  other 
matters. 

"Resolved  by  the  Philippine  Commission  and  the  Philippine  Assembly, 

"1.  That  the  Commissioners  of  the  Philippine  Legislature,  resident  in 

the   United   States,    shall    endeavor   to   secure   from   the    Congress   of   the 

United  States  the  abolition  of  the  Dingley  Tariff  on  the  following  goods 

or  merchandise,  and  under  the  conditions  hereinunder  specified: 

"  ( a )  On  sugar,  restricting  importation,  for  the  purposes  of  the  aboli- 
tion of  the  said  tariff,  to  four  hundred  thousand  tons. 

(b)  On  unmanufactured  tobacco,  restricting  importation,  for  the  pur- 
poses of  the  abolition  of  said  tariff,  to  seven  million  pounds. 

(c)  On  manufactured  tobacco,  of  cigarettes  and  picadura  manufactured 
in  the  Philippines,  and  of  cigars  manufactured  in  the  Philippines,  without 
limitation,  or,  restricted  at  the  most,  to  the  quantity  of  one  hundred  and 
fifty  million  cigars. 

"2.  That  an  effort  be  made  to  secure  said  abolition  of  the  tariff  without 
special  concessions. 

"3.  That  the  said  Commissioners  shall  also  endeavor  to  secure  the 
removal  of  customs  duties  on  agricultural  machinery,  apparatus,  and  im- 
plements, machinery  and  apparatus  for  making  or  repairing  roads,  and 
on  steam  plows,  and  that  their  attention  be  called  to  the  fact  that  this 
may  be  accomplished  by  amending  t  paragraph  two  hundred  and  forty-five 
of  the  Philippine  Tariff  Revision  Law  of  Nineteen  hundred  and  five  to 
read  as  follows: 

"  '245.  Machinery  and  apparatus  for  pile  driving,  dredging  and  hoisting, 
for  refrigerating  and  ice  making,  sawmill  machinery,  machinery  for  extract- 
ing vegetable  oils  and  for  converting  the  same  into  other  products,  for 
making  sugar,  for  preparing  rice,  hemp,  and  other  vegetable  products  of 
the  Islands  for  the  markets,  and  detached  parts  therefor;  also  traction 
and  portable  engines  and  their  boilers  adapted  to  and  imported  for  and 
with  rice-thrashing  machines,  five  per  centum  ad  valorem'  (the  note  to 
paragraph  two  hundred  and  forty-five  would  not  be  changed  by  this  amend- 
ment) and  inserting  in  the  unconditional  free  list  (section  twelve)  an 
additional  paragraph  to  read  as  follows: 

"  'Agricultural  machinery,  apparatus,  and  implements,  machinery  and  ap- 
paratus for  making  or  repairing  roads,  and  steam  and  other  motor  plows.' 

"Aláo,  that  they  endeavor  to  secure  a  reduction  of  the  customs  duties 
on  mining,  smelting,  and  reduction  machinery  and  apparatus,  by  including 
them  under  paragraph  two  hundred  and  forty-five  of  the  Philippine  Tariff 
Revision  Law  of  Nineteen  hundred  and  five,  further  amending  the  para- 
graph to  read  as  follows:

"4.  That  the  said  Commissioners  undertake  that  the  suspension  of  the 
enforcement  in  the  Philippines  of  the  Frye  Bill  be  for  an  indefinite  time. 

"Adopted,  May  19,  1908." 

Now,  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved  by  the  Philippine  Commission  and  the  Philippine  Assembly: 

{a)  To  insist  on  the  passage  by  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  of  an 
Act  in  accordance  with  the  said  Joint  Resolution  No.  11; 

(6)  To  protest  respectfully  and  energetically  against  section  five  of  the 
Payne  Bill,  introduced  in  the  House  of  Representatives,  relative  to  the 
free  exchange  between  the  United  States  and  the  Philippine  Islands,  with 
limitations,  of  Philippine  tobacco  and  sugar  and  without  limitations  for 
American  products; 

(c)  To  inform  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  that  the  Philippine 
Legislature  finds  it  absolutely  impossible  to  provide  new  means  for  the 
maintenance  of  the  burdens  of  the  Government  in  the  Philippine  Islands; 
and 

Resolved  further,  That  this  resolution  be  sent  by  cable  by  the  Governor- 
General  of  the  Philippines  to  the  Congress  of  the  United  States,  through  the 
Secretary  of  War  and  the  Resident  Commissioners  from  the  Philippines, 
in  the  United  States. 

The  Commission  thereupon  resolved  itself  into  the  Committee 
of  the  Whole  for  the  purpose  of  discussing  with  the  Assembly 
committee  the  provisions  of  said  resolution. 

At  1  o'clock  postmeridian  the  committee  rose,  reported  progress 
on  the  resolution,  and  asked  leave  to  sit  again. 

The  report  of  the  Committer  of  the  Whole  was  accepted.

Insisting  upon  Joint  Resolution  Numbered 
Eleven  of  the  Philippine  Legislature,  adopted  May  nineteenth,  nineteen  hun- 
dred and  eight,  and  protesting  against  section  five  of  the  Payne  Bill  relative 
to  the  free  entry  of  American  products  into  the  Philippines  and  of  Philippine 
products  into  the  United  States,  with  the  exception  of  tobacco  and  sugar, 
subject  to  certain  restrictions.

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(6)  To  protest  respectfully,  but  emphatically,  against  said  section  five 
of  the  Payne  Bill  introduced  in  the  House  of  Representatives  relative  to 
free  trade  between  the  United  States  and  the  Philippine  Islands,  with 
restrictions  as  to  Philippine  sugar  and  tobacco  and  without  restrictions  as 
to  American  products. 

(c)  To  represent  to  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  that  it  is  wholly 
beyond  the  power  of  the  Philippine  Legislature  to  create  revenues  for 
defraying  the  expenses  of  the  Government  of  the  Philippine  Islands. 

Resolved  further,  That  this  resolution  be  communicated  by  cable  by  the 
Governor-General  of  the  Philippine  Islands  to  the  Congress  of  the  United 
States,  through  the  Secretary  of  War  and  the  Commissioners  of  the  Phil- 
ippine Legislature,  resident  in  the  United  States.

The  Commission  resumed  its  sitting  in  Committee  of  the  Whole 
for  the  purpose  of  considering  Assembly  Joint  Eesolution  No.  36, 

After  some  time  spent  therein,  the  Committee  rose  and  reported 
to  the  Commission  with  the  recommendation  that  Assembly  Joint 
Resolution  No.  36  do  not  pass  and  that  the  following  Commission 
joint  resolution  be  taken  up  and  considered  in  lieu  thereof : 

Commission  Joint  Resolution  No.  8.  Favoring  free  trade  between  the  United  States 
and  the  Philippine  Islands  but  suggesting  the  adoption  of  certain  recommenda- 
tions in  order  to  relieve  tne  Philippine  Government  from  financial  embarrass- 
ment during  the  period  which  must  intervene  before  the  Philippine  Islands 
can  possibly  receive  the  full  benefits  of  the  Payne  Tariff  Bill. 

Whereas,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  should  the  Payne  Bill  pass,  the  rev- 
enues of  the  Insular  Government  for  a  considerable  period  of  time  will 
probably  be  reduced  annually  by  the  sum  of  four  million  pesos  or  more; 
and 

Whereas  the  carrying  out  of  educational  plans  initiated  years  ago, 
the  establishment  of  a  veterinary  corps  in  the  Philippine  Islands  for  the 
purpose  of  definitely  stamping  out  animal  diseases,  the  continuance  of  the 
policy  of  utilizing  Coast  Guard  cutters  on  unprofitable  routes  for  the  pur- 
pose of  transporting  the  agricultural  and  industrial  products  of  districts 
which  would  otherwise  be  left  without  a  market,  the  development  of  Insular 
road  construction,  the  creation  of  suitable  irrigation  systems  in  order  to 
put  an  end  to  the  further  importation  of  rice  from  other  countries,  the 
increase  of  judges  and  personnel  of  the  courts  of  land  registration  for  the 
purpose  of  speedily  settling  titles  to  lands,  the  work  of  suppressing  con- 
tagious diseases,  the  segregation  of  lepers,  and  the  continuance  of  many 
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improvements  now  in  progress,  would  be  seriously  affected  by  a  sudden 
reduction  of  the  Insular  revenues;  and 

Whereas  the  appropriation  by  Congress  of  a  sum  of  not  less  than  three 
million  pesos  per  year  for  a  period  of  three  years,  for  the  Bureau  of 
Education,  or,  if  such  an  appropriation  can  not  be  obtained,  then  the 
assumption  at  least  for  a  like  period  by  the  United  States  of  the  expense 
of  light-house,  quarantine  service,  and  coast  and  geodetic  survey,  and  the 
concession  of  the  right  to  levy  and  collect  an  export  duty  on  hemp,  would 
relieve  the  Philippine  Government  of  great  embarrassment  during  the  period 
which  must  intervene  before  the  agricultural  interests  of  the  Islands  can 
posssibly  receive  the  benefits  of  the  Payne  Bill ;  and 

Whereas  the  loss  of  duties  suffered  by  the  Philippine  Government  should 
not  be  taken  into  consideration  when  compared  with  the  immense  advan- 
tages which  wrould  result  to  the  people  of  the  Philippine  Islands  should 
they  be  granted  the  free  entry  of  their  goods  into'  the  American  markets; 
and 

*  Whereas  Joint  Resolution  Numbered  Eleven  of  the  Philippine  Legisla- 
ture, adopted  on  May  nineteenth,  nineteen  hundred  and  eight,  for  the 
purpose  of  securing  the  limited  free  entry  of  Philippine  sugar  and  tobacco 
into  the  United  States,  and  for  other  purposes,  will,  from  all  appearances, 
not  receive  the  approval  of  the  Congress  of  the  United  States,  and  free  entry 
for  Philippine  sugar  and  tobacco  can  be  secured  only  through  the  passage 
of  the  Payne  Tariff  Bill  now  pending ;  and 

Whereas  all  persons  in  the  Philippine  Islands  interested  in  the  pro- 
duction of  sugar  and  tobacco  have  urgently  requested  the  free  entry  of 
these  products  into  the  LTnited  States;  and 

Whereas  if  the  said  Payne  Bill  should  not  pass  at  this  session  it  will 
probably  be  impossible  to  secure  the  free  entry  into  the  United  States  for 
many  years  to  come  of  Philippine  goods  and  products  which  now  pay  duty; 
and 

Whereas  under  the  Payne  Bill  cigars  made  with  light  wrappers  or  put 
up  with  imported  labels,  glue  and  bands,  or  in  which  imported  flavoring 
is  used,  would  probably  be  refused  free  entry  into  the  United  States;  and 

Whereas  no  provision  is  made  for  the  free  entry  of  cigarettes  in  the 
manufacture  of  which  imported  paper  and  other  accessories  are  used ;  and 

Whereas  in  the  manufacture  of  other  products  of  the  Philippine  Islands 
a  small  percentage  of  imported  materials  is  necessarily  used:  Now,  there- 
fore, be  it 

Resolved  by  the  Philippine  Commission  and  the  Philippine  Assembly, 
That  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  be  requested : 

First.  To  make  provision  in  the  Payne  Bill  for  the  free  entry  of  Philip- 
pine cigars  made  with  Connecticut  wrappers  and  other  imported  accessories ; 

Second.  To  make  provision  that  cigarettes  made  with  imported  paper 
and  other  imported  accessories  shall,  for  the  purposes  of  the  Payne  Bill, 
be  considered  wholly  the  product  of  the  Philippine  Islands; 

Third.  To  make  provision  that  articles  manufactured  with  products  of 
the  Philippine  Islands  in  the  manufacture  of  which  imported  articles  not 
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exceeding  ten  per  centum  of  the  value  thereof  are  used,  shall,  for  the  pur- 
poses of  the  Payne  Bill,  be  considered  wholly  the  product  of  the  Philippine 
Islands; 

Fourth.  To  authorize  the  Philippine  Government  to  collect  domestic 
rates  of  internal  revenue  on  all  imported  articles  on  which,  if  domestic, 
an  internal-revenue  tax  would  be  levied; 

Fifth.  To  authorize  the  Philippine  Government  to  collect  and  retain  an 
export  tax  on  hemp  exported  to  the  United  States  without  making  such 
product  subject  to  the  import  tax  in  the  United  States; 

Sixth.  To  appropriate  for  the  Bureau  of  Education  for  three  years  a 
sum  not  less  than  three  million  pesos  per  annum,  or,  in  case  that  is  found 
impossible,  to  assume  for  the  same  period  the  expense  of  the  light-house, 
quarantine,  and  coast  and  geodetic  survey  services,  in  tlie  following  amounts 
respectively,  namely,  three  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  pesos,  one  hundred 
and  twenty-five  thousand  pesos,  and  one  hundred  and  ninety-five  thousand 
pesos;  and 

Resolved  further,  That  the  Philippine  Legislature  favors  free  trade  be- 
tween the  United  States  and  the  Philippine  Islands  but  suggests  the 
adoption  of  the  recommendations  hereinbefore  made  in  order  to  relieve 
the  Philippine  Government  from  very  considerable  financial  embarrassment 
during  the  period  which  must  intervene  before  the  Philippine  Islands  can 
possibly  receive  the  full  benefits  of  the  Payne  Tariff  Bill. 

The  question  being  upon  the  adoption  of  the  report  of  the  Com- 
mittee of  the  Whole, 

On  motion  by  Commissioner  Gilbert,  unanimously  carried, 

The  roll  was  called,  with  the  following  result :

In  the  affirmative:  Commissioners  Luzuriaga,  Forbes,  Araneta, 
Gilbert,  Sumulong,  Branagan,  and  the  President. 

In  the  negative :  Commissioner  Palma.

A  majority  having  voted  in  favor  of  the  adoption  of  the  report  of 
the  Committee  of  the  Whole,  the  President  declared  the  same 
adopted. 

By  unanimous  consent,  Commission  Joint  Eesolution  No.  8  was 
thereupon  read  once  and  put  upon  its  passage.

In  the  affirmative:  Commissioners  Luzuriaga,  Forbes,  Araneta, 
Gilbert,  Sumulong,  Branagan,  and  the  President. 

In  the  negative :  Commissioner  Palma. 

Absent :  Commissioner  Worcester. 

A  majority  having  voted  in  favor  of  the  adoption  of  the  resolu- 
tion, the  President  declared  the  same  formally  adopted,  and  the 
title  and  preamble  were  agreed  to. 

The  Secretary  was  directed  to  request  the  concurrence  of  the 
Assembly  in  the  resolution. 

EXPLANATIONS  OF  VOTES. 

Commissioner  Gilbert.  One  of  the  essential  prerequisites  to  the 
progress  of  the  Filipino  people  along  any  lines  is  the  material 
prosperity  of  the  country.  Prosperity  here  has  been  long  delayed  by 
reason  of  the  fact  that  the  Philippines  have  no  open  market  for 
their  goods  and  products,  and  the  necessity  of  such  a  market  has 
for  many  years  been  recognized  by  both  representative  men  and  the 
masses  of  the  people. 

There  is  but  one  market  which  it  is  possible  to  have  opened  to 
the  Philippines — the  market  of  the  United  States.  The  Filipino 
people  in  public  speech,  by  resolutions,  and  by  numerously  signed 
petitions  have  demanded  in  the  most  earnest  and  formal  manner 
that  Philippine  products  be  given  free  entry  to  the  United  States. 
It  is  equally  true  that  many  things  produced  in  the  United  States, 
if  admitted  here  without  duty,  would  add  materially  to  the  pros- 
perity of  this  country.  Thoughtful  men  have  for  years  recognized 
this  fact,  but  the  people  of  the  United  States  have  been  loath  to 
grant  this  manifestly  just  cession,  for  the  reason  that  it  would  be 
of  little  benefit  to  the  American  people. 

Finally,  however,  the  time  has  come  when  it  has  seemed  quite 
possible  to  secure  this  concession.  Mr.  Taftf s  championship  of  this 
idea  through  many  years,  and  his  elevation  to  the  Presidency  of 
the  United  States  have  so  impressed  the  thought  and  conscience  of 
Americans  that  there  was  little  doubt  that  this  boon  would  at  last  be 
granted.  Should  it  not  be  so  granted  at  this  time  there  is  little 
hope  that  for  many,  many  years  to  come  there  will  rise  a  champion 
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powerful  enough  and  sufficiently  interested  in  the  question  to  bring 
about  this  most  necessary  concession,  if  the  people  of  the  Philippines 
are  to  make  progress  industrially,  commercially,  or  politically. 

It  is  true  that  the  passage  of  this  bill  will  probably  for  a  time 
decrease  Insular  revenues,  and  compel  us  either  to  practice  economy 
in  the  matter  of  permanent  improvements,  or  to  issue  bonds  for  such 
as  may  be  urgent.  I  regret,  with  others,  the  possible  necessity  of 
curtailing  any  schemes  of  improvement  and  growth  which  have  been 
inaugurated  or  are  in  contemplation;  but  our  loss  on  this  account 
will  be  minute  indeed  in  comparison  with  the  tremendously  retard- 
ing effect  which  would  be  entailed  by  the  failure  to  become  a  law  of 
the  provisions  of  the  Payne  Bill  relative  to  the  Philippine  Islands. 

My  heart  goes  out  to  the  millions  of  Filipinos  who  have  patiently 
awaited  an  opportunity  of  free  exchange  for  their  products,  and  I 
have  in  mind,  not  only  growers  of  the  principal  products  of  the 
Islands,  but  the  patient  people  who  are  engaged  in  the  cultivation 
of  products  which  are  not  usually  enumerated,  but  all  of  which, 
should  they  find  a  free  market  in  the  United  Stated,  would  instantly 
increase  in  value  here. 

It  is  possible  that  the  resolution  which  has  been  presented  to 
us  has  already  created  such  an  impression  in  the  United  States  as 
to  give  the  enemies  of  the  Filipino  people  and  the  enemies  of  the 
Administration  at  Washington,  which  is  known  to  be  so  thoroughly 
in  harmony  with  the  Philippine  people,  the  opportunity  which  they 
sought — it  is  possible,  I  say,  that  this  resolution  may  already  have 
accomplished  its  results,  and  that  the  hope  which  we  have  enter- 
tained of  the  immediate  advancement  of  the  Philippines  is  blasted. 

This  substitute  resolution  is  not  all  that  I  desire.  In  fact,  it 
should  not  have  been  necessary  to  pass  a  resolution  at  all;  but,  in 
view  of  the  present  situation,  and  in  order  that  the  Congress  of  the 
United  States  may  know  that  the  Philippine  Commission  stands, 
where  it  always  has  stood,  respectfully  demanding  the  freest  possible 
trade  intercourse  between  the  Philippines  and  the  United  States, 
I  cast  my  vote  for  the  substitute  resolution  and  vote  aye. 

Commissioner  Sumtjlong.  In  this  question  of  the  tariff  with 
regard  to  the  Philippines,  I  should  have  preferred  to  have  Congress 
legislate  in  the  sense  proposed  in  the  joint  resolution  adopted  by 
both  Houses,  in  the  same  matter,  last  year;  that  is,  to  permit  the 
free  entry  into  tffe  United  States  of  certain  quantities  of  Philippine 
sugar  and  tobacco,  abolishing  in  exchange  the  import  duties  on 
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agricultural  machinery  and  implements  imported  into  the  Philip- 
pines for  work  in  the  mines  and  for  the  construction  and  repair  of 
roads. 

But  there  are  well-founded  reasons,  in  my  judgment,  for  suppos- 
ing that  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  will  not  accept  the 
recommendations  that  are  made  in  the  joint  resolution  before 
mentioned,  instead  of  the  provisions  of  the  Payne  Bill,  as  at  the 
present  time  drafted,  and  which  is  the  result,  as  it  appears,  of  a 
compromise  with  the  adversaries  of  the  entry  of  Philippine  products 
into  the  United  States,  with  difficulty  obtained  by  the  Administra- 
tion. It  is  a  significant  fact  that  the  Insular  Government  has 
been  recommending  for  some  time  past,  but  without  any  satisfactory 
result,  the  same  thing  that  is  proposed  in  the  joint  resolution  before 
mentioned.  It  is  feared  that,  having  lost  the  opportunity  which, 
it  appears,  is  offered  to-day  to  obtain  the  entry  of  Philippine 
sugar  and  tobacco  into  the  United  States,  any  later  effort  in  the 
same  direction  would  be  useless;  and  having  to  choose  between 
causing  the  Insular  Government  difficulties  by  the  reduction  of  its 
customs  revenues  as  a  result  of  the  free  entry  into  the  Philippines  of 
American  products,  and  losing  for  a  long  time  the  opportunity  of 
finding  a  market  for  Philippine  sugar  and  tobacco,  I  prefer  the 
former  to  the  latter.  For  this  reason  I  voted  in  favor  of  the  resolu- 
tion that  has  just  been  read  before  the  Commission. 

I  hope  that  the  benefit  that  may  be  obtained  in  favor  of  Philip- 
pine sugar  and  tobacco  will  not  be  limited  to  the  development  of 
the  cultivation  of  these  two  important  products  of  the  country,  but 
that  it  will  better  our  general  economic  condition  by  the  consequent 
increase  of  capital,  and  will  probably  stimulate  the  cultivation  of 
other  products  which  in  time  might  become  equally  important  for 
the  country.  Through  the  improvement  of  our  economic  condi- 
tion, I  hope  also  for  a  proportional  development  in  the  education 
and  culture  of  the  people. 

Moreover,  in  the  joint  resolution  that  has  just  been  passed,  some 
measures  are  proposed  to  Congress  for  the  purpose  of  replacing  by 
other  revenues  the  customs  revenues  that  will  be  abolished  if  the 
Payne  Bill  is  passed,  and  these  measures,  if  they  are  accepted  and 
passed  by  Congress,  will  serve  to  remove  one  of  the  principal  objec- 
tions adduced  against  the  said  Payne  Bill. 

These. are  the  reasons  why  I,  while  not  agreeing  with  all  the 
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contents  of  the  resolution  that  has  just  been  passed,  voted  in  its 
favor,  believing  that  the  advantages  that  would  be  obtained  thereby, 
in  case  of  its  being  adopted  by  Congress,  will  be  greater  than  the 
drawbacks  that  will  be  occasioned  to  the  Government  and  to  the 
country. 

Commissioner  Palma.  I  voted  against  this  resolution  because  I 
desired  that  the  Commission,  before  its  adoption,  should  confer 
with  the  prominent  leaders  of  the  Assembly  for  the  purpose  of 
knowing  whether  the  said  Assembly  would  be  willing  to  concur 
therein.  In  the  conference  had  by  the  committee  of  the  Assembly 
and  this  Commission  to  discuss  the  joint  resolution  of  the  Lower 
House,  a  radical  difference  could  be  observed  in  the  judgments  of 
both  bodies  and  the  committee  of  the  Assembly  has  set  forth  certain 
points  of  view  radically  contrary  to  the  provisions  of  the  Payne 
Bill.  I  do  not  consider  proper  any  attitude  on  the  part  of  the 
Commission  that  might  show  insistence  in  advocating  the  Payne 
Bill,  if  the  Assembly  is  openly  opposed  to  it.  The  attitude  of  the 
Commission  in  such  sense  might  awaken  mistrust  on  the  part  of 
the  people  whom  the  Assembly  represents,  by  believing  that  the 
Commission  is  trying  to  insist  on  causing  them  harm  by  the 
introduction  of  free  trade.  If  the  good  intention  of  the  Congress 
in  this  question  is  not  well  interpreted  by  the  representatives  of 
the  Assembly,  or  if  the  benefit  which,  according  to  the  intention 
of  the  Congress,  is  to  be  conferred  upon  the  country  by  the  Payne 
Bill,  is  openly  rejected,  I  consider  that  what  the  Commission  has 
done,  rejecting  the  resolution  of  the  Assembly,  is  all  that  ought  to 
be  done,  and  that  the  Commission  ought  not  to  go  further,  unless 
it  is  sure  that  the  Assembly  is  inclined  to  change  its  points  of 
view.  On  the  contrary,  if  the  Lower  House  does  not  concur  in 
this  resolution,  I  fear  that  the  results  thereof  will  be  no  other  than 
to  widen  the  differences  of  judgment  between  both  Houses  and  to 
expose  this  Commission  to  undeserved  mistrust  which  would  not 
occur  in  other  questions  less  important  than  this  one  to  the  life 
of  the  country.

REPORT  OF  STANDING  COMMITTEE. 

[Committee  Report  No.  107.] 

April  1,  1909. 
Mb.  President  :  Your  Committee  on  Matters  Pertaining  to  Bureaus  under 
the  Executive  Control  of  the  Governor-General,  to  which  was  referred  on 
March  16,  1909,  Assembly  Bill  No.  396,  entitled  "An  Act  providing  that 
the  annual  'tax  on  the  assessed  value  of  the  real  estate  of  the  city  of 
Manila  shall  be  one  and  one-half  per  cent  thereof,"  has  examined  the 
same  and  has  the  honor  to  report  it  back  to  the  Commission  with  the 
following  recommendation,  viz: 

That  the  bill  do  pass  with  the  following  amendments: 
Strike  out  section  1,  and  insert  in  lieu  thereof  the  following: 
"Section  1.  The  annual  tax  on  the  assessed  value  of  all  the  real  estate 
of  the  city  of  Manila  subject  to  taxation  shall  be,  for  the  year  nineteen 
hundred  and  nine,  one  and  one-half  per  centum  thereof  instead  of  two  per 
centum  thereof,  anything  contained  in  section  forty-seven  of  Act  Numbered 
One  hundred  and  eighty-three,  as  amended,  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding : 
Provided,  however^  That  one  per  centum  of  the  assessed  value  of  all  the 
said  real  estate  shall  be  payable  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  July,  nineteen 
hundred  and  nine,  and  the  remaining  one-half  per  centum  shall  be  payable 
on  or  before  the  thirty-first  day  of  December,  nineteen  hundred  and  nine." 
Your  committee  begs  leave  to  report  that  it  was  demonstrated  during 
the  year  1908  that  there  were  two  districts,  if  not  three,  in  the  city  of 
Manila  which  will  require  the  expenditure  of  large  sums  of  money  in 
order  to  put  them  in  sanitary  condition.  Much  strong  criticism  was  visited 
by  the  people  of  the  city  of  Manila-  upon  the  Municipal  Board  and  upon 
the  Bureau  of  Health  because  the  sanitation  of  these  districts  had  not 
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long  since  been  accomplished.  The  Municipal  Board,  after  all  was  said 
and  done,  had  but  one  answer  to  make  to  this  criticism  and  that  was  that 
the  sanitation  of  the  city  of  Manila  was  being  accomplished  as  rapidly 
and  as  promptly  as  the  financial  resources  of  the  city  would  permit,  that 
the  dredging,  filling,  and  sanitation  of  the  three  districts  would  cost  a 
large  sum  of  money  and  that  the  income  of  the  city  would  not  permit 
anything  but  a  gradual  improvement  of  conditions  year  by  year.  On  the 
one  hand  the  people  clamor  for  the  most  expensive  betterments  and  on 
the  other  refuse  tenaciously  to  bear  the  burden  of  taxation  necessary 
for  the  attainment  of  that  which  they  not  only  desire  but  demand.  Jf 
the  betterments  are  not  secured,  if  the  people  suffer  from  diseases  by 
reason  of  insanitary  conditions,  the  Government  is  blamed,  and  justly.  If, 
on  the  other  hand,  it  imposes  the  necessary  taxes  in  order  that  the 
necessary  improvements  may  be  made  and  health  conditions  secured,  it  is 
also  criticised,  but  unjustly  so.  Whatever,  therefore,  the  Government  may 
do  in  this  behalf,  it  will  be  cristicised  and  it  is  better  that  it  should  be 
criticised  for  right-doing  than  for  wrong-doing. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  there  has  been  a  commission  appointed  by  the 
Governor-General  for  the  purpose  of  determining  what  shall  be  done  to 
accomplish  the  complete  sanitation  of  the  city  of  Manila,  and  the  cost 
thereof,  and  in  view  of  the  fact  that  in  all  probability  this  committee 
will  not  be  ready  to  report  for  several  months  to  come,  your  committee  is 
of  the  opinion  that  the  tax  might  be  reduced  to  1^  per  cent  for  the  year 
1909,  but  that  the  tax  should  not  be  permanently  reduced  to  1$  per  cent. 
Experience  has  demonstrated  that  it  is  very  easy  to  lower  taxes  and  very 
difficult  to  raise  them.  It  would  seem  therefore  to  be  better  to  leave 
taxes  where  they  are  rather  than  to  reduce  them  and  thus  make  it  im- 
possible to  raise  them  when  the  necessities  of  the  Government  require  that 
course.

Act  of  the  Philippine  Commission  No.  926,  which  was  approved  by  the 
Congress  of  the  United  States  in  accordance  with  law,  fixed  January  1, 
1907,  as  the  date  prior  to  which  applications  for  free  patents  should  be 
filed,  and  Act  No.  1573  of  the  Philippine  Commission,  passed  December 
13,  1906  (before  the  time  fixed  by  Act  No.  926  had  expired)  extended  the 
time  for  application  to  January  1,  1909.  This  latter  time  has  now  expired 
and  it  is  no  longer  within  the  power  of  the  Philippine  Commission  or  the 
Philippine  Legislature  to  grant  an  extension,  and  if  the  law  proposed  by 
the  Assembly  were  passed  by  the  Legislature  it  is  probable  that  any  title 
issued  thereunder  would  be  invalid.

Chapter  I. 

GENERAL   SUBJECT  OF   THE   ACT.  v 

Section  1.  This  Act  shall  be  known  and  may  be  cited  as  the  Insolvency 
Law,  and  in  accordance  with  its  provisions  every  insolvent  debtor  may  be 
discharged  from  his  debts  and  liabilities. 
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Chapter  II. 

VOLUNTARY   INSOLVENCY. 

Sec.  2.  An  insolvent  debtor,  owing  debts  exceeding  in  umount  the  sum 
of  six  hundred  pesos,  may  apply  to  be  discharged  from  his  debts  and  liabili- 
ties by  petition  to  the  Court  of  First  Instance  of  the  province  or  city  in 
which  he* has  resided  for  six  months  next  preceding  the  filing  of  such 
petition.  In  his  petition  he  shall  set  forth  his  place  of  residence,  the 
period  of  his  residence  therein  immediately  prior  to  filing  said  petition, 
his  inability  to  pay  all  his  debts  in  full,  his  willingness  to  surrender  all 
his  property,  estate,  and  effects  not  exempt  from  execution  for  the  benefit 
of  his  creditors,  and  an  application  for  a  discharge  from  his  debts  and 
liabilities.  He  shall  annex  to  his  petition  a  schedule  and  inventory  in  the 
form  hereinafter  provided.  The  filing  of  such  petition  shall  be  an  act  of 
insolvency. 

Sec.  3.  Said  schedule  must  contain  a  full  and  true  statement  of  all 
his  debts  and  liabilities,  together  with  a  list  of  all  those  to  whom,  to 
the  best  of  his  knowledge  and  belief,  said  debts  or  liabilities  are  due,  the 
place  of  residence  of  his  creditors  and  the  sum  due  each,  the  nature  of 
the  indebtedness  or  liability  and  whether  founded  on  written  security, 
obligation,  contract,  or  otherwise,  the  true  cause  and  consideration  thereof, 
the  time  and  place  when  and  where  such  indebtedness  or  liability  accrued, 
a  declaration  of  any  existing  pledge,  lien  mortgage,  judgment,  or  other 
security  for  the  payment  of  the  debt  or  liability,  and  an  outline  of  the 
facts  giving  rise  or  which  might  give  rise  to  a  cause  of  action  against 
such  insolvent  debtor. 

Sec.  4.  Said  inventory  must  contain  an  accurate  description  of  the  real 
and  personal  property,  estate,  and  effects  of  the  petitioner,  including  his 
homestead,  if  any,  together  with  a  statement  of  the  value  of  each  item 
of  said  property,  estate,  and  effects,  and  its  location,  and  a  statement  of 
the  incumbrances  thereon.  All  property  exempt  by  law  from  execution 
shall  be  set  out  in  said  inventory  with  a  statement  of  its  valuation,  location, 
and  the  incumbrances  thereon,  if  any.  The  inventory  shall  contain  an 
outline  of  the  facts  giving  rise  or  which  might  give  rise  to  a  right  of 
action  in  favor  of  the  insolvent  debtor. 

Sec.  5.  The  petition,  schedule  and  inventory  must  be  verified  by  the 
affidavit  of  the  petitioner,  annexed  thereto,  and  shall  be  in  form  substan- 
tially as  follows:   "I,  t   do 

solemnly  swear  that  the  schedule  and  inventory  now  delivered  by  me 
contain  a  full,  correct,  and  true  discovery  of  all  my  debts  and  liabilities 
and  of  all  goods,  effects,  estate,  and  property  of  whatever  kind  Or  class  to 
me  in  any  way  belonging.  The  inventory  also  contains  a  full,  true,  and 
correct  statement  of  all  debts  owing  or  due  to  me,  or  to  any  person  or 
persons  in  trust  for  me  and  of  all  securities  and  contracts  whereby  any 
money  may  hereafter  become  due  or  payable  to  me  or  by  or  through  which 
any  benefit  or  advantage  whatever  may  accrue  to  me  or  to  my  use,  or 
to  any  other  person  or  persons  in  trust  for  me.  The  schedule  contains 
a  clear  outline  of  the  facts  giving  rise,  or  which  might  give  rise,  to  a 
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cause  of  action  against  me,  and  the  inventory  contains  an  outline  of  the 
facts  giving  rise,  or  which  might  give  rise,  to  any  cause  of  action  in  my 
favor.  I  have  no  lands,  money,  stock,  or  estate,  reversion  or  expectancy, 
or  property  of  #  any  kind,  except  that  set  forth  in  said  inventory.  I 
have  in  no  instance  created  or  acknowledged  a  debt  for  a  greater  sum 
than  I  honestly  and  truly  owe.  1  have  not,  directly  or  indirectly  con- 
cealed, fraudulently  sold,  or  otherwise  fraudulently  disposed  of,  any  part 
of  my  real  or  personal  property,  estate,  effects,  or  rights  of  action,  and 
I  have  not  in  any  way  compounded  with  any  of  my  creditors  in  order 
to  secure  such  creditors,  or  to  receive  or  to  accept  any  profit  or  advantage 
therefrom,  or  to  defraud  or  deceive  in  any  manner  any  creditor  to  whom 
I  am  indebted.     So  help  me  God." 

Sec.  6.  Upon  receiving  and  filing  said  petition,  schedule,  and  inventory, 
the  court,  or  the  judge  thereof  in  vacation,  shall  make  an  order  declaring 
the  petitioner  insolvent,  and  directing  the  sheriff  of  the  province  or 
city  in  which  the  petition  is  filed  to  take  possession  of,  and  safely  keep, 
until  the  appointment  of  a  receiver  or  assignee,  all  the  deeds,  vouchers, 
books  of  account,  papers,  notes,  bonds,  bills,  and  securities,  of  the  debtor, 
and  all  his  real  and  personal  property,  estate  and  effects,  except  such 
as  may  be  by  law  exempt  from  execution.  Said  order  shall  further  forbid 
the  payment  to  the  debtor  of  any  debts  due  to  him  and  the  delivery  to 
the  debtor,  or  to  any  person  for  him,  of  any  property  belonging  to  him, 
and  the  transfer  of  any  property  by  him,  and  shall  further  appoint  a 
time  and  place  for  a  meeting  of  the  creditors  to  choose  an  assignee  of 
the  estate.  Said  order  shall  designate  a  newspaper  of  general  circulation 
published  in  the  province  or  city  in  which  the  petition  is  filed,  if  there 
be  one,  and  if  there  be  none,  in  a  newspaper  which,  in  the  opinion  df  the 
judge,  will  best  give  notice  to  the  creditors  of  the  said  insolvent,  and 
in  the  newspaper  so  designated  said  order  shall  be  published  as  often 
as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  court  or  the  judge  thereof.  The  time  appointed 
for  the  election  of  an  assignee  shall  not  be  less  than  two,  nor  more  than 
eight,  weeks  from  the  date  of  the  order  of  adjudication.  Upon  the  grant- 
ing of  said  order  all  proceedings  against  the  said  insolvent  shall  be  stayed. 
When  a  receiver  is  appointed,  or  an  assignee  chosen,  as  provided  in  this 
Act,  the  sheriff  shall  thereupon  deliver  to  such  receiver  or  assignee,  as 
the  case  may  be,  all  the  property,  assets  and  belongings  of  the  insolvent 
which  have  come  into  his  possession,  and  he  shall  be  allowed  and  paid 
as  compensation  for  his  services  the  same  expenses  and  fees  as  would 
by  law  be  collectible  if  the  property  had  been  levied  upon  and  safely 
kept  under  attachment. 

Sec.  7.  A  copy  of  said  order  shall  immediately  be  published  by  the 
clerk  of  said  court,  in  the  newspaper  designated  therein,  for  the  number 
of  times  and  as  prescribed  by  the  court  or  the  judge  thereof,  and  a  copy 
of  said  order  shall  be  delivered  personally  or  sent  by  the  clerk  forthwith 
by  registered  mail,  postage  prepaid,  to  all  creditors  named  in  the  schedule. 
There  shall  be  deposited  in  addition  to  the  usual  cost  of  commencing 
such  proceedings  a  sum  of  money  sufficient  to  defray  the  expense  of  the 
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publication  ordered  by  the  court,  necessary  postage  and  ten  centavos  for 
each  copy  to  be  delivered  personally  or  mailed  to  the  creditors;  which 
last-named  sum  is  hereby  constituted  the  legal  fee  of  the  clerk  for  the 
personal  delivery  or  mailing  required  by  this  section. 

Chapter  III. 

INVOLUNTARY   INSOLVENCY. 

Sec.  8.  An  adjudication  of  insolvency  may  be  made  on  the  petition  of 
three  or  more  creditors,  residents  of  the  Philippine  Islands,  whose  credits 
or  demands  accrued  in  the  Philippine  Islands,  and  the  amount  of  which 
credits  or  demands  are  in  the  aggregate  not  less  than  six  hundred  pesos: 
Provided,  That  none  of  said  creditors  has  become  a  creditor  by  assignment 
within  thirty  days  prior  to  the  filing  of  said  petition.  Such  petition 
must  be  filed  in  the  Court  of  First  Instance  of  the  province  or  city  in 
which  the  debtor  resides  or  has  his  principal  place  of  business,  and  must 
be  verified  by  at  least  three  of  the  petitioners.  The  following  shall  be 
considered  acts  of  insolvency,  and  the  petition  for  insolvency  shall  set 
forth  one  or  more  of  such  acts :  ( 1 )  That  such  person  is  about  to  depart 
from  the  Philippine  Islands,  with  intent  to  defraud  his  creditors;  or 
(2)  that  being  absent  from  the  Philippine  Islands,  with  intent  to  defraud 
his  creditors,  he  remains  absent;  or  (3)  that  he  conceals  himself  to  avoid 
the  service  of  legal  process;  or  (4)  that  he  conceals,  or  is  removing, 
any  of  his  property  to  avoid  its  being  attached  or  taken  on  legal  process; 
or  (5)  that  he  has  suffered  his  property  to  remain  under  attachment 
or  legal  process  for  three  days  for  the  purpose  of  hindering  or  delaying 
or  defrauding  his  creditors;  or  (6)  that  he  has  confessed  or  offered  to 
allow  judgment  in  favor  of  any  creditor  or  claimant  for  the  purpose  of 
hindering  or  delaying  or  defrauding  any  creditor  or  claimant;  or  (7)  that 
he  has  willfully  suffered  judgment  to  be  taken  against  him  by  default  for 
the  purpose  of  hindering  or  delaying  or  defrauding  his  creditors;  or  (8) 
that  he  has  suffered  or  procured  his  property  to  be  taken  on  legal 
process  with  intent  to  give  a  preference  to  one  or  more  of  his  creditors 
and  thereby  hinder,  delay  or  defraud  any  one  of  his  creditors;  or  (9) 
that  he  has  made  any  assignment,  gift,  sale,  conveyance,  or  transfer  of 
his  estate,  property,"  rights,  or  credits,  with  intent  to  delay,  defraud,  or 
hinder  his  creditors;  or  (10)  that  he  has,  in  contemplation  of  insolvency, 
made  any  payment,  gift,  grant,  sale,  conveyance  or  transfer  of  his  estate, 
property,  rights,  or  credits;  or  (11)  that  being  a  merchant  or  tradesman 
he  has  generally  defaulted  in  the  payment  of  his  current  obligations 
for  a  period  of  thirty  days;  or  (12)  that  for  a  period  of  thirty  days 
he  has  failed,  after  demand,  to  pay  any  moneys  deposited  with  him 
or  received  by  him  in  a  fiduciary  capacity.  The  petitioners  may,  from 
time  to  time,  by  leave  of  court,  amend  and  correct  the  petition,  so 
that  the  same  shall  conform  to  the  facts,  such  amendment  or  amendments 
to  relate  back  to  and  be  received  as  embraced  in  the  original  petition. 
The  said  petition  shall  be  accompanied  by  a  bond,  approved  by  the  court, 
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with  at  least  two  sureties,  in  such  penal  sum  as  the  court  shall  direct, 
conditioned  that  if  the  petition  in  insolvency  be  dismissed  by  the  court, 
or  withdrawn  by  the  petitioner,  or  if  the  debtor  shall  not  be  declared 
an  insolvent,  the  petitioners  will  pay  to  the  debtor  alleged  in  the  petition 
to  be  insolvent  all  costs,  expenses  and  damages  occasioned  by  the  proceed- 
ings in  insolvency,  together  with  a  reasonable  counsel  fee  to  be  fixed  by 
the  court.  The  court  may,  upon  motion,  direct  the  filing  of  an  additional 
bond,  with  different  sureties,  when  deemed  necessary. 

Sec.  9.  Upon  the  filing  of  such  creditors'  petition,  the  court,  or  a  judge 
thereof,  shall  issue  an  order  requiring  such  debtor  to  show  cause,  at  a 
time  and  place  to  be  fixed  by  said  court,  or  judge,  why  he  should  not 
be  adjudged  an  insolvent  debtor,  and  at  the  same  time,  or  thereafter, 
upon  good  cause  shown  therefor,  said  court,  or  judge,  may  make  an 
order  forbidding  the  payment  of  any  debts  and  the  delivery  of  any  property 
belonging  to  such  debtor  to  him  or  to  any  other  person  for  his  use,  or  the 
transfer  of  any  property  by  him. 

Sec.  10.  A  copy  of  said  petition,  with  a  copy  of  the  order  to  show 
cause,  shall  be  served  on  the  debtor,  in  the  same  manner  as  is  provided 
by  law  for  the  service  of  summons  in  civil  actions,  but  such  service 
shall  be  made  at  least  five  days  before  the  time  fixed  for  the  hearing: 
Provided,  That  if,  for  any  reason,  the  service  is  not  made,  the  order 
may  be  renewed,  and  the  time  and  place  of  hearing  changed  by  supple- 
mental order  of  the  court.  Whenever  the  debtor  on  whom  service  is  to 
be  made  resides  out  of  the  Philippine  Islands;  or  has  departed  from 
the  Philippine  Islands;  or  can  not,  after  due  diligence,  be  found  within 
the  Philippine  Islands;  or  conceals  himself  to  avoid  the  service  of  the 
order  to  show  cause,  or  any  other  process  or  orders  in  the  matter;  or 
is  a  foreign  corporation  having  no  managing  or  business  agent,  cashier, 
or  secretary  within  the  Philippine  Islands  upon  whom  service  can  be 
made,  and  such  facts  are  shown  to  the  court,  or  a  judge  thereof,  by 
affidavit,  such  court  or  judge  thereof  shall  make  an  order  that  the  service 
of  such  order,  or  other  process,  be  made  by  publication,  in  the  same 
manner,  and  with  the  same  effect,  as  service  of  summons  by  publication  in 
ordinary  civil  actions. 

Sec.  11.  At  the  time  fixed  for  the  hearing  of  said  order  to  show  cause, 
or  at  another  time  to  which  such  hearing  may  be  adjourned,  the  debtor 
must  answer  the  petition,  or  may  demur  for  the  same  causes  as  are 
provided  for  demurrer  in  other  cases  by  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure.  If 
he  demur  and  the  demurrer  be  overruled,  the  debtor  shall  immediately 
answer  the  petition.  Such  answer  shall  contain  a  specific  denial  of  the 
material  allegations  of  the  petition  controverted  by  him,  and  shall  be 
verified  in  the  same  manner  as  pleadings  in  civil  actions;  and  the  issues 
Taised  thereon  shall  be  promptly  tried  and  disposed  of.  If,  upon  such 
trial,  the  issues  are  found  in  favor  of  the  respondent,  the  proceedings 
shall  be  dismissed,  and  the  respondent  shall  be  allowed  all  costs,  counsel 
fees,  expenses  and  damages  sustained  by  reason  of  the  proceedings  therein. 
Counsel  fees,  costs,  expenses  and  damages  shall  be  fixed  and  allowed  by 
the  court. 
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Sec.  12.  If  the  respondent  shall  make  default,  or  if,  after  a  trial,  the 
issues  are  found  in  favor  of  the  petitioners,  the  court  shall  make  an 
order  adjudging  that  said  respondent  is  and  was,  at  the  time  of  filing 
the  petition,  an  insolvent  debtor,  and  that  the  debtor  was  guilty  of  the 
acts  and  things  charged  in  the  petition,  or  such  of  them  as  the  court 
may  find  to  be  true;  and  shall  require  said  debtor,  within  such  time 
as  the  court  may  designate,  not  to  exceed  three  days,  to  file  in  court  the 
schedule  and  inventory  provided  for  in  sections  three  and  four  of  this 
Act,  duly  verified  as  required  of  a  petitioning  debtor:  Provided,  That 
in  the  affidavit  of  the  insolvent,  touching  his  property  and  its  disposition, 
he  shall  not  be  required  to  swear  that  he  has  not  made  any  fraudulent 
preference  or  committed  any  other  act  in  conflict  with  the  provisions 
of  this  Act;  but  he  may  do  so  if  he  desires.  Said  order  shall  further 
direct  the  sheriff  of  the  province  or  city  where  the  insolvency  petition 
is  filed,  or  the  receiver,  if  one  has  been  theretofore  appointed,  to  take 
possession  of  and  safely  keep,  until  the  appointment  of  an  assignee,  all 
the  deeds,  vouchers,  books  of  account,  papers,  notes,  bills,  bonds  and 
securities  of  the  debtor,  and  all  his  real  and  personal  property,  estate  and 
effects,  except  such  as  may  be  by  law  exempt  from  execution.  Said  order 
shall  further  forbid  the  payment  to  the  debtor  of  any  debts  due  to  him, 
and  the  delivery  to  the  debtor,  or  to  any  person  for  him,  of  any  property 
belonging  to  him,  and  the  transfer  of  any  property  by  him,  and  shall 
further  appoint  a  time  and  place  for  a  meeting  of  the  creditors  to  choose 
an  assignee  of  the  estate.  Said  order  shall  designate  a  newspaper  of 
general  circulation  published  in  the  province1  or  city  in  which  the  petition 
is  filed,  if  there  be  one,  and  if  there  be  none,-  in  a  newspaper  which,  in 
the  opinion  of  the  judge,  will  best  give  notice  to  the  creditors  of  the 
said  insolvent,,  and  in  the  newspaper  so  designated  said  order  shall  be 
published  as  often  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  court  or  the  judge  thereof. 
The  time  appointed  for  the  election  of  an  assignee  shall  not  be  less  than 
two  nor  more  than  eight  weeks  from  the  date  of  the  order  of  adjudication. 
Upon  the  granting  of  said  order,  all  proceedings  against  the  said  insolvent 
shall  be  stayed.  When  an  assignee  is  chosen  as  provided  in  this  Act, 
the  sheriff  or  receiver,  if  there  be  one,  shall  thereupon  deliver  to  such 
assignee  all  the  property,  estate,  and  belongings  of  the  insolvent,  which 
have  come  into  his  possession,  and  he  shall  be  allowed  and  paid  as  com- 
pensation for  his  services  the  same  expenses  and  fees  as  would  by  law 
be  collectible  if  the  property  had  been  levied  upon  and  safely  kept  under 
attachment. 

Sec.  13.  A  copy  of  the  order  provided  for  in  section  twelve  of  this 
Act  shall  immediately  be  published  by  the  clerk  of  said  court  in  the 
newspaper  designated  therein  for  the  number  of  times  and  as  prescribed 
by  the  court  or  the  judge  thereof,  and  upon  the  filing,  at  any  time  before 
the  date  set  for  such  meeting,  of  the  schedule  required  by  said  section 
twelve,  a  copy  of  said  order  shall  be  delivered  personally  or  sent  by 
the  clerk  forthwith  by  registered  mail,  postage  prepaid,  to  all  creditors 
named  in  said  schedule.  If  said  schedule  is  not  filed  prior  to  the  day 
fixed  for  the  election  of  an  assignee,  publication  of  said  order  as  herein 
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required  shall  be  of  itself  sufficient  notice  to  the  creditors  of  the  time 
and  place  appointed  for  the  election  of  an  assignee.  No  order  of  adjudi- 
cation upon  creditors'  petition  shall  be  entered  unless  there  be  first 
deposited,  in  addition  to  the  usual  cost  of  commencing  said  proceedings, 
a  sum  of  money  sufficient  to  defray  the  expense  of  the  publication  ordered 
by  the  court,  necessary  postage  and  ten  centavos  for  each  copy  to  be 
delivered  personally  or  mailed  to  the  creditors,  which  last-named  sum 
is  hereby  constituted  the  legal  fee  of  the  clerk  for  the  personal  delivery 
or  mailing  required  by  this  section. 

Sec.  14.  In  all  cases  where  the  debtor  resides  out  of  the  Philippine 
Islands;  or  has  departed  from  the  Philippine  Islands;  or  can  not,  after 
due  diligence,  be  found  within  the  Philippine  Islands;  or  conceals  himself 
to  avoid  service  of  the  order  to  show  cause,  or  any  other  preliminary 
process  or  orders  in  the  matter;  or  is  a  foreign  corporation  having  no 
managing  or  business  agent,  cashier,  or  secretary  within  the  Philippine 
Islands  upon  whom  service  of  orders  and  process  can  be  made,  and  it 
therefore  becomes  necessary  to  obtain  service  of  process  and  order  to  show 
cause,  as  provided  in  section  ten  of  this  Act,  then  the  petitioning  creditors, 
upon  submitting  the  affidavits  requisite  to  procure  an  order  of  publication, 
and  presenting  a  bond  in  double  the  amount  of  the  aggregate  sum  of  their 
claims  against  the  debtor,  shall  be  entitled  to  an  order  of  court  directing 
the  sheriff  of  the  province  or  city  in  which  the  matter  is  pending  to  take 
into  his  custody  a  sufficient  amount  of  property  of  the  debtor  to  satisfy 
the  demands  of  the  petitioning  creditors  and  the  costs  of  the  proceedings. 
Upon  receiving  such  order  of  the  court  to  take  into  custody  property  of 
the  debtor,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  sheriff  to  take  possession  of  the 
property  and  effects  of  the  debtor,  not  exempt  from  execution,  to  an  extent 
sufficient  to  cover  the  amount  provided  for,  and  to  prepare,  within  three 
days  from  the  time  of  taking  such  possession,  a  complete  inventory  of  all 
the  property  so  taken,  and  to  return  it  to  the  court  as  soon  as  completed. 
The  time  for  taking  the  inventory  and  making  return  thereof  may  be 
extended  for  good  cause  showTn  to  the  court  or  a  judge  thereof.  The 
sheriff  shall  also  prepare  a  schedule  of  the  names  and  residences  of  the 
creditors,  and  the  amount  due  each,  from  the  books  of  the  debtor,  or  from 
such  other  papers  or  data  of  the  debtor  available  as  may  come  to  his 
possession,  and  shall  file  such  schedule  list  of  creditors  and  inventory  with 
the  clerk  of  the  court. 

Sec.  15.  In  all  cases  where  property  is  taken  into  custody  by  the  sheriff, 
as  provided  in  the  preceding  section,  if  it  does  not  embrace  all  the  property 
and  effects  of  the  debtor  not  exempt  from  execution,  any  other  creditor  or 
creditors  of  the  debtor,  upon  giving  bond  to  be  approved  by  the  court  in 
double  the  amount  of  their  claims,  singly  or  jointly,  shall  be  entitled  to 
similar  order,  and  to  like  action  by  the  sheriff,  until  all  claims  be  provided 
for,  if  there  be  sufficient  property  or  effects.  AJÍ  property  taken  into 
custody  by  the  sheriff  by  virtue  of  the  giving  of  any  such  bonds  shall  be 
held  by  him  for  the  benefit  of  all  creditors  of  the  debtor  whose  claims  shall 
be  duly  proved,  and  as  provided  in  this  Act.     The  bonds  provided  for  in 
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this  and  the  preceding  section  to  procure  the  order  for  custody  of  the 
property  and  effects  of  the  debtor,  shall  be  conditioned  that  if,  upon  final 
hearing  of  the  petition  in  insolvency,  the  court  shall  find  in  favor  of  the 
petitioners,  such  bonds  and  all  of  them  shall  be  void;  if  the  decision  be 
in  favor  of  the  debtor,  the  proceedings  shall  be  dismissed,  and  the  debtor, 
his  heirs,  administrators,  executors,  or  assigns,  shall  be  entitled  to  recover 
such  sum  of  money  as  shall  be  sufficient  to  cover  the  damages  sustained  by 
him,  not  to  exceed  the  amount  of  the  respective  bonds.  Such  damages 
shall  be  fixed  and  allowed  by  the  court.  If  either  the  petitioners  or  the 
debtor  shall  appeal  from  the  decision  of  the  court,  upon  final  hearing, of 
the  petition,  the  appellant  shall  be  required  to  give  bond  to  the  successful 
party  in  a  sum  double  the  amount  of  the  value  of  the  property  in  contro- 
versy, and  for  the  costs  of  the  proceedings.  Such  bond  shall  be  approved  by 
the  court. 

Any  person  interested  in  the  estate  may  except  to  the  sufficiency  of 
the  sureties  on  such  bond  or  bonds.  When  excepted  to,  the  petitioner's 
sureties,  upon  notice  to  the  person  excepting  of  not  less  than  two  nor  more 
than  five  days,  must  justify  as  to  their  sufficiency ;  and  upon  failure  to 
justify,  or  if  others  in  their  place  fail  to  justify,  at  the  time  and  place 
appointed,  the  judge  shall  issue  an  order  vacating  the  order  to  take  the 
property  of  the  debtor  into  the  custody  of  the  sheriff,  or  not  granting  the* 
appeal,  as  the  case  may  be. 

Sec.  16.  If,  in  any  case,  proper  affidavits  and  bonds  are  presented  to 
the  court,  or  a  judge  thereof,  asking  for  and  obtaining  an  order  of  publica- 
tion, and  an  order  for  the  custody  of  the  property  of  the  debtor,  as  provided 
in  sections  fourteen  and  fifteen  of  this  Act,  and  thereafter  the  petitioner^ 
shall  make  it  appear  satisfactorily  to  the  court,  or  a  judge  thereof,  that 
the  interest  of  the  parties  to  the  proceedings  will  be  subserved  by  a  sale 
thereof  the  court  may  order  such  property  to  be  sold  in  the  same  manner 
as  property  is  sold  under  execution,  the  proceeds  to  be  deposited  in  the 
court  to  abide  the  result  of  the  proceedings. 

Chapter  IV. 

assignees. 

Sec.  17.  No  creditor  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  for  the  election  of  an 
assignee  unless  he  shall  have  filed  his  claim  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of 
the  court  in  which  the  proceedings  are  pending  at  least  two  days  prior  to 
the  time  appointed  for  the  election  of  an  assignee.  All  claims  shall  contain 
a  statement  showing  the  amount  and  nature  of  the  claim  and  security, 
if  any.  The  claim  shall  be  verified  by  the  claimant,  or  his  duly  authorized 
agent  or  attorney.  No  claim  barred  by  "the  statute  of  limitations  shall 
be  proved  or  allowed  against  the  estate  of  an  insolvent  debtor  for  any 
purpose.  Any  person  interested  in  the  estate  of  the  insolvent  may  file 
exceptions  to  the  legality  or  good  faith  of  any  claim,  by  setting  forth 
specifically  in  writing  his  interest  in  the  estate  and  the  grounds  of  his 
objection  to  such  claim.     Such  exceptions  shall  be  verified  by  the  affidavit 
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of  the  party  objecting,  his  duly  authorized  agent  or  attorney,  and  the 
affidavit  shall  set  out  that  such  exceptions  are  not  made  for  the  purpose  of 
delay  and  are  made  in  good  faith  in  the  best  interest  of  said  estate.  Ex- 
ceptions to  any  claim  must  be  filed  with  the  clerk  of  the  court  at  least 
one  day  before  the  time  appointed  for  the  election  of  an  assignee,  and  such 
exceptions  shall  be  heard  and  disposed  of  by  the  court,  on  affidavit  or  other 
evidence,  in  a  summary  manner,  before  the  election  of  an  assignee.  No 
creditor  or  claimant  who  holds  any  mortgage,  pledge,  or  lien  of  any  kind 
whatever  as  security  for  the  payment  of  his  claim  shall  be  permitted  to 
vote  any  part  of  his  secured  claim  at  the»  election  of  the  assignee  unless 
he  shall  first  have  the  value  of  such  security  fixed  as  provided  in  section 
forty-seven  of  this  Act,  or  shall  surrender  to  the  sheriff  or  receiver  of  the 
estate  of  the  insolvent,  if  there  be  a  receiver,  all  such  property  so  mortgaged 
or  pledged,  or  assign  such  lien  to  such  sheriff  or  receiver.  The  surrender 
or  assignment  of  such  security  or  lien  shall  be  for  the  benefit  of  all 
creditors  of  the  estate  of  the  insolvent.  The  value  of  such  security,  if  fixed 
by  the  court,  shall  be  so  fixed  at  least  one  day  before  the  day  appointed 
for  the  election  of  an  assignee,  in  which  event  the  claimant  may  prove  his 
demand  as  provided  in  this  section  for  any  unsecured  balance,  subject  to 
the  filing  of  exceptions  as  in  all  other  claims. 

Sec.  18.  At  a  meeting  of  the  creditors  in  open  court  or,  if  the  court 
is  not  in  session,  in  the  presence  of  the  judge  or  the  clerk  of  the  court, 
those  being  entitled  to  vote,  as  provided  by  section  seventeen,  shall  proceed 
to  the  election  of  an  assignee.  The  majority  of  the  creditors  who  have 
proven  their  claims,  such  majority  being  both  in  number  and  amount, 
must  concur  for  the  election  of  an  assignee.  The  clerk  of  the  court  shall 
keep  a  minute  of  the  deliberations  of  said  creditors,  and  of  the  election 
and  appointment  of  an  assignee,  and  enter  the  same  upon  the  records  of 
the  court,  and,  in  the  absence  of  the  judge,  shall  send  a  copy  of  such 
record  to  him  at  the  place  where  he  may  be  found.  The  assignee  shall 
file,  within  five  days,  unless  the  time  be  extended  by  the  court,  with  the 
clerk,  a  bond,  in  an  amount  to  be  fixed  by  the  court,  to  the  Government 
of  the  Philippine  Islands,  with  two  or  more  sufficient  sureties,  approved 
by  the  court,  and  conditioned  upon  the  faithful  performance  of  the  duties 
devolving  upon  him.  The  bond  shall  not  be  void  upon  the  first  recovery, 
but  may  be  sued  upon  from  time  to  time  by  any  person  aggrieved,  in  his 
own  name,  until  the  whole  penalty  be  exhausted.  The  sureties  on  such 
bond  may  be  required  to  justify  as  to  their  sufficiency  upon  the  application 
of  any  party  interested. 

Sec.  19.  If,  on  the  day  appointed  for  the  meeting,  creditors  do  not 
attend,  or,  fail  or  refuse  to  elect  an  assignee,  or  if,  after  election,  the 
assignee  shall  fail  to  qualify  within  the  proper  time,  or  if  a  vacancy 
occurs  by  death  or  otherwise,  the  court  shall  appoint  an  assignee  and  fix 
the  amount  of  his  bond. 

Sec.  20.  As  soon  as  an  assignee  is  elected  or  appointed  and  qualified, 
the  clerk  of  the  court  shall,  by  an  instrument  under  his  hand  and  seal 
of  the  court,  assign  and  convey  to  the  assignee  all  the  real  and  personal 
property,  estate  and  effects  of  the  debtor  with  all  his  deeds,  books  and 
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papers  relating  thereto,  and  such  assignment  shall  relate  back  to  the 
commencement  of  the  proceedings  in  insolvency,  and  shall  relate  back  to 
the  acts  upon  which  the  adjudication  was  founded,  and  by  operation  of 
law  shall  vest  the  title  to  all  such  property,  estate  and  effects  in  the 
assignee,  although  the  same  is  then  attached  on  mesne  process,  as  the 
property  of  the  debtor.  Such  assignment  shall  operate  to  vest  in  the 
assignee  all  of  the  estate  of  the  insolvent  debtor  not  exempt  by  law  from 
execution.  It  shall  also  dissolve  any  attachment  levied  within  one  month 
next  preceding  the  commencement  of  the  insolvency  proceedings  and 
vacate  and  set  aside  any  judgment  entered  in  any  action  commenced  within 
thirty  days  immediately  prior  to  the  commencement  of  insolvency  proceed- 
ings and  shall  vacate  and  set  aside  any  execution  issued  thereon  and  shall 
vacate  and  set  aside  any  judgment  entered  by  default  or  consent  of  the 
debtor  within  thirty  days  immediately  prior  to  the  commencement  of  the 
insolvency  proceedings. 

Sec.  21.  The  assignee  shall  have  the  right  to  recover  all  the  estate, 
debts,  and  effects  of  said  insolvent.  If,  at  the  time  of  the  commencement 
of  proceedings  in  insolvency,  an  action  is  pending  in  the  name  of  the 
debtor,  for  the  recovery  of  a  debt  or  other  thing  which  might  or  ought 
to  pass  to  the  assignee  by  the  assignment,  the  assignee  shall  be  allowed 
and  admitted  to  prosecute  the  action  in  like  manner  and  with  like  effect  as 
if  it  had  been  originally  commenced  by  him.  If  there  are  any  rights  of 
action  in  favor  of  the  insolvent  for  damages,  on  any  account,  for  which 
an  action  is  not  pending,  the  assignee  shall  have  the  right  to  prosecute 
the  same  with  the  same  effect  as  the  insolvent  might  have  done  himself  if 
no  proceedings  in  insolvency  had  been  instituted.  If  any  action  or  proceed- 
ing in  which  the  insolvent  is  defendant  is  pending  at  the  time  of  the 
adjudication,  the  assignee  may  defend  the  same  in  the  same  manner  and 
with  like  effect  as  it  might  have  been  defended  by  the  insolvent.  In  a 
suit  prosecuted  or  defended  by  the  assignee,  a  certified  copy  of  the  assign- 
ment made  to  him  shall  be  conclusive  evidence  of  his  authority  to  sue  or 
defend. 

Sec.  22.  The  assignee  shall,  within  one  month  after  the  making  of  the 
assignment  to  him,  cause  the  same  to  be  recorded  in  every  province  or 
city  within  the  Philippine  Islands  where  any  lands  owned  by  the  debtor 
are  situated,  and  the  record  of  such  assignment,  or  a  duly  certified  copy 
thereof,  shall  be  conclusive  evidence  thereof  in  all  courts.  If  the  schedule 
and  inventory  required  by  this  Act  have  not  been  filed  by  the  debtor  the 
assignee  shall,  within  one  month  after  his  election,  prepare  and  file  such 
schedule  and  inventory  from  the  best  information  he  can  obtain,  and  shall 
thereupon  personally  deliver  notice  or  send  same  by  registered  mail,  postage 
prepaid,  to  all  creditors  named  in  such  schedule,  whose  claims  have  not  been 
filed,  to  forthwith  prove  their  demands. 

Sec.  23.  Any  assignee  may  at  any  time,  by  writing  filed  in  court,  resign 
his  appointment,  having  first  settled  his  accounts  and  delivered  up  all 
the  deeds,  vouchers,  books  of  account,  notes,  bills,  bonds,  and  securities 
of  the  debtor  and  all  his  real  and  personal  property,  estate  and  effects 
to  such  successor  as  the  court  shall  appoint:    Provided,  That  if,  in  the 
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¡discretion  of  the  court,  the  circumstances  of  the  case  require  it,  upon 
good  cause  being  shown,  the  court  may,  at  any  time  before  such  settle- 
ment of  account  and  delivery  of  the  estate  shall  have  been  completed, 
revoke  the  appointment  of  such  assignee  and  appoint  another  in  his  stead. 
The  liability  of  the  outgoing  assignee,  or  of  the  sureties  on  his  bond, 
shall  not  be  in  any  manner  discharged,  released,  or  affected  by  such 
appointment   of   another   in   his  stead. 

Sec.  24.  The  said  assignee  shall  have  power — 

1.  To  sue  and  recover  all  the  estate,  assets,  debts,  and  claims  belong- 
ing to  or  due  to  such  debtor;  and  no  set-off  or  counterclaim  shall  be 
allowed  in  any  such  suit  unless  it  was  owing  to  such  creditor  by  such 
debtor  at  the  time  of  the  adjudication  of  insolvency. 

2.  To  take  into  his  possession  all  the  estate  of  such  debtor  except 
property  exempt  by  law  from  execution,  whether  attached  or  delivered 
to  him,  or  afterward  discovered,  and  all  books,  vouchers,  evidence  of 
indebtedness  and  securities  belonging  to  the  same. 

3.  In  case  of  a  nonresident,  absconding  or  concealed  debtor,  to  demand 
and  receive  of  every  sheriff  who  shall  have  attached  any  of  the  property 
of  such  debtor,  or  who  shall  have  in  his  possession  any  moneys  arising 
from  the  sale  of  such  property,  all  such  property  and  moneys,  on  paying 
him  his  lawful  costs  and  charges  for  attaching  and  keeping  the  same. 

4.  From  time  to  time  to  sell  at  public  auction  after  advertisement 
in  the  manner  provided  by  subsections  {a),  (6),  and  (o)  of  section  four 
hundred  and  fifty-four  of  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure,  upon  order  of 
the  court,  any  of  the  estate,  real  and  personal,  which  has  come  into  his 
possession,  and  which  is  vested  in  him  as  such  assignee,  and  on  such 
sales  to  execute  the  necessary  conveyances  and  bills  of  sale. 

5.  To  redeem  all  valid  mortgages  and  conditional  contracts,  and  all 
valid  pledges  of  personal  property,  and  to  satisfy  any  judgments  which 
may  be  an  encumbrance  on  any  property  sold  by  him;  or  to  sell  such 
property,  subject  to  such  mortgage,  contracts,  pledges,  judgments  or  liens. 

6.  To  settle  all  matters  and  accounts  between  such  debtor  and  his 
debtors,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  court. 

7.  Under  the  order  of  the  court  appointing  him,  to  compound  with 
any  persons  indebted  to  such  debtor,  and  thereupon  to  discharge  all  de- 
mands against  such  person. 

8.  To  recover  from  any  person  receiving  a  conveyance, .  gift,  transfer, 
payment  or  assignment,  made  contrary  to  any  provision  of  this  Act,  the 
property  thereby  transferred  or  assigned;  or  in  case  a  redelivery  of  the 
property  can  not  be  had,,  to  recover  the  value  thereof,  with  damages  for 
the  detention. 

Sec.  25.  If  any  person,  before  the  assignment  is  made,  having  notice 
of  the  commencement  of  the  proceedings  in  insolvency,  or  having  reason 
to  believe  that  insolvency  proceedings  are  about  to  be  commenced,  embez- 
zles or  disposes  of  any  of  the  moneys,  goods,  chattels,  or  effects  of  the 
insolvent,  he  is  chargeable  therewith,  and  liable  to  an  action  by  the 
assignee  for  double  the  value  of  the  property  so  embezzled  or  disposed 
of,  to  be  recovered  for  the  benefit  of  the  insolvent's  estate. 
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Sec.  26.  The  same  penalties,  forfeitures,  and  proceedings  by  citation, 
examination  and  commitment  shall  apply  on  behalf  of  an  assignee  against 
persons  suspected  of  having  concealed,  embezzled,  conveyed  away,  or 
disposed  of  any  property  of  the  debtor,  or  of  having  possession  or 
knowledge  of  any  deeds,  conveyances,  bonds,  contracts,  or  other  writings 
which  relate  to  any  interest  of  the  debtor  in  any  real  or  personal 
estate  as  provided  in  the  case  of  estates  of  deceased  persons  in  sections 
seven  hundred  and  nine  to  seven  hundred  and  thirteen,  inclusive,  of  the 
Code  of  Civil  Procedure. 

Sec.  27.  The  assignee  shall  as  speedily  as  possible  convert  the  estate, 
real  and  personal,  into  money.  He  shall  keep  a  regular  account  of  all 
moneys  received  by  him  as  assignee,  to  which  every  creditor  or  other 
person  interested  therein  may,  at  all  reasonable  times,  have  access.  No 
private  sale  of  any  property  of  the  estate  of  an  insolvent  debtor  shall 
be  valid  unless  made  under  the  order  of  the  court,  upon  a  petition  in 
writing,  which  shall  set  forth  the  facts  showing  the  sale  to  be  necessary. 
Upon  filing  the  petition,  notice  of  the'  hearing  thereof  of  at  least  ten 
days  shall  be  given  by  publication  and  mailing,  in  the  same  manner  as 
is  provided  in  section  seven  of  this  Act.  If  it  appears  that  a  private 
sale  is  for  the  best  interests  of  the  estate,  the  court '  shall  order  it  to 
be  made. 

Sec.  28.  In  all  cases  when  it  appears  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  court 
that  the  estate  of  the  debtor,  or  any  part  thereof,  is  of  a  perishable 
nature,  or  is  liable  to  deteriorate  in  value,  or  is  disproportionately  ex- 
pensive to  keep,  and  that  the  insolvent's  estate  will  suffer  if  sufficient 
time  elapses  for  the  giving  of  notice,  the  court  may  order  the  same 
to  be  sold  in  such  manner  and  at  such  time  as  may  be  deemed  most 
expedient,  under  the  direction  of  the  sheriff,  receiver,  or  assignee,  as  the 
case  may  be,  who  shall  hold  the  funds  received  in  place  of  the  property 
sold  until  further  order  of  the  court. 

Sec.  29.  Outstanding  debts,  or  other  property  due  or  belonging  to  the 
estate,  which  can  not  be  collected  and  received  by  the  assignee  without 
unreasonable  or  inconvenient  delay  or  expense,  may  be  sold  and  assigned 
in  like  manner  as  the  remainder  of  the  estate.  If  there  are  any  rights 
of  action  for  damages  in  favor  of  the  insolvent  prior  to  the  commencement 
of  the  insolvency  proceedings,  the  same  may,  with  the  approval  of  the 
court,  be  compromised. 

Sec.  30.  Assignees  shall  be  allowed  all  necessary  expenses  in  the  care, 
management,  and  settlement  of  the  estate,  and  shall  be  entitled  to  charge 
and  receive  for  their  services  commissions  upon  all  sums  of  money  coming 
to  their  hands  and  accounted  for  by  them,  as  follows:  For  the  first 
thousand  pesos,  at  the  rate  of  seven  per  cent ;  for  all  above  that  sum  and 
not  exceeding  ten  thousand  pesos,  at  the  rate  of  five  per  cent;  and  for 
all  above  that  sum,  at  the  rate  of  four  per  cent:  Provided,  however,  That 
if  the  person  acting  as  assignee  was  receiver  of  the  property  of  the  estate 
pending  the  election  of  an  assignee,  any  compensation  allowed  him  as  such 
receiver  shall  be  deducted  from  the  compensation  to  which  he  otherwise 
83931 80 
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would  be  entitled  as  such  assignee:  And  provided  further.  That  if  there 
should  be  two  or  more  assignees  the  court  shall  order  an  equitable 
division  of  the  compensation  herein  provided,  and  if  for  any  reason  an 
assignee's  term  is  completed  before  the  final  settlement  of  the  estate  and 
a  successor  is  appointed  the  court  shall  not  allow  to  any  such  assignee 
prior  to  the  settlement  of  the  estate  an  amount  exceeding  four  per  centum 
of  the  sums  of  money  coming  into  his  hands..  Upon  the  final  settlement 
of  the  estate  an  equitable  distribution  of  the  compensation  of  the  assignees 
shall  be  made. 

Sec.  31.  At  the  expiration  of  three  months  from  the  appointment  of 
the  assignee  in  any  case,  or  as  much  earlier  as  the  court  may  direct,  a 
time  and  place  shall  be  fixed  by  the  court  at  which  the  assignee  shall 
file  just  and  true  accounts  of  all  his  receipts  and  payments  with  proper 
vouchers,  verified  by  his  oath,  and  a  statement  of  the  property  outstand- 
ing, specifying  the  causes  of  its  outstanding,  also  what  debts  or  claims 
are  yet  undetermined,  and  stating  what  sum  remains  in  his  possession, 
and  shall  accompany  the  same  with  an  affidavit  that  notice  by  registered 
mail  has  been  given  to  all  creditors  named  in  the  schedule  filed  by  the 
debtor  or  the  assignee  that  said  accounts  will  be  heard  at  a  time  speci- 
fied in  such  notice,  which  time  shall  not  be  less  than  two  nor  more 
than  eight  weeks  from  the  filing  of  such  accounts.  At  the  hearing  the 
court  shall  audit  the  accounts  of  the  assignee,  and  any  person  inter- 
ested may  appear  and  file  exceptions  thereto  and  contest  the  same.  The 
court  shall  thereupon  confirm  said  accounts  if  they  be  found  to  be 
correct,  or  order  the  same  corrected  if  errors  shall  be  found  therein.  The 
court  shall  also,  in  such  hearing,  determine  the  right  of  the  claimants 
to  participate  in  the  dividend  and  may  order  a  dividend  paid  to  those 
creditors  whose  claims  have  been  proven  and  allowed.  The  decision  of 
the*  court  theretofore  rendered  as  to  whether  any  claimant  was  entitled 
to  vote  for  an  assignee  shall  not  be  conclusive  upon  the  right  of  the 
claimant  to  share  in  such  dividend;  but  ail  claimants  who  were  so  allowed 
to  vote  shall  participate  in  such  dividend  unless  objections  were  filed 
to  the  same  prior  to  such  hearing.  If  any  such  objections  have  been 
filed  against  any  claim,  or  if  any  claimant  was  refused  the  right  to 
vote,  the  court  shall  determine  said  objections  and  the  rights  of  all 
such  claimants  in  such  hearing  and  refuse  or  allow  the  same  before 
the  declaration  of  a  dividend.  Thereafter,  further  accounts,  statements, 
and  dividends  shall  be  made  in  like  manner  as  often  as  occasion  requires: 
Provided,  however,  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  assignee  to  file  his 
final  account  within  one  year  from  the  date  of  the  order  of  adjudication, 
unless  the  court,  after  notice  to  creditors,  shall  grant  further  time,  upon 
a  satisfactory  showing  that  great  loss  and  waste  would  result  to  the 
estate  by  reason  of  the  conversion  of  the  property  into  money  within 
said  time,  or  that  it  has  been  impossible  to  do  so  by  reason  of  litigation. 

Sec.  32.  The  court  shall  at  any  time,  upon  the  motion  of  any  two  or 
more  creditors,  require  the  assignee  to  file  his  account  in  the  manner 
and    upon   giving    the   notice    specified    in   the   preceding   section,    and    if 
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he  has  funds  subject  to  distribution  he  shall  be  required  to  distribute 
them  without  delay. 

Sec.  33.  All  creditors  whose  debts  are  duly  proved  and  allowed  shall  be 
entitled  to  share  in  the  property  and  estate  pro  rata  without  priority  or 
preference  whatever,  other  than  as  provided  in  section  thirty-four  of  this 
Act:  Provided,  That  any  debt  proved  by  any  person  liable  as  bail,  surety, 
guarantor,  or  otherwise,  for  the  debtor,  shall  not  be  paid  to  the  person  so 
proving  the  same  until  satisfactory  evidence  shall  be  produced  of  the 
payment  of  such  debt  by  such  person  so  liable;  and  the  share  to  which 
such  debt  would  be  entitled  may  be  paid  into  court,  or  otherwise  held,  for 
the  benefit  of  the  party  entitled  thereto,  as  the  court  may  direct. 

Sec.  34.  The  following  shall  be  preferred  claims  which  shall  be  paid  in 
the  order  named: 

(a)  Legal  expenses,  and  expenses  incurred  in  the  administration  of  the 
insolvent's  estate  for  the  common  interest  of  the  creditors,  when  properly 
authorized  and  approved  by  the  court; 

(6)  Necessary  funeral  expenses  of  the  debtor,  or  of  his  wife,  or  children 
who  are  under  their  parental  authority  and  have  no  property  of  their  own, 
when  approved  by  the  court; 

{c)   Debts,  taxes,  and  assessments  due  the  Insular  Government; 

(d)  Debts,  taxes,  and  assessments  due  to  any  province  or  provinces  of 
the  Philippine  Islands ; 

(e)  Debts,  taxes,  and  assessments  due  to  any  municipality  or  municipal- 
ities of  the  Philippine  Islands; 

(/)  Debts  for  personal  services  rendered  the  insolvent  by  clerks,  laborers, 
,  or  domestic  servants  during  the  sixty  days  immediately  preceding  the 
commencement  of  proceedings  in  insolvency,  not  to  exceed  two  hundred 
pesos  for  each  claimant; 

{g)  All  other  creditors  pro  rata. 

Sec.  35.  Whenever  any  dividend  has  been  duly  declared,  the  distribution 
of  it  shall  not  be  stayed  or  affected  by  reason  of  debts  being  subsequently 
proved,  but  the  creditors  proving  such  debts  shall  be  entitled  to  a  dividend 
equal  to  those  already  received  by  the  other  creditors  before  any  further 
dividend  is  made  to  the  latter:  Provided,  That  the  failure  to  prove  such 
claim  shall  not  have  resulted  from  his  own  neglect. 

Sec.  36.  Should  the  assignee  refuse  or  neglect  to  render  his  accounts 
as  required  by  sections  thirty-one  and  thirty-two  of  this  Act,  or  refuse  or 
neglect  to  pay  over  a  dividend  when  he  shall  have,  in  the  opinion  of  the 
court,  sufficient  funds  for  that  purpose,  or  shall  neglect  or  mismanage  the 
estate  in  any  manner  whatever  or  violate  any  of  the  provisions  of  this 
Act,  the  court  shall  immediately  discharge  such  assignee  from  his  trust, 
and  shall  appoint  another  in  his  place.  The  assignee  so  discharged  shall 
forthwith  deliver  over  to  the  assignee  appointed  by  the  court  all  the  funds, 
property,  books,  vouchers,  or  securities  belonging  to  the  insolvent,  and  he 
shall  not  be  entitled  for  his  services  to  the  compensation  provided  in  section 
thirty. 
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Sec.  37.  Preparatory  to  the  settlement  of  the  estate,  the  assignee  shall 
file  his  final  account  in  the  court,  accompanying  the  same  with  an  affidavit 
that  a  notice  by  registered  mail  has  been  given  to  all  creditors  who  have 
proved  their  claims,  that  he  will  apply  for  a  settlement  of  his  account 
and  for  a  discharge  from  all  liability  as  assignee  at  a  time  specified  in 
such  notice,  which  time  shall  not  be  less  than  two  nor  more  than  eight 
weeks  from  such  filing.  At  the  hearing  the  court  shall  audit  the  account, 
and  any  person  interested  may  appear  and  file  exceptions  in  writing  and 
contest  the  same.  The  court  thereupon  shall  settle  the  account,  and  order 
a  dividend  of  any  portion  of  the  estate,  if  any,  remaining  undistributed,  and 
shall  discharge  the  assignee,  subject  to  compliance  with  the  order  of  the 
court,  from  all  liability  as  assignee  to  any  creditor  of  the  insolvent. 

Chapter  V. 

PARTNERSHIPS   AND    CORPORATIONS. 

Sec.  38.  A  partnership,  during  the  continuation  of  the  partnership 
business,  or  after  its  dissolution  and  before  the  final  settlement  thereof, 
may  be  adjudged  insolvent,  either  on  the  petition  of  the  partners,  or  any 
one  of  them,  or  on  the  petition  of  three  or  more  creditors  of  the  partnership, 
qualified  as  provided  for  in  section  eight  of  this  Act,  in  which  case  an 
order  shall  be  issued  in  the  manner  provided  by  this  Act,  upon  which 
all  the  property  of  the  partnership,  and  also  all  the  separate  estate  of 
each  of  the  partners,  shall  be  taken,  excepting  such  parts  thereof  as  may 
be  exempt  by  law ;  and  all  the  creditors  of  the  partnership,  and  the  separate 
creditors  of  each  partner,  shall  be  allowed  to  prove  their  respective  claims; 
and  the  assignee  shall  be  chosen  by  the  creditors  of  the  partnership,  and 
shall  also  keep  separate  accounts  of  the  property  of  the  partnership,  and 
of  the  separate  estate  of  each  member  thereof.  The  expenses  of  the  proceed- 
ings shall  be  paid  from  the  partnership  property  and  the  individual  property 
of  the  partners  in  such  proportions  as  the  court  shall  determine.  The  net 
proceeds  of  the  partnership  property  shall  be  appropriated  to  the  payment 
of  the  partnership  debts  and  the  net  proceeds  of  the  individual  estate 
of  each  partner  to  the  payment  of  his  individual  debts.  Should  any  surplus 
remain  of  the  property  of  any  partner  after  paying  his  individual  debts, 
such  surplus  shall  be  added  to  the  partnership  assets  and  be  applied  to 
the  payment  of  the  partnership  debts.  Should  any  surplus  of  the  part- 
nership property  remain  after  paying  the  partnership  debts,  such  surplus 
shall  be  added  to  the  assets  of  the  individual  partners  in  the  proportion 
of  their  respective  interests  in  the  partnership.  Certificate  of  discharge 
shall  be  granted  or  refused  to  each  partner  as  the  same  would  or  ought  to 
be  if  the  proceedings  had  been  by  or  against  him  alone  under  this  Act; 
and  in  all  other  respects  the  proceedings  as  to  the  partners  shall  be 
conducted  in  like  manner  as  if  they  had  been  commenced  and  prosecuted  by 
or  against  one  person  alone.  If  such  partners  reside  in  different  provinces, 
the  court  in  which  the  petition  is  first  filed  shall  retain  exclusive  jurisdic- 
tion over  the  case.  If  the  petition  be  filed  by  less  than  all  the  partners  of 
a  partnership,  those  partners  who  do  not  join  in  the  petition  shall  be 
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ordered  to  show  cause  why  they,  as  individuals,  and  said  partnership, 
should  not  be  adjudged  to  be  insolvent,  in  the  same  manner  as  other  debtors 
are  required  to  show  cause  upon  a  creditor's  petition,  as  in  this  Act  pro- 
vided; and  no  order  of  adjudication  shall  be  made  in  said  proceedings  until 
after  the  hearing  of  said  order  to  show  cause. 

Sec.  39.  The  provisions  of  this  Act  shall  apply  to  corporations  and 
sociedades  anónimas,  and  upon  the  petition  of  any  officer  of  any  corporation, 
or  sociedad  anónima,  duly  authorized  by  the  vote  of  the  board  of  directors 
or  trustees,  at  a  meeting  specially  called  for  that  purpose,  or  by  the 
assent  in  writing  of  a  majority  of  the  directors  or  trustees  as  the  case 
may  be,  or  upon  a  creditor's  petition  made  and  presented  in  the  manner 
provided  in  respect  to  debtors,  the  like  proceedings,  shall  be  had  an  taken 
as  are  provided  in  the  case  of  debtors.  All  the  provisions  of  the  Act  which 
apply  to  the  debtor,  or  set  forth  his  duties,  examination,  and  liabilities, 
or  prescribe  penalties,  or  relate  to  fraudulent  conveyances,  payments  and 
assignments,  apply  to  each  and  every  officer  of  any  corporation  or  sociedad 
anónima  in  relation  to  the  same  matters  concerning  the  corporation. 
Whenever  any  corporation  is  declared  insolvent,  its  property  and  assets 
shall  be  distributed  to  the  creditors;  but  no  discharge  shall  be  granted  to 
any  corporation.  The  provisions  of  this  Act  shall  not  apply  to  corporations 
engaged  principally  in  the  banking  business,  or  to  any  other  corporation 
as  to  which  there  is  any  special  provision  of  law  for  its  liquidation  in  case 
of  insolvency. 

Chapter  VI. 

PROOF  OF  DEBTS. 

Sec.  40.  All  debts  due  and  payable  from  the  debtor  at  the  time  of  the 
adjudication  of  insolvency,  and  all  debts  then  existing  but  not  payable  until 
a  future  time,  a  discount  being  made  if  no  interest  is  payable  by  the  terms 
of  the  contract,  may  be  proved  against  the  estate  of  the  debtor. 

Sec.  41.  All  demands  against  the  debtor  for  or  on  account  of  any  goods 
or  chattels  wrongfully  taken,  converted,  or  withheld  by  him,  may  be  proved 
and  allowed  as  debts  to  the  amount  of  the  value  of  the  property  so  withheld, 
from  the  time  of  the  conversion:  Provided,  however,  That  if  the  assignee, 
or  any  creditor  whose  claim  has  been  proven  against  the  estate,  shall  request 
it  in  writing,  the  court  may,  in  its  discretion,  require  the  matter  of  such 
claim  for  damages  to  be  tried  as  an  ordinary  action  at  law  to  determine 
the  liability  of  the  debtor  for  such  damages. 

Sec.  42.  If  the  debtor  is  bound  as  indorser,  surety,  bail,  or  guarantor, 
upon  any  bill,  bond,  note,  or  other  specialty  or  contract,  or  for  any  debt 
of  any  person,  and  his  liability  shall  not  have  become  absolute  until  after 
the  adjudication  of  insolvency,  the  creditor  may  prove  the  same  after 
such  liability  shall  have  become  fixed,  and  before  the  final  dividend  shall 
have  been  declared. 

Sec.  43.  In  all  cases  of  contingent  debts  and  contingent  liabilities, 
contracted  by  the  debtor,  and  not  herein  otherwise  provided  for,  the  creditor 
may  make  claim  therefor  and  have  his  claim  allowed,  with  the  right  to 
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share  in  the  dividends,  if  the  contingency  shall  happen  before  the  order  of 
the  final  dividend;  or  he  may,  at  any  time,  apply  to  the  court  to  have 
the  present  value  of  the  debt  or  liability  ascertained  and  liquidated,  which 
shall  be  done  in  such  manner  as  the  court  shall  order,  and  it  shall  be 
allowed  for  the  amount  so  ascertained. 

Sec.  44.  Any  person  liable  as  bail,  surety,  or  guarantor,  or  otherwise, 
for  the  debtor,  who  shall  have  paid  the  debt,  or  any  part  thereof,  in 
discharge  of  the  whole,  shall  be  entitled  to  prove  such  debt,  or  to  stand  in 
the  place  of  the  creditor,  if  he  shall  have  proved  the  same,  although  such 
payments  shall  have  been  made  after  the  proceedings  in  insolvency  were 
commenced;  and  any  person  so  liable  for  the  debtor,  and  who  has  not  paid 
the  whole  of  said  debt,  but  is  still  liable  for  the  same,  or  any  part  thereof, 
may,  if  the  creditor  shall  fail  or  omit  to  prove  such  debt,  prove  the  same 
in  the  name  of  the  creditor. 

Sec.  45.  Where  the  debtor  is  liable  to  pay  rent,  or  other  debt  falling 
due  at  fixed  and  stated  periods,  the  creditor  may  prove  for  a  proportionate 
part  thereof  up  to  the  time  of  the  insolvency,  as  if  the  same  became  due 
from  day  to  day,  and  not  at  such  fixed  and  stated  periods. 

Sec.  46.  In  all  eases  of  mutual  debts  and  mutual  credits  between  the 
parties,  the  account  between  them  shall  be  stated,  and  one  debt  set  off 
against  the  other,  and  the  balance  only  shall  be  allowed  and  paid.  But  no 
set-off  or  counterclaim  shall  be  allowed  of  a  claim  in  its  nature  not 
provable  against  the  estate:  Provided,  That  no  set-off  or  counterclaim 
shall  be  allowed  in  favor  of  any  debtor  to  the  insolvent  of  a  claim  purchased 
by  or  transferred  to  such  debtor  after  the  filing  of  the  petition  by  or  against 
the  insolvent. 

Sec.  47.  When  a  creditor  has  a  mortgage,  or  pledge  of  real  or  personal 
property  of  the  debtor,  or  a  lien  thereon,  for  securing  the  payment  of  a 
debt  owing  to  him  from  the  debtor,  or  an  attachment  or  execution  on 
property  of  the  debtor  duly  recorded  and  not  dissolved  under  this  Act,  he 
shall  be  admitted  as  a  creditor  for  the  balance  of  the  debt  only,  after 
deducting  the  value  of  such  property,  such  value  to  be  ascertained  by 
agreement  between  him  and  the  receiver,  if  any,  and  if  no  receiver,  then 
upon  such  sum  as  the  court,  or  a  judge  thereof,  may  decide  to  be  fair  and 
reasonable,  before  the  election  of  an  assignee,  or  by  a  sale  thereof,  to  be 
made  in  such  manner  as  the  court,  or  judge  thereof,  shall  direct;  or  the 
creditor  may  release  or  convey  his  claim  to  the  receiver,  if  any,  or  if  no 
receiver  then  to  the  sheriff,  before  the  election  of  an  assignee,  or  to  the 
assignee  if  an  assignee  has  been  elected,  upon  such  property,  and  be  ad- 
mitted to  prove  his  whole  debt.  If  the  value  of  the  property  exceeds  the  sum 
for  which  it  is  so  held  as  security,  the  assignee  may  release  to  the  creditor 
the  debtor's  right  of  redemption  thereon  on  receiving  such  excess;  or  he 
may  sell  the  property,  subject  to  the  claim  of  the  creditor  thereon,  and  in 
either  case  the  assignee  and  creditor,  respectively,  shall  execute  all  deeds 
and  writings  necessary  or  proper  to  consummate  the  transaction.  If  the 
property  is  not  sold  or  released,  and  delivered  up,  or  its  value  fixed,  the 
creditor  shall  not  be  allowed  to  prove  any  part  of  his  debt,  but  the 
assignee  shall  deliver  to  the  creditor  all  such  property  upon  which  the 
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creditor  holds  a  mortgage,  pledge  or  lien,  or  upon  which  he  has  an  attach- 
ment or  execution. 

Sec.  48.  No  creditor,  proving  his  debt  or  claim,  shall  be  allowed  to 
maintain  any  suit  therefor  against  the  debtor,  but  shall  be  deemed  to 
have  waived  all  right  of  action  and  suit  against  him,  and  all  proceedings 
already  commenced,  or  any  unsatisfied  judgment  already  obtained  thereon, 
shall  be  deemed  to  be  discharged  and  surrendered  thereby;  and  after  the 
debtor's  discharge  upon  proper  application  and  proof  to  the  court  having 
jurisdiction,  all  such  proceedings  shall  be  dismissed,  and  such  unsatisfied 
judgments  satisfied  of  record :  Provided,  That  no  valid  lien  existing  in  good 
faith  thereunder  shall  be  thereby  affected.  A  creditor  proving  his  debt  or 
claim  shall  not  be  held  to  have  waived  his  right  of  action  or  suit  against 
the  debtor  when  a  discharge  has  been  refused  or  th*e  proceedings  have  been 
determined  without  a  discharge.  No  creditor  whose  debt  is  provable  under 
this  Act  shall  be  allowed,  after  the  commencement  of  proceedings  in  in- 
solvency, to  prosecute  to  final  judgment  any  action  therefor  against  the 
debtor  until  the  question  of  the  debtor's  discharge  shall  have  been 
determined,  and  any  such  suit  or  proceeding  shall,  upon  the  application  of 
the  debtor  or  of  any  creditor,  or  the  assignee,  be  stayed  to  await  the  determi- 
nation of  the  court  on  the  question  of  discharge:  Provided,  That  if  the 
amount  due  the  creditor  is  in  dispute,  the  suit  by  leave  of  the  court  in 
insolvency,  may  proceed  to  judgment  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  the 
amount  due,  which  amount,  when  adjudged,  may  be  allowed  in  the  in- 
solvency proceedings,  but  execution  shall  be  stayed  as  aforesaid. 

Sec.  49.  Any  person  who  shall  have  accepted  any  preference,  having 
reasonable  cause  to  believe  that  the  same  was  made  or  given  by  the  debtor 
contrary  to  any  provision  of  this  Act,  shall  not  be  allowed  to  prove  the 
debt  or  claim  on  account  of  which  the  preference  was  made  or  given,  nor 
shall  he  receive  any  dividend  thereon,  until  he  shall  have  surrendered  to 
the  assignee  all  property,  money,  benefit,  or  advantage  received  by  him 
under  such  preference. 

Sec.  50.  The  court  may,  upon  the  application  of  the  assignee,  or  of 
any  creditor  of  the  debtor,  or  without  any  application,  before  or  after 
adjudication  in  insolvency,  examine  upon  oath  the  debtor  in  relation  to 
his  property  and  his  estate  and  may  examine  any  other  person  tendering 
or  making  proof  of  claims,  and  may  subpoena  witnesses  to  give  evidence 
relating  to  such  matters.  All  examinations  of  witnesses  shall  be  had  and 
depositions  shall  be  taken  in  accordance  with  and  in  the  .same  manner 
as  is  provided  by  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure. 

Chapter  VII. 

COMPOSITIONS. 

Sec.  51.  An  insolvent  may  offer  terms  of  composition  to  his  creditors 
after,  but  not  before,  he  has  filed  in  court  a  schedule  of  his  property  and 
list  of  his  creditors  as  provided  in  this  Act.  An  application  for  the 
confirmation  of  a  composition  may  be  filed  in  the  insolvency  court  after, 
but  not  before,  it  has  been  accepted  in  writing  by  a  majority  in  number 
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of  all  creditors  whose  claims  have  been  allowed,  which  number  must 
represent  a  majority  in  amount  of  such  claims  and  after  the  consideration 
to  be  paid  by  the  insolvent  to  his  creditors,  and  the  money  necessary  to 
pay  all  debts  which  have  priority  and  the  costs  of  proceedings  has  been 
deposited  in  such  place  as  shall  be  designated  by  and  subject  to  the  order  of 
the  court.  A  time  shall  be  fixed  by  the  court  for  the  hearing  upon  an 
application  for  the  confirmation  of  a  composition,  and  for  the  hearing  of 
such  objections  as  may  be  made  to  its  confirmation.  The  court  shall 
confirm  a  composition  if  satisfied  that  (1)  it  is  for  the  best  interest 
of  the  creditors;  (2)  that  the  insolvent  has  not  been  guilty  of  any  acts,  or 
of  a  failure  to  perform  any  of  the  duties  which  would  create  a  bar  to 
his  discharge;  and  (3)  that  the  offer  and  its  acceptance  are  in  good  faith, 
and  have  not  been  made  or  procured  except  as  herein  provided,  or  by  any 
means,  promises,  or  acts  herein  forbidden.  Upon  the  confirmation  of  a 
composition  the  consideration  shall  be  distributed  as  the  judge  shall 
direct,  and  the  case  dismissed,  and  the  title  to  the  insolvent's  property 
shall  revest  in  him.  Whenever  a  composition  is  not  confirmed,  the  estate 
in  insolvency  shall  be  administered  as  herein  provided.  The  court  may, 
upon  the  application  of  a  party  in  interest,  filed  at  any  time  within  six 
months  after  the  composition  has  been  confirmed,  set  the  same  aside  and 
reinstate  the  case  if  it  shall  be  made  to  appear  upon  a  trial  that  fraud 
was  practiced  in  the  procuring  of  such  composition,  and  that  the  knowledge 
thereof  has  come  to  the  petitioner  since  the  confirmation  of  such  com- 
position. 

Chapter  VIII. 

DISCHARGE. 

Sec.  52.  At  any  time  after  the  expiration  of  three  months  from  the 
adjudication  of  insolvency,  but  not  later  than  one  year  from  such  adjudica- 
tion, unless  the  property  of  the  insolvent  has  not  been  converted  into  money, 
the  debtor  may  apply  to  the  court  for  a  discharge  from  his  debts,  and  the 
court  shall  thereupon  order  notice  to  be  given  to  all  creditors  who  have 
proved  their  debts  to  appear,  on  a  day  appointed  for  that  purpose,  and  show 
cause  why  a  discharge  should  not  be  granted  to  the  debtor;  said  notice 
shall  be  given  by  registered  mail  and  by  publication  at  least  once  a  week, 
for  six  weeks,  in  a  newspaper  published  in  the  province  or  city,  or,  if  there 
be  none,  in  a  newspaper  which,  in  the  opinion  of  the  judge,  will  best  give 
notice  to  the  creditors  of  the  said  insolvent:  Provided,  That  if  no  debts 
have  been  proven,  such  notice  shall  not  be  required. 

Sec.  53.  No  discharge  shall  be  granted,  or  if  granted  shall  be  valid, 
if  the  debtor  shall  have  sworn  falsely  in  his  affidavit  annexed  to  his  petition, 
schedule,  or  inventory,  or  upon  any  examination  in  the  course  of  the 
proceedings  in  insolvency,  in  relation  to  any  material  fact  concerning  his 
estate  or  his  debts  or  to  any  other  material  fact;  or  if  he  has  concealed 
any  part  of  his  estate  or  effects,  or  any  books  or  writing  relating  thereto; 
or  if  he  has  been  guilty  of  fraud  or  willful  neglect  in  the  care  or  custody 
of  his  property  or  in  the  delivery  to  the  assignee  of  the  property  belonging 
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to  him  at  the  time  of  the  presentation  of  his  petition  and  inventory, 
excepting  such  property  as  he  is  permitted  to  retain  under  the  provisions 
of  this  Act;  or  if,  within  one  month  before  the  commencement  of  such 
proceedings,  he  has  procured  his  lands,  goods,  moneys,  or  chattels  to  be 
attached  or  seized  on  execution ;  or  if  he  has  destroyed,  mutilated,  altered, 
or  falsified  any  of  his  books,  documents,  papers,  writings,  or  securities, 
or  has  made,  or  been  privy  to  the  making  of,  any  false  or  fraudulent  entry 
in  any  book  of  account  or  other  document  with  intent  to  defraud  his 
creditors ;  or  if  he  has  given  any  fraudulent  preference, .  contrary  to  the 
provisions  of  this  Act,  or  has  made  any  fraudulent  payment,  gift,  transfer, 
conveyance,  or  assignment  of  any  part  of  his  property,  or  has  admitted  a 
false  or  fictitious  debt  against  his  estate;  or,  if,  having  knowledge  that  any 
person  has  proven  such  false  or  fictitious  debt,  he  has  not  disclosed  the 
same  to  his  assignee  within  one  month  after  such  knowledge;  or  if,  being 
a  merchant  or  tradesman,  he  has  not  kept  proper  books  of  account;  or  if 
he,  or  any  other  person  on  his  account,  or  in  his  behalf,  has  influenced  the 
action  of  any  creditor,  at  any  stage  of  the  proceedings,  by  any  pecuniary 
consideration  or  obligation;  or  if  he  has,  in  contemplation  of  becoming 
insolvent,  made  any  pledge,  payment,  transfer,  assignment,  or  conveyance 
of  any  part  of  his  property,  directly  or  indirectly,  absolutely  or  con- 
ditionally, for  the  purpose  of  preferring  any  creditor  or  person  having 
a  claim  against  him,  or  who  is,  or  may  be,  under  liability  for  him,  or 
for  the  purpose  of  preventing  the  property  from  coming  into  the  hands  of 
the  assignee,  or  of  being  distributed  under  this  Act  in  satisfaction  of  his 
debts;  or  if  he  has  been  convicted  of  any  misdemeanor  under  this  Act, 
or  has  been  guilty  of  fraud  contrary  to  the  true  intent  of  this  Act;  or, 
in  case  of  voluntary  insolvency,  has  received  the-  benefit  of  this  or  any 
other  Act  of  insolvency  or  bankruptcy  within  six  yeaps  next  preceding 
his  application  for  discharge;  or  if  insolvency  proceedings  in  which  he 
could  have  applied  for  a  discharge  are  pending  by  or  against  him  in  the 
Court  of  First  Instance  of  any  other  province  or  city  in  the  Philippine 
Islands.  Before  any  discharge  is  granted,  the  debtor  shall  take  and 
subscribe  an  oath  to  the  effect  that  he  has  not  done,  suffered,  or  been 
privy  to  any  act,  matter,  or  thing  specified  in  this  Act,  as  grounds  for 
withholding  such  discharge  or  as  invalidating  such  discharge,  if  granted. 

Sec.  54.  Any  creditor  opposing  the  discharge  of  a  debtor  shall  file  his 
objections  thereto,  specifying  the  grounds  of  his  opposition,  and  after  the 
debtor  has  filed  and  served  his  answer  thereto,  which  pleadings  shall 
be  verified,  the  court  shall  try  the  issue  or  issues  raised,  according  to 
the  practice  provided  by  law  in  civil  actions. 

Sec.  55.  If  it  shall  appear  to  the  court  that  the  debtor  has  in  all 
things  conformed  to  his  duty  under  this  Act,  and  that  he  is  entitled 
under  the  provisions  thereof  to  receive  a  discharge,  the  court  shall  grant 
him  a  discharge  from  all  his  debts,  except  as  hereinafter  provided, 
and  shall  give  him  a  certificate  thereof,  under  the  seal  of  the  court,  in 

substance  as  follows:  "In  the  Court  of  First  Instance  of  the  

Philippine  Islands.     Whereas, ,  has  been 
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duly  adjudged  an  insolvent  under  the  insolvency  law  of  the  Philippine 
Islands,  and  appears  to  have  conformed  to  all  the   requirements   of   law 

in  that  behalf,  it  is  therefore  ordered  by  the  court  that  said 

be  forever  discharged  from  all  debts  and  claims,  which  by  said  insolvency 

law  are  made  provable  against  his  estate,  and  which  existed  on  the  

day  of  ,  on  which  the  petition  of  adjudication  was  filed  by 

(or  against)  him,  excepting  such  debts,  if  any,  as  are  by  said  insolvency 
law   excepted   from    the   operation    of    a    discharge    in    insolvency.     Given 

under  my  hand,  and  the  seal  of  the  court,  this day  of 

,  A.  D "Attest:  , 

Clerk.      (Seal) Judge." 

Sec.  56.  No  debt  created  by  the  fraud  or  embezzlement  of  the  debtor, 
or  by  his  defalcation  as  a  public  officer  or  while  acting  in  a  fiduciary 
character,  shall  be  discharged  under  this  Act,  but  the  debt  may  be  proved, 
and  the  dividend  thereon  shall  be  a  payment  on  account  of  said  debt.  No 
discharge  granted  under  this  Act  shall  release,  discharge,  or  affect  any 
person  liable  for  the  same  debt,  for  or  with  the  debtor,  either  as 
partner,  joint  contractor,  indorser,  surety,  or  otherwise. 

Sec.  57.  A  discharge,  duly  granted  under  this  Act,  shall,  with  the 
exceptions  aforesaid,  release  the  debtor  from  all  claims,  debts,  liabilities, 
and  demands,  set  forth  in  his  schedule,  or  which  were  or  might  have 
been  proved  against  his  estate  in  insolvency,  and  may  be  pleaded  by  a. 
simple  averment  that  on  the  day  of  its  date  such  discharge  was  granted 
to  him,  setting  forth  the  same  in  full,  and  the  same  shall  be  a  complete 
bar  to  all  suits  brought  on  any  such  debts,  claims,  liabilities,  or  demands, 
and  the  certificate  shall  be  prima  facie  evidence  in  favor  of  such  fact  and 
of  the  regularity  of  such  discharge:  Provided,  however,  That  any  creditor 
of  said  debtor,  whose  debt  was  proved  or  provable  against  the  estate  in 
insolvency,  who  shall  see  fit  to  contest  the  validity  of  such  discharge 
on  the  ground  that  it  was  fraudulently  obtained,  and  who  has  discovered 
the  facts  constituting  the  fraud  subsequent  to  the  discharge,  may,  at 
any  time  within  two  years  after  the  date  thereof,  apply  to  the  court 
which  granted  it  to  set  it  aside  and  annul  the  same. 

Chapteb  IX. 

FRAUDULENT  PBEFEBENCES   AND   TRANSFERS. 

Sec.  58.  If  any  debtor,  being  insolvent,  or  in  contemplation  of  insol- 
vency, within  one  month  before  the  filing  of  a  petition  by  or  against  him, 
with  a  view  to  giving  a  preference  to  any  creditor  or  person  having  a 
claim  against  him  or  who  is  under  any  liability  for  him,  procures  any 
part  of  his  property  to  be  attached,  sequestered,  or  seized  on  execution, 
or  makes  any  payment,  pledge,  mortgage,  assignment,  transfer,  sale  or 
conveyance  of  any  part  of  his  property,  either  directly  or  indirectly, 
absolutely  or  conditionally,  to  any  one,  the  person  receiving  such  payment, 
pledge,  mortgage,  assignment,  transfer,  sale,  or  conveyance  or  to  be  benefited 
thereby  or  by  such  attachment  or  seizure,  having  reasonable  cause  to 
believe  that  such  debtor  is  insolvent,  and  that  such  attachment,  seizure, 
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payment,  pledge,  mortgage,  conveyance,  transfer,  sale,  or  assignment  is 
made  with  a  view  to  prevent  his  property  from  coming  to  his  assignee 
in  insolvency,  or  to  prevent  the  same  from  being  distributed  ratably 
among  his  creditors,  or  to  defeat  the  object  of,  or  in  any  way  hinder 
impede,  or  delay  the  operation  of  or  to  evade  any  of  the  provisions  of 
this  Act,  such  attachment,  sequestration,  seizure,  payment,  pledge,  mortgage, 
transfer,  sale,  assignment,  or  conveyance,  is  void,  and  the  assignee,  or 
the  receiver,  may  redover  the.  property,  or  the  value  thereof,  as  assets 
of  such  insolvent  debtor ;  and  if  such  payment,  pledge,  mortgage,  conveyance, 
sale,  assignment,  or  transfer  is  not  made  in  the  usual  and  ordinary  course 
of  business  of  the  debtor,  or  if  such  seizure  is  made  under  a  judgment 
which  the  debtor  has  confessed  or  offered  to  allow,  that  fact  shall  be 
prima  facie  evidence  of  fraud.  Any  payment,  pledge,  mortgage,  conveyance, 
sale,  assignment  or  transfer  of  property  of  whatever  character  made  by 
the  insolvent  within  one  month  before  the  filing  of  a  petition  in  insolv- 
ency by  or  against  him,  except  for  a  valuable  pecuniary  consideration, 
shall  be  void.  All  assignments,  transfers,  conveyances,  mortgages,  or 
encumbrances  of  real  estate  shall  be  deemed,  under  this  section,  to  have 
been  made  at  the  time  the  instrument  conveying  or  affecting  such  realty 
was  filed  for  record  in  the  office  of  the  Register  of  Deeds  of  the  province 
or  city  where  the  same  is  situated. 

Chapter  X. 

PENAL  CLAUSES. 

Sec.  59.  From  and  after  the  taking  effect  of  this  Act,  if  any  debtor 
shall,  after  the  commencement  of  proceedings  in  insolvency,  secrete  or 
conceal  any  property  belonging  to  his  estate,  or  part  with,  conceal,  or 
destroy,  alter,  mutilate,  or  falsify  or  cause  to  be  concealed,  destroyed, 
altered,  mutilated,  or  falsified,  any  book,  deed,  document,  or  writing, 
relating  thereto,  or  remove,  or  cause  to  be  removed,  the  same  or  any  part 
thereof,  with  intent  to  prevent  it  from  coming  into  the  possession  of  the 
assignee  in  insolvency,  or  to  hinder,  impede,  or  delay  «his  assignee  in  re- 
covering or  receiving  the  same,  or  make  any  payment,  gift,  sale,  assignment, 
transfer,  or  conveyance  of  any  property  belonging  to  his  estate,  with  like 
intent,  or  shall  spend  any  part  thereof  in  gaming;  or  shall  with  intent  to 
defraud,  willfully  and  fraudulently  conceal  from  his  assignee,  or  fraudu- 
lently or  designedly  omit  from  his  schedule  any  property  or  effects 
whatsoever;  or  if,  in  case  of  any  person  having,  to  his  knowledge  or 
belief,  proved,  a  false  or  fictitious  debt  against  his  estate  he  shall  fail 
to  disclose  the  same  to  his  assignee  within  one  month  after  coming  to 
the  knowledge  or  belief  thereof;  or  shall  attempt  to  account  for  any  of 
his  property  by  fictitious  losses  or  expenses;  or  shall,  within  three  months 
before  commencement  of  proceedings  of  insolvency,  under  the  false  pretense 
of  carrying  on  business  and  dealing  in  the  ordinary  course  of  trade,  obtain 
on  credit  from  any  person  any  goods  or  chattels  with  intent  to  defraud; 
or  shall,  with  intent  to  defraud  his  creditors,  within  three  months  next 
before  the  commencement  of  proceedings  in  insolvency,  pawn,  pledge,  or 
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dispose  of,  otherwise  than  by  bona  fide  transactions  in  the  ordinary  way 
of  his  trade,  any  of  his  goods  and  chattels  which  have  been  obtained 
on  credit  and  remain  unpaid  for;  he  shall,  upon  conviction  thereof,  be 
punished  by  imprisonment  for  not  less  than  three  months  nor  more  than 
five  years  for  each  offense. 

Chapter  XI. 

MISCELLANEOUS. 

Sec.  60.  If  any  debtor  shall  die  after  the  order  of  adjudication,  the 
proceedings  shall  be  continued  and  concluded  in  like  manner  and  with  like 
validity  and  effect  as  if  he  had  lived. 

Sec.  61.  Pending  insolvency  proceedings  by  or  against  any  person, 
partnership,  corporation  or  sociedad  cmónima,  no  statute  of  limitations 
of  the  Philippine  Islands  shall  run  upon  a  claim  against  the  estate  of 
the  debtor. 

Sec.  62.  Any  creditor,  at  any  stage  of  the  proceedings,  may  be  repre- 
sented by  his  attorney  or  duly  authorized  agent,  and  the  attorney  or  agent, 
properly  authorized,  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  at  any  creditors'  meeting 
as  and  for  his  principal. 

Sec.  63.  It  shall  be  duty  of  the  court  having  jurisdiction  of  the 
proceedings,  upon  petition  and  after  hearing,  to  exempt  and  set  apart, 
for  the  use  and  benefit  of  said  insolvent,  such  real  and  personal  property 
as  is  by  law  exempt  from  execution,  and  also  a  homestead,  as  provided 
in  section  four  hundred  and  fifty-two  of  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure; 
but  no  such  petition  shall  be  heard  as  aforesaid,  until  it  is  first  proved 
that  notice  of  the  hearing  of  the  application  therefor  has  been  duly  given 
by  the  clerk,  by  causing  such  notice  to  be  posted  in  at  least  three  public 
places  in  the  province  or  city  at  least  ten  days  prior  to  the  time  of 
such  hearing,  which  notice  shall  set  forth  the  name  of  said  insolvent 
debtor,  and  the  time  and  place  appointed  for  the  hearing  of  such  applica- 
tion, and  shall  briefly  indicate  the  homestead  sought  to  be  exempted  or 
the  property  sought  to  be  set  aside;  and  the  decree  must  show  that 
such  proof  was  made  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  court,  and  shall  be  conclusive 
evidence  of  that  fact. 

Sec.  64.  The  filing  of  a  petition  by  or  against  a  debtor  upon  which, 
or  upon  an  amendment  of  which,  an  order  of  adjudication  in  insolvency 
may  be  made,  shall  be  deemed  to  be  the  commencement  of  proceedings 
in  insolvency  under  this  Act. 

Sec.  65.  Words  used  in  this  Act  in  the  singular  include  the  plural, 
and  in  the  plural,  the  singular,  and  the  word  "debtor"  includes  partner- 
ships, corporations  and  sociedades  anónimas. 

Sec.  6Q,  Upon  the  filing  of  either  a  voluntary  or  involuntary  petition 
in  insolvency,  a  receiver  may  be  appointed  by  the  court  in  which  the  pro- 
ceeding is  pending,  or  by  a  judge  thereof,  at  any  time  before  the  election 
of  an  assignee,  when,  it  appears  by  the  verified  petition  of  a  creditor 
that  the  assets  of  the  insolvent,  or  a  considerable  portion  thereof,  have 
been   pledged,   mortgaged,    transferred,    assigned,    conveyed    or    seized,    on 
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legal  process,  in  contravention  or  violation  of  the  provisions  of  section 
fifty-eight  of  this  Act,  and  that  it  is  necessary  to  commence  an  action  to 
recover  the  same.  The  appointment,  oath,  undertaking  and  powers  of 
such  receiver  shall  in  all  respects  be  regulated  by  the  general  laws  of 
the  Philippine  Islands  applicable  to  receivers.  When  an  assignee  is  chosen, 
and  has  qualified,  the  receiver  shall  forthwith  return  to  court  an  account 
of  the  assets  and  property  which  have  come  into  his  possession,  and  of 
his  disbursements,  and  a  report  of  all  actions  or  proceedings  commenced 
by  him  for  the  recovery  of  any  property  belonging  to  the  estate,  and 
the  court  shall  thereupon  summarily  hear  and  settle  the  receiver's  account, 
and  shall  allow  him  a  just  compensation  for  his  services  and  his  expenses, 
including  a  reasonable  attorney's  fee,  whereupon  the  receiver  shall  deliver 
all  property,  assets,  or  effects  remaining  in  his  hands,  to  the  assignee, 
who  shall  be  substituted  for  the  receiver  in  all  pending  actions  or  pro- 
ceedings. 

Sec.  67.  When  an  attachment  has  been  made  and  is  not  dissolved  before 
the  commencement  of  proceedings  in  insolvency,  or  is  dissolved  by  an 
undertaking  given  by  the  defendant,  if  the  claim  upon  which  the  attach- 
ment suit  was  commenced  is  proved  against  the  estate  of  the  debtor,  the 
plaintiff  may  prove  the  legal  costs  and  disbursements  of  the  suit,  and  of 
the  keeping  of  the  property,  and  the  amount  thereof  shall  be  a  preferred 
debt. 

Sec.  68.  In  all  contested  matters  in  insolvency,  the  court  may,  in  its 
discretion,  award  costs  to  either  party  to  be  paid  by  the  other,  or  to 
either  or  both  parties  to  be  paid  out  of  the  estate,  as  justice  and  equity 
may  require.  In  awarding  costs,  the  court  may  issue  execution  therefor. 
In  all  involuntary  cases  under  this  Act,  the  court  shall  allow  the  petition- 
ing creditors  out  of  the  estate  of  the  debtor,  if  any  adjudication  of  in- 
solvency be  made,  as  a  preferred  claim,  all  legal  costs  and  disbursements 
incurred  by  them  in  that  behalf. 

Sec.  69.  If  no  creditor  files  written  objections,  the  court  may,  upon  the 
application  of  the  debtor,  if  it  be  a  voluntary  petition,  or  of  the  petitioning 
creditors,  if  a  creditor's  petition,  dismiss  the  petition  and  discontinue  the 
proceedings  at  any  time  before  the  appointment  of  an  assignee,  upon 
giving  not  less  than  two  nor  more  than  eight  weeks  notice  to  the  creditors, 
in  the  same  manner  that  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  election  of  an 
assignee  is  given :  Provided,  however,  That  by  written  consent  of  all 
creditors  filed  in  the  court  the  proceedings  may  be  dismissed  at  any  time. 
After  the  appointment  of  an  assignee,  no  dismissal  shall  be  made  without 
the  consent  of  all  parties  interested  in  or  affected  thereby. 

Sec.  70.  An  appeal  may  be  taken  to  the  Supreme  Court  in  the  following 
cases : 

1.  From  an  order  granting  or  refusing  an  adjudication  of  insolvency; 

2.  From  an  order  made  at  the  hearing  of  any  account  of  an  assignee, 
allowing  or  rejecting  a  creditor's  claim,  in  whole  or  in  part  when  the 
amount  in  dispute  exceeds  three  hundred  pesos; 

3.  From  an  order  settling  an  account  of  an  assignee; 
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4.  From  an  order  against  or  in  favor  of  setting  apart  homestead  or  other 
property  claimed  as  exempt  from  execution; 

5.  From  an  order  granting  or  refusing  a  discharge  to  the  debtor. 
Chapter  forty-two  of  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure,  so  far  as  applicable, 

shall  govern  appeals  under  this  Act,  except  that  when  an  assignee  has 
given  an  official  undertaking  and  appeals  from  a  judgment  or  order  in 
insolvency,  his  official  undertaking  stands  in  the  place  of  an  undertaking  on 
appeal,  and  the  sureties  therein  are  liable  on  such  undertaking:  Provided, 
however,  That  an  interlocutory  appeal  shall  not  stay  proceedings  unless  a 
written  undertaking  be  entered  into  on  the  part  of  the  appellant,  with  at 
least  two  sureties,  in  such  an  amount  as  the  court,  or  a  judge  thereof,  may 
direct,  but  not  less  than  double  the  value  of  the  property  involved,  to  the 
effect  that  if  the  order  appealed  from  be  affirmed,  or  the  appeal  dismissed, 
appellant  will  pay  all  costs  and  damages  which  the  adverse  party  may 
sustain  by  reason  of  the  appeal  and  the  stay  of  proceedings. 

Sec.  71.  All  Acts  and  parts  of  Acts  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of 
this  Act  are  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  72.  This  Act  shall  take  effect  on  its  passage. 

The  report  and  recommendation  of  the  Committee  of  the  Whole 
were  adopted. 

The  bill  was  thereupon  ordered  engrossed  and  placed  on  file  for 
third  reading.

(9)  A  communication  from  the  Director  of  Civil  Service,  by 
indorsement,  dated  March  30,  1909,  on  the  report  of  the  Joint 
Legislative  Committee  on  a  resolution  of  the  provincial  board  of 
Batangas  in  connection  with  the  resolution  of  the  assembly  of 
municipal  presidents  of  that  province  with  reference  to  placing 
municipal  employees  and  especially  policemen  and  petty  police 
officers  under  the  civil-service  rules  and  regulations,  which  report 
was  referred  to  the  Bureau  of  Civil  Service,  by  direction  of  the 
Commission,  on  March  17,  1909. 

At  the  direction  of  the  Chair,  the  indorsement  was  read,  as 
follows : 

Bureau  of  Civil  Service, 

Manila,  March  SO,  1909. 

Respectfully  returned  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Philippine  Commission. 

It  appears  from  these  papers  that  the  assembly  of  municipal  presidents 
of  the  Province  of  Batangas  in  August,  1908,  recommended  an  amendment 
of  the  Municipal  Code,  "with  respect  to  the  permanency  of  the  positions  of 
municipal  employees  and  especially  those  of  policemen  and  petty  police 
officers,  by  subjecting  them  to  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  civil  service." 
The  Joint  Committee  of  the  Philippine  Legislature  adopted  the  report  of 
its  subcommittee,  which  report  recommended  that  no  favorable  action  be 
taken  with  respect  to  municipal  employees  but  concurred  in  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  municipal  president  with  respect  to  policemen  and  petty 
police  officers. 

It  is  not  clear  whether  the  resolution  of  the  municipal  presidents  of 
August  28,  1908,  contemplates  that  appointments  of  municipal  policemen 
and  other  municipal  employees  shall  be  made  as  a  result  of  civil-service 
examination,  or  whether  it  simply  contemplates  that  tenure  of  office  shall 
be  permanent,  removals  to  be  made  only  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  the  civil-service  rules;  that  is,  after  written  charges  with  opportunity 
to  present  written  defense.  Probably  the  latter  was  intended,  as  there 
is  no  reference  to  a  requirement  that  appointments  be  made  by  examina- 
tion, but  only  to  the  necessity  of  a  stable  service. 
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By  long  experience  it  was  found  impracticable  to  fill  positions  in  the 
Insular  and  provincial  service  with  low  salaries  by  civil-service  examina- 
tion, and  on  March  3,  1904,  an  amendment  to  the  Civil  Service  Act  was 
adopted,  placing  all  employees  with  compensation  of  ^240  per  annum  or 
less  in  the  unclassified  service.  This  amendment  has  been  incorporated  in 
the  Revised  Civil  Service  Act.  There  is  little  reason  to  believe  that  an 
attempt  to  fill  positions  in  the  municipalities  with  compensation  of  ^240 
per  annum  or  less  by  civil-service  examination  would  be  any  more  success- 
ful than  was  the  attempt  in  the  Insular  and  provincial  service.  If  it 
should  be  decided  to  classify  municipal  employees,  therefore,  only  those 
receiving  more  than  ^=240  per  annum  should  be  placed  in  the  classified 
service.  This  would  exclude  the  great  body  of  municipal  employees.  Re- 
liable men  with  sufficient  education  to  pass  even  the  simplest  educational 
tests  find  ready  employment  in  provincial  positions  that  are  far  more 
attractive  than  municipal  positions. 

In  all  countries  it  has  been  found  that  the  smaller  the  political  division 
the  more  difficult  it  is  to  apply  civil-service  rules  and  regulations.  In  no 
country,  so  far  as  is  known  to  the  undersigned,  are  civil-service  regulations 
applied  to  small  municipalities.  The  constitution  of  the  State  of  New 
York,  effective  January  1,  1895,  provides  that  "appointments  and  promo- 
tions in  the  civil  service  of  the  State,  and  of  all  the  civil  divisions  thereof, 
including  cities  and  villages,  shall  be  made  according  to  merit  and  fitness 
to  be  ascertained,  so  far  as  practicable,  by  examination,  which,  so  far  as 
practicable,  shall  be  competitive."  In  spite,  however,  of  this  constitutional 
mandate,  and  of  the  fact  that  such  strong  civil-service  reformers  as 
Theodore  Roosevelt  and  Charles  E.  Hughes  have  been  governors  of  the  State 
of  New  York  since  the  adoption  of  the  constitution,  it  has  not  been  found 
practicable  to  apply  the  civil-service  act  and  rules  to  civil  divisions  below 
the  rank  of  city;  towns  and  villages  are  still  exempt.  It  appears  evident 
that  if  it  is  found  impracticable  to  apply  the  civil-sendee  law  to  the 
towns  and  villages  of  New  York  State,  it  must  be  far  more  impracticable 
to  apply  the  law  at  this  time  to  the  municipalities  of  the  Philippine 
Islands. 

The  following  is  an  indorsement  of  the  Director  of  Civil  Service  of 
November  4,  1904: 

"The  position  of  municipal  treasurer  was  placed  in  the  classified  civil 
service,  effective  July  1,  1904.  This  Board  does  not  believe  it  advisable  to 
include  any  more  municipal  positions  in  the  classified  civil  service  at  the 
present  time." 

It  is  fully  realized  that  something  must  be  done  to  increase  the  efficiency 
of  the  police  force  of  the  municipalities.  Increase  of  compensation  and 
assurance  of  tenure  of  office  during  good  behavior  are  undoubtedly  neces- 
sary. It  is  thought,  however,  that  the  method  prescribed  in  the  civil- 
service  rules  governing  removals  from  the  service  can  not  be  applied  with 
advantage  to  municipal  policemen.  As  above  stated,  the  rules  require 
written  charges  and  an  opportunity  to  present  a  written  answer.  Better 
results  can  undoubtedly  be  obtained  if  removals  from  the  municipal  police 
force  are  allowed  only  after  a  personal  investigation  made  on  the  ground 
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by  some  disinterested  official,  such  as  the  senior  inspector  of  Constabulary 
of  the  province,  who  by  law  is  already  given  certain  supervisory  powers 
over  the  municipal  police  force,  and  in  certain  emergencies  takes  control 
of  and  makes  appointments  to  and  removals  from  the  police  force.  (See 
sees.  1210,  1211,  and  1252,  Compilation  of  Acts  of  the  Commission.)  In 
recruiting  the  police  force  it  might  also  be  well  to  have  the  senior  in- 
spectors of  Constabulary  of  the  different  provinces  pass  upon  the  eligibility 
of  applicants  after  personal  investigation  as  to  character,  reputation, 
physical  condition,  ability  to  read  and  write,  etc.  Under  present  conditions 
it  is  doubtful  whether  ability  to  read  and  write  can  be  insisted  on. 

The  solution  of  the  problem  of  securing  a  satisfactory  police  force  in 
the  municipalities  seems  to  depend  upon  increase  of  compensation,  security 
of  tenure  during  good  behavior,  and  the  filling  of  vacancies  by  men  of 
good  physique  and  character,  and  some  little  education.  Security  of  tenure 
during  good  behavior,  and  the  enlistment  of  the  kind  of  men  desired  can 
probably  be  secured  better  by  making  appointments  to  and  removals  from 
the  force  subject  to  the  approval  of  some  Bureau  (such  as  the  Bureau  of 
Constabulary)  which  has  a  force  of  officials  stationed  throughout  the 
provinces,  than  by  placing  the  positions  in  the  classified  civil  service. 

If  the  classification  should  be  made  and  the  examination  and  certifica- 
tion work  of  this  Bureau  be  correspondingly  increased  thereby,  it  would 
be  necessary  to  increase  the  appropriation  for  this  Bureau,  as  even  now 
it  is  only  by  considerable  overtime  on  the  part  of  the  Filipino  and  American 
clerks  that  the  office  keeps  abreast  of  current  work.

[Committee  Report  No.  111.] 

Mb.  President:  The  Committee  on  Matters  Pertaining  to  the  Depart- 
ment of  the  Interior,  to  which  was  referred  on  March  25,  1909,  the  resolu- 
tion of  the  Agricultural  Congress,  held  at  Iloilo,  recommending  various 
measures  relating  to  inoculation  of  cattle,  serum  preservation,  exhibitions 
of  cattle,  corrals  for  inoculation  purposes,  free  entry  of  work  cattle,  special 
purchasing  agent  for  purchase  of  cattle  on  arrival,  purchase  through  the 
Bureau  of  Agriculture,  and  prompt  filling  of  requests  for  serum  from 
provincial  governors  and  greater  supplies  of  serum;  has  examined  the  same 
and  has  the  honor  to  report  it  back  to  the  Commission  with  the  following 
recommendation,  viz: 

The  recommendations  of  the  Second  Agricultural  Congress  of  the  Phil- 
ippines seem  to  your  committee  extremely  sensible  and  were  the  Insular 
Government  in  a  financial  position  to  make  it  possible  to  put  most  of 
them  immediately  into  effect  your  committee  would  recommend  that  this 
be  done.  To  a  considerable  extent  they  have  been  put  into  effect  or  provi- 
sion to  this  end  has  been  made. 
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Referring  to  them  in  detail : 

(a)  Preparation  has  been  made  in  the  appropriation  bill  for  the  coming 
fiscal  year  for  an  increase  of  ^30,000  in  the  amount  expended  for  the  pur- 
chase of  live  stock  by  the  Bureau  of  Agriculture,  with  a  view  to  increasing 
the  number  of  animals  kept  on  the  stock  farms  for  breeding  purposes; 
increasing  the  serum  herd,  securing  larger  and  better  serum  animals  than 
are  to-day  available  and  the  sale  to  the  public  of  larger  numbers  of  per- 
manently immunized  animals  from  the  serum  laboratory. 

This  sum,  so  far  as  concerns  serum  animals,  will  be  in  the  nature  of  an 
investment.  The  money  derived  from  the  sale  of  such  animals  after  they 
have  been  immunized  and  have  served  the  purposes  of  the  Government,  will 
be  repaid  to  the  fund  so  that  purchases  may  be  constantly  made  without 
requiring  further  appropriation. 

At  the  present  time  a'  veterinarian  of  the  Bureau  of  Agriculture  is 
traveling  in  north  China  in  search  of  a  market  for  large  cattle,  to  be  used 
in  place  of  the  smaller  animals  at  present  employed  in  the  manufacture 
of  serum.  If  his  search  is  successful  the  amount  of  serum  which  may  be 
produced  with  our  present  stable  capacity  will  be  approximately  doubled. 
The  Bureau  of  Science  has  recently 'greatly  enlarged  its  serum  producing 
plant  and  is  at  present  able  to  handle  all  of  the  blood  which  the  Bureau  of 
Agriculture  can  furnish  it. 

Serum  production  during  the  coming  fiscal  year  should  reach  10,000 
bottles  or  more.  It  is  hoped  that  the  supply  may  be  sufficient  to  meet  all 
reasonable  demands.  At  the  same  time  attention  is  called  to  the  fact  that 
the  public  demand  is  now  increasing  so  rapidly  that  this  may  not  be  the 
case.  Should  this  condition  of  affairs  arise  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior 
will  request  appropriation  for  additional  stables  in  order  that  the  size  of 
the  serum  herd  may  be  increased. 

Under  instructions  from  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  the  Director  of 
Agriculture  is  endeavoring  to  secure  a  specially  qualified  man  to  assume 
charge  of  the  packing  and  shipping  of  serum.  Such  a  man,  in  order  to 
give  satisfactory  service,  must  be  thoroughly  familiar  with  the  times  and 
places  of  departure  of  all  commercial  vessels  plying  on  the  marine  or 
fresh  waters  of  these  Islands  as  well  as  with  the  conditions  of  all  im- 
portant roads  and  trails  and  the  sort  of  transportation  which  is  available 
over  each  such  road  or  trail. 

The  Director  of  Agriculture  is  under  positive  and  emphatic  orders  to 
secure  such  a  man,  if  one  can  be  found,  and  if  not  to  secure  the  best 
available  man  and  train  him. 

Attention  is  invited,  however,  to  the  fact  that  vexatious  and  inexcusable 
delays  occur  on  account  of  the  carelessness  of  the  officers  and  agents  of 
commercial  lines  of  vessels,  and  that  some  at  least  of  the  vessels  subsidized 
by  the  Insular  Government  refuse  to  transfer  freight  to  vessels  operated 
on  commercial  lines  by  the  Insular  Government  and  sometimes  even  decline 
to  receive  freight  from  such  vessels  when  it  is  brought  alongside,  on  the 
ground  that  it  is  not  convenient  to»  receive  it  at  that  time.  There  are 
cases  on  record  where  serum  brought  alongside   such  commercial  vessels 
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has  not  been  received  on  board,  but  those  in  charge  have  been  instructed 
to  return  at  a  later  date  and  have  done  so  only  to  find  that  the  vessels  in 
question  had  sailed. 

This  is  a  matter  to  which  the  Secretary  of  Commerce  and  Police  will 
doubtless  be  glad  to  give  attention. 

(6)  Provision  has  been  included  in #  the  appropriation  for  the  coining 
year  for  a  total  of  forty  veterinarians.  It  is  feared,  however,  that  it  will 
be  found  difficult  or  impossible  to  secure  this  number  and  that  the  existing 
scarcity  of  veterinarians  in  the  Philippines  may  not  be  satisfactorily 
relieved  until  Filipino  veterinarians  can  be  educated  in  the  Veterinary 
College,  the  establishment  of  which  has  been  provided  for  by  the  Board  of 
Regents  of  the  Philippine  University. 

The  distribution  of  stallions  among  agriculturists  by  the  Bureau  of 
Agriculture  has  not  proved  eminently  satisfactory.  Practically  without 
exception  the  animals  thus  distributed  have  been  neglected.  In  some  cases 
this  has  been  due  to  the  failure  of  those  in  charge  of  them  to  appreciate 
the  necessity  of  proper  feeding,  grooming,  and  care  in  breeding  them.  In 
other  cases  it  has  been  due  to  gross  negligence  on  the  part  of  such  persons. 
As  a  rule  stallions  thus  distributed  have  been  high-spirited  and  in  many 
instances  those  in  charge  of  them  have  been  afraid  to  handle  them.  In 
other  instances  the  limited  amount  of  service  rendered  has  been  due  to  the 
neglect  of  those  who  have  had  the  stallions  in  charge,  or  to  the  indifference 
of  the  owners  of  mares  who  ought  to  have  availed  themselves  of  the 
exceptional  opportunity  afforded  to  improve  their  live  stock  bift  who,  for 
one  reason  or  another,  have  failed  to  do  so.  In  view  of  these  facts,  your 
committee  can  not  recommend  the  purchase  of  a  large  number  of  stallions 
for  gratuitous  distribution  among  agriculturists. 

On  the  other  hand  the  stallions  actually  kept  in  charge  of  employees  of 
the  Bureau  of  Agriculture,  and  especially  those  sent  out  through  the 
provinces  in  charge  of  such  employees,  have  rendered  a  very  large  amount 
of  service  and  have,  in  some  instances,  done  more  work  than  was  good  for 
them. 

Were  funds  available  your  committee  would  earnestly  recommend  the 
immediate  purchase  of  an  additional  number  of  Arab  stallions  to  be  sent 
through  the  provinces  in  charge  of  competent  employees  of  the  Bureau 
of  Agriculture.  With  the  funds  available  for  the  Bureau  of  Agriculture 
this  can  not  be  done. 

Your  committee  is  glad  to  report,  however,  that  the  Bureau  of 
Agriculture  is  raising  a  considerable  number  of  fine  young  stallions,  most 
of  them  crosses  between  full-blooded  Arab  or  Morgan  sires  and  native 
mares,  which  in  about  another  year  will  be  ready  for  service.  These 
animals  can  be  taken  on  campaigns  in  the  provinces  or  can  be  sold  outright 
as  may  seem  best. 

The   experience   of   the    Bureau   of   Agriculture   has    shown   that   agri- 
culturists  are   likely  to  take  better  care  of  animals  belonging  to  them- 
selves than  they  do  of  those  belonging  to  the  Government. 
83931 22 
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The  sorry  condition  in  which  stallions  loaned  out  by  the  Bureau  of 
Agriculture  have  almost  invariably  been  returned,  necessitating,  as  it 
does,  months  of  careful  attention  in  order  to  bring  them  into  good  con- 
dition again,  is  a  sufficient  argument  against  the  continuance  of  this 
practice,  except  in  very  exceptional  circumstances  where  proper  care  and 
attention  can  be  positively  assured  in  advance. 

(c)  The  only  charge  made  by  the  Bureau  of  Agriculture  for  inoculating 
animals  is  the  actual  cost  of  subsistence  while  they  are  undergoing  inocula- 
tion. This  should  not  in  any  ordinary  case  exceed  ^20.  Agriculturists 
may  aid  in  keeping  the  charge  down  to  a  reasonable  figure  by  themselves 
aiding  the  Bureau  of  Agriculture  to  secure  green  forage  at  a  reasonable 
cost. 

(d)  Funds  have  been  made  available  for  the  establishing  of  inoculation 
stations  at  Cebu  and  Iloilo.  It  was  the  opinion  of  your  committee  that 
the  work  done  at  these  stations  would  increase  the  demand  for  inoculation 
and  it  appears  from  the  inclosed  resolution  that  this  demand  already 
exists  in  other  places.  Your  committee  recommends  that  it  be  acceded  to 
as  rapidly  as  the  arrival  of  additional  competent  veterinarians,  and  the 
state  of  the  Insular  finances,  will  permit. 

(e)  Every  legitimate  encouragement  should  be  given  to  improving  the 
breed  of  horses,  cattle,  swine,  and  poultry  in  these  Islands.  Your  com- 
mittee is  of  the  opinion  that  provinces  which  are  in  good  financial  condi- 
tion might  well  be  authorized  to  expend  reasonable  amounts  for  the 
encouragement  of  breeders  along  the  lines  suggested  in  this  recommendation 
of  the  Agricultural  Congress. 

{f)  The  free  entry  of  live  stock,  like  the  free  entry  of  agricultural 
machinery,  would  doubtless  be  an  additional  encouragement  to  agriculture, 
but  in  view  of  the  possibility  of  the  establishment  cf  free  trade  between 
the  Philippine  Islands  and  the  United  States  your  committee  is  not 
prepared  to  recommend,  at  this  time,  that  action  looking  to  the  abolition 
of  the  customs  duties  on  live  stock  be  taken. 

The  placing  of  competent  veterinarians,  to  work  in  the  interest  of  the 
Insular  Government  and  of  importers,  at  centers  from  which  cattle  are 
exported  to  the  Philippine  Islands,  would  be  a  valuable  measure.  The  cost 
of  thi3  work  might  well  be  met  by  imposing  a  moderate  fee  upon  each  head 
certified  by  such  veterinarians,  but  in  view  of  the  existing  scarcity  of 
veterinarians,  and  the  imperative  need  of  them  for  immunizing  animals  and 
for  combating  rinderpest  and  foot-and-mouth  diseases  in  these  Islands,  it 
is  not  seen  how  the  necessary  personnel  can  well  be  secured  at  this  time. 

The  question  of  whether  or  not  requests  for  serum  can  be  acceded  to 
promptly  is  strictly  one  of  supply  and  demand.  As  above,  your  committee 
recommends  that  the  supply  be  kept  as  nearly  up  to  the  demand  as  pos- 
sible. The  suggestion  relative  to  packing  in  order  to^prevent  deterioration 
and  loss  is  based  on  a  misapprehension.  Anti-rinderpest  serum  keeps 
exceptionally  well  under  ordinary  climatic  conditions  and  there  is  com- 
paratively little  danger  of  loss  from  this  cause.  It  is,  however,  always  best 
to  keep  it  on  ice  when  possible  and  this  the  Director  of  Agriculture  has 
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been  instructed  to  do.  The  suggestion  that  serum  be  stored  at  central 
points  in  the  provinces,  such  as  Iloilo  and  Cebu,  in  order  that  the  local 
demands  may  more  promptly  be  met,  is  sound.  Such  a  policy  was  long 
since  decided  upon,  but  the  impracticability  of  assembling  in  advance  any 
considerable  supply  of  serum,  due  to  the  steadily  increasing  demand,  has 
thus  far  prevented  the  sending  of  any  very  large  reserve  supplies  to 
depots  in  the  provinces. 

In  closing,  your  committee  desires  to  lay  emphasis  on  the. fact  that  the 
question  of  checking  the  prevalence  of  rinderpest  is  more  a  question  of 
serum  than  of  veterinarians,  for  the  reason  that  the  use  of  serum  for 
temporary  immunization  is  not  attended  with  any  danger  whatever  to  the 
animals  inoculated  except  the  danger  of  infection  through  failure  to 
properly  clean  the  skin  at  the  point  where  the  inoculation  is  to  be  made, 
or  through  some  failure  properly  to  clean  the  point  of  the  syringe  used 
in  injecting  the  serum.  Cattle  owners  without  special  experience  may 
readily  "learn  to  use  the  serum  and  may  well  afford  to  keep  a  stock  of  it 
on  hand  to  insure  themselves  against  the  loss  of  their  animals  from 
rinderpest.  In  view  of  the  fact  that  this  serum  keeps  very  well,  even  at 
ordinary  room  temperature  and  in  the  absence  of  ice,  it  has  been  and  is 
the  opinion  of  your  committee  that  its  manufacture  in  increasing  quantity 
should  be  provided  for  as  rapidly  as  Insular 'finances  will  permit,  with  a 
view  to  the  sale  at  cost  to  private  individuals  of  such  quantities  as  may 
not  be  required  for  use  by  the  Government  veterinarians.

Mr.  President:  The  Committee  on  Matters  Pertaining  to  the  Depart- 
ment of  Commerce  and  Police,  to  which  was  referred  on  March  25,  1909, 
resolution  of  the  Agricultural  Congress  recommending  that  the  United 
States  Congress  be  requested  to  authorize  the  Philippine  Government  to 
issue  not  to  exceed  ^25,000,000  worth  of  bonds,  payable  within  forty  years, 
for  restoring,  constructing,  maintaining,  and  preserving  irrigation  systems 
in  the  Philippine  Islands,  and  that  meanwhile  the  amounts  for  irrigation 
be  increased,  has  examined  the  same  and  has  the  honor  to  report  it  back 
to  the  Commission  with  the  following  recommendation,  viz: 

Your  committee,  although  heartily  in  favor  of  the  general  plan  of 
development  of  irrigation  in  the  Philippine  Islands,  is  not  a  believer  in 
endeavoring  to  go  too  fast  in  any  one  of  the  many  lines  of  endeavor  in 
which  the  Philippines  are  backward.  Until  several  of  the  irrigation 
projects  now  authorized  have  been  constructed  and  put  in  operation  and  the 
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results  demonstrated,  it  is  not  believed  advisable  to  go  into  as  extended  a 
field  as'  ^25,000,000  for  that  work.  Neither  is  the  Insular  Treasury  at 
present  in  condition  to  pay  the  interest  on  ^25,000,000  worth  of  additional 
bonds.  Industry,  transportation,  and  commerce  should  go  hand  in  hand. 
It  is  not  worth  while  to  get  too  many  fields  under  cultivation  until  capital 
for  mills,  for  better  transportation  facilities,  wharves,  harbors,  etc.,  has 
been  expended  and  the  necessary  roads  built.  In  other  words,  we  should 
not  concentrate  on  any  one  of  the  many  methods  of  development  of  the 
country,  but  divide  our  attention  and  our  possible  resources  among  the 
more  important,  so  that  all  can  have  a  parallel  and  natural  growth 
mutually  beneficial  to  each  other  and  none  greater  than  the  present  means 
of  the  country  will  justify. 

Your  committee,  however,  believes  that  as  soon  as  the  bonds  which  are 
at  present  authorized  by  Act  of  Congress  have  been  issued  it  will  be 
advisible  to  ask  Congress  for  the  right  to  issue  an  equal  amount  of  ad- 
ditional bonds  for  the  same  purposes.

Mr.  President:  Your  Committee  on  Matters  Pertaining  to  the  Depart- 
ment of  the  Interior,  to  which  was  referred  on  March  12,  1909,  Commission 
Bill  No.  77,  entitled  "An  Act  to  amend  Act  Numbered  Three  hundred  and 
nine,  entitled  'An  Act  providing  for  the  compulsory  vaccination  of  the 
inhabitants  of  the  Philippine  Islands/  so  as  to  provide  that  the  direct 
or  indirect  inoculation  of  any  human  being  with  smallpox  virus  shall  be 
unlawful,"  has  examined  the  same  and  has  the  honor  to  report  it  back  to 
the  Commission  with  the  following  recommendation,  viz: 

That  the  bill  do  pass  with  the  following  amendment: 

In  section  1,  strike  out  the  proviso  contained  in  lines  17  to  20,  inclusive, 
on  page  1  and  lines  1  and  2  oñ  page  2,  and  insert  in  lieu  thereof  the 
following : 

"Provided,  That  the  inoculation  of  any  human  being  with  smallpox  virus, 
and  the  knowing  submission  of  any  human  being  to  the  infection  or 
contagion  of  smallpox  with  intent  to  bring  about  the  conveyance  of  the 
disease  to  such  person  shall  be  unlawful  and  that  any  person  convicted  of 
performing  and  practicing  such  inoculation  or  such  exposure  shall  be 
punished  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  one  thousand  pesos,  or  by  imprison- 
ment for  not  more  than  one  year,  or  both,  in  the  discretion  of  the  court." 

It  is  the   opinion   of  your   committee   that   the   law   should   be   made 
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more  general  in  its  terms  so  as  to  cover  not  only  the  subject  of  inoculation 
with  the  virus  of  smallpox  but  that  of  the  exposing  of  any  person  to  the 
infection  or  contagion  of  smallpox  with  intent  to  bring  about  its  con- 
veyance.

Same  section,  page  2,  line  6,  strike  out  the  period  at  the  end  of  the  line, 

inserting  in  lieu  thereof  a  comma,  and  adding  after  the  word  "court"  the 

following   words:    "if    such   act    is    committed   without    intent   to    injure. 

Whenever  the  act  is  done  with  intent  to  injure,  the  provisions  of  the  Penal 

Code  shall  be  applicable." 

The  motion  prevailed. 

Commissioner  Araneta  moved  the  adoption  of  the  following 
amendment : 

Section  1,  page  2,  line  2,  insert  a  period  after  the  word  "unlawful," 
strike  out  the  words  "and  that,"  so  that  a  new  sentence  may  be  formed 
beginning  with  the  word  "Any." 

The  motion  prevailed. 

Commissioner  Araneta  moved  the  adoption  of  the  following 
amendment : 

Section  1,  line  18,  strike  out  the  word  "knowing." 

The  motion  prevailed. 

The  question  then  being  upon  its  passage,  Commission  Bill  No. 
77,  as  amended,  was  unanimously  passed. 
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Commissioner  Worcester  moved  to  amend  the  title  by  striking 
out  after  the  word  "smallpox"  and  before  the  words  "the  submission" 
the  word  "and"  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  word  "or."

The  title  as  amended  was  then  read  and  approved. 

The  Secretary  was  directed  to  request  the  concurrence  of  the 
Assembly  in  the  bill  as  passed.

Commissioner  Forbes  thereupon  moved  that  the  third  reading 
of  the  bill  be  taken  up  as  urgent. 

The  motion  was  seconded  by  Commissioner  Gilbert  and  being 
put  to  a  vote  was  unanimously  carried.  -  . 

At  the  direction  of  the  Chair,  the  bill  was  thereupon  read  the 
third  time,  by  its  title  only. 

The  question  then  being  upon  its  passage,  Commission  Bill  No. 
92  was  unanimously  passed  and  the  title  was  read  and  approved. 

The  Secretary  was  directed  to  request  the  concurrence  of  the 
Assembly  in  the  bill  as  passed.

MESSAGE   FROM   THE   ASSEMBLY. 

April  13,  1909. 
Mr.  President:  I  have  been  directed  to  inform  your  honorable  body 
that  the  Assembly  solicits  a  conference  with  the  Commission  on  the  bill 
(A.  B.  No.  437)  entitled  "An  Act  granting  a  new  term,  from  January 
first,  nineteen  hundred  and  nine,  to  January  first,  nineteen  hundred  and 
fourteen,  within  which  free  patents  may  be  issued  to  native  settlers  upon 
unreserved,  unappropriated,  agricultural  public  lands,"  in  which  the 
Commission  has  refused  to  concur,  and  that  it  has  appointed  as  represent- 
atives, on  its  part,  for  the  said  conference,  the  Delegates  Honorable  Velarde 
from  Bulacan,  Honorable  Borja  from  Bohol,  Honorable  Chaves  from  Sor- 
sogón,  Honorable  Aréjola  from  Ambos  Camarines,  and  Honorable  Roco  from 
Albay.

accompanied  by  a  certificate  of  the  chief  of  the  law  division  of 
the  Executive  Bureau  to  the  effect  that  in  his  opinion  the  same 
was  within  the  powers  conferred  upon  said  body  by  Act  No.  787 
of  the  Commission,  as  amended. 

On  motion  by  Commissioner  Worcester,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  under  and  by  virtue  of  the  provisions  of  the  Act 
of  Congress  of  July  first,  nineteen  hundred  and  two,  and  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  provisions  of  section  thirty-two  of  Act  of  the 
Philippine  Commission  Numbered  Seven  hundred  and  eighty-seven, 
Act  Numbered  Two  hundred  and  thirty-two  of  the  legislative 
council  of  the  Moro  Province,  passed  December  twenty-eighth, 
nineteen  hundred  and  eight,  entitled  "An  Act  appropriating  the 
sum  of  five  thousand  nine  hundred  and  thirty-seven  pesos  and 
ninety  centavos,  Philippine  currency,  for  sundry  additional  expenses 
of  the  Government  of  the  Moro  Province,  for  the  fiscal  year 
ending  June  thirtieth,  nineteen  hundred  and  nine,"  be,  and  the 
same  hereby  is,  approved. 

MISCELLANEOUS    COMMUNICATIONS. 

At  the  direction  of  the  Chair,  the  Secretary  read  the  following 
communications : 

(1)  A  communication  from  Honorable  José  Altavas,  Delegate 
to  the  Assembly  from  the  Second  District  of  the  Province  of  Capiz, 
inclosing  a  resolution  of  the  municipal  council  of  Mambusao,  Prov- 
ince of  Capiz,  praying  for  an  extension  of  time  for  the  payment, 
without  penalty,  of  the  land  and  cédula  taxes  until  September  30, 
1909,  as  a  relief  measure  for  property  owners  who  suffered  damage 
by  the  floods  which  occurred  in  said  municipality  and  other  munic- 
ipalities of  Capiz  on  November  12,  13,  and  14  of  1908. 

On  motion  by  Commissioner  Araneta,  the  communication  was 
laid  on  the  table,  it  being  understood  that  the  matter  had  already 
been  taken  up  by  the  Assembly. 

(2)  A  petition  from  a  committee  of  distillers  and  rectifiers  of 
the  city  of  Manila,  composed  of  representatives  of  the  Compañía 
General  de  Tabacos  de  Filipinas,  Yncháusti  &  Co.,  Tuason,  Legarda 
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&  Co.,  and  Ayala  &  Co.,  praying  that  Assembly  Bill  No.  278,  provid- 
ing among  other  things  for  the  amendment  of  section  74  of  the 
Internal  Eevenue  Law  of  Nineteen  hundred  and  four,  as  amended, 
by  fixing  permanently  the  tax  on  proof  spirits  at  20  centavos  per 
liter  instead  of  25  centavos  per  liter,  after  January  1,  1910,  as 
now  provided  by  law,  be  approved  by  the  Commission. 

Eeferred  to  the  Committee  on  Matters  Pertaining  to  the  De-

REPORTS  OF  STANDING  COMMITTEES. 

[Committee  Report  No.  114.] 

April  15,  1909. 

Mr.  Presídent:  The  Committee  on  Matters  Pertaining  to  the  Depart- 
ment of  Finance  and  Justice,  to  which  was  referred  on  March  25,  1909, 
certain  resolutions  of  the  Second  Agricultural  Congress  of  the  Philippines, 
held  in  Iloilo,  beginning  January  30,  1909,  recommending  that  the  capital 
of  the  Agricultural  Bank  be  increased  to  ^"20,000,000;  that  a  branch  of 
said  bank  be  established  at  Iloilo  with  the  same  powers  as  the  central 
office  in  Manila;  that  the  interest  chargeable  by  it  on  loans  be  limited  to 
6  per  cent;  and  that  it  be  made  the  sole  depository  of  the  funds  of  prov- 
inces and  municipalities  and  the  Postal  Savings  Bank,  has  the  honor  to 
report  the  same  back  to  the  Commission,  inviting  attention  to  the 
following  indorsement  of  the  Manager  of  the  Agricultural  Bank,  to  whom 
said  resolutions  were  referred  by  your  committee  on  March  29,  1909: 

[Third  indorsement.] 

Manila,  April  5,  1909. 

Respectfully  returned  to  the  honorable  the  Secretary  of  Finance  and 
Justice. 

The  undersigned  is  of  the  opinion  that  there  is  no  need  for  an  increase 
of  the  capital  of  the  Agricultural  Bank  at  this  time,  or  for  several  years 
to  come.  The  bank  has  now  been  open  for  business  for  six  months  and  up 
to  this  time  has  received  but  two  hundred  and  ninety-six  applications  for 
loans,  aggregating  the  sum  of  ^243,490.  A  large  percentage  of  the  ap- 
plications can  not  be  granted  because  of  defects  in  the  titles  to  the  property 
offered  as  security  for  the  loans,  and  for  this  reason  alone  it  is  estimated 
that  the  total  amount  of  the  bank's  loans  will  be  less  than  half  of  the  total 
amount  applied  for,  and  will  not  exceed  the  bank^s  capital  for  several  years 
at  least.  The  bank  is  already  authorized  by  Act  No.  1865  to  receive  on 
deposit  the  "funds  of  provinces,  municipalities,  the  Postal  Savings  Bank, 
societies,  corporations,  and  private  persons."  When  its  present  capital 
has  all  been  loaned  these  deposits  may  be  solicited  and  can  be  used  for 
making  loans.  So  small  a  portion  of  the  bank's  capital  has, been  loaned 
to  date  that  it  has  been  decided  by  the  board  of  directors  that  the  bank 
shall  not  receive  any  deposits  for  fixed  periods  of  time,  as  it  does  not 
consider  it  good  business  practice  to  pay  interest  on  deposits  which  can  not 
be  used. 
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The  provinces,  municipalities,  and  Postal  Savings  Bank  deposit  their 
surplus  with  commercial  banks  and  receive  interest  thereon,  and  it  is  not 
therefore  deemed-  advisable  to  make  the  Agricultural  Bank  the  sole 
depository  for  them,  because  the  Agricultural  Bank  does  not  need  these 
funds  and  therefore  does  not  wish  to  pay  interest  on  such  deposits.  It  is 
not  believed  that  it  will  be  necessary  to  have  a  law  requiring  that  these 
funds  be  deposited  in  the  Agricultural  Bank,  as  the  provinces,  municipal- 
ities, and  Postal  Savings  Bank  will  doubtless  deposit  their  funds  with  the 
bank,  as  soon  as  the  bank  needs  the  funds,  without  being  required  by  law 
to  do  so. 

Act  No.  1865  empowers  the  bank  to  establish  agencies  or  branches  in 
the  provinces,  and  hence  no  special  authority  to  establish  an  office  at 
Iloilo  is  necessary.  It  is  not  thought  advisable  to  confer  upon  an  Iioilo 
agency  of  the  bank  the  same  powers  as  the  central  office  in  Manila  has, 
as  this  would  be  a  division  of  the  responsibility  of  the  board  of  directors 
and  Manager  in  making  loans,  and  in  addition  the  demand  for  loans  from 
the  Visayas  is  not  sufficient  to  justify  the  expense  which  such  a  branch  of 
the  bank  would  necessitate. 

Act  No.  1865  also  provides  that  the  bank  shall  not  charge  more  than  10 
per  cent  per  annum  on  its  loans,  and  the  board  of  directors  can  adopt  any 
lower  rate  which  it  may  consider  reasonable.  It  is  therefore  not  considered 
necessary  to  fix  the  maximum  rate  to  be  charged  at  6  per  cent  as  the  board 
can  and  doubtless  will  do  so  as  soon  as  the  business  of  the  bank  justifies  it. 

It  is  therefore  respectfully  submitted  that  none  of  the  amendments 
suggested  in  the  accompanying  resolution  seem  necessary. 

The  undersigned  has  submitted  to  the  Secretary  of  Finance  and  Justice 
a  proposed  amendment  to  Act  No.  1865,  which  authorizes  the  bank  to  loan 
its  funds  for  purposes  not  included  in  the  original  Act,  and  it  is  believed 
that  if  this  amendment  is  enacted  into  law  there  will  be  no  need  of  further 
amendments  at  the  present  time.

Your  committee  is  entirely  in  accord  with  the  considerations  set  forth  by 
the  Director-Manager  of  the  Agricultural  Bank  of  the  Government  of  the 
Philippines,  and,  in  support  of  his  recommendation  that  no  action  whatever 
be  taken  on  the  petition  in  the  part  thereof  which  refers  to  increasing  the 
capital  of  the  bank  to  1*20,000,000. 

Your  committee  suggests  the  following: 

It  is  well  known  that  notwithstanding  the  necessity,  for  so  long  a  time 
recognized  by  the  Commission,  of  establishing  in  these  Islands  an  Agri- 
cultural Bank  to  aid  the  agriculturists,  both  the  Commission  and  the 
experts  who  have  studied  this  matter  have  shown  themselves  opposed  to  the 
Government's  establishing  on  its  account  an  Agricultural  Bank,  and  they 
all  recommended  that  the  establishment  of  the  said  bank  be  left  to  private 
capital,  for  they  recognized  that  there  would  be  great  difficulties  for  an 
Agricultural  Bank  of  the  ownership  of  the  Government  to  be  a  sure  success. 
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The  Government,  in  its  desire  to  aid  the  agriculturists,  has,  nevertheless, 
found  itself  obliged  to  establish  with  its  own  capital  the  Agricultural 
Bank,  in  view  of  its  not  having  obtained  the  establishment  of  the  said 
bank  by  private  capital,  in  spite  of  the  guaranty  offered  by  the  Commission 
of  an  interest  of  4  per  cent  on  the  capital  that  might  be  invested  in  the 
said  enterprise,  as  authorized  by  the  Act  of  Congress  of  March  4,  1907. 

The  Agricultural  Bank,  then,  is  but  an  experiment  in  which  the  Gov- 
ernment ought  to  proceed  with  caution  until  it  sees  practically  that  the 
operation  of  the  bank  is  a  success,  not  only  for  the  agriculturists,  but  also 
for  the  Government.  The  desire  of  the  Government  to  help  the  agri- 
culturists and  its  interest  not  to  lose  the  capital  invested  should  go  hand 
in  hand,  and  the  establishment  of  the  bank  would  not  result  satisfactorily 
if  it  is  seen  that  the  loans  made  by  it  are  not  paid  by  the  debtors  except 
through  execution  of  its  mortgages,  or  if  the  Government  loses  even  though 
only  a  part  of  the  capital  invested. 

There  is  another  consideration,  moreover,  which  must  be  taken  into 
account  for  not  increasing  the  capital  of  the  bank,  even  in  the  supposition 
of  there  being  need  to  do  so  and  of  the  bank's  being  successful  in  its  opera- 
tion, which  consideration  is  that  of  the  condition  of  the  Treasury  of  tbte 
Philippine  Islands  which  does  not  permit  at  the  present  time  of  a  larger 
appropriation  being  made  for  the  Agricultural  Bank. 

Your  committee,  therefore,  recommends  that  no  action  whatever  be  taken 
on  this  petition.

[Committee  Report  No.   115.]

Mr.  President:  The  Committee  on  Matters  Pertaining  to  the  Depart- 
ment of  Commerce  and  Police,  to  which  was  referred  on  March  10,  1909, 
a  communication  from  the  secretary-treasurer  of  the  Agricultural  As- 
sociation of  Panay  and  Negros  of  February  9,  1909,  inclosing  a  certified 
copy  of  a  resolution  adopted  by  the  Second  Agricultural  Congress  of  the 
Philippines,  recommending  the  passage,  with  amendments  of  the  Agri- 
cultural Congress,  of  the  so-called  "Mercado  Bill,"  entitled  "An  Act 
creating  the  institution  of  the  agricultural  council  and  establishing  rules, 
regulations,  and  penalties  for  the  protection  of  agricultural  productions 
in  the  Philippine  Islands/'  has  examined  the  same  and  has  the  honor  to 
report  it  back  to  the  Commission  with  the  following  recommendation,  viz: 

That  no  further  action  be  taken  on  this  matter,  and  that  the  Secretary 
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of  the  Commission  be  instructed  to  communicate  with  the  secretary-treas- 
urer of  the  Agricultural  Association  of  Panay  and  Negros  this  action  of 
the  Commission  and  the  reasons  therefor. 

The  proposed  bill  provides  for — 

{a)  The  organization  of  elective  agricultural  councils  in  each  barrio 
who  shall  see  that  the  hours  of  labor,  rates  of  wages,  and  written  contracts 
(the  benefits  of  this  Act  going  only  to  those  who  work  under  such  con- 
tracts) fixed  at  the  meeting  of  all  the  councils  in  the  municipality,  to  be 
held  at  least  once  every  two  years,  are  enforced.  The  councils  shall  also 
report  to  the  justice  of  the  peace  or  fiscal  cases  of  robbery,  arson,  or  theft 
in  the  field  and  any  failures  to  comply  with  contracts  or  duties  imposed 
by  the  Act. 

(6)  The  punishment  of  certain  crimes  closely  identified  with  agri- 
cultural interests,  such  as  theft  of  animals  and  crops  and  destruction  of  the 
same. 

(c)  The  protection  of  laborers  and  employers  in  any  dealings  that  they 
may  have  under  this  Act;  limiting  the  amount  of  advances  from  em- 
ployers to  laborers,  requiring  certificates  of  discharge  showing  that  laborers 
owe  no  balance  to  former  employers,  and  making  it  unlawful  for  an 
employer  to  employ  a  laborer  who  has  not  such  certificate. 

{d)  The  form  of  employment  contracts,  penalties  for  their  breach,  and 
duties  of  the  employers  and  employees  under  them. 

Your  committee  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  agricultural  situation  calls 
for  administrative  rather  than  further  legislative  action,  as  there  are  Gov- 
ernment officials  who  are  already  vested  with  most  of  the  powers  and 
duties  which  are  to  be  given  to  the  agricultural  councils  to  be  organized 
under  this  Act.  These  officials  should  be  assisted  in  their  duties  by  adminis- 
trative action  or  should  be  inspected  to  see  that  they  fulfill  their 
duties  with  regard  to  these  matters.  Although  your  committee  is  of  the 
opinion  that  action  on  the  part  of  the  Government  is  unnecessary,  it  sees 
no  reason  why  such  councils  should  not  be  organized  on  the  initiative  of 
the  people  themselves  similar  in  their  general  nature  to  merchants'  or 
farmers'  associations,  who  could  assist  the  Government  by  making  recom- 
mendations to  the  officials  already  charged  with  these  duties  and  by  keep- 
ing a  watchful  eye  over  the  interests  of  agriculturists  and  laborers.

The  Joint  Committee  which  acted  during  the  recess  of  the  first  Philip- 
pine Legislature,  and  to  which  was  forwarded  on  November  30,  1908,  by- 
order  of  the  honorable  President  of  the  Commission,  a  resolution  of  the 
assembly  of  provincial  governors  amending  section  23  of  Act  No.  136,  as 
amended  by  section  16  of  Act  No.  1739,  to  read  that  the  bond,  now 
executed  by  provincial  sheriffs  shall  be  in  proportion  to  the  importance 
of  the  provinces,  has  examined  the  said  resolution,  and  has  the  honor 
to  invite  your  attention  to  the  following  report* of  the  Subcommittee  on 
Matters  Pertaining  to  the  Department  of  Finance  and  Justice,  to  which 
the  said  resolution  was  referred  by  indorsement,  which  said  report  was 
adopted  by  the  committee  at  its  session  of  January  29,  1909: 

January  29,  1909. 
To  the  Joint   Committee  of  the  Philippine   Legislature: 

Your  Subcommittee  on  Matters  Pertaining  to  the  Department  of  Finance 
and  Justice,  to  which  was  referred  the  resolution  adopted  by  the  assembly 
of  governors  on  October  7,  1908,  proposing  the  amendment  of  section  23 
of  Act  No.  136,  as  amended  by  section  16  of  Act  No.  1739,  which  pre- 
scribes the  sum  of  f*20,000  as  the  amount  of  the  bond  to  be  executed  by 
provincial  sheriffs,  so  that  same  shall  read  that  said  bond  shall  be  grad- 
uated in  proportion  to  the  importance  of  the  provinces  under  Act  No.  1581, 
has  the  honor  to  report  upon  the  said  resolution  and  to  make  the  follow- 
ing recommendations: 

The  purpose  of  the  bond  executed  by  public  officials  is  to  secure  the 
pecuniary  liability  which  such  officials  may  incur  in  the  discharge  of  their 
duties,  and  the  amount  of  the  bond  should  be  proportionate  to  the  extent 
of  such  liability. 

It  is  manifest  that  the  extent  of  the  pecuniary  liability  of  sheriffs 
is  not  the  same  in  all  cases;  but  it  is  no  less  certain  that  the  extent 
of  such  liability  is  not  in  exact  proportion  to  the  importance  of  the  prov- 
inces as  classified  by  Act  No.  1581.  The  sum  of  ^=20,000  now  fixed  by 
Jaw  is  excessive  as  regards  the  sheriffs  of  many  of  the  provinces,  and  is 
perhaps  inadequate  as  regards  those  of  other  provinces.  Inasmuch  as 
the  Act  has  not  prescribed  any  fixed  sum  for  the  bond  of  provincial  treas- 
urers, nor  has  graduated  such  bond  according  to  the  importance  of  the 
provinces,  but,  in  section  12,  of  Act  No.  1739,  has  left  it  to  the  Insular 
Auditor  to  fix  the  amount  in  each  case,  your  subcommittee  is  aware  of 
no  reason  why  this  system  should  not  be  adopted  in  the  matter  of  fixing 
the  amount  of  the  bonds  of  provincial  sheriffs.  The  Insular  Auditor,  by 
reason  of  the  audit  which  he  makes  of  the  accounts  of  all  officials  handling 
public  funds,  is  the  person  best  qualified  to  determine  the  extent  of  the 
liability  of  the  official,  and,  consequently,  to  fix  the  amount  of  the  bond. 
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For  this  reason  your  subcommittee  recommends  that  section  23  of  Act 
No.  1739  be  amended  to  read  that  the  amount  of  the  bond  of  the  sheriffs 
of  provinces  shall  be  fixed  by  the  Insular  Auditor.

To  the  honorable  Philippine  Legislature: 

The  Joint  Committee  which  acted  during  the  recess  of  the  First  Philip- 
pine Legislature,  and  to  which  was  forwarded  on  December  3,  1908,  by- 
order  of  the  honorable  Speaker  of  the  Assembly,  a  resolution  of  the 
provincial  board  of  Batangas  recommending  a  resolution  passed  by  the 
assembly  of  municipal  presidents  of  the  said  province  to  the  effect  that  the 
Penal  Code  be  amended  in  the  sense  that  the  crime  of  theft  shall  be 
punished  by  imprisonment  for  two  years  as  a  minimum  penalty  and  eight 
years  as  a  maximum  penalty,  has  examined  the  said  resolution,  and  has 
the  honor  to  invite  your  attention  to  the  following  report  of  the  Sub- 
committee on  Matters  Pertaining  to  the  Department  of  Finance  and  Jus- 
tice, to  which  the  said  resolution  was  referred  by  indorsement: 

January  29,  1909. 
To  the  Joint  Committee  of  the  Philippine  Legislature: 

The  Subcommittee  on  Matters  Pertaining  to  the  Department  of  Finance 
and  Justice,  having  considered  resolution  No.  18  adopted  by  the  assembly 
of  municipal  presidents  of  the  Province  of  Batangas,  recommended  by  the 
provincial  board  of  said  province  to  the  Philippine  Legislature,  and  re- 
ferred to  this  committee  by  order  of  the  Speaker  of  the  Philippine  Assembly, 
which  said  resolution  relates  to  the  matter  of  an  amendment  to  be  introduced 
into  the  Penal  Law  now  in  force,  to  the  effect  that  the  theft  of  animals 
shall  be  punished  by  a  penalty  the  minimum  of  which  shall  be  two  years 
and  the  maximum  eight  years  imprisonment,  has  the  honor  to  report: 

That  although  the  provisions  of  the  Penal  Code  now  in  force,  in  so 
far  as  they  refer  to  crimes  against  property  and  others  within  the  scope 
of  their  sanction,  are  justly  and  duly  established,  and  the  rules  of  conduct 
therein  prescribed  are  laid  down  in  accordance  with  a  harmonious  system 
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in  which,  under  a  classification  adjusted  to  the  varying  circumstances  of 
each  case,  a  uniform  and  progressive  penalty  is  imposed  proportionate 
to  the  nature  and  gravity  of  the  offense  and  the  damage  occasioned,  never- 
theless the  resolution  of  the  said  assembly  of  presidents  should  be  consid- 
ered by  this  committee. 

The  exceptional  circumstances  of  the  agricultural  situation  in  this 
country  at  the  present  time  render  it'  advisable  that  penal  legislation 
should  be  amended  so  as  to  impose  a  severer  penalty  upon  offenses  against 
property,  when  the  effect  of  such  offenses  bears  upon  those  animals  which 
are  technically  known  under  Act  No.   1147   as  "large .  cattle." 

Rinderpest  and  the  other  ills  which  are  constantly  decimating  in  our 
fields  the  herds  of  such  animals  as  are  necessary,  and  even  of  those  which 
are  powerful  auxiliaries  in  all  agricultural  work;  the  constantly  recur- 
ring though  not  execessively  numerous  cases  of  offenses  against  this  class 
of  property,  to  which  human  perversity  finds  itself  irresistibly  impelled 
by  the  stimulus  of  the  high  prices  obtainable  for  the  animals;  the  neces- 
sity, which  daily  becomes  more  pressing,  of  giving  the  most  efficient  and 
determined  support  to  our  decadent  agriculture,  which  indispensably,  and 
until  such  time  as  a 'machine  shall  be  found  which  shall  substitute  easily 
the  labor  of  the  carabao  in  the  tilling  of  our  fields,  requires  the  efficient 
aid  of  the  said  animal;  and,  finally,  the  bounden  duty  of  every  good  gov- 
ernment, to  foster  that  portion  of  a  country's  wealth  which  centers  in  its 
herds  of  cattle,  and  which  is  a  most  important  factor  in  the  progress  and 
development  of  the  national  wealth;  all  these  considerations  counsel  the 
advisibility  of  adopting  the  proposed  measure,  whose  principal  tendency 
is  to  prevent  in  these  unfortunate  times  crimes  of  cattle  stealing. 

Your  subcommittee,  favoring  the  said  amendment,  concurs  in  the  in- 
crease of  the  penalty,  limiting,  however,  its  maximum  degree  to  six  years 
only,  a  period  which  it  deems  just  and  adequate  for  the  due  punishment 
of  such  crimes,  regard  being  had  .to  the  injury  and  evils  which  they 
entail  upon  society.  The  proposed  amendment  as  regards  crimes  of  the 
theft  of  large  cattle  necessarily  entails  an  amendment  in  respect  to -the 
crime  of  robbery  of  such  cattle,  if  the  harmonious  relation  existing  in 
the  system  of  penalization  followed  by  our  code  is  to  be  preserved. 

In  view  of  the  said  consideration,  the  subcommittee,  in  accepting  the 
amendment  of  the  penalty  in  the  case  of  the  crime  of  theft,  believes,  and 
therefore  proposes,  that  such  amendment  should  be  extended  likewise  to 
the  crime  of  robbery. 

In  pursuance  of  said  opinion,  your  subcommittee  has  the  honor  to 
propose,  for  your  recommendation,  the  annexed  bill  prescribing  a  higher 
penalty  for  the  robbery  and  theft  of  large  cattle,  and  .  the  consequent 
amendment  of  the  sections  of  the  Penal  Code  relative  thereto.

REPORT   OF   SELECT    COMMITTEE. 

[Committee  Report  No.   116.] 

April  16,  1909. 

Mr.  President:  Your  select  committee  of  two,  to  which  was  referred 
on  March  23,  1909,  a  petition  from  the  provincial  governor  of  Occidental 
Negros,  with  regard  to  the  establishment  of  a  central  polarization  office  in 
Iloilo,  has  examined  the  same  and  has  the  honor  to  report  it  back  to  the 
Commission  with  the  following  recommendation,  viz: 

The  petition  in  question,  supported  by  the  provincial  board  of  the  said 
province  and  by  the  Agricultural  Congress  of  the  Philippines,  held  in 
Iloilo,  is  very  worthy  of  attention  and  respect,  and  without  doubt  for  this 
reason  the  above-mentioned  board  resolved,  in  its  resolution  No.  164,  to 
insist  on  the  said  petition  and  for  the  purpose  of  showing  the  need  of  a 
central  polarization  office  in  the  city  of  Iloilo. 

The  object  desired  to  be  attained  by  the  aforementioned  petition  would, 
without  any  doubt,  be  useful  for  the  interests  of  the  agriculturists  of 
Panay  and  Negros,  engaged  in  the  cultivation  of  sugar  cane,  but  consider- 
ing that  the  establishment  of  the  said  measure,  by  itself  alone,  would 
not  produce  practically  the  result  sought,  while,  on  the  other  hand,  it 
would  give  rise  to  additional  expense  on  the  part  of  the  Insular  Govern- 
ment which  would  not  find  sufficient  justification  in  face  of  the  imperious 
need  for  the  practice  of  economy  in  our  appropriations,  your  committee, 
although  it  is  of  opinion  that  the  proposal  of  the  governor  of  Occidental 
Negros  should  be  taken  into  consideration,  does  not  believe  that  its  adop- 
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tion  would  be  opportune  in  the  present  circumstances,  except  with  due 
economy  with  respect  to  the  expenses  of  installation  and  operation  of  the 
said  office,  and  under  certain  rules  with  regard  to  procedure  and  to  the 
legal  effects  of  the  probatory  result  of  the  polarization. 

It  appears  that  the  official  classification  of  sugar,  such  as  is  deduced 
from  the  proposal,  should  be  made,  in  cases  of  discord,  in  accordance 
with  types  that  shall  previously  have  been  fixed  by  the  Government,  with 
regard  only  to  the  number  of  degrees  of  polarization  of  the  classes  de- 
nominated in  the  Iloilo  sugar  market  as  "No.  1,"  "No.  2,"  "No.  3," 
"superior  damp,"  and  "current;"  and  under  this  conception,  such  a  pro- 
cedure would  be  utterly  inefficacious  in  practice  to  solve  the  differences  and 
questions  that  might  arise  with  regard  to  the  quality,  on  the  occasion  of 
a  contract  involving  the  purchase  and  sale  of  sugar,  for  the  simple  reason 
that,  in  the  classification  of  this  product,  not  only  is  account  taken  of 
the  result  of  its  polarization,  but  also  of  its  color,  hygrometric  state,  crys- 
tallization and  granulation,  as  much  on  fixing  the  price  at  the  time  of 
the  sale  as  likewise  on  effecting  the  delivery  of  any  lot  of  sugar  that  may 
have  been  purchased;  whereby  it  may  be  easily  inferred  that  even  though 
the  much-desired  measure  should  be  established  in  the  manner  solicited 
not  even  thereby  could  a  complete  settlement  be  reached  of  the  differences 
and  difficulties  that  might  arise  between  the  purchasers  and  the  sellers* 
when  none  of  them  had  taken  the  precaution  to  decide  upon  and  establish 
the  sample  of  the  sugar  concerned  in  the  contract.  Moreover,  with  re- 
spect to  classification,  to  oblige  the  purchasing  merchants  to  be  subject  in 
their  transactions  to  an  official  collection  of  samples  established  exclu- 
sively by  the  Government,  would  be  equivalent,  in  a  certain,  measure,  to 
limiting  the  liberty  of  contract,  without  any  profit  to  the  crop  owner  and 
seller,  inasmuch  as  it  is  well  known  that  sugar,  the  same  as  any  other 
commercial  article,  is  subject  to  the  law  of  supply  and  demand,  and  acting 
logically,  the  commercial,  commission,  and  exporting  houses  of  Iloilo  have 
been  observing  the  custom,  before  the  beginning  of  their  operations  for 
the  purchase  of  sugar,  of  establishing  each  year  a  common  collection  of 
samples  in  accordance  with  the*  orders  they  had  previously  received  from 
Europe,  America,  and  China,  a  collection  of  samples  which  usually  varies 
from  year  to  year  with  respect  to  color  and  other  particulars  relative 
to  the  classification,  so  that  the  result  might  be,  in  cases  of  discord,  should 
this  requisite  be  disregarded  in  the  central  polarization  office,  when  the 
commercial  collection  of  samples  be  not  in  accord  with  that  of  the  Govern- 
ment, in  the  sense  of  the  latter's  being  of  lower  quality  than  the  former, 
a  reduction  of  the  purchase  price  in  order  to  be  able  to  operate  without 
loss,  aside  from  the  fact  also  that  the  case  might  occur  where,  on  account 
of  the  merchant  being  dissatisfied  with  the  classification  made  by  the 
Government,  he  might  refuse  to  purchase  the  sugar,  in  which  case  he 
could  not  be  obliged  to  receive  the  said  merchandise,  and  the  loser  would 
be  the  crop  owner  and  seller,  who,  for  the  reason  aforesaid,  would  not 
have  realized  the  sale  of  his  product.  To  remedy  these  drawbacks,  it  would 
be  necessary,  on  establishing  the  collection  of  samples  each  year,  as  well 
as  the  degrees  of  polarization  which  each  class  of  sugar  should  have,  to 
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determine  likewise  its  color,  its  granulation,  and  its  hygrometric  state, 
in  accordance  with  the  samples  which  the  export  merchant  would  be 
obliged  to  deliver  to  the  central  polarization  office,  after  having  received 
them  from  the  importing  ports  or  markets  of  consumption,  before  begin- 
ning to  buy  the  said  product,  under  penalty,  in  cases  of  discord,  of 
the  merchants  having  to  submit  to  the  official  classification,  should  they 
fail  to  comply  with  this  requisite. 

Were  I  personally  consulted  in  the  matter  of  the  motion  presented 
by  the  governor  of  Occidental  Negros,  my  personal  opinion  would  be  entirely 
in  accord  with  the  resolution  adopted  by  the  board  of  that  province,  in- 
asmuch as,  having  devoted  many  years  to  the  cultivation  of  sugar  cane 
and  being  interested  at  the  present  time  in  an  estate  whose  production 
is  sugar,  I  understand  perfectly  the  motive  that  has  induced  the  peti- 
tioners to  solicit  with  insistence  the  establishment  of  a  central  polarization 
office  in  Iloilo,  which  is  the  market  where  all  the  sugar  production  of 
Panay  and  Negros,  and  sometimes  even  a  part  of  that  of  Cebu,  is  brought 
in  for  sale,  and  for  which  it  is  really  necessary  to  do  something  in 
behalf  of  the  producers  of  sugar,  for  the  purpose  of  affording  them  relief 
in  their  losses  caused  by  their  disadvantageous  situation  in  defending 
themselves  against  the  exigencies  of  the  purchasers,  in  the  unequal  struggle 
they  have  to  maintain  against  the  latter. 

However,  notwithstanding  my  sympathies,  neither  is  it  possible  to  fail 
to  recognize  that  the  proposal  in  question  has  inherent  in  it  the  objection 
of  its  not  being  able  to  remedy  completely,  by  itself  alone,  the  evil  en- 
deavored to  be  suppressed,  with  the  aggravating  circumstances,  besides,  of 
the  lack  of  opportunity  at  the  time  of  the  establishment  of  the  said  measure, 
for  the  reason  that  this  matter  coincides  with  the  necessity  of  introducing 
economy  in  our  appropriations.  This,  however,  I  do  not  believe  can  be 
an  obstacle  to  the  estate  owners  of  Panay  and  Negros  receiving  attention 
in  some  manner,  principally  those  who,  in  order  to  be  able  to  work  their 
estate,  find  themselves  obliged  to  contract  debts  every  year,  under  the 
obligation  of  repaying  in  sugar  the  money  received  by  them,  since  these 
unfortunates,  not  being  able  to  disengage  themselves  from  the  bond  of 
the  debt  which  prevents  them  from  selling  their  products  to  another,  will 
continue  to  be  held  in  the  clutches  of  the  purchasers  as  long  as  this  detri- 
mental situation  lasts  and  which  necessarily  they  must  support  in  order 
to  avoid  their  complete  ruin. 

On  the  grounds,  then,  of  the  foregoing  reasons,  your  committee  is  of 
the  opinion  that  it  is  expedient  to  legislate  in  the  matter  of  the  petition 
of  the  provincial  governor  of  Occidental  Negros,  in  the  sense  herein  recom- 
mended, and  that  the  Legislature,  should  it  so  deem  advisable,  could  pass 
an  Act  in  the  terms  proposed  in  the  accompanying  bill.

The  bill  accompanying  the  report  was  taken  up  and  read  the  first 
time  as  follows: 

Commission  Bill  No.  93.  An  Act  establishing  a  central  polarization 
office  in  the  city  of  Iloilo  to  determine  the  true  quality  of  sugar,  according 
to  its  class,  in  cases  of  discord  between  the  purchasers  and  the  sellers 
of  the  said  product. 

By  request  of  the  select  committee,  the  bill  was  thereupon 
Ordered  returned  to  the  committee  for  revision. 

REPORTS    OF    JOINT    LEGISLATIVE    COMMITTEE    ON    VARIOUS    MATTERS 
REFERRED  TO  THEM. 

February  1,  1909. 
To  the  honorable  Philippine  Legislature: 

The  Joint  Committee  which  acted  during  the  recess  of  the  First  Phil- 
ippine Legislature,  and  to  which  was  forwarded  on  November  30,  1908,  by 
order  of  the  honorable  president  of  the  Commission,  a  resolution  of  the 
recent  assembly  of  provincial  governors  relative  to  ( 1 )  the  passage  of 
an  Act  appropriating  a  certain  percentage  of  the  internal  revenue  to  the 
purposes  of  municipal  hygiene  and  sanitation,  in  order  that  for  such  pur- 
poses there  shall  exist  a  special  fund,  as  is  the  case  in  the  matter  of 
public  instruction  and  other  municipal  institutions,  and  that  all  expenses 
incurred  in  connection  with  municipal  sanitation  in  the  third  and  fourth 
class  municipalities  shall  be  borne  one  half  by  the  Insular  Treasury  and 
the  remaining  half  by  the  municipal  treasury;  and  (2)  that  for  the 
office  of  president  of  the  municipal  board  of  health  a  duly  qualified  physi- 
cian shall  always  be  preferred;  has  examined  the  said  resolution,  and  has 
the  honor  to  invite  your  attention  to  the  following  report  of  the  Sub- 
committee on  Matters  Pertaining  to  the  Department  of  the  Interior  and 
Special  Appropriations,  to  which  the  said  resolution  was  referred  by  indorse- 
ment: 

January  27,  1909. 
To  the  Joint  Committee  of  the  Philippine  Legislature: 

The  Subcommittee  on  Matters  Pertaining  to  the  Department  of  the 
Interior  and  Special  Appropriations,  to  which  was  referred  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  assembly  of  provincial  governors  convened  in  Manila  in 
October,  1908,  relative  to  (1)  establishment  of  a  special  and  separate  fund 
for  purposes  of  municipal  sanitation,  such  fund  to  consist  of  a  certain 
proportion  of  the  internal  revenues;  and  that  in  third  and  fourth  class 
municipalities,  lacking  funds,  one  half  of  the  expenses  shall  be  borne  by 
the  Insular  Treasury  and  the  other  half  by  the  municipal  treasury;    (2) 
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selection  of  physicians,  preferably,  for  the  offices  of  presidents  of  municipal 
boards  of  health;  and  (3)  making  it  the  duty  of  presidents  of  municipal 
boards  of  health  to  hold,  for  the  benefit  of  the  poor,  free  consultations  for 
two  hours  daily  explaning  therein  the  principles  of  pediatry,  hygiene,  and 
the  prevention  of  contagious  diseases; 

after  considering  all  these  matters,  has  the  honor  to  return  the  papers 
herewith  and  to  report  thereon  as  follows: 

1.  The  committee  recommends  that,  as  regards  the  appropriation  of  a 
certain  percentage  of  the  internal-revenue  receipts  as  a  special  fund  to  be 
devoted  to  matters  of  municipal  sanitation,  the  proposition  be  tabled  until 
final  settlement  of  all  the  items  of  the  appropriations  for  the  Insular  Gov- 
ernment, in  order  to  ascertain  whether  or  not  the  measure  in  question  may 
be  adopted  thereafter.  The  same  recommendation  is  made  in  the  matter 
of  the  expenses  of  third  and  fourth  class  municipalities  being  borne  one-half 
by  the  Insular  and  one-half  by  the  municipal  treasury; 

2.  As  regards  the  selection  of  physicians,  preferably,  as  presidents  of 
municipal  boards  of  health,  the  matter  may  be  referred  to  the  Director  of 
Health  and  be  acted  upon  administratively.  The  matter,  however,  has  a 
practical  side,  in  so  far  as  regards  medical  students,  or  nonlicentiates,  who, 
though  not  duly  qualified  physicians,  have  sufficient  experience  in  public 
hygiene  and  sanitation  to  combat  epidemics.  Men  of  this  class,  whose 
efficiency  has  been  demonstrated  by  experience,  can  not  be  discharged  from 
the  service  by  reason  of  the  selection  of  a  duly  qualified  physician  fresh 
from  the  schools  and  whose  experience  is  an  unknown  quantity.  The 
subcommittee  believes  that  the  Director  of  Health  and  the  chiefs  of  the 
sanitary  departments  must  possess  sufficient  discretion  to  see  to  the  ef- 
ficiency of  the  public  service,  and  it  therefore  recommends  that  no  action  be 
taken  upon  this  matter;  and 

3.  As  to  this  third  feature,  namely,  imposing  upon  presidents  of  the 
municipal  boards  of  health  the  duty  of  setting  apart  two  hours  daily  for 
free  consultations,  for  the  benefit  of  the  poor,  upon  the  care  of  children, 
sanitation,  and  the  prevention  of  contagious  maladies,  the  subcommittee 
recommends  it  favorably,  in  the  sense  that  such  consultation  or  conference 
shall  be  held  by  the  physician  of  the  municipal  district  in  any  municipality 
in  which  he  may  happen  to  be  in  pursuance  of  his  duties  on  a  given  day. 

As  to  the  final  paragraph  of  the  resolution  in  question  comprising 
various  matters,  namely,  the  appropriation  of  10  per  cent  of  the  internal- 
revenue  receipts  as  a  municipal  fund,  in  addition  to  the  25  per  cent  already 
allotted  to  the  municipalities,  making  a  total  of  35  per  cent,  which  said  10 
per  cent  shall  be  applied  exclusively  to  the  betterment  of  the  municipal 
police  force,  fire  department,  sanitation,  erection  of  schoolhouses,  and  other 
public  works,  and  authorizing  the  municipal  council  to  determine  to  which 
of  the  said  purposes  the  10  per  cent  shall  be  devoted  in  whole  or  in  part — 
inasmuch  as  the  entire  matter  hinges  on  whether  or  not  it  shall  be  possible 
to  appropriate  an  additional  10  per  cent  of  the  internal-revenue  receipts 
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for  a  municipal  fund,  the  subcommittee  also  recommends  that  this  matter 
be  tabled  until  the   final   adjustment  of   the   appropriation  Act,   so   as   to 
ascertain  whether  there  may  then  be  funds  available  for  this  purpose.

The  Joint  Committee  which  acted  during  the  recess  of  the  First  Phil- 
ippine Legislature,  and  to  which  was  referred,  on  November  30,  1908,  by 
order  of  the  honorable  President  of  the  Commission,  a  resolution  of  the 
assembly  of  provincial  governors,  amendatory  of  Act  No.  1854,  on  irriga- 
tion systems,  the  issue  of  bonds  for  the  construction  and  repair  of  irrigation. 
systems,  and  the  sending  of  competent  engineers  in  order  that  they  may 
investigate  in  all  the  provinces  the  advantages  that  might  be  derived  from 
the  establishment  of  irrigation  ditches,  has  examined  the  said  resolution 
and  has  the  honor  to  invite  your  attention  to  the  following  report  of  the 
Subcommittee  on  Matters  Pertaining  to  the  Department  of  Commerce  and 
Police,  to  which  the  same  was  transmitted  by  indorsement: 

January  27,  1909. 
To  the  Permanent  Committee  of  the  Philippine  Legislature : 

The  Subcommittee  on  Matters  Pertaining  to  the  Department  of  Com- 
merce and  Police,  rendering  the  report  solicited  from  it,  relative  to  the 
resolution  adopted  by  the  assembly  of  provincial  governors,  on  the  6th  of 
last  October,  has  the  honor  to  state  as  follows: 

That  it  does  not  appear  opportune  to  the  subcommittee  to  favor  the 
amendment  proposed  by  that  assembly  to  section  5  of  Act  No.  1854,  in  the 
sense  that  the  term  within  which  payment  must  be  made  to  the  Govern- 
ment for  the  cost  of  irrigation  work  be  not  less  than  twenty  years  nor  more 
than  forty. 

The  subcommittee  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  term  specified  by  law  should 
stand,   inasmuch  as  there  will   always  be  time,   afterwards,  to  introduce 
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with  respect  to  this  particular  such  amendments  as  experience  may  advise 
and  the  needs  of  agriculture  demand. 

With  regard  to  the  second  point  of  the  aforesaid  resolution,  the  subcom- 
mittee states  that  it  holds  a  contrary  opinion  to  that  of  the  assembly  of 
provincial  governors  which  recommended  the  amendment  of  section  6  of  the 
same  Act,  No.  1854,  by  adding  at  the  end  of  the  second  paragraph  of  the 
said  section,  the  following  clause:  "Provided:  That  the  water  rate  which 
shall  be  collected  from  the  owners  of  irrigation  ditches  already  constructed 
and  turned  over  or  ceded  to  the  Government  shall  be  less  than  the  water 
rate  to  be  charged  those  who  are  not  in  the  same  said  circumstances." 

The  subcommittee  bases  its  opposition  on  the  fact  that  such  an  amend- 
ment would  bring  about  the  creation  of  a  privilege  in  favor  of  certain 
property  owners,  a  privilege  which  in  the  end  would  become  odious.  Rather 
than  favor  this  amendment,  the  subcommittee  would  prefer  to  recommend 
the  payment  of  a  reasonable  indemnity  to  the  owners  of  irrigation  ditches 
already  constructed,  who  cede  them  to  the  Government. 

The  most  important  of  the  petitions  is  the  third,  relative  to  authorizing 
the  Government  of  the  Islands  to  issue  bonds  in  an  amount  not  to  exceed 
1*25,000,000. 

The  subcommittee  is  of  the  opinion  that  this  point  is  of  the  most 
extreme  importance  and  on  which  an  opinion  should  not  be  expressed  with- 
out previously  becoming  acquainted  with  an  immense  number  of  data, 
which  are  not  furnished,  such  as,  for  example,  the  number  of  hectares 
susceptible  of  being  irrigated  in  all  the  Islands;  the  amount  that  should 
be  paid  as  interest  on  the  bonds  issued;  the  cost  of  the  salaries  of  the 
employees  who  should  be  employed  in  this  new  service;  what  each  province 
would  have  to  spend  for  the  same,  and  so  forth,  and  so  forth. 

All  this  mass  of  data  is  necessary  in  order  to  be  able  correctly  to  give 
an  opinion  in  a  matter  of  such  importance,  and  the  subcommittee  has  been 
unable  to  request  such  data,  nor  has  it  even  had  time  to  demand  the  same, 
in  view  of  the  fact  that  these  recommendations  were  not  referred  to  it 
until  the  19th  instant. 

With  respect  to  the  resolution  by  the  assembly  of  governors,  soliciting 
a  part  of  the  funds  appropriated  by  Acts  Nos.  1688  and  1837,  for  the 
investigation,  study,  construction,  maintenance,  and  development  of  irriga- 
tion systems  in  the  Philippine  Islands  and  for  tñe  repair  of  the  existing 
systems,  meanwhile  authorization  is  not  obtained  to  issue  bonds,  this 
subcommittee  finds  no  objections  whatever  to  present,  provided  there  are 
funds  in  the  Insular  Treasury  for  this  purpose. 

Finally,  the  assembly  of  governors  recommended  that  competent  engineers 
be  sent  by  the  Government,  as  soon  as  possible,  to  all  the  provinces  in 
order  to  investigate  the  possibility  and  advisability  of  establishing  and 
restoring  irrigation  ditches;  which  should  be  done  without  loss  of  time  in 
order  to  remedy  the  present  state  of  depression  of  these  Islands. 

To  this  recommendation  the  subcommittee  is  able  to  reply  that  it  is 
aware,  through  trustworthy  data  furnished  by  the  Secretary  of  Commerce 
and  Police,  that  eighteen  engineers  are  at  the  present  time  engaged  in 
studies  of  the  works,  the  speedy  realization  of  which  was  requested  by  the 
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assembly   of   provincial   governors;    and   that   this   force   will   soon   be   in- 
creased, as  five  other  engineers  are  expected  soon  who  will  at  once  engage 
in  the  same  class  of  work.

The  Joint  Committee  which  acted  during  the  recess  of  the  First  Phil- 
ippine Legislature,  and  to  which  was  referred  on  August  8,  1908,  by  order 
of  the  honorable  President  of  the  Commission,  a  petition  from  Messrs. 
Correa,  Perez  Stella,  and  Vriez,  soliciting  an  increase  of  the  personnel  of 
the  detachment  of  Echague,  Isabela,  has  examined  the  said  petition  and 
has  the  honor  to  invite  your  attention  to  the  following  report  of  the  Sub- 
committee on  Matters  Pertaining  to  the  Department  of  Commerce  and 
Police,  to  which  the  same  wTas  indorsed: 

September  8,  1908. 
To  the  Joint  Committee  of  the  Philippine  Legislature : 

The  Subcommittee  on  Matters  Pertaining  to  the  Department  of  Com- 
merce and  Police,  in  rendering  the  report  requested  of  it,  relative  to  the 
petition  made  by  Messers.  Correa,  Perez  Stella,  and  Vriez,  has  the  honor 
to  inform  the  Joint  Committee  of  the  Philippine  Legislature  that  it 
concurs  entirely  in  the  petition  made  by  the  gentlemen  aforementioned, 
with  respect  to  an  increase  of  the  personnel  of  the  detachment  at  Echague, 
Isabela. 

It  is  our  duty,  as  representatives  of  the  Philippine  Legislature,  to  lend 
the  most  decided  support  to  the  commerce  established  in  our  country, 
since  that  honorable  commerce,  besides  contributing  to  the  maintenance 
of  the  burdens  of  the  Government,  is  a  source  of  wealth  for  the  Philippines, 
where  agriculture  is  prostrate  through  causes  well  known  to  all  and  which 
it  is  unnecessary  to  enumerate. 

The  principal  product  of  those  rich  valleys  is  tobacco  and  the  companies 
represented  by  the  three  signers  of  the  petition  which  we  refer  to  have 
been  established  for  many  years  in  Isabela,  providing  labor  to  thousands 
of  Filipino  workmen  and  contributing,  by  their  transactions,  to  the  pros- 
perity and  development  of  the  tobacco  industry — the  base  of  the  wealth  of 
that  province. 
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It  is  not  to  be  denied  that  commerce,  for  its  proper  development,  requires 
principally  guaranties  of  success,  among  which,  as  one  of  the  most  neces- 
sary, it  counts  upon  the  security  of  life  and  property,  which  unfortunately 
have  recently  been  put  in  jeopardy  in  Isabela  by  the  assaults  of  armed  men 
and  murders,  as  denounced  in  the  communication  addressed  to  the  Director 
of  Constabulary  by  Messrs.  Correa,  Perez  Stella,  and  Vriez. 

The  special  condition  of  the  business  carried  on  by  the  Tabacalera,  El 
Oriente,  and  La  Insular  Companies  in  Isabela  requires  them  to  have  funds 
on  deposit  in  Echague  in  order,  with  relative  promptness,  to  meet  the  needs 
of  their  employees  established  in  the  pueblos  and  the  settlements  situated 
between  llagan  and  Mangar  tungut. 

The  remittance  of  funds  sent  from  Echague  to  the  points  where  the  em- 
ployees are  engaged  in  the  purchase  of  tobacco,  can  not,  at  the  present 
time,  be  duly  guarded  against  an  unexpected  attack  by  malefactors,  owing 
to  the  detachment  at  Echague  being  so  reduced  that  it  contains  only  twelve 
privates  and  one  sergeant. 

In  these  conditions,  the  business  represented  by  the  three  companies 
mentioned  can  not  but  be  hurt  and  suffer  paralyzation  no  less  fatal  to  the 
companies  than  to  the  people  of  Isabela,  where  so  many  Filipinos  find 
honorable  labor  and  equitable  compensation  in  the  employ  of  these  firms. 

The  Subcommittee  on  Matters  Pertaining  to  the  Department  of  Com- 
merce and  Police,  for  all  the  reasons  aforesaid,  find  the  petition  of  Messrs. 
Correa,  Perez  Stella,  and  Vriez,  in  which  they  solicit  of  the  Director  of 
Constabulary  an  increase  of  the  detachment  at  Echague,  very  worthy  of 
attention. 

As  a  means  to  obtain  the  realization  of  what  is  solicited  by  the  said 
gentlemen,  without  prejudice  to  such  recommendations  as  the  Joint 
Committee  may  deem  proper  to  present  to  the  Legislature,  it  is  suggested 
for  the  present  that  the  Director  of  Constabulary,  giving  due  attention  to 
this  matter,  order  that  an  arrangement  be  made  in  the  distribution  of  the 
forces  of  that  department  in  such  manner  that  the  detachment  at  Echague 
be  increased,  in  order  that  commerce  may  count  upon  the  due  protection  of 
its  interests  and  transactions. 

In  fact,  the  contingent  of  the  forces  employed  in  the  first  or  the  third 
district,  from  among  the  five  into  which  the  Constabulary  is  divided,  can 
be  reduced,  since,  according  to  official  data,  those  two  districts  have  1,327 
and  1,035  men,  respectively,  while  the  fourth  district  which  comprises  the 
Province  of  Isabela  has  only  473  men. 

The  subcommittee  is  of  opinion  that,  without  any  impairment  whatever 
to  peace  and  tranquillity,  fortunately  reigning  in  Nueva  Ecija,  Pangasinan, 
Cebu,  Iloilo,  and  Leyte,  a  part  of  the  detachments  of  these  provinces  may 
very  well  be  taken  away  to  be  added  to  that  stationed  in  the  Province  of 
Isabela  where  there  are  only  75  Constabulary. 

The  Director  of  Constabulary  himself,  in  his  second  indorsement,  recog- 
nized the  justice  of  the  petition  of  Messrs.  Correa,  Perez  Stella,  and  Vriez, 
and  legitimacy  of  their  claims,  by  recommending  to  the  colonel  to  try  to 
comply  with  their  request,  although  he  states  that  it  is  impossible  for  him 
to  increase  the  forces  of  the  detachments,  on  account  of  the  Constabulary 
having  an  insufficient  personnel. 
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Notwithstanding  the  recommendation  of  the  Director  of  Constabulary  to 
the  colonel  of  the  fourth  district,  it  is  almost  certain  that  the  latter  will 
find  it  impossible  to  lend  the  assistance  solicited  by  Messrs.  Correa,  Perez 
Stella,  and  Vriez,  on  account  of  the  reduced  number  of  Constabulary  men 
of  that  district;  wherefore  the  subcommittee  insists  on  the  suggestion  of 
an  increase  in  the  said  forces  by  the  contingent  that  could  be  added  to  them 
through  a  reduction  in  the  personnel  of  the  Constabulary  assigned  to  the 
first  and  third  districts.

MESSAGES    FROM    THE   ASSEMBLY. 

April  14,  1909. 
Mk.  President:  I  have  been  instructed  to  inform  your  honorable  House 
that  the  Assembly,  at  its  session  of  the  7th  instant,  declined  to  approve 
Commission  Joint  Resolution  No.  8,  entitled  "Joint  Resolution  favoring 
free  trade  between  the  United  States  and  the  Philippine  Islands  but  sug- 
gesting the  adoption  of  certain  recommendations  in  order  to  relieve  the 
Philippine  Government  from  financial  embarrassment  during  the  period 
which  must  intervene  before  the  Philippine  Islands  can  possibly  receive  the 
full  benefits  of  the  Payne  Tariff  Bill." 

The  report  submitted  by  the  Committees  on  Appropriations,  on  Industry, 
Commerce,  and  Labor,  on  Agriculture,  and  on  Relations  with  the  Sovereign 
Government  is  herewith  inclosed,  in  order  that  you  may  Know  the  reasons 
upon  which  the  said  committee  base  their  refusal  to  approve  the  said 
Resolution.

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The  report  referred  to  in  the  message  is  as  follows : 

Mb.  Speaker:  Your  Committees  on  Appropriations,  on  Industry,  Com- 
merce, and  Labor,  on  Agriculture,  and  on  Relations  with  the  Sovereign 
Government,  to  which  was  referred  the  said  Joint  Resolution  No.  8,  entitled 
"Joint  Resolution  favoring  free  trade  between  the  United  States  and  the 
Philippine  Islands  but  suggesting  the  adoption  of  certain  recommendations 
in  order  to  relieve  the  Philippine  Government  from  financial  embarrass- 
ment during  the  period  which  must  intervene  before  the  Philippine  Islands 
can  possibly  receive  the  full  benefits  of  the  Payne  Tariff  Bill,"  have 
examined  the  same  and  have  the  honor  to  report  it  back  to  the  Assembly 
with  the  following  recommendation,  viz: 

That  the  said  Commission  Joint  Resolution  No.  8  be  rejected,  for  the 
following  reasons: 

(a)  That  the  proposed  Commission  Joint  Resolution  No.  8  is  materially 
in  conflict  with  the  proposed  Resolution  No.  36  of  the  Assembly,  which 
was  rejected  in  its  entirety  by  the  said  Commission. 

Said  resolution  of  the  Assembly  was,  and  still  is,  the  most  solemn  and 
timely  expression  of  its  deeply  rooted  and  unanimous  convictions  in  regard 
to  the  scope  and  effects  of  free  trade  as  provided  for  in  the  Payne  Bill, 
such  scope  and  effects  being  considered  not  only  as  an  obstacle  in  the 
attainment  of  the  supreme  aspiration  of  the  Filipino  people  to  become 
an  autonomous  and  sovereign  nation,  or  one  enjoying  the  fullest  right  to 
exercise  an  independent  self-government,  but  also,  and  principally,  as  being 
prejudicial  to  the  economic  and  financial  interests  of  the  Islands. 

Your  committees  do  not  deem  it  necessary  to  repeat  here  the  reasons  at 
that  time  advanced  in  favor  of  the  adoption  by  the  unanimous  vote  of  the 
Assembly  of  its  said  proposed  Resolution  No.  36,  rejected  by  the  Commission. 
Those  reasons  appear  in  the  Journal  of  the  Assembly.  They  are  graven 
on  the  minds  of  all  its  members,  are  now  a  matter  of  public  record,  and, 
above  all,  are  the  faithfu\  and  persisting  echo  of  Philippine  public  opinion. 
It  follows  that  the  chief  end  and  aim  of  the  said  proposed  Philippine  Com- 
mission Joint  Resolution  No.  8  being,  as  it  is,  to  favor  the  establishment 
of  free  trade  between  the  United  States  and  the  Philippine  Islands,  your 
committees  can  not  do  otherwise  than  recommend  that  it  be  rejected, 
confident  as  they  are  that  the  Assembly,  whose  aims  are  the  source  of  their 
inspiration,  will  give  another  unmistakable  proof  of  the  integrity  of  its 
convictions  and  of  the  consistency  with  which  it  has  invariably  succeeded  in 
demonstrating  to  the  satisfaction  of  public  opinion  the  stability  of  the 
motives  underlying  its  actions. 

(b)  Free  trade  between  the  United  States  and  the  Philippine  Islands 
being,  as  it  is,  the  principal  aim  of  the  said  proposed  Commission  Joint 
Resolution  No.  8,  the  Assembly  can  not  but  reject  the  other  provisions 
contained  in  the  said  resolution,  inasmuch  as  such   provisions  necessarily 
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presuppose  the  acceptance  or  the  favorable  recommendation  of  such  free 
trade  provided  for  in  the  Payne  Bill. 

The  first,  second,  and  third  paragraphs  of  the  purview  of  the  proposed 
Commission  Joint  Resolution  No.  8  provide  that  cigarettes  made  with 
imported  paper  and  other  imported  accessories,  as  well  as  any  other  articles 
manufactured  in  the  Philippine  Islands  in  the  manufacture  of  which  im- 
ported articles  are  used,  shall,  for  the  purposes  of  the  Payne  Bill,  be 
considered  wholly  the  product  of  the  Philippine  Islands.  The  fourth 
paragraph  provides  that  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  be  requested  to 
authorize  the  Philippine  Government  to  collect  domestic  rates  of  internal 
revenue  on  all  imported  articles  on  which,  if  domestic,  an  internal-revenue 
tax  would  be  levied.  The  fifth  paragraph  provides  for  the  collection  and 
retention  of  an  export  tax  on  hemp  exported  to  the  United  States;  because, 
as  the  Assembly  is  very  well  aware,  the  hemp  now  exported  to  that  country 
is  free  from  any  such  export  tax,  all  export  taxes  paid  into  the  custom- 
house of  these  Islands  being  returned  to  the  exporters,  provided  the  latter 
can  establish  by  means  of  the  proper  certificate  of  entry  that  the  hemp  was 
actually  exported  to  the  United  States.  The  sixth  paragraph  is  simply  a 
petition  for  relief  on  behalf  of  the  Government  of  the  Philippine  Islands, 
and  is  to  the  effect  that  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  "appropriate 
for  the  Bureau  of  Education  for  three  years  a  sum  not  less  than  three 
million  pesos  per  annum,  or,  in  case  that  is  found  impossible,  to  assume  for 
the  same  period  the  expenses  of  the  light-house,  quarantine,  and  coast  and 
geodetic  survey  services  in  the  following  amounts,  respectively,  namely, 
three  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  pesos,  one  hundred  and  twenty-five 
thousand  pesos,  and  one  hundred  and  ninety-five  thousand  pesos."  The 
reason  for  the  incidental  provisions  contained  in  the  foregoing  paragraphs 
is  set  forth  in  the  proposed  resolution  itself,  in  the  following  words: 
"suggests  the  adoption  of  the  recommendations  hereinbefore  made  in  order 
to  •  relieve  the  Philippine  Government  from  very  considerable  financial 
embarrassment  during  the  period  which  must  intervene  before  the  Phil- 
ippine Islands  can  possibly  receive  the  full  benefits  of  the  Payne  Tariff 
Bill."  So  that  the  sole  object  of  the  proposed  Commission  Joint  Resolu- 
tion No.  8  is  to  remedy,  in  so  far  as  may  be  possible,  the  disastrous  effects 
which  must  inevitably  result  from  free  trade  as  provided  for  in  the  Payne 
Bill,  for  all  the  provisions  of  the  said  proposed  resolution  are  directed 
toward  covering  the  enormous  deficit  which  would  be  occasioned  in  the 
revenues  necessary  for  the  maintenance  of  the  various  departments  of  the 
Insular  Government. 

(c)  But  even  conceding  the  abnormal,  not  to  say  impossible,  supposition 
that  the  Assembly  should  concur  with  the  Commission  in  the  chief  aim  of 
the  proposed  resolution,  or,  in  other  words,  in  favoring  free  trade  between 
the  United  States  and  the  Philippine  Islands,  there  would  still  remain 
adequate  reasons  why  the  said  resolution  should  be  rejected,  not  only  by 
the  Assembly,  but  also,  perhaps,  by  the  partisans  of  the  Payne  Bill  them- 
selves.    The  internal-revenue  tax  treated  of  in  the  fourth  paragraph  of  the 
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purview  of  the  proposed  resolution  would  be  really  or  practically  nothing 
but  a  customs  duty  imposed  upon  products  imported  from  the  United  States, 
which  would  be  contrary  to  the  purposes  of  the  Payne  Bill,  so  that  the 
proposition  would  be  rejected  by  the  Congress  of  the  United  States;  but 
inasmuch  as  the  very  basis  of  the  proposed  resolution  is  the  idea  that 
the  Philippine  Legislature  should  manifest  to  the  Congress  of  the  United 
States  its  wish  to  favor  free  trade,  it  would  follow  that  the  provision 
contained  in  the  fourth  paragraph  would  be  rejected,  and,  on  the  other 
hand,  the  Payne  Bill  would  be  passed  by  the  Congress  of  the  United  States, 
apparently  in  harmony  with  the  wishes  of  the  Philippine  Legislature. 

The  provision  contained  in  the  fifth  paragraph  is  utterly  unjust  and 
wholly  opposed  .to  the  principles  of  sound  economy.  It  proposes  a  tax 
on  hemp,  but  if  it  must  be  admitted  that  the  critical  condition  now  obtain- 
ing in  the  hemp-growing  provinces  exists  notwithstanding  the  fact  that 
this  product  is  given  every  advantage  in  the  markets  of  the  United  States, 
there  can  not  be  the  slightest  doubt  but  that  with  the  imposition  of  an 
export  tax  the  production  of  hemp  would  be  wholly  abandoned. 

But  if,  on  the  one  hand,  there  are  limitations  to  the  quantity  of  sugar 
and  tobacco  which  would  be  admitted  free  of  duty  into  the  United  States, 
and,  on  the  other,  it  was,  and  is,  the  intention  of  the  Commission  to 
exclude  hemp  from  the  supposed  benefits  of  the  Payne  Bill,  it  would  seem 
logical  to  infer  that  the  Commission  is  not,  in  reality,  in  favor  of  free 
trade,  and  that  therefore  the  Assembly  had  a  right  to  hope  that  the  Com- 
misssion  would  insist  upon  Joint  Resolution  No.  11,  concurring  with  the 
Assembly  in  the  proposed  Resolution  No.  36  protesting  against  the  Payne 
Bill. 

But  the  proposition  which  is  open  to  still  greater  objections,  if  possible, 
is  that  contained  in  the  sixth  paragraph.  Time  and  again  have  bills 
and  petitions  been  rejected  whose  object  was  to  secure  an  appropriation 
of  funds  for  the  purpose  of  assisting  or  maintaining  municipal  schools 
whose  revenues  were  inadequate;  and  the  denial  of  such  bills  and  petitions 
has  ever  been  based  upon  lofty  considerations  of  a  political  and  adminis- 
trative nature,  such,  for  example,  as  that  it  could  under  no  circumstances 
be  advisable  that  the  Central  Government  should  interfere  in  matters  and 
interests  purely  municipal,  such  interference  being  inconsistent  with  munic- 
ipal autonomy  and  of  a  nature  to  furnish  convincing  proof  that  the  munic- 
ipalities are  incapable  of  raising  revenue  for  meeting  their  most  urgent 
and  pressing  needs,  such  as  the  maintenance  of  their  schools;  but  if  all 
this  be  true,  as  your  committees  indeed  believe  it  to  be  true,  then  the 
petition  for  relief  addressed  to  the  Congress  of  the  United  States,  for  the 
maintenance  of  the  Department  of  Education  or  of  other  branches  of  the 
service  of  the  Insular  Government,  should  be  held  to  be  a  proof  of  the 
incapacity  of  the  Filipino  people  to  establish  a  government  of  their  own, 
apart  from  the  fact  that  this  wTould  not  justify  the  action  of  the  Insular 
Government  in  refusing  to  assist  such  municipalities  as  are  themselves 
unable  to  support  their  own  schools. 
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In  any  event,  the  Assembly,  consistent  with  its  principles  and  con- 
victions, and  in  pursuance  of  its  avowed  and  sincere  policy  of  protecting 
always  the  economical  and  political  interests  of  the  Filipino  people,  can  not 
do  otherwise  than  refuse  to  sanction  the  proposed  Joint  Resolution  No. 
8  of  the  Philippine  Commission.

daily  average  attendance  required  in  such  barrio  schools  to  entitle  barrios 
to  the  benefits  of  said  Act."

The  report  referred  to  in  the  message  is  as  follows : 

Mr.  Speaker:  Your  Committee  on  Public  Instruction,  to  which  was  re- 
ferred on  March  29,  1909,  Commission  Bill  No.  85,  entitled  "An  Act  amend- 
ing subsection  (a)  of  section  two  of  Act  Numbered  Eighteen  hundred  and 
sixty-six,  entitled  'An  Act  appropriating  the  sum  of  seventy-five  thousand 
pesos  for  salaries  of  teachers  in  barrio  schools  when  established  under 
certain  conditions,'  by  changing  the  daily  average  attendance  required  in 
such  barrio  schools  to  entitle  barrios  to  the  benefits  of  said  Act,"  has 
examined  the  same  and  has  the  honor  to  report  it  back  to  the  Assembly 
with  the  following  recommendation,  viz,  that  the  said  bill  be  laid  on  the 
table  until  such  time  as  Act  No.  1866  be  revived  by  another  Act  of  the 
same  nature. 
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Your  committee  maintains  that  Act  No.  1866  has  lapsed,  inasmuch  as 
it  was  a  special  Act  passed  exclusively  for  the  purposes  of  the  school  term 
just  brought  to  a  close,  and  the  funds  thereby  appropriated  are  practically 
exhausted;  that  there  can  be  no  basis,  therefore,  for  the  amendment  which 
it  is  the  purpose  of  the  said  bill  to  introduce,  unless  and  until  a  new  Act 
be  passed  reproducing  the  provisions  of  Act  No.  1866  and  making  a  new 
appropriation  out  of  the  general  funds  of  the  Government.

Mr.  President:  The  Committee  on  Matters  Pertaining  to  the  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Instruction,  to  which  was  referred  on  March  25,  1909,  a 
resolution  of  an  agricultural  congress  held  at  Iloilo,  on  the  20th  of  Feb- 
ruary, 1909,  which  resolution  is  as  follows: 

"Resolved,  To  request  the  Philippine  Legislature  to  pass  a  law  appro- 
priating a  sufficient  sum  to  provide  annually  for  one  young  man  for  each 
province  a  scholarship  for  the  study,  in  America  or  abroad,  of  the  profes- 
sion of  agricultural  engineer;" 

has  examined  the  same  and  has  the  honor  to   report  it  back  to  the  Com- 
mission with  the  following  recommendation,  viz: 

That  action  on  the  request  of  the  said  agricultural  congress  be  indefi- 
nitely postponed. 

Your  committee  is  in  entire  harmony  with  the  idea  that  education 
should  be  encouraged  along  agricultural  lines.  If  one  goes  out  over  these 
beautiful  Islands  and  sees  the  wasted  opportunity  that  confronts  him  on 
every  side  in  the  way  of  the  lack  of  agricultural  development,  one  can  not 
help  hoping  that  many  of  the  rising  generation  will  avail  themselves  of 
the  advantages  of  to-day  in  the  acquiring  of  a  scientific  knowledge  of 
agriculture.  When  the  time  shall  come  that  the  broad  acres  of  the  Phil- 
ippines shall  produce  all  they  are  capable  of  producing  when  they  shall 
have  scientific  and  educated  treatment  prosperity  will  have  arrived,  regard- 
less of  legislation  at  Washington  or  here. 

The  finances  of  the  Philippines  are  not  such  as  to  permit  of  the  appro- 
priation requested.  Although  the  taxes  of  the  Islands  are  lower  than  the 
taxes  of  any  other  civilized  country,  yet  your  committee  does  not  think  it 
wise  to  advocate  the  raising  of  these  taxes,  in  view  of  the  present  economic 
conditions  prevailing  here,  for  the  purpose  of  such  appropriation,  as  is 
desired. 
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Unless  taxes  are  increased,  it  is  impossible  to  grant  this  request,  and 
notwithstanding  the  advantage  that  agricultural  education  would  bring  to 
all,  yet  it  is  not  believed  by  your  committee  that  this  is  sufficient  reason 
to  justify  expenditures  for  which  the  treasury  is  not  prepared.

Mr.  President:  Your  select  committee  of  three,  to  which  was  referred 
on  February  17,  1909,  Bill  No.  74  of  the  Philippine  Commission  for  report 
and  recommendation,  has  examined  the  same  and  has  the  honor  to  report 
it  back  to  the  Commission  with  the  following  recommendation,  viz: 

The  bill  is  the  result  of  the  recommendation  of  the  brigadier-general 
commanding  the  Department  of  the  Visayas  that  the  Commission  take 
action  on  the  request  of  the  commanding  officer  of  Camp  Downes,  Leyte, 
that  the  sale  of  vino,  tuba,  or  other  intoxicating  drinks,  be  prohibited 
within  1  mile  of  the  post.  It  is  alleged  as  ground  for  this  request  that  at 
the  west  end  of  the  post,  not  more  than  200  yards  from  the  nearest  barracks, 
there  is  a  collection  of  native  shacks  wherein,  under  licenses  issued  by  the 
municipal  authorities,  vino,  tuba,  and  other  intoxicating  native  drinks  are 
sold  to  the  soldiers  to  the  great  detriment  of  their  health  and  morals. 

Subsequently,  the  commandant  of  the  United  States  naval  stations  at 
Cavite  and  Olongapo  favorably  indorsed  the  recommendation  of  the  intel- 
ligence officer  of  the  naval  station  at  Olongapo  that  Act  No.  709,  entitled 
"An  Act  prohibiting  the  traffic  in  intoxicating  liquors  within  certain  dis- 
tances of  land  used  by  the  United  States  for  military  purposes  and  at 
certain  camps  therein  named,"  be  amended  so  as  to  bring  the  Olongapo 
Naval  Station  within  its  provisions.  This  petition  was  also  referred  to  your 
committee.     The  facts  giving  rise  to  this  petition  are  as  follows: 

A  Chinaman  was  arrested  by  the  town  patrol  while  landing  on  the  beach 
of  Olongapo  who  had  in  his  possession  six  bottles  of  whisky,  one  bottle  of 
gin,  and  a  5 -gal Ion  can  of  vino.  He  was  tried  before  the  justice  of  the 
peace  of  Olongapo.  In  the  trial  the  attorney  for  the  accused  contended 
that  the  mere  introduction  into  the  reservation,  or  the  possession  in  the 
reservation,  of  intoxicating  liquors  by  a  native  or  civilian  does  not  con- 
stitute an  offense.  The  justice  of  the  peace  sustained  this  contention  and 
acquitted  the  accused.  In  the  correspondence  concerning  this  matter,  it  is 
stated  that  in  trials  before  former  justices  of  the  peace  persons  charged 
with  like  acts  were  convicted.  From  a  study,  however,  of  the  law  on  the 
question  it  appears  that  the  judgment  rendered  by  the  justice  of  the  peace 
in  this  case  was  according  to  law,  and  this  fact  is  practically  admitted  by 
the  intelligence  officer  of  the  naval  station  at  Olongapo. 
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Act  No.  530  prohibits  the  granting  of  licenses  for  the  sale  of  or  dealing 
in  any  intoxicating  liquors  on  any  public  land  reserved  by  the  President  of 
the  United  States  for  military  purposes  in  these  Islands.  This  Act,  appli- 
cable to  military  but  not  to  naval  reservations,  does  not  provide  any 
penalty  for  the  violation  of  its  provisions. 

Act  No.  709,  as  amended,  prohibits  the  traffic  in  intoxicating  liquors, 
beer,  or  wine  within  certain  distances  of  land  used  by  the  United  States 
for  military  purposes  and  certain  camps  therein  named,  and  provides  for 
the  enforcement  of  its  provisions  by  a  penalty  of  a  fine  not  exceeding 
$1,000  in  money  of  the  United  States,  or  by  imprisonment  at  hard  labor 
not  exceeding  six  months,  or  by  both  such  penalties,  in  the  discretion  of  the 
court.  Neither  Act  No.  709  nor  any  Act  amendatory  thereof  includes 
Camp  Downes,  Leyte,  within  its  provisions. 

Acts  Nos.  1302  and  1369,  respectively,  prohibit  the  sale,  gift,  or  other 
disposal,  in  the  Provinces  of  Cavite  and  Zambales,  to  any  soldier  of  the 
United  States,  Philippine  Scouts  excepted,  or  to  any  sailor  or  enlisted  man 
of  the  United  States  Navy  or  Marine  Corps,  of  any  of  the  so-called  native 
wines  or  liquors,  and  punishes  any  person  violating  their  provisions  by  a 
fine  of  not  to  exceed  ^200,  or  by  imprisonment  for  a  term  not  exceeding 
six  months,  or  by  both  penalties,  in  the  discretion  of  the  court. 

The  case  of  the  Chinaman  above  referred  to  does  not  come  under  the 
provisions  of  Act  No.  1339,  as  it  was  not  proven  that  he  sold  wine  to  any 
of  the  persons  to  whom  the  provisions  of  the  Act  refer. 

In  order  to  prevent  the  sale  of  liquors  complained  of  by  the  commanding 
officer  of  Camp  Downes,  and  to  prohibit  such  sale  within  Olongapo  Naval 
Reservation,  your  committee  is  of  the  opinion  that  Act  No.  709  should 
be  amended.  Commission  Bill  No.  74  amends  this  Act  by  specifically  in- 
cluding, in  the  first  section  thereof,  all  land  comprised  within  a  distance 
of  1  mile  from  the  United  States  military  reservation  known  as  Camp 
Downes,  Leyte  Province,  and  adding  at  the  end  of  said  section  the  proviso 
that  the  Governor-General,  upon  request  of  the  commanding  general  of  the 
Division  of  the  Philippines,  or  of  the  admiral  commanding  the  Philippines 
Squadron,  may,  in  his  discretion,  prohibit  by  proclamation,  the  sale  of  any 
intoxicating  liquors,  beer,  or  wine  at  any  place  or  on  any  premises  situated 
within  a  distance  to  be  prescribed  in  such  proclamation,  but  which  shall 
not  exceed  2  miles,  of  any  military  or  naval  reservation. 

Your  committee  believes  that  this  amendment  should  be  made  without 
specifically  including  Camp  Downes  and  the  Olongapo  Naval  Reservation 
in  the  said  first  section  of  Act  No.  709,  and  that  it  will  be  sufficient  to  add 
at  the  end  of  said  section  a  proviso  whereby  the  Governor-General,  at  the 
request  of  the  commanding  general  of  the  Division  of  the  Philippines  or 
of  the  admiral  in  command  of  the  Philippines  Squadron,  may,  by  proclama- 
tion, extend  the  provisions  of  Act  No.  709  to  any  military  or  naval 
reservation,  or  to  any  place  or  premises  witliin  a  distance  to  be  described 
in  such  proclamation,  but  not  exceeding  2  miles,  of  such  reservation:  Pro- 
vided, That  within  such  limits  no  central  portion  (casco  de  población)  of 
a  municipality  is  comprised.     In  this  manner  the  provisions  of  said  Act 
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may  be  extended  not  only  to  Camp  Downes  and  to  the  Olongapo  Naval 
Reservation,  but  also  to  any  other  reservation  whenever  the  Governor- 
General  may  consider  it  advisable. 

When  this  bill  was  under  discussion,  the  President  of  the  Commission, 
who  introduced  Bill  No.  74,  called  attention  to  the  fact  that  its  passage 
would  riot  be  altogether  an  advantage,  for  the  reason  that  the  sale  of 
liquors  under  the  law  might  be  prohibited  in  one  town  and  allowed  in  a 
town  only  2  miles  distant.  He  thought  the  municipality  contiguous  to  the 
military  reservation  might  have  some  reason  to  complain  that  while  a  neigh- 
boring municipality  was  allowed  to  issue  liquor  licenses  by  general  law  it 
was  deprived  of  this  source  of  revenue,  while  undoubtedly  it  would  have  to 
suffer  as  much  inconvenience  from  the  nuisance,  if  any  there  might  be, 
resulting  from  the  sale  of  liquors.  Bearing  this  disadvantage  in  mind, 
your  committee  recommends  that  the  provisions  of  Act  No.  709  be  not 
extended  to  a  distance  of  2  miles  from  any  military  or  naval  reservation 
when  within  such  distance  the  central  part  {casco  de  población)  of  a 
municipality    is    included. 

Your  committee  recommends  that  Commission  Bill  No.  74  be  amended 
by  striking  out  section  1  in  its  entirety  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the 
following: 

"Section  1.  Section  one  of  Act  Numbered  Seven  hundred  and  nine, 
entitled  cAn  Act  prohibiting  the  traffic  in  intoxicating  liquors  within  cer- 
tain distances  of  lands  used  by  the  United  States  for  military  purposes 
and  at  certain  camps  therein  named,'  as  amended,  is  hereby  further 
amended  by  adding  at  the  end  thereof  the  following: 

"  'Provided,  further,  That  the  Governor-General,  upon  the  request  of  the 
commanding  general  of  the  Philippines  Division,  or  the  admiral  commanding 
the  Philippine  Squadron,  may,  in  his  discretion,  by  proclamation,  extend 
Act  Numbered  Seven  hundred  and  nine,  as  amended,  or  any  part  thereof, 
to  any  public  lands  reserved  by  the  President  of  the  United  States  for 
military  or  naval  purposes  in  the  Philippine  Islands,  or  to  any  place  or 
premises  within  a  distance  to  be  prescribed  in  such  proclamation,  not 
exceeding  two  miles,  of  any  such  reservation,  provided  that  within  such 
distances  the  central  part  of  a  municipality  is  not  included.'  " 

Your  committee  accordingly  recommends  that  Commission  Bill  No.  74 
be  passed  as  herein  amended.

The  report  and  recommendation  of  the  Committee  of  the  Whole 
were  adopted. 

The  Bill  was  thereupon  ordered  on  file  for  third  reading. 

[Committee  Report  No.   119.]

Mr.  President:  The  Committee  on  Matters  Pertaining  to  the  Depart- 
ment of  Finance  and  Justice,  to  which  was  referred  on  February  26,  1909, 
report  of  Joint  Legislative  Committee  of  the  First  Philippine  Legislature, 
a  resolution  of  the  assembly  of  provincial  governors,  1908,  recommending 
that  the  law  be  amended  so  as  to  require  all  civilian  employees  of  the 
United  States  Army  to  obtain  cédulas,  for  report  and  recommendation  and 
the  preparation  of  such  bill  on  the  subject  as  your  committee  might  deem 
proper,  has  examined  the  same  and  has  the  honor  to  report  it  back  to  the 
Commission  with  the  following  recommendation,  viz: 

That  the  law  be  amended  so  as  to  exempt  from  the  cédula  tax  only 
those  civilian  employees  in  the  permanent  employment  of  the  War  or  Navy 
Department  of  the  United  States  who  were  not  residents  of  the  Islands 
before  their  employment  in  such  service,  but  were  brought  here  for  the 
purpose  of  such  employment. 

While  your  committee  is  inclined  to  concur  in  the  views  of  the  Joint 
Legislative  Committee  that  no  civilian  employees  of  the  Army  should  be 
exempt  from  the  payment  of  this  tax,  an  examination  of  the  records  of  the 
Commission  discloses  that  this  question  was  brought  up  by  the  military 
authorities  in  the  year  1903  and  after  some  correspondence  on  the  subject, 
the  following  resolution  was  adopted  by  the  Commission  on  May  26,  1903 : 

"Resolved,  That  it  is  the  sense  of  the  Commission  that  while  the  exemp- 
tion of  soldiers  and  sailors  of  the  United  States  from  the  payment  of  the 
cédula  or  registration  tax  may  not  be  wide  enough  in  terms  to  include 
civil  employees  in  permanent  employment  by  the  War  and  Navy  Depart- 
ments of  the  United  States  who  were  not  residents  of  the  Islands  before 
their  employment  in  such  service  but  were  brought  here  for  the  purpose  of 
such  employment,  nevertheless  in  principle  they  should  be  as  exempt  from 
such  tax  as  a  member  of  the  Army  or  Navy  itself,  and  therefore  that  the 
President  be  directed  to  draft  an  amendment  widening  such  exemption  to 
include  the  civil  employees  above  described." 

Upon  the  adoption  of  this  resolution,  President  Taft  of  the  Commission 
prepared  and  submitted  a  bill  in  conformity  therewith,  which  bill  was 
enacted  into  law.  (See  Act  No.  785.)  This  Act  was  in  force  until  the 
passage  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Law  of  1904,  which  exempted  all  "civilian" 
employees  of  the  military  branch  of  the  United  States  Government  in  the 
Philippine  Islands. 
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Your  committee  is  of  the  opinion  that  while  there  may  be  some  reason 
for  exempting  employees  of  the  Military  or  Navy  branch  of  the  United 
States  Government  brought  to  the  Islands  in  that  service  on  the  ground 
that  they  have  not  acquired  legal  residence  here  and  are  subject  to  transfer 
at  any  time,  there  is  not  the  same  reason  for  employees  who  were  residents 
of  the  Islands  at  the  time  of  their  engagement  and  are  still  residents 
thereof  and  that  in  justice  to  other  residents  who  pay  the  tax,  they  should 
be  required  to  pay  it  also. 

In  the  accompanying  bill  amending  the  Internal  Revenue  Law  in  this 
regard,  your  committee  has  also  included  a  provision  relieving  insurance 
companies  which  have  already  effected  the  insurance  and  paid  the  tax 
equal  to  1  per  cent  of  the  total  premiums  or  other  considerations  received 
and  collected  in  the  Philippine  Islands,  as  required  by  section  126  of 
Internal  Revenue  Law  of  1904,  from  the  additional  tax  on  reinsurance  also 
required  by  said  section.  It  is  stated  by  the  Acting  Collector  of  Internal 
Revenue  that  the  total  amount  of  tax  collected  under  this  provision  of 
the  Internal  Revenue  Law  amounts  to  1^130  per  annum  only,  and  in  view 
of  the  fact  that  the  preparation  of  statements  by  agents  for  insurance 
companies  showing  the  amount  of  reinsurance  entails  considerable  extra 
work  and  also  some  work  on  the  part  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Depart- 
ment, he  does  not  believe  that  the  small  amount  of  revenue  collected 
justifies  the  existence  of  the  provision  and  recommends  its  repeal  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  petition  of  a  number  of  fire  insurance  companies  doing 
business  in  the  Islands. 

The  Governor-General,  when  acting  as  Secretary  of  Finance  and  Justice 
at  the  time  this  petition  of  the  insurance  representatives  was  received  in 
May  last,  informed  the  Collector  of  Internal  Revenue  that  legislative  relief 
would  be  sought  at  this  session  of  the  Legislature.

The  bill  accompanying  the  report  was  taken  up  and  considered 
as  follows: 

Commission  Bill  No.  94.  An  Act  to  amend  section  one  hundred  and 
twenty  of  Act  Numbered  Eleven  hundred  and  eighty-nine,  entitled  "The 
Internal  Revenue  Law  of  Nineteen  hundred  and  four,"  by  limiting  the 
exemption  of  civilian  employees  of  the  Army  and  Navy  of  the  United  States 
from  the  payment  of  the  cédula  tax  to  those  in  the  permanent  employment 
of  the  War  or  Navy  Department  of  the  United  States  who  were  not  resident 
in  the  Islands  before  their  employment  in  such  service,  but  were  brought  to 
the  Islands  for  the  purpose  of  such  employment,  and  amending  section  one 
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hundred  and  twenty-six  of  said  Act  by  providing  that  upon  reinsurance  by 
a  company  which  has  already  effected  the  insurance  and  paid  the  tax,  no 
further  tax  shall  become  due. 

The  bill  was  read  the  first  and  second  times  and  referred  to  the 
Committee  of  the  Whole. 

It  was  considered  in  committee  and  reported  to  the  Commission 
with  the  recommendation  that  it  pass  with  the  following  amend- 
ment : 

Strike  out  section  1  in  its  entirety,  change  section  number  2  to  1,  and 
section  number  3  to  2,  amending  the  latter  section  to  read  as  follows : 

"Sec.  2.  This  Act  shall  take  effect  on  July  first,  nineteen  hundred  and 
nine." 

The  report  and  recommendation  of  the  Committee  of  the  Whole 
were  adopted. 

The  bill  was  thereupon  ordered  on  file  for  third  reading. 

[Committee  Report  No.   120.] 

April  19,  1909. 

Mr.  President:  Your  select  committee  of  one,  to  which  was  referred  on 
April  7,  1909,  Commission  Bill  No.  89£,  entitled  "An  Act  to  amend  Act 
Numbered  Seventeen  hundred  and  sixty,  so  as  to  require  the  cooperation  of 
municipal  and  provincial  officials  in  enforcing  the  provisions  thereof,''  has 
examined  the  same  and  has  the  honor  to  report  it  back  to  the  Commission 
with  the  following  recommendation,  viz: 

That  Commission  Bill  No.  89£  be  not  enacted. 

The  following  fact  gave  rise  to  this  bill:  Andres  Soriano,  vice-president 
of  the  pueblo  of  San  Juan  del  Monte,  Rizal,  was  accused  in  the  Court  of 
First  Instance  of  Manila  of  having  violated  Act  No.  1760,  and  the  charge 
consisted  in  that  the  said  Andres  Soriano,  conspiring  with  others,  removed 
domestic  stock,  that  was  suffering  from  the  dangerous  and  contagious 
disease  known  as  rinderpest,  from  San  Juan  del  Monte,  Rizal  Province,  to 
the  city  of  Manila,  and  exhibited  the  said  domestic  stock  in  the  streets  of 
the  said  city  where  they  might  have  come  in  contact  with  other  domestic 
animals. 

On  the  hearing  of  the  case,  the  acts  specified  in  the  complaint  were  not 
proved,  except  only  the  fact  that  Modesto  Barretto,  aided  by  others  and 
without  legal  authorization,  removed  one  night  certain  stock  from  the 
place  where  they  had  been  put  in  quarantine,  by  order  of  the  Director  of 
Agriculture,  in  San  Juan  del  Monte,  to  the  city  of  Manila;  and  tliat  while 
the  said  stock  were  on  the  road  in  the  pueblo  of  San  Juan  del  Monte,  the 
accused  was  awakened  in  his  house  and  consulted  by  a  policeman  as  to  what 
action  the  latter  ought  to  take  in  the  matter,  and  the  accused  took  no 
steps  to  prevent  the  said  stock  from  being  taken  to  the  city  of  Manila. 

The  accused  was  acquitted. 
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In  view  of  this  acquittal  the  amendment  of  Act  No.  1760  is  proposed, 
for  the  purpose  that,  in  the  future,  acts  like  that  committed  by  the  said 
vice-president  may  be  punished.  The  amendment  proposed  consists  in 
authorizing  the  Director  of  Agriculture  to  notify  in  writing  the  municipal 
and  provincial  officials  of  any  action  taken  by  him  in  accordance  with  the 
law,  and,  on  the  receipt  of  such  notification,  such  officials  shall  actively 
cooperate  and  assist  in  carrying  out  such  action,  and  in  considering  the 
lack  or  refusal  of  cooperation  or  assistance  on  the  part  of  any  of  the  said 
officials  as  a  violation  of  the  said  law,  and  in  punishing  the  same  as 
provided  in  section  8;  that  is,  by  a  fine  not  to  exceed  ^100  or  by  imprison- 
ment for  not  longer  than  six  months,  or  by  both  penalties,  in  the  discre- 
tion of  the  court.  The  language  of  the  amendment  is  vague  and  gives 
ample  power  to  the  Director  of  the  Bureau  of  Agriculture  to  impose  duties 
on  municipal  and  provincial  officials,  the  compliance  with  which,  on  the 
part  of  the  said  officials,  might  very  often  be  difficult. 

Your  committee  has  considered  the  question  as  to  whether  the  amend- 
ment might  be  made  in  a  more  concrete  manner;  that  is,  by  punishing 
acts  like  the  one  committed  by  the  vice-president  of  San  Juan  del  Monte, 
Andres  Soriano.  It  is  beyond  all  discussion  that,  had  the  charge  against 
him  been  proved,  such  as  is  specified  in  the  complaint,  section  4  of  Act 
No.  1760  would  have  been  violated  and  undoubtedly  the  court  would  have 
imposed  a  penalty  upon  the  accused,  as  provided  in  section  8.  If,  then, 
what  is  endeavored  to  be  avoided  is  that  acts  such  as  those  specified  in 
the  complaint  against  Andres  Soriano  remain  unpunished,  a  new  law  is 
not  necessary,  for  what  gave  rise  to  the  acquittal  of  the  latter  was  not 
that  the  act,  such  as  is  specified  in  the  complaint,  is  not  punishable,  but 
that  such  act  was  not  proved. 

It  is  not  to  be  doubted  that  the  municipal  and  the  provincial  author- 
ities ought  to  cooperate  with  the  Director  of  Agriculture  for  the  sup- 
pression of  dangerous  and  contagious  diseases  of  animals.  Although  the 
Municipal  Code  does  not  expressly  impose  this  obligation,  it  is  evident  that 
it  is  implicitly  included  in  other  obligations  that  are  imposed  on  the 
municipal*  councils.  Section  39,  in  its  paragraphs  (r)  and  (s),  provides 
that  the  municipal  council  "shall  provide  for  and  regulate  the  inspection 
of  meat,  fruits,  poultry,  milk,  fish,  vegetables,  and  all  other  articles  of 
food,  and  adopt  other  measures  to  prevent  the  introduction  and  spread  of 
disease,  as  may,  from  time  to  time,  be  deemed  desirable  or  necessary." 
The  Provincial  Act,  in  its  section  13,  paragraph  (fc),  establishes  that  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  provincial  board  "to  adopt,  by  resolution,  regula- 
tions for  the  suppression  of  any  agricultural  pest  like  locusts,  or  cattle 
diseases  *  *  *."  The  lack  of  cooperation,  however,  on  the  part  of  the 
municipal  and  provincial  authorities  with  the  Director  of  Agriculture  for 
the  suppression  of  contagious  and  dangerous  diseases  of  animals  should 
be  corrected  only  administratively;  that  is,  by  suspending  the  official,  by 
removing  him  from  the  service  merely,  or  by  removing  him  with  permanent 
or  temporary  disqualification,  without  the  necessity  of  enacting  a  law 
imposing    penalty    for    not    lending    such    cooperation.     A    law    imposing 
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penalty  upon  municipal  and  provincial  officials  for  not  rendering  such  coop- 
eration would  be  in  result,  according  to  my  opinion,  vague  and,  in  many 
cases,  unjust.  It  is  difficult  to  specify  in  what  that  cooperation  must 
consist,  and  the  lack  of  cooperation  may  very  often  be  due  solely  to  the  lack 
of  means  to  render  it,  and,  nevertheless,  should  the  Act  be  passed,  such 
failure  would  be  punishable.  On  the  other  hand,  it  may  be  ascertained 
administratively  whether  the  lack  of  cooperation  was  due  to  negligence, 
abandonment,  or  malice  on  the  part  of  municipal  and  provincial  author- 
ities. The  law  imposes  important  duties  upon  public  officials,  the  lack 
of  compliance  with  which  was  not  made  subject  to  penalty.  The  same 
Act — No.  1760 — does  not  impose  duties,  but  it  grants  power  to  the 
Director  of  Health  for  the  suppression  of  dangerous  and  contagious 
diseases  of  animals.  If  a  penalty  were  imposed  upon  provincial  and 
municipal  officials  for  lack  of  cooperation  with  the  Director  of  the  Bureau 
of  Agriculture  in  the  suppression  of  the  diseases,  we  should  have  the 
anomaly  that  the  said  officials  would  suffer  a  penalty  to  which  the 
Director  of  Agriculture  would  not  be  subject,  although  the  latter  should 
not  exercise  on  his  part  all  the  measures  at  his  command  for  the  sup- 
pression of  the  said  diseases.  The  Philippines  Constabulary  force  is 
charged  with  providing  against  and  repressing  any  disturbance  of  order 
and  violation  of  law  and  to  proceed  to  pursue  and  arrest  the  criminals. 
However,  there  is  no  law  imposing  punishment  upon  a  member  of  the 
Philippines  Constabulary  who  fails  to  comply  with  the  said  duty.  The 
punishment  in  such  a  case  would  be  imposed  administratively.

Mr.  President  :  The  Committee  on  Matters»  Pertaining  to  the  Depart- 
ment of  Finance  and  Justice,  to  which  was  referred  on  December  3,  1908, 
for  consultation  with  the  Insular  Collector  of  Customs,  report  and  recom- 
mendation, a  resolution  of  the  Zamboanga  Chamber  of  Commerce,  favor- 
ably indorsed  by  the  legislative  council  of  the  Moro  Province,  asking  that 
foreign  vessels  be  allowed,  under  proper  customs  regulations,  to  load  lumber 
and  log  cargo  for  export  at  harbors  other  than  ports  of  entry,  has  examined 
the  same  and  has  the  honor  to  report  it  back  to  the  Commission  with  the 
following  recommendation,  viz: 

That  an  Act  be  passed  authorizing  the  Insular  Collector  of  Customs  to 
clear  a  foreign  vessel  for  any  port  of  the  Moro  Province  designated  by  him 
for  that  purpose,  under  such  conditions  and  regulations  as  he  may,  with 
the  approval  of  the  Secretary  of  Finance  and  Justice,  impose,  provided  that 
the  expenses  incident  to  the  entrance  of  a  foreign  vessel  into  such  port  shall 
be  a  charge  against  such  vessel  and  shall  be  paid  before  the  vessel  is  granted 
a  foreign  clearance. 

The  Insular  Collector  of  Customs,  to  whom  the  papers  on  the  subject 
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were  transmitted  for  remark,  states  in  his  indorsement,  among  other  things, 
the  following:  "Inasmuch  as  the  affairs  of  the  Moro  Province  are  in  the 
hands  of  the  Philippine  Commission  rather  than  the  Philippine  Legislature, 
it  is  suggested  that  the  proper  procedure  be  taken  by  that  body  to  permit 
the  loading  of  lumber  on  foreign  vessels  at  any  port  in  the  Moro  Province 
designated  for  that  purpose  by  the  Insular  Collector  of  Customs,  under 
such  rules  and  regulations  as  may  be  prescribed  by  him  and  approved  by 
the  Secretary  of  Finance  and  Justice." 

If  it  is  desired  to  favor  the  exportation  of  Philippine  lumber,  nothing 
would  further  that  object  more  than  to  facilitate  the  loading  of  such 
lumber  and  to  decrease  transportation  expenses  for  its  exportation,  and  to 
this  end  the  passage  of  the  proposed  Act  is  recommended. 

Section  110  of  the  Customs  Administrative  Act  permits  the  unloading 
from  a  foreign  vessel  of  coal,  lumber,  grain,  flour,  petroleum,  salt,  railroad 
iron,  and  other  articles  in  bulk  at  ports  other  than  a  port  of  entry.  In 
view  of  this  fact,  your  committee  sees  no  reason  why  the  petition  of  the 
Zamboanga  Chamber  of  Commerce  that  foreign  vessels  be  allowed  to  load 
lumber  and  log  cargo  in  ports  other  than  ports  of  entry  should  not  be 
granted  by  giving  the  Insular  Collector  of  Customs  authority  as  above 
recommended.  The  Commission  has  heretofore  authorized,  by  Acts  Nos. 
1160  and  1175,  the  clearance  of  foreign  vessels  for  the#ports  of  Isabela  de 
Basilan,  Legaspi,  and  Tabaco,  and  the  Attorney-General  has  held  that  foreign 
clearance  includes  the  act  of  loading  export  cargo  as  well  as  discharging 
import  cargo.

Section  1,  line  6,  strike  out  the  word  "expenses"  and  insert  in  lieu 
thereof  the  word  "expense;"  same  section  line  8,  strike  out  the  word  "paid" 
and  insert  in  lieu  thereof  the  word  "collected." 
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The  report  and  recommendation  of  the  Committee  of  the  Whole 
were  adopted.

REPORTS   OF  JOINT  LEGISLATIVE   COMMITTEE  ON  VARIOUS   MATTERS 
REFERRED   TO    THEM. 

February  1,  1909. 
To  the  honorable  Philippine  Legislature : 

The  Joint  Committee  which  acted  during  the  recess  of  the  First  Philip- 
pine Legislature,  and  to  which  was  forwarded  on  December  3,  1908,  by 
order  of  the  honorable  Speaker  of  the  Assembly,  a  resolution  of  the  as- 
sembly of  municipal  presidents  of  Batangas  requesting  that  section  25  of 
Act  No.  1147  be  amended  so  as  to  make  it  the  duty  of  municipal  treasurers 
to  give  notice  to  the  municipal  presidents  of  the  province  and  to  those  of 
adjacent  provinces,  so  that  the  latter  in  turn  communicate  the  information 
to  the  owners  of  animals  delivered  at  their  respective  treasuries,  has  con- 
sidered the  said  resolution,  and  has  the  honor  to  invite  your  attention  to 
the  following  report  of  the  Subcommittee  on  Matters  Pertaining  to  the 
Department  of  Commerce  and  Police,  to  which  the  said  resolution  was 
referred  by  indorsement:

To  the  Joint  Committee  of  the  Philippine  Legislature: 

The  Subcommittee  on  Matters  Pertaining  to  the  Department  of  Com- 
merce and  Police  renders  the  following  report  upon  the  petition  of  the 
assembly  of  municipal  presidents  of  Batangas  requesting  that  section  25 
of  Act  No.  1147  be  amended  so  as  to  make  it  the  duty  of  municipal  treas- 
urers to  forward  to  the  municipal  presidents  of  the  province  and  of  adja- 
cent provinces  notice  of  all  estrays  and  all  animals  recovered  from  thieves 
or  taken  from  persons  unlawfully  in  the  possession  of  the  same. 

This  subcommittee  earnestly  recommends  the  proposed  amendment,  for 
the  reason  that  it  must  redound  to  the  benefit  of  the  owners  of  animals, 
and  suggests  that  the  corresponding  amending  Act  be  promptly  drafted  by 
the  proper  committee.

To  the  Honorable  the  Philippine  Legislature  : 

The  Joint  Committee  which  acted  during  the  recess  of  the  First  Phil- 
ippine Legislature,  and  to  which  was  referred  on  October  9,  1908,  by  order 
of  the  honorable  President  of  the  Commission,  a  proposal  of  the  Honorable 
Hermenegildo  Villanueva,  provincial  governor  of  Oriental  Negros,  to  amend 
section  11  of  Act  No.  1780,  in  the  sense  that  the  senior  inspector  of  the 
Constabulary  in  the  provinces  shall  not  intervene  in  the  matter  of  firearms 
applications,  has  examined  the  said  proposal  and  has  the  honor  to  invite 
the  attention  of  the  Legislature  to  the  following  report  of  the  Subcommittee 
on  Matters  Pertaining  to  the  Department  of  Commerce  and  Police,  to  which 
the  same  was  indorsed: 

January  29,  1909. 
To  the  Joint  Committee  of  the  Philippine  Legislature: 

There  was  referred  to  the  Subcommittee  on  Matters  Pertaining  to  the 
Department  of  Commerce  and  Police  a  proposed  amendment  of  section  11 
of  Act  No.  1780,  presented  before  the  last  assembly  of  governors  and 
referred  to  the  permanent  committee,  the  text  of  which  is  as  follows: 

"Strike  out  the  words  'to  the  senior  inspector  of  Constabulary  of  the 
province'  and  the  words  as  far  as  where  it  says  'and  forward  the  applica- 
tion,' which  appears  in  the  eighth,  ninth,  and  tenth  lines  of  the  said  section 
11. 

"Strike  out  the  words  'the  senior  inspector  of  Constabulary,'  which  ap- 
pear in  the  twenty-first  line  of  the  said  section  11,  substituting  them  by 
the  following  words:  'the  provincial  governor  who  shall  have  authority  to 
send  to  the  senior  inspector  of  Constabulary  of  the  province  a  memorandum 
of  all  the  approved  firearms  licenses  for  the  proper  registration';  so  that 
the  said  section,  when  amended,  shall  read  in  the  following  manner: 

"  'Sec.  11.  An  application  for  a  personal  license  to  possess  firearms  and 
ammunition,  as  herein  provided  for,  made  by  a  resident  of  the  city  of 
Manila,  shall  be  directed  to  the  chief  of  police  of  said  city,  and  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  chief  of  police  to  forward  the  application  to  the  Governor- 
General  with  his  recommendation.  Any  such  application  made  by  a 
resident  of  a  province  shall  be  directed  to  the  governor  of  the  province  who 
shall  make  his  recommendations  thereon  and  shall  forward  the  application, 
through  official  channels,  to  the  Governor-General,  who  may  approve  or 
disapprove  any  such  application,  and,  in  the  event  of  approval,  the  papers 
shall  be  transmitted  to  the  Director  of  Constabulary  with  instructions  to 
issue  the  license  as  hereinbefore  provided.  The  Director  of  Constabulary, 
upon  receiving  and  approving  the  bond  or  receiving  the  certificate  of  deposit 
duly  indorsed  to  the  order  of  the  Insular  Treasurer,  shall  issue  the  license 
for  the  time  fixed  for  such  license,  as  hereinafter  provided,  and  the  Director 
of  Constabulary  shall  transmit  the  license  to  the  applicant  and  shall  notify 
the  chief  of  police  of  the  city  of  Manila,  if  the  applicant  resides  in  Manila, 
otherwise  the  provincial  governor,  who  shall  have  authority  to  send  to  the 
senior  inspector  of  Constabulary  of  the  province  a  memorandum  of  all  the 
approved  firearms  licenses  for  the  proper  registration  of  the  province  in 
which  the  applicant  resides.     The  Director  of  Constabulary  shall  file  the 
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certificate  of  deposit  in  his  office.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  officers 
through  whom  applications  for  licenses  to  possess  firearms  are  transmitted 
to  expedite  the  same/  " 

After  consideration  of  the  preceding  amendment,  the  subcommittee 
deduces  therefrom  that  apparently  the  chief  purpose  of  the  amendment  is 
to  vest  greater  prestige  and  authority,  free  from  improper  mistrust,  in  the 
executive  heads  of  the  provinces,  who,  as  such,  should  enjoy  the  absolute 
confidence  of  the  Government. 

The  recommendation  of  the  provincial  governors  in  this  matter,  as  in 
other  matters,  should  be  good  attest  or  at  least  should  be  sufficient  without 
the  necessity  of  another  recommendation,  which,  as  a  kind  of  ratification, 
the  law  requires  of  the  senior  inspector  of  Constabulary — a  recommendation 
or  ratification  which  is,  to  a  certain  degree,  humiliating  and  reproachful, 
coming  from  an  official  inferior  to  the  provincial  governor  in  official  rank. 

Moreover,  by  abolishing  the  said  requisite,  the  procedure  to  be  followed 
in  the  matter  of  applications  for  the  possession  of  firearms  is  abbreviated, 
the  promptness  and  facility  in  the  dispatch  of  which  is  clearly  recommended 
by  the  same  Act. 

By  reason  of  all  these  considerations,  the  Subcommittee  on  Matters 
Pertaining  to  the  Department  of  Commerce  and  Police  believes  the  adoption 
of  the  said  amendment  to  be  advisable  and  recommends  it  to  the  Permanent 
Committee  of  the  Legislature  in  order  that  it  may  be  proposed  at  the  next 
session  of  the  same.

Tomás  Aréjola,  writer  of  report. 

The  foregoing  report  having  been  placed  before  the  committee  for  con- 
sideration, the  latter,  at  its  session  of  January  29,  1909,  decided  to  leave  the 
Act  just  as  it  is  at  the  present  time.

To  the  honorable  Philippine  Legislature: 

The  Joint  Committee  which  acted  during  the  recess  of  the  first  Philippine 
Legislature,  and  to  which  were  referred  on  September  15,  1908,  by  order 
of  the  honorable  President  of  the  Commission,  the  resolutions  adopted  by 
the  convention  of  municipal  presidents  of  Capiz  at  its  session  of  June  3, 
1908,  relative  to  (1)  postponement  to  September  30  of  the  period  fixed 
for  the  payment  without  penalty  of  the  cédula  tax;  (2)  that  the  office  of 
teniente  de  barrio  be  obligatory,  and  that,  in  the  event  of  there  being  no 
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qualified  electors  in  any  barrio,  the  council  may  appoint  any  fit  person;  (3) 
that  one-half  the  road  and  bridge  tax  be  returned  to  the  municipalities, 
to  be  expended  therein;  and  (4)  that  municipalities  of  the  first  class  be 
permitted  to  apply  65  per  cent,  those  of  the  second  class  70  per  cent,  and 
those  of  the  third  class  75  per  cent  of  the  total  amount  of  their  annual 
receipts  to  the  payment  of  the  salaries  of  municipal  employees  of  all 
classes,  has  examined  the  resolutions,  and  has  the  honor  to  invite  your 
attention  to  the  following  report  of  the  Subcommittee  on  Matters  Pertaining 
to  the  Executive  Department  and  Department  of  Public  Instruction,  to 
which  the  same  were  referred,  which  said  report  was  adopted  by  the 
committee  at  its  session  of  January  31,  1909,  adjournment  from  that  held 
on  the  29th  of  the  same  month: 

*  January  30,  1909. 
To  the  Joint  Committee  of  the  Philippine  Legislature: 

Your  subcommittee  has  the  honor  to  report  upon  several  resolutions 
adopted  by  the  convention  of  municipal  presidents  of  Capiz,  June  3,  1908, 
and  forwarded  to  this  subcommittee  on  the  28th  day  of  this  present  month. 

First  resolution: 

"To  postpone  to  December  30,  1908,  the  period  fixed  for  the  payment 
without  penalty  of  the  cédula  tax." 

It  is  the  sense  of  the  subcommittee,  and  it  therefore  recommends,  that 
upon  the  resolution  as  drafted  no  action  should  be  taken,  because  by  post- 
poning the  .period  set  for  the  payment  without  penalty  of  the  cédula  tax  an 
injustice  would  be  committed  against  those  persons  who  have  paid  the 
penalty,  and  good  reason  would  be  given  for  delay  in  the  future  in  the 
payment  of  the  cédula  tax,  inasmuch  as  the  later  such  payment  -should  be 
made  the  stronger  would  be  the  hope  that  some  legislation  might  be  enacted 
remitting  the  penalty. 

It  is  true  that  on  May  13  of  last  year  the  Legislature  passed  Act  No. 
1821  postponing  the  period  for  the  payment  without  penalty  of  the  cédula 
tax ;  but  it  is  to  be  borne  in  mind  that  the  said  Act  redounded  to  the  benefit 
only  of  such  provinces  as  had  adopted  the  double  cédula  tax,  and  the  reason 
for  the  adoption  of  such  measure  was  that  the  payment  without  penalty 
of  the  double  cédula  was  equivalent  to  the  payment  with  penalty  of  the  1*1 
cédula.     So  that,  in  the  last  analysis,  taxation  was  equitably  distributed. 

On  the  other  hand,  said  Act  No.  1821  empowered  provincial  boards  to 
postpone,  in  their  discretion,  the  period  for  the  payment  without  penalty 
of  the  double  cédula  tax,  such  discretional  power  being  based  upon  the 
consideration  that  the  provincial  boards  that  had  adopted  such  tax  might 
have  undertaken  public  works  the  cost,  completion,  and  maintenance  of 
which  were  to  be  paid  for  out  of  half  of  the  amount  received  from  the 
double  cédula  tax  and  out  of  any  penalties  which  might  be  collected. 

Second  resolution: 

"That  the  office  of  teniente  de  barrio  be  made  obligatory,  and  that  in 
default  of  a  qualified  elector  in  any  barrio,  the  councilor  be  authorized  to 
name  a  fit  person." 

The  subcommittee  suggests  that  this  resolution  be  not  considered,  believ- 
ing it  to  be  to  a  certain  extent  prejudicial  to  the  liberty  of  the  individual, 
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or  a  possible  source,  at  least,  of  great  abuses.  It  is  conceivable  that  the 
Municipal  Code  should  have  declared  elective  offices  to  be  obligatory,  inas- 
much as  the  suffrage  is  in  its  essence  nothing  else  than  the  popular  mandate 
conveyed  through  the  will  of  the  majority;  but  the  same  can  not  be  said 
of  appointive  offices,  because  the  purpose  of  this  method  of  securing 
officials  is  to  bring  about  harmony  and  good  order  in  the  conduct  of  the 
administration,  a  result  which  could  not  be  achieved  from  the  moment  in 
which  the  office  should  be  forced  upon  the  man.  It  is  to  be'  noted,  further- 
more, that  obligatory  acceptance  is  to  be  understood  as  referring  only  to 
honorary  positions  the  discharge  of  whose  duties  does  not  require  the 
entire  time  of  the  individual,  and  that  the  governments  which  have  declared 
such  offices  obligatory  have  from  time  to  time  provided  that  certain  excuses 
should  be  sufficient  to  exempt  one  from  performing  the  service  or  discharging 
the  duties  of  the  office,  or  that  exemption  from  the  obligation  could  be 
secured  upon  payment  of  a  fine,  which,  in  the  majority  of  cases,  is  insignifi- 
cant. 

During  the  former  regime,  the  office  of  cabeza  de  barangay  or  cuadrillero, 
which  was  obligatory,  constituted,  almost  invariably,  a  sure  means  of 
injuring  those  persons  in  whom  the  governing  authority  {principalia) ,  or 
its  members,  saw  business,  industrial,  or  agricultural  competitors  of  their 
own.  For  this  reason  the  said  office  was,  or  became,  a  highly  hateful  one. 
This  very  thing  would  occur,  and  even  with  greater  reason  and  frequency, 
if,  in  addition  to  being  unpaid,  the  office  of  teniente  de  barrio  should  be 
made  obligatory,  because  the  law  provides  that  the  teniente  de  barrio  shall 
be  subject  to  the  immediate  orders  of  the  councilor  naming  him. 

The  second  part  of  the  resolution,  namely,  that  in  default  of  a  qualified 
elector  in  any  barrio  the  councilor  may  appoint  any  fit  and  worthy  person 
(meaning  by  this  any  person  who  is  not  a  qualified  elector,  but  who  is 
trustworthy  or  possessed  of  a  certain  degree  of  fitness  for  the  office ) , 
suggests  the  idea  that  there  are  barrios  the  residents  of  which,  though 
possessing  the  required  capacity,  make  no  effort  to  qualify  themselves  legally 
as  electors,  as  it  is  incredible  that  in  any  barrio,  no  matter  how  insignifi- 
cant, there  should  not  be  at  least  one  person  possessing  the  necessary 
requirements  to  be  a  qualified  elector.  But  upon  the  supposition  that  no 
one  is  willing  to  accept  the  office  of  teniente  de  barrio,  and  that  this  ab- 
normal state  of  affairs  is  general,  the  conclusion  to  be  drawn  is  that  the 
institution  has  fallen  into  desuetude,  and,  consequently,  that  it  should  be 
abolished  and  be  substituted  by  some  other  more  in  harmony  with  the  con- 
ditions at  present  prevailing  in  pueblos  and  barrios;  and  in  case  there  are 
barrios  none  of  the  residents  of  which  is  possessed  of  the  requirements  to 
be  a  qualified  elector,  the  most  advisable  course  would  be  to  merge  them 
with  other  barrios  which  are  in  a  position  to  avail  themselves  of  the  benefits 
of  a  system  which,  as  is  well  known,  has  its  basis  in  liberal  principles  and 
institutions. 

Third  resolution: 

"That  one-half  of  the  road  and  bridge  tax  be  returned  to  the  munici- 
palities to  be  expended  therein. " 
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The  subcommittee  suggests  that  it  be  not  recommended  to  the  Legisla- 
ture, because  in  the  absence  of  any  well-founded  or  at  least  known  reason, 
its  tendency  is  to  diminish  the  resources  peculiar  to  the  provincial  govern- 
ments. 

Fourth  resolution: 

"That  municipalities  of  the  first  class  be  authorized  to  apply  65  per  cent 
of  the  amount  of  their  total  annual  revenue  to  the  payment  of  the  salaries 
of  the  officials  and  employees  of  the  municipality;  if  of  the  second  class, 
70  per  cent;  and  those  of  the  third  class  75  per  cent." 

This  resolution  proposes,  in  the  opinion  of  the  subcommittee,  an  amend- 
ment to  section  1  of  Act  No.  1691,  which  regulates  the  salaries  of  municipal 
functionaries  in  proportion  to  the  importance  and  class  of  the  respective 
municipalities. 

It  is  evident  at  a  glance  that  the  convention  of  municipal  presidents  of 
Capiz  proposes  to*  devote  the  major  portion  of  the  revenue  to  the  payment 
of  remuneration  and  salaries.  It  is  possible  that  the  revenues  of  certain 
of  the  municipalities,  such,  for  example,  as  Capiz,  are  so  inconsiderable  that 
their  functionaries  are  not  well  paid,  but  good  government  demands  that 
whatever  be  the  sum  of  the  charges  or  taxes  which  are  borne  by  the  people, 
the  latter  are  entitled  to  a  reasonable  return  therefor  in  service  and  public 
improvements,  which  would  not  happen  were  the  municipalities  empowered 
to  expend  the  revenue  in  the  payment  of  salaries  in  the  proportion  as  set 
out  in  the  resolution. 

For  the  foregoing  reasons,  the  subcommittee  recommends  that  the  fore- 
going resolutions  be  not  considered.

Amending  Act  Numbered  Seven  hundred  and 
nine  as  amended  by  Acts  Numbered  Seven  hundred  and  sixty  and  Eleven 
hundred  and  sixty-nine,  so  as  to  prohibit  the  traffic  in  intoxicating  liquors 
within  one  mile  of  the  United  States  miltary  reservation  known  as  Camp 
Downes  in  the  Province  of  Leyte,  and  authorizing  the  Governor-General  to 
forbid,  by  proclamation,  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors  within  certain 
distances  of  United  States  military  reservations  hereafter  established. 

Tie  bill  was  read  the  third  time. 

The  question  then  being  upon  its  passage,  the  roll  was  called  and 
Commission  Bill  No.  74  was  unanimously  passed. 

Commissioner  Araneta  moved  to  amend  the  title  to  read  as 
follows : 

An  Act  to  amend  Act  Numbered  Seven  hundred  and  nine,  as  amended, 
by  authorizing  the  Governor -General  to  extend  said  Act  or  any  part  thereof 
by  proclamation  to  any  military  or  naval  reservation  or  to  any  place  or 
premises  within  a  distance  not  exceeding  two  miles  of  any  such  reservation.

Commission  Bill  No.  94.  An  Act  to  amend  section  one  hundred  and 
twenty  of  Act  Numbered  Eleven  hundred  and  eighty-nine,  entitled  "The 
Internal  Revenue  Law  of  Nineteen  hundred  and  four,"  by  limiting  the 
exemption  of  civilian  employees  of  the  Army  and  Navy  of  the  United  States 
from  the  payment  of  the  cédula  tax  to  those  in  the  permanent  employment 
of  the  War  or  Navy  Departments  of  the  United  States  who  were  not 
resident  in  the  Islands  before  their  employment  in  such  service  but  were 
brought  to  the  Islands  for  the  purpose  of  such  employment,  and  amending 
section  one  hundred  and  twenty-six  of  said  Act  by  providing  that  upon 
reinsurance  by  a  company  which  has  already  effected  the  insurance  and  paid 
the  tax,  no  further  tax  shall  becomes  due. 

The  bill  was  read  the  third  time  in  full,  as  amended. 
Commissioner   Araneta   moved   the   adoption   of   the   following 
amendment : 

Section  1,  page  1,  line  4,  after  the  word  "eighty-nine"  and  before  the 
words  "as  amended"  insert  the  words  "entitled  'The  Internal  Revenue  Law 
of  Nineteen  hundred  and  four/  " 

The  motion  prevailed. 

The  question  then  being  upon  its  passage,  the  roll  was  called  and 
Commission  Bill  No.  94  was  unanimously  passed,  as  amended.

An  Act  authorizing  the  Insular  Collector  of 
Customs  to  clear  foreign  vessels  for  any  port  of  the  Moro  Province  des- 
ignated by  him  for  that  purpose,  under  such  conditions  and  regulations 
as  he  may,  with  the  approval  of  the  Secretary  of  Finance  and  Justice, 
impose.

REPORT  OF   SELECT   COMMITTEE. 

[Committee  Report  No.  125.] 

April  21,  1909. 
Mb.  President:  Your  select  committee  of  two,   to  which  was  recom- 
mitted on  April  16,  1909,  for  revision,  Commission  Bill  No.  93,  entitled 
"An  Act  authorizing  the  establishment  of  a  polarization  office  in  the  city  of 
Iloilo,  Province  of  Iloilo,  to  determine  the  classification  of. sugar  in  the 
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markets  of  the  Islands  of  Panay  and  Negros/'  has  examined  the  same  and 
has  the  honor  to  report  it  back  to  the  Commission  with  the  following  re- 
commendation, viz:  That  the  bill  be  amended  by  striking  out  all  after  the 
enacting  clause  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  following: 

"Section  1.  The  Secretary  of  the  Interior  is  hereby  authorized  to  estab- 
lish a  sugar-testing  laboratory  in  the  city  of  Iloilo,  Province  of  Iloilo, 
which  shall  be  in  charge  of  an  employee  of  the  Bureau  of  Science.  This 
employee  shall  fix  and  establish,  on  or  before  the  fifteenth  day  of  November 
of  each  year,  standard  samples  of  Bugar  number  one,  number  two,  number 
three,  superior  damp,  and  current  of  Iloilo,  which  shall  govern  as  herein- 
after provided  during  the  twelve  months  immediately  following  said  fif- 
teenth of  November. 

"Sec.  2.  In  fixing  and  establishing  these  samples,  the  employee  in  charge 
of  the  sugar-testing  laboratory  shall  take  into  account  the  degrees  of  polar- 
ization, the  color,  the  hygrometric  state,  the  granulation  and  the  crystal- 
lization fixed  by  the  merchants  of  Iloilo,  and  accepted  in  the  markets 
where  Philippine  sugar  is  sold,  so  far.  as  they  are  known  to  him.  Merchants 
may  send  portions  of  the  classified  samples  of  sugar  which  they  receive 
from  markets  in  which  Philippine  sugar  is  sold  to  aid  him  in  correctly 
fixing  and  establishing  standard  samples,  but  failure  to  receive  such  samples 
from  merchants  shall  not  operate  to  prevent  the  employee  in  charge  of  the 
sugar-testing  laboratory  from  fixing  and  establishing  standard  samples  of 
the  different  classes  of  sugar. 

"Sec.  3.  It  shall  further  be  the  duty  of  the  employee  in  charge  of  the 
sugar-testing  laboratory  to  correctly  classify  all  samples  of  sugar  that  may 
be  delivered  to  the  sugar-testing  laboratory  for  classification  by  any  person. 
In  cases  of  dispute  between  contracting  parties  with  respect  to  the  classifi- 
cation of  any  sugar,  any  one  of  them  may  send  to  the  sugar-testing  labora- 
tory a  sample  of  the  said  sugar  for  its  classification.  The  result  of  the 
classification  made  by  the  employee  in  charge  of  said  laboratory  shall  be  set 
forth  in  a  certified  report  which  shall  be  transmitted  in  each  case  to  the 
person  sending  the  sample.  A  suitable  portion  of  each  sample  of  sugar,  the 
classification  of  which  shall  have  been  thus  fixed,  shall  be  deposited  in  a 
glass  container,  which  shall  be  closed  with  sealing  wax,  on  which  shall  be 
stamped  the  seal  of  the  Bureau  of  Science,  and  shall  be  properly  marked  so 
that  it  can  be  identified,  and  shall  be  transmitted  to  the  person  sending 
the   sample. 

"Sec.  4.  The  standard  samples  of  classes  of  sugar  fixed  and  established 
each  year  by  the  employee  in  charge  of  the  sugar-testing  laboratory  shall 
govern  the  classification  of  sugar  in  the  markets  of  the  Islands  of  Panay 
and  Negros  in  all  contracts  in  which,  for  the  determination  of  the  class 
of  sugar,  no  specification  was  made  of  a  special  sample,  and  in  which 
there  was  only  reference  to  class  number  one,  class  number  two,  class 
number  three,  superior  damp,  or  current  of  Iloilo. 

"Sec.  5.  In  every  case  of  dispute  between  contracting  parties  as  to  the 
class  of  sugar,  a  classification  made  by  the  employee  in  charge  of  the  sugar- 
testing  laboratory,  as  provided  in  section  three  of  this  Act,  shall  determine 
the  classification  of  the  sugar  in  question,  except  when  any  one  of  the  parties 
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shall  impugn  the  classification  made  by  the  said  employee  and  shall  prove 
that  it  is  incorrect. 

"Sec.  6.  Subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  the 
Director  of*  the  Bureau  of  Science  is  hereby  authorized  to  fix  charges  for 
the  determination  of  the  degrees  of  polarization  of  sugar,  and  for  the  deter- 
mination of  its  color,  its  hygrometric  state,  its  granulation,  and  its  crystal- 
lization: Provided,  That  the  charges  so  fixed  shall  not  exceed  the  actual 
cost  to  the  Government  of  performing  the  work. 

"Sec.  7.  The  employee  in  charge  of  the  sugar-testing  laboratory  may 
make  analyses  of  sugar  canes,  of  bagasse,  or  of  mill  juices,  or  may  make 
other  similar  chemical  investigations  for  private  persons.  The  scale  of 
charges  for  all  such  work  shall  be  fixed  by  the  Director  of  the  Bureau  of 
Science,  with  the  approval  of-  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior. 

"Sec.  8.  The  employee  in  charge  of  the  sugar -testing  laboratory  may 
carry  on  such  investigations  as  may  be  practicable  relative  to  means  which 
may  advantageously  be  employed  in  improving  the  quality  of  Philippine 
sugar,  and  the  Director  of  the  Bureau  of  Science  shall  from  time  to  time 
make  the  results  of  such  investigations  known  for  the  benefit  of  sugar 
producers. 

"Sec.  9.  There  is  hereby  appropriated  for  the  Bureau  of  Science,  out  of 
any  funds  in  the  Insular  Treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated,  for  salaries 
and  wages  of  employees  at  the  sugar-testing  laboratory  at  Iloilo;  for  rental 
of  quarters  for  said  laboratory;  for  its  equipment,  including  the  installa- 
tion of  running  water;  and  for  other  purposes  in  connection  with  its  opera- 
tion, the  sum  of  ten  thousand  pesos,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary. 

"Sec.  10.  Payment  for  all  work  performed  at  the  sugar-testing  labora- 
tory shall  be  made  to  the  employee  in  charge  of  said  laboratory,  and  all 
sums  received  in  payment  for  work  therein  performed  shall  be  accounted  for 
as  cash  receipts  of  the  Bureau  of  Science  under  such  rules  as  the  Insular 
Auditor  may  prescribe. 

"Sec  11.  This  Act  shall  take  effect  on  July  first,  nineteen  hundred  and 
nine."

Committee  on  Matters  Pertaining  to  the  Department  of  Commerce 
and  Police,  for  report  and  recommendation. 

THIRD   READING    FILE. 

On  motion  by  Commissioner  Gilbert,  Commission  Bill  No.  98, 
entitled  "An  Act  amending  sections  twenty-two,  twenty-seven, 
thirty-one,  and  thirty-two  of  Act  Numbered  Seventeen  hundred  and 
sixty-one,  commonly  known  and  referred  to  as  The  Opium  Act/ 
by  providing  for  the  disposition  of  unclaimed  property  seized  for 
the  violation  of  said  Act  and  of  all  amounts  collected  since  March 
first,  nineteen  hundred  and  eight,  or  hereafter  on  account  of  fines 
imposed  and  compromises  effected  under  the  provisions  of  said  Act, 
increasing  the  penalties  for  the  violation  of  sections  thirty-one  and 
thirty-two  thereof,  and  for  other  purposes, "  postponed  to  this  date, 
was  taken  up  and  considered. 

Commissioner  Gilbert  moved  the  adoption  of  the  following 
amendment : 

Strike  out  section  2  and  insert  in  lieu  thereof  the  following: 

"Sec.  2.  Section  twenty-six  of  said  Act  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as 
follows: 

"  'The  registration  tax  required  to  be  paid  by  this  Act  shall  be  covered 
into  the  treasury  of  the  municipality,  township,  or  settlement  in  which 
collected,  or  if  collected  in  the  city  of  Manila,  then  into  the  Insular  Treas- 
ury to  the  credit  of  said  city,  and  shall  be  deposited  and  disposed  of  as 
are  all  other  deposits  to  the  general  fund  of  said  municipalities,  townships, 
settlements,  or  city  of  Manila,  as  the  case  may  be. 

"  'The  license  tax  and  the  internal-revenue  tax  required  to  be  paid  by 
this  Act,  except  license  taxes  upon  wholesale  dealers  and  opium  dispensaries, 
and  all  fines  imposed  by  virtue  of  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  Act  shall 
be  covered  into  the  Insular  Treasury  and  shall  constitute  a  special  fund  to 
be  devoted  solely  to  the  following  purposes: 

"  Tirst.  The  printing  and  dissemination  among  the  people  of  informa- 
tion as  to  the  evils  resulting  from  the  use  of  opium ; 
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"  Second.  The  payment  of  the  reasonable  expenses,  in  some  reputable 
hospital,  of  those  desiring  to  cure  themselves  of  the  opium  habit; 

"  'Third.  The  payment  of  salaries  of  Filipinos  who  have  been  appointed 
Insular  teachers; 

"  'Fourth.  The  construction  of  schoolhouses  and  school  buildings  in  the 
various  municipalities  of  the  Islands:  Provided,  That  twenty-five  per 
centum  of  all  fines  imposed  by  reason  of  violations  of  this  Act  shall  be 
paid  to  the  person  who  furnished  the  original  evidence,  properly  substan- 
tiated, which  led  to  the  detection  of  the  offense  and  the  imposition  of  the 
fine.  The  name  of  the  informer  shall  be  specified  in  the  judgment  of  the 
court  when  a  conviction  is  had  in  a  court:  Provided,  That  in  all  cases  in 
which  no  fine  is  imposed  but  where  the  sentence  is  one  for  imprisonment  or 
deportation,  or  when  compromise  is  effected  as  provided  in  section  twenty- 
five  hereof,  there  shall  be  paid  to  the  informer  an  amount  approved  by  the 
Secretary  of  Finance  and  Justice,  not  exceeding  one  thousand  pesos  in  any 
one  case,  and  said  moneys  are  hereby  appropriated  for  the  purposes  of  this 
section  and  shall  be  expended  therefor  on  the  approval  of  the  Governor- 
General/  " 

Commissioner  Gilbert  thereupon  moved  that  further  consideration 
of  the  bill  be  postponed  until  the  3d  of  May,  1909,  or  the  first  day 
thereafter  that  a  regular  meeting  of  the  Commission  shall  be  held.

Mb.  President:  Your  select  committee  of  two,  to  which  was  referred 
on  April  26,  1909,  Commission  Bill  No.  100,  entitled  "An  Act  prohibiting 
slavery,  involuntary  servitude,  peonage,  or  the  sale  of  human  beings  in 
the  Philippine  Islands,"  has  examined  the  same  and  has  the  honor  to  report 
it  back  to  the  Commission  with  the  following  recommendation,  viz: 

That  the  bill  be  passed  with  the  following  amendments: 

Section  1,  page  1,  line  7,  strike  out  the  words  "compel  him  to  labor. " 

Same  section,  same  page,  line  12,  strike  out  the  words  "twenty-five" 
and  insert  in  lieu  thereof  the  words  "one  hundred." 

Section  2,  page  1,  line  15,  strike  out  the  words  "or  inveigle,"  and  on 
page  2,  section  3,  line  6,  strike  out  the  words  "or  inveiglement." 

Section  3,  page  2,  lines  6  and  7,  strike  out  the  words  "and  that  such 
person  was  fully  informed  of  his  legal  rights." 

Section  4,  page  2,  line  13,  strike  out  the  words  "twenty-five"  and  insert 
in  lieu  thereof  the  words  "one  hundred." 

Your  committee  is  entirely  in  favor  of  the  spirit  of  the  bill  to  protect 
the  liberty  and  dignity  of  persons  and  to  remedy  the  abuses  that  exist  at 
the  present  time  in  the  Islands. 

The  reason  for  the  first  amendment  is  principally  that  under  the  provi- 
sions of  the  bill  as  drafted  there  might  be  comprised  therein  cases  entirely 
legitimate.  There  exists  in  many  parts  of  the  Islands  the  custom  on  the 
part  of  the  poorer  class  to  engage  themselves  to  render  service  in  considera- 
tion of  sums  of  money  paid  in  advance.  Your  committee  considers  that  in 
such  cases  there  is  nothing  more  legitimate  than  that  such  persons  should 
render  the  service  agreed  upon  for  the  period  for  which  they  have  received 
payment.  Otherwise  the  majority  of  such  persons  could  not  be  compelled 
to  fulfill  their  obligations  and  their  employers  would  be  liable  to  prosecu- 
tion under  the  provisions  of  the  bill.  Thus  would  be  encouraged  abuses  on 
the  part  of  farm  laborers  working  under  the  share  system  and  the  em- 
ployees of  work  shops,  who  are  generally  concerned  in  such  cases.  In  the 
opinion  of  your  committee  the  words  "hold  him  to  servitude"  cover  entirely 
all  cases  sought  to  be  covered  by  the  words  "compel  him  to  labor." 

The  amendment  of  sections  1  and  4  by  increasing  the  fine  for  violations 
of  the  provisions  of  the  bill  is  deemed  advisable  for  the  reason  that  the 
minimum  amount  is  thought  to  be  too  small  for  an  offense  of  this  nature. 

The  third  amendment,  striking  out  the  words  "or  inveigle"  and  "or 
inveiglement,"  is  for  the  reason  stated  in  the  Commission  on  the  first 
reading  of  the  bill,  namely,  that  it  would  give  opportunities  for  prosecu- 
tions for  reasons  not  contemplated  by  the  bill. 

With  reference  to  the  fourth  amendment,  your  committee  does  not  con- 
sider that  there  is  any  obligation  on  the  part  of  one  person  to  inform 
another  of  his  legal  rights.     It  is  the  duty  of  every  person  to  know  his 
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legal  rights,  and  this  obligation  ought  not  to  be  imposed  on  the  person 
supposed  to  have  restrained  another  or  compelled  him  to  render  service. 
Furthermore,  it  would  be  very  difficult  to  prove  that  a  person  had  been 
duly  informed  of  his  legal  rights. 

Your  committee  has  information  of  one  instance  where  a  Negrito  child 
was  purchased  for  the  purpose  of  educating  and  protecting  it,  and  it  has 
the  honor  to  submit  to  the  Commission  for  its  consideration,  without  recom- 
mendation, the  insertion  after  the  words  "any  human  being"  in  line  10, 
page  2,  the  words  "for  the  purpose  of  holding  such  person  in  servitude 
or  for  any  other  purpose  than  that  of  education  and  protection."  It  is 
not  thought  advisable  by  your  committee  to  subject  a  person  to  prosecu- 
tion under  this  law  for  an  act  done  for  a  good  purpose.

Whoever  shall  compel  another  person,  against  his  will,  to  render 
labor  or  services  in  payment  of  a  preexisting  debt,  or  whoever  shall  accept 
labor  or  services  performed  under  such  compulsion,  with  knowledge  of  that 
fact,  shall  upon  conviction  thereof,  be  punished  by  imprisonment  for  not 
less  than  three  months  nor  more  than  five  years,  or  by  a  fine  of  not  less 
than  ten  pesos  nor  more  than  one  thousand  pesos,  or  by  both  such  impris- 
onment and  fine  in  the  discretion  of  the  court." 

The  report  and  recommendation  of  the  Committee  of  the  Whole 
were  adopted.

Whenever  the  public  interest  so  requires,  or  when  such 
measure  is  for  the  benefit  of  the  public  service,  the  Governor-General  may, 
with  the  consent  of  the  Philippine  Commission  in  executive  session  first  had, 
direct  that  any  unexpended  balance  of  the  appropriation  for  any  Bureau, 
Office,  or  branch  of  the  Government,  or  for  any  other  purpose,  shall  be  re- 
turned in  whole  or  in  part  to  the  general  fund  of  the  Insular  Treasury; 
or  he  may,  with  like  consent,  transfer  to  the  credit  of  any  Bureau,  Office, 
or  branch  of  the  Government  any  part  of  the  funds  appropriated  for  any 
Bureau,  Office,  or  branch  of  the  Government  during  the  previous  fiscal 
year  which  has  been  returned  to  the  general  fund  of  the  Insular  Treasury, 
and  the  funds  so  transferred  may  immediately  be  expended  by  the  Bureau, 
Office,  or  branch  of  the  Government  to  which  they  have  been  transferred, 
in  the  same  manner  as  if  they  had  originally  been  appropriated  for  said 
Bureau,  Office,  or  branch  of  the  Government:  Provided,  That  such  transfers 
shall  not  increase  the  total  sum  appropriated  for  current  expenses  in  any 
fiscal  year." 

The  report  and  recommendation  of  the  Committee  of  the  Whole 
were  adopted  by  unanimous  vote. 

Commissioner  Forbes  moved  that  the  bill  be  considered  urgent 
under  the  provisions  of  Eule  XIV,  Eules  of  the  Commission,  and 
read  the  third  time  in  full.

THIRD   READING   OF   BILLS. 

Assembly  Bill  No.  330.  An  Act  amending  subsection  (a)  of  section 
nineteen  of  Act  Numbered  Eighty-two,  known  as  "The  Municipal  Code," 
by  providing  that  a  councilor  shall  discharge  the  duties  of  the  municipal 
president  in  case  of  the  absence  or  temporary  inability  of  the  municipal 
president  and  vice-president,  under  certain  conditions. 

Commissioner  Gilbert  moved  that  the  bill  be  recommitted  to  the 
Committee  on  Matters  Pertaining  to  the  Department  of  Finance 
and  Justice  with  instructions  to  revise  the  form  thereof  so  that  the 
compensation  of  the  councilor  acting  as  president  shall  appear  in 
its  proper  place  in  the  law,  as  amended. 

The  motion  prevailed. 

Ordered,  That  the  bill  be  recommitted  accordingly. 

Assembly  Bill  No.  305.  Aji  Act  authorizing  the  Governor-General  to 
convey  or  lease  to  the  provinces  and  municipalities  the  private  property 
of  the  Insular  Government. 

The  bill  was  read  the  third  time. 
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The  question  then  being  upon  its  passage  the  roll  was  called  and 
,        Assembly  Bill  No.  305  was  unanimously  passed,  and  the  title  was 
read  and  approved. 

The  Secretary  was  directed  to  notify  the  Assembly  thereof. 

.REPORTS  OF  STANDING  COMMITTEES. 

[Committee  Report  No.  128.] 

May  10,  1909. 

Mb.  President:  Your  Committee  on  flatters  Pertaining  to  the  Depart- 
ment of  Commerce  and  Police,  to  which  was  referred  on  April  26,  1909, 
Assembly  Bill  No.  456,  entitled  "An  Act  empowering  the  provincial  boards 
of  all  provinces  to  postpone,  in  their  discretion,  the  period  for  the  pay- 
ment without  penalty  of  the  cédula  and  land  taxes  corresponding  to  each 
year  with  certain  limitations  and  to  remit,  in  the  payment  of  the  cédula 
tax,  the  penalty  corresponding  to  public  works,  under  certain  limitations," 
has  examined  the  same  and  has  the  honor  to  report  it  back  to  the  Com- 
mission with  the  following  recommendation,  viz: 

The  cédula  law  provides  that  on  the  election  of  the  individual  con- 
cerned the  tax  may  be  worked  out  on  the  road  instead  of  being  paid 
in  cash.  Under  these  circumstances  the  undersigned  can  see  no  possible 
hardship  in  forcing  the  payment  of  the  cédula  tax  at  a  certain  date, 
because  if  the  financial  condition  of  the  individuals  of  a  province  is  such 
that  they  can  not  find  the  necessary  money  to  pay,  they  can  work  their 
taxes  out  on  the  roads.  Every  postponement  of  the  date  of  the  payment 
of  taxes  works  hardship  in  the  long  run.  People  do  not  believe  in  the 
laws,  and  come  to  think  that  all  they  have  to  do  is  to  say  that  it  is 
difficult  for  them  to  pay  in  order  to  get  a  postponement.  The  result  of 
the  postponement  of  the  date  last  year  has  been  that  everybody  has  waited 
expecting  another  postponement  to  be  made.  If  there  is  to  be  any  re- 
spect for  law  there  should  be  respect  for  the  fixity  of  the  law,  and  the 
undersigned  is  strongly  opposed  to  the  adoption  of  the  bill  of  the  Assembly. 
It  has  come,  however,  to  the  attention  of  your  Committee  that  before 
leaving  the  Islands,  Governor-General  Smith  made  representation  to  mem- 
bers of  the  Assembly  that  he  would  use  his  influence  to  have  a  general 
suspension  of  the  time  for  the  collection  of  the  cédula  tax  until  June  15, 
1909,  for  this  year  only,  and  that  he  caused  orders  to  be  issued  to  the 
provincial  treasurers  not  to  enforce  the  collection  of  the  penalty  for  non- 
payment. In  view  of  this  action  of  the  departing  Governor-General  and 
in  view  of  the  fact  that  he  has  gone,  the  undersigned  can  not  bring  himself 
to  recommend  the  repudiation  of  his  parting  advice  at  this  time,  and 
therefore  recommends  the  adoption  of  the  following  amendment  to  As- 
sembly Bill  No.  456 : 

Strike  out  all  after  the  enacting  clause  and  insert  in  lieu  thereof  the 
following: 

"Section  1.  The  period  for  the  payment,  without  penalty,  of  the  cédula 
tax  for  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  nine  in  the  city  of  Manila  and 
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in  the  provinces  organized  under  the  Provincial  Government  Act  is  hereby 
extended  to  June  fifteenth,  nineteen  hundred  and  nine,  anything  in  Article 
XII  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Law  of  Nineteen  hundred  and  four  to  the 
contrary  notwithstanding. 

"Sec.  2.  This  Act  shall  be  retroactive  and  take  effect  as  of  April  twenty- 
fourth,  nineteen  hundred  and  nine."

Mr.  President:  The  Committee  on  Appropriations,  to  which  was  re- 
ferred on  March  25,  1909,  Assembly  Bill  No.  269,  entitled  "An  Act 
establishing  obligatory  primary  instruction  in  hygiene  and  agriculture 
in  the  Government  primary  schools,  and  creating  technical  boards  for 
the  drafting  of  primers  on  hygiene  and  agriculture,  and  on  other  subjects," 
has  examined  the  same  and  has  the  honor  to  report  it  back  to  the 
Commission  with  the  following  recommendation,  viz,  that  the  law  be  not 
passed. 

The  Director  of  Education,  to  whom  this  matter  was  referred  by  the 
Governor-General  for  comment,  returned  the  same  with  the  following  in- 
dorsement : 

"Respectfully  returned  to  His  Excellency  the  Governor-General. 

"While  primary  instruction  in  hygiene  and  agriculture  is  not  at  present 
obligatory  by  law,  the  course  of  study  prescribed  by  the  Director  of 
Education  provides  for  the  giving  of  this  instruction  in  the  fourth  year 
of  the  primary  schools.  This  is  as  early  as  such  subjects  can  be  treated 
with  advantage.  Please  see  the  marked  portions  of  Circular  No.  66  here- 
with submitted.  For  giving  this  instruction  in  agriculture  we  use  an 
elementary  agriculture  which  was  prepared  by  Dr.  Copeland,  a  competent 
authority,  who  has  spent  several  years  here  in  these  Islands  and  who  has 
studied  and  taught  agriculture,  and  it  serves  the  purpose  fairly  well. 
Another  book  used  in  the  past  is  a  small  book  prepared  by  Mr.  Lyon, 
formerly  of  the  Bureau  of  Agriculture.  Copies  of  these  books  are  sub- 
mitted  herewith.

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"A  number  of  hygiene  primers  have  been  offered  this  Bureau  for 
purchase  by  publishing  companies  of  the  United  States,  and  another 
primer  of  sanitation  dealing  with  Philippine  conditions  is  now  being 
prepared.  We  have  used  in  the  past,  and  are  still  using,  Ames'  Hygiene 
for  the  Tropics,  and  another  little  book  called  Health  Chats. 

"I  do  not  favor  the  prepafation  of  text-books  as  proposed  in  this  bill. 
The  plan  has  been  repeatedly  tried  in  Commonwealths  of  the  United 
States,  and  so  far  as  I  know  has  invariably  resulted  in  poor  text-books, 
unskilled  authorship,  and  increased  cost  to  the  State  or  to  the  public. 
California  text-books  are  a  typical  illustration  of  the  unsatisfactory  attempt 
to  have  the  state  take  over  the  writing  and  publishing  of  school  texts. 
The  only  way  to  get  good  books  at  minimum  cost  is  to  put  it  on  the 
basis  of  open  competition  between  authors  and   publishing  houses." 

The  Governor-General  concurred  in  this  indorsement,  stating  that  an 
appropriation  for  the  purpose  of  preparing  special  text-books  on  hygiene 
and  agriculture  would  be  almost  a  waste  of  money. 

Your  committee  concurs  in  the  above-quoted  indorsement  and  in  the 
statement  of  the  Governor-General.  Furthermore,  your  committee  sees  no 
necessity  for  a  law  making  instruction  in  hygiene  and  agriculture  obliga- 
tory, as  it  appears  from  the  statement  of  the  Director  of  Education  that 
these  subjects  are  now  being  taught  in  the  public  schools  and  the  purpose 
of  the  law  can  be  accomplished  by  administrative  action  by  the  Secretary 
of  Public  Instruction.

Respectfully  returned  to  the  honorable,  the  Secretary  of  Finance  and 
Justice,  Manila,  P.  I.,  with  the  following  comment  and  recommendation: 

There  are  now  approximately  51,600  persons  and  firms  in  the  Philippine 
Islands  licensed  as  merchants  under  the  provisions  of  sections  139  and  140 
of  the  Internal  Revenue  Law  paying  annual  taxes  aggregating  £1,287,000. 
Sixteen  hundred  of  these  merchants  pay  each  more  than  ?80  per  year,  and 
pay  an  average  yearly  tax  of  ^320.     Fifty  thousand  merchants  pay  each

less  than  ^80  per  year,  and  pay  an  average  yearly  tax  of  ^15.50.  The 
undersigned,  from  his  knowledge  of  the  methods  of  conducting  the  business 
of  merchants  in  these  Islands  gained  in  ten  years'  experience  in  the  collec- 
tion of  taxes,  is  of  the  opinion  that  a  large  majority  of  the  1,600  merchants 
now  paying  an  average  annual  tax  of  ^320  could,  with  slight  changes  in 
their  methods  of  handling  merchandise,  be  properly  classified  as  commission 
merchants  as  defined  in  section  2  of  Assembly  Bill  No.  445.  A  large  number 
of  those  paying  over  ^80  per  annum  are  really  commission  merchants,  but 
under  the  provisions  of  existing  law  they  are  required  to  pay  the  same  taxes 
as  merchants  selling  goods  on  their  own  account.  If  all  the  1,600  merchants 
now  paying  over  ^80  per  annum  each  were  to  be  classified  as  commission 
merchants  and  required  to  pay  only  f*80  per  annum,  the  loss  in  revenue 
would  be  ^"384,000  per  year.  A  conservative  estimate  of  the  loss  by  this 
means  if  the  bill  in  question  is  enacted  into  law  is  1*200,000  per  year. 
Practically  no  increase  in  revenue  can  be  expected  from  those  merchants 
now  paying  less  than  ^80  per  year  for  the  reason  that  if  any  of  them 
are  really  commission  merchants  it  will  be  comparatively  easy  for  them 
to  so  change  their  methods  as  to  bring  themselves  within  the  definition 
of  merchants,  as  provided  in  the  Assembly  bill.  It  is  therefore  the  opinion 
of  the  undersigned  that  Assembly  Bill  No.  445,  if  enacted  into  law,  would 
reduce  the  revenues  by  an  amount  in  the  neighborhood  of  1*200,000  per  year. 
It  is  an  easy  matter  to  determine  whether  a  person  or  firm  should  be 
classified  as  a  merchandise  broker  or  as  a  merchant  under  existing  law, 
but  it  would  be  a  most  difficult  matter  to  determine  whether  a  person  or 
firm  should  be  classified  as  a  commission  merchant  or  as  a  merchant  under 
the  provisions  of  the  Assembly  bill.  The  following  ruling  under  paragraph 
2  of  section  144  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Manual  is  quoted: 

"A  merchandise  broker  is  one  who  simply  negotiates  for  the  sale  of 
merchandise,  the  contract  of  sale  and  the  delivery  of  the  goods  being  made 
by  the  principals." 

This  clearly  shows  the  distinction  between  a  merchant  and  a  broker,  but 
as  both  merchants  and  commission  merchants  in  selling  goods  make  delivery 
thereof  and  collect  therefor,  it  may  be  seen  how  very  difficult  it  would 
be  to  make  proper  classifications  under  the  Assembly  bill.  The  principal 
factor  to  be  determined  in  drawing  the  line  between  merchants  and  com- 
mission merchants  would  be  whether  goods,  wares,  and  merchandise  were 
received  by  such  merchants  on  consignment  or  were  purchased  outright. 
It  is  doubtful  whether  such  a  distinction,  as  provided  by  the  Assembly 
bill,  could  really  be  made. 

Section  3244  of  the  United  States  Revised  Statutes  provides  for  the 
payment  of  license  taxes  by  liquor  dealers,  making  no  reference  to  com- 
mission merchants.  Yet  the  following  decision  was  rendered  in  a  case 
of  sales  by  a  commission  merchant : 

"Commission  merchants  who,  at  the  request  of  foreign  correspondents, 
occasionally  purchase  liquors  in  quantity,  and  take  charge  of  shipping 
the  same,  and  either  charge  the  costs  and  their  commission  upon  their 
books  to  the  account  of  such  correspondents,  or  draw  upon  them  for  the

full  amount  of  the  purchase  price,  with  costs  and  commissions,  are  'whole- 
sale liquor  dealers.5      (Quinn  vs.  Dimond  et  al.  (1896),  72  Fed.  Rep.,  993. )" 

The  present  provisions  of  law  requiring  the  payment  of  percentage  taxes 
by  merchants  and  commission  merchants  have  recently  been  thoroughly 
clarified  by  the  Supreme  Court  decision  in  the  Gil  Hermanos  case. 

It  is  safe  to  assume  that  if  enacted  the  Assembly  bill  would  not  increase 
the  amount  of  taxes  to  be  paid  by  commission  merchants,  but  on  the  con- 
trary would  have  the  effect  of  reducing  the  taxes  now  being  paid  by  a 
large  number  of  persons  and  firms  who  are  really  commission  merchants, 
as  well  as  opening  up  an  avenue  by  which  others  could  secure  reductions  in 
their  contributions. 

In  view  of  the  estimated  loss  in  revenue  and  the  difficulties  which  it  is 
anticipated  will  be  encountered  in  the  enforcement  of  the  law  if  enacted, 
it  is  recommended  that  Assembly  Bill  No.  445  be  not  passed  by  the  Com- 
mission.

Me.  President:  The  Committee  on  Matters  Pertaining  to  the  Depart- 
ment of  the  Interior,  to  which  were  referred  on  February  2,  1908,  a  request 
of  La  Concha  Button  Factory  for  changes  in  the  Pearl-fishing  Law  and  an 
Act  for  the  preservation  and  regulation  of  sponge  fisheries,  and  on  August 
15,  1908,  Moro  Act  No.  209,  for  the  preservation  and  regulation  of  sponge 
fisheries,  has  examined  the  same  and  has  the  honor  to  report  them  back  to 
the  Commission  with  the  following  recommendation,  viz: 

There  can  be  no  doubt  as  to  the  necessity  for  enactment  at  an  early 
date  of  legislation  calculated  to  protect  the  pearl  and  sponge  fisheries  so 
that  the  rapid  depletion  of  pearl  and  sponge  beds  which  has  occurred  in 
other  islands  may  be  avoided  in  the  Philippines. 

There  has  been  a  radical  difference  of  opinion  among  persons  interested 
as  to  how  this  end  may  best  be  brought  about,  some  persons  arguing  for 
a  close  limitation  of  the  number  of  boats  and  divers  authorized  to  be 
licensed,  while  others  have  believed  that  the  desired  end  might  best  be 
obtained  by  prohibiting  the  taking  of  undersized  pearl  oysters  and  sponges. 

Your  committee  is  strongly  of  the  opinion  that  the  latter  course  is  the 
only  wise  or  practicable  one.  There  is  no  objection  to  the  taking  of 
any  reasonable  number  of  pearl  shells  if  they  have  arrived  at  maturity. 
In  fact  if  they  are  not  taken  they  die  and  are  wasted. 

On  the  other  hand,  the  taking  of  small  growing  shells  or  sponges  is 
highly  objectionable.     Such  shells  are  of  comparatively  little  commercial 
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value  and  their  wholesale  destruction  means  the  extinction  of  the  species 
to  which  they  belong.  A  single  vessel  taking  undersized  shells  in  large 
numbers  would  do  more  harm  than  a  hundred  vessels  which  confine  them- 
selves to  the  taking  of  adult  shells. 

Your  committee  is  therefore  of  the  opinion  that  an  adequate  law  for 
the  protection  of  the  pearl  and  sponge  fisheries  must  prohibit  the  taking 
or  the  having  in  one's  possession  of  undersized  shells  or  sponges. 

The  acts  which  have  been  passed  by  the  legislative  council  of  the 
Moro  Province  have  many  good  features,  but  they  are  somewhat  loosely 
worded.  It  would  seem  that  the  council  had  been  rather  liberal  in  con- 
ferring police  powers  for  the  enforcement  of  these  acts  and  somewhat  too 
severe  in  penalizing  the  having  in  one's  possession  of  certain  kinds  of 
sponges,  without  ability  to  produce  documentary  evidence  of  their  having 
been  purchased  from  some  person  duly  licensed  to  engage  in  sponge  fishing. 

However,  it  should  be  noted  that  no  complaints  have  been  received  since 
their  passage.  Your  committee  is  of  the  opinion  that  there  should  be 
uniform  laws  on  this  subject  throughout  the  Archipelago  and  the  only 
way  in  which  this  can  be  brought  about  is  that  the  Philippine  Legislature 
should  pass  an  Act  covering  the  marine  waters  of  the  Philippines  exclusive 
of  the  Moro  Province  and  that  an  Act  identical  in  all  essential  partic- 
ulars, except  as  to  the  territory  covered,  should  be  passed  by  the  Com- 
mission for  the  marine  waters  of  the  Moro  Province. 

There  is  submitted  herewith  for  the  consideration  of  the  Commission 
a  draft  of  an  Act  regulating  the  fishing  for  shells  of  marine  mollusca  and 
for  sponges  in  all  the  marine  waters  of  the  Philippine  Islands  except 
those   of  the   Moro   Province. 

Your  committee  recommends  the  passage  of  this  Act  with  such  amend- 
ments as  the  Commission  may  deem  advisable. 

In  the  event  that  it  should  not  pass  at  this  session  of  the  Legislature, 
a  similar  Act  might  still  be  passed  by  the  Commission  and  we  should  then 
have  the  benefit  of  the  experience  of  the  authorities  of  the  Moro  Province 
in  its  administration  before  again  taking  up  the  subject.

In  most  of  the  European  countries  majority  is  fixed  at  21  years.     In 
Turkey  it  is  fixed  at  15  years,  in  Holland  and  Spain  at  23  years,  and  in 
Austria    at    24    years.     In    the    Central    American    republics    and    in    the 
United  States  it  is   fixed  at  21  years.     It  is  a  well-known  fact  that  in- 
tellectual development  in  the  Philippines  is  earlier  than  in  colder  countries, 
and  there  would   seem  to  be  no   reason  for  not   establishing  the  age  of 
majority  at  21  years  instead  of  23  years  as  at  present.

Mb.  President:  Your  select  committee  of  \v?o,  to  which  was  referred  on 
April  29,  1909,  C.  B.  No.  84,  entitled  "An  Act  amending  section  fifty-four 
of  Act  Numbered  Nine  hundred  and  twenty-six,  entitled  'The  Public  Land 
Act,'  by  more  definitely  fixing  the  period  of  occupation  of  land  acquired 
as  a  basis  for  perfecting  title  thereto,"  as  amended  by  the  Philippine  Assem- 
bly, has  examined  the  same  and  has  the  honor  to  report  it  back  to  the 
Commission  with  the  following  recommendation,  viz,  that  the  Commission 
refuse  to  concur  in  the  amendments  of  the  Assembly. 

The  «object  of  Commission  Bill  No.  84  was  to  so  amend  the  Public  Land 
Act  that  any  possible  doubt  which  might  exist  as  to  the  time  of  its 
taking  effect  in  any  province  might  not  serve  to  set  at  naught  the  ob- 
vious will  of  the  legislators  relative  to  the  date  before  which  persons  must 
have  been  in  open,  continuous,  exclusive,  and  notorious  possession  and 
occupation  of  agricultural  public  lands,  in  order  that  they  might  be  en- 
titled to  a  grant  of  the  same. 

The  amendment  made  by  the  Assembly  in  striking  out  the  words  "and 
occupation"  in  line  9  on  page  1  of  the  draft  of  the  Act  would,  if  passed, 
make  a  fundamental  change  in  the  conditions  which  the  Congress  of  the 
United  States  saw  fit  to  impose  in  order  that  grants  of  land  might  be 
made  at  all.  In  other  words  an  Act  designed  merely  to  make  more  clear 
the  will  of  the  legislators  has  been  so  modified  that  if  passed  in  its 
present  form  it  would  set  their  will  aside. 

Your  committee  therefore  recommends  that  the  Commission  refuse 
to  concur  in  the  amendments  of  the  Assembly  but  that  a  conference  be 
arranged  with  the  Assembly  with  a  view  to  ascertaining  whether  it  is 
their  opinion  that  the  clarification  proposed  to  be  made  by  Commission 
Bill  No.  84  is,  or  is  not,  in  the  interest  both  of  the  Government  and  the 
public

Ordered  filed  after  proper  acknowledgment  by  the  Secretary. 
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A  resolution  of  the  municipal  council  of  the  municipality  of 
Mariquina,  Province  of  Rizal,  adopted  on  April  30,  1909,  in  support 
of  the  Assembly  resolution  protesting  against  the  passage  of  the 
Payne  Tariff  Bill. 

Ordered  tiled. 

A  communication  dated  March  12,  1909,  addressed  to  the  Gov- 
ernor-General by  Arthur  P.  Prancis,  secretary  to  the  Trans-Missis- 
sippi Commercial  Congress  of  1909,  requesting  his  cooperation  by 
interesting  the  commercial  bodies  of  Manila  in  the  preparation  of 
a  compact  and  scientific  exhibit  and  by  naming  a  delegation  to 
attend  the  Congress,  which  communication  was  referred  by  the

The  resolution  was  thereupon  read  the  third  time  in  full. 

The  question  then  being  upon  its  passage,  Commission  Concur- 
rent Eesolution  No.  5  was  unanimously  passed,  and  the  title  was 
agreed  to. 

Ordered,  That  the  Secretary  request  the  concurrence  of  the  As- 
sembly in  the  resolution  as  passed.

Numbered  Two  hundred  and  thirty-five  of  the  legislative  council 
of  the  Moro  Province,  entitled  "An  act  appropriating  the  sum  of 
thirty-seven  thousand  seven  hundred  and  sixty-one  pesos  and  ninety- 
five  centavos,  Philippine  currency,  or  so  much,  thereof  as  may  be

twenty-five  thousand  seven  hundred  ninety-four  pesos  and   fifty 
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centavos,  Philippine  currency,  for  sundry  additional  expenses  of 
the  government  of  the  Moro  Province  for  the  fiscal  year  ending 
June  thirtieth,  nineteen  hundred  and  nine,  and  for  other  purposes," 
enacted  April  sixteenth,  nineteen  hundred  and  nine,  be  and  the 
same  hereby  is  approved.

If,  after  such  call  is  made,  the 
majority  necessary  to  form  a  quorum  is  not  obtained,  any  lesser  number 
of  councilors  assembled  may  compel  the  presence  of  absent  members;  and 
any  of  the  latter  not  having  a  good  and  sufficient  excuse  may  be  detained 
and  arrested  wherever  found,  by  an  order  of  a  majority  of  the  councilors 
so  assembled  which  shall  be  enforced  by  the  municipal  police.  Such  meetings 
shall  be  presided  over  by  the  senior  councilor.'  " 

Change  the  present  section  number  2  to  3  and  insert  as  section  2  the 
following : 

"Sec.  2.  Subsections  (e)  and  (/)  of  section  twenty-two  of  said  Act 
Numbered  Eighty-two  are  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

"'(e)  The  salary  of  the  president,  during  the  period  when  the  vice- 
president  or  a  councilor  performs  the  duties  of  president  shall  be  drawn  by 
the  vice-president,  or  the  councilor  performing  such  duties.'

words  "Negros  Occidental"  and  insert  in  lieu  thereof  the  words  "Occidental 
Negros."

Mb.  President:  I  have  the  honor  to  request  that  the  following  facts  be 
submitted  to  the  Commission: 

On  March  23,  1909,  the  Commission  adopted  the  following  resolution  on 
the  question  of  the  compromise  of  the  suit  of  the  Insular  Government 
against  Basa  and  Lopez  for  certain  real  estate  in  the  district  of  Tondo: 

"Resolved,  That  it  is  the  sense  of  the  Commission  that  the  property  in 
question  should  be  offered  to  the  occupants  at  the  assessed  value  of  the 
land  and  improvements,  less  the  assessed  value  of  the  improvements  and 
less  the  amount  paid  by  the  present  occupants  for  the  land,  and  in  the 
event  that  the  said  occupants  decline  to  accept  this  offer,  the  Government 
offer  to  pay  them  the  assessed  value  of  the  improvements  plus  the  amount 
that  they  paid  for  the  land." 

This  resolution  was  based  on  Report  No.  91  submitted  by  the  under- 
signed as  Committee  on  Matters  Pertaining  to  the  Department  of  the 
Interior.  In  this  report  it  was  recommended  "that  the  parcel  of  ground 
be  offered  to  the  present  occupants  at  the  assessed  value,  less  ^1,800,  which 
they  have  already  paid  for  it;  or  in  the  event  that  they  decline  to  purchase 
it  at  this  price,  that  the  Government  retain  the  possession  of  the  parcel 
marked  "z"  on  the  attached  map  and  sell  to  the  present  occupants  the 
parcel  marked  "s"  at  its  assessed  value  less  ^1,800,  which  the  present 
occupants  have  paid,  and  less  the  value  of  the  stone  wall  bounding  parcel 
marked  "z"  and  the  camarines  or  sheds  marked  "b"  on  the  map."

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The  sum  of  ^1,800  given  by  the  undersigned  as  the  amount  paid  for  the 
land  was  taken  from  an  indorsement  of  the  Acting  Director  of  Lands.  It 
now  appears  that  the  sum  of  ^4,000  and  not  ^1,800,  as  stated,  was  paid 
by  the  present  occupants. 

While  under  the  resolution  above  quoted  an  offer  by  the  Director  of 
Lands  of  the  property  at  the  assessed  value  of  the  land  and  improvements 
less  the  assessed  value  of  the  improvements  and  less  ^4,000,  or  to  purchase 
their  rights  at  F10,00U,  being  the  assessed  value  of  the  improvements  plus 
1^4,000,  would  be  in  conformity  with  the  resolution  of  the  Commission 
above  quoted,  the  undersigned  feels,  that  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the 
resolution  of  the  Commission  was  based  upon  the  facts  stated  in  the  report 
of  the  Committee  on  Matters  Pertaining  to  the  Department  of  the  Interior, 
the  question  should  again  be  submitted  to  the  Commission  before  the  offer 
is  made.

No.  26),  in  which  it  requests  the  concurrence  of  the  Commission:  Joint 
Resolution  giving  instructions  to  the  Resident  Commissioners  to  the  United 
States  to  obtain  from  Congress  the  approval  of  a  proposed  law  providing 
for  the  constitution  of  a  senate  to  supersede  the  Philippine  Commission 
in  its  legislative  functions  as  the  Upper  Chamber  of  the  Philippine  Legis- 
lature.

the  President  of  the  Philippine  Commission. 
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The  resolution  is  as  follows: 

Assembly  Joint  Resolution  No.  26.  Giving  instructions  to  the  Resident  Commis- 
sioners to  the  United  States  to  obtain  from  Congress  the  approval  of  a  proposed 
law  providing  for  the  constitution  of  a  senate  to  supersede  the  Philippine 
Commission  in  its  legislative  functions  as  the  Upper  Chamber  of  the  Philippine 
Legislature. 

Whereas  it  is  the  constant  aspiration  of  the  people  of  the  Philippine* 
Islands  to  rule  their  own  destinies  and  to  administer  their  own  interests 
themselves;  and 

Whereas  the  Philippine  Legislature  is  at  present  composed  of  two  Houses, 
and  one  of  them,  the  Philippine  Commission,  is  not  made  up  of  members 
elected  by  the  Filipino  people;  and 

Whereas  five  members  of  the  Philippine  Commission  are  at  the  same 
time  Secretaries  or  heads  of  Departments.,  and  consequently  officers  of  the 
executive  branch;  and 

Whereas  the  fact  that  the  legislative  and  executive  powers  of  govern- 
ment are  not  completely  separated  in  the  administration  of  the  Philippine 
Islands  impedes  the  effective  intervention  of  the  Filipino  people,  by  their 
lawful  representatives,   in  the  said  administration:    Now,  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved  by  the  Philippine  Assembly  and  the  Philippine  Commission, 
That  instructions  be,  and  hereby  are,  given  to  the  Resident  Commissioners 
to  the  United  States  to  obtain  from  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  the 
enactment  of  the  following: 

"Proposed  law  providing  for  the  constitution  of  a  senate  to  supersede  the  Philippine 
Commission  in  its  legislative  functions  as  Upper  House  of  the  Philippine 
Legislature. 

"Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  the  House  of  Representatives  of  the 
United  States  of  America,  in  Congress  assembled,  that: 

"Section  1.  Two  years  after  the  passage  of  this  Act  all  of.  the  legislative 
powers  now  exercised  by  the  Philippine  Commission  under  the  provisions 
of  section  seven  of  the  Act  of  Congress  approved  July  first,  nineteen  hundred 
and  two,  entitled  'The  Philippine  Act,'  shall  be  vested  in  a  senate,  which, 
together  with  the  Philippine  Assembly,  shall  constitute  the  Philippine 
Legislature.  This  senate  shall  be  composed  of  not  less  than  fifteen  nor 
more  than  thirty  members  elected  by  their  respective  senatorial  districts 
for  the  term  of  six  years,  and  eaxih  senator  shall  have  but  one  vote. 

"Immediately  after  having  met  as  a  result  of  the  first  election,  the  said 
members  shall  divide  themselves  into  three  classes,  as  equally  as  may  be 
possible.  The  offices  of  senator  of  the  first  class  shall  become  vacant  in 
two  years,  those  of  senators  of  the  second  class  in  four  years,  and  those  of 
senators  of  the  third  class  in  six  years,  so  that  one-third  of  their  number 
shall  be  elected  every  two  years.  Vacancies  caused  by  resignations  or 
otherwise  may  be  filled  until  the  next  general  or  special  elections  are  held, 
by  provisional  appointments  to  be  made  by  the  Governor-General.

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"To  be  a  senator  it  shall  be  necessary  to  be  a  citizen  of  the  Philippine 
Islands,  to  possess  the  qualifications  prescribed  by  paragraphs  three  and 
four  of  section  three  of  this  Act,  to  have  resided  two  years  at  least  in  the 
senatorial  district  where  elected,  and  to  be  thirty  years  of  age. 

"The  Vice-Governor  of  the  Philippine  Islands  shall  be  the  President  of 
the  Senate,  but  shall  have  no  vote  except  in  the  case  of  a  tie. 

"The  senate  shall  select  its  own  employees  and  president  pro  tempore 
during  the  absence  of  the  Vice-Governor-  or  while  he  is  performing  the 
duties  of  the  office  of  Governor-General  of  the  Philippine  Islands. 

"The  senate  shall  have  power  to  impeach  public  officials.  When  the 
senators  have  met  for  this  purpose,  they  may  do  so  by  taking  an  oath 
or  affirmation,  but  no  person  shall  be  convicted  except  upon  approval  of 
two-thirds  of  the  total  number  of  the  members  of  the  senate:  Provided, 
That  the  Philippine  Assembly  or  Lower  House  shall  have  sole  power  to 
indict,  and  to  that  end  shall  appoint  a  committee  composed  of  some  of 
its  members,  and  the  senate  shall  pass  upon  such  indictments:  Provided 
further,  That  the  punishment  inflicted  shall  not  exceed  removal  from 
office  or  disqualification  to  hold  any  office  of  responsibility  or  emolument 
in  the  Philippine  Islands;  but  where  the  crime  giving  rise  to  impeachment 
shall  be  punishable  under  the  law,  the  accused  may  be  indicted  before 
the  courts  and  punished  like  any  other  private  citizen. 

"Sec.  2.  The  present  Philippine  Legislature  shall  by  legislation  estab- 
lish the  senatorial  districts  and  determine  the  number  of  senators  from 
each  district  and  the  time,  place,  and  manner  of  electing  senators;  but 
the  Legislature,  as  constituted  after  the  passage  of  this  Act,  may  at  any 
time  amend  the  provsions  of  such  legislation  by  any  other  Act. 

"The  Philippine  Legislature  shall  meet  at  least  once  every  year,  on 
the  first  Monday  of  October,  unless  by  an  Act  of  the  said  Legislature  some 
other  day  shall  be  set. 

"Sec.  3.  To  be  able  to  vote  at  an  election  for  senator,  it  shall  be  neces- 
sary— 

"1.  To  be  a  citizen  of  the  Philippine  Islands  or  of  the  United  States, 
with  at  least  one  year's  legal  residence  in  the  senatorial  district  where  the 
right  of  suffrage  is  exercised. 

"2.  To  be  of  legal  age; 

"3.  To  speak  and  write  Spanish  or  English;  and 

"4.  To  be  the  owner  of  real  property  of  the  assessed  value  of  more  than 
ten  thousand  pesos ;  to  be  a  taxpayer  to  the  extent  of  not  less  than  one 
thousand  pesos  a  year;  to  be  a  director,  member,  or  professor  of  any 
university,  academy  of  science  or  arts,  banking  or  agricultural  corporation, 
or  to  have  been  a  Delegate  to  the  Philippine  Assembly,  provincial  official, 
or  municipal  president  by  election :  Provided,  That  nothing  contained  in  the 
last  paragraph  of  this  section  shall  be  construed  to  exact  the  possession  of 
all  of  the  qualifications  expressed  therein,  but  that  for  the  purposes  of 
this  Act  it  shall  be  sufficient  for  an  elector  to  possess  any  one  of  the  said 
qualifications  together  with  those  mentioned  in  the  three  next  preceding 
paragraphs. 
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"Sec.  4.  The  senate  shall  be  the  sole  and  exclusive,  judge  of  the  elections, 
returns,  and  qualifications  of  its  members.  A  majority  shall  constitute 
a  quorum  to  do  business,  but  a  smaller  number  may  adjourn  from  day 
to  day  and  may  be  authorized  to  compel  the  attendance  of  absent  members. 
The  senate  shall  determine  the  rule  of  its  proceedings  and  may  punish  a 
member  for  disorderly  behavior,  and  with  the  concurrence  of  two-thirds 
*may  even  expel  a  member,  and  shall  keep  a  journal  of  its  proceedings, 
which  it  shall  publish  from  time  to  time,  but  nothing  shall  appear  therein 
which  in  the  opinion  of  the  senate  should  not  be  divulged;  and  the  yeas 
and  nays  of  the  senators  on  any  question  shall,  on  the  demand  of  any 
member  present,  be  entered  on  the  journal. 

"Neither  House,  during  the  session  of  the  Philippine  Legislature,  shall, 
without  the  consent  of  the  other,  adjourn  for  more  ijian  three  days,  nor  to 
any  other  place  than  that  in  which  the  two  Houses  shall  be  sitting. 

"Sec.  5.  The  senators  shall  receive  a  compensation  for  their  services, 
to  be  appropriated  by  an  Act  passed  by  the  Philippine  Legislature,  and 
paid  out  of  the  Treasury  of  the  Philippine  Islands.  They  shall  in  all 
cases  ^except  treason,  sedition,  or  rebellion  be  privileged  from  arrest  during 
their  attendance  at  the  session  of  the  Upper  House,  and  in  going  to  and 
returning  from  the  same;  and  for  any  words,  speech,  or  debate  pronounced 
or  supported  by  them  during  the  session  they  shall  not  be  questioned  under 
any  circumstances. 

"No  senator  shall,  during  the  time  for  which  lie  was  elected,  be  appointed 
to  any  civil  office  which  shall  have  been  created  or  the  salary  or  emolu- 
ments whereof  shall  have  been  fixed  during  such  time,  and  no  person  holding 
any  office  under  the  Government  of  the  Islands  shall  at  the  same  time  be 
a  member  of  the  senate. 

"Sec.  6.  All  bills  increasing,  modifying,  or  creating  revenue,  duties  or 
taxes  shall  originate  in  the  Philippine  Assembly  or  Lower  House,  but  the 
senate  may  propose  or  concur  with  amendments,  as  on  other  bills. 

"Every  bill  which  shall  have  passed  both  Houses  shall,  before  it  become 
a  law,  be  presented  to  the  Governor-General ;  if  he  approve,  he  shall  sign 
it;  but  if  not,  he  shall  return  it,  with  his  objections,  to  that  House  in 
which  it  shall  have  originated,  and  the  latter  shall  enter  the  objections  at 
large  on  its  journal,  and  proceed  to  reconsider  it. 

"If  thereafter  two-thirds  of  the  House  shall  agree  to  pass  the  bill,  it 
shall  be  sent,  together  with  the  objections,  to  the  Other  House,  by  which 
it  shall  likewise  be  reconsidered ;  and  if  approved  by  two-thirds  of  that 
House,  it  shall  become  a  law.  But  in  all  such  cases  the  votes  shall  be 
determined  by  yeas  and  nays,  and  the  names  of  the  persons  voting  for  and 
against  the  bill  shall  be  entered  on  the  Journal  of  each  House  respectively. 
If  any  bill  shall  not  be  returned  by  the  Governor-General  within  ten  days 
during  which  the  Legislature  shall  be  in  session,  the  same  shall  be  a  law 
in  like  manner  as  if  he  had  signed  it,  unless  the  Legislature  by  its  adjourn- 
ment prevent  its  return. 

"Every  joint  resolution  or  resolution  to  which  the  concurrence  of  both 
Houses  may  be  necessary   (except  on  a  question  of  fixing  a  date  for  the

next  ensuing  session)  shall  be  presented  to  the  Governor-General,  and,  before 
the  same  shall  take  effect,  shall  be  approved  by  him,  or,  being  disapproved 
by  him,  shall  be.  repassed  by  two-thirds  of  the  senate  and  the  assembly, 
according  to  the  rules  and  limitations  in  the  case  of  a  bill. 

"Sec.  7.  All  Acts  and  parts  of  Acts  in  conflict  with  this  act  are  hereby 
repealed." 

Assembly  Joint  Eesolution  No.  26  was  read  the  first  time  and 
referred  to  the  Acting  President  as  a  select  committee  of  one  for 
report  and  recommendation. 

BEPORTS    OF   STANDING   COMMITTEES. 

[Committee  Report  No.  136.] 

May  12,  1909. 
Mb.  President:  Your  Committee  on  Matters  Pertaining  to  the  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Instruction,  to  which  was  referred  on  April  26,  1909, 
Assembly  Bill  No.  416,  entitled  "An  Act  prohibiting  corporal  punishment 
in  the  schools  of  the  Philippine  Islands,  fixing  the  punishments  permitted, 
and  providing  penalties  for  violations  of  this  Act,"  has  examined  the  same 
and  has  the  honor  to  report  it  back  to  the  Commission  with  the  following 
recommendation,  viz: 

Your  committee  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  passage  of  this  bill  is  unneces- 
sary in  view  of  the  present  conditions  in  these  Islands,  and  that  its  passage 
would  result  in  more  harm  than  good  in  the  public  schools  of  the  Philippine 
Islands. 

Corporal  punishment  is  not  permitted,  and  has  not  been,  at  least  since 
1904.  Circular  No.  26,  issued  by  the  Bureau  of  Education  in  1903,  is  as 
follows : 

Bureau  of  Education, 

Manila,  November  11,  1903. 

Circular  to  division  superintendents,  No.  26,  s.  1903. 

Corporal  punishment  of  pupils  in  the  secondary  schools  of  the  Philip- 
pines is  hereby  forbidden.  By  this  is  included  not  only  whipping,  but 
especially  blows  upon  the  face  with  the  hand.  Pupils  in  attendance  at  the 
secondary  schools  are  presumed  to  be  no  longer  children  but  young  men 
and  women  and  able  to  choose  between  conducting  themselves  properly  or 
leaving  the  school. 

Hereafter,  a  pupil  of  a  secondary  school  who  conducts  himself  unworthily 
or  refuses  to  submit  himself  to  the  regulations  of  the  school  shall  be 
suspended  or  expelled  by  the  principal,  with  the  approval  of  the  division 
superintendent,  and  in  cases  of  flagrant  misconduct  the  expulsion  may  be 
made  publicly  in  the  presence  of  the  school.

This  was  followed  on  September  14,  1904,  by  the  following  circular  to 
division  superintendents : 

Bureau  of  Education, 
Manila,  P.  I.,  September  14,  1904- 

Circular  No.  65,  s.  1904- — Corporal  punishment. 

To  division  superintendents :  N 

Division  superintendents  are  directed  to  advise  their  teachers  that  cor- 
poral punishment  in  the  public  schools  can  not  be  permitted  except  with 
the  written  permission  and  upon  the  request  of  both  parents  and  guardians 
of  the  child. 

In  lieu  of  corporal  punishment,  when  severe  disciplinary  punishment  is 
necessary,  a  teacher  may  suspend  a  pupil  for  a  period  not  to  exceed  one 
week  and  shall  in  each  case,  where  such  action  is  taken,  send  notice  through 
the  president  to  the  local  school  board. 

In  extreme  cases  when  a  pupil  has  frequently  been  corrected,  and  his 
influence  is  bad  in  the  school,  and  his  reformation  seems  hopeless,  a  teacher 
may  suspend  such  pupil  without  limiting  the  suspension,  but  shall  imme- 
diately in  such  case  make  a  report  to  the  local  school  board  as  above  directed 
and  shall,  in  addition,  report  his  action  to  the  division  superintendent,  for- 
warding with  such  report  a  statement  of  the  cause  for  which  suspension 
is  made.  The  division  superintendent  shall  then  fix  the  period  during  which 
the  suspension  shall  remain  in  force. 

When  a  definitive  expulsion  is  thought  necessary  by  the  division  superin- 
tendent, the  case  shall  be  forwarded  to  the  general  superintendent  for 
review  and  direction.

Information  of  your  committee  is  that  in  the  few  cases  in  which  these 
instructions  have  been  violated  by  any  teacher  in  the  employ  of  the  Govern- 
ment sufficient  and  proper  punishment  was  meted  out  to  the  offender.  This 
was  done  administratively,  and,  in  the  judgment  of  your  committee,  is 
vastly  better  than  for  the  teacher,  in  these  rare  cases,  to  have  his  influence 
for  good  destroyed  by  prosecution  in  the  courts. 

The  passage  of  this  bill  would  also  result,  in  many  cases,  in  the  arrest 
and  trial  of  teachers  for  alleged  offenses  under  this  law  in  which  the  proof 
wrould  be  lacking,  but  by  reason  of  which  the  efficiency  of  the  teacher  and 
the  progress  of  the  schools  would  be  very  much  impaired. 

The  committee  therefore  reports  with  a  recommendation  that  the  Assem- 
bly Bill  No.  416  be  laid  on  the  table.

[Committee  Report  No.   137.] 

May  12,  1909. 

Mr.  President:  Your  Committee  on  Matters  Pertaining  to  the  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Instruction,  to  which  was  referred  on  May  4,  1909,  Assembly 
Bill  No.  353,  entitled  "An  Act  crediting  prisoners  sentenced  to  a  temporary 
penalty  or  to  a  fine  with  the  time  during  which  they  were  held  in  detention 
or  temporary  confinement,"  has  examined  the  same  and  has  the  honor  to 
report  it  back  to  the  Commission  with  the  following  recommendation,  viz: 

The  purpose  of  this  bill  is  to  deduct  from  the  sentence  of  any  criminal 
time  he  has  spent  in  detention  or  temporary  confinement ;  and  if  his  sentence 
•  should  be  a  fine  only,  the  sum  of  ^=2.50  per  day  for  the  time  of  his  confine- 
ment shall  be  deducted  from  such  fine. 

As  will  readily  be  seen,  in  many  cases  this  will  result  in  giving  a  convicted 
man  no  punishment  at  all  except  a  temporary  confinement  which  he  suffered 
before  conviction;  and,  as  during  temporary  confinement  prisoners  are  not 
treated  in  the  same  manner  as  after  their  conviction,  it  would  frequently 
result  in  no  punishment  at  all,  except  that  of  the  temporary  confinement. 
In  a  case  where  a  considerable  fine  was  imposed  the  prisoner  might,  by 
refusing  to  give  bail,  lie  out  in  jail  his  prospective  fine  at  the  rate  of 
1*2.50  per  day  at  the  expense  of  the  Government. 

♦  It  is  not  believed  by  your  committee  that  this  Act  would  conduce  to 
"good  order  or  assist  in  the  diminution  of  crime.  One  of  the  principal 
objects  of  the  infliction  of  punishment  is  to  deter  the  offender  from  the 
commission  of  a  like  offense  in  the  future.  As  it  appears  that  this  bill, 
if  enacted  into  law,  would  have  the  opposite  effect,  your  committee  is  of  the 
opinion  that  it  should  be  laid  upon  the  table,  and  so  recommends.

feminine  sex,"  has  examined  the  same  and  has  the  honor  to  report  it  back 
to  the  Commission  with  the  following  recommendation,  viz,  that  this  bill 
be  passed.

The  report  was  adopted  by  unanimous  vote. 

Assembly  Bill  No.  292  was  read  the  second*  time  and  referred  to 
the  Committee  of  the  Whole. 

It  was  considered  in  committee  and  reported  to  the  Commission 
with  the  recommendation  that  it  pass  with  the  following  amend- 
ment : 

Strike  out  all  of  section  1  and  insert  in  lieu  thereof  the  following: 
"Section  1.  Section  ten  of  Act  Numbered  Seventy-four  of  the  Philippine 
Commission  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

"  'Sec.  10.  There  shall  be  established  in  each  municipality  organized 
under  existing  law  or  under  any  law  which  may  be  hereafter  enacted,  •«, 
local  school  board,  consisting  of  four  or  six  members,  as  the  division  su- 
perintendent may  determine,  in  addition  to  the  president  or  alcalde  of  the 
municipality,  who  shall  be  a  member  ex  officio.  One  half  of  the  members, 
except  the  member  ex  officio,  shall  be  elected  by  the  municipal  council,  and 
the  remaining  half  shall  be  appointed  by  the  division  superintendent,  and 
the  term  of  office  of  all  members,  holding  by  appointment  or  election,  shall  be 
two  years  and  until  their  successors  shall  have  been  duly  elected  or  appointed. 
One  of  the  elective  and  one  of  the  appointive  members  shall  be  women,  so 
that  two  of  the  members  of  the  local  school  board  shall  be  women,  and  it 
shall  be  discretionary  with  the  division  superintendent  of  schools  to  increase 
the  appointments,  and  with  the  municipal  council  to  increase  the  elections, 
of  women:  Provided,  That  the  total  number  of  members  shall  not  exceed 
four  or  six,  as  hereinbefore  provided/  " 

The  report  and  recommendation  of  the  Committee  of  the  Whole 
were  adopted  by  unanimous  vote. 

Commissioner  Gilbert  moved  that  the  bill  be  considered  urgent 
under  the  provisions  of  Bule  XIV,  Bules  of  the  Commission,  and 
read  the  third  time  in  full. 

The  motion  prevailed. 

The  bill  was  thereupon  read  the  third  time  in  full. 

The  question  then  being  upon  its  passage,  the  roll  was  called  and 
Assembly  Bill  No.  292  was  unanimously  passed,  as  amended. 
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Commissioner  Gilbert  moved  to  amend  the  title  by  striking  out 
the  words  "individuals  of  the  feminine  sex"  and  inserting  in  lieu 
thereof  the  word  "women." 

The  motion  prevailed. 

The  title  as  amended  was  then  read  and  approved. 

The  Secretary  was  directed  to  request  the  concurrence  of  the 
Assembly  in  the  amendments. 

REPORTS   OF   SELECT   COMMITTEES. 

[Committee  Report  No.  139.] 

May  12,  1909. 

Mr.  President:  Your  select  committee  of  two,  to  which  was  referred  on 
February  2,  1909,  a  report  of  the  Committee  to  Prepare  New  Civil,  Com- 
mercial, Penal,  and  Procedure  Codes,  appointed  in  accordance  with  Concur- 
rent Resolution  No.  7,  for  consideration  and  such  recommendation  as  the 
committee  may  deem  advisable,  has  examined  the  same  and  has  the  honor 
to  report  it  back  to  the  Commission  with  the  following  recommendation,  viz : 

The  compilation  of  the  new  Civil,  Commercial,  Penal,  and  Procedure 
Codes  for  the  Philippines  is  a  very  important  matter,  the  work  of  which 
should  be  entered  upon  at  the  earliest  possible  moment.  This  work  will, 
however,  require  much  time  on  the  part  of  the  very  best  lawyers  whose 
services  are  obtainable. 

In  the  judgment  of  this  committee,  the  Legislature  should  provide  for 
the  appointment  of  a  commission  consisting  of  three  lawyers,  having  in 
mind  the  best  talent  obtainable,  whether  to  be  found  here  or  elsewhere, 
which  should  be  charged  with  the  duties  of  compiling,  codifying,  and  prepar- 
ing new  Civil,  Commercial,  Penal,  and  Procedure  Codes,  and  the  members 
of  such  commission  should  be  prohibited  from  engaging  in  any  other  occu- 
pation during  the  time  of  their  services  on  this  work.  Such  men  as  the 
committee  has  in  mind,  and  such  men  as  the  Government  should  secure, 
would  command  considerable  salaries;  and  the  work  should  not  be  under- 
taken at  all  except  undes  the  best  conditions  and  with  the  best  available 
talent. 

Your  committee  had  expected  to  recommend  that  a  bill  be  passed  at  this 
session  of  the  Legislature  providing  for  this  work,  but  the  condition  of 
the  finances  of  the  Government  is  such  that  it  has  not  seemed  wise  to 
undertake  any  additional  burdens  at  this  time,  and  for  this  reason,  and  for 
this  reason  only,  your  committee  recommends  that  the  matter  be  postponed 
until  the  meeting  of  the  Legislature  in  the  year  1910,  when  it  is  hoped  by 
the  committee  that  the  finances  of  the  Government  will  be  in  such  condition 
that  this  very  important  work  may  then  be  provided  for.

May  12,  1909. 

Mr.  President:  Your  select  committee  of  two,  to  which  was  referred 
on  February  4,  1909,  Assembly  Bill  No.  239,  entitled  "An  Act  amending 
Act  Numbered  Eleven  hundred  and  forty-seven,  as  amended,  regulating  the 
registration,  branding,  conveyance,  and  slaughter  of  large  cattle,  and 
providing  for  the  disposition,  care,  custody,  and  sale  of  estrays  or  large 
cattle  captured  or  seized  by  the  Philippines  Constabulary  or  other  peace 
officers,  and  for  other  purposes,"  has  examined  the  same  and  has  the  honor 
to  report  it  back  to  the  Commission  with  the  following  recommendation, 
viz,  that  the  bill  do  not  pass  and  that  the  accompanying  bill  be  taken  up 
and  considered  in  lieu  thereof: 

The  objectionable  features. of  this  bill  and  of  Act  No.  1147,  which  it 
is  proposed  to  amend  by  the  enactment  of  this  bill,  which  your  committee 
believes  will  be  eliminated  by  the  enactment  of  the  accompanying  substitute 
bill  prepared  by  the  committee  appointed  by  Executive  Order  No.  26,  series 
of  1909,  are  as  follows: 

Requiring  owners  of  large  cattle  to  adopt  and  file  copies  of  private  brands 
entails  a  large  amount  of  work  on  municipal  treasurers  and  others  without 
accomplishing  any  real  purposes.  It  is  estimated  that  the  average  number 
of  large  cattle  owned  by  one  person  in  these  Islands  is  two  or  less.  It  is 
also  estimated  that  there  are  approximately  250,000  head  of  large  cattle 
in  these  Islands.  Therefore,  there  should  be  on  file  in  the  Executive  Bureau 
approximately  150,000  copies  of  owners'  private  brands.  As  these  brands 
may  be  of  any  design  which  may  suit  the  fancy  of  the  cattle  owner  it  is 
of  course  impossible  to  properly  index  them.  The  chief  of  the  division  of 
archives  of  the  Executive  Bureau  stated  that  it  would  take  him  about  three 
weeks  to  locate  in  his  file  the  record  of  an  owner's  private  brand  if  nothing 
but  the  design  of  the  brand  were  known.  Many  of  these  owners'  private 
brands  are  of  such  design  that  changes  may  be  easily  made  by  means  of 
heated  rods  or  other  pieces  of  metal  and  under  the  present  system  such 
changes  in  brands  would  be  very  difficult  to  detect,  whereas  under  the 
system  proposed  in  the  substitute  bill  changes  of  brands  on  animals  would 
be  very  easy  of  detection.  These  objections  are  made  to  the  continued  use 
of  owners'  private  brands  notwithstanding  the  fact  that  the  same  system 
is  in  effectual  use  in  the  western  part  of  the  United  States.  However,  there 
an  equal  number  of  cattle  as  those  now  in  these  Islands  would  be  owned 
by  from  five  to  ten  persons  or  firms,  which  would  necessitate  the  registration 
of  from  five  to  ten  brands  instead  of  about  150,000  as  is  the  case  here. 

The  system  proposed  in  the  accompanying  substitute  bill  provides  for 
a  distinctive  brand  for  each  animal  in  such  manner  as  to  enable  the  in- 
dexing of  the  brand  in  an  effective  and  an  economical  manner.  In  actual 
practice  the  present  system  is  practically  giving  each  animal  a  distinctive 
brand,  but  without  the  facilities  to  be  had  by  an  index  of  such  brands  and 
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without  the  protection  against  the  changing  of  brands  on  animals,  or  the 
ease  with  which  such  changes  could  be  detected,  which  the  substitute  bill 
gives. 

The  requirement  for  placing  a  provincial  brand  in  addition  to  the  munic- 
ipal brand  and  the  owners'  brand  upon  each  animal  would  seem  to  be 
unnecessary.  Each  municipality  could  be  assigned  a  distinctive  brand 
which  should  obviate  the  necessity  for  provincial  brands. 

The  alternative  of  allowing  horses  to  be  branded  in  the  ears  or  to  be 
photographed  will  be  practically  equivalent  to  allowing  horses  to  be  regis- 
tered without  the  formality  of  being  branded.  The  substitute  bill  contem- 
plates the  use  of  two  forms  of  certificate,  one  for  animals  duly  branded 
and  the  other  for  horses,  mules,  and  asses  not  branded,  the  branding  of 
horses,  mules,  and  asses  being  optional  with  the  owners.  The  provisions 
of  section  9  of  Assembly  Bill  239  would,  if  enacted,  make  the  detection  of 
cattle  thieving  most  difficult. 

Act  No.  1147  and  Assembly  Bill  239  contain  many  requirements  regard- 
ing the  details  of  the  enforcement  of  the  law,  which,  in  the  opinion  of 
your  committee,  are  administrative  matters  and  should  be  taken  care  of 
by  means  of  regulations  issued  by  the  official  charged  with  the  administra- 
tion of  the  law,  thus  enabling  him  to  change  the  details  of  the  administration 
of  the  lawr  from  time  to  time  as  in  his  judgment  necessity  may  require 
without  action  by  the  legislature. 

The  penal  provisions  of  Act  No.  1147  and  Assembly  Bill  239  have  been 
somewhat  clarified  in  the  substitute  bill. 

In  view  of  the  many  changes  which  are  recommended  it  has  been  deemed 
advisable  to  draft  an  entirely  new  Act  rather  than  to  make  changes  in 
Assembly  Bill  239  or  to  submit  a-  bill  having  for  its  object  the  amendment 
of  Act  1147.

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The  bill  was  read  the  first  time  and  ordered  on  file  for  second 
reading. 

SPECIAL  REPORT  OF  ROAD  COMMITTEE. 

May  7,  1909. 
To  the  Philippine  Legislature: 

Your  committee  appointed  under  and  by  reason  of  the  terms  of  the  joint 
resolution  No.  12  of  the  Philippine  Legislature,  adopted  May  21,  1908, 
has  the  honor  to  make  the  following  report: 

This  report  is  based  upon  personal  observations  of  the  members  of  the 
committee,  which  committee  visited  all  the  provinces  in  the  Philippine 
Islands  that  it  was  possible  to  visit  from  the  time  of  their  appointment 
until  the  opening  of  the  Philippine  Legislature,  and  also  based  upon  the 
engineering  knowledge  of  the  Director  of  Public  Works;  and  the  various 
conclusions  arrived  at  relative  to  existing  conditions,  and  estimate  for  the 
building  of  new  roads  and  the  repairing  of  old  ones,  the  funds  now 
available  for  roads,  and  the  time  required  to  complete  a  system  of  con- 
struction and  repairs,  and  the  most  advantageous  system  of  road  main- 
tenance are  the  result  of  both  such  observation  and  such  engineering 
knowledge. 

The  report  is  divided  into  three  parts :  Part  one  deals  with'  the  general 
conditions  existing  as  to  the  character  of  the  roads,  and  the  current 
revenues  and  proposed  expenditures  for  this  purpose;  the  second  part 
deals  with  construction  and  maintenance  of  roads,  showing  what  the 
committee  deems  to  be  the  best  method  of  calculation,  the  work  to  be  done, 
construction  period,  and  annual  expenditure,  the  cost  of  work,  both  of 
construction  and  of  maintenance,  and  the  special  funds  required,  together 
with  the  conclusions  of  the  committee;  the  third  part  deals  with  the  plan 
of  the  proposed  road  system  by  provinces,  and  contains  the. views  of  the 
committee,  first,  upon  the  desirability  of  deciding  upon  a  definite  road 
system;  second,  upon  the  funds  and  work  that  shall  be  concentrated  year 
after  year  until  completion;  and,  third,  that  the  plans  for  work  shall  be 
made  in  advance,  and  that  the  work  of  one  year  shall  be  only  a  unit  in 
making  up  the  entire  system;  and,  fourth,  that  all  road  work  shall  be 
durable  and  all  bridge  work  permanent;  and,  fifth,  that  all  provision 
for  maintenance  shall  be  insured  prior  to  beginning  of  actual  construction. 

The  report  contains  a  vast  amount  of  detail  which  it  is  hoped  will  be 
of  advantage  to  the  members  of  the  Legislature  who  are  giving  this  their 
attention.1

Resolved  by  the  Philippine  Commission  and  the  Philippine  Assembly, 
That  the  term  of  office  of  the  Commissioners  of  the  Philippine  Legislature, 
resident  in  the  United  States,  who  shall  be  elected  at  the  present  session 
of  the  Philippine  Legislature  shall  end  upon  the  fourth  day  of  March, 
nineteen  hundred  and  eleven;  and  that  such  Commissioners  thereafter 
elected  shall  hold  office  successively  for  two  years  from  such  date. 

Commission  Joint  Resolution  No.  9  was  read  the  first  and  second 
times  and  referred  to  the  Committee  of  the  Whole. 

It  was  considered  in  committee  and  reported  to  the  Commission 
with  the  recommendation  that  it  pass. 

The  report  and  recommendation  of  the  Committee  of  the  Whole 
were  adopted  by  unanimous  vote.

The  question  then  being  upon  its  passage,  the  roll  was  called  and 
Commission  Joint  Resolution  No.  9  was  unanimously  passed.

Joint  Resolution  providing  the  date  at  which  the  term  of  office  of  the 
Commissioners  of  the  Philippine  Legislature,  resident  in  the  United  States, 
elected  at  the  present  session  of  the  Philippine  Legislature,  shall  end, 
and  providing  further  the  term  of  office  for  Commissioners  thereafter 
elected.         t  • 

The  motion  prevailed. 
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The  title  and  preamble  were  thereupon  agreed  to. 
The  Secretary  was  directed  to  request  the  concurrence  of  the  As- 
sembly in  the  resolution  as  passed. 

Commissioner  Araneta  introduced  the  following  Kill : 

Commission  Bill  No.  105.  An  Act  amending  section  two  hundred  and 
fifty-two  of  Act  Numbered  Three  hundred  and  fifty-five,  entitled  "An  Act 
to  constitute  the  customs  service  of  the  Philippine  Archipelago  and  to 
provide  for  the  administration  thereof,"  by  providing  a  longer  period 
during  which  merchandise  may  remain  in  bonded  warehouses. 

Commission  Bill  No.  105  was  read  the  first  and  second  times  and 
referred  to  the  Committee  of  the  Whole. 

It  was  considered  in  committee  and  reported  to  the  Commission 
with  the  recommendation  that  it  pass  with  the  following  amend- 
ment :

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Commissioner  Gilbert  moved  that  the  bill  be  considered  urgent 
under  the  provisions  of  Eule  XIV,  Eules  of  the  Commission,  and 
read  the  third  time  by  its  title  only. 

The  motion  prevailed. 

The  bill  was  thereupon  read  the  third  time  by  its  title. 

The  question  then  being  upon  its  passage,  the  roll  was  called  and 
Commission  Bill  No.  106  was  unanimously  passed,  and  the  title  was 
read  and  approved. 

The  Secretary  was  directed  to  request  the  concurrence  of  the  As- 
sembly in  the  bill  as  passed. 

Commissioner  Branagan  introduced  the  following  bill : 

Commission  Bill  No.  107.  An  Act  to  amend  Act  Numbered  Fifty-two, 
entitled  "An  Act  providing  for  examinations  of  banking  institutions  in 
the  Philippine  Islands,  and  for  reports  by  their  officers,"  as  amended  by 
Act  Numbered  Eight  hundred  and  thirty-nine. 

Commission  Bill  No.  107  was  read  the  first  and  second  times  and 
referred  to  the  Committee  of  the  Whole. 

It  was  considered  in  committee  and  reported  to  the  Commission 
with  the  recommendation  that  it  pass. 

The  report  and  recommendation  of  the  Committee  of  the  Whole 
where  adopted  by  unanimous  vote. 

Commissioner  Branagan  moved  that  the  bill  be  considered  urgent 
under  the  provisions  of  Eule  XIV,  Eules  of  the  Commission,  and 
read  the  third  time  by  its  title  only.

The  bill  was  thereupon  read  the  third  time  by  its  title. 

The  question  then  being  upon  its  passage,  the  roll  was  called  and 
Commission  Bill  No.  107  was  unanimously  passed. 

Commissioner  Branagan  moved  to  amend  the  title  to  read  as 
follows : 

An  Act  to  amend  Act  Numbered  Fifty-two,  entitled  "An  Act  providing 
for  examinations  of  banking  institutions  in  the  Philippine  Islands,  and  for 
reports  by  their  officers,"  as  amended  by  Act  Numbered  Eight  hundred 
and  thirty-nine,  by  making  the  examination  of  banks  compulsory  every 
twelve  months,  and  for  other  purposes.

Commission  Bill  No.  98,  entitled  "An  Act  amending  sections 
twenty-two,  twenty-seven,  thirty-one  and  thirty-two  of  Act  Num- 
bered Seventeen  hundred  and  sixty-one,  commonly  known  and 
referred  to  as  'The  Opium  Act/  by  providing  for  the  disposition 
of  unclaimed  property  seized  for  the  violation  of  said  Act  and  of 
all  amounts  collected  since  March  first,  nineteen  hundred  and  eight, 
or  hereafter  on  account  of  fines  imposed  and  compromises  effected 
under  the  provisions  of  said  Act,  increasing  the  penalties  for  the 
violation  of  sections  thirty-one  and  thirty-two  thereof,  and  for  other 
purposes,"  on  third  reading  file,  was  taken  up  and  considered. 

By  unanimous  consent,  Commissioner  Gilbert  withdrew  his  pro- 
posed amendment  of  April  28,  1909,  and  moved  the  adoption  of  the 
following  amendment: 

Strike  out  section  2  and  insert  in  lieu  thereof  the  following: 

"Sec.  2.  Section  twenty-six  of  said  Act  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as 
follows : 

"  'Sec.  26.  Taxes,  fines,  and  all  other  moneys  collected  by  virtue  of  any 
of  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  shall  be  covered  into  the  Insular  Treasury 
and  shall  constitute  a  special  fund  to  be  devoted  solely  to  the  following 
purposes : 

"  Tirst.  The  carrying  out  of  the  provisions  of  this  Act  and  the  pro- 
visions of  paragraph  eight  of  section  eleven  of  the  Act  of  Congress  approved 
March  third,  nineteen  hundred  and  five,  entitled  "An  Act  to  revise  and 
amend  the  tariff  laws  of  the  Philippine  Islands,  and  for  other  purposes;" 

" f  Second.  The  payment  of  the  reasonable  expenses,  in  some  reputable 
hospital,  of  those  desiring  to  be  cured  of  the  opium  habit; 

"  Third.  The  payment  of  salaries  of  Filipinos  who  have  been  appointed 
Insular  teachers; 

"  'Fourth.  The  construction  of  schoolhouses  and  school  buildings  in  the 
various  municipalities  of  the  Islands :  Provided,  That  twenty-five  per 
centum  of  all  fines  imposed  by  reason  of  violations  of  this  Act  shall  be  paid 
to  the  person  who  furnished  the  original  evidence,  properly  substantiated, 
which  led  to  the  detection  of  the  offense  and  the  imposition  of  the  fine. 
The  name  of  the  informer  shall  be  specified  in  the  judgment  of  the  court 
when  a  conviction  is  had  in  a  court:  Provided,  That  in  all  cases  in  which 
no  fine  is  imposed  but  where  the  sentence  is  one  for  imprisonment  or 
deportation,  or  when  compromise  is  effected  as  provided  in  section  twenty- 
five  hereof,  there  shall  be  paid  to  the  informer  an  amount  approved  by 
the  Secretary  of  Finance  and  Justice,  not  exceeding  one  thousand  pesos 
in  any  one  case.  The  fund  hereby  provided  is  hereby  appropriated  for  the 
purposes  of  this  section  and  shall  be  expended  therefor  on  the  approval 
of  the  Governor-General.' " 

The  motion  prevailed. 
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Commissioner  Araneta  moved  the  adoption  of  the  following 
amendment : 

Section  1,  «page  2,  in  lines  13  to  15,  strike  out  the  words  "and  the 
proceeds  arising  therefrom  shall  be  credited  to  the  appropriation  for  the 
Bureau  of  Internal  Revenue;"  change  section  No.  6  to  7  and  insert  a  new 
section  6  as  follows: 

"Sec.  6.  Section  twenty-seven  of  the  said  Act  Numbered  Seventeen 
hundred  and  sixty-one  is  hereby  repealed." 

The  motion  prevailed. 
•     The  question  then  being  upon  its  passage,  the  roll  was  called  and 
Commission  Bill  No.  98  was  unanimously  passed  as  amended. 

Commissioner  Araneta  moved  to  amend  the  title  to  read  as 
follows : 

An  Act  amending  sections  twenty-two,  twenty-six,  thirty-one  and  thirty- 
two  of  Act  Numbered  Seventeen  hundred  and  sixty-one,  referred  to  as 
"The  Opium  Act,"  by  providing  for  the  disposition  of  all  taxes,  fines,  and 
all  other  moneys  collected  under  this  Act,  increasing  the  penalties  for  the 
violation  of  sections  thirty-one  and  thirty-two,  repealing  section  twenty- 
seven,  and  for  other  purposes. 

•The  motion  prevailed. 

The  title  as  amended  was  then  read  and  approved. 
The  Secretary  was  directed  to  request  the  concurrence  of  the 
Assembly  in  the  bill  as  passed.

REPORTS    OF   STANDING   COMMITTEES. 

[Committee  Report  No.  141.] 

May  13,  1909. 

Mr.  President:  Your  Committee  on  Matters  Pertaining  to  the  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Instruction,  to  which  was  referred  on  May  11,  1909, 
Assembly  Bill  No.  487,  entitled  "An  Act  amending  section  forty  of  Act 
Numbered  Eighty- two,  known  as  'The  Municipal  "Code,'  as  amended,  by 
empowering  municipal  councils  to  declare  obligatory  the  attendance  of 
children  of  both  sexes  at  the  public  schools  of  primary  instruction,  with 
certain  exceptions,"  has  examined  the  same  and  has  the  honor  to  report 
it  back  to  the  Commission  with  the  following  recommendation,  viz: 

This  bill  deals  with  the  question  of  compulsory  education,  and  attempts 
to  add  to  section  40  of  the  Municipal  Code,  as  amended,  a  paragraph  which 
empowers  a  municipal  council  ,to  declare  obligatory  the  attendance  of 
children  of  both  sexes,  between  the  ages  of  8  and  14  years,  at  public 
schools  of  primary  instruction,  provided,  that  children  who  attend  any 
private  school,  those  taught  at  home  by  their  parents  or  by  private  teachers, 
and  those  who,  for  good  and  sufficient  cause,  are  unable  to  attend,  shall 
be  exempt  from  this  obligation. 

Compulsory  attendance  upon  public  schools  is  enforced  in  many  countries 
and  in  some  parts  of  the  United  States,  and,  under  certain  conditions, 
is  a  very  proper  exercise  of  the  power  of  the  state,  but  conditions  in  this 
country  at  this  time  do  not  justify  such  action. 

It  is  with  great  difficulty  that  this  Government  has  been  able  to  provide 
primary  instruction  for  a  moiety  of  the  Filipino  children.  The  revenues 
of  the  General  Government  have  never  been  sufficient  to  permit  the  educa- 
tion of  all  the  children  of  the  Islands,  and  primary  instruction,  which  in 
other  countries  is  provided  for  by  local  taxation,  has  received  in  most 
parts  of  the  Islands  very  little  local  support.  It  is  a  fact  that  as  many 
children  attend  school  now  as  provision  is  made  for  educating.  In  view 
of  the  current  state  of  the  revenues  the  Legislature  has  seen  fit  to  reduce 
this  year  the  amount  of  money  appropriated  for  public  schools. 

It  would,  therefore,  be  very  unwise  to  pass  a  bill  which  would  compel 
attendance  on  schools  when  schools  are  not  established  to  accommodate 
them. 

Referring  to  this  bill,  however,  while  it  makes  a  pretense  toward 
declaring  for  compulsory  attendance  of  children,  the  exceptions  are  so 
broad  and  so  wide  that  in  effect  it  would  be  inoperative.  Any  child  who 
did  not  care  to  attend,  or  whose  parents  did  not  care  to  have  it  attend, 
would  not  be  compelled  to  attend  under  this  law. 
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Furthermore,  on  the  face  of  it,  if  enacted  into  law,  it  would  make  one 
law  on  the  subject  in  one  municipality  and  a  different  one  in  the  next; 
and  upon  a  subject  of  this  kind,  the  law  should  undoubtedly  be  uniform, 
for  all  of  the  municipalities  are  of  the  same  class  and  situated  alike. 

For  all  of  these  reasons  your  committee  believes  that  the  enactment  of 
the  proposed  law  would  be  useless,  if  not  unfortunate,  and  therefore  recom- 
mends that  the  same  be  laid  upon  the  table.

Mr.  President:  Your  Committee  on  Matters  Pertaining  to  the  Depart- 
ment of  Finance  and  Justice,  to  which  was  referred  on  May  10,  1909, 
Assembly  Bill  No.  496,  entitled  "An  Act  amending  the  Municipal  Code  by 
extending  to  five  years  the  legal  period  within  which  any  real  property 
seized  and  forfeited  to  a  municipality  for  delinquency  in  or  nonpayment 
of  the  land  tax,  may  be  redeemed  by  its  owner,  under  certain  conditions 
and  exceptions,"  has  examined  the  same  and  has  the  honor  to  report  it 
back  to  the  Commission  with  the  following  recommendation,  viz: 

That  the  bill  do  not  pass. 

This  bill  is  based  on  the  supposition  that  real  property  which  becomes 
delinquent  for  the  nonpayment  of  taxes  is  forfeited  to  the  municipality,  the 
fact  being  that  there  exists  at  the  present  time  no  such  forfeiture  in  favor 
of  the  municipality.  When  a  person  becomes  delinquent  in  the  payment 
of  real  property  taxes,  notice  of  such  delinquency  is  sent  him  together 
with  a  statement  that  if  the  tax  and  penalties  are  not  paid  within  one 
year,  he  will  be  dispossessed  of  the  property,  and  all  occupants  and  tenants 
thereon  will  be  ejected.  After  the  ejectment,  the  period  of  ninety  days  is 
given  within  which  the  property  may  be  redeemed.  In  case  such  redemp- 
tion is  not  made  within  ninety  days,  the  property  is  put  under  the  control 
of  the  Director  of  Lands,  and  the  Government  of  the  Philippine  Islands 
becomes  possessed  of  an  absolute  title  thereto.  The  owner,  however,  has 
the  right  to  repurchase  at  any  time  before  the  property  is  sold  to  a  third 
party. 

Your  committee  does  not  believe,  once  the  property  is  forfeited  to  the 
Insular  Government  and  placed  under  the  control  of  the  Director  of  Lands, 
that  the  delinquent  owner  should  be  given  five  years  in  which  to  redeem 
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the  property.     In  such  case,  the  Director  of  Lands  could  make  no  disposi- 
tion whatever  of  the  property,  and  the  same  would  remain  idle  and  unused 
during  these  five  years.

Mr.  President:  Your  Committee  on  Matters  Pertaining  to  the  Depart- 
ment of  the  Interior,  to  which  was  referred  on  April  29,  1909,  Assembly 
Bill  No.  423,  entitled:  "An  Act  amending  sections  sixteen  and  seventeen 
of  Act  Numbered  Five  hundred  and  ninety-seven,  entitled  'An  Act  regulating 
the  practice  of  pharmacy  in  the  Philippine  Islands,' "  has  examined  the 
same  and  has  the  honor  to  report  it  back  to  the  Commission  with  the 
following  recommendation,  viz: 
That  the  bill  do  not  pass. 

Numerous  small  changes  in  the  existing  law  are  unobjectionable  on  the 
one  hand  but  on  the  other  do  not  seem  to  be  of  sufficient  importance  to 
justify  the  amending  of  the  Act,  which  is  working  well  in  its  present  state. 
Your  committee  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  few  changes,  which  may  be 
termed  radical,  are  unduly  harsh  toward  pharmacists  who  do  not  happen 
to  be  college  graduates. 

Accompanying  this  report  is  a  statement  from  the  Acting  Director  of 
Health  as  to  the  exact  nature  of  each  of  the   changes   proposed  in  the 
existing   law,    should   any   member   of   the    Commission   desire   to    inform 
himself  on  this  subject.

Mb.  President:  The  Committee  on  Matters  Pertaining  to  the  Depart- 
ment of  Commerce  and  Police,  to  which  was  referred  on  April  28,  1909, 
Assembly  Bill  No.  359,  a  copy  of  which  is  attached  hereto,  has  examined 
the  same  and  has  the  honor  to  report  it  back  to  the  Commission  with  the 
following  recommendation,  viz: 

The  object  of  this  bill  seems  to  be  to  favor  seamen  who  are  residents 
of  the  Philippine  Islands  or  of  the  United  States  as  opposed  to  those  who 
owe  allegiance  to  foreign  countries.  The  history  of  this  matter  shows  that 
repeated  efforts  have  been  made  on  the  part  of  Filipino  engineers  and 
officers  of  vessels  to  get  legislative  preference  over  those  owing  allegiance 
to  foreign  countries.  On  the  face  of  it  the  law  would  not  appear  to  be 
unsuitable  or  necessarily  unjust;  but  when  taken  into  consideration  with 
the  history  of  this  effort  and  with  the  facts  in  the  case,  a  new  phase  to 
the  question  makes  itself  evident. 

I  append  a  table  prepared  by  the  Bureau  of  Navigation,  which  shows 
the  number  of  engineers  employed  and  available  for  service.  According 
to  this  memorandum  there  are  217  steamers  operating  in  these  Islands. 
The  total  available  number  of  engineers,  including  general  engineers,  first 
assistant,  second  assistant  and  river  and  harbor  engineers,  is  457,  of  whom 
12  are  Americans,  422  Filipinos  and  23  foreigners.  In  other  words,  there 
are  434  American  and  Filipino  engineers  as  opposed  to  23  foreigners.  In 
the  Tabacalera  Company,  which  would  be  most  affected  by  this  law,  there 
are  6  Filipino  first-class  engineers  and  5  Spaniards;  all  the  second  and  the 
third-class  engineers  and  all  the  launch  engineers  are  Filipinos;  or  a  total 
of  28  Filipinos  and  8  Spaniards  in  their  service.  No  one  of  these  Spaniards 
has  received  his  appointment  later  than  1902,  or  six  years  ago.  Ynchausti 
&  Co.  employ  12  engineers,  all  of  whom  are  Filipinos.  Smith,  Bell  &  Co. 
employ  29  Filipinos  and  2  foreigners.  The  service  of  these  two  foreigners 
has  lasted  for  thirty  and  fourteen  years,  respectively.  In  other  words, 
on  contract  steamers  and  launches  there  are  69  Filipino  engineers  and  10 
foreign  engineers.  Of  the  latter  not  one  has  less  than  six  years'  service 
to  his  credit. 

The  Altavas  Bill,  upon  which  comment  is  now  being  made,  provides 
that  aliens  married  to  native  women  of  the  country  and  having  families 
therein  may  be  allowed  to  serve  on  these  vessels  and  that  "Those  who  at 
the  present  time  are  lawfully  aboard  vessels  of  the  Philippine  Islands,  as 
such  captains,  mates,  patrons,  engineers,  or  assistant  engineers:  Provided, 
however.  That  the  foreign  officers  at  present  employed  as  above  stated  on 
vessels  of  the  Philippine  Islands,  who  abandon  the  country  for  any  reason 
whatever  shall  not  again  occupy  their  positions."  In  other  words,  these 
people  are  not  to  be  allowed  to  spend  their  vacations  in  visiting  a  cooler 
country.  This  seems  to  the  undersigned  a  very  unnecessary  hardship  to 
impose*  upon  the  extremely  few  people  who  would  be  affected  by  the  law. 
Were  it  possible,  under  the  existing  laws  of  Congress,  for  these  people  to 
obtain  citizenship  in  the  Philippine  Islands,  the  undersigned  would  then 
have  no  hesitation  in  approving  the  law;  but  considering  the  fact  that  no 
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matter  how  faithful  his  service,  how  long  his  residence,  how  intimate  his 
association  with  the  affairs  of  the  Philippine  Islands,  and  how  great  his 
desire  to  assume  citizenship,  there  is  no  authority  of  law  by  which  any 
form  of  naturalization  is  allowed,  the  undersigned  believes  it  would  be 
unjust  either  to  preclude  these  officers  from  service  on  their  vessels  or  to 
prevent  their  taking  á  needed  rest  in  a  cooler  climate  for  the  purpose  of 
recuperation. 

The  undersigned  is  in  receipt  of  a  petition  from  the  representatives  of 
the  foreign  seamen,  which  is  attached  hereto  as  an  exhibit.  These  gentle- 
men have  not  asked  that  the  law  be  not  passed,  but  they  request  the 
Commission  to  take  action  toward  securing  the  rights  of  naturalization 
for  those  who  desire  to  avail  themselves  of  such  privileges,  and  that  if 
this  law  be  passed  that  the  first  paragraph,  (a),  should  be  so  worded  as 
not  to  relieve  those  who  have  been  prohibited  for  nine  years  from  the 
prohibition  imposed  nine  years  ago,  and.  that  paragraph  (b)  instead  of 
compelling  seamen  to  lose  their  standing  because  of  absence  from  the 
country  for  whatever  purpose,  shall  compel  them  to  lose  their  standing  if 
their  absence  exceed  the  period  of  one  year. 

Attached  hereto  is  also  a  petition  signed  by  twenty-one  captains, 
foreign  officers,  and  engineers  in  possession  of  certificates  of  service  issued 
by  the  Insular  Collector  of  Customs,  petitioning  for  the  right  to  naturalize. 

Attached  hereto  is  also  a  letter  signed  by  C.  de  las  Heras,  representing 
the  Tabacalera  Company,  stating  the  position  of  the  representatives  of 
the  contract  steamers  in  regard  to  this  matter.  They  oppose  the  bill  in 
its  present  form. 

I  also  inclose  a  letter  from  Mr.  Llansó,  representing  the  foreign  seamen, 
to  which  he  appends  certain  data  in  regard  to  the  number  of  foreigners 
in  the  Insular  service.  In  1905,  of  66  officers  employed  by  the  Tabacalera 
Company  20  were  foreigners  and  46  Filipinos.  In  1909,  in  the  month  o£~- 
April,  of  66  employees  9  were  foreigners  and  57  were  Filipinos.  The 
foreigners  have  had  the  following  terms  of  service:  One  first  officer, 
twenty-nine  years;  one  captain  and  one  engineer,  twenty- four  years  each; 
one  captain,  twenty  years;  one  engineer,  nineteen  years;  one  captain, 
eighteen  years.  In  other  words,  6  of  these  9  employees  have  served  in 
these  Islands  for  eighteen  years  or  more.  Of  the  remaining  3  two  have 
served  nine  years  each  and  1  eight  years*  Not  less  striking  are  the 
comparative  figures  attached  hereto  for  June,  1904,  and  June,  1908.  Of 
ship  officers  in  1904  there  were  110  foreigners  and  362  Filipinos.  In  1908 
there  were  49  foreigners,  or  less  than  one-half,  and  263  natives.  Of 
engineers  in  1904  there  were  62  foreigners  and  301  natives.  In  1908 
there  were  22  foreigners  and  336  natives.  Under  existing  law,  therefore, 
the  proportion  of  natives  is  continually  increasing  and  the  foreigners  holding 
these  positions  are  men  whom  it  would  be  an  injustice  to  deprive  of  their 
positions. 

This  same  matter  was  presented  last  year,  the  Assembly  having  passed 
the  bill,  and  the  Commission  refused  to  concur. 

The  undersigned  recommends:  First,  that,  for  the  reasons  above  set 
forth,  the  Commission  refuse  to  concur  with  the  Assembly;   and,  second,

that  if  this  recommendation  is  not  adopted,  that  then  the  law  before  being 
enacted  be  amended  as  requested  by  the  representative  of  the  Tabacalera 
Company,  so  as  not  to  work  a  hardship  on  the  engineers  of  such  long  and 
faithful  service  in  these  Islands.

REPORTS    OF    SELECT    COMMITTEES. 

[Committee  Report  No.   145.] 

May  13,  1909. 

Gentlemen:  Your  select  committee,  to  which  was  referred  on  February 
13,  1909,  resolution  of  the  convention  of  municipal  presidents  of  the 
Province  of  Tarlac,  requesting  that  the  municipalities  be  granted  an 
additional  10  per  cent  of  the  internal-revenue  taxes  collected,  to  be 
used  exclusively  for  the  purposes  of  public  sanitation  and  hygiene,  has 
examined  the  same  and  has  the  honor  to  report  it  back  to  the  Commission 
with  the  following  recommendation,  viz: 

The  municipal  governments  are  already  enjoying  a  participation  in  the 
internal  revenue  to  the  extent  of  25  per  cent.  Municipal  governments 
desire,  as  a  usual  rule,  to  exercise  all  the  powers  of  local  government 
without  assuming  any  of  the  responsibilities  or  burdens  which  local 
autonomy  imposes.  The  tendency  of  all  municipal  governments  has  been 
to  abolish  taxation  of  every  kind  and  to  live  either  on  borrowed  money 
or  by  securing  a  greater  participation  in  the  internal  revenue.  Until 
the  passage  of  Act  No.  1691  municipalities  expended  all  their  income  in 
salaries.  At  the  present  time  municipalities  are  expending  for  police  a 
million  pesos  a  year  which  expenditure  is  worse  than  wasted,  except  in 
some  five  or  six  municipalities.  So  long  as  municipalities  can  spend  money 
other  than  that  resulting  from  local  taxes,  there  will  be  no  effort  made 
by  the  citizen  to  correct  abuses  and  to  oblige  the  expenditure  of  public 
moneys  for  useful  and  beneficial  purposes.  One  of  the  very  first  indications 
that  a  people  is  capable  of  exercising  local  autonomy  is  the  willingness 
of  the  people  to  bear  the  burdens  of  government  and  to  pay  the  taxes 
necessary  for  its  support.     If  the  fact  is  to  be  borne  in  upon  the  people 
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that  taxes  are  necessary  to  maintain  a  well-ordered  government  and  that 
their  payment  is  a  patriotic  duty,  municipalities  should  not  be  permitted 
to  maintain  themselves  at  the  expense  of  the  Insular  Treasury.  In  the 
most  advanced  countries  of  the  globe  central  governments  are  supported 
by  customs  and  internal  revenue  and  local  governments  have  little  or  no 
,  participation  in  the  revenue  derived  from  either  source.  In  addition  to 
the  large  participation  already  given  to  municipalities  in  the  internal 
revenue,  the  Insular  Government  spends  more  than  ^3,000,000  per  annum 
on  education,  which  is  a  local  matter  and  should  be  supported  by  local 
taxes.  Judges  of  the  Court  of  First  Instance  and  their  personnel  are  paid 
out  of  the  Insular  Treasury  instead  of  by  the  judicial  district  wherein 
they  exercise  jurisdiction,  as  is  the  custom  in  other  countries.  Local 
government  involves  a  greater  expenditure  of  money  than  centralized 
government  and  if  there  is  to  be  local  autonomy,  municipalities  must 
learn  to  support  the  local  government  through  which  autonomy  is  exercised.

Mk.  President:  Your  select  committee  of  three,  to  which  was  referred 
on  May  4,  1909,  Assembly  Bill  No.  12,  entitled  "An  Act  providing  the  form 
in  which  all  Acts  of  the  Philippine  Legislature,  with  certain  exceptions, 
shall  take  effect,"  has  examined  the  same  and  has  the  honor  to  report  it 
back  to  the  Commission  with  the  following  recommendation,  viz: 

That  the  bill  do  pass,  with  the  following  amendments: 

Page  1,  lines  4  and  5,  strike  out  the  words  "it  shall  have  been  legally 
promulgated"  and  insert  in  lieu  thereof  the  words  "fifteen  days  after  its 
promulgation."  N 

Page  1,  lines  7  and  8,  strike  out  the  words  "whole  insertion"  and  insert 
in  place  thereof  the  word  "publication." 

Lines  9,  10,  and  11,  strike  out  the  words  "but  its  provisions  shall  not 
take  effect  until  fifteen  days  after  its  publication  unless  otherwise  provided 
therein." 

Strike  out  all  of  section  4  and  insert  in  lieu  thereof  the  following: 

"Sec.  4.  This  Act  shall  take  effect  at  the  opening  of  the  next  session 
of  the  Legislature/' 

The  purpose  of  this  bill  is  that  no  Act  of  the  Philippine  Legislature 
shall  take  effect  until  fifteen  days  after  its  promulgation,  unless  otherwise 
expressly  provided. 
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Your  committee  believes  that  this  provision  is  a  very  wise  one,  as  it  will 
avoid  the  evils  of  having  Acts,  some  of  which  seriously  affect  the  interests 
of  the  public,  take  effect  without  the  public  having  knowledge  thereof. 
There  are  many  precedents  for  this  proposed  Act  in  other  legislation 
requiring  the  lapse  of  a  certain  time  after  the  publication  of  an  Act  before 
the  same  takes  effect.

[Committee  Report  No.   147.] 

May  13,  19C9. 

Mr.  President:  Your  select  committee  of  two,  to  which  was  referred 
on  May  10,  1909,  Assembly  Bill  No.  397,  entitled  "An  Act  amending  section 
six  hundred  and  fourteen  of  Act  Numbered  One  hundred  and  ninety, 
entitled  'An  Act  providing  a  Code  of  Procedure  in  Civil  Actions  and  Special 
Proceedings  in  the  Philippine  Islands/  granting  the  power  to  make  a  will 
to  every  person  eighteen  years  of  age,"  has  examined  the  same  and  has  the 
honor  to  report  it  back  to  the  Assembly  with  the  following  recommendation, 
viz : 

The  amendment  proposed  by  Assembly  Bill  No.  397  refers  to  the  age 
at  which  persons  may  make  a  will.  According  to  section  614  of  the  Code 
of  Civil  Procedure,  the  existing  law  on  the  subject,  a  person  may  not  dispose 
of  his  property  by  his  last  will  and  testament  unless  he  be  of  legal  age. 
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The  Spanish  Civil  Code,  the  former  law  on  this  matter,  fixed  that  age 
at  14  years. 

The  authors  of  the  bill  say  that  "the  age  of  18  years  in  just  half- 
way between  14  and  23  years,  as  required  by  the  present  Code  of  Civil 
Procedure." 

Your  committee  thinks  that  there  is  no  danger  whatever  in  fixing  the 
age  at  which  persons  may  make  wills  at  18  years.  Several  European  codes 
such  as  the  Italian,  Dutch,  Austrian,  and  Prussian  are  in  accord  with  this 
measure.  The  French  code  fixes  the  age  at  18  and  so  does  the  Louisiana 
Code:  Other  legislation  fixes  it  at  14  and  at  12  for  men  and  for  women, 
respectivelj\  In  the  Philippines,  owing  to  the  early  development  of 
human  beings,  it  can  be  taken  for  granted  that  at  18  years  they  possess 
sufficient  discretion  and  discernment  to  perform  such  an  important  act 
in  life  as  is  the  making  of  a  will. 

Your  committee  is  at  a  loss  to  know  why  the  Assembly  desired  to  change 
the  text  of  all  of  section  614  if  its  purpose  were  merely  to  authorize  persons 
of  18  years  of  age  to  make  wills. 

Your  committee  believes  that  the  text  of  said  section  should  be  allowed 
to  stand  without  any  amendment  other  than  that  relative  to  age,  in 
order  to  save  the  other  provisions  contained  therein  which  are  necessary  in 
the  judgment  of  the  committee.  For  these  reasons  your  committee  recom- 
mends that  Assembly  Bill  No.  397  be  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

Strike  out  lines  6  and  7  and  insert  in  lieu  thereof  the  following: 

"Sec.  614.  Every  person  eighteen  years  of  age  or  over  and  of  sound  mind 
may  devise,  bequeath,  and  dispose  of  his  estate,  real  and  personal,  and  of 
any  right  or  interest  which  he  has  in  his  real  or  personal  estate,  by  his 
last  will  and  testament;  and  the  words  "every  person''  shall  include 
married  women:  Provided,  That  no  person  can  by  will  deprive  a  husband, 
or  wife,  or  heir  of  such  interest  in  his  estate  as  the  law  provides  shall 
appertain  to  such  husband,  wife,  or  heir,  notwithstanding  the  execution 
of  a  will"

[Committee  Report  No.   148.] 

May  13,  1909. 

Mr.  President:  Your  select  committee  of  one,  to  which  was  referred  on 
May  12,  1909,  Assembly  Joint  Resolution  No.  26,  entitled  "Joint  Resolution 
giving  instructions  to  the  Resident  Commissioners  to  the  United  States  to 
obtain  from  Congress  the  approval  of  a  proposed  law  providing  for  the 
constitution  of  a  senate  to  supersede  the  Philippine  Commission  in  its 
legislative  functions  as  the  Upper  Chamber  of  the  Philippine  Legislature," 
has  examined  the  same  and  has  the  honor  to  report  it  back  to  the  Com- 
mission with  the  following  recommendation,  viz: 

Without  going  into  the  details  of  the  proposed  resolution,  it  appears  to 
the  undersigned  that  this  action  of  the  Assembly  raises  squarely  the  question 
of  whether  American  control  in  these  Islands  is  to  be  continued  or  is  not 
to  be  continued.  The  passage  of  this  resolution  would  commit  the  Com- 
mission to  the  proposition  of  immediately  giving  up  control  of  the  Upper 
House  by  officials  appointed  by  the  President,  which  would  mean  giving  up 
the  power  to  control  appropriations,  which  are  the  sinews  by  which  the 
various  branches  of  the  Government — executive,  legislative  and  judicial — 
are  controlled.  I  have  no  hesitation  in  saying  that  the  Administration 
in  Washington,  of  whom  the  Commission  is  the  direct  representative  in 
these  Islands,  would  not  favor  any  such  course  at  present. 

Upon  these  grounds,  and  without  endeavoring  to  express  the  views  of 
the  Commission  in  regard  to  a  matter  which  involves  the  personal  status 
of  its  members,  I  recommend  that  the  Commission  do  not  concur  in  the 
resolution  adopted  by  the  Assembly.

Without  entering  into  the  details  of  the  purposes  of  the  proposed 
joint  resolution,  it  appears  to  me  that  the  idea  of  giving  instructions 
to  the  Eesident  Commissioners  for  the  purposes  expressed  in  the 
resolution  may  be  sanctioned  by  the  Commission  with  the  sole 
purpose  of  having  the  Eesident  Commissioners  present  such  a  pro- 
position in  one  form  or  another,  and  that  the  Congress  may  know 
the  conditions  as  regards  the  opinion  of  the  popular  branch  of  the 
Legislature  in  the  Philippines  and  decide  on  the  advisability  or 
inadvisability  of  the  proposition  for  the  present  or  for  the  future. 

Ordered,  That  a  copy  of  the  report  with  notification  of  the  action 
taken  thereon  be  furnished  the  Assembly  for  its  information. 

INTRODUCTION   OF   BILLS. 

Commissioner  Gilbert  introduced  the  following  bill: 
Commission  Bill  No.  108.     An  Act  providing  for  the  consolidation  of  all 
libraries  belonging  to  any  branch  of  the  Philippine  Insular  Government  for 
the  creation   of  "The  Philippines  Library,"  and   for  the  maintenance  and 
regulation  of  the  same,  and  for  other  purposes. 

Commission  Bill  'No.  108  was  read  the  first  and  second  times 
and  referred  to  the  Committee  of  the  Whole. 

It  was  considered  in  committee  and  reported  to  the  Commission 
with  the  recommendation  that  further  consideration  of  the  bill  be 
made  a  special  order  for  Friday,  May  14?  1909,  immediately  after 
the  reading  of  the  Journal. 

The  report  and  recommendation  of  the  Committee  of  the  Whole 
were  adopted. 

The  Acting  President  introduced  the  following  joint  resolution : 

Commission  Joint  Resolution  No.  10.  Joint  Resolution  approving,  ratifying,  and 
confirming  the  acceptance  by  the  Insular  Coal  Company,  of  the  franchise 
granted  in  Act  Numbered  Eighteen  hundred  and  thirty-five,  and  the  action 
of  the  Acting  Secretary  of  Commerce  and  Police  in  receiving  and  considering 
said  acceptance  as  a  compliance  with  the  law. 

Whereas  in  section  ten  of  Act  Numbered  Eighteen  hundred  and  thirty- 
five,  entitled  "An  Act  to  grant  to  the  Insular  Coal  Company,  Incorporated, 
a  franchise  to  construct,  maintain,  and  operate  a  railway  line  from  the 
shore  line  at  the  Port  of  Danao  to  the  coal  district  of  Gamansi,  Province 
of  Cebu,,,  passed  by  the  Philippine  Legislature  on  May  twenty-first,  nineteen 
hundred  and  eight,  it  was  provided  "that  the  grant  of  the  franchise  shall  not 
become  operative  or  effective  unless  the  grantee  shall,  within  one  month 
after  the  passage  of  this  Act,  file  with  the  Secretary  of  Commerce  and 
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Police  its  acceptance  of  the  franchise  and  its  agreement  to  comply  with 
all  the  terms  of  this'  Act,"  and 

Whereas  the  grantee  failed  to  file  an  acceptance  of  the  agreement  within 
the  time  specified  by  said  section,  due  to  the  failure  of  the  Company  to 
receive  notice  of  the  passage  of  the  Act  until  the  time  for  the  acceptance 
of  the  franchise  had  elapsed;  and 

Whereas  it  appears  that  upon  receiving  said  notice  the  Company,  in 
letters  dated  July  seventeenth,  and  twenty-eighth,  nineteen  hundred  and 
eight,  notified  the  Secretary  of  Commerce  and  Police  of  its  desire  to  accept 
the  franchise  and  to  agree  to  comply  with  all  the  terms  of  the  Act,  and 
in  a  letter  dated  September  second,  nineteen  hundred  and  eight,  made  the 
following  statement,  through  its  managing  director,  Mr.  D.  M.  Carman, 
viz: 

"We  have  been  since  June  twenty-first,  nineteen  hundred  and  eight, 
and  are  now  ready  and  willing  to  accept  the  terms  of  the  said  Act,  and 
.  we  do  now  so  accept  and  agree  to  comply  with  them  at  any  and  all  times;" 
and 

Whereas,  after  an  examination  of  the  case,  the  Attorney-General  states 
that  "it  appears  that  said  Company  has  done  all  that  could  reasonably  be 
required  of  it  in  manifesting  its  desire  and  willingness  to  accept  and 
comply  with  the  terms  of  said  Act  Numbered  Eighteen  hundred  and  thirty- 
five,  granting  said  franchise,"  and  expresses  the  opinion  that  the  letters  of 
acceptance  of  the  Insular  Coal  Company  dated  July  seventeenth  and 
twenty-eighth  and  September  second,  nineteen  hundred  and  eight,  may  be 
received  and  favorably  acted  upon  by  the  Secretary  of  Commerce  and 
Police,  and  recommends  ( 1 )  that  since  it  does  not  appear  from  said  letters 
of  acceptance  that  the  corporation  has  accepted  the  terms  of  the  franchise 
by  formal  resolution  of  the  board  of  directors,  it  be  required  by  the 
Government  that  the  action  of  the  managing  director  be  approved,  ratified 
and  confirmed  by  the  said  board  and  a  certified  copy  of  the  resolution  of 
the  board  filed  with  the  Secretary  of  Commerce  and  Police,  and  (2)  that 
on  account  of  the  strict  terms  of  the  proviso  of  section  ten  of  said  Act 
Numbered  Eighteen  hundred  and  thirty-five,  the  Insular  Coal  Company's 
acceptance  and  the  favorable  executive  action  thereon  be  submitted  to  the 
Legislature  for  approval,  ratification  and  confirmation;  and 

Whereas  the  resolution  of  the  said  board  of  directors  accepting  the 
franchise,  whereby  the  said  action  of  the  said  managing  director  is  con- 
firmed, has  been  received  and  filed  witji  the  Secretary  of  Commerce  and 
Police:  Now,  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved  by  the  Philippine  Commission  and  the  Philippine  Assembly, 
That  the  acceptance  by  the  Insular  Coal  Company,  through  its  managing 
director,  in  letters  dated  July  seventeenth,  July  twenty-eighth,  and  Sep- 
tember second,  nineteen  hundred  and  eight,  as  confirmed  by  said  resolution  of 
the  board  of  directors  of  said  Company  adopted  on  December  twenty-third, 
nineteen  hundred  and  eight,  and  the  action  of  the  Acting  Secretary  of 
Commerce  and  Police  in  receiving  and  considering  such  acceptance  as  a 
compliance  with  the  law,  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  approved,  ratified  and 
confirmed. 
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Commission  Joint  Kesolution  No.  10  was  read  the  first  and 
second  times. 

On  motion  by  the  Acting  President,  unanimously  carried, 

The  resolution  was  considered  urgent  under  the  provisions  of 
Bule  XIV,  Kules  of  the  Commission,  and  read  the  third  time  by 
its  title  only. 

The  question  then  being  upon  its  passage  the  roll  was  called  and 
Commission  Joint  Eesolution  No.  10  was  unanimously  passed,  and 
the  title  and  preamble  were  agreed  to. 

The  Secretary  was  directed  to  request  the  concurrence  of  the 
Assembly  in  the  resolution  as  passed.

CONSIDERATION   OF    SPECIAL   ORDER. 

The  hour  having  arrived  for  the  consideration  of  Commission 
Bill  No.  108,  entitled  "An  Act  providing  for  the  consolidation  of 
all  libraries  belonging  to  any  branch  of  the  Philippine  Insular 
Government  for  the  creation  of  'The  Philippines  Library/  and  for 
the  maintenance  and  regulation  of  the  same,  and  for  other  pur- 
poses," heretofore  set  as  a  special  order  for  this  day, 

On  motion  by  Commissioner  Gilbert, 

The  Commission  went  into  Committee  of  the  Whole  for  the  con- 
sideration thereof. 

After  some  time  spent  therein,  the  committee  rose  and  reported 
to  the  commission  with  the  recommendation  that  it  pass  with  the 
following  amendments: 

Section  1,  strike  out  in  its  entirety,  and  insert  in  lieu  thereof  the 
following : 

"Section  1.  A  board  of  five  members  is  hereby  constituted  consisting 
of  the  Secretary  of  Public  Instruction,  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  the 
Secretary  of  Finance  and  Justice,  and  two  other  members  to  be  appointed 
annually  by  the  Governor-General,  which  shall  be  known  as  'The  Philippines 
Library  Board.' " 
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Section  2,  page  1,  line  10,  strike  out  the  words  "the  control  and  manage- 
ment" and  insert  in  lieu  thereof  the  words  "the  general  management." 

Section  3,  strike  out  in  its  entirety  and  insert  in  lieu  thereof  the 
following  : 

"Sec.  3.  The  Philippines  Library  Board  shall  divide  the  Library  into 
such  divisions  as  are  necessary  and  proper  for  the  correct  and  advantageous 
classification  of  the  books,  papers,  periodicals,  and  documents  belonging 
to  such  library,  having,  among  other  divisions,  a  division  of  Filipiniana,  a 
law  division,  a  scientific  division,  and  a  circulating  division,  in  which  latter 
shall  be  included,  the  present  American  Circulating  Library.  The  scientific 
division  shall  be  housed  in  the  building  of  the  Bureau  of  Science,  the  law 
division  shall  be  housed  in  such  place  as  the  Supreme  Court  may  direct, 
and  other  divisions  shall  be  consolidated  and  housed  in  one  place,  so  far  as 
possible,  but  this  shall  not  be  done  if,  in  the  judgment  of  such  Library 
Board,  the  purposes  of  the  library  can  better  be  served  by.  having  one 
or  more  of  such  divisions  located  in  another  place  than  at  the  place  of  the 
main  library.  When  a  division  is  located  in  some  other  place  than  at  the 
place  of  the  main  library,  property  responsibility  for  the  custody  of  the 
books  shall  rest  upon  the  Bureau  or  Office  in  which  it  is  located,  and  the 
employees  occupied  in  cataloguing  and  caring  for  the  books  shall  be  paid 
from  the  funds  of  such  Bureau  or  Office  and  shall  be  subject  to  the  control 
of  its  Chief  or  Director.  As  soon  as  practicable  there  shall  be  prepared 
and  housed  in  the  main  library  a  complete  catalogue  of  all  books  belonging 
to  the  Philippines  Library  and  each  of  its  divisions.  No  purchases  of 
books  shall  be  made  for  any  section  or  division  of  such  library  except  by 
such  Library  Board,  and  such  Board  shall  avoid,  as  far  as  is  consistent 
with  the  needs  of  the  library,  the  duplication  of  purchases,  by  bringing 
to  the  attention  of  the  proper  Secretary  of  Department  or  the  Governor- 
General,  as  the  case  may  be,  orders  involving  such  duplication.  Ap- 
propriations for  the  purchase  of  books  shall  hereafter  be  made  for  the 
several  divisions  of  the  Philippines  Library  as  provided  by  law  or  estab- 
lished by  the  Library  Board.  Requisitions  for  the  purchase  of  books  for 
any  division  shall  be  signed  by  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  or  Office  having 
custody  of  the  books  of  said  division,  and,  after  approval  by  the  Secretary 
of  the  proper  Department  or  the  Governor-General,  as  the  case  may  be, 
shall  be  transmitted  to  the  Library  Board,  which  shall  examine  the  same 
with  a  view  of  avoiding,  so  far  as  is  consistent  with  the  needs  of  the 
library,  the  duplication  of  purchases,  and  said  Board  shall  purchase,  so 
far  as  possible,  the  books  of  all  the  divisions  of  the  library,  in  such 
manner  and  in  such  quantities  as  will  reduce  the  price  of  purchases  to 
the  minimum;  and  all  books,  papers,  periodicals,  documents,  and  other 
reading  matter  required  for  the  uses  and  purposes  of  the  Philippines 
Library  may  be  ordered  and  purchased  by  said  Library  Board  without  the 
intervention  of  the  Purchasing  Agent:  Provided,  That  books  for  which 
requisition  is  made  by  any  Bureau  or  Office  shall  be  paid  for  out  of  the 
funds,  if  any,  heretofore  appropriated  for  such  purpose  for  such  Bureau 
or  Office." 
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Section  5,  page  2,  line  26,  strike  out  the  word  "were"  and  insert  in  lieu 
thereof  the  word  "are;"  same  section,  same  page,  line  28,  after  the  word 
"Bureau"  and  before  the  word  "whatever"  insert  the  words  "or  office." 

Section  6,  strike  out  in  its  entirety  and  insert  in  lieu  thereof  the 
following : 

"Sec.  6.  All  officers  and  employees  of  the  main  library  shall  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  Secretary  of  Public  Instruction,  with  the  approval  of  the 
Library  Board,  and,  for  administrative  purposes,  shall  be  under  the  control 
of  the  Secretary  of  Public  Instruction,  and  all  officers  and  employees  of 
the  Philippine  Government  now  engaged  in  duties  or  work  in  connection 
with  any  one  of  the  libraries  now  in  existence  which  under  this  Act  is 
transferred  to  and  housed  with  the  main  library,  may  be  continued  in  the 
service  of  the  Philippines  Library,  and  shall  be  paid  from  any  funds 
which  have  been  appropriated  for  the  payment  of  their  salaries,  or,  in 
case  of  a  vacancy,  the  place  may  be  filled  by  the  said  Philippines  Library 
Board,  providing  that  the  salary  or  wages  in  any  case  is  not  greater  than 
that  provided  by  law." 

Section  9,  page  3,  line  17,  strike  out  the  words  "such  report  to  be 
addressed"  and  insert  in  lieu  thereof  the  words  "which  report  shall  be 
addressed." 

The  report  and  recommendation  of  the  Committee  of  the  Whole 
were  adopted  by  unanimous  vote.

Mr.  President:  The  Committee  on  Rules,  to  which  was  referred  on 
April  15,  1909,  a  communication  from  the  Secretary '  of  the  Assembly 
transmitting  Assembly  Bill  No.  437,  in  which  the  Commission  had  refused 
to  concur,  for  the  purpose  of  preparing  a  resolution  setting  forth  the  views 
of  the  Commission  on  the  subject  of  a  conference  over  a  bill  which  has  been 
rejected  in  toto  by  one  branch  of  the  Legislature,  has  examined  the  same 
and  has  the  honor  to  report  it  back  to  the  Commission  with  the  following 
recommendation,  viz: 

Your  committee  has  had  a  conference  with  the  chairman  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Rules  of  the  Assembly,  and  has  been  assured  by  him  that  he 
understands  the  rule  to  be  exactly  as  it  is  understood  by  the  Commission. 

It  was  at  first  thought  wise  to  prepare  a  joint  rule  to  govern  the  two 
Houses  in  cases  of  this  kind,  but  it  being  so  near  the  close  of  the  session, 
and  it  being  expedient  to  prepare  other  joint  rules,  your  committee  has 
concluded  not  to  offer  a  joint  rule  at  this  time,  but  to  leave  the  whole 
matter  until  the  next  session  of  the  Legislature. 

Your  committee,  however,  reports  in  this  case  that,  the  bill  having  been 
rejected  by  the  Commission,  it  is  out  of  its  hands,  and  it  has  no  power 
to  appoint  a  conference  committee. 

A  conference  committee  is  only  appointed  when  one  House  makes 
amendments  to  the  bill  of  the  other  House,  to  which  amendments  the  House 
first  acting  upon  the  bill  refuses  to  agree,  and  in  that  case  the  bill  is  still 
alive,  and  a  conference  may  be  asked,  and  should  be  had.  If  the  bill  has 
been  defeated  in  either  house  it  is  to  all  intents  and  purposes  dead,  and  no 
conference  can  be  had  upon  it. 

Your  committee,  therefore,  respectfully  recommends  that  the  request 
for  a  conference  upon  Assembly  Bill  No.  437  be  laid  upon  the  table.

Mr.  President:  The  Committee  on  Matters  Pertaining  to  the  Depart- 
ment of  Commerce  and  Police,  to  which  was  referred  on  March  25,  1909, 
the  resolution  of  the  Agricultural  Congress  of  the  Philippine  Islands 
requesting  that  the  Legislature  appropriate  1^1,200,000  for  the  construction, 
repair,  and  improvement  of  the  port  of  Iloilo,  ^400,000  to  be  appropriated 
for  each  of  the  three  succeeding  fiscal  years,  has  examined  the  same  and  has 
the  honor  to  report  it  back  to  the  Commission  with  the  following  recom- 
mendation, viz: 

Your  committee  heartily  concurs  in  the  request  of  the  Agricultural 
Congress  for  the  improvement  of  the  port  of  Iloilo  to  the  extent  of 
1*1,200,000.  The  excellent  results  which  have  attended  our  expenditure  of 
money  in  Cebu  justifies  the  expenditure  requested  for  Iloilo.  The  plan  is 
one  which  need  not  be  put  through  in  any  one  year  or  series  of  years, 
but  as  fast  as  money  becomes  available  it  can  be  appropriated  for  this 
work. 

Another  argument  in  favor  of  this  measure  is  the  importance  and 
necessity  of  the  same  to  the  railroad.  The  railroad  recently  constructed 
and  to  be  constructed  in  Panay  and  Negros  needs  an  outlet  along  side  the 
deep  water,  such  as  the  Cebu  and  Luzon  railroads  have.  As  the  present 
plans  of  the  Philippine  Railway  involve  the  use  of  Iloilo  as  a  common 
port  for  both  Negros  and  Panay,  the  development  of  Iloilo  becomes  of 
double  importance,  and  the  assurance  to  the  railroad  people  that  the 
necessary  dredging  to  enable  deep-water  vessels  to  enter  the  river  at  Iloilo 
will  be  done,  will  make  a  great  difference  to  them  in  their  plans  for  the 
development  of  both  the  Islands  of  Negros  and  Panay. 

The  undersigned  believes  that  the  Government  should  adopt  the  general 
plan  for  the  improvement  of  the  port  of  Iloilo,  and  will  present  in  the 
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next  permanent  improvement  bill  a  request  for  the  amount  of  ^250,000, 
to  be  paid  out  of  the  sale  of  bonds,  to  begin  the  work.  The  undersigned, 
however,  recommends  against  pledging  any  money  for  the  continuance  of 
the  work,  but  believes  that  the  acceptance  of  the  plan,  without  any  pledge 
of  additional  money,  is  proper.

REPORTS  OF  SELECT  COMMITTEES. 

[Committee  Report  No.   152.] 

May  14,  1909. 

Mr.  President:  Your  select  committee  of  two,  to  which  was  referred 
on  March  16,  1909,  a  resolution  of  the  convention  of  the  municipal 
presidents  of  Tarlac,  asking  that  the  Election  Law  be  amended  so  that 
illiterate  voters  may  have  their  ballots  prepared  for  them  by  two  persons 
in  their  confidence  instead  of  the  election  judges,  has  examined  the  same 
and  has  the  honor  to  report  it  back  to  the  Commission  with  the  following 
recommendation,  viz: 

Your  committee  recognizes  the  fact  that,  under  the  law  as  it  stands  at 
present,  if  the  election  officers  are  dishonest,  grave  abuses  may  be  committed. 

With  reference  to  the  preparing  of  the  ballots  of  illiterate  voters,  your 
committee  is  loath  to  believe  that  dishonest  election  officers  exist  with  any 
degree  of  frequency;  if  so,  it  is  a  sad  commentary  upon  the  Filipino 
people,  who  are  enjoying  the  ^irst  possibilities  of  self-government.  Your 
committee  prefers  to  believe  that  election  officers,  almost  without  exception, 
are  honest  men  and  will  do  their  duty  properly.  If  so,  there  should  be 
no  change  in  the  law. 

The  change  suggested  is  a  dangerous  one,  because  it  would  enable  the 
voter,  in  a  very  large  number  of  cases,  to  make  known  to  outside  persons 
the  manner  in  which  he  voted;  and  your  committee  knows  of  no  better 
way  to  corrupt  the  ballot  than  by  making  it  easy  for  the  voter  to  demon- 
strate how  he  has  voted. 

This  question  is  a  very  interesting  one,  however,  and  if  time  permitted, 
would  permit  of  much  discussion,  but  other  matters  of  more  importance 
are  pressing  upon  the  attention  of  the  Legislature,  and  therefore  your 
committee  recommends  that  the  resolution  be  laid  upon  the  table.

It  is  true  that  there  have  been  some  complications  growing  out  of  the 
fact  that  resignations  properly  presented  have  not  been  accepted  promptly, 
but  the  law  has  now  received  an  interpretation  by  the  Supreme  Court,  by 
the  Governor-General,  and  by  the  Attorney-General's  Office.  Therefore,  it 
hardly  seems  necessary  to  the  committee  to  pass  a  new  law  on  this  subject. 

It  is  suggested  that  an  executive  order  be  sent*  out  prior  to  the  time 
when  resignation  must  take  effect  in  order  that  persons  may  be  candidates 
at  the  next  election  to  all  branches  of  the  Government,  setting  forth  the 
duty  of  prompt  acceptance  of  resignations  offered  for  the  purpose  of 
standing  as  candidates  for  office. 

It  is  therefore  recommended  that  the  bill  be  laid  upon  the  table.

Resolved,  That  a  committee  of  six  members  be,  and  hereby  is,  created, 
three  of  whom  shall  be  appointed  by  the  President  of  the  Commission  and 
three  by  the  Speaker  of  the  Assembly,  which  shall  draft  and  present  to  the 
Legislature,  as  soon  as  possible,  a  bankruptcy  and  insolvency  Act.

Presently,  the  Secretary  of  the  Assembly  appeared  and  stated 
that  he  had  been  directed  by  the  Assembly  to  inform  the  Commis- 
sion that  the  designation  by  the  Commission  of  Honorable  Benito 
Legarda  as  one  of  the  Resident  Commissioners  was  agreed  to  by  the 
Assembly  in  Committee  of  the  Whole  and  that  the  Assembly  had 
also  agreed  to  Commission  Joint  Resolution  No.  9  and  would 
immediately  proceed  to  a  vote  in  formal  session  on  the  candidates 
designated. 

On  motion  by  Commissioner  Gilbert, 

The  Secretary  of  the  Commission  was  directed  to  inform  the 
Assembly  that  the  Commission  would  immediately  proceed  in  formal 
session  to  a  vote  on  the  candidates. 

Commissioner  Gilbert  thereupon  placed  in  nomination  for  the 
offices  of  Resident  Commissioners  to  the  United  States  Honorable 
Benito  Legarda  and  Honorable  Manuel  L.  Quezon. 

The  nomination  was  seconded  by  Commissioner  Palma. 

The  Acting  President  put  the  question : 

"Are  there  any  other  nominations  for  the  position  of  Resident 
Commissioner  to  the  United  States. 

Commissioner  Branagan  moved  that  the  nominations  be  declared 
closed. 

The  motion  prevailed. 
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The  roll  was  called  on  the  election  of  the  candidates  named  with 
the  following  result :

Whereupon  the  Acting  President  declared  Honorable  Benito  Le-

At  this  point  a  message  was  received  from  the  Assembly  an- 
nouncing that  the  Assembly  in  formal  session  had  on  its  part  elected 
to  the  positions  of  Resident  Commissioners  to  the  United  States 
Honorable  Manuel  L.  Quezon  and  Honorable  Benito  Legarda.

By  unanimous  consent,  the  Committee  on  Appropriations  intro- 
duced, out  of  order,  the  following  bill : 

Commission  Bill  No.  109.  An  Act  making  appropriations  for  certain 
public  works  and  permanent  improvements,  and  for  other  purposes. 

Commission  Bill  No.  109  was  read  the  first  and  second  times 
and  referred  to  the  Committee  of  the  Whole. 

It  was  considered  in  committee  and  reported  to  the  Commission 
with  the  recommendation  that  it  pass  with  the  following  amend- 
ment: 

Strike  out  all  after  the  enacting  clause  and  insert  in  lieu  thereof  the 
following : 

"Section  1.  Pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  section  two  of  the  Act  of 
Congress  entitled  'An  Act  to  amend  an  Act  approved  July  first,  nineteen 
hundred  and  two,  entitled  "An  Act  temporarily  to  provide  for  the 
administration  of  the  affairs  of  civil  government  in  the  Philippine  Islands, 
and  for  other  purposes,"  and  to  amend  an  Act  approved  March  eighth, 
nineteen  hundred  and  two,  entitled  "An  Act  temporarily  to  provide  revenue 
for  the  Philippine  Islands,  and  for  other  purposes,"  and  to  amend  an  Act 
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approved  March  second,  nineteen  hundred  and  three,  entitled  "An  Act  to 
establish  a  standard  of  value  and  to  provide  for  a  coinage  system  in  the 
Philippine  Islands,"  and  to  provide  for  the  more  efficient  administration 
of  civil  government  in  the  Philippine  Islands,  and  for  other  purposes," 
approved  February  sixth,  nineteen  hundred  and  five,'  the  Secretary  of  War 
is  hereby  authorized  to  issue,  in  the  name  and  on  behalf  of  the  Govern- 
ment of  the  Philippine  Islands,  its  bonds  to  the  amount  of  one  million  five 
hundred  thousand  dollars,  gold  coin  of  the  United  States  of  the  present 
standard  value.  The  bonds  thus  authorized  to  be  issued  shall  be  dated 
August  first,  nineteen  hundred,  and  nine ;  shall  bear  interest  at  the  rate  of 
four  per  centum  per  annum,  payable  quarterly;  shall  be  redeemable  at 
the  pleasure  of  the  Government  of  the  Philippine  Islands  after  ten  years, 
and  payable  thirty  years  after  date.  Both  principal  and  interest  shall  be 
payable  in  gold  coin  of  the  United  States  at  the  Treasury  of  the  United 
States.  The  said  bonds  shall  be  in  registered  form  in  denominations  of 
one  thousand  dollars  and  ten  thousand  dollars,  in  proportion  to  suit  the 
purchaser  or  purchasers  thereof,  and  shall  be  registered  and  transferable 
at  the  office  of  the  Register  of  the  Treasury  Department  of  the  United 
States,  Washington,  District  of  Columbia.  The  said  bonds  being  of  the 
class  expressly  exempted  in  and  by  section  one  of  said  Act  of  Congress 
from  the  payment  of  all  taxation  by  the  Government  of  the  United  States, 
or  by  the  Government  of  the  Philippine  Islands  or  of  any  political  or 
municipal  subdivision  thereof,  or  by  any  State,  or  by  any  county,  munic- 
ipality or  other  municipal  subdivision  of  any  State  or  Territory  of  the 
United  States,  or  by  the  District  of  Columbia,  such  exemption  shall  be 
stated  upon  their  face. 

"Sec.  2.  The  Secretary  of  War  is  further  authorized  to  sell  said  bonds 
on  such  terms  as  are  most  favorable  to  the  Government  of  the  Philippine 
Islands,  and  he  shall  deposit  the  proceeds  of  such  sale  or  sales  with  the 
Guaranty  Trust  Company  of  New  York,  an  authorized  depository  of  the 
Government  of  the  Philippine  Islands,  to  the  credit  of  the  Treasurer  of 
the  Philippine  Islands:  Provided,  That  no  bond  or  bonds  shall  be  sold  at 
less  than  par  value  in  gold  coin  of  the  United  States. 

"Sec.  3.  The  Secretary  of  War  shall  report  to  the  Auditor  and  to  the 
Treasurer  of  the  Philippine  Islands  the  amount  of  said  bonds  so  issued 
and  sold  by  him,  together  with  the  numbers  and  denominations  thereof, 
the  amount  realized  from  such  sale  or  sales  and  the  date  or  dates  of 
such  deposit  or  deposits,  and  the  same  shall  be  made  a  matter  of  record 
in  the  office  of  the  Auditor  and  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Philippine  Islands. 

"Sec.  4.  Section  one  of  Act  Numbered  Sixteen  hundred  and  eighty- 
eight,  entitled  'An  Act  making  appropriations  for  certain  public  works, 
permanent  improvements,  and  other  purposes  of  the  Insular  Government/ 
in  so  far  only  as  the  appropriations  of  seven  hundred  and  eighty  thousand 
pesos  for  the  construction  of  a  general  hospital  at  Manila,  one  hundred 
thousand  pesos  for  the  construction  of  Constabulary  barracks  and  quarters 
to  be  allotted  by  the  Secretary  of  Commerce  and  Police,  three  hundred 
and  fifty  thousand  pesos  for  the  construction  of  permanent  Government 
storehouses  for  the  Bureau  of  Supply  at  Manila,  and  two  hundred  and  fifty 
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thousand  pesos  for  the  construction  of  necessary  buildings  for  the  Philip- 
pine Medical  School,  and  section  one  of  Act  Numbered  Seventeen  hundred 
and  fifty,  entitled  'An  Act  making  appropriation  to  reimburse  the  govern- 
ment of  the  city  of  Manila  on  account  of  expenditures  made  in  the  re- 
construction of  walls  along  the  banks  of  the  Pasig  River  below  the  Ayala 
Bridge/  in  so  far  only  as  the  appropriation  of  the  sum  of  two  hundred 
thousand  pesos,  this  being  part  of  the  appropriation  therein  made  for 
the  purposes  of  said  Act,  and  section  one  of  Act  Numbered  Eighteen  hun- 
dred and  thirty-seven,  entitled  cAn  Act  making  appropriations  for  certain 
public  works  and  permanent  improvements,  and  for  other  purposes/  in  so 
far  only  as  to  appropriations  of  one  hundred  thousand  pesos  for  the 
purpose  of  preparing  for  the  construction  of  a  public  building  for  the 
use  of  the  Chief  Executive,  the  Philippine  Legislature  and  the  Supreme 
Court  of  the  Philippines,  five  hundred  thousand  pesos  for  the  construction 
and  restoration  of  irrigation  plants  and  systems,  ten  thousand  pesos  for 
the  improvement  of  the  lands  of  the  Government  around  Sibul  Springs,  one 
hundred  and  fifty  thousand  pesos  for  the  drilling  of  artesian  wells,  thirty 
thousand  pesos  for  the  construction  of  additional  wards  for  contagious 
diseases  at  San  Lázaro,  eighty-five  thousand  pesos  for  the  construction  and 
equipment  of  a  quarantine  station  for  animals  in  the  city  of  Manila,  eighteen 
thousand  pesos  for  the  construction  of  a  forage  plant  and  the  installation 
of  an  artesian  well  for  the  Bureau  of  Agriculture,  eleven  thousand  pesos 
for  additions  to  the  Benguet  Sanitarium,  two  hundred  thousand  pesos  for 
the  construction  of  a  building  for  the  customs  and  arrastre  system*  in  the 
capital  of  Cebu,  sixty  thousand  pesos  for  a  fourth  order  light  on  Suluan 
Island,  forty-six  thousand  pesos  being  a  part  of  the  appropriation  for  the 
extensión  of  the  river  wall  on  the  south  bank  of  the  Pasig  River,  and  one 
hundred  and  ten  thousand  pesos  for  the  construction  of  additional  river 
wall  and  the  widening  of  Muelle  Loney  at  Iloilo  are  hereby  repealed: 
Provided,  That  the  Auditor 'and  Treasurer  of  the  Philippine  Islands  are 
hereby  authorized  and  directed,  respectively,  to  audit  and  disburse  out  of 
all  unexpended  moneys  so  heretofore  appropriated  such  sum  or  sums  as 
shall  be  necessary  to  carry  on  and  pay  the  expense  necessary  to  the  execu- 
tion of  said  projects  under  any  existing  contracts  therefor  until  the  proceeds 
of  the  sale  of  the  bonds  as  hereinbefore  provided  shall  have  been  so 
deposited  as  aforesaid,  immediately  whereupon  said  Auditor  and  said 
Treasurer  are  hereby  enjoined  and  directed  to  credit,  reimburse  and 
transfer  to  said  appropriations  from  said  deposit  such  and  all  sums  of 
money  as  may  have  been  theretofore  so  audited  and  disbursed  in  carrying 
on  and  paying  for  said  construction  and  all  of  each  thereof  and  for  the 
construction  and  purposes  mentioned  in  this  section  there  is  hereby  ap- 
propriated from  the  proceeds  of  the  bond  issue  authorized  by  this  Act  the 
sum  of  three  million  pesos. 

"Sec.  5.  Commencing  with  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  thirtieth,  nine- 
teen hundred  and  ten,  and  each  succeeding  year  thereafter  until  said  bonds 
shall  have  been  paid,  there  is  hereby  made  a  continuing  annual  appropria- 
tion, authorized  to  be  paid  out  of  any  funds  in  the  Insular  Treasury  not 
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otherwise  appropriated,  of  such  sum  as  may  be  necessary  to  meet  the 
annual  interest  payments  upon  the  bonds  issued  in  accordance  with  this 
Act. 

"Sec.  6.  Commencing  with  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  thirtieth,  nine- 
teen hundred  and  eleven,  and  each  succeeding  year  thereafter  until  said 
bonds  shall  have  been  paid,  there  is  hereby  made  a  continuing  annual  ap- 
propriation, authorized  to  be  paid  out  of  any  funds  in  the  Insular  Treasury 
not  otherwise  appropriated,  of  nineteen  thousand  four  hundred  dollars, 
gold  coin  of  the  United  States  of  the  present  standard  value  for  each  one 
million  dollars,  and  proportionally  for  each  fraction  thereof,  of  bonds  issued 
in  accordance  with  this  Act.  Said  sum  so  appropriated  and  the  interest 
thereon  shall  be  invested  by  the  Insular  Treasurer  in  such  manner  as  may 
,be  approved  by  the  Governor-General,  and  shall  constitute  a  sinking  fund 
for  the  payment  of  said  bonds:  Provided,  however,  That  whenever  in  the 
judgment  of  the  Governor-General  the  public  interests  so  require  he  may 
by  order  suspend  for  a  term  of  not  to  exceed  three  years  all  accretions  to 
said  sinking  fund  and  the  appropriations  hereby  made  therefor:  And 
provided  further,  That  whenever  in  the  judgment  of  the  Governor-General 
the  public  interests  so  require  he  may  by  order  suspend  for  a  term  of  three 
years  all  accretions  to  the  sinking  funds  heretofore  created  for  the  retire- 
ment of  the  bonds  issued  by  virtue  of  Acts  Numbered  Thirteen  hundred 
and  one,  Fourteen  hundred  and  forty-four  or  One  thousand  and  thirty-four, 
except,  however,  that  such  order  shall  not  suspend  accretions  to  the 
sinking  fund  for  the  retirement  of  the  bonds  issued  under  said  last- 
mentioned  Act  as  are  required  to  be  made  by  section  twenty-three  of  Act 
Numbered  One  thousand  one  hundred  and  twenty  or  by  any  Act  of  the 
Congress  of  the  United  States  of  America. 

"Sec.  7.  The  following  sums,  or  the  part  thereof  which  may  be  necessary, 
are  hereby  appropriated,  out  of  any  of  the  general  funds  in  the  Insular 
Treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated,  for  certain  public  works  and  permanent 
improvements,  and  for  other  purposes  of  the  Insular  Government. 

"bureau  of  agriculture. 

"There  is  hereby  created  a  permanent  reimbursable  appropriation  which 
shall  be  designated  'Forage  supply  fund.'  There  shall  be  payable  from 
this  appropriation  all  expenses  incident  to  the  maintenance,  operation 
and  improvement  of  the  forage  manufacturing  plant,  the  purchase  and 
installation  of  which  was  authorized  and  provided  for  by  Act  Numbered 
Eighteen  hundred  and  seventy- three ;  and  there  shall  be  deposited  to  the 
credit  of  this  appropriation  all  moneys  received  on  account  of  forage  sold 
and  for  other  services  and  supplies  incidental  to  the  purposes  of  the 
undertaking.  The  operation  of  the  forage  plant,  together  with  the  receipt 
and  disbursement  of  funds  pertaining  to  this  appropriation,  shall  pertain 
to  the  Bureau  of  Agriculture.  The  employment  of  services,  the  purchase 
of  supplies,  and  such  .other  questions  as  may  arise  in  connection  with  the 
administration  of  this  undertaking  which  are  not  otherwise  provided  for 
by   law   shall   be   determined  by   the   Director   of  Agriculture   under   the 
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direction  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior.  To  furnish  the  necessary  funds 
for  the  prompt  settlement  of  obligations  notwithstanding  delays  necessarily 
incident  to  collection  of  funds  which  will  accrue  to  this  appropriation, 
there  is  hereby  appropriated  the  sum  of  fifty  thousand  pesos. 

"There  is  hereby  created  a  permanent  reimbursable  appropriation 
which  shall  be  designated  'Cattle  quarantine  stations  fund.'  There  shall 
be  payable  from  this  appropriation  all  expenses  incident  to  the  care  and 
maintenance  of  cattle  held  at  cattle  quarantine  stations  under  the  control 
of  the  Bureau  of  Agriculture;  and  there  shall  be  deposited  to  the  credit 
of  this  appropriation  all  moneys  received  on  account  of  the  care  and 
maintenance  of  cattle  so  held  at  such  stations.  To  furnish  the  necessary 
funds  for  the  prompt  settlement  of  obligations  notwithstanding  delays 
necessarily  incident  to  collection  of  funds  which  will  accrue  to  this  ap- 
propriation, there  is  hereby  appropriated  the  sum  of  twenty  thousand 
pesos. 

"There  is  hereby  created  a  permanent  reimbursable  appropriation  which 
shall  be  designated  'The  plow  fund/  the  purpose  of  which  shall  be  to 
enable  the  Bureau  of  Agriculture  to  plow  and  harrow  lands  for  persons 
desiring  such  service,  and  by  a  practical  demonstration  to  familiarize 
agriculturists  with  the  advantages  accruing  from  the  substitution  of  motor 
for  animal  power  in  field  work.  There  shall  be  payable  from  this 
appropriation  all  expenses  incident  to  the  purchase,  maintenance  and 
operation  of  steam,  petroleum,  or  other  motor  plows  and  harrows  as 
contemplated  for  the  purposes  aforementioned;  and  there  shall  be  deposited 
to  the  credit  of  this  appropriation  all  funds  received  on  account  of 
services  rendered.  To  furnish  the  necessary  funds  for  the  prompt  settle- 
ment of  obligations  notwithstanding  delays  necessarily  incident  to  collection 
of  funds  which  will  accrue  to  this  appropriation,  there  is  hereby  appropriated 
the  sum  of  thirty  thousand  pesos.  Total  for  the  Bureau  of  Agriculture, 
one  hundred  thousand  pesos. 

"bureau  of  lands. 

"For  the  purchase  of  a  tract  of  land,  said  to  contain  a  superficial  area 
of  two  thousand  eight  hundred  and  seventy-eight  and  ninety-six  hun- 
dredths square  meters,  lying  south  of  the  projected  Calle  Ayala,  and  west 
of  Calle  Carlos  IV,  near  the  present  city  hall  of  Manila,  and  included  in 
the  section  reserved  under  the  Burnham  Plan  for  public  buildings  and 
parks  and  forming  part  of  the  present  layout  of  the  proposed  educational 
center,  eight  thousand  one  hundred  and  sixty  pesos. 

"bureau  of  public  works. 

"For  the  construction,  improvement,  and,  where  necessary,  maintenance 
of  roads  and  bridges  in  those  provinces  which  shall  accept  the  provisions 
of  Act  Numbered  Sixteen  hundred  and  fifty- two,  or  which  shall  be  subject 
to  the  annual  road  and  public  works  tax  imposed  by  Act  Numbered 
Thirteen  hundred   and   ninety-six,   and  which   shall   by  resolution   of  the 
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provincial  board  guarantee  by  continuing  annual  appropriations  the  estab- 
lishment of  such  conservation  system  as  may  be  necessary  in  the  judg- 
ment of  the  Director  of  Public  Works  on  all  first-class  roads  now  or 
hereafter  constructed  and  declared  to  be  such  by  the  Director  of  Public 
Works,  to  be  allotted  in  the  discretion  of  the  Secretary  of  Commerce  and 
Police,  one  million  pesos.

"For  construction  of  a  building  for  silk  culture,  Bureau  of  Science,  two 
thousand  nine  hundred  pesos. 

"For  the  construction  of  buildings  at  the  Alabang  station  of  the  Bureau 
of  Agriculture,  as  follows: 

"One  reenforeed  concrete  warehouse  to  receive  freight,  and  so  forth; 

"Twenty  light-material  houses  for  laborers; 

"One  hog  shed; 

"One  combined  pump  house,  feed  mill,  and  storeroom; 

"One  machinery  shed  for  steam  plows  and  other  heavy  farm  machinery; 

"Eighteen  thousand  pesos.

"bureau  of  navigation. 

"For  the  purchase  and  equipment  of  a  cableship,  gross  tonnage  about 
one  thousand  four  hundred,  length  about  two  hundred  and  forty  feet,  for 
service  in  connection  with  the  up-keep  of  cables  of  the  Bureau  of  Posts  and 
for  other  work,  two  hundred  thousand  pesos. 

"For  the  improvement  of  existing  lights;  for  the  substitution  of  iron 
and  concrete  towers  for  the  present  wooden  ones,  and  of  permanent  concrete 
houses  for  nipa  ones ;  for  the  conversion  of  hexagonal  and  octagonal  lanterns

The  following  sums  or  the  part  thereof  which  may  be  neces- 
sary are  hereby  appropriated,  out  of  any  of  the  general  funds  in  the 
Insular  Treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated,  for  certain  public  works  and 
permanent  improvements  and  for  other  purposes  of  the  Insular  Government : 
Provided,  That  no  expenditure  shall  be  made  or  obligation  incurred  under 
this  section  without  the  prior  approval  of  the  Governor-General.

thousand  pesos;  for  a  model  training  school  for  the  Normal  School  in 
Manila,  twelve  thousand  pesos;  and  for  the  construction  and  equipment 
of  a  cosmopolitan  school  building  at  Manila,  twenty  thousand  pesos;  total, 
sixty  thousand  pesos;  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  also  made  available  for 
this  project  in  lieu  of  the  purposes  for  which  appropriated,  one  hundred 
and  eighty-nine  thousand  pesos. 

"For  the  construction  and  surfacing  of  roads  and  the  construction  and 
repair  of  culverts  and  buildings  at  Alabang,  sixteen  thousand  pesos. 

"For  improvements  at  the  Manila  cattle  quarantine  station,  including 
the  construction  of  necessary  offices  and  storerooms,  additional  cattle 
sheds,  employees'  quarters,  ferry  connecting  Uli-Uli  with  station,  matadero, 
fences,  improving  old  residence,  and  so  forth,  one  hundred  and  fifty-two 
thousand  two  hundred  pesos. 

"For  the  construction  of  constabulary  barracks  and  quarters,  subject 
to  allotment  by  the  Secretary  of  Commerce  and  Police,  one  hundred  and 
five  thousand  pesos. 

"For  the  addition  of  one  unit  to  the  power  plant  of  the  Bureau  of 
Science  in  order  to  supply  light  and  power  for  the  General  Hospital  and 
Medical  College  buildings,  thirty -five  thousand  pesos. 

"For  construction  of  a  new  laundry  at  the  San  Lázaro  Hospital,  thirty- 
two  thousand  pesos. 

"For  construction  of  gas  plant  at  the  General  Hospital,  eighteen  thousand 
pesos. 

"Total  for  Bureau  of  Public  Works,  eight  hundred  and  eighty  thousand 
pesos.

''For  improvement  of  the  harbor  and  port  of  Iloilo  in  connection  with 
the  project  the  estimated  cost  of  which  will  be  one  million  two  hundred 
and  thirty-five  thousand  pesos,  two  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  pesos. 

"For  the  construction  of  self-propelling  snag  boat  and  dredge  for  the 
improvement  and  maintenance  of  navigation  on  the  Cagayan  River  and  for 
the  operation  of  the  same  for  nine  months,  one  hundred  and  seven  thousand 
pesos.

"For  the  purchase  or  construction  of  one  harbor  launch  for  use  by  the 
Bureau  of  Customs  at  Manila,  twenty  thousand  pesos. 

"Total  for  Bureau  of  Customs,  two  hundred  and  thirty-five  thousand 
pesos. 

"bureau  of  prisons. 

"For  four  isolation  cells,  three  thousand  pesos. 

"iwahig  penal  colony. 

"For  the  purchase  of  breeding  cattle,  forty  thousand  pesos. 
"Total  for  the  Bureau  of  Prisons,  forty-three  thousand  pesos. 

"bureau  of  education. 

"For  the  assistance  of  municipal  governments  in  the  construction  of 
buildings  for  central  schools,  subject  to  allotment  by  the  Secretary  of 
Public  Instruction,  two  hundred  and  ten  thousand  pesos. 

"Total  appropriation  for  public  works  and  permanent  improvements 
under  sections  seven  and  eight  of  this  Act,  three  million  nine  hundred  and 
twenty  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty  pesos. 

"Whenever,  in  the  judgment  Of  the  Governor-General,  the  public  interest 
so  requires,  he  may  by  order  direct  that  any  unexpended  balances  from  the 
moneys  received  from  the  sale  of  public  improvement  bonds  be  used  to 
pay  for  any  part  of  the  public  works  or  permanent  improvements  mentioned 
in  this  Act. 

"Sec.  9.  The  unexpended  balance  remaining  from  the  appropriation  for 
permanent  improvements  of  Bilibid  Prison,  Act  Numbered  Thirteen  hun- 
dred and  forty-two,  is  hereby  made  available  for  the  completion  and  equip- 
ment of  the  hospital  at  Bilibid  Prison  now  in  process  of  construction. 

"Sec.  10.  All  balances  remaining  unexpended  when  any  public  works  or 
permanent  improvements  appropriated  for  by  this  Act  are  completed  shall 
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be  returned  at  once  to  the  Insular  Treasury  and  shall  not  be  available  for 
withdrawal  or  disbursement  thereafter,  but  shall  be  carried  to  the  general 
revenues  of  the  Islands. 

"Sec.  11.  This  Act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage,  except  sections 
one,  two,  three,  four,  five,  and  six,  which  shall  take  effect  upon  the  approval 
thereof  by  the  President  of  the  United  States  in  accordance  with  section 
two  of  the  Act  of  Congress  of  February  sixth,  nineteen  hundred  and  five: 
Provided,  That  the  appropriations  authorized  by  sections  seven  and  eight 
of  this  Act  shall  not  be  available  until  July  first,  nineteen  hundred  and 
nine." 

The  report  and  recommendation  of  the  Committee  of  the  Whole 
were  adopted  by  unanimous  vote. 

On  motion  by  Commissioner  Branagan,  unanimously  carried, 

The  bill  was  considered  urgent  under  the  provisions  of  Eule  XIV, 
Eules  of  the  Commission,  and  read  the  third  time  by  its  title  only. 

The  question  then  being  upon  its  passage,  the  roll  was  called 
and  Commission  Bill  No.  109  was  unanimously  passed,  as  amended. 

The  Acting  President  moved  to  amend  the  title  to  read  as 
follows : 

An  Act  providing  for  the  issue  of  bonds  of  the  Government  of  the 
Philippine  Islands,  to  the  amount  of  one  million  five  hundred  thousand 
dollars,  gold  coin  of  the  United  States  of  the  present  standard  value,  for 
the  purpose  of  providing  funds  for  certain  public  works  and  permanent 
improvements  for  the  development  of  the  Philippine  Islands,  pursuant  to 
the  provisions  of  section  two  of  Act  of  Congress  entitled  "An  Act  to  amend 
an  Aet  approved  July  first,  nineteen  hundred  and  two,  entitled  'An  Act 
temporarily  to  provide  for  the  administration  of  the  affairs  of  civil  govern- 
ment in  the  Philippine  Islands,  and  for  other  purposes/  and  to  amend  an 
Act  approved  March  eighth,  nineteen  hundred  and  two,  entitled  'An  Act 
temporarily  to  provide  revenue  for  the  Philippine  Islands,  and  for  other 
purposes,'  and  to  amend  an  Act  approved  March  second,  nineteen  hundred 
and  three,  entitled  'An  Act  to  establish  a  standard  of  value  and  to  provide 
for  a  coinage  system  in  the  Philippine  Islands  and  to  provide  for  the 
more  efficient  administration  of  civil  government  in  the  Philippine  Islands, 
and  for  other  purposes/  "  approved  February  sixth,  nineteen  hundred  and 
five;  repealing  a  portion  of  section  one  of  Act  Numbered  Sixteen  hundred 
and  eighty-eight  and  a  portion  of  section  one  of  Act  Numbered  Seventeen 
hundred  and  fifty  and  a  portion  of  section  one  of  Act  Numbered  Eighteen 
hundred  and  thirty-seven,  appropriating  for  certain  public  works  and  per-

Mr.  President:  Your  Committee  on  Matters  Pertaining  to  the  Depart- 
ment of  the  Interior,  to  which  was  referred  on  May  11,  1909,  the 
amendments  of  the  Assembly  to  Commission  Bill  No.  77,  entitled  "An 
Act  to  amend  Act  Numbered  Three  hundred  and  nine,  entitled  'An  Act 
providing  for  the  compulsory  vaccination  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  Phil- 
ippine Islands,'  so  as  to  provide  that  inoculation  of  any  human  being 
with  the  virus  of  smallpox  or  the  submission  of  any  person  to  the  infection 
or  contagion  of  smallpox  with  intent  to  bring  about  its  conveyance,  shall 
be  unlawful,"  has  examined  the  same  and  has  the  honor  to  report  it  back 
to  the  Commission  with  the  following  recommendation,  viz: 

That  the  Commission  concur  in  the  amendment  of  the  Assembly. 

While  it  is  the  opinion  of  the  Committee  on  Matters  Pertaining  to 
the  Department  of  the  Interior  that  the  amendments  of  the  Assembly  to 
Commission  Bill  No.  77  were  made  without  sufficient  reason  therefor,  and 
that  said  amendments  if  adopted  will  in  a  measure  defeat  the  purposes  of 
the  bill  as  passed  by  the  Commission,  it  is  nevertheless  recommended  that 
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the  bill  be  passed  as  amended  by  the  Assembly,  for  the  reason  that  it 
will  at  least,  if  enforced,  to  some  extent  improve  the  conditions  which  at 
present  prevail  in  the  localities  where  it  has  become  the  custom  to  inoculate 
human  beings  with  the  virus  of  smallpox.

Mb.  President:  Your  Committee  on  Matters  Pertaining  to  the  Depart- 
ment of  Finance  and  Justice,  to  which  was  referred  on  March  23,  1909, 
Assembly  Bill  No.  278,  entitled  "An  Act  amending  sections  seventy-four 
and  one  hundred  and  seven  of  Act  Numbered  Eleven  hundred  and 
eighty-nine,  as  amended,"  has  examined  the  same  and  has  the  honor  to 
report  it  back  to  the  Commission  with  the  following  recommendation,  viz: 

That  the  bill  be  laid  on  the  table. 

This  bill,  if  enacted,  would  amend  the  Internal  Revenue  Law — 

1.  By  fixing  the  permanent  rate  of  tax  on  distilled  spirits  and  manu- 
factured liquors  at  20  centavos  per  proof  liter,  instead  of  25  centavos  per 
proof  liter,  which  will,  under  existing  law,  be  the  permanent  rate  on 
January  1,  1910. 

2.  By  fixing  the  permanent  rate  of  tax  on  cigarettes  weighing  not  more 
than  2  kilos  per  thousand  at  67  centavos  per  thousand,  instead  of  t*l 
per  thousand,  which  will,  under  existing  law,  be  the  permanent  rate  on 
January  1,  1910. 

3.  By  repealing  the  last  proviso  of  section  74,  which  now  authorizes  the 
Collector  of  Internal  Revenue  to  issue  the  necessary  rules  and  regulations 
for  the  collection  of  the  tax  on  distilled  spirits. 

4.  By  authorizing  the  removal  of  denatured  alcohol  without  the  'pay- 
ment of  tax. 

5.  By  repealing  the  second  proviso  of  section  74,  which  now  exempts 
from  tax  all  distilled  spirits  sold  to  the  Army  or  Navy  for  industrial 
purposes. 

To  retain  the  present  annual  revenue  from  tax  on  distilled  spirits  of 
1*1,730,000,  instead  of  1*2,160,000,  which  the  25  centavos  per  liter  rate 
would  produce,  would  result  in  a  loss  in  anticipated  revenue  of  1*430,000 
per  annum. 

To  retain  the  present  annual  revenue  from  tax  on  cigarettes  of 
«,535,000,  instead  of  ^3,800,000,  which  the  Fl  per  thousand  rate  would 
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produce,  would  result  in  a  loss  in  anticipated  revenue  of  ^1,265,000  per 
annum. 

The  loss  to  anticipated  revenues  would  be  f*430,000  on  distilled  spirits, 
and  1*1,265,000  on  cigarettes,  making  a  total  loss  in  anticipated  revenues 
of  §*1,695,000. 

Action  by  the  Legislature  in  the  matter  of  permanently  reducing  the 
tax  rate  on  distilled  spirits  and  cigarettes  should  be  deferred  until  the 
Congress  of  the  United  States  has  acted  upon  the  tariff  question.  If 
Congress  should  take  action  which  would  necessarily  reduce  the  Philippines 
customs  revenue,  there  is  no  doubt  that  the  anticipated  revenues  from 
these  two  articles  will  be  greatly  needed  for  the  running  expenses  of  the 
Government. 

It  is  not  considered  advisable  to  repeal  the  provision  which  authorizes 
the  Collector  of  Internal  Revenue  to  issue  the  necessary  rules  and  regula- 
tions for  the  tax  on  distilled  spirits. 

The  Collector  of  Internal  Revenue  recommends  that  denatured  alcohol 
be  exempted  from  tax. .  In  the  form,  however,  in  which  the  amendment 
is  presented  by  the  Assembly  it  would  prove  very  dangerous,  as  the 
necessary  safeguards  are  not  provided,  nor  is  there  any  penalty  provided 
for  the  violation  of  the  law — both  very  necessary  to  prevent  the  perpetration 
of  fraud.  This  measure,  according  to  the  Collector  of  Internal  Revenue, 
would  mean  a  loss  in  revenue  of  1*25,000,  but  it  would  undoubtedly 
encourage  the  industry,  and  would  be  an  offset,  to  a  certain  extent,  to  the 
increased  tax  exacted  from  manufacturers  of  alcohol  from  the  1st  of 
January,  1910. 

A  new  bill  is  submitted  herewith,  which  contains  a  provision  exempting 
denatured  alcohol  from  the  tax,  as  well  as  various  other  amendments  to 
the  Internal  Revenue  Law. 

With  the  exemption  of  the  tax  on  denatured  alcohol,  there  is  no  objection 
to  the  repeal  of  the  second  proviso  of  section  74  which  now  exempts  from 
tax  distilled  spirits  sold  to  the  Army  or  Navy  for  industrial  purposes. 

For  the  foregoing  reasons  the  undersigned  recommends  that  the  bill 
be  laid  on  the  table.

Mr.  President:  Your  Committee  on  Matters  Pertaining  to  the  Depart- 
ment of  the  Interior,  to  which  was  referred  on  May  10,  1909,  Assembly 
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Bill  No.  447,  entitled  "An  Act  regulating  the  creation  of  agricultural 
syndicates,"  has  examined  the  same  and  has  the  honor  to  report  it  back 
to  the  Commission  with  the  following  recommendation,  viz: 

That  the  bill  be  not  passed. 

Act  No.  1459,  entitled  "The  Corporation  Law,"  was  passed  after  full 
and  careful  deliberation  and  no  adequate  reason  is  assigned  for  excepting 
agricultural  syndicates  from  its  operation.  Your  committee  can  not 
recommend  that  this  be  done. 

In  view  of  the  existing  uncertainty  as  to  the  revenues  on  which  the 
Insular  Government  may  depend  in  the  immediate  future  this  would  not 
seem  an  opportune  time  to  exempt  any  corporation  from  the  operation 
of  the  internal-revenue  laws. 

Animals  for  breeding  are  now  loaned  from  time  to  time  under  such 
conditions  as  to  payment  of  transportation  charges,  furnishing  subsistence, 
etc.,  as  the  Director  of  Agriculture  deems  advisable  in  each  case.  It 
would  seem  inadvisable  to  compel  the  Director  of  Agriculture  to  furnish 
animals  free  of  these  charges  to  agricultural  syndicates,  when  private 
persons  are  more  than  glad  to  pay  these  charges  and  thus  relieve  the 
Government  of  a  part  of  the  cost  involved  in  improving  the  breed  of 
domestic  animals. 

Seeds  and  plants  are  now  distributed  free  of  charge  but  preference  is 
given,  so  far  as  is  possible,  to  those  likely  to  make  the  best  use  of  them, 
and  there  would  seem  to  be  no  adequate  reason  why  discrimination  should 
be  made  in  favor  of  agricultural  syndicates  and  against  private  persons 
not  members  of  such  syndicates  likely  to  use  plants  and  seeds  to  good 
advantage. 

There  is  absolutely  no  appropriation  available  for  the  furnishing  of 
agricultural  machinery  and  implements  by  the  Insular  Government  to 
private  individuals  and  it  is  hardly  probable  that  any  such  appropriation 
will  be  made.  Should  it  be  made  it  is  thought  that  the  same  rule  ought 
to  apply  to  the  distribution  of  such  implements  and  machinery  as  now 
applies  to  the  distribution  of  animals  for  breeding  purposes  and  to  that 
of  seeds  and  plants.  In  other  words  such  machinery  and  implements 
should  go  to  the  persons  likely  to  make  the  best  use  of  them  and  willing 
to  make  the  greatest  sacrifice  in  order  to  obtain  them. 

Briefly,  your  committee  is  of  the  opinion  that  agricultural  syndicates 
should  be  subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  Corporation  Law  and  that  while 
every  effort  should  be  made  to  assist  such  syndicates  to  attain  the  very 
worthy  ends  for  which  they  would  be  striving  if  organized  as  provided  in 
Assembly  Bill  No.  447,  still  your  committee  is  not  of  the  opinion  that 
discrimination  should  be  made  in  favor  of  the  members  of  such  syndicates 
and  against  private  individuals  who  might  be  equally  worthy.

Commission  Bill  No.  110.  An  Act  to  amend  Act  Numbered  Fifteen  hun- 
dred and  ten,  entitled  "An  Act  granting  to  the  Manila  Railroad  Company 
a  concession  for  railway  lines  in  the  Island  of  Luzon,  and  providing  in 
respect  of  proceedings  for  condemnation  of  land  by  public  service  corpora- 
tions," by  granting  the  Manila  Railroad  Company  certain  additional  con- 
cessions for  railroad  lines  in  the  Island  of  Luzon  and  by  guaranteeing 
interest  on  the  first  mortgage  bonds  of  said  lines  and  of  certain  lines  already 
authorized  by  said  Act  Numbered  Fifteen  hundred  and  ten,  and  for  other 
purposes. 

Commission  Bill  No.  110  was  read  the  first  and  second  times 
and  referred  to  the  Committee  of  the  Whole. 

It  was  considered  in  committee  and  reported  to  the  Commis- 
sion with  the  recommendation  that  it  pass. 

The  report  and  recommendation  of  the  Committee  of  the  Whole 
were  adopted  by  unanimous  vote. 

On  motion  by  Commissioner  Worcester,  unanimously  carried, 

The  bill  was  considered  urgent  under  the  provisions  of  Eule  XIV, 
Eules  of  the  Commission,  and  read  the  third  time  by  its  title  only. 

The  question  then  being  upon  its  passage,  the  roll  was  called 
and  Commission  Bill  No.  110  was  unanimously  passed.

Commission  Bill  No.  111.  An  Act  to  amend  sections  twenty-five,  twenty- 
seven,  thirty-six,  seventy-four,  and  ninety-one  of  Act  Numbered  Eleven 
hundred  and  eighty-nine,  entitled  "The  Internal  Revenue  Law  of  Nineteen 
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hundred  and  four,"  by  imposing  internal-revenue  taxes  on  wines  and  imita- 
tions of  wines  and  on  certain  articles  imported  into  the  Philippine  Islands, 
by  permitting  the  removal  of  distilled  spirits  from  distilleries  or  bonded 
warehouses  for  industrial  purposes  under  certain  conditions  without  the 
payment  of  tax,  and  for  other  purposes.

REPORT  OF  STANDING  COMMITTEE. 

[Committee  Report  No.  157.] 

May  17,  1909. 

Mr.  President:  Your  Committee  on  Matters  Pertaining  to  the  Depart- 
ment of  the  Interior,  to  which  was  referred  on  May  14,  1909,  Assembly 
Bill  No.  513,  entitled  "An  Act  amending  section  five  of  Act  Numbered 
Five  hundred  and  ninety- three,  entitled  'An  Act  regulating  the  practice 
of  dentistry  in  the  Philippine  Islands/  "  has  examined  the  same  and  has 
the  honor  to  report  it  back  to  the  Commission  with  the  following  recom- 
mendation, viz: 

That  the  bill  do  not  pass. 

Under  existing  provisions  of  law  persons  who  have  studied  medicine  in 
the  Santo  Tomas  University  at  Manila  for  a  period  of  not  less  than  two 
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years  and  who  have  received  the  title  of  "cirujanos  ministrantes"  and  who 
have  studied  dentistry  for  the  last  four  months  of  their  course  in  such 
university,  may  be  registered  as  undergraduates  in  dentistry  upon  passing 
a  satisfactory  examination  before  the  Board  of  Dental  Examiners,  and, 
when  so  registered,  are  authorized  to  practice  dentistry  in  remote  towns 
where  no  regularly  qualified  dentist  is  available. 

The  law  further  requires  that  the  names  of  the  towns  in  which  each 
such  undergraduate  in  dentistry  is  authorized  to  practice  shall  be  included 
in  his  certificate  of  registration. 

The  object  of  Assembly  Bill  No.  513  is  to  so  amend  Act  No.  593  as  to 
give  young  men  who  have  pursued  this  extremely  deficient  course  in 
dentistry  lasting  but  four  months,  precisely  the  same  rights  and  privileges 
which  are  now  enjoyed  by  persons  who  have  received  a  diploma  as  either 
doctor  of  dental  medicine  or  doctor  of  dental  surgery  from  a  legally  in- 
corporated dental  institution,  and  to  remove  the  restriction  which  has 
heretofore  rested  on  their  right  to  practice  so  that,  instead  of  being 
limited  to  practicing  in  remote  towns  the  names  of  which  must  be  specified 
in  their  certificates  of  registration,  they  may  practice  in  any  provincial 
town  or  in  the  city  of  Manila. 

There  has  just  been  presented  to  the  Commission  a  bill  which  has 
originated  in  the  Assembly  which  limits  the  persons  who  may  be  examined 
in  pharmacy  to  those  who  have  graduated  from  regularly  established 
pharmaceutical  schools,  shutting  out  from  the  privilege  of  examination 
all  persons  who  have  acquired  a  knowledge  of  the  practice  of  pharmacy  in 
drug  stores,  no  matter  how  complete  that  knowledge  may  be.  The  argu- 
ment made  in  favor  of  this  bill  was  that  it  wTas  the  earnest  desire  of  the 
Assembly  to  raise  the  standard  of  the  scientific  professions  in  these  Islands. 
Almost  coincidently  with  the  transmission  of  this  bill  there  is  transmitted 
Assembly  Bill  No.  513,  which  clearly  has  for  its  object  the  lowering  in 
a  dangerous  manner  of  the  standard  of  qualifications  that  has  been  set  for 
.  those  who  desire  to  practice  dentistry.  Your  committee  can  not  favor  such 
a  policy  and  recommends  that  Assembly  Bill  No.  513  be  laid  on  the 
table.

[Committee  Report  No.   158.] 

May  17,   1909. 

Mr.  President:  Your  select  committee  of  three,  to  which  was  referred 
on  May  13,  1909,  Assembly  Bill  No.  423,  entitled  "An  Act  amending  sec- 
tions sixteen  and  seventeen  of  Act  Numbered  Five  hundred  and  ninety- 
seven,  entitled  'An  Act  regulating  the  practice  of  pharmacy  in  the  Phil- 
ippine Islands,'  "  has  examined  the  same  and  has  the  honor  to  report  it 
back  to  the  Commission  with  the  following  recommendation,  viz: 

That  the  mistranslation  hereinafter  referred  to  be  corrected  and  that 
the  bill  be  amended  as  hereinafter  indicated  and  that  it  be  passed  as 
amended. 

One  of  the  objections  which  suggested  itself  to  the  bill  as  submitted  to 
the  Commission,  proved  to  have  been  based  on  an  error  made  in  translating 
the  bill  from  Spanish  to  English.  The  words  "satisfactorily  passed  the 
examination"  in  lines  16  and  17  on  page  2  should  be  corrected  to  read 
"heretofore  been  admitted  to  examination. "  Section  1,  page  2,  lines  18 
and  19,  strike  out  the  words  "in  the  Act  hereby  amended"  and  insert  in 
lieu  thereof  the  words  "in  this  Act." 

Your  committee  is  not  of  the  opinion  that  persons  who  have  graduated 
in  pharmacy  in  Germany,  France,  England,  or  the  United  States  should  be 
required  to  submit  satisfactory  evidence  that  they  have  pursued  a  suitable 
course  in  secondary  instruction  before  entering  pharmaceutical  colleges. 
To  do  this  would  be  like  requiring  a  man  who  has  to  be  examined  in  reading 
to  prove  that  he  had  studied  the  alphabet. 

It  must,  furthermore,  be  entirely  evident  that  no  such  person  could 
present  proof  that  he  had  pursued  and  been  examined  in  such  courses, 
preliminary  to  admission  to  the  study  of  pharmacy,  in  a  school,  college,  or 
university  approved  by  the  Secretary  of  Public  Instruction,  as  it  would 
necessarily  be  impracticable  for  the  Secretary  of  Public  Instruction  to  pass 
upon  the  secondary  schools  of  Germany,  France,  England,  and  the  United 
States. 

In  view,  however,  of  the  statement  that  has  been  made  to  your  committee 
that  certain  pharmaceutical  colleges  in  the  Philippine  Islands  have  the 
custom  of  admitting  people  to  the  study  of  pharmacy  who  have  not  pursued 
proper  preliminary  preparatory  courses,  your  committee  recommends  that 
the  proviso  beginning  on  line  21  of  page  2  be  amended  to  read,  "Provided 
also,  That  from  and  after  July  first,  nineteen  hundred  and  thirteen,  every 
person  presenting  himself  for  examination  who  has  followed  the  above- 
mentioned  courses  in  a  legally  chartered  school,  college,  or  university  of 
the  Philippine  Islands  in  which  the  said  subjects  or  pharmaceutical  studies 
generally  are  taught,  in  addition  to  the  requirements  hereinbefore  set  forth, 
shall  submit  satisfactory  evidence  that  he  has  followed  and  has  been 
examined  in  the  studies  preliminary  to  the  study  of  pharmacy  in  a  school, 
college,  or  university  approved  by  the  Secretary  of  Public  Instruction." 

The  next  to  last  sentence  of  section  17,  as  amended,  should  be  amended 
to  read,  "It  shall  likewise  be  unlawful  to  compound  or  dispense  physicians' 
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or  veterinarians'  prescriptions^  recipes,  or  formulas  which  are  written  in 
cipher  or  in  which  there  are  employed  unusual  names  or  drugs  which  differ 
from  the  names  ordinarily  used  for  such  drugs  in  standard  pharmacopoeias 
or  formularies." 

These  several  changes  have  been  discussed  with  Delegate  Leon  M.  Gue- 
rrero, who  drafted  the  bill  for  presentation  to  the  Assembly  and  meet  with 
his  approval. 

It   is   recommended   that   mistranslations   to   which   attention   has   been 
called  be  corrected,  that  the  bill  be  amended  in  the  parts  above  indicated, 
and  that  it  be  passed  as  amended.

REPORTS   OF    STANDING   COMMITTEES. 

[Committee  Report  No.   159.] 

May  18,  1909. 

Mr.  President:  Your  Committee  on  Matters  Pertaining  to  the  Depart- 
ment of  the  Interior,  to  which  was  referred  on  May  10,  1909,  Assembly 
Bill  No.  469,  entitled  "An  Act  amending  Act  Numbered  Eighteen  hundred 
and  seventy-five,  entitled  'An  Act  amending  Act  Numbered  Four  hundred 
and  ninety-six,  entitled  "The  Land  Registration  Act,"  and  other  Acts 
relating  thereto,  to  give  greater  facilities  for  obtaining  titles  and  the 
registration  of  property  in  the  Philippine  Islands/  and  providing  for 
the  suspension  of  the  fees,  payment  whereof  is  prescribed  in  section  one 
hundred  and  fourteen  of  Act  Numbered  Four  hundred  and  ninety-six,  as 
amended  by  section  seven  of  Act  Numbered  Sixteen  hundred  and  forty- 
eight,  excepting  the  fees  of  the  sheriff  and  registrar  of  property,  upon  all 
property  not  exceeding  five  hundred  dollars  in  value,  under  certain  condi- 
tions," has  examined  the  same  and  has  the  honor  to  report  it  back  to  the 
Commission  with  the  following  recommendation,  viz: 

That  the  bill  be  laid  on  the  table. 

It  appears  from  the  title  of  the  bill  that  it  has  two  important  general 
purposes.  One  of  these  purposes  is  to  suspend,  under  certain  conditions, 
fees  for  registration  of  property,  the  value  of  which  does  not  exceed  $500. 

It  is  the  desire  of  the  Government  that  the  residents  of  these  Islands 
should  become  owners  of  real  property  and  this  provision  might  well  be 
adopted  were  the  present  financial  condition  of  the  Government  more 
satisfactory  but  it  is  evident  that  some  one  must  pay  for  this  survey  work, 
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if  it  is  performed,  and  it  is  not  apparent  that  the  Government  is  in  a 
financial  condition  to  do  so  at  this  time. 

The  second  purpose  is  to  give  greater  facility  for  obtaining  titles  to 
land  and  securing  the  registration  of  property  in  the  Philippine  Islands. 
The  Act  as  drafted  would  accomplish  this  purpose  by  throwing  into  the 
field  a  very  large  number  of  so-called  surveyors  to  make  surveys  of  land 
for  registration  under  the  Torrens  Act.  Already  experience  has  more  than 
abundantly  shown  that  the  registration  of  the  property  based  on  such 
surveys  and  descriptions  would  be  practically  worthless  for  the  reason  that 
the  lines  could  not  be  located  upon  the  ground  and  as  a  necessary  result 
the  Government,  having  guaranteed  the  title  to  such  property,  would  find 
itself  involved  in  endless  litigation  in  the  form  of  suits  against  the  Insular 
Treasury  for  the  recovery  of  damages  payable  from  the  insurance  fund. 

The  Act  would  leave  the  situation  relative  to  surveyors  approximately 
where  it  was  prior  to  the  passage  of  Act  No.  1875  and  would  give  employ- 
ment as  surveyors  to  a  large  number  of  persons  who  have  long  since 
demonstrated  their  absolute  lack  of  ability  to  make  accurate  surveys,  the 
only  important  change  being  that  the  surveyor  would  have  to  unwind  a 
certain  amount  of  red  tape  before  beginning  his  work  and  would  have  to 
pay  a  fee  of  f*30.  To  allow  such  persons  to  make  surveys  would  be  an 
injustice  to  properly  qualified  surveyors,  to  the  individuals  who,  as  a  result 
of  improper  surveys  would  obtain  defective  titles,  and  to  the  Government 
which  would  guarantee  these  titles. 

Some  two  hundred  applicants  for  the  position  of  private  surveyor,  most 
of  whom  have  been  practicing  during  the  past  ten  years,  have  been  exam- 
ined by  the  Bureau  of  Lands  and  only  10  per  cent  of  this  total  number 
have  qualified,  securing  an  average  of  70  per  cent  in  the  examination,  while 
the  average  rating  of  the  entire  two  hundred  was  about  40  per  cent. 

The  Bureau  of  Lands  has  examined  a  large  number  of  plans  of  property 
decreed  by  the  Court  of  Land  Registration,  which  were  made  by  surveyors 
holding  academic  diplomas  issued  by  duly  established  universities  or  teach- 
ing institutions,  and  has  found  that  nearly  all  them  contain  error. 

Furthermore,  outside  of  the  instruments  in  the  possession  of  the  private 
surveyors  who  have  passed  examination  as  engineers  and  surveyors  in  the 
civil  service  it  is  believed  that  in  the  entire  Philippine  Islands  there  are 
not  more  than  ten  proper  sets  or  survey  instruments  which,  in  itself,  is  a 
commentary  on  the  kind  of  work  that  has  been  done. 

Your  committee  is  of  the  opinion  that  an  examination  is  useful  only 
in  so  far  as  it  actually  determines  the  qualifications  of  candidates  to 
perform  work  and  it  is,  of  course,  true  that  the  character  of  the  work 
actually  performed  is  the  best  evidence  of  such  ability. 

Your  committee  was  present  at  an  interview  between  the  gentlemen  who 
presented  the  case  of  the  surveyors  who  had  been  deprived  of  the  oppor- 
tunity to  practice  their  profession  as  a  result  of  the  operation  of  Act  No. 
1875,    and    the    Governor-General.     The    Governor-General    took    the    view 
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above  expressed  by  your  committee,  namely,  that  the  practical  results  would 
afford  a  better  demonstration  of  the  ability  of  surveyors  to  do  work  and 
that  in  the  case  of  men  who  had  been  practicing  this  profession  for  some 
time  a  correct  idea  of  ability  and  accuracy  might  be  gained  by  having 
the  surveys  actually  presented  by  them  checked  up. 

The  Governor-General  suggested  that  in  the  case  of  such  men  the  ac- 
curacy of  the  work  actually  performed  by  them  and  presented  to  the  Court 
of  Land  Registration  be  made  the  basis  of  admittance  to  the  practice  of 
their  profession.  This  proposition,  however,  was  rejected  by  the  represen- 
tative of  the  surveyors  on  the  extraordinary  ground  that  as  many  of  the 
really  good  surveyors  had  signed  and  presented  as  their  own,  surveys 
which  had  been  made  by  others,  without  ever  having  been  on  the  grounds 
themselves  at  all,  such  a  rule  would  result  in  disqualifying  them  from  the 
practice  of  their  profession. 

There  are  objections  of  considerable  importance  to  certain  other  sections 
of  the  proposed  Act  as  drafted. 

.Section  1  reduces  the  number  of  employees  which  the  Bureau  of  Lands 
is  authorized  to  employ  in  surveying  private  land  from  twenty-five  to 
fifteen.  At  the  present  time  the  Bureau  has  not  only  the  twenty-five  sur- 
veyors authorized  by  Act  No.  1875,  but  has  fifty  other  surveyors  authorized 
under  the  general  appropriation  Act,  more  or  less  of  whose  time  has  been 
spent  on  this  work.  These  are  scattered  over  thirty  provinces  and  have 
visited  every  province  in  the  Islands  except  two,  during  the  present  year. 
During  the  year  ending  April  30,  1909,  685  surveys,  aggregating  1,614 
parcels  of  land,  have  been  completed,  and  392  surveys  are  now  in  the  hands  of 
the  surveyors  or  in  the  Bureau  pending  completion.  It  is  evident,  therefore, 
that  the  proposed  reduction  in  the  force  of  surveyors  is  not  warranted  at 
the  present  time. 

This  section  further  reduces  the  class  of  surveys  that  can  be  made  by 
the  Bureau  of  Lands  to  those  of  16  hectares  in  area  or  less,  or  for  those 
owners  who  own  16  hectares  of  land  and  not  more  than  ^=500  in  value  in 
other  property,  thus  leaving  it  to  the  private  surveyors,  many  of  whom 
would  undoubtedly  be  very  poorly  qualified  under  the  Act  as  drafted,  to 
make  all  surveys  of  large  areas  or  for  the  more  wealthy  class  of  citizens 
and  opening  wide  the  door  of  fraudulent  or  erroneous  surveys  of  large 
tracts  of  land. 

Furthermore,  the  section  imposes  upon  the  provincial  treasurers  the 
duty  of  certifying  that  private  individuals  do  not  own  more  than  16  hectares 
of  land,  a  certification  which  in  most  cases  it  would  be  impossible  for  the 
provincial  treasurers  to  make  at  the  present  time. 

There  are  other  objections  to  the  law  as  drafted  but  your  committee 
believes  that  those  stated  will  suffice. 

Your  committee  would  favor  any  law  establishing  a  practical  test  of  the 
ability  of  surveyors  to  do  accurate  and  reliable  work  as  a  basis  for  their 
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admission  to  the  practice  of  their  profession  but  the  proposed  law  does  not 
accomplish  this  end  and  in  the  opinion  of  your  committee  would  lead  to 
certain  disaster  were  it  to  pass. 

The  recommendation  that  it  be  laid  on  the  table  is  therefore  renewed.

among  other  things  that  those  surveyors  who  have  heretofore  made 
surveys  which  are  of  public  record  in  which  there  has  not  been  more 
than  a  reasonable  degree  of  error  may  be  admitted  to  practice 
their  profession  under  certain  conditions,  and  providing  further  that 
those  who  are  or  shall  be  admitted  to  practice  who  show  in  their  work 
an  unreasonable  degree  of  error  hereafter  shall  be  deprived  of  the 
right  to  practice  their  profession. 

The  motion  prevailed. 

Ordered,  That  the  bill  be  recommitted  accordingly. 

[Committee  Report  No.   160.] 

May  18,  1909. 

Mb.  President:  Your  Committee  on  Matters  Pertaining  to  the  Depart- 
ment of  Finance  and  Justice  to  which  was  referred  on  May  15,  1909, 
Assembly  Bill  No.  497,  entitled  "An  Act  prohibiting  and  penalizing  the 
acquisition  by  public  officials  of  property  seized  for  nonpayment  of  any 
public  tax,  with  certain  exceptions,"  has  examined  the  same  and  has  the 
honor  to  report  it  back  to  the  Commission  with  the  following  recommenda- 
tion, viz: 

That  the  bill  do  pass,  with  the  following  amendments: 

Strike  out  all  after  the  enacting  clause,  and  insert  in  lieu  thereof  the 
following : 

"Section  1.  Every  public  official  or  employee  of  the  Philippine  Islands 
is  hereby  prohibited  from  purchasing,  directly  or  indirectly,  from  the 
Government,  any  real  property  sold  by  the  Government  for  the  nonpayment 
of  any  public  tax.  Any  such  purchase  by  a  public  official  or  employee  of 
any  such  real  property  shall  be  null  and  void. 

"Sec.  2.  Any  person  violating  the  provisions  of  this  section,  aside  from 
the  civil  or  criminal  liability  incurred,  if  any,  shall  be  removed  from  the 
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service,  and  the  Governor-General,  shall  declare  such  official  or  employee 
disqualified  from  holding  any  public  office  or  employment.  Such  disquali- 
fication may  be  either  special  or  general  and  either  temporary  or  per- 
manent, as  the  offense  may  warrant. 

"Sec.  3.  This  Act  shall  take  effect  on  its  passage." 

The  object  of  this  amendment  is: 

1.  To  limit  the  prohibition  to  purchase  from  the  Government  of  real 
property  sold  for  nonpayment  of  taxes.  In  the  form  in  which  the  bill 
is  drawn  by  the  Assembly  a  public  official  would  be  subjected  to  punishment 
for  purchasing  from  a  third  party  property  sold  by  the  Government  for 
nonpayment  of  taxes  to  such  third  party  which  would  be  a  manifest 
injustice. 

2.  To  include  within  the  prohibition  public  employees.  These  are  al- 
ready included  in  the  circular  of  the  Governor-General  of  May  29,  1906, 
dealing  with  this  same  question. 

3.  To  provide  that  the  disqualification  imposed  on  a  public  official  or 
employee  shall  not  in  all  cases  necessarily  be  absolute  or  perpetual,  but 
that  it  may  be  special  or  general,  temporary  or  permanent,  as  the  gravity 
of  the  offense  may  warrant.

as  amended,  so  that  proprietors  of  theaters  in  the  capitals  of  provinces  and 
in  municipalities  of  the  first,  second,  and  third  classes  shall  pay  only 
the  sums  of  one  hundred,  fifty,  thirty,  and  fifteen  pesos,  respectively,  per 
annum,"  has  examined  the  same  and  has  the  honor  to  report  it  back  to 
the  Commission  with  the  following  recommendation,  viz : 

That  the  bill  do  pass,  with  the  following  amendments: 

Strike  out  line  8  and  all  thereafter,  substituting  therefor  the  fol- 
lowing : 

"Provided  further,  That  every  proprietor  of  a  theater  located  in  any 
place  except  the  city  of  Manila  shall  pay  the  sum  of  one  hundred  pesos, 
and  that  a  license  tax  for  the  period  of  one  month  may  be  paid  at  the 
rate  of  ten  pesos. 

"Sec.  2.  This  Act  shall  take  effect  on  July  first,  nineteen  hundred  and 
nine.,, 

The  Assembly  bill  proposes  five  different  kinds  of  licenses  for  theaters — 
1*200  for  Manila  theaters;  tPIOO  for  theaters  situated  in  provincial  capitals; 
^50  for  those  situated  in  municipalities  of  the  first  class;  1*30  for  those 
in  municipalities  of  the  second  class;  and  1*15  for  those  in  municipalities 
of  the  third  class. 

The  Acting  Collector  of  Internal  Revenue  believes  it  would  be  better 
to  have  all  provincial  theaters  pay  1*100,  but,  on  the  other  hand,  that 
the  law  authorize  the  payment  of  a  license  tax  for  the  period  of  one 
month,  the  monthly  rate  to  be  ^10.  He  believes  that  this  would  be  an 
advantage  to  the  owners  of  provincial  theaters,  most  of  which  are  only 
open  during  certain  times  of  the  year  during  the  town  fiestas,  and  that 
also  a  greater  revenue  would  in  this  manner  be  derived  by  the  Government. 
Your  committee  is  of  the  same  opinion.

Mr.  President  :  Your  Committee  on  Matters  Pertaining  to  the  Depart- 
ment of  Finance  and  Justice,  to  which  was  referred  on  May  12,  1909, 
Assembly  Bill  No.  451,  entitled  "An  Act  amending  paragraph  eight  of 
section  one  hundred  and  thirty-two  of  the  'Internal  Revenue  Law  of  Nine- 
teen hundred  and  four,'  as  amended,  so  as  to  exempt  sibucao  {Ccesalpina 
sappan  L. )  from  the  internal-revenue  tax/'  has  examined  the  same  and 
has  the  honor  to  report  it  back  to  the  Commission  with  the  following 
recommendation,  viz: 

That  the  bill  do  not  pass. 

The  principal  object  of  this  bill  is,  to  exempt  sibucao  from  the  tax 
imposed  on  forest  products. 

As  your  committee  has  been  informed,  this  bill  had  its  origin  in  a 
petition  presented  to  the  Assembly  asking: 

1.  That  no  tax  be  collected  on  sibucao,  for  the  reason  that  the  same  is 
not  a  forest  product  but  an  agricultural  product. 

2.  In  case  of  doubt  as  to  whether  sibucao  is  a  forest  or  an  agricultural 
product,  that  it  be  declared  an  agricultural  product. 

3.  In  case  sibucao  can  not  be  declared  an  agricultural  product,  that  it 
be  exempted  from  the  tax  on  forest  products. 

Unquestionably  the  law  in  imposing  the  tax  on  all  gums,  resins,  and 
other  forest  products  means  that  the  tax  is  to  be  collected  on  such  forest 
products  taken  from  public  lands.  It  was  never  the  intention  of  the  law 
to  impose  a  tax  on  gums,  resins,  and  other  products,  forest  or  agricultural, 
taken  from  private  property. 

The  private  owner  of  timber  lands  is  undeniably  not  subject  to  the 
payment  of  such  a  tax. 

The  question,  then,  of  whether  sibucao  is  a  forest  or  an  agricultural 
product,  or  whether  it  grows  spontaneously  or  must  be  cultivated,  is  entirely 
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immaterial.     If  these  products  are  taken  from  public  lands,  they  are  subject 
to  the  tax;  if  they  are  not,  they  are  not  subject  to  the  tax. 

Your  committee  sees  no  reason  whatever  why  sibucao  taken  from  public 
lands  should  not  be  subject  to  the  tax.

ceedings in  the  Philippine  Islands/  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows : 

"  'Sec.  34.  Employment  of  lawyers  not  required. — Any  party  may  con- 
duct his  litigation  in  a  court  of  a  justice  of  the  peace  in  person  or  with 
the  aid  of  an  agent  or  friend  appointed  by  him  for  that  purpose,  or  with 
the  aid  of  a  lawyer :  Provided,  however,  That  no  person  not  duly  authorized 
to  practice  law  may  engage  in  the  occupation  of  appearing  for  or  defending 
other  persons  in  justice  of  the  peace  courts  without  first  being  authorized 
for  that  purpose  by  the  judge  of»  the  Court  of  First  Instance  of  the  district 
within  which  the  justice  of  the  peace  court  is  situated.  Such  authority 
shall  only  be  granted  to  a  person  who  is  a  citizen  of  the  Philippine  Islands, 
or  of  the  United  States,  twenty-one  years  of  age,  of  good  moral  character, 
and  who  possesses  the  necessary  qualifications  of  learning  and  ability.  The 
persons  so  authorized  may  charge  for  their  services  a  reasonable  compensa- 
tion, which  shall  not  exceed  five  pesos  for  all  services  rendered  in  any 
one  criminal  or  civil  case.  The  judge  of  the  Court  of  First  Instance  may 
at  any  time  suspend  any  person  so  authorized,  or  may  revoke  the  authority 
given  him  to  engage  in  such  occupation,  when  in  his  judgment  there  exists 
sufficient  grounds  for  such  suspension  or  removal,  opportunity  being  first 
given  such  person  to  be  heard  in  his  own  defense.     In  any  other  court  a 
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party  may  conduct  his  litigation  personally  or  by  the  aid  of  a  lawyer  and 
his  appearance  must  be  either  personal  or  by  the  aid  of  a  duly  authorized 
member  of  the  bar.'

in  order  to  give  them  that  dignity  that  should  characterize  every  peace 
officer.  Your  committee  is  therefore  of  the  opinion  that  in  order  that 
the  municipalities  may  not  omit  this  expense  in  their  annual  budgets,  an 
adequate  sum  for  the  acquisition  of  equipments  of  the  municipal  police 
should  be  specified  in  said  budgets.

Vizcaya,  or  the  Province  of  Agusan,  and  is  therefore  without  power  to 
pass  Assembly  Bill  No.  464.

As  your  committee  is  informed,  the' object  of  this  bill  is  to  favor  the 
municipality  of  Buenavista  by  permitting  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors 
in  the  central  portion  of  said  municipality,  such  central  portion  being 
distant  some  3  miles  from  the  part  of  the  military  reservation  really 
occupied  by  the  camp  known  as  "Camp  Jossman"  within  said  municipality. 

Undoubtedly  when  Act  709  was  passed  the  detriment  that  would  result 
to  the  municipality  of  Buenavista  by  prohibiting  the  sale  of  liquors  therein 
was  well  considered,  and  it  was  believed  that  such  detriment  was  of  less 
importance  than  the  evils  that  would  be  suffered  by  Camp  Jossman  by 
permitting  the  sale  of  liquors  within  said  municipality,  and  this  prohibi- 
tion was  therefore  established. 

Your  committee  does  not  believe  it  would  be  well  to  amend  this  Act 
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without  first  consulting  the  military  authorities  on  the  question  and  learn- 
ing from  them  that  the  proposed  exemption  would  result  in  no  harm  to 
the  military  reservation. 

For  these  reasons,  your  committee  recommends  that  the  bill  be  indefi- 
nitely postponed.

Mr.  President:  Your  select  committee  of  one,  to  which  was  referred 
on  May  10,  1909,  Assembly  Bill  No.  308,  entitled  "An  Act  amending  sections 
seven,  eight,  and  fifteen  of  Act  Numbered  Seventeen  hundred  and  ninety-two, 
known  as  the  'Accounting  Act/  by  providing  means  by  which  the  Philippine 
Legislature  may  have  certain  power  to  audit  the  accounts  of  the  Insular 
Auditor,"  has  examined  the  same  and  has  the  honor  to  report  it  back  to 
the  Commission  with  the  following  recommendation,  viz : 

That  the  bill  be  not  concurred  in  by  the  Commission,  for  the  following 
reasons : 

Section  1  of  the  bill  requires  .the  Auditor  to  furnish  the  Secretary  of 
War  and  the  Philippine  Legislature  detailed  monthly  statements  of  all 
receipts  and  payments  of  moneys.  Such  statements  were  formerly  furnished 
the  Secretary  of  War  at  a  cost  of  1*12,000  per  annum  for  clerk  hire.  The 
condensed  statements  now  furnished,  which  are  acceptable  to  the  War 
Department,  are  prepared  by  two  native  clerks.  The  change  resulted  in  a 
saving  of  about  ^=10*000  per  annum  in  clerk  hire.  The  Auditor,  in  a 
memorandum  attached  hereto,  estimates  that  to  comply  with  section  4  of 
the  bill  requiring  all  statements  furnished  to  be  in  both  the  English  and 
the  Spanish  languages  would  require  an  additional  annual  appropriation 
of  at  least  ^6,800  for  translators.  The  total  additional  appropriation 
necessary  for  the  office  of  the  Auditor  in  order  that  it  might  comply  with 
the  requirements  of  this  bill  would  be  at  least  f*l  6,800.  As  the  present 
statements  of  receipts  and  expenditures  furnished  are  entirely  satisfactory 
to  the  Secretary  of  War,  your  committee  does  not  consider  it  wise  to 
legislate  additional  unnecessary  work  upon  a  Bureau  at  such  a  cost.  Both 
branches  of  the  Legislature  may  at  any  time  obtain  any  information  from 
the  office  of  the  Auditor  by  simply  making  request,  therefore  additional 
legislation  is  unnecessary. 

Your  committee  is  uncertain  if  by  section  2  of  this  bill  amending  section 
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8  of  the  accounting  Act  it  is  contemplated  to  confer  authority  upon  the 
Legislature  to  reaudit  the  Auditor's  finding  in  the  statement  of  accounts. 
The  title  of  the  bill  would  seem  to  so  indicate.  Such  legislation  should  not 
be  enacted,  as  an  audit  or  a  reaudit  is  solely  an  executive  function.  Any 
person  who  considers  himself  discriminated  against  or  unjustly  or  unfairly 
treated  by  a  decision  of  the  Auditor  has  the  recourse  of  an  appeal  to  the 
Governor-General,  and  this  method,  which  has  been  in  operation  for  the 
last  eight  years  and  which  is  an  inexpensive  one,  has  been  an  entirely 
satisfactory  one. 

Section  3  of  the  bill,  which  requires  the  Insular  Treasurer  to  forward 
monthly  statements  of  the  moneys  received  and  disbursed  by  him  would 
answer  no  purpose,  as  he  could  not  furnish  all  the  details  that  would  be 
called  for  in  such  a  report.  The  Auditor  is  by  law  the  bookkeeper  of  the 
Government;  the  Treasurer  is  only  the  custodian  of  the  Government's 
moneys.  No  detailed  statement  by  him  would  be,  with  a  few  exceptions, 
authentically  correct. 

For  the  reasons  set  forth,  and  the  additional  one  that  an  amendment  to 

Act   No.    1792,    generally   known   as    the    "Accounting   Act,"    requires    the 

approval  of  the  Secretary  of  War  first  obtained,  which  is  nowhere  shown 

to  have  been  had,  your  committee  has  the  honor  to  recommend  that  the 

.  Commission  do  not  concur  in  Assembly  Bill  No.  308.

Mr.  President:  Your  select  committee  of  one,  to  which  was  referred  on 
May  15,  1909,  Assembly  Joint  Resolution  No.  39,  entitled  "Joint  Resolution 
giving  instructions  to  the  Resident  Commissioners  to  the  United  States  to 
obtain  from  Congress  the  enactment  of  a  law  enabling  the  Philippine 
Legislature  to  enact  legislation  prohibiting,  restricting  or  favoring  the 
immigration  of  other  nations,"  has  examined  the  same  and  has  the  honor 
to  report  it  back  to  the  Commission  with  the  following  recommendation,  viz : 

It  is  not  deemed  advisable  at  present  to  petition  Congress  to  enlarge 
the  powers  of  the  Philippine  Legislature  so  as  to  include  the  regulation  of 
immigration.  This  is  purely  a  national  function  exercised  by  the  sovereign 
government,  and  any  desire  to  change  the  status  should  be  taken  in  con- 
nection with  some  definite  reason  for  desiring  a  change,  as,  for  example,  the 
necessity  for  changing  existing  legislation  in  any  particular  either  to  exclude 
undesirable  people  now  coming  in  or  to  admit  desirable  people  now  excluded. 
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No  argument  has  been  presented  which  indicates  the  existence  of  the  neces- 
sity for  any  such  legislation,  nor  has  the  existing  law  demonstrated  itself 
to  be  sufficiently  onerous  in  any  particular  to  present  good  arguments  for 
a  change. 

The  only  people  excluded  at  present  are  the  Chinese,  against  the  admis- 
sion of  whom  the  Filipino  people  seem  to  have  very  strong  prejudice.  The 
undersigned  knows  of  no  people  who  are  being  admitted  whose  exclusion 
would  be  desirable  or  for  the  welfare  of  the  country. 

The  undersigned  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  Commission  should  not  concur 
in  the  resolution  of  the  Assembly  as  submitted. 

There  is  a  feature,  however,  which  is  analogous  and  which  the  under- 
signed is  firmly  convinced  ought  to  be  treated  by  appropriate  legislation 
either  of  the  United  States  or  by  the  power  to  legislate  given  to  the 
Philippine  Legislature,  and  that  is  the  treatment  accorded  to  aliens  once 
admitted.  There  is  no  way  now  by  which  a  person  owing  allegiance  to  any 
other  country  can  obtain  naturalization  papers  in  the  Philippine  Islands. 
It  is  highly  desirable  that  people  who  wish  to  avail  themselves  of  citizen- 
ship here,  and  who  are  of  a  desirable  class  for  citizenship,  should  be 
allowed  to  take  out  papers  and  become  citizens.  As  this,  however,  is  not 
germain  to  the  text  of  the  within  resolution,  it  will  be  treated  in  another 
connection.

Mr.  President:  Your  select  committee  of  one,  to  which  was  referred  on 
February  13,  1909,  the  "resolution  of  the  municipal  council  of  Mangaldan, 
Pangasinan,  recommending  enactment  of  legislation  providing  for  the  pro- 
portional distribution  of  expenses  incurred  in  the  collection  of  taxes,"  has 
examined  the  same  and  has  the  honor  to  report  it  back  to  the  Commission 
►  with  the  following  recommendation,  viz: 

The  statement  that  "at  present  such  expenses  (expense  of  collecting 
taxes)   fall  almost  entirely  upon  the  municipalities"  is  far  from  true. 

A  redistribution  of  the  cost  of  collecting  taxes  based  on  the  amount 
accruing  to  the  Insular,  provincial  and  municipal  governments  would 
result  in  a  vast  increase  in  cost  to  municipalities  as  compared  with  present 
cost. 

The  sole  cost  to  municipalities  now  is  the  amount  paid  by  them  for 
salaries  to  the  clerks  and  other  employees  of  the  municipal  treasurer's 
office,  the  salary  of  the  municipal  treasurer  for  his  services  as  deputy 
provincial  treasurer,  in  which  capacity  he  makes  all  collections,  being  paid 
from  provincial  funds. 
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All  other  expenses  of  collection  are  paid  from  provincial  funds  and 
include  the  salaries  of  the  provincial  treasurer,  his  deputies  and  clerks, 
the  cost  of  all  blank  forms,  receipts,  etc.,  used  in  the  collection  of  the 
various  taxes. 

The  expenses  of  the  collection  of  the  land  tax,  four-sevenths  of  which 
accrues  to  the  municipalities,  is  paid  wholly  from  provincial  funds. 
Although  the  major  portion  of  the  land  tax  accrues  to  the  municipalities, 
the  cost  of  the  last  assessment  was  distributed  as  follows: 

Provincial  governments ^131,932.80 

Municipal  governments   24,900.40 

I  therefore  recommend  that  no  further  action  be  taken  in  the  matter.

Americans  and  Filipinos.

back  to  the  Commission  with  the  following  recommendation,  viz: 

That  the  bill  do  pass  with  the  following  amendments : 

Strike  out  all  after  the  enacting  clause  and  insert  in  lieu  thereof  the 
following : 

"Section  1.  The  period  for  the  payment,  without  penalty,  of  the  land 
tax  for  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  nine  in  the  provinces  organized 
under  'The  Provincial  Government  Act,'  and  the  property  tax  in  the 
Provinces  of  Mindoro  and  Palawan,  may  be  extended  by  the  provincial 
boards  in  their  discretion  until  August  thirty-first,  nineteen  hundred 
and  nine. 

"Sec.  2.  Nothing  in  this  Act  shall  be  construed  to  require  the  payment 
of  taxes  in  the  Provinces  of  Cagayan  or  Isabela  prior  to  the  time  required 
by  law. 

"Sec.  3.  This  Act  shall  take  effect  on  its  passage." 

Insert  the  following  preamble: 

"Whereas  floods  and  storms  have  visited  the  Province  of  Samar,  the 
subprovinces  of  Masbate  and  Romblon,  and  other  provinces;  and 

"Whereas  pests  of  locusts  have  ravaged  portions  of  the  Province  of 
Mindoro  and  other  provinces;  and 

"Whereas  due  to  said  floods,  storms,  and  pests  of  locusts,  a  large  part 
of  the  crops  and  other  sources  of  income  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  provinces 
so  visited  were  destroyed:  Now,  therefore/'

Mb,  President:  Your  Committee  on  Matters  Pertaining  to  the  Depart- 
ment of  the  Interior,  to  which  was  referred  on  May  15,  1909,  Assembly  Bill 
No.  520,  entitled  "An  Act  adding  new  matter  to  section  seven  of  Act 
Numbered  Eleven  hundred  and  twenty  and  amending  sections  nine  and 
eleven  of  said  Act,  as  amended  by  Act  Numbered  Eighteen  hundred  and 
forty-seven,  and  for  other  purposes,"  has  examined  the  same  and  has  the 
honor  to  report  it  back  to  the  Commission  with  the  following  recommenda- 
tion, viz: 

That  the  Act  be  passed  with  the  following  amendments: 

Strike  out  the  words  "heretofore  or"  in  line  17  on  page  1.  If  they  were 
allowed  to  remain  every  existing  contract  for  the  sale  or  rental  of  a 
parcel  of  friar  lands  would  be  invalidated. 

Strike  out  section  4.  This  section,  if  allowed  to  stand,  would  deprive 
the  Bureau  of  Lands  of  the  right  of  collecting  water  rental  from  towns 
on  friar  estates,  and  would  limit  the  salary  which  it  might  pay  to  the 
superintendent  of  irrigation  to  ^960  per  year.  The  estimated  value  of 
irrigation  works  on  friar  estates  is  1*3,000,000  and  the  present  salary  paid 
to  the  person  superintending  all  irrigation  is  1*3,600.  It  is  submitted 
that  this  is  a  very  moderate  salary  in  view  of  the  value  of  the  works 
under  his  general  supervision  and  that  the  salary  fixed  in  section  4  of 
the  proposed  Act  is  so  small  as  to  render  impossible  the  securing  of  a 
properly  qualified  person  to  take  charge  of  this  work. 

Strike  out  section  5.  It  would  be  absurd  to  limit  the  maximum  salary 
which  might  be  paid  to  friar  land  agents  to  ^1,200  per  year.  Competent 
men  could  not  be  found  for  this  service  on  any  of  the  larger  estates  at  a 
salary  of  M,200  or  less.

The  Secretary  was  directed  to  request  the  concurrence  of  the 
Assembly  in  the  amendment. 

[Committee  Report  No.   176.]

Mr.  President:  Your  Committee  on  Matters  Pertaining  to  the  Depart- 
ment of  the  Interior,  to  which  was  referred  on  May  17,  1909,  Assembly 
Bill  No.  286,  entitled  "An  Act  creating  the  institution  of  an  agricultural 
council  and  establishing  precepts,  rules,  and  penalties  to  protect  agri- 
cultural production  in  the  Philippines,"  has  examined  the  same  and  has 
the  honor  to  report  it  back  to  the  Commission  with  the  following  recom- 
mendation, viz: 

That  further  consideration  of  this  bill  be  postponed  until  the  next 
session  of  the  Philippine  Legislature  and  that  at  that  time  very  serious 
consideration  be  given  to  it. 

Your  committee  makes  this  recommendation  with  regret.  The  evils 
which  Assembly  Bill  No.  286  is  designed  to  remedy  are  very  real  and 
very  grave  evils,  which  demand  immediate  and  careful  attention.  Your 
committee  is  in  full  and  hearty  sympathy  with  the  purposes  of  this  bill 
and  would  be  disposed  to  recommend  its  immediate  passage  were  its  more 
important  provisions  lawful,  but  upon  examination  of  the  bill,  grave  doubt 
was  felt  as  to  the  power  of  the  Philippine  Legislature  to  enact  the  more 
important  of  these  provisions  and  it  was  further  doubted  whether  the 
courts  would  sustain  them  if  they  were  enacted. 

Your  committee,  not  having  had  the  benefit  of  a  legal  training,  felt  that 
Assembly  Bill  No.  286  should  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Matters 
Pertaining  to  the  Department  of  Finance  and  Justice  in  order  to  secure  a 
legal  opinion  on  these  points,  but  in  view  of  the  shortness  of  the  time 
remaining,  took  the  liberty  of  consulting  said  committee  informally  on 
this  subject  with  the  result  that  the  doubt  entertained  by  your  committee 
as  to  the  legality  of  the  provisions  above  referred  to  was  confirmed. 

Assembly  Bill  No.  286  after  providing  for  the  establishment  of  agri- 
cultural councils  further  provides  that  at  least  once  in  two  years  the 
municipal  council  shall  draw  up  and  publish,  by  an  ordinance,  a  tariff 
of  wages  or  remunerations  in  money  or  in  kind,  and  a  table  of  hours  of 
labor,  according  to  nature  of  same,  which  shall  be  compulsory  upon  persons 
contracting  their  services.  Your  committee  doubts  the  authority  of  the 
Philippine  Legislature  to  pass  an  Act  limiting  in  this  manner  the  right 
of  private  individuals  to  enter  into  contract. 
83931 36 
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Section  11  of  the  bill  provides,  in  effect,  that  those  who  take  advances 
of  money  to  make  contracts  or  agreements  with  agricultural  laborers  but 
fail  to  make  such  contracts  and  refuse  to  return  the  money  advanced,  and 
those  who  take  advances  of  money  or  in  kind  for  agricultural  labor  and 
who  later  refuse  to  render  this  labor  or  abandon  it  without  justifiable 
cause,  shall  be  guilty  of  estafa  and  that  these  cases  shall  be  included' under 
section  535  of  the  Penal  Code.  The  honorable  the  Secretary  of  Finance 
and  Justice  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  Philippine  Legislature  is  without 
authority  to  enact  these  provisions.  He  holds  that  both  of  these  classes  of 
persons,  and  particularly  the  second  class,  are  simply  debtors  and  that, 
in  view  of  the  existing  provisions  of  law  enacted  by  the  Congress  of  the 
United  States  against  imprisoning  persons  in  these  Islands  for  debt  this 
proposed  provision  may  not  be  enacted  into  law.  It  is  further  his  opinion 
that  no  heavy  penalty  may  be  imposed  for  simple  violation  of  contract. 

As  the  two  provisions  above  discussed  are  vital  to  the  bill  and  as  the 
way  in  which  persons,  who  accept  advances  for  labor  which  they  are  to 
render  and  then  fail  to  render  that  labor,  may  be  punished  with  sufficient 
severity  to  make  such  conduct  less  common  than  it  is  at  present  does  not 
readily  appear,  your  committee  is  forced  to  recommend  that  fuller  con- 
sideration than  it  would  be  possible  to  give  during  the  two  remaining 
days  of  the  session  be  given  this  most  important  matter. 

The  duty  of  intervention  in  irrigation  matters  which  the  bill  would 
confer  upon  agricultural  councils  is  another  subject  worthy  of  careful 
consideration.  There  would  seem  to  be  need  of  some  officer  or  body  of 
.  persons  in  each  municipality  who  may  exercise  more  or  less  the  powers 
formerly  exercised  by  the  "juez  de  sementeras,'5  at  least  until  such  time 
as  a  regular  irrigation  system  may  be  established  in  any  given  municipality. 
Your  committee  is,  however,  of  the  opinion  that  the  provisions  of  Assembly 
Bill  No.  286  covering  this  subject  are  incomplete  and  that  more  careful 
investigation  must  be  gfven  to  this  matter,  and  the  powers  which  should 
be  conferred  upon  agricultural  councils  must  be  more  carefully  worked 
out  before  it  would  be  safe  to  enact  legislation  on  this  important  subject.

The  Secretary  was  directed  to  refer  the  bill  and  report  accordingly 
and  also  to  furnish  «a  copy  of  said  report  and  the  motion  to  the 
Philippine  Assembly  for  its  information,  and  notify  the  Assembly 
that  the  Commission  is  heartily  in  sympathy  with  the  purposes  of  the 
bill  and  is  desirous  of  finding  some  way  of  accomplishing  that  which 
will  stand  the  test  of  the  courts.

Mr.  President:  The  Committee  on  Matters  Pertaining  to  the  Depart- 
ment  of   Finance   and   Justice,   to   which  was   referred  on   May   17,    1909, 
Assembly  Bill  No.  531,  has  examined  the  same  and  has  the  honor  to  report 
it  back  to  the  Commission  with  the  following  recommendation,  viz: 
That  the  bill  be  laid  on  the  table. 
The  object  of  this  bill  is— 

1.  To  separate  the  Province  of  Palawan  from  the  Fifteenth  Judicial 
District  (which  is  now  composed  of  the  Provinces  of  Capiz  with  the  sub- 
province  of  Komblon,  Sorsogon  with  the  §ubprovince  of  Masbate,  and  the 
Province  of  Palawan)  and  adding  it  to  the  Tenth  District,  which  is  now 
composed  of  the  Provinces  of  Occidental  Negros  and  Antique. 

2.  To  fix  no  date  for  the  holding  of  the  terms  of  court  in  Cuyo  and  in 
Puerto  Princesa,  leaving  it  to  the  Governor-General  to  direct  by  executive 
order  a  judge-at-large  to  hold  court  at  those  points  whenever  in  his 
judgment  there  is  a  sufficient  number  of  cases  there  pending. 

Your  committee  sees  no  reason  for  separating  the  Province  of  Palawan 
from  the  Fifteenth  District  and  adding  it  to  the  Tenth.  According  to  the 
reports  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1908,  the  number  of  cases, 
civil  and  criminal,  filed  during  the  year  in  the  Tenth  District  was  474, 
being  186  civil  and  288  criminal  cases.  In  the  Fifteenth  Judicial  District 
during  the  same  year  there  were  370  cases  filed,  being  196  civil  and 
174  criminal. 

It  is  not  good  policy  not  to  fix  a  date  .for  the  holding  of  a  regular  term 
of  court,  and  it  would  result  in  an  anomalous  state  of  affairs  to  place 
Palawan  in  the  Fifteenth  District  and  yet  not  give  the  judge  of  the  district 
jurisdiction  to  try  cases  arising  therein  but  providing  that  a  judge-at-large 
should  be  designated  by  the  Governor-General  to  try  such  cases.

Bacon,  Province  of  Sorsogon ;  concession  of  the  mine  denominated  'Olaveaga/ 
of  December  sixth,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-five,  in  favor  of  Jacinto  Gil 
Gorrofío,  comprising  two  claims  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  square 
meters  each,  situate  at  Bacon,  Province  of  Sorsogon;  concession  of  the  mine 
denominated  'María  y  Leopolda/  of  March  ninth,  eighteen  hundred  and 
ninety-seven,  in  favor  of  José  Cortés  y  Domínguez,  comprising  two  claims 
of  sixty  thousand  square  meters  each,  situate  at  Placer,  Province  of 
Surigao;  concession  of  the  mine  denominated  'Mundaca/  of  March  ninth, 
eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-seven,  in  favor  of  José  Cortés  y  Domínguez, 
comprising  two  claims  of  sixty  thousand  square  meters  each,  situate  at 
Placer,  Province  of  Surigao;  concession  of  the  mine  denominated  'Andres 
y  Agustina/  of  March  ninth,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-seven,  in  favor 
of  José  Cortés  y  Domínguez,  comprising  a  claim  of  sixty  thousand  square 
meters,  situate  at  Placer,  Province  of  Surigao;  concession  of  the  mine 
denominated  'Vizcaya/  of  March  ninth,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-seven, 
in  favor  of  José  Cortés  y  Domínguez,  comprising  two  claims  of  sixty 
thousand  square  meters  each,  situate  at  Placer,  Province  of  Surigao; 
concession  of  the  mine  denominated  'Castilla/  of  March  ninth,  eighteen 
hundred  and  ninety-seven,  in  favor  of  José  Cortés  y  Domínguez,  comprising 
two  claims  of  sixty  thousand  square  meters  each,  situate  at  Placer,  Province 
of  Surigao." 

Section  2,  page  6,  strike  out  the  period  at  the  end  of  line  1  and  add 
the  words  "or  as  may  be  established  by  the  Government  of  the  Philippine 
Islands  or  that  of  its  political  subdivisions  from  time  to  time;"  same 
page,  line  32,  strike  out  the  period  at  the  end  of  the  line  and  add  the 
words  "of  May  fourteenth,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-seven;"  add  at  the 
end  of  the  section  a  new  paragraph,  numbered  10,  as  follows: 

"10.  That  the  grantee  shall  fulfill  all  other  provisions  contained  in  said 
royal  decree  of  May  fourteenth,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty- seven,  and 
regulations  thereunder,  except  in  so  far  as  the  provisions  thereof  have 
become  unreasonable  or  impossible  of  performance  by  reason  of  existing 
legislation."  * 

This  is,  in  -effect,  an  Act  to  ratify  and  confirm  the  so-called  Casanovas 
contract,  entered  into  between  the  Governor-General  on  behalf  of  the 
Insular  Government  and  Mr.  Joaquin  Casanovas,  and  to  secure  the  same 
result  relative  to  certain  other  mining  concessions  the  status  of  which  is 
similar  to  those  of  Mr.  Casanovas. 

After  the  contract  had  been  signed  it  appears  that  the  Attorney-General 
rendered  an  opinion  to  the  effect  that  the  Governor-General  was  without 
power  to  bind  the  Government  in  this  matter  and  the  passage  of  the 
proposed  Act  would,  therefore,  seem  to  be  merely  an  act  of  good  faith  on 
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the  part  of  the  Government,  so  far  as  concerns  the  Casanovas  claims.  It 
also  includes  other  claims  as  to  which  it  was  the  purpose  of  the  Governor- 
General  to  sign  a  similar  contract,  but  the  opinion  having  been  rendered 
that  he  was  without  power  to  sign  such  contracts  he  did  not  do  so. 

It  is  believed  that  the  dates  of  the  Casanovas  claims  should  be,  in  each 
case,  the  one  on  which  the  concession  was  granted  rather  than  the  one  on 
which  it  was  recorded.  The  amendment  to  section  one  consists  merely 
of  this  change  of  dates  and  the  correction  of  a  few  clerical  errors,  which 
have  crept  into  the  bill  as  drafted,  as  follows: 

The  mine  denominated  "Nueva  California  Primera,"  omitted  from  this 
bill  but  included  in  the  said  agreement  signed  by  the  Governor-General 
and  Mr.  Casanovas,  has  been  inserted. 

The  names  "Aburana,"  in  line  3,  page  3,  "Portrella,"  in  line  7,  page  3, 
"Lucas  Josefa,"  in  line  16,  page  4,  "Oliveaga,"  in  line  28,  page  4,  and 
"Minidaca,"  in  line  4,  page  5,  have  been  corrected  to  "Cebuana,"  "Portiella," 
"Lucas  y  Josefa,"   "Olaveaga,"  and  "Mundaca,"  respectively. 

The  claims  of  Jacinto  Gil  mentioned  on  page .  4,  lines  7  to  32,  are 
shown  on  the  mining  records  as  being  in  the  Province  of  Sorsogon  and  not 
in  Albay  as  given  in  the  bill. 

In  line  6,  page  5,  the  wcfrds  "comprising  a  claim  of  sixty  thousand 
square  meters"  have  been  changed  to  read  "comprising  two  claims  of  sixty 
thousand  square  meters  each,"  and  in  line  10,  same  page,  the  words 
"comprising  two  claims  of  sixty  thousand  square  meters  each"  have  been 
changed  to  read  "comprising  a  claim  of  sixty  thousand  square  meters." 

The  amendments  to  section  2  need  no  explanation.

[Committee  Report  No.  179.] 

May  19,  1909. 

Mr.  President:  Your  Committee  on  Matters  Pertaining  to  the  Depart- 
ment of  Commerce  and  Police,  to  which  was  referred  on  May  17,  1909,  As- 
sembly Bill  No.  265,  entitled  "An  Act  providing  for  the  return  of  thirty 
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per  centum  of  the  increase  of  the  cédula  tax  to  municipalities  of  provinces 
whose  provincial  boards  shall  have  provided  by  resolution  that  the  cédula 
tax  be  increased  in  accordance  with  Act  Numbered  Sixteen  hundred  and 
fifty-two,"  has  examined  the  same  and  has  the  honor  to  report  it  back  to 
the  Commission  with  the  following  recommendation,  viz: 

The  reversion  of  30  per  cent  of  the  money  received  from  the  double 
cédula  tax  to  municipalities  is  not  deemed  necessary.  The  provinces  are 
perfectly  at  liberty  to  spend  the  money  within  the  limits  of  a  municipality, 
and  -  therefore  it  would  not  necessarily  affect  the  place  where  .the  money 
was  spent,  but  it  would  affect  the  direction  of  the  expenditure.  It  would 
mean  that  the  municipal  president  would  be  able  to  expend  the  money  in 
his  way  instead  of  its  being  done  under  the  direction  of  the  district 
engineers  and  the  provincial  board. 

Under  the  new  regime  the  district  engineers  are  getting  to  be  expert  in 
roadmaking  and  are  sufficiently  supervised  so  that  they  are  called  strictly 
to  account  for  any  failure  to  expend  the  money  wisely. 

The  undersigned  wished  to  present  to  the  Legislature  an  exact  definition 
of  Insular,  provincial,  and  municipal  roads  and  terms  upon  which  money 
for  construction  and  for  maintenance  shall  be  distributed. 

In  the  meantime  it  is  not  believed  desirable  to  pass  the  proposed  law  in 
its  present  form. 

Your  committee  believes  it  would  be  a  good  measure,  however,  to 
compel  the  expenditure  of  30  per  cent  of  the  cédula  tax  within  the 
municipality  under  the  direction  of  the  municipal  board;  the  provincial 
board  could  appoint  the  municipal  president  as  agent  if  it  chose,  and  in 
that  way  accomplish  the  desire  sought  by  the  Assembly. 

It  is  recommended  that  Assembly  Bill  No.  265  be  passed  with  the  follow- 
ing amendment: 

Strike  out  all  after  the  enacting  clause  and  insert  in  lieu  thereof  the 
following : 

"Section  1.  Whenever,  under  the  provisions  of  Act  Numbered  Sixteen 
hundred  and  fifty-two,  the  provincial  board  of  any  province  organized  under 
the  Provincial  Government  Act  shall  provide  by  resolution  for  the  increase 
of  the  cédula  tax,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  provincial  board  to  expend 
for  the  purposes  mentioned  in  said  Act  Numbered  Sixteen  hundred  and 
fifty-two  within  each  municipality  at  least  thirty  per  centum  of  the  ad- 
ditional amount  of  cédula  tax  collected  in  that  municipality. 

"Sec.  2.  All  Acts  or  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  with  this  Act  are  hereby 
repealed. 

"Sec.  3.  This  Act  shall  take  effect  on  its  passage."

Mr.  President:  Your  select  committee  of  three,  to  which  was  referred 
on  May  18,  1909,  Assembly  Bill  No.  469,  entitled  "An  Act  amending  Act 
Numbered  Eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-five,  entitled  £An  Act  amending 
Act  Numbered  Four  hundred  and  ninety-six,  entitled  "The  Land  Registra- 
tion Act,"  and  other  Acts  relating  thereto,  to  give  greater  facilities  for 
obtaining  titles  and  the  registration  of  property  in  the  Philippine  Islands/ 
and  providing  for  the  suspension  of  the  fees  payment  whereof  is  prescribed 
in  section  one  hundred  and  fourteen  of  Act  Numbered  Four  hundred  and 
ninety-six,  as  amended  by  section  seven  of  Act  Numbered  Sixteen  hundred 
and  forty-eight,  excepting  the  fees  of  the  sheriff  and  the  registrar  of 
property,  upon  all  property  not  exceeding  five  hundred  dollars  in  value, 
under  certain  conditions,"  has  examined  the  same  and  has  the  honor  to 
report  it  back  to  the  Commission  with  the  following  recommendation,  viz: 

That  the  bill  do  pass  with  the  following  amendment: 

Strike  out  all  after  the  enacting  clause  and  insert  in  lieu  thereof  the 
following : 

"Section  1.  Section  five  of  Act  Numbered  Eighteen  hundred  and  seventy- 
five  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

"  'Sec.  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  private  surveyors  who  make  surveys, 
maps,  or  plats  of  property  for  which  registration  of  title  is  requested  to 
comply  with  the  requirements  of  the  preceding  section  and  to  promptly 
send  their  reports,  surveys,  maps,  and  plats  of  such  property  to  the  Bureau 
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of  Lands  for  verification.  Private  surveyors  shall  not  be  authorized  to 
make  surveys  for  the  Court  of  Land  Registration  unless  they  shall  have 
passed  either  a  civil-service  examination  or  an  examination  by  the  Bureau 
of  Lands  for  the  purpose  of  determining  their  qualifications:  Provided, 
however,  That  surveyors  with  an  academic  diploma  issued  by  a  duly 
established  university,  college,  or  school,  who  have  practiced  their  profession 
in  the  Philippine  Islands  prior  to  June  first,  nineteen  hundred  and  nine, 
shall  be  authorized  by  the  Director  of  Lands  to  make  surveys  for  the 
Court  of  Land  Registration  without  the  necessity  of  passing  the  exam- 
ination provided  by  this  section:  Provided,  however,  That  authority  to 
maka  surveys  may  be  denied,  subject  to  appeal  to  the  committee  named 
in  the  next  succeeding  proviso  of  this  section,  if  it  appears  that  the  holder 
of  such  diploma  has  made  plans*  or  surveys  for  the  Court  of  Land  Regis- 
tration which  were  defective,  incorrect,  or  substantially  erroneous.  All 
surveys  and  plans  made  by  private  surveyors  under  said  authorization  shall 
be  executed  in  strict  accordance  with  the  "Manual  of  instructions  of 
surveys  to  be  verified  by  the  Director  of  Lands  for  presentation  to  the 
Court  of  Land  Registration"  issued  by  the  Bureau  of  Lands:  And  provided 
further,  That  whenever  it  shall  appear  to  the  Director  of  Lands  that 
there  is  doubt  as  to  the  accuracy  of  any  plan  or  survey  made  under  such 
authorization,  such  survey  or  plan  shall  be  subject  to  verification  in  the 
manner  provided  in  section  sixty-six  of  Act  Numbered  Nine  hundred  and 
twenty-six,  and  if  it  appear  that  the  survey  is  defective,  incorrect,  or 
substantially  erroneous,  the  Director  of  Lands  may  thereupon  withdraw 
the  authorization  of  said  surveyor,  subject  to  appeal  by  the  surveyor,  to 
be  taken  within  five  days  of  receipt  of  notice  of  the  withdrawal,  to  a 
committee  composed  of  the  Governor-General,  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior, 
and  the  judge  of  the  Court  of  Land  Registration,  the  decision  of  which 
committee  shall  be  final.  If  no  appeal  is  taken  as  herein  provided,  or  if 
the  said  committee  shall  approve  the  action  of  the  Director  of  Lands  in 
withdrawing  from  said  surveyor  the  authorization  to  make '  surveys,  such 
surveyor  shall  not  be  permitted  to  make  surveys  or  plans  for  the  Court 
of  Land  Registration  without  first  having  passed  the  examination  provided 
for  in  this  section.  Pending  appeal,  the  right  of  the  surveyor  to  make 
surveys  for  the  Court  of  Land  Registration  shall  be  suspended:  And 
provided  further,  That  under  the  designation  of  surveyors  with  academic 
diploma  shall  be  recognized  all  those  who,  with  similar  diplomas  in  the 
time  of  the  Spanish  Government,  were  considered  as  such  surveyors  or  as 
entitled  to  practice  the  said  profession/ 

"Sec.  2.  The  fees  payment  whereof  is  prescribed  in  section  one  hundred 
and  fourteen  of  Act  Numbered  Four  hundred  and  ninety-six,  as  amended 
by  section  seven  of  Act  Numbered  Sixteen  hundred  and  forty-eight,  except 
the  fees  of  the  sheriff  and  the  registrar  of  property  shall  be  suspended  on 
all  property  not  exceeding  five  hundred  pesos  in  value:  Provided,  however, 
That  in  order  to  enjoy  the  benefit  of  this  section  the  applicant  must  be 
a  poor  person  not  having  sufficient  means  to  pay  the  fees  and  he  must 
apply  to  the  Court  of  Land  Registration  for  exemption  from  the  said  fees 
and  charges.     The  Court  of  Land  Registration,  if  satisfied,  upon  full  and 
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careful  investigation,  that  such  person  has  not  sufficient  means  to  pay 
the  fees  and  charges,  shall  order  that  the  applicant  be  exempted  from  such 
payment. 

"Sec.  3.  This  Act  shall  take  effect  on  its  passage." 

Although   the   matter  was   not  referred   to   it,  your   special   committee 
desires  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Commission  to  section  2  of  the  foregoing 
amendment  and  to  recommend  its  adoption.

Mb.  Pbesident:  Your  select  committee  of  three,  to  which  was  referred 
on  February  16,  1909,  Assembly  Bill  No.  310,  entitled  "An  Act  making 
all  the  offices  of  the  provincial  board  elective,"  has  examined  the  same 
and  has  the  honor  to  report  it  back  to  the  Commission  with  the  following 
recommendation,  viz: 

That  the  bill  be  indefinitely  postponed. 

Your  committee  recognizes  the  fact  that  from  the  standpoint  of  principle 
this  Assembly  bill  is  commendable,  since  it  tends  toward  making  the 
legislative  body — if  it  may  be  so  called — of  the  province  elective  and  in 
this  way  giving  the  Filipinos  a  greater  share  in  the  management  of  pro- 
vincial affairs.  However,  your  committee  does  not  believe  that  the  time 
has  arrived  for  changing  the  organization  of  provincial  boards.  A  little 
over  two  years  have  passed  since  the  provinces  were  conceded  the 
right  to  choose  two  elective  members,  and  some  further  time  should 
elapse  before  another  change  is  considered.  On  the  other  hand,  the  proposed 
law  would  mean  an  increase  in  the  expense  of  the  provinces  in  the  amount 
of  the  remuneration  to  be  paid  the  newly  created  member — an  expense  that 
many  provinces  would  not  be  able  to  stand. 

Moreover,  this  question  of  increasing  the  number  of  elective  members  of 
the  provincial  boards  was  presented  to  the  Joint  Committee  of  the  Com- 
mission and  the  Assembly  during  the  legislative  recess,  and  the  proposition 
was  rejected  by  the  committee  for  reasons  of  economy.

adopted,  will  authorize  the  provincial  boards  of  all  provinces  organized 
under  the  Provincial  Government  Act  to  postpone  in  their  discretion  the 
time  of  payment  of  the  land  tax,  without  penalty,  until  August  31,  1909, 
and  the  provincial  boards  of  Palawan  and  Mindoro  to  postpone  in  their 
discretion  the  time  of  payment,  without  penalty,  of  the  property  tax  in  said 
provinces  until  the  same  date.

"Sec.  49.  (a)  The  real  estate  in  the  municipality  shall  be  valued  and 
assessed  for  taxation  by  a  board  to  consist  of  the  president,  the  municipal 
treasurer,  and  a  third  member  to  be  appointed  by  the  provincial  board, 
which  shall  be  known  as  the  municipal  board  of  tax  assessors.  The 
president  of  the  municipality  shall  be  president  of  the  board  of  tax 
assessors,  and  the  municipal  secretary  shall  be  its  secretary.

"(c)  The  third  member  of  the  municipal  board  of  tax  assessors,  if  not 
receiving  a  regular  salary  from  Insular,  provincial,  or  municipal  funds, 
shall  receive  compensation  to  be  fixed  by  the  provincial  board  at  the  rate 
of  not  to  exceed  three  pesos  per  day  for  each  day  he  is  in  actual  attendance 
upon  the  sessions  of  the  board,  such  compensation  to  be  stated  in  his 
appointment  and  to  be  paid  from  municipal  funds. 

"(d)  Officials  or  employees  of  the  Insular,  provincial,  or  municipal 
governments  shall  be  eligible  to  serve  as  third  members,  the  provisions  of 
existing  law  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding.

Mr.  President:  Your  Committee  on  Matters  Pertaining  to  the  Depart- 
ment of  Commerce  and  Police,  to  which  was  referred  on  May  15,  1909, 
Assembly  Bill  No.  388,  entitled  "An  Act  amending  section  twenty-eight 
of  Act  Numbered  Seventeen  hundred  and  eighty  of  the  Philippine  Com- 
mission, so  as  to  relieve  from  liability  the  possessor  of  a  firearm  who  shall 
lose  same  by  act  of  God  or  through  no  fault  or  negligence  on  his  part," 
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has  examined  the  same  and  has  the  honor  to  report  it  back  to  the  Com- 
mission with  the  following  recommendation,  viz: 

Your  committee  believes  that  it  is  on  the  whole  undesirable  to  pass 
the  inclosed  bill  and  recommends  that  further  consideration  of  it  be 
indefinitely  postponed. 

Before  proceedings  could  be  commenced  on  any  firearm  bond  under  this 
law  it  would  be  necessary  to  prove  that  the  owner  had  been  careless  or 
negligent;  in  other  words,  the  burden  of  proof  would  lie  on  the  Government. 
This  would  make  it  very  difficult  for  the  Government  to  recover  on  any 
bonds,  and  it  is  believed  that  the  present  procedure  had  best  remain  in 
full  force  and  effect  as  the  measure  best  calculated  to  protect  society.

Mr.  President:  Your  Committee  on  Matters  Pertaining  to  the  Depart- 
ment of  Commerce  and  Police,  to  which  was  referred  on  May  19,  1909, 
Assembly  Bill  No.  551,  entitled  "An  Act  establishing  the  minimum  pay 
of  sergeants,  corporals,  and  privates  of  the  Philippines  Constabulary,"  has 
examined  the  same  and  has  the  honor  to  report  it  back  to  the  Commission 
with  the  following  recommendation,  viz: 

The  passage  of  this  bill  to  work  any  real  good  to  the  Constabulary 
would  require  an  additional  appropriation  of  over  ^200,000,  a  tax  which 
the  Insular  Treasury  is  not  in  a  position  to  stand. 

The  fact  that  the  Assembly  passed  this  bill  is  a  very  good  sign.  It 
indicates  confidence  in  the  Constabulary  and  a  belief  in  the  necessity  of 
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bettering  the  condition  of  the  soldiers.  The  pay  of  the  Scouts  has  been 
recently  increased  with  a  resultant  tendency  to  discontent  among  the 
Constabulary  soldiers,,  as  it  still  further  increased  the  difference  in  pay 
between  the  two  services.  The  tendency  is  for  enlisted  men  of  the  Con- 
stabulary to  enlist  in  the  Scouts  after  completing  a  term  in  the  Constab- 
ulary and  it  is  very  difficult  to  secure  reenlistment.  In  fact  the  class  of 
Constabulary  soldiers  is  continually  deteriorating  as  we  are  drawing  men 
from  the  less  desirable  classes.  It  is  hard  to  maintain  efficiency  under 
these  circumstances.  Except  for  the  example  of  the  Scouts,  this  is  in  general 
a  good  sign,  as  it  indicates  that  a  better  class  of  men  are  enabled  to  find 
employment  at  a  better  remuneration,  and  that  opportunities  for  labor 
are  gradually  improving.  But  in  view  of  the  present  condition  of  the 
treasury  the  undersigned  does  not  see  how  he  can  recommend  the  passage 
of  the  bill. 

The  bill  as  worded  establishes  a  minimum  rate  of  pay  for  soldiers  and 
noncommissioned  officers,  and  without  an  increased  appropriation  this 
would  require  an  immediate  reduction  in  the  enlisted  strength  of  the 
Constabulary  which  present  conditions  will  not  justify.  Furthermore, 
such  a  reduction  in  the  force  carrying  with  it  the  increased  rates  of  pay 
designated  could  be  made  operative  by  the  Governor-General  under  existing 
law. 

The  bill  is  most  gratifying  as  an  expression  of  the  feeling  of  the 
Assembly  toward  the  Constabulary  organization,  but  would  not  accomplish 
the  desired  object  of  increasing  the  pay  of  the  enlisted  men,  except  by 
impairing  the  efficiency  of  the  organization.

That  the  bill  do  pass. 

The  object  of  this  amendment  is  to  enable  the  Governor-General  to 
carry  into  effect  an  agreement  reached  with  the  carretoneros  of  llocos  Sur 
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to  the  effect  that  they  might  use  wide-tired  carts  with  fixed  axles  on  the 
roads  until  the  1st  of  January,  1910,  on  the  understanding  that  before 
receiving  a  permit  so  to  do  they  enter  into  a  contract  with  the  provincial 
board  to  either  acquire  new  wheels  revolving  on  the  axle  or  to  deliver  over 
the  old  wheels  for  destruction  at  the  end  of  that  period.  It  was  agreed 
at  that  time  between  the  undersigned  and  Deputy  Singson  of  the  interested 
province,  that  an  effort  should  be  made  to  remit  the  penalty  imposed  by 
Act  No.  1791  for  nonpayment  of  the  tax  on  their  carts,  for  the  reason 
that  the  carretoneros  did  not  know  until  after  the  tax  was  due  that  they 
were  going  to  be  allowed  to  use  these  carts  and  therefore  did  not  pay  the 
tax.  Having  been  allowed  to  use  them  in  order  that  the  crops  of  this 
year  might  be  moved  and  the  province  not  be  embarrassed  by  lack  of 
vehicles  to  move  the  crops  to  market,  it  was  thought  only  fair  to  remit 
the  penalty  for  nonpayment  of  the  tax,  as  the  owners  of  the  carts  acted 
in  entire  good  faith  and  it  was  through  no  fault  of  theirs  that  they  did 
not  pay  the  tax  in  the  prescribed  time.

Mr.  President:  Your  Committee  on  Matters  Pertaining  to  the  Depart- 
ment of  Commerce  and  Police,  to  which  was  referred  on  May  19,  1909, 
Assembly  Bill  No.  433,  entitled  "An  Act  prohibiting  the  use  of  lumber 
imported  from  foreign  countries  in  the  construction  of  public  buildings,"  has 
examined  the  same  and  has  the  honor  to  report  it  back  to  the  Commission 
with  the  following  recommendation,  viz: 

There  does  not  seem  to  be  any  necessity  for  such  a  bill.  By  executive 
order  the  undersigned  has  ruled  that  all  construction  done  by  the  Bureau 
of  Public  Works,  the  Bureau  of  Navigation,  and  in  fact  all  Bureaus  in  his 
Department,  shall  be  made  exclusively  of  native  woods.  The  use  of  Oregon 
pine  has  been  eliminated  almost  entirely  during  the  last  three  years  and 
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it  has  been  used  only  in  cases  of  emergency,  where  it  was  advisable  to  use 
up  stock  on  hand,  or  in  cases  where  native  woods  would  not  answer  the 
purpose,  such  as  making  holdings  for  concrete  forms,  and  for  the  construc- 
tion of  certain  barges,  which  dealers  in  native  lumber  here  have  certified 
could  not  be  made  economically  from  native  wood. 

The  practical  effect  of  this  law  would  be  to  enable  the  dealers  that  are 
supplying  lumber  in  the  quantities  necessary  for  public  works  here  to 
combine  and  raise  the  price  to  the  Government  to  a  degree  that  would  be 
injurious  to  the  appropriations;  whereas,  if  the  law  is  left  as  it  is  now 
no  such  combination  can  be  had,  and  at  the  same  time  the  use  of  native 
woods  is  assured,  as  it  is  the  definite  policy  of  the  Government. 

It  is  therefore  recommended  that  the  bill  be  not  passed,  not  out  of  lack 
of  sympathy  with  the  object  of  the  bill,  but  in  the  belief  that  that  object 
has  already  been  accomplished  administratively.

The  actual 
facts  are  that  subscriptions  for  more  than  one  hundred  telephones  can  not 
be  obtained  in  Iloilo  at  the  present  time.  The  grantee,  therefore,  desires 
an  amendment  reducing  the  number  to  one  hundred,  and  the  accompanying 
bill  accomplishes  this  result. 

There  is  no  question  but  wThat  any  intelligent  telephone  manager  will 
put  in  all  the  telephones  that  he  can  obtain  subscribers  for,  up  to  the  limit 
of  his  switchboard,  which,  in  Iloilo,  will  not  be  reached  for  a  long  time.     It 
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would  seem,  therefore,  that  the  welfare  of  the  public  will  not  be  in  any 
wise  jeopardized  by  the  passage  of  this  amendment.

If  the  bill  were  enacted,  provinces  and 
municipalities  would  derive  very  little  income  during  the  next  five  years 
except  that  donated  from  Insular  moneys  and  unless  sustained  in  the  last- 
named  way,  provincial  and  municipal  governments  would  be  compelled  to 
suspend  business  because  of  lack  of  funds.  The  bill  is  of  a  particularly 
vicious  type  and  your  select  committee  has  the  honor  to  recommend  non- 
concurrence.

purposes/  by  providing  that  a  larger  number  of  bounties  of  smaller 
amounts  may  be  given,  and  for  other  purposes/5  has  examined  the  same 
and  has  the  honor  to  report  it  back  to  the  Commission  with  the  following 
recommendation,  viz: 

That  the  bill  be  passed. 

This  bill  was  drafted  by  the  Acting  Director  of  Agriculture  and  at  his 
request  introduced  into  the  Assembly.  Its  object  is  to  secure  better 
results  from  the  money  at  present  appropriated  for  bounties  for  tobacco 
growers.  Under  the  law,  as  it  originally  stood,  the  money  was  not  suf- 
ficiently subdivided  to  get  the  best  results.  The  premiums  were  very  large 
and  the  temptation  to  trickery  and  chicanery  in  competing  for  them  was 
great. 

The  prize  provided  for  in  connection  with  the  fermentation  of  tobacco 
proved  to  be  useless  for  the  reason  that  all  tobacco  was  fermented  by  the 
large  buyers.  It  is  believed  that  the  bill,  as  passed  by  the  Assembly,  will 
secure  better  results  without  any  increased  expenditure,  and  its  passage  is 
therefore  recommended.

Assembly  Joint  Resolution  No.  40.  Instructing  the  Resident  Commissioners  in  the 
United  States  to  secure  from  Congress  the  enactme'nt  of  the  following  bill : 

"A  Bill  defining  Philippine  citizenship  and  making  provisions  by  means  of  which 
aliens  may  become  Philippine  citizens." 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled: 

"Section  1.  Philippine  citizens  are: 

"(a)   The  children  of  a  Filipino  father  or  mother; 

"{b)  All  the  inhabitants,  natives  of  the  Philippine  Islands,  who  on  the 
eleventh  day  of  April,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-nine,  being  Spanish 
subjects,  and  their  children  born  subsequent  thereto,  had  not  elected  to 
preserve  their  allegiance  to  the  Crown  of  Spain  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  the  treaty  of  peace  between  the  United  States  and  Spain 
signed  at  Paris,  December  tenth,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-eight. 

"Sec.  2.  Any  Filipino  who  has  not  attained  Philippine  citizenship  by 
virtue  of  the  said  treaty  of  peace  and  of  the  Philippine  Act  may  obtain 
it  by  filing  with  a  Court  of  First  Instance  of  the  Philippine  Islands  a  written 
petition  to  be  admitted  to  become  a  Philippine  citizen.  Such  petition  shall 
be  accompanied  by  two  affidavits,  the  first  subscribed  by  the  petitioner,  who 
shall  affirm  therein  that  it  is  bona  fide  his  intention  to  reside  permanently  in 
said  Islands  and  to  become  a  citizen  thereof;  that  he  absolutely  and  entirely 
renounces  all  allegiance  and  fealty  to  every  foreign  sovereignty,  and  espe- 
cially to  the  sovereignty  of  which  he  has  been  a  citizen  or  subject  until 
the  date  of  his  petition;  that  he  also  renounces  the  titles  of  nobility  and 
honorary  titles  and  the  offices  and  appointments  conferred  upon  him  by  any 
foreign  government,  and  particularly  by  that  of  which  he  has  been  a  sub- 
ject until  then,  and  that  he  will  faithfully  and  without  mental  reservation 
support  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States,  its  laws,  and  the  government 
established  by  said  United  States  in  the  Philippine  Islands  and  provided 
for  their  good  order  and  happiness;  and  the  second  affidavit  shall  be  sub- 
scribed by  two  witnesses  who  shall  be  of  legal  age  and  Philippine  citizens, 
who  shall  affirm  that  the  petitioner  is  an  honest  man  and  attached  to  the 
principles  of  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States,  its  laws,  and  the  govern- 
ment organized  in  these  Islands.  These  documents,  which  must  be  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  Court  of  First  Instance,  shall  be  recorded  by  the  clerk 
of  said  court. 
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"Sec.  3.  Upon  compliance  with  the  requisites  mentioned  in  section  two 
hereof,  the  court  shall  order  the  admission  of  the  petitioner  to  become  a 
Philippine  citizen  and  shall  issue  to  him  a  certificate  of  naturalization, 
which  shall  specifically  set  forth  upon  its  face  the  petition  for  admission 
and  the  affidavits  duly  made  and  recorded,  and  all  certificates  that  do  not 
record  such  facts  shall  be  null  and  void. 

"Sec.  4.  A  married  woman  shall  have  the  status  and  nationality  of  her 
husband.  A  Filipina  married  to  a  foreigner  shall  regain  her  original  Phil- 
ippine citizenship  ipso  facto,  upon  the  death  of  her  husband  or  upon  legal 
proceedings  dissolving  the  marriage  contracted,  without  necessity  of  her 
complying  with  the  provisions  of  sections  two  and  three  of  this  Act. 

"Sec.  5.  Any  Philippine  citizen  losing  his  citizenship  by  accepting  office 
from  another  government  or  by  entering  the  armed  service  of  a  foreign 
power,  without  a  previous  Act  of  the  Congress  of  the  United  States,  ap- 
proved by  the  President  of  the  United  States,  authorizing  him  to  do  so, 
shall  not  be  able  to  recover  his  Philippine  citizenship  without  obtaining 
his  rehabilitation  by  another  Act  of  Congress,  approved  by  the  President 
of  the  United  States. 

"Sec.  6.  Philippine  citizens  removing  to  a  foreign  country  where  they 
are  considered  as  natives,  •  without  any  other  circumstance  than  that  of 
their  residence  therein,  shall,  in  order  to  preserve  their  Philippine  citizen- 
ship and  protection,  be  required  to  register  at  the  consulate  or  diplomatic 
agency  in  said  country. 

"Sec.  7.  Any  alien  may  become  a  citizen  of  the  Philippine  Islands,  pro- 
vided that  he  has  resided  continuously  in  said  Islands  for  five  years  im- 
mediately preceding  or  subsequent  to  the  approval  of  this  Act,  and  owns 
real  estate  in  these  Islands  to  the  value  of  five  thousand  Philippine  pesos. 
For  this  purpose  he  shall  file  with  a  Court  of  First  Instance  of  the  Philip- 
pine Archipelago  a  petition  requesting  to-be  admitted  to  become  a  citizen, 
which  petition  shall  be  accompanied  by  two  affidavits,  the  first  of  which, 
subscribed  by  the  petitioner,  shall  set  forth  that  it  is  bona  fide  his  intention 
to  continue  residing  permanently  in  the  Philippine  Islands  and  become  a 
citizen  thereof;  that  he  absolutely  and  entirely  renounces  all  allegiance  and 
fidelity  to  every  foreign  sovereignty,  and  particularly  to  the  sovereignty 
of  which  he  has  been  a  citizen  or  subject  until  the  date  of  his  petition; 
that  he  also  renounces  all  titles  of  nobility  and  honorary  titles  and  the  offices 
conferred  upon  him  by  the  government  of  which  he  has  been  a  subject  up 
to  that  time,  and  that  he  will  faithfully  and  without  mental  reservation 
support  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States,  the  laws  promulgated  and 
the  government  organized  by  said  United  States  in  the  Philippine  Islands. 
The  second  affidavit  shall  be  subscribed  by  two  witnesses  of  legal  age  and 
who  are  Philippine  citizens,  and  shall  vouch  that  the  petitioner  has  con- 
tinuously resided  in  these  Islands  for  five  years  prior  or  subsequent  to  the 
approval  of  this  Act;  that  he  owns  real  estate  to  the  value  of  five  thousand 
Philippine  pesos  therein;  and  that  he  is  an  honest  man  and  attached  to  the 
Constitution  of  the  United  States,  its  laws  and  government  established  in 
these  Islands.     These  documents,  which  must  be  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
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Court  of   First   Instance,   applying  to  the  present   case  the  provisions   of 
section  three  of  this  Act. 

"Sec.  8.  When  any  alien  who  has  complied  with  the  requisites  specified 
in  section  seven  of  this  Act  dies  prior  to  his  being  admitted  definitively  to 
Philippine  citizenship,  his  widow  and  children  may  become  Philippine 
citizens  by  complying  with  the  other  provisions  of  this  Act. 

"Sec.  9.  No  citizen  of  any  country,  state,  or  sovereignty  with  which  the 
United  States  are  at  war  at  the  time  of  the  filing  of  his  petition,  shall  be 
admitted  to  become  a  Philippine  citizen. 

"Sec.  10.  All  the  Courts  of  First  Instance  and  officers  in  the  Philippine 
Islands  who  have  jurisdiction  over  naturalization  proceedings,  or  who  have 
duties  to  perform  with  regard  to  naturalization  under  the  provisions  of  this 
Act,  shall,  upon  the  filing  of  the  petition  for  naturalization  of  any  foreign 
citizen,  make  a  careful  investigation  of  the  facts  subject  to  proof  which 
are  expressly  stated  in  this  Act,  and  shall,  prior  to  issuing  the  order  or 
certificate  of  naturalization,  direct  the  clerk  of  the  court  to  record  the 
affidavits  of  the  petitioner  and  his  witnesses,  affirming  the  truth  of  every 
material  fact  required  for  such  naturalization:  Provided,  That  the  order 
and  certificate  of  naturalization  shall  set  forth  specifically  that  such  af- 
fidavits were  duly  made  and  recorded,  and  that  in  the  case  of  their  failing 
to  do  so,  they  shall  be  null  and  void,  as  determined  in  section  three  of 
this  Act. 

"Sec.  11.  Any  person  who  obtains  the  naturalization  provided  for  by 
this  Act  in  violation  of  the  provisions  contained  therein,  shall  be  punished 
by  a  fine  of  from  two  thousand  to  six  thousand  pesos,  Philippine  currency, 
or  with  imprisonment  for  not  less  than  one  year  nor  more  than  four 
years,  or  with  both  penalties,  in  the  discretion  of  the  court,  and  the  Court 
of  First  Instance  imposing  these  penalties,  by  virtue  of  a  sentence,  upon 
any  violator  or  violators  of  this  Act,  shall  declare  the  order*  and  all 
certificates  on  which  such  person  has  been  admitted  to  become  a  Philippine 
citizen,  to  be  null  and  void. 

"Sec.  12.  The  Courts  of  First  Instance  shall  have  jurisdiction  to  try 
all  cases  for  violations  of  this  Act,  and  the  Supreme  Court  shall  have 
appellate  jurisdiction  over  the  same. 

"Sec.  13.  The  Philippine  Legislature  is  hereby  authorized  to  establish 
a  schedule  of  charges  to  be  collected  for  the  issuance  of  certificates  of  the 
declaration  of  intention  of  the  petitioner  and  the  declarations  of  his  wit- 
nesses, and  of  certificates  of  naturalization  under  this  Act;  but  no  duplicate 
certificate  shall  be  issued  except  upon  proper  proof  of  the  loss  of  the 
original  certificate. 

"Sec.  14.  The  affidavits  and  certificates  mentioned  in  this  Act  shall  be 
made  in  accordance  with  blank  forms  which  shall  be  printed  or  engraved 
on  parchment  or  paper  to  be  prescribed  by  the  Philippine  Legislature  by 
provisions  subsequent  to  the  approval  of  this  Act. 

"Sec.  15.  This  Act  shall  take  effect  on  its  passage." 

Assembly  Joint  Resolution  No.  40  was  read  the  first  and  second 
times  and  referred  to  the  Committee  of  the  Whole. 
83931 39 
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It  was  considered  in  committee  and  reported  to  the  Commission 
with  the  recommendation  that  the  resolution  be  laid  on  the  table, 
and  that  the  following  joint  resolution  be  taken  up  and  considered 
in  lien  thereof : 

Commission  Joint  Resolution  No.  12.  Instructing  the  Resident  Commissioners  of 
the  Philippine  Legislature  in  the  United  States  to  seek  to  obtain  from  the 
Congress  of  the  United  States  legislation  by  Congress  or  authority  for  the 
Philippine  Legislature  to  enact  legislation  defining  Philippine  citizenship  and 
providing  for  the  naturalization  of  persons  within  the  Philippine  Islands 
who  are  not  citizens  of  the  Philippine  Islands  nor  citizens  of  the  United  States. 

Resolved  by  the  Philippine  Commission  and  the  Philippine  Assembly, 
That  the  Resident  Commissioners  of  the  Philippine  Legislature  in  the  United 
States  be,  and  hereby  are,  instructed  to  seek  to  obtain  from  the  Congress 
of  the  United  States  legislation  defining  Philippine  citizenship  and  providing 
for  the  naturalization  of  persons  within  the  Philippine  Islands  who  are 
neither  citizens  of  the  Philippine  Islands  nor  citizens  of  the  United  States; 
or  if,  in  the  opinion  of  Congress,  it  is  preferable,  that  legislation  be  enacted 
by  Congress  which  will  permit  the  Philippine  Legislature  to  enact  laws 
upon  said  subjects. 

The  report  and  recommendation  of  the  Committee  of  the  Whole 
were  adopted  by  unanimous  vote. 

Commission  Joint  Kesohition  No.  12  was  thereupon  read  the 
first  and  second  times. 

On  motion  by  Commissioner  Gilbert,  unanimously  carried, 

The  resolution  was  considered  urgent  under  the  provisions  of 
Eule  XIV,  Rules  of  the  Commission,  and  read  the  third  time  in  full. 

The  question  then  being  upon  its  passage,  the  roll  was  called  and 
Commission  Joint  Eesolution  No.  12  was  unanimously  passed,  and 
the  title  was  agreed  to. 

The  Secretary  was  directed  to  request  the  concurrence  of  the 
Assembly  in  the  resolution  as  passed. 

REPORTS  OF  STANDING  COMMITTEES. 

[Committee  Report  No.   192.] 

May  20,  1909. 

Mb.  President:  Your  Committee  on  Matters  Pertaining  to  the  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Instruction,  to  which  was  referred  on  May  19,  1909, 
Assembly  Bill  No.  536,  entitled  "An  Act  amending  certain  sections  of 
Act  Numbered  Seventeen  hundred  and  three  and  providing  that  prisoners 
sentenced  to  arresto  or  imprisonment  not  exceeding  six  months  shall  serve 
their  sentence  in  municipal  jails,  those  sentenced  to  imprisonment  exceeding 
six  months  and  up  to  and  including  two  years  to  serve  their  sentence  in 
provincial  jails,"  has  examined  the  same  and  has  the  honor  to  report  it 
back  to  the  Commission  with  the  following  recommendation,  viz: 

That  the  bill  be  indefinitely  postponed. 
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The  present  condition  of  provincial  jails  in  many  provinces  is  not  such- 
as to  make  them  proper  places  for  the  confinement  of  prisoners  who  are 
sentenced  for  considerable  terms.  Many  of  these  jails  are  not  in  suitable 
condition,  and  the  discipline  and  management  of  the  same  are  not  such  as 
to  produce,  in  the  judgment  of  your  committee,  the  best  results  upon  the 
prisoner  himself.  It  is  of  opinion  that  all  prisoners  sentenced  to  a  longer 
term-  than  six  months  should  be  confined  in  a  general  Insular  prison; 
neither  is  it  deemed  advisable  by  the  committee  to  permit  all  persons 
sentenced  to  arresto,  or  imprisonment  not  exceeding  six  months  to  serve 
their  sentence  in  municipal  jails. 

The  total  expense  of  the  maintenance  of  prisoners  would  be  by  this 
Act  greatly  increased,  and  your  committee  can  see  no  corresponding  benefits. 
For  this  reason,  and  others  which  might  be  named,  recommendation  of 
your  committee  is  made.

[Committee  Report  No.  193.] 

May  20,  1909. 

Mr.  President:  Your  Committee  on  Matters  Pertaining  to  the  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Instruction,  to  which  was  referred  on  May  19,  1909,  Assembly 
Bill  No.  561,  entitled  "An  Act  authorizing  the  appointment  of  certain 
high  school  students  as  Government  pupils  while  pursuing  a  course  in 
training  for  teaching,  and  appropriating  thirty  thousand  pesos  for  such 
purpose,"  lias  examined  the  same  and  has  the  honor  to  report  it  back  to 
the  Commission  with  the  following  recommendation,  viz: 

The  purpose  of  this  bill  is  a  commendable  one — that  of  instructing 
teachers  among  the  Filipino  people. 

Ever  since  Civil  Government  was  established  under  the  sovereignty  of 
the  United  States  the  policy  of  the  Government  has  been  to  develop  the 
education  of  the  people  to  the  largest  possible  extent,  and  to  do  this 
fully  required  the  training  of  a  very  large  number  of  Filipinos  in  the  art 
of  teaching. 

It  is  the  purpose  of  the  undersigned,  as  Secretary  of  the  Department  of 
Public  Instruction,  to  emphasize  the  value  of  normal  training,  and  to  have 
as  large  number  of  Filipinos  as  possible  to  teach  the  children  of  their  race, 
thereby  eventually  providing  for  a  large  number  of  trained  teachers 
thoroughly  familiar  with  the  customs  and  conditions  prevailing  in  these 
Islands. 

The  only  objection  to  this  bill  that  your  committee  sees  is  the  fact  that 
it  provides  for  the  further  appropriation  of  ^"30,000.  Your  committee  is 
of  opinion  that  although  the  condition  of  the  Government  is  such  at 
present  that  a  retrenchment  of  expenses  is  necessary,  yet  retrenchment  in 
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the  matter  of  this  bill  would  be  false  economy;  and,  in  view  of  the  large 
discretionary  powers  which  this  Legislature  has  already  given  to  the 
Governor-General  with  reference  to  the  expenditure  of  appropriated  funds, 
it  is  believed  that  this  bill  may  well  be  passed,  and  your  committee  so 
recommends.

Assembly  Bill  No.  561  was  read  the  second  time  and  referred  to 
the  Committee  of  the  Whole. 

It  was  considered  in  committee  and  reported  to  the  Commission 
with  the  recommendation  that  it  pass  with  the  following  amend- 
ments : 

Section  2,  page  1,  lines  15  and  16,  strike  out  the  words  "which,  though 
organized  under  special  acts,  contain  municipalities  or  townships  inhabited 
by  Christian  tribes/'  and  insert  in  lieu  thereof  the  words  "of  Palawan 
and  Mindoro". 

Section  3,  page  2,  lines  26  and  27,  strike  out  the  words  "which,  though 
belonging  to  provinces  organized  under  special  laws,  are  inhabited  by 
Christian  tribes/'  and  insert  in  lieu  thereof  "of  the  Provinces  of  Palawan 
and  Mindoro". 

Strike  out  section  5  in  its  entirety  and  insert  in  lieu  thereof  the  following: 

"Sec.  5.  The  Governor-General  is  hereby  directed  to  authorize  the 
expenditure  of  a  sum  necessary  for  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  this 
Act,  not  exceeding  thirty  thousand  pesos,  from  the  funds  which  have 
accumulated  under  the  provisions  of  section  twenty-six  of  Act  Numbered 
Seventeen  hundred  and  sixty-one,  as  amended.  Such  amount  to  be  expended 
by  the  Director  of  Education  for  such  traveling  and  other  expenses  of 
students  appointed  as  hereinbefore  provided  as  the  Director  of  Education 
may  consider  necessary  for  the  purposes  of  this  Act." 

The  report  and  recommendation  of  the  Committee  of  the  Whole 
were  adopted  by  unanimous  vote. 

On  motion  by  Commissioner  Gilbert,  unanimously  carried, 

The  bill  was  considered  urgent  under  the  provisions  of  Rule  XIV, 
Eules  of  the  Commission,  and  read  the  third  time  in  full. 

The  question  being  upon  its  passage,  the  roll  was  called  and 
Assembly  Bill  No.  561  was  unanimously  passed,  as  amended. 

Commissioner  Gilbert  moved  to  amend  the  title  to  read  as 
follows : 

An  Act  authorizing  the  appointment  of  certain  high  school  students  as 
Government  pupils  while  pursuing  a  course  of  training  for  teaching,  and 
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authorizing  expenditure  for  such  pupils  from  funds  designated  by  section 
twenty-six  of  Act  Numbered  Seventeen  hundred  and  sixty-one,  as  amended. 

The  motion  prevailed. 

The  title  as  amended  was  then  read  and  approved. 
The  Secretary  was  directed  to  request  the  concurrence  of  the 
Assembly  in  the  amendments. 

[Committee  Report  No.   194.] 

May  20,  1909. 

Mb.  President:  Your  Committee  on  Non-Christian  Tribes,  to  which  was 
referred  on  May  19,  1909,  Assembly  Bill  No.  394,  entitled  "An  Act  pro- 
viding facilities  to  the  poor  in  the  densely  populated  places,  for  removing  to 
the  northeast  of  Mindanao  and  to  the  Island  of  Mindoro,"  has  examined  the 
same  and  has  the  honor  to  report  it  back  to  the  Commission  with  the 
following  recommendation,  viz: 

That    further   consideration   of   this   matter   be   delayed   until  the   next  t 
session  of  the  Philippine  Legislature. 

The  end  sought  to  be  gained  by  this  bill  is  to  encourage  emigration 
from  the  overpopulated  and  comparatively  sterile  regions  in  the  Philip- 
pine Islands  to  the  rich,  agricultural  lands  of  Mindoro  and  northeastern 
Mindanao.  This  is  a  most  desirable  end  and,  if  attained  upon  a  consider- 
able scale,  would  not  only  serve  to  enrich  many  individuals  who  at  present 
gain  a  livelihood  only  with  great  difficulty  but  would  tend  to  increase  the 
exports  of  the  Islands,  the  lands  referred  to  being  admirably  fitted  for  the 
growing  of  rice,  sugar,  coffee,  cacao,  tobacco,  and  other  important  agri- 
cultural products. 

Your  committee  regrets  that  this  bill  was  received  by  it  late  on  the  last 
day  of  the  session  of  the  Legislature  as  it  contains  numerous  good  features, 
and  with  the  necessary  amendments  might  well  be  passed;  but  the  bill 
is  a  long  one,  the  subject  of  which  it  deals  is  decidedly  complicated,  and 
it  is  evident  upon  a  superficial  examination  of  the  bill  that  a  number  of 
important  amendments  would  be  necessary  in  order  fully  to  cover  the 
ground.  Your  committee,  therefore,  can  go  no  further  than  to  call 
attention  to  some  of  the  points  which  need  clarification  or  further  elabora- 
tion, and  to  recommend  that  further  consideration  be  given  to  this  very 
important  subject  at  the  next  session  of  the  Philippine  Legislature. 

The  Island  of  Palawan,  like  the  Island  of  Mindoro,  has  enormous  areas 
of  very  rich,  unoccupied,  unclaimed,  agricultural  public  land  and  it, 
might  be  well  to  extend  the  provisions  of  any  Act,  which  may  be  adopted, 
to  this  island  as  well. 

Section  4  leaves  the  question  as  to  whether  emigration  from  a  given 
province  shall  be  encouraged,  to  the  discretion  of  the  governor  of  the 
province.  Your  committee  doubts  the  wisdom  of  this  provision  as  it  is 
conceivable  that  the  governor  might  be  opposed  to  the  partial  depopulation 
of  his  province,  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  a  change  of  residence  would  be 
in  the  interest  of  many  of  his  people.  Your  committee  inclines  to  the 
opinion  that  assistance  should  be  given  to  all  persons  desiring  to  emigrate 
irrespective  of  the  provinces  where  they  reside. 
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Section  8  authorises  four  provincial  boards  to  expend  such  sums  as  are 
necessary  from  the  total  funds  appropriated  for  the  construction  of  houses, 
for  the  plowing  of  land,  for  the  construction  of  roads  and  bridges,  and  for 
other  public  works  necessary  in  connection  with  the  establishment  of 
settlements  for  immigrants.  A  further  charge  against  this  fund  is  the 
subsistence  of  immigrants  and  their  families.  It  is  obvious  that  there 
should  be  some  centralized  control  over  the  expenditure  of  these  funds. 
Were  the  provincial  boards  of  four  widely  separated  provinces  to  be  turned 
loose  on  the  total  amount  without  check,  one  province  might  get  very 
much  more  than  its  legitimate  share,  and  in  time  the  whole  amount  might 
be  expended  and  a  deficit  incurred  before  the  fact  that  there  were  no 
additional  funds  available  was  discovered.  The  Government  would  then 
be  in  the  position  of  having  encouraged  people  to  immigrate  on  the  promise 
tnat  subsistence  would  be  furnished  them  without  being  able  to  furnish 
such  subsistence. 

Section  11  provides  that  every  emigrant,  with  or  without  a  family, 
1  shah  receive  from  the  Insular  Government,  if  he  applies  for  it,  16  hectares 
of  land,  provided  he  complies  with  the  provisions  of  Act  No.  926.  The 
provisions  of  Act  No.  926  cover  a  great  variety  of  subjects,  and  the 
emigrant  could  obviously  not  be  expected  to  comply  with  them  all.  It  is 
presumed  that  the  intention  of  this  section  is  to  provide  that  the  emigrant 
may,  if  he  complies  with  the  law,  receive  a  homestead;  but  if  this  is  the 
purpose  of  the  law  an  amendment  is  necessary. 

So  far  as  your  committee  can  make  out  from  the  study  of  the  law  it 
is  drafted  in  such  a  way  that  a  man  with  his  family  might  emigrate  to 
Mindanao  or  Mindoro,  obtain  a  house  constructed  for  himself  and  his 
family  at  the  cost  of  the  Insular  Government,  have  his  land  plowed  and 
receive  free  rice  for  himself  and  his  entire  family  for  the  period  of  two 
years  without  incurring  any  other  obligation  than  that  of  paying  back 
at  some  time,  to  be  determined  by  the  provincial  board,  the  cost  of  one 
year's  subsistence.  Even  this  would  be  in  the  nature  of  a  debt,  and  if  he 
was  to  depart  at  the  end  of  two  years  it  would  be  no  more  possible  to 
collect  from  him  than  it  is  now  possible  to  collect  from  a  laborer  who 
receives  an  advance  of  money  promising  to  pay  it  back  by  labor  and  then 
declining  to  do  so. 

Your  committee  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  whole  problem  of  furnishing 
subsistence  to  emigrants  and  of  requiring  reimbursement  from  them  should 
be  more  carefully  worked  out. 

The  law,  as  drafted,  covers  quite  fully  the  subject  of  what  is  to  be  done 
for  emigrants  but  is  almost  silent  as  to  the  obligations,  if  any,  which 
emigrants  assume  through  receiving  the  valuable  privileges  extended  to 
them  by  the  Government.  Probably  emigrants  should  be  divided  into 
two  classes ;  first,  those  capable  of  maintaining  themselves  after  arrival, 
and  second,  thoss  having  no  other  resources  than  their  own  labor  who 
would  require  to  be  maintained.  By  a  proper  grouping  of  these  two  classes 
of  emigrants,  the  poorer  class  might  gain  subsistence  by  working  for  the 
wealthier  class. 

The  law  contains  no  provisions  as  to  the  work  which  shall  be  performed 
by  emigrants  during  the  period  of  two  years  for  which  they  are  to  receive 
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subsistence,  so  that  they  might  lead  lives  of  complete  idleness.  It  is 
thought  that  some  provision  should  be  made  under  which  the  advantage 
taken  of  the  opportunities  given  by  the  Government  could  be  checked  up, 
and  unworthy  persons  who  made  improper  use  of  their  privileges  could 
be  deprived  of  them. 

In  section  15  the  return  of  agricultural  implements  and  other  articles 
which  the  emigrant  may  have  received  is  provided  for  under  certain 
circumstances,  yet  your  committee  does  not  find  anywhere  in  the  bill  any 
provision  for  furnishing  agricultural  implements  to  emigrants.  Doubtless 
provisions  should  be  made  for  the  furnishing  of  both  seed  and  implements 
to  the  poorer  emigrants  at  least. 

In  short,  while  the  bill  contains  many  excellent  features  and  is  aimed 
to  secure  a  very  desirable  end,  your  committee  feels  that  further  study 
must  be  given  to  this  subject  before  a  measure  can  be  presented  which  is 
in  proper  form  for  adoption  by  the  Legislature.

Mr.  President:  Your  Committee  on  Matters  Pertaining  to  the  Depart- 
ment of  Finance  and  Justice,  to  which  was  referred  on  May  19,  1909, 
Assembly  Bill  No.  530,  entitled  "An  Act  providing  for  the  creation,  ap- 
pointment, and  attendance  of  assessors  in  criminal  matters  in  the  Courts 
of  First  Instance  and  of  justices  of  the  peace  of  the  provinces  and  munic- 
ipalities of  the  Philippine  Islands  not  included  in  the  provisions  of  Act 
Numbered  Two  hundred  and  sixty-seven  and  its  amendments,"  has  examined 
the  same  and  has  the  honor  to  report  it  back  to  the  Commission  with  the 
following  recommendation,  viz: 

That  the  bill  be  laid  on  the  table. 

Without  entering  upon  the  merits  of  this  question,  owing  to  the  insuf- 
ficient time  to  make  a  proper  study  and  investigation  of  this  proposed  law, 
there  is  yet  one  weighty  reason  wrhy  this  bill  should  not  pass.  Section  13 
of  this  bill  provides  that  each  assessor  in  a  Court  of  First  Instance  shall 
receive  a  compensation  of  from  twro  to  five  pesos,  as  the  provincial  board 
may  determine,  for  each  day  of  actual  attendance  in  the  trial  of  a  case, 
which  compensation  is  to  be  paid  by  the  province.  Section  20  provides  that 
each  assessor  in  a  justice  of  the  peace  court  shall  receive  a  compensation 
of  from  one  to  two  pesos  for  each  day  of  actual  attendance,  to  be  paid  out 
of  the  municipal  funds.  The  amount  of  this  additional  expense  has  not 
been  estimated,  but  undoubtedly  if  this  privilege  were  exercised  as  often 
as  might  be  expected,  the  total  would  be  very  large.  Another  burden  of 
expense  would  thus  be  added  to  the  provinces  and  municipalities — an 
expense  not  provided  for  in  the  appropriation,  and  which  the  resources  of 
the  greater  part  of  them  would  not  enable  them  to  meet.

The  object  of  this  bill  is  to  amend  section  5  of  Act  No.  1654,  "The 
Foreshore  Act,"  so  that  the  Governor-General  may  lease  portions  of  the 
foreshore  which  are  not  appropriate  for  wharves,  docks,  piers,  etc.,  for  the 
purposes  of  constructing  and  developing  fisheries,  fish  hatcheries,  and  salt 
works.  Act  No.  1654  as  originally  drafted  did  not  provide  for  the  leasing 
of  the  foreshore  for  such  purposes,  and  as  there  are  many  petitions  for 
such  leases  and  it  would  be  of  benefit  to  the  Philippine  Islands  to  allow 
such  portions  of  the  foreshore  to  be  leased  for  fisheries,  fish  hatcheries, 
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and  salt  works,  your  committee  recommends  that  this  bill  be  passed  by  the 
Commission.

Mr.  President:  Your  Committee  on  Matters  Pertaining  to  the  Depart- 
ment of  the  Interior,  to  which  was  referred  on  May  19,  1909,  Assembly 
Bill  No.  565,  entitled  "An  Act  providing  for  the  free  transportation,  under 
certain  conditions  and  restrictions,  of  certain  articles  to  the  lepers  kept 
at  the  Culion  leper  colony/5  has  examined  the  same  and  has  the  honor  to 
report  it  back  to  the  Commission  with  the  following  recommendation,  viz: 

That  the  bill  pass  with  certain  minor  amendments. 

The  Director  of  Health  is  now  taking  advantage  of  the  chartered  boats 
which  go  to  Culion  to  transport  free  of  charge  effects  for  lepers. 

One  of  the  principal  things  which  the  friends  of  lepers  desire  to  send 
to  them  are  cigarettes,  or  tobacco  in  other  forms.  Your  committee  is  of 
the  opinion  that  the  transportation  of  these  articles  should  be  free  and 
therefore  recommends  the  insertion  in  line  6  of  page  1,  after  the  word 
"cloth,"  of  the  word  "tobacco." 

The  words  "for  his  personal  use"  should  be  inserted  after  the  word 
"family"  in  line  9  of  page  1. 

The  lepers  at  Culion  have  been  allowed  to  start  small  "tiendas."  They 
have  become  greatly  interested  in  this  matter  and  would  take  advantage  of 
the  provisions  of  this  act  to  have  goods,  designed  for  sale  in  these  "tiendas," 
sent  to  them  free  of  charge  were  the  use  to  which  such  goods  might  be  put 
unlimited.  There  is  no  reason  why  free  transportation  should  be  furnished 
on  goods  imported  for  the  purpose  of  sale. 

Lines  1  and  2  on  page  2  should  be  stricken  out  and  in  lieu  thereof 
should  be  inserted  the  words  "to  Culion  by  the  most  practicable  transporta- 
tion route." 

The  Act  as  drafted  provides  that  all  goods  shall  be  forwarded  to  the 
Director  of  Health  at  Manila.  It  would  be  absurd  to  forward  goods  from 
Iloilo  to  Manila  and  then  ship  them  to  Culion  in  view  of  the  fact  that 
direct  communication  may  be  had.  It  would  be  even  more  absurd  to  send 
them  from  Puerto  Princesa  or  Cuyo  to  Manila  when  .the  steamers  which 
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carried   them    would   stop   en    route   at   Culion.     It   is   thought   that    the 
selection  of  routes  may  be  safely  left  to  district  health  officers.

Mr.  President:  Your  Committee  on  Matters  Pertaining  to  the  Depart- 
ment of  Finance  and  Justice,  to  which  was  referred  on  May  19,  1909, 
Assembly  Bill  No.  475,  entitled  "An  Act  amending  subsection  five  of  section 
one  hundred  and  forty- four  of  Act  Numbered  Eleven  hundred  and  eighty- 
nine,  as  amended  by  subsection  {w)  of  section  one  of  Act  Numbered 
Thirteen  hundred  and  thirty-eight,  by  providing  for  special  funds  for  the 
construction  or  improvement  of  municipal  markets/'  has  examined  the 
same  and  has  the  honor  to  report  it  back  to  the  Commission  with  the 
following  recommendation,  viz: 

That  the  bill  be  laid  on  the  table. 

The  purpose  of  this  bill  is  to  provide  that  in  case  the  municipal 
council  provides  by  means  of  an  ordinance  that  a  cockpit  shall  pay  a 
higher  license  tax  than  that  prescribed  by  the  Internal  Revenue  Law,  the 
additional  tax  provided  by  such  ordinance  shall  constitute  a  special  fund 
to  be  devoted  to  the  erection  of  public  markets. 

A  resolution  of  the  assembly  of  provincial  governors  relative  to  amend- 
ing the  Internal  Revenue  Law  in  the  manner  provided  for  by  the  Assembly 
bill  under  consideration  was  submitted  to  the  Joint  Committee  of  the 
Philippine  Legislature  and  was  rejected,  the  said  Joint  Committee  adopting 
the  report  of  the  Subcommittee  on  Matters  Pertaining  to  the  Department 
of  Finance  and  Justice,  as  follows: 
"To  the  Joint  Committee  of  the  Philippine  Legislature  : 

"Your    Subcommittee    on    Matters    Pertaining    to    the    Department    of 
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Finance  and  Justice  has  considered  the  resolution  adopted  by  the  assembly 
of  governors  on  October  6  last  past,  and  referred  to  the  committee  by  the 
President  of  the  Commission,  praying  that  section  144  of  Act  No.  1189,  as 
amended  by  section  1,  paragraph  {w),  of  Act  No.  1338,  be  again  amended 
to  read  that  any  amount  realized  over  and  above  the  ^200  prescribed  by 
section  144  of  Act  No.  1189  as  the  license  fee  for  cockpits  may  and  shall 
be  applied  exclusively  to  the  construction  and  repair  of  buildings  for 
public  markets  in  the  different  municipalities,  the  mode  of  operation  to 
be  followed  in  the  execution  of  such  work  being  prescribed  in  the  said 
amendment. 

"The  subcommitte,  having  examined  the  Acts  sought  to  be  amended, 
is  of  opinion  that  there  is  no  cogent  reason  for  such  proposed  legislative 
measure. 

"The  Municipal  Code,  or  Act  No.  82,  empowered  municipalities  to 
fix  the  license  tax  for  cockpits.  Section  146  of  Act  No.  1189,  paragraph 
(e),  repealed  this  power  or  prerogative  of  municipal  councils,  and  in 
paragraph  (5)  of  section  144  fixed  the  cockpit  license  tax  at  ^200 
prescribing,  in  section  148,  that  the  entire  amount  of  the  tax  realized  from 
such  cockpit  licenses  should  be  applied  exclusively  to  the  benefit  of  the 
municipality  in  which  such  tax  was  assessed  and  collected.  Later  on,  by 
paragraph  {w)  of  section  1  of  Act  No.  1338,  municipalities  were  granted 
the  power  to  direct,  by  ordinance,  that  any  cockpit  within  the  limits  of 
the  municipality  should  be  held  to  pay,  by  way  of  license  tax,  an  amount 
greater  than  that  above  mentioned,  and  that  such  excess  should  be  collected 
and  distributed  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  the  Internal  Revenue  Law, 
that  is  to  say,  that  the  total  amount  so  collected  should  inure  to  the 
benefit  of  the  municipality  in  which  the  tax  was  assessed  and  collected. 

"Under  the  laws  actually  in  force,  all  sums  realized  from  said  tax  may 
be  expended  for  the  general  needs  of  a  municipality.  There  is  therefore 
no  necessity  of  creating  a  special  fund  for  public  markets  out  of  the 
additional  amount  which  may  be  imposed  as  a  tax  upon  cockpits,  as  such 
tax  may  already  be  applied  to  the  construction  of  public  markets.  Fur- 
thermore, the  creation  of  a  special  fund  for  such  purpose  would  prevent 
the  municipality  from  expending  such  fund  for  other  necessities,  often  more 
urgent  than  the  construction  of  public  markets. 

"Your  subcommittee  believes  that  the  present  system,  in  that  it  estab- 
lishes no  limitations,  tends  to  favor  the  expenditure  of  municipal  funds 
for  the  needs  of  the  municipality.  Your  subcommittee  recommends  that 
no  action  be  taken  upon  the  said  resolution  of  the  assembly  of  governors." 

The  report  of  said  Joint  Committee  was  adopted  by  the  Commission.

President:  Your  Committee  on  Matters  Pertaining  to  the  Depart- 
ment of  the  Interior,  to  which  was  referred  on  May  19,  1909,  Assembly  Bill 
No.  509,  entitled  "An  Act  establishing  agents  for  the  dissemination  of 
agricultural,  commercial,  and  industrial  knowledge,  with  a  view  to  the 
development  of  the  resources  and  progress  of  the  Philippine  Islands,"  has 
examined  the  same  and  has  the  honor  to  report  it  back  to  the  Commission 
Avith  the  following  recommendation,  viz: 

That  the  bill  be  laid  on  the  table. 

This  bill  has  the  very  worthy  purpose  of  augmenting  the  trade  of  the 
Philippine  Islands  and  provides  for  the  establishment  of  ten  agricultural, 
commercial,  and  industrial  promotion  agents  who  are  to  seek  new  markets 
abroad  for  Philippine  goods,  and  are  to  study  the  markets  of  the  places 
where  they  reside  with  a  view  to  establishing  in  the  Philippines  profitable 
trade  in  such  products  as  may  be  adapted  to  the  needs  of  these  Islands. 
Your  committee  finds,  however,  that  the  law  as  drafted  is  defective  in 
several  particulars. 

It  fixes  the  qualifications  of  promotion  agents  but  it  is  silent  as  to 
who  shall  appoint  them  and  as  to  whether  or  not  they  shall  be  appointed 
under  civil-service  rules. 

It  fixes  the  annual  salary  of  the  promotion  agents  at  ?1,200;  provides 
second-class  passage  for  each  agent  to  the  place  of  his  appointment;  and 
provides  further  that  each  agent  shall  be  entitled  to  a  return  second-class 
passage,  upon  application  therefor,  at  the  expiration  of  one  year  during 
which  he  shall  have  discharged  faithfully  the  duties  of  his  office.  This 
compensation  is  obviously  inadequate  to  enable  promotion  agents  to  live 
properly  in  foreign  countries,  nor  would  it  be  desirable  for  such  agents, 
purporting  to  represent  this  Government,  to  travel  second-class. 

Section  8  of  the  bill,  as  drafted,  provides  that  agents  shall  be  entitled  to 
a  percentage  proportionate  to  the  annual  increase  occasioned  by  their  efforts 
in  the  exports  from  the  Philippine  Islands,  by  way  of  commission;  said 
percentage  to  be  fixed  and  allowed  by  the  department  of  commerce  of  the 
Philippine  Government,  upon  resolution  of  the  chambers  of  commerce,  agri- 
cultural associations,  or  Government  schools  of  commerce,  established  in  the 
Philippine  Islands.  Apart  from  the  fact  that  there  is  at  present  no 
department  of  commerce  of  the  Insular  Government  it  is  respectfully 
submitted  that  it  would  be  impossible  to  gain  even  an  approximate  idea 
of  the  increase  in  the  trade  of  the  Philippine  Islands,  due  to  the  activity  of 
any  given  promotion  agent. 

In  various  places  through  the  bill  the  secretary  of  commerce  is  referred 
to;  there  is  no  such  official. 
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In  short,  it  is  evident  that  this  bill  could  not  pass  without  material 
amendment,  and  as  its  amendment  and  passage  is  hardly  feasible  on  the 
last  day  of  the  present  session  of  the  Legislature,  your  committee  recom- 
mends that  it  be  laid  on  the  table.

That  the  lines  6  to  14,  inclusive,  on  the  first  page  be  stricken  out  and 
in  lieu  thereof  be  inserted  the  following:  "Whenever  a  vacancy  shall 
occur  in  the  office  of  municipal  president  the  same  shall  be  filled  by  the 
vice-president,  if  there  be  one,  for  the  unexpired  term  and  until  his  successor 
is  elected  and  qualified.  Whenever  a  vacancy  shall  occur  in  any  other 
elective  municipal  office  the  same  shall  be  filled  by  appointment  by  the 
provincial  board,  and  the  officer  so  appointed  shall  serve  until  his  successor 
is  elected  and  qualified." 

The  committee  further  reports  in  favor  of  striking  out  sections  2,  3, 
5,  6,  7,  8,  9,  10,  11,  and  12  of  said  bill,  and  of  amending  section  13  of 
said  bill  by  inserting  in  line  6  of  the  first  page  of  this  section,  after  the 
words  "no  person"  and  before  the  word  "holding,"  the  words  "except  a 
notary  public",  and  by  striking  out  in  line  8  the  words  "except  the 
office  of  notary  public",  and  of  further  amending  this  section  by  adding 
at  the  end  thereof  the  following  words:  "And  providing  further,  That 
the  tender  in  writing  of  a  resignation  within  the  time  herein  above  fixed 
shall  be  held  to  be  a  compliance  with  the  requirements  of  this  section." 

The  committee  further  moves  to  amend  the  bill  by  renumbering  section 
4  as  section  2,  section  13  as  section  3,  and  section  14  as  section  4;  and 
that  when  so  amended  the  bill  do  pass.

"  'On  all  cigarettes  made  of  tobacco,  or  of  any  substitute  therefor, 
weighing  not  more  than  two  kilograms  per  thousand,  sixty-seven  centavos 
per  thousand  until  January  tenth,  nineteen  hundred  and  nine,  and  there- 
after one  peso  per  thousand.'  " 

Add  the  following  section: 

"Sec.  8.  This  Act  shall  take  effect  at  such  time  as  the  Governor-General 
shall  fix  by  executive  order:  Provided,  however,  That  the  provisions  con- 
tained in  subsections  (6),  (c) ,  (d) ,  and  (e)  of  section  seventy-four,  as 
amended  by  section  four,  relative  to  denatured  alcohol,  shall  take  effect 
on  the  passage  of  this  Act:  Provided,  further,  That  if  this  Act  should 
not  take  effect  until  December  thirty-first,  nineteen  hundred  and  nine, 
by  executive  order  of  the  Governor-General,  the  tax  of  twenty  centavos 
on  each  liter  of  proof  spirits  on  all  distilled  spirits  and  manufactured 
liquors  made  in  the  Philippine  Islands  provided  in  subsection  (a)  of 
section  seventy-four,  as  amended  by  section  four  of  this  Act,  shall  remain 
at  twenty  centavos  until  January  first,  nineteen  hundred  and  eleven,  when 
the  tax  of  sixty-seven  centavos  on  each  thousand  of  all  cigarettes  made  of 
tobacco,  or  of  any  substitute  therefor,  provided  in  section  one  hundred  and 
seven,  as  amended  by  section  seven  of  this  Act,  shall  also  remain  at  sixty- 
seven  centavos  until  January  first,  nineteen  hundred  and  eleven."

Whereas  the  said  residents  have  been  deprived  of  the  means  of  sub- 
sistence above  mentioned,  for  the  reason  that  the  Government  has  granted 
a  special  franchise,  for  the  term  of  twenty  years,  to  an  American  corpora- 
tion, covering  precisely  an  immense  area  of  the  forests  comprised  by  the 
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pueblos  of  Mariveles,  Bagac,  and  Moron,  the  remainder  having  been  set  aside 
for  military  purposes; 

Whereas  all  these  concessions  have  limited  the  portion  of  the  forests 
available  for  private  individuals  to  a  very  small  area,  and  this  small  area 
has  been  exploited  excessively,  the  majority  of  the  useful  timber  having 
been  cut  and  taken  therefrom; 

Whereas  these  circumstances  aggravate  the  deplorable  condition  of  the 
residents  mentioned,  which  borders  on  distress,  in  view  of  their  being  de- 
prived of  all  means  of  subsistence; 

Whereas  some  of  the  forests  in  the  said  pueblos  which  have  been  in- 
cluded in  the  military  reservation  can,  for  several  years,  furnish  timber 
the  cutting  whereof  will  benefit  the  inhabitants  of  the  said  pueblos,  without 
any  detriment  whatever  to  the  purpose  pursued  in  the  establishment  of  said 
reservation,  and  will  likewise  inure  to  the  benefit  of  the  Government,  in 
view  of  the  revenue  derived  from  the  forestry  charges,  and 

Whereas  the  state  of  peace  and  tranquility  now  enjoyed  by  the  Archi- 
pelago favors  the  concession  to  the  residents  of  those  pueblos  of  licenses  for 
the  cutting  of  timber  within  the  boundaries  of  the  military  reservation, 
without  hindering  any  preventive  measures  that  the  military  authorities 
may  adopt  in  the  event  of  a  serious  disturbance  of  the  public  order:  Now, 
therefore,  be  it 

Resolved  by  the  Philippine  Commission  and  the  Philippine  Assembly, 
That  it  be  recommended  to  our  Resident  Commissioners  in  Washington  that 
they,  jointly  with  the  Forestry  Bureau  of  that  capital,  secure  from  the 
Secretary  of  War,  with  the  urgency  required  by  the  circumstances,  the

Respectfully  returned  to  the  honorable  the  Secretary  of  Finance  and 
Justice,  with  the  following  comment  and  recommendation: 

Prior  to  November  11,  1907,  the  system  in  force  of  furnishing  evidence 
of  payment  of  cédula  tax  to  persons  who  had  lost  or  who  claimed  to  have 
lost  their  cédulas  was  to  require  affidavits  from  such  persons  and  to  issue 
certificates  setting  forth  the  fact  that  tax  had  been  paid.  These  affidavits, 
as  well  as  certificates,  were  required  to  be  stamped  in  accordance  with 
section  116  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Law.  In  October  of  1907  this  matter 
was  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  honorable  the  Governor-General,  who, 
after  investigating  the  matter,  made  the  following  ruling: 

"Respectfully  returned  to  the  Collector  Internal  Revenue,  approving 
the  recommendation  that  the  'Certificate  of  lost  cédulas'  be  abolished  and 
that  persons  who  lose  their  cédulas  be  required  to  purchase  a  new  cédula 
at  the  rate  paid  for  the  original." 

As  soon  as  this  ruling  was  made  Circular  Letter  No.  210,  copy  of  which 
is  inclosed,  was  issued  •  repealing  all  previous  instructions  regarding  the 
issuance  of  "Certificates  of  lost  cédulas"  and  providing  for  the  issuance 
of  such  certificates  by  the  Collector  of  Internal  Revenue  only  and  only 
in  cases  where  cédulas  were  lost  through  no  carelessness  of  the  taxpayer. 
It  will  therefore  be  seen  that  in  all  cases  of  lost  cédulas  persons  losing 
same  are  not  required  to  purchase  a  new  cédula,  but  only  in  those  cases 
where  the  loss  is  through  carelessness  and  even  then  the  cédulas  are  issued 
without  requiring  the  payment  of  delinquent  penalties.  In  many  towns 
there  are  persons  of  the  same  name  and  about  the  same  age  who  could 
undoubtedly  commit  fraud  by  one  man  using  the  cédula  claimed  to  have 
been  lost  and  the  other  using  the  "Certificate  of  lost  cédula,"  if  certificates 
were  promiscuously  issued  as  contemplated  by  the  attached  bill.  There 
is  no  theory  about  this  as  experience  has  demonstrated  that  such  frauds 
have  been  committed.  This  refers  more  particularly  to  Chinamen.  If 
certificates  of  lost  cédulas  are  given  to  anyone  who  cares  to  claim  that  he 
has  lost  his  cédula  and  only  twenty  centavos  is  collected  for  such  certificates, 
then  the  premium  on  fraud  will  be  large  enough  to  tempt  many  individuals 
and  the  work  of  deputy  provincial  treasurers  throughout  the  Islands  will 
be  very  greatly  increased. 
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The  undersigned  has  had  experience  in  the  various  methods  which  have 
been  in  force  from  time  to  time  for  handling  matters  of  this  kind.  Under 
the  old  cédula  law  which  was  enforced  prior  to  the  enactment  of  the 
Internal  Revenue  Law  it  was  customary  for  the  city  assessor  and  collector 
of  Manila  to  issue  certificates  of  lost  cédulas  on  25-centavo  stamp  paper. 
After  the  enactment  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Law  such  certificates,  together 
with  the  affidavits  necessary,  required  stamps  to  the  value  of  80  centavos. 
After  the  publication  of  Circular  Letter  No.  210  on  November  11,  1907, 
persons  losing  their  cédulas  through  carelessness  were  required  to  pay  tha 
price  of  a  new  cédula  without  penalty.  The  penalty  for  losing  cédulas 
was  therefore  increased  from  25  centavos  to  80  centavos,  from  80  centavos 
to  f*l,  and,  since  the  provision  of  law  has  been  enforced  permitting  pro- 
vincial boards  to  double  the  cédula  tax,  it  has  been  increased  from  1*1  to 
?*2  in  those  provinces  wherein  tax  has  been  doubled.  The  number  of 
claims  made  throughout  the  Philippine  Islands  to-day  that  cédulas  have 
been  lost  are  less  than  those  made  in  Manila  alone  at  the  time  when 
certificates  could  be  had  for  25  centavos.  It  has  also  been  noted  by  the 
records  of  this  office  that  there  are  not  near  so  many  prosecutions  under 
sections  55  and  123  for  alteration  and  .illegal  possession  of  cédulas  as  there 
were  prior  to  the  issuance  of  Circular  Letter  No.  210  in  November  of 
1907. 

Experience  has  also  demonstrated  that  there  are  many  deputy  treasurers 
among  the  650  or  700  who  have  charge  of  cédula  records  and  who  will  be 
empowered  by  the  provisions  of  the  accompanying  bill  to  issue  certificates 
of  lost  cédula  who  should  not  be  intrusted  with  authority  of  this  nature. 
An  incident  which  illustrates  this  point  occurred  a  few  days  ago  in  the 
Province  of  Rizal.  A  man  38  years  of  age  applied  to  a  deputy  provincial 
treasurer  for  the  issuance  of  a  cédula  and  gave  his  age  as  18  years.  The 
cédula  was  issued  to  him  showing  thereon  that  the  taxpayer  was  18  years 
of  age.  The  treasurer  undoubtedly  knew  that  the  man  was  more  than 
18  years  of  age  at  the  time  of  issuing  the  cédula.  However,  it  appears 
that  he  made  no  investigation  whatever  but  issued  the  cédula  as  requested. 
Some  days  later  this  same  man  applied  to  this  same  treasurer  and 
requested  that  the  age  be  changed  to  38  years,  which  was  done  by  the 
municipal  treasurer  without  making  any  record  whatever  of  such  change 
on  the  stubs.  This  is  a  case  where  the  taxpayer,  with  the  connivance  of 
the  deputy  treasurer  might  have  been  able  to  defraud  the  revenues  to  the 
extent  of  the  cédula  taxes  due  for  previous  years,  which  it  appears  he  had 
not  paid.     Numerous  cases  of  this  kind  could  be  cited. 

It  is  the  opinion  of  this  office  that  if  Assembly  Bill  No.  532  is  enacted 
into  law  there  will  be  a  great  increase  in  the  prosecutions  under  sections 
55  and  123  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Law  and  that  the  revenues  of  Pro- 
vincial and  Municipal  Governments  from  the  sale  of  cédulas  will  be 
materially  decreased.  It  is  therefore  respectfully  recommended  that  As- 
sembly Bill  No.  532  be  not  enacted. 

Any  change  which  may  be  desired  by  the  honorable  the  Secretary  of 
Finance  and  Justice  in  the  system  now  in  force  might  well  be  made  by 
83931 41 
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administrative  regulations.  Even  if  it  is  deemed  advisable  to  put  in  force 
the  system  which  is  contemplated  by  the  Assembly  bill,  it  is  believed  that 
it  would  be  advisable  to  do  so  by  means  of  administrative  regulations 
rather  than  by  means  of  an  amendment  to  the  law,  for  the  reason  that  by 
an  amendment  to  the  law  it  would  necessarily  be  published  and  thus  invite 
attention  of  would-be  defrauders  to  the  opportunities  offered  them  to 
defraud  the  revenues,  whereas  administrative  instructions  might  be  confined 
to  internal-revenue  officers  and  they  in  turn  could  inform  such  taxpayers 
as  were  really  entitled  to  duplicate  cédulas.

[Circular  Letter  No.   210.] 

November  11,  1907. 
To  all  provincial  treasurers: 

Circular  Letter  No.  LXXI  (71),  dated  December  1,  1905,  providing  for 
the  use  of  certificates  of  lost  cédula  and  substitute  cédula,  is  hereby  repealed 
and  the  following  substituted  therefor: 

There  will  be  no  more  duplicate  or  substitute  cédulas  issued,  except  in 
special  cases  of  flood,  fire,  etc.,  where  cédulas  are  lost  through  no 
carelessness  or  neglect  on  the  part  of  taxpayers,  and  for  which  special 
recommendation  should  be  made  by  the  provincial  treasurer  to  the  honor- 
able the  Governor-General  through  this  office.  Upon  the  approval  of  the 
honorable  the  Governor-General  instructions  as  to  the  manner  of  issuing 
duplicate  or  substitute  cédulas  will  be  issued. 

In  all  other  cases,  taxpayers  claiming  that  their  cédulas  have  been  lost 
or  destroyed  will  be  issued  regular  Paragraph  A  cédulas  if  in  a  province 
where  the  cédula  tax  has  not  been  doubled,  or  Paragraph  F  if  in  a  province 
where  the  cédula  tax  has  been  doubled:  Provided,  That  the  delinquency 
period  has  not  arrived  at  the  time  of  such  issue.  If  the  delinquency 
period  has  arrived,  provincial  treasurers  and  their  deputies  may,  upon 
satisfactory  evidence  that  the  taxpayer  has  satisfied  the  cédula  tax  for 
that  year,  and  that  his  cédula  has  been  lost  or  destroyed,  issue  to  him  a 
Paragraph  D  one-peso  cédula  if  in  a  province  where  the  cédula  tax  has  not 
been  doubled,  or  a  Paragraph  I  two-peso  cédula  if  in  a  province  where  the 
cédula  tax  has  been  doubled. 

There  should  be  noted  on  the  special  cédula  so  issued  as  well  as  on  its 
stub  the  number  of  the  taxpayer's  original  cédula  for  that  year,  and 
reference  should  also  be  made  on  the  stub  of  the  original  cédula  to  the 
number  and  date  of  the  special  cédula  so  issued.  If  the  original  cédula 
was  not  bought  at  the  place  where  the  special  cédula  is  issued,  then  the 
issuing  officer  should  notify  the  office  where  the  original  cédula  was  issued, 
the  date  of  issue,  and  the  number  of  the  special  cédula,  so  that  the 
necessary  entiy  on  the  original  cédula  stub  may  be  made.  B.  I.  R.  Form 
No.   109  will  be  used  for  this  notification. 

Office  Form  No.  95,  a  sample  of  which  is  furnished  herewith,  will  be 
used  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  whether  a  taxpayer  has  paid  the  tax 
in  a  place  other  than  that  in  which  he  applies  for  the  special  cédula.  Tax- 
payers  applying   for    special    cédulas   who    do   not   care   to   wait   for   the 
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information  asked  for  on  Office   Form  No.   95   may  be   issued  a   regular 
delinquent  cédula. 

Provincial  treasurers  and  their  deputies  may,  when  in  their  opinion 
special  cédulas  are  asked  for  for  the  purpose  of  defrauding  the  revenue, 
require  applicants  to  make  sworn  statements  to  the  effect  that  the  cédula 
has  been  lost  and  that  if  recovered  it  will  be  immediately  turned  over  to 
the  provincial  treasurer  or  his  deputy.  Such  statements  will  require  no 
documentary  stamp.  All  forms  (B.  I.  R.  No.  102  and  103)  will  be  re- 
turned to  this  office  upon  receipt  of  this  circular  letter.

Mr.  President:  The  Committee  on  Provincial  and  Municipal  Govern- 
ments, to  which  was  referred  on  May  17,  1909,  the  bill  providing  that  the 
office  of  lieutenant-governor  shall  be  elective  in  all  subprovinces  composed 
of  municipalities  organized  under  Act  No.  82,  has  examined  the  same  and 
has  the  honor  to  report  it  back  to  the  Commission  with  the  following 
recommendation,  viz:  That  this  bill  be  laid  upon  the  table,  inasmuch  as 
the  passage  of  the  same,  in  the  opinion  of  your  committee,  might  have 
prejudicial  consequences  which  would  affect  the  said  subprovinces  by 
hampering  the  progress  of  the  public  administration. 

It  is  a  well-known  fact  that  the  organization  of  these  subprovinces  was 
due  to  the  state  of  neglect  to  which  the  highways  and  roads,  as  well  as 
other  public  services,  had  been  reduced  in  many  of  the  municipalities  which 
subsequently  constituted  the  different  subprovinces  afterwards  organized 
under  acts  passed  for  that  purpose.     ' 

The  fundamental  reason  for  the  filling  of  the  offices  herein  referred  to 
by  appointment  lay  undoubtedly  in  the  purpose  of  the  Government  to  avail 
itself  of  the  services  of  a  competent  and  adequate  personnel,  free  from  all 
political  ties,  which  might  devote  itself  wholly  to  the  exact  performance  of 
its  duties,  so  as  to  bring  about  and  secure  the  improvement  of  the  public 
administration  in  the  aforesaid  subprovinces.  With  the  change  of  system 
now  sought  to  be  introduced  by  means  of  the  bill  passed  by  the  Assembly, 
it  may  almost  be  predicted  that  the  purposes  of  the  Government  will 
retrograde  in  those  subprovinces  which  up  to  the  present  time  have  pro- 
gressed under  the  administration  of  officers  provided  by  appointment. 

Wherefore  your  committee  does  not  favor  the  passage  of  the  bill  in 
question,  and  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  same  should  be  laid  upon  the  table.

Gentlemen:  Your  select  committee  of  one,  to  which  was  referred  on 
May  20,  1909,  Assembly  Bill  No.  427,  entitled  "An  Act  amending  sections 
fifty-four  and  fifty-six  of  Act  Numbered  One  hundred  and  eighty-three, 
entitled  'An  Act  to  incorporate  the  city  of  Manila/  "  has  examined  the 
same  and  has  the  honor  to  report  it  back  to  the  Commission  with  the 
following  recommendation,  viz: 

That  the  bill  be  laid  on  the  table. 

But  two  changes  are  made  in  existing  law  (Act  No.  1793)  by  this  bill. 

The  first  is  by  adding  three  property  freeholders  to  the  existing  board 
of  tax  appeals,  two  of  wThom  must  be  appointed  out  of  the  list  of  ten  to  be 
submitted  by  the  Property  Owners'  Association  of  Manila,  unless  the 
association  fails  to  present  the  list  by  December  15  of  each  year.  The 
third  shall  be  selected  by  the  Governor-General.  All  of  them  are  to  be 
given  a  per  diem  of  ten  pesos  for  each  day  of  attendance.  Inasmuch  as 
the  present  law  provides  for  an  appeal  from  the  decision  of  the  present 
board  to  the  Executive  Secretary,  it  is  difficult  to  see  what  is  added  by  this 
provision  except  expense.  Special  Agent  Shearer  states  that  since  the 
passage  of  Act  No.  1793  on  October  12,  1907,  appeals  have  been  made  to 
the  Executive  Secretary  on  not  more  than  thirty-five  parcels  of  land. 

The  second  change  is  by  defining  what  shall  be  the  rule  for  ascertaining 
the  true  value  of  property.  No  particular  rule  is  at  present  laid  down 
and  this  bill  would  establish  the  rule  that  the  value  shall  be  the  amount 
the  property  would  bring  at  a  reasonable  voluntary  sale.  It  is  com- 
paratively easy  in  localities  where  there  is  activity  in  real  estate  and 
genuine  transactions  are  frequent  to  arrive  at  what  a  reasonable  sale  would 
be  by  taking  the  prices  paid  for  similar  property  in  the  neighborhood.  It 
is  to  be  doubted  whether  this  rule  could  be  followed  in  Manila,  where  most 
sales  are  made  under  foreclosure  or  by  some  similar  process.  Moreover,  this 
is  not  a  complete  rule,  even  were  it  practicable,  for  obtaining  the  value  of 
property  for  taxation.  It  has  been  found  from  experience  in  Manila  that 
in  the  majority  of  cases  where  a  reduction  of  valuation  was  asked  the 
property  was  actually  bringing  in  a  net  income  of  anywhere  from  12  to 
48  per  cent  annually  on  the  assessed  valuation.

Mr.  President:  The  Committee  on  Provincial  and  Municipal  Govern- 
ments, to  which  was  referred  on  April  30  last,  resolution  No.  37  of  the 
municipal  council  of  Bucay,  in  the  Province  of  llocos  Sur,  has  examined  the 
same  and  has  the  honor  to  report  it  back  to  the  Commission  with  the 
following  recommendation,  viz: 

That  the  aforesaid  resolution  should  not  be  taken  into  consideration 
without  the  proper  investigation  having  been  made  previously,  for  the 
following  reasons: 

The  municipality  of  Bucay  has  requested  the  exemption  from  the 
"  payment  of  the  land  tax  for  certain  parcels  of  land  situate  within  its 
boundaries  which  the  typhoon  of  October  12  and  13  of  last  year  converted 
into  wastes  of  sand  and  stones.  There  is  no  doubt  that  this  petition  would 
be  worthy  of  favorable  consideration  if  the  tax  mentioned  were  based  on 
the  revenue  from  the  land  assessed,  and  not  on  the  value  of  the  same. 

Much  has  been  said  with  regard  to  the  excellency  of  a  tax  on  the  net 
revenue,  which  is  considered  as  the  most  just  and  fair  for  the  taxpayer, 
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and  the  superiority  of  the  system  of  taxation  based  on  the  value  of  the 
real  estate,  after  the  proper  assessment,  has  been  proclaimed  more  than 
sufficiently;  but  whatever  may  be  the  result  of  either  system,  the  truth 
is  that  the  latter  has  over  the  former  the  advantage  of  producing  greater 
revenues  for  the  treasury  and  of  fostering,  at  the  same  time,  the  cultivation 
of  the  fields,  which  entails  the  increase  of  agricultural  production,  of 
commerce,  and  of  the  revenues  of  the  Government.  It  is  for  this  reason, 
to  be  sure,  that  the  present  legislation  imposing  the  land  tax  without 
exempting  unproductive  land  was  established  in  these  Islands. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  when  some  meteorological  accident  has  caused 
the  assessed  real  estate  to  disappear,  or  when  there  has  been  another 
catastrophe  resulting  in  its  loss  or  in  a  decrease  of  its  value,  justice, 
equity,  and  reason  suggest  that  in  making  the  new  assessment  the  damage 
suffered  by  the  property  should  be  taken  into  consideration;  but  even  in 
this  case  it  would  be  necessary  first  to  comply  with  certain  indispensable 
formalities  and  proceedings  in  order  duly  to  prove  the  real  condition  of 
the  land  which  it  is  desired  to  declare  exempt  from  the  payment  of  the 
land  tax.  However,  in  the  case  now  before  us  there  are  certain  grounds 
in  the  petition  of  the  municipal  council  of  Bucay  for  the  Government  to 
be  indulgent  in  the  collection  of  the  land  tax  on  the  land  mentioned  in 
said  petition;  therefore,  if  the  exemption  from  said  tax  is  deemed  just 
in  similar  cases,  a  general  measure  should  De  passed  to  remedy  the  critical 
situation  of  taxpayers  due  to  such  reason. 

In  view  of  the  reasons  stated,  your  committee  deems  legislation  in  the 
sense  requested  by  the  municipal  council  of  Bucay  to  be  premature  until 
it  has  been  established  by  expert  and  indisputable  evidence  that  the  land 
converted  into  a  waste  of  sand  and  stone  by  the  typhoon  of  October  12 
and  13  of  last  year  has  lost  its  value  completely  and  that  it  is  impossible, 
because  of  its  sterility,  to  plant  it  in  any  kind  of  crops,  or  until  a  general 
measure  has  been  passed  exempting  from  the  payment  of  the  land  tax 
all  land  that  has  lost  its  entire  assessed  value  by  the  act  of  God.

That  the  bill  do  pass  with  the  following  amendments: 

Strike  out  section  2  and  insert  in  lieu  thereof  the  following: 

"Sec.  2.  The  Governor-General  shall  appoint,  by  and  with  the  consent 

of  the  Philippine  Commission,  the  president  and  members  of  the  committee 

created  by  this  Act;  said  president  shall  receive  an  annual  salary  of  fifteen 

thousand  pesos  and  said  members  shall  receive  an  annual  salary  of  twelve 

thousand  pesos  each." 

Strike  out  the  comma  after  the  word  law  in  the  first  line  of  subdivision 

(c)    of  section  3. 

Strike  out  section  6  and  insert  in  lieu  thereof  the  following: 

"Sec.  6.  The  members  of  said  committee  shall  have  all  the  civil  rights 

and  privileges  and  shall  be  subject  to  the  same  disabilities  as  are  now 

provided  by   law   for   judges   of   Courts   of   First   Instance   and   shall   be 

governed  by  the  same  civil-service  provisions:  Provided,  That  in  case  any 

officer  or  employee  of  the  Philippine  Government  or  any  subdivision  thereof 

shall  be  appointed  upon  said  committee  he  shall  be  entitled  to  commutation 
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of  all  accrued  and  vacation  leave  to  which  on  the  date  of  his  appointment 
he  may  be  entitled,  at  any  time  in  connection  with  actual  leave  taken  by 
him  under  the  provisions  of  this  section." 

Change  number  of  present  section  7  to  9  and  add  new  sections  numbered 
7  and  8  as  follows: 

"Sec.  7.  Said  committee  is  hereby  also  authorized,  whenever  the  Gov- 
ernor-General shall  decide  that  the  public  interests  require  and  shall  so 
order,  to  revise,  compile,  and  codify  the  existing  general  statutes  of  the 
Philippine  Commission  and  Philippine  Legislature  and  to  report  the  same 
so  codified  to  the  Legislature  for  adoption  as  the  revised  statutes  of  the 
Philippine  Islands.  In  case  the  Governor-General  shall  make  the  order 
herein  authorized '  he  may  extend  the  time  in  which  said  committee  shall 
complete  its  labors  not  to  exceed  one  year. 

"Sec.  8.  Concurrent  Resolution  Numbered  Seven  of  the  first  session  of 
the  First  Philippine  Legislature,  and  all  executive  orders  appointing 
committees  for  purposes  similar  to  those  of  this  Act  are  hereby  repealed, 
and  there  is  hereby  appropriated,  out  of  any  funds  in  the  Insular  Treasury 
not  otherwise  appropriated,  annually  during  the  period  for  which  author- 
ization is  given  by  this  Act,  for  the  operations  of  said  committee,  such 
sum  of  money  as  may  be  necessary,  not  exceeding  ninety  thousand  pesos,

The  report  of  the  Assembly  Committee  on  Navigation  was  as 
follows : 

Mr.  Speaker:  The  Committee  on  Navigation,  to  which  was  referred 
Bill  No.  64  of  the  Commission,  has  examined  the  same  and  has  the  honor 
to  report  it  back  to  the  Assembly  with  the  following  recommendation:  That 
Bill  No.  64  of  the  Commission  be  laid  upon  the  table. 

At  the  extra  session  of  last  year,  the  Assembly  postponed  indefinitely 
the  passage  of  Bill  No.  64  of  the  Commission,  entitled  "An  Act  creating 
the  oflice  of  shipping  commissioner,  defining  his  duties;  regulating  the 
shipment  and  discharge  of  seamen  in  domestic  vessels,  the  adjudication  of 
wage  disputes  in  certain  cases,  the.  relief  of  distressed  seamen,  the  settle- 
ment of  the  estates  of  deceased  seamen,  and  for  other  purposes." 

In  virtue  of  a  concurrent  resolution,  the  consideration  of  the  said  bill 
by  the  Committee  on  Navigation,  to  which  it  had  been  referred,  was  again 
postponed. 

The  committee  proceeded  to  its  examination,  and  held  two  public  meet- 
ings to  hear  opinions  and  fully  discuss  the  matter,  which  meetings  were 
attended  by  representatives  of  all  classes  interested  in  and  affected  by  the 
bill. 

After  giving  the  matter  due  consideration,  the  committee  finds  no  reasons 
for  recommending  that  the  opinion  heretofore  upheld  by  the  Chamber  be 
modified.  The  strenuous  opposition  to  and  protest  against  its  passage  on 
the  part  of  the  very  classes  whom  it  is  sought  to  benefit  and  protect  by 
means  of  the  bill,  if  considered  at  all,  are  reasons  for  sustaining,  and  not 
for  reversing,  the  action  of  this  Chamber.  A  written  protest  signed  by 
nearly  three  thousand  seafaring  men,  and  two  written  statements  from 
associations  of  engineers  and  sailors  of  the  merchant  marine,  opposing  the 
bill,  and  with  .whose  conclusions  the  committee  wholly  agrees,  are  annexed 
to  this  report. 
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For  the  foregoing  reasons,  the  Committee  on  Navigation  recommends  to 
the  Assembly  that  Commission  Bill  No.  64,  establishing  the  office  of  ship- 
ping commissioner,  etc.,  be  laid  upon  the  table.

INAUGURATION  OF  THE  FIFTH  CHIEF  EXECUTIVE  OF  THE  PHILIPPINE 
ISLANDS   UNDER   AMERICAN    CIVIL   RULE. 

Immediately  following  the  military  parade  and  the  arrival  of  the 
Governor-General-elect,  the  Commission,  pursuant. to  arrangements 
previously  made,  assembled  in  the  Hall  on  the  office  floor  of  the 
Ayuntamiento  at  9  o'clock  and  45  minutes  antemeridian  for  the 
purpose  of  taking  part  in  the  ceremonies  attendant  upon  the 
inauguration  of  the  Honorable  William  Cameron  Forbes  as  Gov- 
ernor-General of  the  Philippine  Islands  to  succeed  the  Honorable 
James  Francis  Smith,  information  of  the  acceptance  of  the  resigna- 
tion of  Governor-General  Smith  and  the  appointment  of  Vice- 
Governor  Forbes  as  Governor-General,  effective  November  11,  1909, 
having  been  received  by  telegraphic  communications  from  the 
honorable  the  Secretary  of  War,  under  dates  of  November  6  and 
November  9,  1909.

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Owing  to  the  limited  capacity  of  the  Marble  Hall,  it  was  found 
necessary  to  reserve  all  chairs  in  the  Hall  proper  for  the  more 
important  military,  naval,  and  civil  officials  and  prominent  citizens 
of  the  Islands-  Among  those  in  attendance  were  the  Supreme 
Court  in  a  body,  members  of  the  Philippine  Assembly,  official 
representatives  in  the  Philippine  Islands  of  foreign  nations,  the 
higher  military  and  naval  officers  and  staffs,  judges  of  the  Court  of 
First  Instance,  provincial  governors,  directors  of  Bureaus,  the 
municipal  board  of  Manila,  chambers  of  commerce,  heads  of 
commercial  houses  and  authorized  representatives  of  corporations 
and  companies  established  in  the  Islands.  The  lobby  and  corridors 
surrounding  the  Hall  were  opened  to  the  general  public. 

At  9  o'clock  and  50  minutes  antemeridian,  the  Chief  Justice  and 
Bishop  Brent  descended  to  the  Marble  Hall  and  took  seats  assigned 
to  them  on  the  platform.  The  Commission  and  other  officials  men- 
tioned thereupon  entered  the  Hall  in  the  following  order :

responsibilities  and  privileges  of  his  high  office  our  newly  chosen  Governor - 
General.  Fire  him  with  courage  to  meet  those  unsolved  problems  that  lie 
before  him.  Imbue  him  with  the  vigorous  spirit  that  characterized  his 
forefathers  and  enabled  them  to  greet  the  unseen  with  cheer.  Grant  unto 
him  firm  purpose  that  he  may  hold  with  a  strong  hand  the  reins  of  govern- 
ment. Bathe  him,  O  Lord,  in  that  divine  wisdom  without  which  human 
knowledge  is  foolishness.  Give  to  him  a  sympathetic  heart  and  a  concilia- 
tory spirt,  that  he  may  be  enabled  to  guide  the  destinies  of  the  people  com- 
mitted to  his  care  to  their  advantage  and  to  Thy  honor  and  glory.  Be  with 
him  in  his  going  out  and  in  his  coming  in  that  in  all  things  the  affairs  of 
this  people  may  be  built  upon  a  firm  foundation.

The  Speaker  of  the  Assembly  delivered  an  address  presenting 
the  Governor-General-elect,  as  follows: 

"Ladies  and  Gentlemen: 

"We  are  here  to  assist  in  the  inauguration  of  a  new  Governor- 
General.  Our  presence  here  this  morning  will  witness  the  event 
of  his  induction  into  office.  We  are  gathered  together  in  this 
Hall,  where  so  many  important  events  have  taken  place,  to  ratify 
ideals  and  principles,  to  link  a  past  that  can  not  be  forgotten 
with  a  present  that  is  rapidly  developing  before  our  eyes  and 
to  trace  out  lines  of  action  for  the  future. 

"In  the  brief  period  of  about  a  lustrum  of  American  adminis- 
tration, three  Governors-General  have  succeeded  one  another  in 
the  Philippines  and  by  the  resignation  of  General  Smith,  which 
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has  just  been  accepted,  the  fourth  American  Governor-General, 
the  gentleman  in  whose  honor  this  ceremony  is  celebrated,  assumes 
the  high  functions  of  Chief  Executive. 

"What  will  the  new  Governor-General  do?  Do  not  expect  me 
to  write  his  biography,  do  not  ask  me  for  a  detailed  narrative  of 
his  life.  There  is  no  need  for  me  to  repeat  what  you  already  know : 
that  the  new  Governor- General  belongs  to  one  of  the  most  illustrious 
American  families,  that  amongst  his  ancestors  there  were  learned 
authors,  wise  philosophers,  and  men  who  were  a  power  in  commerce, 
in  industry,  and  in  banking.  Nor  do  you  need  me  to  tell  you  that 
the  vigor  and  the  energy  of  these  forbears  have  not  become  enervated 
in  their  descendant  and  that  the  present  Governor,  before  assuming 
the  functions  of  his  office,  has  already  taken  a  most  important  part 
in  the  development  of  the  industry  and  of  the  commerce  of  his 
native  land,  and  has  met  with  the  most  extraordinary  success  in 
enterprises  and  undertakings  which  required  no  less  ability,  intel- 
ligence, and  perseverance. 

"You  want  nothing  of  that  and  you  need  not  tell  me  of  it  for  I 
can  read  it  in  your  faces.  What  you  want  is  that  I  tell  you  what 
we  can  expect  from  the  administration  that  is  about  to  begin. 

"I  have  only  a  few  moments  at  my  disposal,  and  confiding  in 
your  indulgence,  I  shall  introduce  to  you  in  a  few  simple  words  our 
new  Governor-General.  As  he  is  not  a  newcomer  in  the  Philippine 
Islands,  but  an  old  and  well-known  resident  who  has  established 
relations  of  friendship  throughout  our  land  and  who  is  loved  and 
respected  not  only  in  the  capital,  but  in  every  provincial  seat  and 
even  in  the  most  remote  pueblos  and  barrios  of  the  Archipelago  that 
he  has  visited  for  the  purpose  of  studying  conditions  as  they  exist 
with  the  solicitude  and  with  the  interest  that  characterize  him,  I 
might  well  introduce  the  Governor-General  by  bluntly  and  plainly 
saying  to  you  : 

"Ladies  and  gentlemen,  I  have  the  honor  to  present  an  old  friend 
of  yours,  Mr.  William  Cameron  Forbes. 

"Unassuming,  engaging,  and  amiable,  ever  democratic,  I  am 
certain  that  the  new  Governor-General  would  wish  to  be  introduced 
in  this  simple  manner  and  with  these  brief  and  simple  words,  but 
I  am  not  introducing  only  the  friend  who  would  greet  you  with 
the  same  loyalty  and  with  the  same  kindness  in  his  home  and  out 
of  it  as  he  would  the  members  of  his  own  family,  I  am  present- 
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ing  to  you  also  the  man  who  is  vested  with  the  highest  powers  in 
the  Government  of  the  Philippines.  Permit  me,  therefore,  to  say 
something  more. 

"The  name  of  Governor-General  Forbes  is  a  symbol  in  the  Gov- 
ernment of  the  Philippines  just  as  the  name  of  the  present  President 
of  the  United  States,  who  was  the  first  president  of  the  Commission 
and  the  first  Governor-General  of  the  Philippine  Islands,  is  to  us 
symbolical  of  civil  government,  individual  rights,  and  of  a  power  to 
organize ;  just  as  Wright  and  Ide,  his  immediate  successors,  signify 
the  continuation  of  his  work  and  of  his  system  and  just  as  Smith 
has  filled  the  most  recent  pages  of  our  -history  with  his  successes 
along  the  steady  advance  toward  popular  government  and  in  that 
progress  that  has  been  marked  throughout  all  the  provinces,  so  I 
venture  to  affirm  that  Forbes  will  stand  for  the  material  prosperity 
of  the  Philippines. 

"In  the  instructions  of  President  McKinley  speaking  of  the  end 
sought  by  the  Government  which  he  was  about  to  establish  in  the 
Philippines,  the  following  three  words  are  used :  'Peace,  prosperity, 
and  happiness/ 

"Public  order  is  safe.  As  I  said  on  another  occasion,  when  the 
doors  of  the  Assembly  were  opened,  the  period  of  bloodshed  was 
brought  to  a  close  in  order  that  an  era  of  peace  might  prevail — an 
era  of  peace  during  which  the  Filipino  people  might  hope  in  an 
orderly  and  peaceful  manner  to  reach  the  goal  of  their  highest  ideals. 
.  "The  most  important  thing  now  is  to  go  resolutely  forward  on 
the  road  of  prosperity.  Natives  and  foreigners  await  this  new 
epoch  and  confidently  expect  that  the  purposes  of  the  administration 
about  to  begin  will  be  crowned  with  success.  Capital  has  reached 
a  crisis  and  must  find  a  way  out  of  its  difficulties.  Agriculture 
lies  lifeless  awaiting  the  new  voice  of  encouragement  and  of 
confidence  saying  'Rise !  Forward  V  The  Filipino  people  who  did 
not  stint  one  drop  of  their  blood  when  the  honor  of  the  Fatherland 
called  for  the  sacrifice  of  the  lives  of  their  best  sons,  the  most 
precious  of  offerings,  will  not  now  in  a  time  of  profound  peace  stint 
one  single  centavo  of  the  few  that  remain  to  them  in  order  to 
comply  with  the  duties  that  are  imposed  by  civilization  and  by 
progress.  But  the  people  have  a  right  to  relief  in  their  distress 
rather  than  by  the  diminution  of  the  taxes  that  weigh  upon  them 
and  that  are  so  patriotically  met  by  the  development  of  their 
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economic  resources,  that  they  may  become  strong  enough  not  only 
to  bear  the  present  burden  of  taxation  but  also  to  win  their  future. 

"Nothing  will  be  lacking  for  this  work,  and,  under  the  intelligent, 
energetic  and  able  management  of  the  new  Governor-General,  I  am 
sure  that  the  enterprise  of  the  country  will  willingly  co-operate 
toward  making  a  success  of  his  policy  directed  toward  this  end. 

"It  is  also  most  necessary  that  our  political  progress  be  advanced. 
While  I  do  not  consider  this  a  proper  occasion  for  political  discus- 
sion relative  to  the  future  of  the  country,  it  appears  to  me  proper 
most  emphatically  to  express  at  this  solemn  instant  of  the  inaugura- 
tion of  a  new  Governor-General,  signifying  the  ratification  of 
ideals,  not  only  on  the  part  of  the  Government  but  on  the  part  of 
the  people,  that  we  Filipinos  are  just  where  we  stand,  resolved 
that  we  will  not  go  back,  but  with  God's  help  and  the  assistance  of 
America  we  will  go  forward. 

"To  go  back  can  mean  only  dishonor  for  the  people  of  America 
and  for  the  people  of  the  Philippines.  Onward  is  honor;  the  glory 
of  America  which  will  have  given  to  the  world  a  new  nation  and 
our  onward  march  will  bring  to  us  the  true  happiness  of  the  Phil- 
ippines. 

"While  we  are  carrying  on  the  fight  in  the  metropolis  during  the 
time  that  we  are  convincing  the  great  people  of  the  United  State» 
that  they  should  grant  us  what  we  believe  just  and  essential  to  the 
life  of  a  people — liberty — it  will  be  gratifying  to  see  in  the  Phil- 
ippines, in  harmony,  which  invigorates  and  fortifies,  in  cooperation 
compatible  with  national  honor,  a  growth  of  economic  interests,  a 
universal  development,  advance,  and  progress,  which  shall  in  every 
way  be  palpable  and  real. 

"Peace,  prosperity,  and  happiness!  May  God  protect  the  ad- 
ministration inaugurated  this  day.  When  the  law  of  man  shall 
have  sanctioned  the  existence  of  the  adored  flag,  wet  with  the  tears 
and  with  the  blood  of  brothers,  may  we  write  on  its  tricolor  mid  the 
blessings  of  liberty,  the  three  words  of  McKinley,  'Peace,  prosperity, 
and  happiness/ 

"Ladies  and  gentlemen,  permit  me  to  present  to  you  now,  as  I 
have  the  honor  to  do,  the  new  Governor-General  of  the  Philippines, 
Honorable  William  Cameron  Forbes." 
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oath  of  office. 

The  following  oath  was  then  administered  to  the  Honorable 
William  Cameron  Forbes  by  the  Chief  Justice  of  the  Supreme 
Court  : 

I,  W.  Cameron  Forbes,  do  solemnly  swear  that  I  will  faithfully  execute 
the  office  of  Governor-General  of  the  Philippine  Islands,  and  will  to  the 
best  of  my  ability  and  understanding  execute,  observe,  and  defend  the 
laws  of  the  Philippine  Islands;  that  I  recognize  and  accept  the  supreme 
authority  of  the  United  States  of  America  in  these  Islands  and  will  main- 
tain true  faith  and  allegiance  thereto;  and  that  I  impose  upon  myself  this 
obligation  voluntarily,  without  mental  reservation  or  purpose  of  evasion. 
So  help  me  God. 

The  oath  was  signed  by  the  Governor-General  and  the  Chief 
Justice.

Immediately  the  Governor-GeneraPs  salute  of  seventeen  guns 
was  fired  by  Battery  B,  Fifth  Field  Artillery,  at  the  Malecón 
entrance  to  the  Walled  City.     . 

INAUGURAL  ADDRESS. 

The  Governor-General  delivered  the  following  address : 

"Fellow-Countrymen  : 

"When  a  man  undertakes  the  guidance  of  the  ship  of  state,  it  is 
cuetomary  for  him  to  announce  the  course  that  it  is  his  intention 
to  steer,  to  proclaim  so  f  ar^  as  may  be  the  goal  which  it  is  hoped  to 
reach.  It  is  profitable  at  such  time  to  look  back  to  the  instructions 
under  which  others  have  previously  assumed  direction  of  the  same 
ship,  and  with  these  fresh  in  mind  face  the  problems  of  the 
present  and  prepare  plans  for  the  future. 

"Among  the  names  of  those  who  have  directed  the  initial  policy 
of  the  American  Government  in  the  Philippine  Islands,  are  those 
of  William  McKinley,  Theodore  Roosevelt,  Elihu  Root,  William  H. 
Taft,  and  Luke  E.  Wright.  The  Philippine  Islands  have  indeed 
been  fortunate  in  having  received  the  services  of  such  men  as  these, 
men  who  have  directed  the  affairs  of  the  United  States  from  the 
commanding  positions  of  President,  and  of  Secretary  of  War. 

"The  original  work  done  by  the  Navy  of  the  United  Srtates  under 
Admiral  Dewey  and  later  the  fine  work  of  the  Army  and  of  the 
beginnings  of  civil  government  under  the  notable  Generals  Otis 
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and  MacArthur  will  always  deserve  a  tribute  of  admiration  and 
respect. 

"The  initial  period  is  always  the  one  which  requires  the  most 
intense  application  of  effort, — the  highest  order  of  ability ;  and  the 
wisdom  of  the  choice  of  President  McKinley  for  the  position  of 
first  Civil  Governor  of  the  Philippine  Islands  has  been  abundantly 
proven  and  ratified  by  the  overwhelming  vote  which  elected  Mr.  Taft 
President  of  the  United  States  last  November.  He  had  served 
these  Islands  first  as  President  of  the  Commission,  then  as  Civil 
Governor,  then  as  Secretary  of  War,  and  now  he  is  completing  the 
full  measure  of  service  by  directing  their  affairs  from  the  highest 
position  within  the  gift  of  the  American  people. 

"I  can  not  pass  by  this  period  without  pausing  to  dwell  for  a 
moment  on  the  services  of  that  noble  friend  of  the  Filipino,  Gov- 
ernor-General Wright,  whose  far-sighted  wisdom  has  woven  threads 
of  order  thoroughout  the  fabric  of  Government  which  have  vastly 
strengthened  its  usefulness  and  efficiency. 

"There  has  never  been  the  faintest  shadow  of  a  doubt  cast  upon 
the  official  or  personal  integrity  of  any  one  of  the  first  four  gov- 
ernors that  succeeded  each  other  in  the  administration  of  these 
Islands. 

"The  foundations  of  our  work  have  been  so  systematically  laid 
and  the  plans  so  comprehensively  prepared  that  a  man  of  far  less 
ability  than  these  may  hope  to  carry  on  the  affairs  of  the  Govern- 
ment and  achieve  a  success  impossible  but  for  the  work  of  those 
who  have  passed  before. 

"It  is  indeed  difficult  to  emulate  the  virtues  of  the  last  retiring 
Governor-General,  whom  all  of  us  had  learned  to  love  so  well;  one 
can  only  use  the  superlative  degree  in  describing  the  rectitude 
of  purpose,  the  devotion  to  duty,  the  spotlessness  of  the  personal 
integrity  of  James  Francis  Smith. 

*  "President  McKinley,  in  instructing  the  Philippine  Commission 
to  proceed  immediately  with  the  establishment  of  civil  government, 
uses  the  following  words: 

"That  in  all  cases  the  municipal  officers  who  administer  the  local  affairs 
of  the  people  are  to  be  selected  by  the  people,  and  that  wherever  officers  of 
a  more  extended  jurisdiction  are  to  be  selected  in  any  way,  natives  are 
to  be  preferred,  and  if  they  can  be  found  competent  and  willing  to  perform 
the  duties,  they  are  to  receive  the  offices  in  preference  to  any  others. 

"An  indispensable  qualification  for  all  offices  and  positions  of  trust  and 
authority  in  the  islands  must  be  absolute  and  unconditional  loyalty  to  the 
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United  States,  and  absolute  and  unimpaired  power  and  authority  to  remedy 
and  punish  any  officer  deviating  from  that  standard  shall  always  be  retained 
in  the  hands  of  the  central  authority  of  the  Islands. 

"In  all  forms  of  government  and  administrative  provisions  which  they 
are  authorized  to  prescribe,  the  Commission  should  bear  in  mind  that  the 
Government  which  they  are  establishing  is  designed  not  for  our  satisfac- 
tion, nor  for  the  expression  of  our  theoretical  views,  but  for  the  Happiness, 
Peace,  and  Prosperity  of  the  people  of  the  Philippine  Islands,  and  that 
measures  adopted  should  be  made  to  conform  to  their  customs,  their  habits, 
and  even  their  prejudices  to  the  fullest  extent  consistent  with  the  accom- 
plishment of  the  indispensable  requisites  of  just  and  effective  government. 
At  the  same  time,  the  Commission  should  bear  in  mind,  and  the  people 
of  the  Islands  should  be  made  plainly  to  understand,  that  there  are  certain 
great  principles  of  government  which  have  been  made  the  basis  of  our 
governmental  system  which  we  deem  essential  to  the  rule  of  law  and  the 
maintenance  of  individual  freedom  and  of  which  they  have  unfortunately 
been  denied  the  experience  possessed  by  us;  that  there  are  also  certain 
practical  rules  of  government  which  we  have  found  to  be  essential  to  the 
preservation  of  these  great  principles  of  liberty  and  law,  and  that  these 
principles  and  these  rules  of  government  must  be  established  and  main- 
tained in  their  Islands  for  the  sake  of  their  liberty  and  happiness,  however 
much  they  may  conflict  with  the  customs  or  laws  of  procedure  with  which 
they  are  familiar. 

"Upon  all  officers  and  employees  of  the  United  States,  both  civil  and 
military,  should  be  impressed  a  sense  of  duty  to  observe  not  merely  the 
material,  but  the  personal  and  social  rights  of  the  people  of  the  Islands, 
and  to  treat  them  with  the  same  courtesy  and  respect  for  their  personal 
dignity  which  the  people  of  the  United  States  are  accustomed  to  require 
from  each  other. 

"Analyzing  the  instructions  of  President  McKinley,  we  may 
fairly  take  as  the  goal  toward  which  we  are  to  steer  the  happiness, 
peace,  and  prosperity  of  the  Philippine  people.  In  so  far  as  the 
people  are  to-day  happy,  peaceful,  and  prosperous  we  have  succeeded ; 
in  so  far  as  the  people  do  not  enjoy  these  blessingsj  we  have  not 
yet  achieved  success.  The  people  are  to-day  peaceful.  We  can 
concentrate  our  attention  in  bringing  them  prosperity,  secure  in  the 
belief  that  under  just  and  equitable  laws,  under  a  wise  and  firm 
government,  with  that  freedom  of  thought,  of  speech,  of  worship,  of 
labor,  and  of  opportunity  which  now  prevail,  happiness  will  not  be 
found  far  away  when  the  means  of  procuring  it  are  abundantly  at 
hand. 

"Here  is  a  climate  particularly  favorable  for  some  classes  of 
products  and  capable  of  yielding  vast  returns  to  honest  and  intel- 
ligent expenditure  of  effort,  and  yet  here  we  have  a  people  bemoan- 
ing their  poverty  and  living  from  day  to  day  without  those  reserve 
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supplies  so  necessary  where  crops  are  uncertain,  without  the  allevia- 
tion from  suffering  which  modern  medicines  and  surgery  can  give, 
without  the  nourishing  kinds  of  food  so  necessary  to  build  up  the 
strength  of  the  body,  without  houses  built  to  withstand  the  elements, 
without,  in  fact,  most  of  those  things  which  modern  civilization 
believes  to  be  necessary  for  the  happiness  of  a  community. 

"An  analysis  of  the  fundamental  conditions  of  life  reveals  in 
part  the  reasons  for  these  conditions.  A  very  large  proportion  of 
the  people  have  been  held  in  that  primitive  condition  where  each 
man  supplied  all  of  the  things  necessary  for  his  own  use  and  got 
along  with  only  what  he  could  personally  produce.  We  must  bend 
our  efforts  to  advance  the  day  when  each  individual  supplies  the 
articles  which  he  is  best  fitted  to  produce,  which  he  sells  to  his 
fellow-men,  and  uses  the  money  thus  gained  to  purchase  of  others 
the  things  which  they  can  produce  better  and  cheaper  than  he.  This 
is  the  essence  of  trade,  and  this  condition  of  affairs  is  impossible 
without  economical  and  adequate  means  of  transportation,  hitherto 
woefully  lacking. 

"Our  success  in  accomplishing  our  principal  object  in  these  Is- 
lands, namely  that  of  bettering  the  condition  of  the  people  may  be 
best  measured  by  the  increase  from  time  to  time  in  the  rate  of  wages 
and  in  the  value  of  imports  and  exports. 

"I  am  opposed  to  the  admission  of  Chinese  labor,  nor  do  I  think 
there  is  any  need  of  it.  The  Filipino  can  do  all  the  necessary  work 
in  the  Islands.  I  have  entire  confidence  that  the  Philippine  laborer, 
properly  treated,  properly  paid,  and  given  the  opportunity  to  use 
the  money  which  he  receives  to  better  his  own  condition  and  that 
of  his  family,  and  to  purchase  those  things  for  which  people  are 
usually  willing  to  work,  will  respond  to  the  opportunities  given  and 
demonstrate  the  fact  that  he  is  fully  able  to  supply  all  the  demand 
for  labor  in  these  Islands. 

"What  is  needed  here  is  capital. 

"Let  us  turn  our  attention  to  a  few  comparative  figures.  The 
total  population  of  Hawaii  is  198,000  people,  or  about  one-fortieth 
part  of  the  population  of  the  Philippine  Islands,  now  approximately 
eight  millions.  The  total  exports  from  Hawaii  in  1907  were 
$29,000,000,  the  total  exports  from  the  Philippine  Islands  for  the 
same  year  were  $34,000,000.  In  other  words,  Hawaii  produced  for 
export  approximately  thirty-six  times  as  much  per  capita  as  did  the 
Philippine  Islands. 
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"This  is  not  because  their  laborers  are  superior,  as  Hawaii  has 
come  here  in  search  of  laborers  and  reports  that  those  few  whom 
they  have  obtained  are  equal  to  their  Japanese,  Korean,  and  other 
laborers.  Porto  Eico  has  1,000,000  people,  or  one-eighth  the 
population  of  the  Philippine  Islands,  and  in  1907  its  exports  were 
$27,000,000.  Porto  Eico  evidently  does  not  exercise  the  same 
degree  of  economy  in  the  use  of  its  labor  as  does  Hawaii,  for  it 
produces  only  one-sixth  as  much  per  capita  for  export,  and  still 
Porto  Eico  exports  six  times  as  much  per  capita  as  do  the  people  of 
the  Philippine  Islands.  Were  these  Islands  to  produce  for  sale  to 
other  countries  as  much  per  capita  as  Porto  Eico  the  total  exports 
would  be  $216,000,000.  Were  they  to  produce  as  much  per  capita 
as  Hawaii  the  total  exports  would  be  $1,179,000,000  a  year. 

"The  explanation  of  this  lies  in  the  fact  that  Hawaii  has  an 
abundance  of  capital,  employs  modern  methods  of  cultivation  and 
manufacture,  modern  freight-handling  devices,  and  suitable  and 
adequate  steamship  and  railroad  facilities.  In  other  words,  in 
Hawaii  the  work  of  the  laborer  counts,  in  the  Philippine  Islands 
it  does  not.     No,  it  is  not  labor  that  is  wanted  here,  it  is  capital. 

"Many  Filipinos  have  a  tendency  to  oppose  the  introduction  of 
capital  into  these  Islands,  either  from  the  United  States  or  from 
foreign  countries,  fearing  lest  somehow  it  should  militate  against 
the  realization  of  their  aspirations.  In  my  judgment  it  will  have 
the  opposite  effect.  It  is  true  that  it  might  be  possible  in  the 
course  of  several  generations  to  develop  the  latent  resources  of  the 
Philippine  Islands  without  the  assistance  of  outside  capital  and 
finally  to  accumulate  enough  to  develop  the  domestic  business  from 
within.  But  why  wait?  We  had  better  attract  for  our  use  the 
accumulations  cf  wealth  already  made  in  other  countries,  sure  that 
the  advantages  which  flow  from  them  will  far  more  than  offset 
any  possible  disadvantage  due  to  the  fact  that  some  of  the  profits 
will  leave  the  country  or  that  the  owners  of  the  capital  will  endeavor 
to  influence  the  administration  of  the  Islands  or  their  political 
status. 

"Capital  demands  a  stable  Government.  Capital  is  not  partic- 
ularly interested  in  the  color  or  design  of  the  flag.  It  wants 
just  and  equitable  laws,  sound  and  uniform  policy  on  the  part  of 
the  government,  just  and  fair  treatment  in  the  courts.  The  faith 
of  the  United  States  is  pledged  that  all  of  these  benefits  shall  be 
permanently   assured   to   the   Filipinos.     No   capitalist  need   feel 
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alarmed  as  to  the  security  of  his  investment  provided  it  has  been 
made  in  such  a  way  as  to  fulfill  the  conditions  imposed  by  law. 
The  United  States  stands  pledged  to  the  establishment  and  main- 
tenance of  a  stable  government  in  the  Philippine  Islands,  not 
for  the  sake  of  such  capital  as  may  be  invested  here  only,  but  for 
the  sake  of  the  welfare  of  the  Philippine  people  and  of  the  good 
faith  of  the  United  States  before  the  world.  The  security  of 
foreign  capital  is  merely  an  incident  in  the  general  security  of 
property  and  other  rights  to  the  Filipino,  and  both  are  now 
permanently  assured.  It  would  be  good  general  policy  for  us  to 
offer  every  reasonable  inducement  to  capital  to  come,  and  with 
that  end  in  view,  to  liberalize  our  land  and  mining  laws  and  lessen 
the  restrictions  which  have  hitherto  tended  to  discourage  investors. 
My  policy  will  be  to  hold  out  the  hand  of  welcome  to  all  people 
desiring  to  engage  in  legitimate  enterprise. 

"There  has  been  some  doubt  in  the  minds  of  Filipinos  as  to  the 
effect  which  trusts  would  have  were  they  to  enter  the  Philippine  field. 
The  word  "trust"  is  properly  used  to  describe  a  combination  of 
capital  engaged  in  producing  on  a  large  scale  some  article  of  general 
consumption.  The  whole  trend  of  modern  development  has  been  in 
the  line  of  such  concentration  of  energies,  and  in  the  United  States, 
where  this  movement  has  reached  its  greatest  development,  we  have 
the  greatest  prosperity.  The  articles  sold  by  the  trusts  are  sold  at 
a  lower  price  than  was  possible  before  their  organization,  and  the 
laboring  people  of  the  United  States  live  better  and  receive  better 
wages  than  anywhere  else  in  the  world.  Four  to  six  pesos  a  day  are 
not  uncommon  wages  for  unskilled  laborers  in  the  United  States. 
Forty  to  sixty  centavos  is  the  prevailing  price  per  day  in  the 
Philippine  Islands,  which  is  one-tenth  of  that  which  a  laborer 
can  earn  in  the  United  States,  while  there  is  by  no  means  the 
same  disparity  in  the  effectiveness  of  the  labor.  Experience,  how- 
ever, has  proved  that  the  trusts,  when  uncontrolled,  esteem  them- 
selves above  the  law  and  may  become  a  menace  to  the  welfare 
of  the  community,  by  making  illegal  combinations  in  restraint  of 
trade  or  by  unduly  raising  prices  at  times  when  such  an  action 
works  to  the  disadvantage  of  the  community.  The  only  question 
then  as  to  the  desirability  of  investment  here  by  the  trusts  lies 
in  the  nature  of  the  control  to  be  exercised  by  the  Government. 
The  laws  which  have  already  been  passed  give  sufficient4' power 
of  regulation  to  the  Insular  Government  and  to  the  Government 
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of  the  United  States  to  obviate  any  danger  to  be  apprehended 
from  that  source. 

"An  analysis  of  the  census  reveals  certain  peculiarities  about 
the  distribution  of  population  in  these  Islands,  some  regions  being 
densely  overpopulated  and  others  being  practically  without  inhab- 
itants. Curiously  enough  it  is  not  always  the  richest  sections 
that  support  the  most  people  and  from  many  districts  come  com- 
plaints of  the  difficulty  of  getting  an  adequate  and  reliable  supply 
of  labor.  I  think  the  Government  can  very  properly  use  its 
vessels  to  provide  free  transportation  to  families  wishing  to  move 
to  those  cultivated  regions  where  laborers  are  scarce  and  thus 
increase  the  general  production  of  the  Islands.  The  Bureau  of 
Labor  has  already  made  some  progress  along  these  lines. 

"The  passage  of  the  Payne  Bill  should  give  a  new  lease  of 
life  to  the  Philippine  Islands.  It  assures  us  of  the  best  market 
in  the  world  for  our  products,  a  market  that  is  not  open  to 
our  neighbors,  and  therefore  gives  the  Philippine  Islands  a  pref- 
erence which  should  enable  us  to  increase  very  greatly  the  produc- 
tion of  certain  of  our  staples.  This  will  have  a  vivifying  effect 
which  will  be  felt  throughout  the  length  and  breadth  of  these 
Islands  and  awaken  new  hope  in  the  hearts  of  the  people  who 
have  been  struggling  against  almost  overwhelming  difficulties. 

"It  is  part  of  our  programme  to  push  to  early  completion  a 
general  and  systematic  improvement  of  the  means  of  transporta- 
tion. The  existing  contracts  for  railroads  aggregate  nearly  a 
thousand  miles,  of  which  half  are  now  built.  This  in  itself  is 
earnest  of  the  beginning  of  the  new  era  and  will  provide  adequate 
transportation  for  a  large  proportion  of  the  people. 

"The  Government  should  bend  its  efforts  toward  the  development 
of  the  rivers  and  harbors — a  potential  means  of  transportation  which 
should  equal  in  importance  the  facilities  supplied  by  the  railroads. 

"We  have  more  than  a  hundred  rivers  navigable  within  but  closed 
at  the  mouth  to  the  entrance  of  seagoing  vessels  by  reason  of  the 
bars  formed  by  the  action  of  the  waves  at  the  shore.  Especial  atten- 
tion should  be  given  to  the  dredging  of  these  bars  and  the  building 
of  bulkheads  and  scourways  to  render  these  natural  highways  avail- 
able for  the  use  and  development  of  the  Islands,  and  the  Government 
should  not  rest  until  both  sides  of  every  one  of  these  navigable  rivers 
are*  lined  from  end  to  end  with  farms  occupied  and  worked  by 
prosperous  and  happy  people. 
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"More  important  still,  and  supplementary  to  all  of  these,  are  the 
roads,  and  in  the  present  progress  of  the  work  in  connnection  with 
roads,  I  find  the  most  happy  augury  for  the  future  success  of  the 
Philippine  people.  In  December,  1907,  the  Commission,  until  then 
the  sole  legislative  body  of  the  Islands,  adjourned  without  passing 
any  law  making  adequate  provision  for  the  necessary  construction 
and  annual  maintenance  of  roads.  I  am  glad  to  credit  the  Inembers 
of  the  Assembly  with  having  taken  the  most  advanced  and  enlight- 
ened interest  in  the  work  and  having  made  the  most  liberal  provi- 
sion for  roads  by  voting  funds  for  that  purpose  to  the  limit  of  the 
capacity  of  the  treasury.  Before  the  Legislature  had  convened  the 
Commission  had  passed  a  law  making  a  majority  of  the  provincial 
boards  elective,  a  measure  which  provided  for  the  extension  of 
autonomy  to  the  provinces  in  line  with  the  instructions  of  Presidents 
McKinley  and  Roosevelt  and  the  policy  of  the  American  Govern- 
ment here.  The  success  of  the  road  movement  depended  upon 
getting  the  provincial  board  to  pass  a  law  each  year  increasing  the 
amount  of  the  cédula  or  poll  tax  from  1*1  to  1*2.  To  do  this  it  is 
necessary  to  convince  the  provincial  officials  each  year  of  the  neces- 
sity of  road  construction  and  maintenance  for  their  own  present 
development  and  future  welfare.  How  nobly  these  officers  have 
responded  is  demonstrated  by  the  fact  that  the  first  year  27  of  the 
31,  the  second  year  30,  and  the  third  year  31,  or  all  of  the  provinces 
affected,  have  adopted  the  double  cédula  tax  and  put  themselves 
in  the  line  of  advancement. 

"All  Government  construction  should  be  of  permanent  and  dur- 
able material.  A  building  if  worthy  of  construction  is  worthy  of 
good  construction.  Our  people  are  too  poor,  our  resources  too 
slender,  our  need  of  money  too  great  to  admit  of  our  wasting  any  of 
that  which  we  have.  The  Government  buildings  and  bridges  should 
always  be  of  reinforced  concrete;  the  roads  should  be  built  Upon 
strong  foundations,  with  durable  surfacing,  and  guarded  from  hour 
to  hour  by  roadmen  to  see  with  jealous  eyes  that  no  sign  of  deteriora- 
tion is  allowed  even  to  appear.  Our  wharves  should  be  built  of 
materials  that  will  resist  the  destructive  insects  of  the  seas.  Our 
plans  should  always  be  made  upon  what  will  be  the  most  economical 
construction  calculated  on  a  basis  of  at  least  fifty  years  of  use. 

"The  Filipinos  are  not  strong  enough  to  do  the  work  which  is 
required  of  able-bodied  people.  Examinations  made  by  the  sanitary 
authorities  reveal  the  fact  that  in  the  regions  inspected,  which  may 
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be  taken  as  fairly  representative,  by  far  the  greater  majority  of 
the  people  are  afflicted  with  more  than  one  form  of  intestinal 
parasite,  which  sap  the  vitality  and  lessen  the  power  to  do  work 
and  the  power  of  resisting  disease.  The  most  fruitful  sources  of 
these  parasites  are  the  polluted  surface  waters  which  the  people 
have  been  accustomed  to  drink.  A  supply  of  pure  potable  water 
is  the  first  requisite  for  the  purpose  of  sanitation.  To  this  end  the 
most  important  agency  is  that  of  the  artesian  wells,  which  should 
be  bored  in  every  municipality  and  barrio  in  the  Islands.  Fortu- 
nately, the  people  themselves  are  most  keenly  alive  to  this  necessity, 
and  there  has  been  no  difficulty  in  getting  a  vote  of  the  Philippine 
representatives  of  the  different  entities  of  government — Insular, 
provincial,  and  municipal — in  favor  of  this  most  vital  and  important 
work. 

"Another  direction  in  which  the  energy  of  the  Government  can 
be  profitably  employed  is  in  checking  the  infant  mortality,  which 
continues  at  a  most  alarming  rate.  Care  of  infants  will  result  in 
an  increase  in  the  numbers  of  the  population  and  in  the  physique 
of  the  children,  which  can  not  fail  to  be  most  beneficial  to  the 
Islands. 

"There  is  no  agency  more  potent  in  creating  good  citizenship 
than  is  the  ownership  of  land.  It  is  necessary  that  the  owners  of 
land  should  be  provided  with  registered  titles,  to  use  as  security 
for  loans  or  that  they  may  be  able  to  sell  without  there  being  the 
probability  that  the  purchaser  has  acquired  only  a  lawsuit.  It 
is  my  purpose  to  provide  for  a  complete  survey  of  all  the  parcels 
of  land  in  each  municipality.  I  should  like  to  so  arrange  matters 
that  a  judge  of  the  Court  of  Land  Kegistration  may  be  at  hand 
to  fix  the  ownership  to  each  parcel  as  surveyed,  and  when  fixed  the 
Government  will  give  title  to  the  land  on  the  basis  of  division  of 
expense  of  the  same,  the  owner  repaying  somewhere  from  60  to  80 
per  cent  of  the  cost,  in  easy  installments.  This  will  save  much 
of  the  traveling  of  surveyors  and  greatly  reduce  the  cost.  The 
Agricultural  Bank  and  Postal  Savings  Bank  will  then  be  able  to 
make  advantageous  loans  and  greatly  assist  agriculture. 

"It  is  my  intention  to  make  the  appointments  to  the  vacant 
authorized  positions  in  the  Court  of  Land  Kegistration  in  the 
near  future. 

"The  Government  will  adopt  the  policy  of  not  entering  objec- 
tions to  the  issue  of  titles  to  land  to  its  occupants  where  it  is 
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clear  that  the  interest  of  the  public  will  not  suffer.  I  believe  that 
these  measures  will  end  the  present  stagnant  condition  in  the 
matter  of  land  registration. 

"In  the  matter  of  irrigation,  it  is  the  plan  of  the  Government 
to  continue  the  active  work  of  surveys  and  the  gathering  of  data 
until  we  have  a  complete  irrigation  survey  of  the  Islands  and  know 
each  area  capable  of  irrigation,  the  flow  of  each  river,  even  at  the 
driest  times,  the  works  necessary  for  its  control  in  time  of  floods, 
the  cost  of  the  intended  irrigation  works,  and  the  cost  per  hectare 
of  putting  water  on  the  land  to  be  improved.  Having  due  regard 
to  distributing  the  benefits  from  the  irrigation  works  so  as  not  to 
concentrate  them  all  in  one  province  or  island,  it  is  the  policy 
of  the  Government  to  develop  those  areas  first  where  the  cost  of 
the  construction  of  the  system  per  hectare  is  least.  It  is  expected 
to  collect  from  the  land  benefited  the  cost  of  maintenance  of  the 
system,  the  interest  on  the  money  invested,  and  something  besides, 
which  is  to  be  added  to  the  original  fund,  and  which,  with  the 
continuing  annual  appropriation  of  1*750,000  voted  by  the  Legis- 
lature, should  roll  up  into  a  sum  which  will,  in  the  course  of  time, 
supply  the  Islands  with  irrigation  systems  wherever  it  can  be  done 
with  profit. 

"The  establishment  of  post-offices  and  extension  of  the  rural 
delivery  of  letters  should  be  continued  as  fast  as  funds  will  permit, 
until  at  least  every  municipality  has  its  post-office. 

"It  is  hoped  to  establish  and  maintain  wire  or  wireless  telegraphic 
communication  with  every  provincial  capital,  and  to  extend  the 
system  of  telephone  connection  between  the  municipalities  through- 
out the  provinces.  The  general  dissemination  of  knowledge  as  to 
prices,  movements  of  ships,  availability  of  cargo,  and  so  forth,  is 
of  the  greatest  importance  in  stimulating  production. 

"There  is  no  option  as  to  the  necessity  and  importance  of  the 
Constabulary;  they4 llSiéld  be  maintained  at  their  present  strength. 
The  officers  should  understand  that  they  have  a  career  in  this 
service,  and  the  Government  will  support  them  in  the  proper  conduct 
of  their  work.  The  legislation  recently  enacted  assures  an  ex- 
cellent personnel  and  increasing  efficiency.  The  organization  has 
fully  met  the  hopes  which  were  entertained  for  it  when  it  was  started 
and  there  is  no  plan  either  for  a  diminution  of  its  force  or  for  a 
lessening  of  its  duties. 
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"It  is  necessary  that  some  way  be  found  to  improve  the  municipal 
police  throughout  the  Islands,  especially  in  the  matter  of  longer 
term  for  the  men  and  better  methods  of  discipline,  drill,  and 
inspection. 

"I  want  to  see  emphasis  laid  upon  the  importance  of  the  practical 
side  of  industrial  and  agricultural  education.  Success  in  agricul- 
ture and  industry  are  the  things  sought,  and  they  can  be  best 
taught,  and  one  might  say  only  taught,  by  those  who  have  them- 
selves achieved  success.  Our  agricultural  schools  should  be  made 
self-supporting,  so  that  their  products  should  pay  the  cost  of  the 
labor  which  is  done  on  them,  and  something  more. 

"I  should  like  to  see  every  one  of  the  two  million  children  of 
school  age  in  these  Islands  receiving  an  education.  The  thought 
is  grievous  that  any  boy  or  girl  in  the  Philippine  Islands  wanting 
to  get  an  education  should  be  unable  to  do  so  because  of  failure 
of  the  Government  to  provide  facilities,  and  yet  the  resources  of  the 
Islands  have  not  developed  to  a  point  where  I  feel  that  we  are 
justified  in  largely  increasing  the  appropriation  for  education. 
When  the  time  comes  that  facilities  can  be  available,  I  shall  not  be 
opposed  to  a  law  providing  for  compulsory  education.  The  amount 
of  education  we  shall  be  able  to  accomplish  in  ten  years  will  be 
very  much  greater  if  we  devote  our  first  money  toward  increasing 
the  wealth  of  the  people  and  later  use  the  resulting  increase  of 
revenue  for  extending  our  educational  facilities.  I  liken  the  work 
of  the  Government  on  irrigation  and  improvement  of  transporta- 
tion to  cutting  the  strings  which  close  the  mouth  of  a  purse  of 
gold.     The  gold  will  pour  forth  and  yield  enough  for  all. 

"It  is  my  hope  that  the  Philippines  University  will  soon  establish, 
among  other  technical  schools,  a  school  of  engineering,  so  that 
the  important  work  of  building  up  the  public  works  of  these 
Islands  may  be  placed  gradually  in  the  hands  of  Filipinos. 

"The  Filipino  is  as  quick  as  any  person  to  indulge  in  desirable 
and  health-giving  forms  of  amusement.  Nothing  could  be  better 
for  the  Filipino  than  stimulating  his  interest  in  wholesome  outdoor 
sports,  to  develop  the  body  and  divert  the  mind.  In  the  large 
cities  of  the  United  States  it  is  a  well-known  fact  that  crime  de- 
creases in  the  neighborhood  of  playgrounds  for  children  and  I  hope 
the  time  is  not  far  distant  when  every  city  in  the  Philippine  Islands 
will  maintain  a  plaza  where  children  and  young  men  and  women 
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can  indulge  themselves  in  healthy  outdoor  recreation.  A  strong 
body  is  earnest  of  a  mind  ready  to  work  and  to  endure,  and  the 
young  men  and  women  of  the  Philippine  Islands  should  make 
it  a  matter  of  pride  to  have  broad  and  deep  chests,  finely  developed 
muscles,  and  hands  inured  to  toil. 

"The  rinderpest  is  now  the  greatest  menace  to  material  develop- 
ment. The  draft  animals  must  be  saved  to  the  farmer,  other- 
wise he  can  neither  cultivate  the  land  nor  haul  his  products  to 
market.  The  method  of  immunization  is  now  known.  The  control 
of  this  disease  is  now  a  question  of  money  and  organization  and 
I  have  already  taken  measures  to  remedy  the  deficiencies  that 
have  existed  and  shall  allow  no  stone  to  remain  unturned  until 
this  effort  is  crowned  with  success. 

"The  destruction  caused  by  locusts  can  be  greatly  lessened  in 
my  judgment  by  a  system  of  rewards  to  be  given  for  information 
brought  of  the  places  where  the  eggs  are  laid  and,  under  provision 
of  existing  law,  turning  out  the  populace  to  destroy  these  or  the 
young  locusts  before  they  have  reached  the  age  when  they  can  fly. 

"The  arm  of  the  Government  will  be  strongly  used  to  reach 
out  and  find  and  punish  those  captains  of  steamers  who  refuse  to 
carry  a  consignment  of  goods  so  that  they  may  buy  it  at  less 
than  its  value.  The  hand  of  the  Government  will  be  heavily 
laid  on  those  officials,  Insular,  provincial,  or  municipal,  who 
use  their  positions  to  compel  anyone  to  sell  his  products  at  a 
price  that  he  knows  to  be  so  low  as  to  be  unfair. 

"It  is  necessary  that  the  civil  service  should  be  rigidly  main- 
tained and  its  rules  carefully  observed.  Any  other  system  is 
sure  to  result  in  eventual  disintegration  of  the  service. 

"I  believe  that  we  have  to-day  an  accounting  system  which  in 
principle  is  more  nearly  akin  to  the  best  modern  commercial 
practice  than  is  usual  in  governments.  The  system  is  as  yet  incom- 
plete in  its  working,  but  in  principle  is  correct. 

"In  matters  pertaining  to  religious  beliefs  and  observances, 
I  shall  carry  out  the  American  policy  of  religious  tolerance.  Every 
man  has  the  right  to  worship  according  to  his  own  belief.  The 
Government  will  not  interfere  with  the  customs,  manners  and 
preferences  of  the  people  in  so  far  as  they  observe  our  laws,  which 
are  framed  in  accordance  with  accepted  usage  in  civilized  countries. 
All  churches  will  receive  protection  under  the  law  for  the  proper 
conduct  of  their  affairs  and  in  regard  to  their  property  rights. 
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"Financially  the  condition  of  the  Insular  Treasury  has  been  most 
satisfactory.  We  have  had  a  reasonable  surplus  and  rate  of  ex- 
penditure for  current  expense  which  has  left  a  comfortable  margin, 
some  of  which  has  been  available  each  year  for  the  construction  of 
public  works  out  of  the  current  revenues.  Although  many  people 
have  got  into  the  habit  of  complaining  that  the  rate  of  taxation  is 
high,  and  there  has  been  a  good  deal  of  political  agitation  in  favor 
of  lower  taxes,  a  study  of  comparative  figures  reveals  the  fact  that 
the  rate  of  taxation  in  the  Philippine  Islands,  compared  with  that 
of  other  countries  similarly  situated,  is  "extremely  low,  and  the 
Filipino  who  questions  the  ability  of  his  people  to  pay  the  low  rate 
of  taxation  now  imposed  shows  a  great  lack  of  confidence  in  their 
capacity. 

"It  will  be  my  policy  to  confine  myself  strictly  to  those  things 
which  lie  within  the  ample  powers  of  the  Governor-General  to  direct. 
I  do  not  propose  to  occupy  my  time  nor  my  attention  in  the  un- 
profitable consideration  and  discussion  of  the  future  political  status 
of  the  Islands. 

"I  deem  it  proper,  however,  at  this  time  to  call  attention  to 
the  manner  in  which  the  Government  has  observed  President 
McKinley's  instructions,  that  the  Filipino  be  given  participation  in 
the  Government  to  an  extent  limited  only  by  the  retention  by  the 
people  of  the  United  States  of  a  strong  control  over  the  affairs  of 
the  Islands. 

"We  have  given  the  Filipinos  a  complete  autonomous  government 
in  the  municipalities  outside  of  Manila,  with  wide  powers  under  a 
municipal  code,  and  a  franchise  that  permits  of  the  election  of  all 
the  members  of  the  governing  body  by  the  people,  and  have  brought 
it  about  that  the  officer  directing  the  immediate  government  of  the 
individual  throughout  the  Islands  is  the  man  of  his  own  choice. 

"Later,  the  provinces  were  given  the  right  to  elect  the  majority 
of  their  provincial  boards,  until  that  time  held  by  officers  appointed 
by  the  Governor-General.  This  further  extension  of  autonomy  to 
the  provinces  has  given  over  to  the  hands  of  the  Filipinos  a  larger 
unit  in  the  civil  administration.  Later  the  Legislature  was  con- 
vened and  the  Commission  was  divested  of  its  powers  as  sole  legis- 
lative body  over  the  Christian  and  civilized  inhabitants  and  it 
became  only  one  House  of  a  Legislature,  both  Houses  of  which  have 
an  equal  voice  in  framing  legislation  for  the  people  concerned,  and 
at  the  same  time  the  number  of  Filipinos  on  the  Commission  wa* 
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increased  by  one,  so  that  to-day  the  Philippine  Legislature  consists 
of  one  House  with  eighty-one  Philippine  members  and  one  House  of 
whom  four  out  of  nine  are  Filipinos.  Eelations  between  the  two 
Houses  of  the  Legislature  have  left  little  to  be  desired.  The 
proceedings  were  all  conducted  in  a  dignified  and  formal  manner 
and  each  House  adjourned  after  disposing  of  all  business  submitted 
to  it  by  the  other  and  most  of  the  pressing  legislative  matters  were 
well  cared  for.  Although  I  realize  the  difficulties  inherent  in  the 
work  of  a  new  organization  and  although  the  Filipinos  had  had  no 
parliamentary  experience,  I  am  glad  to  say  that  the  First  Assembly 
has  fully  justified  the  hopes  that  were  held  for  it. 

"One  very  distinguished  Filipino  has  recently  been  appointed 
to  administrative  control  of  one  of  the  most  important  departments 
of  the  Government,  equal  in  rank  to  any  executive  position  in  the 
Islands  with  the  exception  of  the  executive  head.  In  the  executive 
branch  of  the  Government,  the  Filipinization  of  the  service  must 
steadily  continue.  As  vacancies  occur  Filipinos  will  be  gradually 
substituted  for  Americans  as  rapidly  as  can  be  done  without  positive 
detriment  to  the  service. 

"At  the  same  time,  care  will  be  taken  to  provide  a  suitable  career 
for  honest  and  capable  Americans  who  have  come  out  here  in  good 
faith.  They  should  know  that  during  good  behavior  and  efficient 
performance  of  their  duty  they  are  secure  in  their  positions,  and 
that  when  they  desire  to  return  to  the  United  States  an  effort  will 
be  made  to  place  them  in  the  civil  service  at  home.  I  am  heartily 
in  favor  of  a  pension  for  Americans  who  have  given  their  lives  to 
faithful  service  in  the  Islands,  and  shall  present  the  matter  for 
consideration  to  the  next  Legislature. 

"There  has  been  a  constant  increase  in  the  number  of  Filipinos 
in  the  classified  civil  service,  which  has  grown  from  49  per  cent  in 
1903  to  55  per  cent  in  1905,  60  per  cent  in  1907,  and  62  per  cent 
in  1909,  according  to  the  last  returns. 

"I  want  no  better  men  than  the  present  officers  and  employees  of 
the  Government,  Americans  and  Filipinos.  They  compare  favorably 
with  any  set  of  men  I  have  ever  seen  both  as  regards  ability  and 
fidelity  to  duty. 

"To  the  Filipinos  I  say,  turn  your  undivided  attention  to  the 
material  development  of  your  country  and  rest  confident  in  the 
good  faith  of  the  United  States.  If  it  were  the  desire  of  the  United 
States  to  prevent  the  Filipinos  from  becoming  a  progressive,  happy, 
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and  united  people,  strong  in  the  accumulations  of  wealth  and 
knowledge  and  capable  of  nationality,  we  should  not  be  devoting  our 
entire  energies  toward  the  accomplishment  of  those  measures  which 
make  such  a  nationality  possible;  we  should  not  be  providing  all  of 
the  people  of  the  Islands  with  a  common  language ;  we  should  not  be 
maintaining  different  organizations  of  armed  Filipinos  drilled  in 
the  art  of  war,  aggregating  10,000  men,  of  whom  5,000  are  paid 
from  the  Treasury  of  the  United  States  as  United  States  troops; 
we  should  not  be  extending  the  privileges  of  occupying  the  more 
important  posts  in  the  Government  service  to  Filipinos;  we  should 
not  be  devoting  our  first  efforts  toward  binding  the  Filipinos  to- 
gether into  a  closer  union  by  those  ties  which  come  from  improved 
means  of  communication,  as  post-offices,  telegraph  and  telephones, 
railroads,  roads,  subsidized  steamboats,  and  so  forth. 

"I  regret  to  have  to  say  that  in  my  judgment  in  some  instances 
the  Filipinos  themselves  have  hindered  the  fruition  of  these  efforts, 
as  for  example  by  discouraging  the  universal  adoption  of  a  common 
language,  by  endeavoring  to  avert  the  opening  of  the  markets  of 
the  United  States  to  Philippine  products  and  by  discouraging 
the  coming  of  capital,  thus  impeding  and  delaying  the  arrival  of 
that  time  when  a  national  existence  will  be  possible. 

"The  success  of  an  administration  varies  directly  with  the  degree 
of  confidence  and  assistance  given  by  the  people  themselves.  The 
desire  and  ability  to  assist  the  Government  is  characteristic  of 
successful  democratic  forms  of  government  and  I  invite  the  Filipino 
people  to  bring  to  me  their  recommendations  and  suggestions  of 
measures  for  the  betterment  of  thei*  condition  with  the  certainty 
that  I  shall  always  be  ready  to  receive  them  with  sympathetic 
attention. 

"To  the  Americans  I  say,  those  of  yen  who  wish  to  see  the 
fullest  measure  of  American  success  in  these  Islands  should  deal 
courteously  with  the  Filipino.  Speak  him  fair;  deal  with  him 
fairly,  and  look  after  his  interests  as  though  they  were  yours,  as 
indeed  they  are.  To  those  who  are  engaged  in  business  I  add, 
do  not  feel  it  necessary  to  make  a  big  profit  on  each  transaction. 
It  is  not  important  that  each  transaction  should  be  profitable  to 
you;  it  is  important  that  each  transaction  should  be  creditable  to 
you.  The  great  axiom  of  modern  business  is  that  a  trade  to  be 
a  good  trade  must  be  a  good  trade  for  both  parties.  A  man  to 
really  succeed  in  business  must  have  his  clients  and  customers 
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satisfied.  Safe  profits  are  made  by  economies  in  operation,  in 
transportation,  in  methods  of  production  and  manufacture  and  not 
by  charging  high  prices.  See  that  your  customer  gets  his  full 
money's  worth  and  that  the  goods  which  he  receives  of  you  are  as 
represented.  Those  who  do  otherwise  are  enemies  to  the  successful 
administration  of  the  Islands.  It  is  not  that  I  object  to  large 
profits — on  the  contrary,  I  should  like  to  see  all  the  merchants 
here  accumulating  wealth — but  that  I  believe  the  methods  I  have 
suggested  will  result  in  a  greater  volume  of  business  that  will  in  the 
long  run  yield  larger  and  safer  returns. 

"To  all  of  you  I  say:  Have  confidence,  turn  your  attention  to 
those  occupations  which  are  fitting  to  people  in  time  of  profound 
peace.  There  is  not  on  the  horizon  discernible  any  cloud  which 
indicates  the  possibility  of  any  kind  of  disturbance  in  the  present 
status  of  these  Islands,  either  from  within  or  from  without,  by 
insurrection  or  war. 

"The  "United  States  is  strong,  determined,  fixed  in  her  policy, 
and  not  to  be  dissuaded  or  coerced.  The  development  of  the  Phil- 
ippine Islands  will  proceed  along  the  lines  originally  set  forth, 
strictly  adhered  to  by  each  successive  administration  and  by  gradual 
processes  in  line  of  declared  policy,  not  by  spasms  or  jerks. 

"There  seems  to  be  in  some  quarters  a  fear  that  with  the  new 
administration  there  is  an  intended  change  of  regime ;  that  somehow 
or  other  the  people  will  be  made  to  suffer  by  the  exercise  of 
something  which  they  designate  as  'the  strong  hand/  I  hope  that 
my  harid  will  prove  to  be  strong  in  justice,  in  maintaining  law 
and  order,  in  helping  the  weak  and  distressed,  in  combating  the 
forces  of  evil.  No  people  want  a  weak  or  feeble  government.  The 
only  persons  who  need  fear  the  exercise  of  a  strong  hand  are  those 
who  fear  justice,  or  those  who  for  reasons  of  their  own  may  be 
planning  evil.  The  man  who  is  loyal  to  himself,  loyal  to  the 
people,  and  loyal  to  his  oath  of  allegiance  to  the  United  States, 
need  have  no  anxiety.  I  think  that  the  character  and  history  of 
the  present  President  of  the  United  States  is  a  guaranty  that  no 
man  will  be  allowed  to  remain  a  Governor  of  these  Islands  who  uses 
his  power  in  an  unjust  cause  or  to  the  disadvantage  of  the  rights  of 
the  Filipinos  as  guaranteed  them  by  the  liberal  provisions  of 
Congress. 

"In  friendliness,  in  cooperation,  there  is  strength;  in  recrimina- 
tion, in  hostility,  there  is  weakness.     Let  us  all  reach  out  the  hand 
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of  friendship  to  our  neighbor  and  endeavor  to  promote  an  era 
of  good  feeling,  of  ample  confidence,  of  mutual  respect,  and  of 
cooperation  that  we  may  all  secure  the  realization  of  the  main 
object  to  the  attainment  of  which  all  the  energies  of  this  admin- 
istration are  hereby  pledged;  namely,  the  material  prosperity  of 
the  Philippine  Islands." 

ADJOURNMENT. 

The  Commission  adjourned  at  11  o'clock  and  10  minutes  ante- 
meridian and  the  ceremonies  were  brought  to  a  close  with  the 
playing  of  the  "Star  Spangled  Banner"  by  the  Constabulary 
Band,  which  was  in  attendance  and  rendered  selections  during 
the  ceremonies.
